UCK E R MA R K. 


SECTION I. 


HE Uckermark, to the fouth and weſt terminates on the 
pa 2 Middle-Mark and the dutchy of Mecklenburg, from the latter of 


conſiſts of a very good ſoil, which by means of the labour of its in- 
duſtrious inhabitants has been ſo improved, that this province is enabled 
almoſt every year to export ſeveral thouſand laſts of all kinds of grain, and 
more particularly ſupplies Berlin. The parts adjoining to the rivers have 
meadow grounds, but it is not ſo in the others; in the latter therefore 

their graſery is ſo inconſiderable that great numbers of horſes and black 
cattle are bought up by the inhabitants in Pomerania and Poland. In ſheep 
however they abound ; and theſe turn to a good account among them. The 
Vor. VI. B Uckermark 
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Uckermark alſo produces a ſufficiency of fruit, hops and honey, together 
with plenty of good tobacco. In ſome parts it labours under a want of 
fuel, inſomuch that the inhabitants are partly ſupplied therewith from 
the neighbouring diſtricts, but other parts abound in fine woods of oak 
beach and pine. 

F. 4. In this Mark are nineteen cities excluſive of caſtles and market 
towns, and the villages here are computed at three hundred and ſeventy-five. 
It may likewiſe boaſt of forty-one flouriſhing noble families in it, of Wenarſh, 
Franconian, German, and Saxon deſcent, as namely the Lords of Arnim, 
Ablim, Arenſtorf, Aſcberſleben, Bardeleben, the Berg, Bredo, Brocker, Buch, 
Dollen, Duringſhofen, Eickſtedt, Falkenberg, Frobnhofer, Gloden, Greiffen- 
berg, Hacken, Hagen, Happe, Holzendorf, Ketelhucka, Klutzo, Linger and 
Luck; together with the Counts of Muncho, the Lords of Neckern, Oertæ, 
Ratheno, Raven and Rehdern ; the Counts of Schlippenbach, the Imperial 
Counts of Schwerin the Lords of Sido, the Imperial Counts of Sparr, and 
the Lords of Stephani, Stotz, Stulpnagel, Verzencbre, Wedel, Weyber, and 
IVinterfeld. Of theſe families ſome are poſſeſſed of the privilege of burgrave 
and caſtellany, as namely the Lords of A-1im, who hold thele privileges 
by virtue of Beytzenburg ; Fredenwalde, Gerſwalde and Zicho; the Lords 


of Buch, by virtue of Stabe; the Lords of Holzendorf, by virtue of Sago; 


the Imperial Counts of Schwerin, by virtue of J/olfſhagen ; and thoſe of 
Sparr by virtue of Greiffenberg. The Nobleſſe of the Uckermark are propri- 
etors of the greateſt part of the country, and poſſeſſed of the civil and crimi- 
nal juriſdiction thereof, as alſo of the high and low venery, (ſome few 
excepted who reſide on Grimnitzed heath, and have ſurrendered up the 
former, being in return to receive an annual preſent of veniſon from the 
Sovereign's foreſts) together with the right of patronage. The peaſants on 
the eſtates of theſe Nobleſſe, inſtead of being annexed to the lands, conſiſt of 
vaſſals and freemen who engage for a number of years with the proprietors. 

The States of the country meet annually at Prenz/s, where likewiſe the 
affairs of the province are adminiſtered by the provincial director and three 
councellors, who are choſen by the nobility out of ancient families and 
have under them the country-receiver, with the recorder of the Uckher- 
mark regiſter. The exciſe and other affairs of the towns are managed 
by a board of taxes, who are accountable to the Elector's treaſury and 
war-oftice. 

F. 5. The reformed colonies of French and German excepted, who have 
their reſpective churches and miniſters in the ſeveral towns and villages, the 
inhabitants in general are Lutherans, and their pariſhes and miniſters di- 
vided into fix inſpections, namely, Prenz/o, Templin, Straſsburg, Neu- 
Angermunde, Gramzo and Zebdenick. : 

$. 6. Thoſe Minds, who after the retreat of the Goths and FVandals in 
the fifth and fixth century, gradually poſſeſſed themſelves of this 


country, 
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country, are the Wilzi and the Teri; the former of whom inhabit the 
eaſtern parts, and the latter the weſtern. Miſtevoy having in the year nine 
hundred and eighty-three reduced all the country betwixt the Oder and the 
Elbe, the Uckerland fell under the dominion of the houſe of Obotrized, under 
whom it continued till the demiſe of Pr:ibiz/aww the laſt Prince thereof, 
which happened about the year 1142. On his death the Princes of Pomerania 
got the Uckerlande into their hands and kept it above one hundred years, during 
which time alſo they diligently conſulted its improvement. The Marggrave 
Albert the Bear made ſome fruitleſs attempts to diſpoſſeſs them of it. His 
ſucceſſors likewiſe were not wanting vigorouſly to aſſert their right to the 
Uckerlande, inſomuch that the Princes of Pomerania had but a troubleſome 
enjoyment of their acquiſition. At length Duke Bernim I. ceded Prenal' the 
capital together with the Uckerlande, to the Elector Jahn I. of the Aſcanian 
Line; which ceſſion ſeems to have been made towards the beginning of 
the year 1252: That being the time in which the faid Elector's charter 
to the city of Prenz/o bears date. 

§. 7. The principal court of judicature in the Uckermark, to which 
appeals lie from the towns and courts of the nobility, is held at Prenzly 
and called the Obergericht. The nobility and gentry of the Uckermark 
and the independent towns, have their firſt hearing before this court, the 
families of Arnim, Buch and Winterfeld excepted, together with the 
Counts of Sch/ippenbach and the capital city of Prenzlo who have ob- 
tained the privilege of exemption from it. From this court an appeal lies 
to the Kammergericht or court of exchequer at Berlin, though the Ober- 
gericht directs the proceedings of the ſaid appeal till ſuch time as a decree 
be iſſued, The Obergericht conſiſts of a preſident and four aſſeſſors, two 
of whom are noblemen and two commoners. The three firſt of theſe are 
conſtantly choſen out of the ancient families of the Uckermark, and of the 
two latter, one is always at the ſame time alſo firſt or ruling burgomaſter 
at Prenzlo. 

$ 8. The Uckermark, is divided into two Circles, namely into thoſe 
of Uckermark and Stolp. 

J. The UckxERMARK Circle contains in it, 

1. Prenzhl, an independent city and the capital of the country, as alſo 
the ſeat of the chief court of juſtice, and an eccleſiaſtical inſpection. It lies 
in a very fruitful plain on the lake and river Ucker, being large, well built, 
with ſtreight broad ſtreets and divided into the old and new. The 
revenues ariſing to the corporation from the city mills, its ſeveral farms 
and large woods, are conſiderable. There is alſo a very numerous 
French colony here, whoſe judge is inveſted with power over all the 
French colonies in the Uckermark. This city contained formerly three 
convents, two of which have been given away to noblemen, and the 


third converted into an alms-houſe. In it at preſent are fix churches 
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wherein divine ſervice is performed, that is to ſay three parochial churches 
in the old city, one in the new city, the church of the reformed Ger- 
mans, and that of the French Proteſtants. Here is alſo a good Latin ſchool, 
and the place itſelf carries on a very large trade in corn, cattle and tobacco; 
for the laſt of which it is particularly noted, as likewiſe for its manufacture 
of cloth. In a bull of Pope Innocent's bearing date in 1140, (wherein how- 
ever the ſeveral places belonging to the Dioceſe of Pomerania, Prenzlo do 
not occur, though mentioned in a bull of Pope Clement's in 1188) are 
theſe words, viz. Caſtri Prenzlau cum foro et tabernd. Bernim I. Duke of 
Pomerania, enlarged and improved the city, and beſtowed on it the Fiela- 
mark which is ſtill actually exiſting near the old city, and conſiſts of 300 
hufs * of land. 

2. Templin, an immediate town ſituated on the Dolgen lake, and containin 
an eccleſiaſtical inſpection. In the year 1735, this place was totally con- 
ſumed by fire, but has been rebuilt to very great advantage: Its ſtreets 
being now broad and ſtreight, and its houfes uniform, excluſive of a 
ſpacious market-place in it, which forms a regular quadrangle, inſomuch 
that at preſent it is one of the moſt beautiful towns in all the Mark, Tt 
carries on a very large trade in timber, which is greatly promoted by means 


.of a canal newly made for the communication of ſeveral bodies of water 


hereabouts, particularly of the lake of Fabr, which is above ſeven Exgliſb 
miles in length. 

3. Liechen or Lychen, an immediate town, ſeated among woods and lakes, 
and which was conſumed by fire in 1732; but, like Templin, has been 
regularly rebuilt. Large floats of timber are ſent from hence, and it enjoys 
alſo a great trade in beams and planks. 

4. Straſzburg, an immediate town, and the ſeat of an eccleſiaſtical inſpec- 
tion. Its inhabitants are for the moſt part Lutherans with a German and a 
French congregation. Abundance of tobacco is grown and manufactured 
here. This town ſeems to have been compoſed of three villages, which 
are poſſeſſed of three different feldmarks or boundaries, called the 
Aſladt juteritz and Falkenberg. 

5. The royal prefecturate of ZEHDENICK, to which belongs 

Zebdenich, an immediate town ſeated on the river Havel, and containin 
an eccleſiaſtical inſpection. In it alſo is a convent for ladies of noble 
deſcent, conſiſting of a Domina and fix ſiſters. It carries on a large 
trade in wood and corn. In the year, 1438, the town and caſtle of 
Zehdenick, together with the village appertaining thereto were conferred as 
a vacant fief on the Arnim family, who in 1528 made a ſurrender of it 
to the ſovereign in exchange for Boytzenburg. | 

In the paſtures near this city iron ore is met with in great abundance, 
and accordingly there is a mill here for that purpoſe, which is driven by 

A Huf of land contains about & of a hide, or 121 Engit/h acres. 
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the Havel. At this place likewiſe is a foundery, where bombs, grenadoes, 
bullets, mortars, pots, weights, and even ſmall cannon, are caſt. 

6. The royal prefecturate of GRamzo, the foil of which is remarkably 
fertile, and which, excluſive of a great number of farms and villages, 
contains in It 

Gramzo, a market town and eccleſiaſtical inſpection. This town is 
likewiſe the reſidence of the miniſter of the French coloniſts who have 
ſettled in the prefecturate. 

Potzlo, a ſmall town ſeated on Ucker lake, and formerly more conſide- 
rable than at preſent, tho it ſtill has a numerous French colony. 

7. The royal prefecturate of HiMMELPFORT, ſeated on a large lake, 
through which runs the river Havel, and owing its original to a ſeculariſed 
convent, which was granted in 1557 to Adam von Trotte, but in 1730 on 
the extinction of his line, was erected into a royal prefecturate. 

8. The bailiwick and village of Seehauſen, which is almoſt entirely ſur- 
rounded by the Upper and Lower Uckerſee, and belongs to the Foachim/- 
tbal college at Berlin. This place was formerly a convent for ladies. 

9. The bailiwick and village of Blankenburg likewiſe belonging to the 
ſaid college. 

10. The Lords of Arnim are proprietors of Boy/zenburg a ſmall town 
ſituated on a lake; near which is a well-built ſeat on an eminence, with 
fine gardens belonging to it, a park and pleaſant walk. The culture of 
filk is followed here with great advantage. 

Gerſwalde, a ſeat and village. 

Fredenwalde, a ſeat and ſmall town. The ſeat of Lucko ; which with its 
appurtenances the late field marſhal von Arnim, who died in 1734, be- 
queathed as a patrimonial fidei commiſſum to his nephew George Frederick 
von Arnim, is a beautiful place, and ſtands in a very pleaſant coun- 
try, having alſo belonging to it one of the fineſt gardens in the whole 
Mark. Near it the Uckerſee has its beginning. 

Werbelo, Necblin, Krochlendorf, the Schwarzenſee, Sternhagen, Gotſchen- 
derf, Milmerſtorf, Cratz, and Temmen. 

11. The imperial counts of Scowerin, who were originally of Pomerania, 
obtained in the ſeventeenth century the two vacant Blankenburg fiefs of 

Welfshagen, a caſtle, and Fur/tenwerder, a ſmall town. 

12. The Counts of Schlippenbach, who derived their original from 
Curland, obtained in the ſeventeenth century the eſcheated fiefs of Schoner- 
mark, Schwanepul, Arentſee, and Docho, belonging to the houſe of Gut, 
with all their dependencies. 

13. The Lords of Berg who were originally of Zutphen, and in all 
appearance deſcended from Henry Lord of Berg, ſecond fon to Otho Count 
of Gelderland and Zutphen, who lived about the year 1125, and whole 
arms are the ſame with thoſe of the Zutphen Lords dan Berg, who were 

railed 
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raiſed to the dignity of counts of the empire in the year 1486, are ſtill 
poſſeſſed of Schonefeld, Klepto, Herzfeld, Kremzo, and Mittenwalde, toge- 
ther with their dependencies. 

14. The other eſtates of this Circle belonging to noblemen, are, Old- 
Hohenwalde, Baumgarten, Blumenhagen, Damro, Dedelo, Fabrenhbolz, Friden- 
felde, Golmitæ, Goritz, Great-Lucko, Great-Spiegelberg, Guterberg, Holzen- 
derf, Jago, Little-Lucko, Klocko, Kutzero, Lindbor/t, Malcho, Mezelthin, 
Neuenfeld, Neu- Hobenwalde, Neuen-Sund, Parmen, Pinno, Polwitz, Raſ- 
chenberg, Ringenwalde and Thoratz, together with thoſe of Kitgarten, 
Schenkenberg, Schmarſo, Streblen, Torno, V tetmanſdorf, Zernick and Zuſedom. 

II. The Circle of SToLPE contains in it 

1. New Angermunde an independent town, and the moſt conſiderable 
of all the towns in the Circle, lying on the lake of Munde, and having an 
eccleſiaſtical inſpection, the inſpector of which bears the title of provoſt. 
At this place likewiſe is a French community. New-Angermunde carries 
on a conſiderable trade in corn and cattle. Anciently there ſtood a caſtle 
here, from which this town acquired the appellation of New-Angermunde. 

2. The royal prefecturate of LockeniTz, which is very conſiderable. 
In this prefeCturate 1s 

Leckenitz, a very ancient caſtle with a ſmall town belonging to it, ſeated 
amidſt marſhes on the river Rando. The Elector Frederick II. took this place 
in 1468, and though the Pomeranians recovered it again in 1476, yet the 
Elector Albert retook it a ſecond time, and by virtue of a treaty con- 
cluded in 1479, kept poſſeſſion thereof. In the ſame year alſo he con- 
ferred it as a fief on Gerrard von der Schulenburg, whoſe line is now be- 
come extinct. The cuſtoms collected at this place bring in a large ſum. 

Berkbolz and Ballien, two church-villages inhabited by reformed French. 

3. The royal prefecturate of Bxusso, in which lies Brufſo a ſmall town, 
and Molſebo, a village; both which places were purchaſed in 1726, of 
the family of Rammin, by King Frederick William. 

4. The royal prefecturate of CorttEn, comprehending under it Corien or 
Chorin, formerly a convent in which ſeveral of the Marggraves lie interred. 

Ziethen and Parſtein, two church-villages inhabited by reformed French. 

Lower Fiebno, a frontier village. 

Grimnits, anciently a caſtle and hunting ſeat, lying on the great Grim- 
nitz/ee, out of which the river VMelſe has its ſource. In the year 1519 a 
perpetual compact was concluded at this place between Brandenburg and 
Pomerania. 

5. The diſtrict of ScuwepT, belonging to the Marggrave Frederick 
Milliam, and which, excluſive of ſeveral villages, contains in it 
 Schrwed!?, a well built town, lying on the Oder, and having a ſtately feat 
near it which is famous for its gardens. Schwedt anciently belonged to 
the Aſcherleben family, from whom it deſcended to the counts of Hobenſtein, 
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and on the failure of their line eſcheated to the Elector as a vacant fief. 
The river Oder divides itſelf at this place into two branches, betwixt which 
lies a morals with a dyke croſs it, ſerving to communicate with both, 
and having over each a bridge. 

Vieraden in ancient records named Ad quatucr rotas from the four 
wheeled mills there on the river Meſſe, is a ſmall town ſeated in a fertile 
neighbourhood on the above river, which at this place joins the Oder. 

6. The bailiwick of Foachim/thal, containing in it Jaachimſtbal, which 
together with the whole bailiwick belongs to the village of that name, 
which was once founded here, but has fince been removed to Berlin. 

7. The Bailiwick of Neuendorf belongs to the ſame college. The farm 
of this name lies on the river Oder. 

8. Stolpe, a caſtle of great antiquity, with a ſmall town near it, lies on 
the river Oder, and for ſome centuries paſt has belonged to the Lords of 
Buch. This place gives name to the circle. 

9. Greifenberg, a caſtle and town ſeated on the Sernitæ, and which, 
in conjunction with its dependencies, conſtitutes a conſiderable Lordſhip, 
whence the family of that name derive their original ; which family be- 
queathed it in the fifteenth century to the Lords of Sparr. This place is 
noted for its fine earthen ware. 

10. Ziecho a beautiful ſeat, which together with Lutzlo, Golme, Verkebr- 
ten and Gruno, belongs to the Lords of Arnim. 

11. The eſtates here appertaining to Noblemen are thoſe of Old Kunick- 
endorf, Bruchbagen, Carnizo, Crieven, Cruſſo, Damm, Eickſtedt, Felcho, 
Flehmſdorf, Frauenhagen, Glambeck, Gorlſdorf, Gruneberg, Haben-Landien, 
Rubweide, Menkien, Muro, Lower-Landien, Paſſo, Pinno, Polſen, Polo, 
Schmiedeberg, Stendal, Stendalicben, (at the paſs near the left of which 
over the river Welſe in Pomerama, ſeveral encounters happened in 1302 
and 1306, betwixt the Markers and the Pomerantans) Stolgenbagen, Tanto, 
Trampe, Welletz, Mollien, Ziemkendorf, and Zutzen. 


II. The ME W-MAR KX. 


F. N HE preſent New-Mark is a long but narrow track of land; which 
to the weſt is ſeparated from the Midale and Uckermark by the 
river Oder, to the north terminates on Pomerania, and eaſtward on Pome- 
rania, Poland, Silefia and the Lower Luſatia; being in its greateſt length 
about forty, and in its greateſt breadth ten, geographical miles. Its preſent 
limits with reſpe& to Pomerania, were ſettled in the years 1542 and 1565; 
with Poland in 1251, and renewed in 1364. 
$. 2. The ſoil here is for the moſt part ſandy, but the Circles of _— 
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berg, Soldin, Frideberg and Arnfwalde, have very good corn lands belong- 
ing to them. Near the rivers are luxuriant paſture grounds and marſhes, but 
the graſs in them is generally coarſe and ruſhy. It abounds in wood, and has 
a ſufficiency alſo of fruits, garden-ſtuff, fiſh, and game. The incorporated 
Circles produce wine, and yield likewiſe great quantities of iron ore. 
Under King Frederick William this country in mot circles of it received 
great improvements. It appears however from the furrows ſtill diſcernible 
on the heaths that the New-Mark is not fo well cultivated as formerly. 

$. 3. The New-Mark contains in it thirty-eight towns; the burials here 
one year with another amount to about 5700, whence the number of its inha- 
bitants may be eſtimated at about 216000. Among the noble families ſettled 
in this country are, the Lords of Benekendorf, Birkto'z, Blankenſee, Bork, 
Born, Brand, Brieſen, Burgſtorf, Derflinger, Golz, Guntersberge, Hagen, 
Th, Kalkreuth, Kleift, Klitzing, Knobelſdorf, Kottwitz, Lichnowſtey, Loben, 
Marwitz, Martitz, Moblen, Mublenbeim, Muſchwitz, Pannewitz, Pap/tem, 
Platen, Podewils, Puckler, Rabeno, Ruckel, Sack, Schenkendorf, Schmid- 
berg, Schonbeck, Schoning, Sido, Unrub, Wachbolz, Waldo, Wedel, Winnin- 
gen, Wreech, &c.

F. 4. The New-Mark, properly ſo called, extends itſelf from the river 
Rega to the river Warte, and by ancient writers is deſcribed as a large 
foreſt. This tract of land was cultivated by the Vendt, and belonged 
partly to Poland and Pomerania, till by means of wars, conventions and 
marriages, it came to the Marggraves of Brandenburg, who were in poſſeſ- 
fion of it ſo early as the year 1257.

Betwixt the years 1309 and 1318, Waldemar diſpoſed of it a ſecond time 
by parcels, together with Pomerania, to the Teutonic order, but it was 
again redeemed. In the year 1400, Sigiſmund alienated it a third time, 
transferring the circle of Drumburg to the Teutonick order, in conſideration 
of the ſum of 470,000 Bohemian Groſchens ; and in 1402, made fale of 
the whole country for 63200 Hungarian guelders. The agreement at firſt 
was that only the houſe of Lutgelburg ſhould be poſſeſſed of the power of 
redemption ; but in 1429, the country was totally ceded to the Teutonick 
order, which ceſſion in 1443 was confirmed at Fantfert by the Elector Fre- 
ric“ II. But the ill circumſtances of the Teutonick order obliged them in 
1154 to mortgage it to the faid Elector Frederick II. and in 1455 to 
make an abſolute ſale of it, the ſaid Elector paying them down 100,000 
gold guldens, in conſideration thereof. Since that time it has remained 
continua'ly in the houſe of Brandenburg, under the appellation of the New- 
Mark. The Teutonick order indecd laid claim to it, but in r 518, made an ab- 
lolute renunciation thereof. Concerning the enlargement of the New-Mark 
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* by incorporating the Circles with it, an account will be given in the de-

—— 1 $. 5. The Neu- Mark has a regency of its own, which holds its ſeſſions 
5 at Ku/trin, and conſiſts of a preſident and four counſellors, two of whom 


It has 
likewiſe its own particular conſiſtory, and criminal court of juſtice, as alfo 
a a board of war and a chamber of Demeſnes.

F. 6. The New-Mark conſiſts 1. Of the town of Ku/ftrin. 2. Of ſeven 
original circles which are divided into the anterior and poſterior circles, and 
3. Of four incorporated circles. This order I ſhall obſerve in its deſcription, 
1. Kuſftrin, the capital of the New-Mark, lies in latitude 52 degrees, 
35 minutes, and in longitude 32 degrees, 34 minutes, counting from 
the meridian of Ferro. Its proper name is Koztryn, i. e. 4 Ruſhbaſeet, 
which is the name of a large lake betwixt this city and Sonnenburg, and 
from which probably it came to be fo called. It lies on the river Oder, 
which a little above this city receives into it the arte, and their reſpec- 
tive waters are afterwards diſtinguiſhable as far as Schauenburg, a village 
ſeated at about half aGermanmile's diſtance from the confluence of theſe rivers, 
thoſe of the Oder being of a yellowiſh caſt, and that of the Varte black, 
whence indeed it is alſo called the black Oder. The adjacent country is 
marſhy, for which reaſon the approach to it on the Midale-Marł fide is by

K#uftrin therefore by its ſituation is very ſtrong, 
and has likewiſe good fortifications. The city indeed itſelf is but ſmall, 
nevertheleſs it hath large ſuburbs, as namely the Kurtſee ſuburb, the Neu- 
ftadt, which was built in 1733, in the hornwork towards the Oder, and 
the large or long Suburb on the M:iddle-Mark ſide of the ſame river, being 
very large, and communicating with the New/tadt, by means of a very 
long — defended by a ſtrong fort. It is the ſeat alſo of the regency, 
the conſiſtory, the criminal court of juſtice, the Næw- Mart exchequer, and 
war office ; and the reſidence likewiſe of an eccleſiaſtical inſpection. Before 
the year 1758, in the town, and fort, were about 200 houſes, an old 
manſion-houſe, and a church where the Calviniſis uſed to perform divine 
ſervice, together with three arſenals, one ſalthouſe, three magazines, a 
Lutheran pariſh-church and the garriſon- church, the latter of which eſcaped 
the undermentioned deſolation. The Kurtſee ſuburb too contained in it a 
Vox.

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church and a hoſpital, and the long ſuburb a hoſpital and a houſe of 
correction; but in the above year the Ruſſians ſetting it on fire by means of 
bombs and red hot bullets it was reduced to a heap of ruins. The forti- 
fications however held out againſt all their attempts, and on the approach 
of the king of Pruſſia, the Ruſſians precipitately raiſed the ſiege.

3. Berlinchen, alſo a ſmall town, and ſubſiſting in the ſame manner.

5. Deetz, Derzo or Diko, Glaſo and , Mellentin, the principal villages 
belonging to Noblemen ; the other villages here are Adamſdorf, Babto, 
Churſdorf, Cranzen, Cremlin, Grunberg, Little-Latzko, Naulin, Piſierwitz, 
Rebnitx, Schonau, Trampe, Wutenau, Zieten, and Zollen. 

III. The KoniGsBeRG Circle contains in it 

1. Konigsberg, the Circle town, ſeated on the Roricke. This place is 
well built, and has an eccleſiaſtical inſpection. In the year 1427 it was 
tet on fire by the Hufſites. 

2. Schonflies, in ancient records ſtiled Schewenfitet, a ſmall town ſubſiſt- 
ing by agriculture; near it lies the lake of Sonnenburg.

7. The royal prefecturate of NeuENHAGEN, as traverſed by the new 
Oder, which has its beginning at Guſtebieſe. 

8. The royal prefecturate of ZxLLIx, formerly belonging to the Mcrner 
family. The village of Zellin here ſtands on the Oder. | | 

9. The royal prefecturate of NEUENDAMM, to which belongs 

Neuendamm, an open town, where good cloth is made. 

Wittftock, at preſent the prefecturate town. | 

10. The royal prefecturate of QUARTsCnEN, comprehending under it 

Quartſchen, or Qyartzen, a village ſeated in a delightful fituation on 
the Miezel. At this place was formerly a commandery of the Malta order, 
but it has been exchanged for Schieveibein.

3. The Dramburg Cirele, comprehends under it 

1. Dramburg, anciently called Draweburg and Drageburg, the Circle 
town, ſeated on the river Drage, from which it alſo derives its name. 
This river paſſes through the old and new town, and from the Baumgar- 
tengate is alſo carried round a part of the place by means of both the moats. 
Dramburg is the ſeat of an eccleſiaſtical inſpection, and probably owes 
its foundation to the Vedel family, In the year 1534, it ſuffered con- 
ſiderably by fire. s 


2. The royal Prefecturate of BALs TER, which was formely held as a 
fief by the Gunſlerberge family. 

Calies, a ſmall town which is partly under the juriſdiction of the before 
mentioned family ; and is noted for woollen weavers. This place ſtands 
on a ſmall river which runs into the Drage, and in 1577 was conſumed by fire. 

3. The royal Prefecturate of SA BIN, where in the reign of Frederick II. 
a new colony was ſettled. 

4. Faltenburg, a ſmall town having a ſeat on the Drage, and belonging 
to the Bork family. This town is alſo the principal place of their reſidence, 
It is poſſeſſed of ſeveral other eſtates and places in this Circle, as for inſtance, 
of Dal, Friedersdorf, Gersdorf, Great-Gruno, Hundekopf, Klebo, Pigo, &c. 
.F. Seats and eſtates belonging to Noblemen, as namely, Baumgarten,

Blankenhagen, Carwitz, Denzig, Diederftorf, Dolgen, Gieno, Golz, Great- 
Schonenberg, Gunterſhagen, TJaniko, Kettdorf, Little-Gruno, Little-Lanken, 
Langenhayen, Mellentin, Lower-Lobitz, Petzenick, Piepfiock, Pritten, 


Runo, Sadelberg, Sarranzig, Schilde, Steinbofel, Storko, Stoven, Wenningen,

4. The Schievelbein Circle contains under it, 

1. Schievelbein, the Circle town, ſeated on the Rega in the moſt nor- 
thern point of the New-Mark, at this place is a commandery belonging to the 
Sonnenburg Grand-maſterſhip of the Knights of St. John, which has a 
ſeat here, and is poſſeſſed of near one half of the villages in the Circle. 
The commander is likewiſe prefect of the Schievelbein and Dra 
Circles, in which the Nobility ſtand in his preſence. He alſo uſually kept an 
Official here, who is a Nobleman and a man of letters. Appeals lie from 
hence immediately to the New-Mark Regency. Here is likewiſe an eccleſiaſ- 
tical inſpection, and a Nobleman's feat formed out of a ſequeſtred Car- 
thuſian monaſtery. | | 

The town is proprietor of the village of Nemmin, as the hoſpital church 
is of Bruno. 

2. The eſtates and places belonging to Nobles here, are Barkeno, Brieſen, 
Bruſtrin, Boltenbagen, Carth, Cars , Dolgeno, Falkenberg, Groſchin, 
Klemzo, Klotzin, Klutzko, Kreitzig, Kruſſeno, Lipze, Labens, Lecko, Me- 
neritz, Pollichleben, Ritzka, Rutzenhagen, Schleſzig, Schlonnewitz, Semero, 
Valzko and Woperſno. - 

III. The incorporated Circles on the ſouth fide of the Warte. 

1. The Sternberg Circle, formerly belonged to the Churmark, having 
been annexed to it by Poland, in the year 1220 or 1260. This Circle 
is about ſeven Germen miles in length, and four broad, and contains under it, 


1. Droſſen, the Circle town, which is pretty well built, and enjoys a good: 


trade. This place lies on the river Lenzen. In the year 1596 it was 
totally deſtroyed by fire. 

2. Sternberg, a ſmall town, in which lies the houſe whence the Vinning 
family derive their name. 

3. Kappen, a little town ſeated on the Eylang, and noted for its woollen 
manufactures. 

4. The royal Prefecturate of NæuxN DORT, to which belong four villages. 


5. The royal Prefecturate of BisCHoFsEE : once belonging to the family 


of Breda: Biſchofſee, is a village. 

Obſ. The royal Prefecturate of FRavenDoRF, together with the little 
town of Gor12 lies indeed within the Sternberg Circle, and this is under the 
New-Mark regency at Kuſtrin, but having from time immemorial 
belonged to the ancient dioceſe, now called the prefecturate of Lebus in 
the Midale- Mart, the exchequer at Berlin claims and actually exerciſes 
juriſdiction over it, for which reaſon I have already mentioned it under the 
Circle of Lebus in the Middle-Mark. 6. Kinigſ-

15 accrued to it by purchaſe. The patron of the order within the grand 
4 | maſterſhip is the Elector of Br. ; 
| l The grand-maſter himſelf by virtue of the convention of Heimbach, 
I : held in 1382, is elected by the free choice of the commanders, and unal- 
| terably confirmed by the grand-prior. of Germany. He is chief of the 


1 order in the Mark, and the neighbouring countries, all the commanderies 
{ | of the order in theſe parts being under him. He is inveſted likewiſe with 
* the power of holding chapters, and beſides other regalities, is poſſeſſed of 


the civil and criminal juriſdictions within the eſtates of the order, for which 
aw” 1 he has a tribunal, with a ſecretary and counſellors, and not only the 
vaſſals, but the commanders themſelves may be ſued. He takes an oath 
of fidelity to the Elector of Brandenburg, as Sovereign of the country, by 
whom he is conſidered as one of the ſtates thereof, and on account of the 
diſtrict of Friedland and Schenkendorf, alſo does homage to the Elector of 
Saxony, as Sovereign of Lower Luſatia; the Diſtricts appeals lie to the 

regency at Lubben, and for the lands in the Mar# to that of Ku/trin. 
The knights muſt be either princes, counts, barons, or of the ancient 
gentry, or deſcended from ſuch. Lutherans are not excluded from this 
honour. They are likewiſe permitted to marry. The grand maſter may 
create 
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create as many knights as he pleaſes, but the ceremony muſt be performed 
at Sonnenburg. Every knight at his creation pays down five hundred rix- 
dollars. All theſe knights are ſtiled knights of the Holy Order of St. John, 
and when in the courſe of their ſeniority they are preferred to a com- 
mandery, bear the title of commander. On the death of one of thee, 
his effects and eſtates deſcend to his children and heirs, who likewiſe 
enjoy the year of grace. 

The enſign of the order is an octangular croſs, or, enameled, with white, 
worn pendent to a black ribbon, but the grand maſter and the common 
commanders bear on their left breaſt an octangular croſs, embroidered with 
white filk, and the knights at the ceremony of a creation, wear a long 
black mantle, on which is a white croſs fixed on the left fide. The eſtatgs 
of the grand maſterſhip are threefold ; viz, 1ſt, Certain Amts or Di- 
ſtricts which are bordlands belonging to the grand maſterſhip, and 
aſſigned for the ſupport of the grand maſter's perſon and dignity. - Theſe are 

1. The Diſtrict of Sonnenburg in the Sz g Circle, to which, excluſive 
of ten villages, belongs. 

Sonnenburg, a ſmall town and caſtle ſeated on the Lenze, which not 
far from this place runs into that branch of the Marte called the Lonig. 
This branch ifſues from the Warte, at the village of Limmeritæ, but joins it 
again below Sonnenburg. The town is the ſettled reſidence of the grand 


maſter and his regency. In the years 1596 and 1752, the greateſt part 


of it was deſtroyed by fire. 
2. The Diſtrict of Rampitæ, alſo lying in this Circle. The villages of 


Rampitz and Kloppitz or Kloppet, were purchaſed by the order in 1448. - 


Both theſe villages ſtand on the Oder, and frequently ſuffer by its in- 
nundations. 

3. The Diſtrict of Gruneberg, taken notice of above in the Circle of 
Konigsberg, to which Circle it belongs. 

4. The Diſtrict of Collin, which lies in Pomerania, and is deſcribed there 
in the ſequel. | 

5. The Friedland Diſtrict, which together with that of 

6. Schenkendurf, lies in Lower-Luſatia, where an account has been 


already given of them. 

2. Certain commanderies, under the direction of commanders reſiding in 
them. The acknowledgement money ariſing from them is remitted to 
Malta. Of theſe commanderies the following are ſtill in being, viz. 

1. The commandery of Lagau, which lies in the Circle of Sternberg. 
The annual revenues arifing from this commandery are eſtimated at about 
8000 rixdollars. Excluſive of ſeveral villages, belonging to it is 

Lagau, a ſmall town, containing a ſeat. 

Zielenzig, another little place ſeated on the Poſte, which is likewiſe cal- 
led Poſtan and Poftun, and near Kritzſch runs into the Harte. This town 
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is famous for its woollen manufactures. In the year 1244 it fell to the 
knight's templers, but afterwards came, with other of their eſtates, to the 
order of Saint John. Near the city formerly ſtood a caſtle, but at preſent 
both in and without it are certain manſions belonging to fiefs, which are 
held by immediate tenure, under the grand maſter and his regency. The 

nd maſter is alſo poſſeſſed of the advowſon of this place, and likewiſe 
— the right of chooſing every member of the magiſtracy. 

2. The commandery of Schievelbein, lying in the New-Mark, and which 
is deſcribed above: its annual produce about 1200 rix-dollars. 

3. The commandery of Lietzen in the Circle of Lebus, belonging to 
the Midale- Mark, where it has been already deſcribed, brings in about 3000 
ria-dollars per annum. 

4. The commandery of Verben in the Old- Marł, of which notice has 
already been taken there. Some affirm that the produce of this commandery 
amounts to 4000 rix-dollars per annum, but others reduce it to 1500. 

5. The commandery of Wreterſheim, in the Bailiwick of Hausberge, in 
the principality of Minden, where an account has been given of it, and its 
annual produce ſhown to exceed 2200 rix-dollars. 


6. The commandery of Supplinburg, in the Dutchy of Brunſwick 2 


fenbuttel, brings in about 2000 rix-dollars. 


Obſ. The ancient commanderies of Nemerau Mirau, in the Dutchy of 
Meck, „at the peace of Weſiphalia were transferred to the Dukes 
of Mec rg, but with a clauſe that they ſhould procure the conſent of 
the order, and pay the uſual quota to it. Wildenbruch in Pomerania, once 
a commandery, was at the ſame peace ceded to Sweden. The com- 
manderies of Zachau Krakau in the Dutchy of Mecklenburg, Stargard, and 
Gartau, have likewiſe been diſmembered from the order. 

3. Certain fiefs, ſome of which poſſibly were from the beginning con- 
nected as ſuch with the order; but moſt of them were its own proper 
eſtates, and have been alienated in ſuch a manner, that the Dominium 
Directum only is reſerved to the order; among theſe are Dobberntz, 
Leicholz, Little-Gander, Bucholz, Ziebingen, Matſchdorf, Biſchofsee, Linſee, 
Malſo, Selcho, Schonau, Tamſel, Warnicke, Topper, Heinerſdorf, Hackeno, 
Tempelberg, Tempelbof, Mariendorf, Marienfield, Rieſdorf, Hinderburg, Dor- 
fer, Zarzig, Wulko, Zalentin, Sucho, the Budenſee, Grieſen, Braunſchweig, 
Bornin and Gartau. HIS | 

2. The Dutchy of Craſſen, formerly together with Silgſia, was under the 
dominion of Poland, but by a contract made in 1339, betwixt Cafimir the Great 
and Jobn King of Bohemia, paſſed over to the latter, with that country, on 
which it was reckoned dependent of the Kings on Bohemia. Duke Henry the 
XI. of Glagau, to whom Croſſen belonged, appointed his conſort Barbara, 
daughter to Albert Elector of Brandenburg, his heireſs. And in 1472, 
actually gave her and her father an aſſignment of 50,000 ducats, on the 
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Dutchy of Craſen. On his demiſe in 1476, his widow at firſt remained 
in poſſeſſion of the Dutchy; but a war breaking out on that account, be - 
twixt the houſe of Brandenburg and Jobn Duke of Sagau, uncle to Henry 
Duke of Glogau; in 1482 an agreement was made that the Dutchy of 
Crofſen ſhould be mortgaged to the houſe of Brandenburg, on account of 
the pecuniary claims which it had on Barbara the Dutcheſs Dowager. In 
1538 it was abſolutely ceded to the electoral houſe of Brandenburg, as a 
Bohemian fief, and thereupon annexed to the New-Mark. The feudal 
rights both of this Dutchy and all the other lands, circles and towns, 
which for many years have belonged to the houſe of Brandenburg, were 
for ever annulled by the treaty of peace concluded at Berlin in 1742. The 
Dutchy contains in it one hundred and twenty villages, and is divided into 
two Circles, which are, N 

1. The Circle of Croſſen, containing Craſſen, the Circle town, lying on 
the Oder, which at this place is joined by the Bober. Craſſen is the reſi- 
dence of the office of the King's ſtewards for the Dutchy thereof, as like- 
wiſe of a prefecturate, and an eccleſiaſtic inſpection. Beſides a caſtle, here 
are two Lutheran churches, and one Caluiniſt. In it too are ſome manu- 
factures of cloth, and its neighbourhood produces good wine. This town 
was burnt down in the years 1459, 82, 1631, and 1708. 

2. Bobersberg, an open little town, ſeated on the Bober, and belonging 
to the Diſtri& of Croſſen. This place is celebrated for its earthen ware. 

3. Deicbo, a village, near which is dug plenty of iron ore, which is 
wrought in the iron-mills on the Bober. 

4. Sommerfeld, a town belonging to the family of Bredo, and not much 
inferior to Zullichau in its woollen manufactures, 

5. Rothenburg, a ſmall town belonging to the Counts of Rothenburg, 
one line of whom reſides at Polniſh Netto near Rothenburg, the other line 
in the village of Beuthnitz : Each of theſe places has a beautiful ſeat, The 
two lines are likewiſe proprietors of ſeveral other eſtates and places in theſe

6. Noble eſtates and places, as namely Baudach, Blumberg, Brieſnitz, 
Cremmersborn, Cunerſdorf, Cuno, Caſſar, Daube, Drebno, Deutſch-Sager, 
Dubero, Fritſchendorf, Gablea, Gohren, Grieſel, Gierſdorf, Gruno, Grabkz, 
Guſlo, Heideno, Hermfwalde, Kurtſcho, Kuckadel, Liebthal, Leuterſdorf,

II. The Zullichau Circle is about a German mile and a half in length, 
and one in breadth, containing twenty-three villages. In it is ; 

I. Zullichau, the Circle town, and the ſeat of an eccleſiaſtical inſpection 
ſituated in a low plain, half a German mile's diſtance from the Oder, and 

D 2 about 
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about” the ſame diſtance from the Ober. The town itſelf conſiſts only 
of two hundred and fifty houſes, one pariſh church, and a grammar ſchool ; 
but it has four large ſuburbs, namely the Lange Gaſſe, or Long Street, 
which conſiſts of one hundred and twelve houſes, with the new church 
and a large orphan houſe, the Grunberg ſuburb, and 1 of ſixty- four 
houſes, the Rey of ſixty · three, and the Neue Gaſſe and Schwiebſer, Scl wiebiiſſer 
Gaſſe of ſeventy-four. Without the walls is a ſeat belonging to his Majelly, 
fortified with walls and moats, which ſerves for the reſidence of the King's 
receiver of the prefecturate. In this part alſo ſtands the Calviniſt church. 
Zullichau contains a good woollen manufacture. In 1557 and 1633 this 
town was wholly deſtroyed by fire, and in 1624 and 1685 it ſuſtained great 
damage by the ſame dreadful calamity. 

To the royal prefecturate here belong the villages of T/chicherzig on the 
Oder and Glauche, near which the Qber joins the Oder. It has likewiſe 
ſeveral vaſſals in the Schwtebſer and Grunberg ſuburbs, as alſo in Krauſche 
and Krummendorf, and the farm of Riegel. | 

2. The church villages of Meſe, Kay, Nieckern, Schonborn, Kalzig, Bucke, 
Heinerſdorf, Hennerſderf, Klempzig, Schmollen, and Padligar, in ſome of 
which are noble eſtates, . 

3. Noble eſtates and places; as namely, Glofſen, Gubren, Golzen, Kah- 
men, Krauſche, Langmeil, Lucho, Merzig, Meſau, Nickern, Oblath, Ofteritz, 
Radewitſch, Schonborn and Trebſchen or Trebſen, the laſt of which places 
Baron Troſchke its owner intended, in 1707, to have erected into a town. 

III. The Cotbus Circle, or juriſdiction of Cotbus and Peitz, conſtituting a 
part of Lower Luſatia, which the Elector Frederick II. kept and received 
as a fief from George King of Bohemia, when in 1642 he again ceded the 
other parts of Luſatia to the crown of Bohemia. This feudal power of Bo- 
bemia was entirely abrogated by the peace of Berlin, concluded in 1742. 
The circle contains one hundred and fifteen villages, and abounds in iron 
ore. The language of the inhabitants is the Yendi/p. The moſt remark- 
able places here are 

1. Cotbus, the Circle town, fituated near the Spree, and the reſidence 
of the government. In it are three Lutberan and two Caluiniſt churches, 
with an eccleſtaſtical inſpection, a grammar ſchool, and ſome good woollen 
manufactories. In the years 1468, 1479, 1597, 1600, and 1671, it was 
entirely deſtroyed by fire. The royal prefecturate here is included in the 
aſſeſſments within the juriſdiction of the New-Mar#, but in other reſpects 
is under the direction of the exchequer of the Electorate. 

2. The royal prefecturate of SyLo. 

3. Peitz, a ſmall town and fort on the Malts. Not far from this place 
lies a royal prefecturate. In the year 1758, Peitz capitulated to the Auſ- 
trians, who quickly abandoned it. Near it are iron mills, to which is 
brought the iron ore of which the prefecturates of Cotbus and Pettz, eſpecially 
the villages of Burg and Merben afford great quantities. 4. Al- 
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4. Almoſen, Babo, Bavensdorf, Birſchdef, Bohnsdorf, Braſinchen, Bremen, 
Brieſen, Buckbolz, Caſel, Cattlo, Demsdorf, Dobberig, Drieſnitz, Eicbo, 
Gablenz, Gablen, Gabry, Gallinchen, Geiſſendorf, Gobre, Goſzna, Gorsdorf, 
Great-Gaglo, Great-Oſzing, Haaſo, Jeſſen, Iimersdorf, Little-Dobbern, 
Little-Lisko, Little-Ofzing, Ninge, Koppatz, Kubren, Krugersdorf, Kumten- 
dorf, Laſo, Laubſtorf, Leesko, Leuthen, Lindchen, Lubbecho, Loſchdorf, 
Mattendorf, Miſchen, Neubauſen, Peterſhagen, Reſſen, Rogoſzno, Ruben, 
Schlicho, Schorbus, Sergen, Strado, Strauſzdorf, Torno, Trebendorf, Werben, 
Winddorf, Wolfjarig and Wolkenberg.

Of the Dukes of SAXON Y, of the ERNEST 


Line, in general. 


8. 1. II has been already obſerved in Vol. V. that Erneſt and Albert, ſons 
to Frederick II. EleQor of Saxony, founded two capital lines in the 
houſe of Saxony, which lines have been diſtinguiſhed by the title of the 
Erneſtine and Albert lines. The former of theſe was at tir{t poſſeſſed of the 
Electoral dignity, which dignity the Elector Erne/t bequeathed to his fon 
Frederick the Wiſe, and he to his ſon Jabn the Steady, as the latter did alſo to 
his ſon Jabn Frederick, who being in 1547, put under the ban, by the 
Emperor Charles V. was deprived of the electoral dignity, and all his domini- 
ons, which were conferred on Duke Maurice of the Albert line ; who was 
commanded to pay unto the children of the late Elector Jun Frederick, an 
annual revenue of 50,000 guilders (each guilder to be reckoned at twenty- 
one groſchen,) and by way of ſecurity to make over to them certain 
diſtricts, towns, villages and eſtates. Theſe were the diſtrict of Ger/lungen, 
the diſtret of Breitenbach, John Frederick's former part of Berka, the town 
of Eiſenach, the ſeat and diſtrict of Wartburg, the fixth part of Trefurt, 
and the part of Salgungen, as formerly poſſeſſed by Febn Frederick, the 
diſtrict caſtle and town of Weimar, the diſtrict and caſtle of Tenneberg, the 
town of Walter/kauſen, the town of Kala, together with the feat and 
diſtrict of Leuchtenberg, the ſeat and diſtrict of Reda, the town of 
Orlamunde, the diſtrict, town, and caſtle of Jena, the feat, diſtrict and 
borough of Kappelndorf, the ſeat, village and diſtrict of Roſzla, the ſeat 
and diſtrict of Hactſenburg, the toll at Wugendorf, the diſtrict, feat and 
little town of Dornburg, and the diſtrict of Camburg, which two laſt 
diſtricts, were formerly poflefled by Duke Maurice. To theſe he was like- 
wiſt to add the town of Buttſlatt, or Buttelllatt, together with the diſtrit and 
the Elector's thare of the protection money at Erfurt, the toll at Erfurt, 
in ſuch manner as it formerly belonged to the houſe of Saxony, the hunting 
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ſeats and villages of Fridebach, Hummelſhayn and Trunkenborn, the diſtrifts 
of Arnſhaug, Weyda, and Ziegenruck, with the convents of Georgenthal, 
Heuſzdorf, Reinbardibrum, Eltersberg, Ichterſhauſen, Burgel, Lauſnitz and 
Wallich. The town, caſtle and diſtrict of Gotha were likewiſe reſtored to 
the captive Elector John Frederick, the Emperor, further declaring that he 
would leave his children in the quiet poſſeſſion of Saalfeld, though legally 
eſcheated to him, as being an appennage of the crown of Bohemia, The 
unfortunate Elector indeed had hopes of recovering his dignity, but herein he 
was deceived, and the efforts made for this purpoſe on the death of the new 
Elector Maurice likewiſe miſcarried, the dignity devolving to his brother 
Auguſtus. In 1554 by the mediation of the King of Denmark an agree- 
ment was made at Naumburg betwixt the two lines, by which agreement 
not only the hereditary union and compact of mutual ſucceſſion was renewed, 
but the EleQor Auguſtus further ceded to Duke John Frederick and his ſons, the 
following diſtricts, towns and privileges, as namely the diſtricts of Sachſc 

and Herbiſſeben, the town of Tenſtatt excepted, the diſtrict of Eiſenberg, the 
villages of Flemmingen and Aldenburg, together with Buchbolz and the ſeat, 
town and diſtrict of Altenburg, the high road from Werſſenfels and Naum- 
burg to Eckartsberg excepted, with the boroughs of Luckau and Schmollen, 


- The impoſts payable to the Empire by the Saxon territories are-divided 


among them. The Elector Auguſtus likewiſe ceded to the Erneſtine line 
his right of redemption in the bailiwick of Koningsberg in Franconia, toge- 
ther with the enfeoffment, ſupreme power, all juriſdiction, obedience and 
ſubſidies appertaining to him in the bailiwick of Allſtett; and though the 
ſaid Elector Auguſtus conferred on Duke John Frederick the title of Elector 
by birth, yet it was on promiſe that his ſons would never afſume the title, 
nor even that of burggrave of Magdeburg, whilſt any feudal male heirs of 
the Elector Auguſtus's body were living, and that they would make no 
ſcruple of reſigning unto them ſuch titles. 

$. 2. On the deceaſe of Duke Jobn Frederick, the Erneſtine right line 
became divided into ſeveral collateral branches, particularly into four, namely 
into thoſe of Old- Gotba, Altenburg, Weimar and New-Getha : the two firſt of 
theſe are become extinct, but the two laſt are ſtill in being. The founder 
of the Old-Gotha line, was Jahn Frederick II. fon to the unfortunate Jobn 
Frederick, but taking under his protection the perſon who had murdered 
the biſhop of Wurzburg, even after the Emperor had put him under the 
ban, he himſelf in 1566 was declared to have incurred the like puniſh- 
ment, and the execution of it committed to the Elector Auguſtus, who in 
1567, poſſeſſed himſelf of the town of Gotha, and fort of Grimmenſtein, 
and the Duke himſelf being taken priſoner died in 1595, at Steyr in Upper 
Auſtria. As a ſecurity for the payment of the charges of the war, the 
Elector Auguſtus was put in poſſeſſion of the ducal bailiwicks of Weyda, 
Arnſhaug, Ziegenruck and Sachſenburg under the name of the ſurety- 
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bailiwicks, and ſometime after an abſolute ſeſſion of them was made with all 
their privileges to the electoral line of the Erneſtine line. Of the ſons of 
Duke John Frederick II. Jobn Cafimir obtained Coburg, and John Erneſt 
Eiſenach ; and in theſe two the O/d-Gotha line came to a period. The 
Altenburg line was founded in 1573, by Frederick William I. ſon to Jobn 
William Duke of Weimar. 

$. 3. The Weimar line, which is ſtill in being, had for its founder 

William brother to the unfortunate John Frederick II. In 1566, theſe two 
brothers agreed on a partition of their countries into the Weimar and Coburg 
parts; the former of which was transferred to Jobn Frederick II. as being 
the elder, and the latter to John William as being the younger, with all 
princely ſovereignty ; but on the expiration of the ſaid three years was to 
remain unaltered, together with the territories regency and right of hold- 


ing courts. Duke Fobn Frederick II. being made a priſoner the following 


year, John William did homage for the whole country; but in 1572, 
Gotha Eiſenach and Coburg, were reſtored to the two ſons of the 
impriſoned Duke John William. Of theſe Frederick William founded 
the Altenburg line in the manner above mentioned; and Jobn that of 
Weimar, from whom indeed are deſcended all the Dukes of the Erneſtine 
chief line, now in being. Of his two ſons, William propagated the Weimar 
line, Albert gave beginning to that of Eiſenach, but in him it alſo came to a 
period, and Erneſt founded the line of Gotha. 
$. 4. Duke William who propagated the Weimar line ſucceeded to that part of 
the country which had belonged to his brother Duke Albert of Eiſenacb, but 
dying in 1662, his ſons Jebn Erneſt, Adolphus William, Jobn George, and Ber- 
nard divided their patrimony and the eſcheated territories of Eiſenach and Alten- 
burg among themſelves, each conſtituting a particular regency of his own, but 
forming one general privy council and chancery. Jobn Erneſt propagated the 
Weimar line and dying in 1683, was ſucceeded by his ſon Duke William Erneſt 
who increaſed his territories by a part of the Altenburg and Tena inheri- 
tance, and for the firſt time uſed Engern and Weſtphalia in his title. 
This Prince died in 1728 ; his younger brother Duke Jabn Erneſt governed 
his part of the territories and in 1691, inherited the incomes of fome 
of the Jena diviſion, but dying in 1707, was ſucceeded by his eldeſt 
ſon Duke Erneſt Auguſtus, who on the deceaſe of the above-mentioned 
Duke William Earneſt became Sovereign of the whole principality of 
Weimar. In 1741, he alſo inherited Jena but died in 1748. His fon and 
ſucceſſor Duke Erneſt Auguſtus Conſtantine, died in 1758 at no great age, 
leaving behind him two Princes, one of whom was of poſthumous birth. 
The name of the hereditary Prince is Charles Auguſius. Adolphus William 
and Fobn George, the above-mentioned ſons of Duke William, founded the 
Eiſenach line. The ſecond of theſe ſurvived thefirſt, and thus became poſſeſſed 
of the whole principality of Eiſenach. This Prince was ſucceeded by his 
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ſon John William, who was followed by his ſon Duke William Henry the 
laſt of the E:ſenach line, and on his death in 1741, the principality of Eiſenach 
devolved to the line of Weimar. Bernhard the above-mentioned fon of 
Duke William founded a new line, but this came to a period in his ſon 
Fobn William, who died in 1690. 

8. 5. The modern line or preſent Gotha branch of the Erne/tine line owes 
its origin to the above-mentioned (SF. 3.) Duke Erneſt the Picus, who was 
an excellent Prince. At firſt indeed he only poſſeſſed the bailiwicks of Gotha, 
Tenneberg, Georgintha and the Schawarzwald, Reinhardsbrun, Wach- 
ſenburg lchterſhauſen, Konigsberg and Tondorf ; but in 1644, on the death 
of his brother Albert, inherited one half of the principality of Eiſenacb, 
and in 1672 ſucceeded Frederick William in the principalities of Altenburg 
and Coburg, but generouſly made over a fourth part of theſe principalities to 
the Weimar line. He died in 1675, leaving his three Imperial principalities 
of Gotha, Altenburg and Coburg, with his independent part of the county and 
principality of Henneberg to his ſeven ſons, who, at firſt, purſuant to their 
father's injunction, ruled jointly, but in 1680 made a partition of them. 
By theſe means each had a particular territory of his own, ſome with all 
the ſovereignty of the Empire, but others with only certain rega/ia. The 
eldeſt of theſe named Duke Frederick obtained the beſt part and was 
ruling Lord. Duke Albert had for his ſhare Coburg, and Duke Bernard 
Meinungen with all ſovereignty, and that too independent ; Duke Henry 
poſſcſſed the bailiwicks and towns of Rombild and Konigsberg, the latter of 
which he afterwards ceded by a particular contract, to Duke Henry of 
Hildburghauſen) together with the bailiwick of Bebrungen Milz farm and 
Echter fief, which had become vacant. To Duke Chriſtian were aſſigned 
the bailiwicks and towns of Eiſenberg, Ronneburg, Roda and Camburg; to 
Duke Erneft thoſe of Heldburg, Hildburgſhauſen, Eiszfeld, Veilsdorf and 
Schalkau : Duke Jobn Erneſt obtained for his ſhare, the bailiwick, abbey 
and town of Salfeld, together with the bailiwick and town of Grefenthal, as 
alſo the bailiwick of Zella and the town of Lebſten : likewiſe by a particular 
agreement he obtained afterwards the town of Poſneck. Concerning the 
diſputes which aroſe on Duke Alberts death relative to the devolution of 
8 an account of them ſhall be given under the principality of Coburg. 

$. 6. With reſpect to the ſeveral lines into which that of Gotha has 
been divided, we ſhall here briefly remark that 

Frederick the Firſt reigning Duke of Gatba was ſucceeded -by his ſon 
Frederick II. whom together with all the Princes of this houſe, the Emperor 
in 1676 declared to be of age, on the concluſion of their eighteenth year. 
This Prince likewiſe introduced the right of primogenitureſhip here, and 
died in 1732, leaving for ſucceſſor, his fon Duke Frederick III. who is 
the preſent reigning Prince of that houſe. 

Bernard ruling Duke of Meinungem, firſt lived at Hildburgſhauſen, but 
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afterwards removed his reſidence to Meinungen. In 1706 he was ſucceeded 
by his ſon Duke Erneſt Lewis, who had for ſucceſſor his ſon Duke Anthony 
Ulrich the preſent reigning Prince. The territories of this line, chiefly 
belong to the circle of Franconia as being a part of the county and principa- 
lity of Henneberg (ſee before Vol. V.) 

Duke Henry founded the Rombild line, but this failed with him in the 
year 1710. The Eiſenberg line commenced with Duke Chriſtian, but came 
to a period in his perſon in 1707. 

Duke Erneſt was the founder of the Hilburgſtauſen line, which at firſt 
was called that of Eisfeld. By his wife, Sophia Henrietta daughter to 
Prince George Frederick of Waldeck, he added to his houſe the lordſhip of 
Cuylenburg in Gelderland. This Prince was ſucceeded by his ſon Duke 
Erneft Frederick and he again in 1748, by his ſon Duke Erneft Frederick 
Charles, the preſent reigning Duke of Hildburgſhauſen. 

Duke. Erneſt was the founder of the Saalfeld line, after whoſe 
death in 1729, his ſons Duke Cbriſtian Erneſt and Francis Jaſias governed 
jointly: The former of theſe dying in 1745 the latter became fole regent, 


and removed his reſidence from Salfeld to Coburg. This Prince is the 


preſent reigning Duke of Saalfeld. 

$. 7. The title aſſumed by all the Dukes of the Erneſtine line is: Dukes 
of Saalfeld, Fuliers, Cleve and the Berg, as alſo of Engern and Weſtphalia ; 
Landgraves of Thuringia, Marggraves of Miſnia, Princes and Counts of 
Henneberg, Counts of the Marche and Ravensberg and Lords of Ravenſtein, 
to which the Gotha houſe adds alſo Lords of Tonna. Their arms in general 
reſemble thoſe of the elector of Saxony. 

$. 8. In the matricula of the Empire are the following aſſeſſments for 
the territories of the Erneſtine chief line, viz. to a Roman month Sax- 
altenburg, pays two hundred and twenty-eight florins, and for the diſtrict 
of Coburg one hundred and five florins, twenty kruitzers ; Saxe-Weimar, two 
hundred and nineteen florins, twenty kruitzers, and Saxe-Gotha two hundred 
and nineteen florins, twenty kruitzers; to this laſt ſum Saxe-Altenburg 
likewiſe contributes ſeventy florins for the abbey of Saalfeld; to the 
chamber of Wetzlar, Saxe-Meimar pays fifty-eight rixdollars, fixteen ; 
kruitzers, Saxe-Eiſenach the like ſum, Saxe-Hilaburgſtauſen for Coburg and 
certain bailiwicks in Gotha twenty-five rixdollars, ſeventeen kruitzers ; Saxe- 
Coburg Meinungen twelve rix-dollars, forty-ſix + kruitzers ; Saxe-Coburg 


Saalfeld eighteen rixdollars, ſeventy-one kruitzers, Saxe-Gotha ſixty-two 


rix-dollars, ſixty-four kruitzers, and for Altenburg ſeventy- ſix rixdollars, _ 
-ſix kruitzers. | 
F. 9. Of the agreement made in 1704, between the houſes of the 
Princes of Saxe, concerning the precedency and order of voting in the 
Diets of the Empire and Circles, ſome account has been given before 
in the fifth Volume.

The Principality of WEIMAR. 


§. 1. A Delineation of the principality of Weimar is to be met with in 

the maps of the landgravate of e and in thoſe likewiſe of 
Eaſi-Thuringia, publiſhed by Homann's heirs z the former in 1738, and the 
latter in 1747; which maps, in the Atlas of Germany, conſtitute the fifty- 
firſt and fitty-fifth, but the latter is the moſt uſeful. 

$. 2. Of courſe therefore it lies in Thuringia, and its fituation is along 
the Im, which after traverſing the whole length of this principality, loſes 
itſelf in the Saale, in which alſo ſome parts of this principality terminate. 
Its length, as taken in its utmoſt extent, and including alſo that part of the 
countries which formerly belonged to the Jena line, is about fix German 
miles, and its greateſt breadth five; but conſiderable portions of this prin- 
cipality are detached from the main body. 

$. 3. To the Weimar diets are ſummoned the Princes of Schwarzburg, 
with the Nobility and Kanzleyſafzrige towns. X 

$. 4. The Duke of Saxe-Weimar, by virtue of the principality of that 
name, is poſſeſſed of two votes both in the diet of the Empire, and likewiſe 
in that of Lower Saxony. 

§. 5. The colleges under the Prince are the privy council, the regency 
and chancery, with the confiſtory, the treaſury, and provincial college. 

$. 6. The principality conſiſts of the following towns and bailiwicks, viz. 

1. Of the town and bailiwick of Veimar. 

Weimar, the capital and reſidence of the Prince, lies in a valley on the 
river Im, being but ſmall. The new palace here called the Wilhemsburg, 
was built by Duke William IV. by whom it was begun in 1651. In this 
palace, is the Duke's library, which is very valuable, with the archives of 
all the Dukes of Saxony of the Erneſtine line, a Muſeum, a cabinet of medals, 
and a gallery of paintings. The church belonging to it is known by the name 
of the Himmelsburg, and contains in it two tombs of princes. The o/d or 
red palace was built by Dorothea Suſanna, widow to Duke John William, 
who made it the perpetual place of her reſidence, till his death. This pa- 
lace joins to the former. The Gartenbaus is a pleaſure-houſe here, wherein 
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Duke Jabn Erneft, in the year 1638, reſided for a conſiderable time. The 
town church has always for its miniſter the ſuperintendent general of the 
„ Weimar. At the foot of its great altar lie interred the Elector 
John Frederick and his conſort, and in it alſo is the hereditary vault of the 
princes. The ſecond pariſh church here is that of St. James. The ſemi- 
nary was founded in 1726, by Duke William Erneſt, who, in 1712, raiſed 
the grammar ſchool to a gymnaſium, which, in honour of him, was called 
Milbelmo-Erneſtinum. The houſe of correction and the orphan-houſe were 
built in 1713. The Emperor Ocho II. held a diet here in the year 975. 
In 1299 almoſt all this town was deſtroyed by fire, and in 1424 one half 
of it was burnt down. In 1613 it ſuffered extremely by a dreadful inun- 
dation, In 1618 another terrible fire broke out here. Anciently it be- 
longed to a branch of the Counts of Orlamunde. In 1569 Duke Jabn 
William ceded to the town, for a valuable confideration, the hereditary 
juriſdiction over it, together with certain privileges of ſeiſure in criminal 
caſes, within its precince. 

On an eminence on the other ſide of the Im, ſtands the old Burg or 
Hornſtein, in which the Weimar branch of the Counts of Orlamunde reſided. 

2. Ettersburg, a village containing a hunting ſeat, belonging to the princes. 

3. Mellingen, Mollingen, or Melding, a village ſituated on the In, and 
ſormetly containing a market, and once even ſtiled a town, This place 
alſo anciently gave name to a family of diſtinction. 

4. The vogtey of Magdela, containing 

Magdela or Madela, a market town, which had formerly lords of its 
own, who aſſumed their name from hence. Afterwards this town came 
to the Counts of Orlamunde, who in 1428 mortgaged it to Henry Count of 
Schwarzburg ; but in the year 1480, it was again redeemed by William III. 
Duke of Saxony. . In 1663, fifty dwelling houſes were burnt down here. 
In 1582 a convention for the hereditary juriſdiction was entered into between 
the magiſtracy of this town and the bailiwick of Weimar, and received the 
confirmation of the. regency at Weimar. | 

The villages of Dobritſchen, Little or Windiſch-Schwabhauſen, Otiſtatt, 
Gottern, and Little-Lobma. 

Buttftatt or Butt/tett, a ſmall place, ſituated on the Lofſe, and containing 
a ſuperintendency. In the year 1408, the Landgrave Frederick the Mild 
confirmed on it the right of juriſdiftion and adminiſtration within its terri- 
tory. In 1684 the greateſt part of it was deſtroyed by fire. Formerly 
eighteen or twenty thouſand head of cattle have been brought here from 
Poland and Hungary to its beaſt fair. To it belongs at preſent the ruined 
village of Wenigen-Buttſtatt. 

II. The Bailiwick of LUyper-Meimar, containing 

Upper-Weimar, a village fituated on the Im. 1 

Belvedere, a ſeat of the princes, lying about half an hour's diſtance from

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Weimar, and built by Duke Erneſt Augufius, The gardens here are very 
beautiful, particularly the green-houſe. 
Ebringidorf and Umpferſtett, both villages. 

III. The Bailiwick of Cramſdorf, in which lies 

1. Great-Cramſdorf or Cromſdorf, a village ſituated on the Im, with a 
ſeat in it belonging to the Prince. 

Little-Cramſdorf, Schondorf and Wiegendorf, all villages. 

IV. The Bailiwick of Kappellendorf, containing, 

1. Kappellendorf or Kappelndorf, alſo called Kappendorf, a village, which 
was formerly a town, with a Ciſtercian nunnery, and a palace. About the 
year 1202 this place belonged to the Burgraves of Kirchberg ; in 1346 or 
1352 it came to the town of Erfurt, which mortgaged it together with 
the bailiwick, to the family of Witzthum, and in 1508, transferred it re- 
deemably in conſideration of the ſum of 8000 gold guilders, to Frederick 
Elector of Saxony, and his brother Duke John. In 1534, 4000 guilders 
being added to the mortgage money, in conſideration thereof the place 
and bailiwick were annexed to the houſe of Saxe, and in 1667 the * 
ſtracy of Erfurt alſo made an abſolute and hereditary ceſſion of it to 
houſe of Wermar. | | | 

2. The villages of Frankendorf, Hammerſlett, Holitett, Great-Swabhauſen, 
Hernſlett, and Stober. 

V. The Bailiwick of Berka, which was formerly a Lordſhip, and con- 
tains in it 

Berka, a ſmall town, ſituated on the Um. In the years 1605 and 1608, 
Duke Jobn purchaſed this place of the family of Witzieben, who held it as 
an arrier fief of the Counts of Gleichen, and not far from it ſtands a palace. 
In 1431 the town itſelf was almoſt totally conſumed by fire, and in 1674 
a conſiderable part of it ſuffered by the ſame calamity. In it formerly 
ſtood a convent. | 

St. Georgen Zu Munchen, formerly a convent. 

Tannreda, a ſmall town, having a ſeat on the In, and once belonging 
to a family which took its name from it ; afterwards this place paſſed to the 
family of Witzthum, and from them to the Bunau, but at length came to 
the Prince of Saxe. In 1537 and 1551, it was almoſt intirely deſtroyed 
by fire. In 1680 it was added, with the villages of Eiche/born and Newen- 
dorf, to the bailiwick of Berta. | 

VI. The Bailiwick of Brembach and Hardiſieben, which from the year 
1650 to 1673 was mortgaged to the family of Ufeln. In it are 

The villages of Great-Brembach and Olberſleben, the latter of which was 
_—— called Albrechi/leben, ſituated on the Loſſe. 

Hardiſleben, a church · village alſo lying on the Loſe, and containing a pa- 
lace of the Prince's, with the bailiwick-houſe, which, in 1679, were all burnt 
down, together with the church, parſonage and fifty-one dwelling-houſes. 

2 EReaſpenburg, 
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Raſpenburg, a ſmall town, having a caſtle ſeated on an eminence near 
the river Lofe. In the year 1491 this place obtained its charter, and in 
1636 was almoſt totally deſtroyed by fire. | 

Deuttleben and Mannftett, two villages ſituated on the Loſe. 

Buttelſtett or Bottelſtett, a ſmall town, containing a palace, formetly be- 
longing to the Counts of Orlamunde, and the Lords of Weimar, from 
whom in 1346 it came to Frederick Landgrave of Thuringia. In the year 
1434 this town was mortgaged to the family of Gorrfarth ; in 1458 ceded 
redeemably to the family of Mauſebach, and in 1544 redeemed by the 
Elector Fobn Frederick. In 1675 it ſuffered by fire. 

VII. The ſenior amt of Oldigſleben, which was formed out of a 
convent of Benedictine Monks of that name. This convent was founded in 
1089 by Auelbeida, conſort to Lewis Count of Thuringia. The ancient 
building belonging to it is at preſent converted into a „in which is 
the bailiwick-houſe; and in 1641 the revenues of the bailiwick were 
aſſigned to the ſenior of the Erneſtine chief line of the houſe of Saxony, 
but the ſovereignty belongs to Saxe-Meimar. | 

The town of Olaiſſeben is well built, and ſtands on a hill, at the foot of 
which runs the Unſtrut. 

VIII. The Vogtey of Gebſtett, once belonging to the Jena line, and 
containing in it the following villages, viz. | 

Gebſlett, Neuſlett, Schwabſdorf, and Reiſdorf. 

IX. The Bailiwick of Ro/z/a, which fell to Saxe-HWeimar on the deceaſe 
of Frederick William III. Duke of Altenburg. To this bailiwick belong | 

1. The villages of Nidor and Upper-Roſzla, in the former of which. is 
the bailiwick-houſe and a palace on the 7m, and at the latter alſo a manor- 
houſe. Theſe places with ſome other villages formerly belonged to the 
Lords of Roſz/a. 7 1 

Sulza, a ſmall town ſeated on the In, and the greateſt part of which, 
in the years 1541 and 1682, was conſumed by fire. The falt-work near 
this town belongs to the houſe of Saxe-Gotha. 

Wickerftett, a village lying on the Im. 

X. The Bailiwick of Heuſzdorf, formerly belonging to the Jena line, 
and containing under it the village of Hufzdorf, in which formerly ſtood a 
convent, with the villages of Neuendorf, Herreſend, Steden, and Stebritz. 

XI. The Bailiwick of Dornburg, alſo belonging formerly to the Jena 
line, and containing under it | | 

Dornburg, a ſmall town ſituated on a rocky hill on the Saale, with a 
caſtle and a ſuperintendency. In the year 1717 this place ſuffered greatly 
by fire. It belonged anciently to Wiprecht of Groitzſeb. Many erroneouſly 
attribute the ſtory of the caſtle of Dornburg in the principality of Anbult 
to this Dornburg, of which we are here treating. 


Dorndorf, a village fituated below Dornburg, and lying on the Saale, 
over which it has a bridge, together with The 
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The villages of Oberndorf, Great and Little-Romſtett, &c. 

XII. The Bailiwick of Burgel, alſo once belonging to the Jena line, and 
containing under it 

Bur gelin, a little walled town, ſituated on Geiſſa water, and conſiſting 
of two hundred houſes with ſuburbs and à caſtle. This place is alſo th 
ſeat of a ſupetintendency. In the years 1638, 1663, 1682, it ſuffered 
greatly by fire. . 

Thal Burgel, a church village, lying in a vale below the town of Burgel, 
and formerly containing a Benedictine abbey. To its church, excluſive of 
other places, is annexed, 1. Gniebeſdorf, together with the village, a demeſne 
eſtate and a farm. 2. Zetzdorf, with its village, manor and free eſtate. 
3- The manor of Bezlbar. 

The villages of Bobeck, Waldeck, Upper and Little-Lobichau, Taupadel, 
and the manor of Maga. 

XIII. The following Pfeges or juriſdictions : viz. 

1. Dentiſtettpflege, to which belong the villages of Dentſtett on the Im, 
Rodigsdorf, Schwabſdorf and Sufſenborn. | | 
2. Swerſtett, containing the villages of Swerſtet!, Krautheim and Heigendor f.

The Principality of EISEN Ac H. 


$. OF the principality of Eiſenach, Homann has publiſhed a map, which 
conſtitutes the fifty-fourth in his Atlas of Germany. 

$. 2. This principality lies in Thuringia, and therein moſtly along the 
Werra, and on the frontiers of Heſſe ; ſome part of it alſo lies on the Saale, and 
that not far from the Unftrut ; a ſmaller part of it likewiſe ſtands on the 
Gera. The face of the country is mountainous -and woody, and it bears 
ſo little grain, that the inhabitants are ſupplied with that article from other 
places. The moſt fertile parts in it are & bailiwicks of Alſtett and Great- 
Rudeſtett, The neighbourhood of Jena and ſome other tracts here yield 
wine. It has alſo mines of copper and iron, together with ſome of allum 
and vitriol ; and in the bailiwick of Kreuzburg are ſome falt ſprings. 

$. 3- The inhabitants of this principality are Lutherans. Among the 
nobility are ſeveral families of great antiquity, as namely that of Herds, 
Utterode, Wangenbeim, Harſtslle, &c. 

$. 4. The Duke of Saxe-Meimar ſits and votes in the diets of the Empire 
and Upper-Saxony, as Prince of Eiſenach. 

$. 5. The colleges for the various parts of government in this principa- 
lity reſide at Ezſenach, and are compoſed of the regency, the treaſury, the 
upper conſiſtory, the tax and mine-othces. At Jena is a conſiſtory for the 
Eiſenach quota, in the contribution of the Jena territories. 

$. 6. The Bailiwicks into which this principality is divided, are 

I. The Bailiwick of Eiſenach. To it belongs | 

Eiſenacb, the capital of the principality, lying on the Neſſe, which at 
this place receives into it the Hel. The Prince's palace here was con- 
ſiderably enlarged by Duke J Erneſt, and in 1709 Duke Fobn William 
added a ſtately front to it. The old council-houſe near St. George's houſe 
was in 1 598 erected into the court of chancery, in which the above- men- 
tioned colleges have their meetings; but the ſtates of the country aſſemble 
ia the preſent council-houſe. Ezenach is allo the ſeat of the general ſuper- 
intendency for the principality. In the year 1707 the town ſchool was 
raiſed to a gymnaſium; beſides which here is alſo a ſeminary of divines, 
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with an orphan-houſe. In 1343, 1617, and 163 5, the greateſt part of this 


place was deſtroyed by fire. 

Wartburg, alto called Wartenburg, Wartberg, and Wartenberg, an old 
caſtle, ſituated on a mountain near Eiſenach, and built by Leuis II. Land- 
grave of Thuringia. This caſtle was for a long time the reſidence of the 
Landgraves; but devolving with Thuringia to the Marggraves of Miſnia, 
was at firſt made the manſion of the bailiwick officers, but afterwards, namely 
under Duke John Erneſt, the burg-vogt or caſtellan, was appointed to be 
keeper of it, and the feat of the bailiwick removed to Eiſenach. It has 
now for a long time been without any garriſon, This is the place where, 
in 1521, Luther ſuffered eleven months confinement. 

Milbelmſibal, a ſeat of the Prince's, ſituated in a park. 

Rubla, a large village, famed for its knives. Only one half of this village 
belongs to the bailiwick, the other half being the property of the bailiwick 
of Tenneberg. The Rubla chalybeat water is ſomething better than that 
of Pyrmont. | 

II. The Bailiwick of Kreutzburg, containing under it 

1. Kreutzburg or Kreutzberg, a town, having a caſtle. This town lies on 
the Werra, over which it has a ſtone bridge, leading qut of Thuringia to 
Caſſel and other places. In the year 1295 it was beſieged and laid in aſhes 
by the Emperor Ado/phus. Near it is 

2. Wilhelm's Glucksbrunn, a ſalt work. 

3. The juriſdiction of Markſubla, having its ſeat at 

Markſubla, a market town, fituated on the little river Subl, with a caſtle 
belonging to it, which ſome Dukes of Saxony made their reſidence. 

4. The juriſdiction of Burkardtroda, having its ſeat in the village of that 
name, not far from Markſubla. | 

HI. The Bailiwick of Gerſtungen, containing 

Gerſtungen, a market town, fituated on the Verra, an 
longing to the abbey of Fulda. 

The villages of Lower-Subla, Poſſeroda, Suſſa, &c. 

Haus Brettenbach, on the Subl, and 

Berka on the Werra, a (mall town, belonging in common to the Duke 
of Weimar, and the Landgrave of Heſſe Caſſel ; but Saxe-Weimar is pecu- 
liarly poſſeſſed of the ſovereignty, contributions, and ſome other rights.

IV. The Bailiwick of Tiefenort, which was mortgaged about the year 
1407, by the abby of Hersfe/4 to the Landgrave of Thuringia, ſeveral noble 


families of whom, as namely, thoſe of Meiſeburg, Slapfgarten, Niedeſel, 


Goldacker, and Boineburg, together with the Counts of Bichlingen, alſo have 
ſucceſſively held it as a fief, and ſome even acquired it by purchaſe. In the 
year 1588, by the mediation of the Landgrave William of Heſſe, an agree- 
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ment was concluded at Fridewald, between the Dukes of Saxony and the 
abby of Herzfeld, by virtue of which the on this bailiwick was to 
be diſcharged, on conſideration of their ceding to the houſe of Vallenburg 
the ſixth part of the town, bailiwick and vogtey of Trefurt, with the 
Saxen ſhare of Haderholz, and a ſum of money amounting to 3000 rix- 
dollars.

1. Great-Rudeſtett, a village, ſituated on the little river Gramm, and for- 
merly belonging to the Counts of Beichlingen, who, in the year 1322, fold 
it to the abby of our Lady at Erfurt. By the latter it was transferred with 
right of redemption to the magiſtracy of Erfurt, who held it for ſeveral 
years, and would not permit it to be redeemed; on which the EleQor 
Frederick, in 153 5, cauſed it to be wreſted from them by force of arms, 
ut in 1553 reſtored it to them. His fon Duke Frederick in 1559 
again made himſelf maſter of it, and it continued in his houſe, to which, 
in 1667, the magiſtracy of Erfurt alſo granted letters of confirmation. 
2. Mark Vippach, a country town, belonging to the demeſne. 
3. Bechſlett, a demeſne. | 
4. Ringleben, a town, ſituated on the Gera. | 
5. Mittelbauſen, a village, lying on the narrow Gera, and in which 
anciently was held the — tribunal of the country of Thuringia, or 
the Dingſibul of the Landgraves. | 
6. The vogtey of Schwanſee, the ſeat of which is in the village of 
Schwanſee. To this vogtey have likewiſe been added the ſeveral commu- 
nities of the village of Brembach. | 
VI. The Lordſhip of Farnroda, otherwiſe called Farrenroda, and Farroda, 
ſituated at a ſmall diſtance from Eiſenach, and belonging to the Burgraves 
of Kirchberg, who were firſt inveſted with it in the year 1532, by the 
Elector Jobn Frederick. The Burgraves appoint their own conliſtory here, 
but in other reſpects this Lordſhip is under Saxe-Eiſenach. To it belongs, 
Farnroda, a caſtle and village, once the refidence of the Burgraves : but 
on their acquiring a part of the county of Sayn in the Circle of Weftphalia, 
they removed to Hachenburg.

VII. The town and Bailiwick of Jena, formerly belonging to the Jena 
line.

1. Jena, a town, lying not far from the Saale, which alſo waſhes it on

the Eaſt and South ſides. This place lies in a * vale, among emi- 
nences, producing great quantities of wine. It forms an oblong ſquare, 
and is ſurrounded with moats, walls, and high towers. Its court of juſtice, 
Scboppenſtubl, and celebrated univerſity (the laſt of which was firſt founded 
in 1548, and conſecrated in 1558) belong in common to the whole 
Erneſtine line. Here is alſo a conſiſtory for the Saxe-Eiſenach ſhare of the 
Jena territories, with a ſuperintendency, a Latin and German ſociety of 
good reputation, and a Latin free ſchool, In the Prince's palace once re- 
ded the collateral Jena line of the chief branch of Saxe-Weimar. Near 
this palace lies the bailiwick-houſe. The town church of St. Michael has 
for its miniſter the ſaperintendent. The publick buildings belonging to 
the univerſity are the refectory, the conſiſtory, the obſervatory, the uni- 
verſity church, the Collegium, the Theologicum, the library, (which is very 
copious and valuable) the phyſick garden, and a tower intended for aca- 
demical uſes. The univerſity is proprietor of the bailiwick of Reinda, of 
which more hereafter, and likewiſe of Apolleda, in the. principality of 
Weimar. The town itſelf has four ſuburbs: to the weſt of it lies the 
ſuburb before St. John's gate, in which is a church and an orphan-houſe 
ſouthward lies the ſuburb without the Lobergate ; eaſtward is the ſuburb 
before the Saalgate, and northward that before the port wherein are the 
Prince's gardens, cellar, ball-houſe, and other edifices. A delightful row 
of trees has been planted round the moats from the Lober to the Saal gate, 
and from thence to the port, which has been continued to almoſt oppoſite the 
Keilthurm. 

To the town likewiſe belong the bridge villages, as 2 are called, of 


Jena-Lobnitæ, and Oſmeritæ. The latter lies on the weſt- ſide and the for- 
mer on the eaſt of the Saale. 


2. The bailiwick, which is divided into the Upper and Lower. 


1. To the upper bailiwick of Jena, which was formerly called the baili- 
wick of Lobeda and Burgau, belongs 

Lobeda, a ſmall town, lying about half a German mile from Jena, to- 
gether with the caſtles of Upper, Middle and Under-Lobdeburg ; of which 
the laſt only remains at preſent, and belongs to the bailiwick; the other two 
being now included in that of Leuchtenburg, in the principality of Altenburg. 
The old Lords of Lobdeburg were a branch of the Counts of Arnſbaug. 

Burgau, a caſtle and village, ſeated on an eminence on the Saale. This 
place was formerly the ſeat of a bailiwick, but has been incorporated with 
that of Wind and Glerſzberg, which, for diſtinction ſake, is called the upper 
bailiwick of Jena. 

The villages of Ammerbach, Buchau, Little-Grobitz, Leutra, Maue, 
Muncheroda, Nenſdorf, Rotenſtein, Schorbau, Winzerle, and Upper and Lower 
Molnitz. From the laſt runs a valley with pretty high mountains on 
each fide, out of one of which iſſues a ſpring, called the Furſlenbrunn or 
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Princes ſpring, which was ſo named by the Elector Jobn Frederick, on his 
fitting down by it, when fatigued with hunting. The water of this ſpring 
is clear and bright, and at its ſource, free from all argillaceous particles; 
but at. the diſtance of a musket-ſhot or two, having paſſed along a bed of 
ſolid clay, any thing laid in it, ſuch as wood, roots, herbs, ſtones, &c. within 
three months become incruſted with a whitiſh loom. 

2. To the lower bailiwick formerly called the Find and Ghisberg, 
belong the villages of Briſnitæ, Beutnitæ, Camſdorf, Golmſdorf, Laſen, 
Loberſchitz, Naura, Rodegaft and Ziegenhayn, the laſt of which lies below 
the ruined caſtle of K:rchberg, &c. 

Obi. Among others, here are alſo the following ruined caſtles or ſeats, 
viz. 1. Gleisberg, to which belonged a county giving name to a family. 
2. Kirchberg, ſeated at the end of a long and high mountain, called the 
Schloſs and Hausberg. A towerof this caſtle, is ſtill remaining underthenameof 
the Foxe's Town. It is from hence that the Burgraves of Kirchberg derive their 
family name. On this mountain likewiſe they had two other caſtles, namely, 
3. Windberg, the principal place of their reſidence, which ſtood between 
the other two caſtles, and, 4. Greriffberg ſtanding on the peak of the mountain. 

VIII. The lordſhip, or, as it is now called, the bailiwick of Remda, formerly 
belonging to the Counts of Gleichen. In the year 1631, this lordſhip de- 
volved as a vacant fief to the Dukes of Saxony, of the Erne/tine line, who 
conferred it on the Univerlity of Jena. In it is 

Remda, a ſmall town containing a ſeat 

IX. The bailiwick of Allſtett, lying between that of Sangerbauſen in the 
electorate of Saxony, the principality of Querfurt and the bailiwick of 
Beckſtedt in the county of Mansfe/d This diſtri anciently belonged to 
Saxon palatinates, of whom we ſhall here add a few things. It was 
formerly only a tract of land about Allſtett, Querfurt and Erfleben, over 
which the Kiogs and Emperors appointed a Ptalzgrave. King Henry I. 
nominated Burkbard Ptalzgrave of Saxony, and the Emperor Henry III. 
conferred this dignity on Dedo, Count of Gofeck, in whoſe family it con- 
tinued hereditarily. But the Pfalzgrave Frederick, being ſlain in battle in the 


| year 1056, the Emperor Henry IV. appointed the Count of Sommerſeburg his 


ſucceſſor. | The ſaid Pfaizgrave's ſon, however, of the ſame name, retained a 
part of his father's dominions, together with the title ; which his daugh- 
ter Sophia alſo brought to her huſband Hermann, Landgrave of Thuringia. 
That part of the palatinate poſſeſſed by the Counts of Sommer/eburg, came 
io 1180, on the death of the Pfalzgrave Albert to Lewis, Landgrave of Thu- 
ringia, who appears to have obtained that dignity from Henry the Lion, as 
Duke of Saxony and not from the Emperor. Thus the Landgraves of 
Thuringia arrived to the poſſeſſion of the whole palatinate; but on their 
failure in the perſon of the Landgrave Henry Raſps, in the year. 1247, Henry 
the Illuſtrious, Marggrave of * poſſeſſed himſelf both of the palatinate 
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and the landgravate of Thuringia, by virtue of the reverſion obtained by him: 
but on the death of the Emperor Rodoipbus I. this Marggrave inveſted with 
the palatinate his ſon-in-law Albert II. of the Acanian line, the Marggraves 
of Miſnia ſtill retaining a part of the palatinate and bearing alſo the title 
and arms. This gave birth to the erroneous notion of two palatinates, 
namely, one in Thuringia and the other in Saxony, whereas no ſuch 
tinate as the former ever exiſted, though there ſeems to'be ſuch a one in 
the arms of Saxony. It is remarkable, however, that to this very day the 
Dukes of Saxony of the Aſcanian family, ſtyle themſelves Dukes of 
Brunſwick and the Palatinate. On what account Duke Henry the Admirable' 
bore this title, has not yet been ſufficiently made to appear, but Duke 
Magnus the Pious was actually, and that too not without ſolemnity, 
inveſted with the palatinate by Lewis IV. though on the extinction of the 
Dukes of Saxony, of the Aſcanian line, the Emperor Sigiſmund in 1422, 
conferred both the electorate and palatinate of Saxony, as a fief, on 
Frederick Marggrave of Miſnia and ve of Thuringia. Though 
the Electors of Saxony alſo do not include the palatinate of Saxony in their 
title, yet are they expreſly inveſted with it by the Emperors. 
To return to the bailiwick of Allſtett: In it is 

1. Allſtett alſo called Allſtadt, a town and caſtle of very great antiquity. 
Divers records of the Emperor Otho are till in being, which are dated 
from his palace in this town, and in 974 he alſo held a Diet here. It 
came, together with the palatinate of Saxony, to the Counts Goſeck, after 
that to the Counts of Sommerſeburg, and next to the houſe of Aſcanian. 
Rodolpbus II. Elector of Saxony, and a branch of that houſe, being 
inveſted with this place in 1363, by the Emperor Charles IV. in 1369, he 
transferred it as an arriere fief to Gebbard, Count of Querfurt. in 1422 
the Emperor Sigiſmund conferred the houſe and palatinate of Allſtett, on 
the new Elector Frederick the Valiant, of the houſe of Miſſnia, and in 
1496, on the death of the laſt Lord of Querfurt, his deſcendants arrived 
to the entire poſſeſſion of the place. In the partition made between the 
Dukes Albert and Erneſt it fell to the latter as Elector, and by the Elector 
John, was given to the Counts of Mansfeld in lieu of their claims to 
Saalfeld. By the compact of Naumburg in 1554, the Erneſtine chief line, 
acquired a right of redeeming the town and bailiwick of Allfert, which 
right accordingly took place. On this it devolved to the line of Saxe-Meimar, 
and by a ſubſequent partition to Duke Bernard of Saxe- Jena, but on the 
death of his ſon John William to Saxe-Eifenach. In it is a ſuperintendency. 

2. The villages of Eindorf, Enzingen, Heigendorf, Kalbſrieth, Landgrafen, 
or Schweins-Roda, Mittelbauſen, Monchspfiffel, Nauenderf, Lower-Reblingen, 
Niklafrieth, Schafsdorf and Winkel.

1. THE principality: of Coburg, or the Coburgiſche Pflege is to be 
T — in Homann's ma 1 the principalities of Gotba, 
and Altenburg, and likewiſe in that of the county of Henneberg, with the 
contiguous principality of Caburg. The former of theſe conſtitutes the 
fi Third map in the Atlas of Germany, and the latter the ſeventicth. 
T 2. It lies indeed to the fouth-caſt of the foreſt of Thuringia, which 
has always been reckoned the boundary of the territories of Franconia, 
or Thuringia, and thus is fituated of courſe in Francona; but belongs to 
Upper-Saxony. To the North it terminates on the county of Schwarz- 
burg, eaſtward on the dioceſe of Bamberg, ſouthward on that of Wurzburg, 
and weſtward on the county of Henneberg. e 11 
$. 3. The ſoil here is fertile, particularly in that part of it called Land- 
genberg. In the vallies along the 1z{cb and Werra, are alſo fine paſture 
grounds : accordingly the principal occupation of its inhabitants is graſery 
and the breeding of cattle. Ezsfel4 produces a great deal of flax: in the 
neighbourhood of Caburg or Koningserg are vineyards. The foreſts 
afford a ſufficiency of timber and wood for fuel. At Steinbeide were 
formerly gold mines, and at Eigeld houſes for the ſmelting of filver. 
In theſe parts alſo excluſive of copper and iron, is found good pitcoal 
together with gypſum, alabaſter and marble. The river I or Lſcb, 
which riſes here in the foreſt of Thuringia at Marienhulf, traverſes the 
country from north to ſouth, and after receiving into it the little rivers 
Grimpe, Rote, Lauter and Rodach, which alſo have their ſources in the 
dioceſe of Bamberg in this country, it diſcharges itſelf into the May. 
The river Steinach likewiſe has its ſource here, at the village of Lauſcba in 
the foreſt of Thuringia, and diſcharges itſelf as the former. The Werra 
likewiſe riſes in the bailiwick of Ezsfeld in this principality out of a ſwamp 
in Heldrieth wood, after which it quits the country running into the county 
of Henneberg, &c. Theſe rivers, as well as the lakes of Monchroda and 
Streſſenbauſen, abound in fith. 
§. 4. In the whole principality are ten cities and fix towns. The 
nobility are ſimply called Schoppen/tul. The body of the commons and 
nobles have a director and ſyndict of their own. 
§. 5. The inhabitants of this principality are almoſt all Lutherans, ex- 
cepting a few Calvins/is at Hildburghauſen, where they are permitted the 
public exerciſe of their religion. The churches and congregations are divided 
into ſuperintendencies and adjunctures. In Coburg is a gymnaſium iliufire.

F. 6. This country produces ſuch great plenty of grain that it has more 
than ſufficient for home. conſumption., Its moſt uſual exports, however 
are wool, fatted ſheep, and black cattle. The inhabitants of Sonnenberg 
deal in ſlates, hones, and gun-flints, wooden-ware, pitch and pot-aſh. The 
other towns purſue other occupations, and the whole country is provided 
with all manner of neceſſary handicrafts and artificerss  _ 

$. 7. The principality of Coburg formerly belonged to the Counts of 
Henneberg, under whom it was ſtiled the new lordſhip of Henneberg or der 
Ort landes zu Franken, Frederick the Severe Landgrave of Thuringia 
and Marggrave of Miſnia, in 1348, marrying Catharine Counteſs of 

, obtained with her this principality, which thus became an- 
nexed to the houſe of Saxony, wherein it devolved to the Erneſtine chief line. 
In the year 1672, on the extinction of the Altenburg line, in the 
perſon of Duke Frederick William III. it fell to Duke Erneft the Pious, 
founder of the modern or preſent Gotha line, and on a partition made 
between his ſons, was divided in the following manner, viz. to Duke Albert 
fell that part, which, in a more confined ſenſe, is called the principality of 
Coburg, with every part of the ſovereignty and a vote in the Diet of the Empire 
and Circle, This diſtrict confiſted of the bailiwicks and town of Coburg, 
with the juriſdiction and town of Rodach, the bailiwick and- town of 
Neuſtadt, the juriſdiction and town of Sonneberg, the bailiwick of Sonnefeld, 
the convent of Meonchrode, and the adminiſtration of the bailiwick of 
Neubaus: to Duke Erneſt were afhgned the bailiwick and town of Held- 
burg, with the bailiwick and town of Hildburghauſen ; the bailiwick of 
Veilsdorf, the bailiwick and town of E:ſzfe/d, and the Juriſdiction and town 
of Scbaltau. Duke Henry obtained for his part the bailiwick of Konigsberg, 


which he afterwards ceded to Duke Erneſt. In 1699 Duke Albert dying, 


great conteſts aroſe among the collateral Gorha lines concerning his ſhare 
in the principality of Coburg, or concerning the principality of Coburg itſelf, 
in a limited ſenſe.

Hildburghauſen and Saxe-Saalfeld as coheirs to the Coburg ſucceſſion, yet 
were theſe compacts diſregarded and long difputes enſued, during which 
Gotha forcibly took poſſeffon of the principality of Coburg, and that not 
without the approbation of the Emperor. In 1705, Hilaburglauſen ac- 
quieſced in having the bailiwick of Sonnenfeld ceded to it ; and in 1735 the 
Imperial commiſſion to the EleQor of Saxony, and the Marggrave of Bran- 
denburg Onolzbach, actually adjudged and aſſigned to the line of Saxe- 
Saalfeld the bailiwick of Coburg, and to that of Saxe-Meinungen thoſe of 
Sonneberg and Neaubaus. | | * 
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. 8. This principality has a vote both in the Diet of the Empire, and 
ey in that of Upper-Saxony : but the firſt of theſe is at preſent ſuſpended, 
on account of the conteſts relating to it, between Saxe- Meinungen and Saxe- 
Saalfeld, the former refuſing to be ſatisfied with a half of it. 

$. 9. We now come to a more particular deſcription of the ſeveral parts 


in the principality of Coburg, as they are at preſent actually poſſeſſed by 


each diſtinct branch of the Getba lines. 


I. The HovsE of SAX E-SAALFE L D, 


Or, as by reaſon of its ſhare in the principality of Coburg, it is allo ſtiled, 
the houſe of Saxe-Coburg-Saaifela, poſſeſſes | 


: The Bailiwick of COB UR G, 


To which belongs, 

1. Coburg, the capital of the whole principality, and the reſidence of 
the Duke of Coburg- Saalfeld, lying in a vale on the Iich between the 
Veflungs or fort, and the Judenbergs or Fews-hall. Both the town and 
ſuburbs are walled in, the Jatter taken in general, are larger than the 
former. The Prince's palace here is called Ebrenburg, and in it at preſent 
are lodged the old archives which were formerly kept in the fort. This 
town is likewiſe the ſeat of the ſeveral colleges of government belonging to 
the houſe of Saxe- Coburg, Saalfeld, as namely the privy council, the regency, 
the conſiſtory, and the treaſury : the chancery ſtands on the market place, 
Here are alſo four churches, with a gymnaſium illuſtre, called Caſimirianum, 
from its founder Duke John Caſimir, and conſecrated in 1604 ; a town 
ſchool, a gold and filver manufactory, and one of porcelain, In the 
Ebrenburg too is a ſtone building, wherein are made divers curious forts of 
works in petrified wood, which is very common in this. country. The 
Schoppenſtubl erected here in 1598, came to a period ſo early as in the 
ſeventeenth century. Without the town is a hoſpital, in which is a ſmall 
church. The VYe/tung or fort, on the fide of which once ſtood a place called 
Truſaliſta, is ſeated on a very high and ſteep mountain, with only one 
narrow acceſs to it. In this fort are apartments for the Prince, with a 
church and other buildings. 

2. The juriſdiction of Ge/tungſhauſen, containing 

Geſtungfſhauſen or Geſhauſen, a market town ſituated on the river Steinach. 

The villages of Modlitz, Zederſdorf, Weiſchau and Hoff. 

In the vale of Ich lie the following church villages. viz. Gleuſen, Hey- 
ratb, Upper-Stemau, Raſſach, Scherneck, having an adjuncture, Underiſul. bach 
containing a manor, Under-Siemau allo having a manor and Metzendorf.

Aborn in which is a 
manor ; Grub, Meder, having an adjuncture; Neukirch, Neuſes, Scheuer- 
feld, having a manor, Weiſenbrunn alſo containing a manor, and Werſenfeld. 

Eichbof, a village alſo containing a manor. 

Ludwigſburg, a caſtle ſituated on a hill; and being a demeſne of 
Saxe-Gotha. 

Callenberg, a caſtle alſo ſeated on a hill, and being a demeſne of Saxe- 
Meinungen. N 

4. The juriſdiction of Rodach, in which is 

Rodach, a (mall town ſituated on a river of the ſame name, with a caſtle. 
This place is alſo the ſeat of a ſuperintendency, and in it likewiſe is a fine ſtud, 

The following villages having churches, as namely A/fat}, Brettenau, 
Elſa, Great-Walbur Helldrit, containing a manor, Ottingbausen, Roſzfeld, 
Rottenbach and Weidramſaorf. ; 

Gauerſtatt, a church-village and demeſne of Saxe-Meinungen, with 

Schweickbof, a demeſne of Saxe-Gotha. | | 

5. The juriſdiction of Neuſſadt, containing 

Neuftladt an der Heyde a ſmall town, ſituated on the Rote, and containing a 
ſuperintendency. Before the fire in 1636, this place was larger than at preſent. 

Munchrode, a village formerly containing a convent of Benedictine Monks, 
which in 1525 was laid in aſhes by the rebellious peaſants, but the reve- 
nues of it were afterwards added to the juriſdiction of Neuſtadt. 

Schafbauſen, a farm belonging to the Prince. 

The manors of Birkig, Lutzebuch, Neubof at Ketſchenbach, Mupperg, 
Rothenhof, Thierig, Einberg having a church, and Waldfachſen. 

6. The juriſdiction of Steinbeid, having its ſeat at 

Steinbeid, a town, otherwiſe called Unſer Lieben, Frauen, Berg or cur 
dear Lady's hill. At this place was formerly a gold mine. 


II. The HousE of SAXEMEIMNUMNGENMN 


Is poſſeſſed of three bailiwicks, vis. 

1. Of the bailiwick of Schaltbau, formerly belonging to the houſe of Saxc- 
Hilburghauſen, but which in 1723 came by exchange to Saxe-Meinungen. 
On the other hand this houſe made over to the family of Hildburg- 
bauſen, four villages of the bailiwick of Meinungen, which were added to 
the bailiwick of Bebrungen. To it belongs 

1. Schalkau in ancient records alſo ſtiled Schalten, a ſmall town ſituated 


On 
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on the Lieb, and containing a ſuperintendency. This place belonged 
formerly to the Lords of Schaumberg, who are faid to have fold halt of 
the juriſdiction of Schallau to a Count of Henneberg, with whoſe daugh- 
ter Catharine, it came to Frederick Marggrave of Miſnmia. This Prince in 
1378 entered into a partition of the Schalkau juriſdiction and eſtate, with 
the family of Schaumberg, who are till poſſeſſed of one half of the place. 
In the years 1505 and 1690, Schalkau ſuffered greatly by fire. 

Schaumberg a ruined caſtle, ſituated on a hill near Schaltau, and the 
place which originally gave name to the noble family of Schaumberg. 

Rauenſtein, in which the laſt mentioned family erected an eccleſiaſtical ju- 
riſdiction, and even at preſent one of this houſe is always burgvogt or Ca/tellan. 

The villages of Almerſwind, Ebnes, Meſchenbach, Mengerſgereuth, Neuen- 
dorf, &c. 

n The bailiwick of Sonneberg, in which are 

Sonneberg, a ſmall town, carrying on a pretty trade in flates, grindſtones, 
musket-flints and other ſtones, as alſo wooden wares. 

Murſchnitz, a market-town ſeated on a hill. 

enbach, a market-town alſo ſeated on an eminence: 

The paſs of Coburg, lying among a ridge of mountains, which are 
alſo called auf dem Sattel or on the Saddle. This place 1s fituated on the 
frontiers of the dioceſe of Bamberg. 

3. The bailiwick of Neubauſz, containing 

Newhauſz, a town in which is a ſeat ſtanding on an eminence. 

Buch, Eigitz, Gefell, Foritz, Lindenberg, Mark, Schwarzdorf, Roth- 
mar, &c. all villages. 

Callenberg and Gauenſtatt two demeſnes, mentioned above under the 


Coburg-Saalfeld part. 
III. The Hovsz of SAXE-GOTHA 


Is at preſent poſſeſſed only of Ludwigshurg and Schwerſebeff, two de- 
meſnes lying in the Coburg-Saalfeld part, under which they are alſo mentioned, 


IV. The Housz of SAXE-HILDBURGHAUSEN 


Is poſſeſſed of the following ſix bailiwicks, which are alſo called a 
diſtin& principality, and under that title a map of them has been publiſhed by 
Homann, which map conſtitutes the fifty-fixth in his Atlas of Germany. 
The ſtate colleges here are the privy council, the regency, the confiſtory 
and the treaſury, Duke Erneft introduced the right of primogenitureſhip 
into his family. The ducal revenues arifing from this principality are 
eſtimated at about eighty-thouſand rixdollars. The fix bailiwicks of which 
it conſiſts, are

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1. The bailiwick of Hildburgbauſen, which Duke Erneſt obtained from 
the principality of Coburg, ſo long ſince as the year 1672. This bailiwick 
contains in it | | 

Hildburghauſen, the ducal refidence, ſituated on the Merra and contain- 


ing a great many handſome houſes. In the old town lies the Duke's 


palace, being a large regular building, begun by Duke Erne/t in 1685, and in 


its church is a burial vault belonging to the family, In the market-place 
here, ſtands the town-houſe in which the regency, treaſury and conſiſtory 
have their meetings; here is alſo the Lutheran town and pariſh-church, 
to which is annexed the ſuperintendency of the principality of Hilaburg- 
hauſen, and the Latin ſchool. In the new-town, is now building on a 
regular plan, without the Schleuſing gate, a Lutheran church, fronting the 
houſe of correction and the orphan-houſe. This part alſo contains a Ca/uinift 
church, built in the year 1721 the paſtor of which preaches alternately in 
French and German. The Eisfeld and Rombild gate have each a ſuburb. The 
Duke's gardens which are very ſpacious, lie behind the palace between the 
old town and the river Werra, ' from whence a canal is dug quite round 
them. In the year 1323, the Emperor Lewis permitted Berthold Count 
of Henneberg to ſurround the oppidum or market-town of Hildburghauſen 
with a wall. In 1388 by far the greateſt part of it was burnt down. In 
1725 the whole quarter fronting the upper-gate was deſtroyed by the like 


calamity, but has fince been rebuilt to advantage. In 1714 Duke Erneft 


founded an academical gymnaſium here, but it came to nothing. 

Sophienthal, a demeſne formerly containing a palace or ſeat. 

Streufdorf, a market-town of one hundred and fifty houſes ſituated on 
the little river Mex. 

Sixteen villages, among which Simmer/hauſen, Bedem or Bedbeim, Pferſ- 
dorf and Leimrieth, Heſelrieth, Eſzhauſen or Eiſzhauſen are all parochial. 

2. The conventual bailiwick of Veiſſdorf, formed out of ſome lands belong- 
ing to a Benedictine convent, which in the year 1 525, was demoliſhed by the 
rebellious peaſants ; the remaining buildings of the convent, which ſtood on 


the Merra, ſerve as a reſidence for the chief bailiff. To it belong the 


villages of Veiſſdorf and Breunaa. 

3. The bailiwick of Eiſgfeld, in which lies 

Eiſzfeld, in ancient records ſtiled Afifeld, Eſ:feld, Efſefeld or Ejzfeld, 
2 town fituated on the Merra, and which was walled about the vear 
1323, but laid in aſhes in 1632. In it is a ſuperintendency and a Latin 
ſchool. The palace here, is the uſual reſidence of the Dutcheſs Dowager. 

The parochial-villages of Brunn, Biberſchlag, Crock, Heubach, Stelzen, 
Unterneuben and G1eſzubel. | 

Sachſendorf, a parochial-village, with the church of which are inco 
rated five villages, as alſo the glaſs-houſe of Fridericſbobe, the powder-blye 
manufactory, and the vitriol manufactory in the Dry-Werra; together with

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Twenty- one other villages. 

4. The bailiwick, formerly the lordſhip of Heldburg, in which is 

Heldburg, a ſmall town ſituated on the river Kreck, with an old caſtle in 
it, which was once a ducal refidence. At this place alſo is a ſuperinten- 
dency and farm. It is ſaid to have been firſt erected into a town by 
Balthaſar Landgrave of Thuringia. ; 

Unmerſtadt, a ſmall town ſituated on the river Rodach, and containing 
an adjuncture. The manor of Erlebach is annexed to the parochial 
church of this place. 

Strauff or der Strauchban, a caſtle, now fallen to ruins, in which reſided 
Poppo XIII. Count of Henneberg, from whence he is called Poppo von Strauß, 
as his ſon for the ſame reaſon, is diſtinguiſhed by the name of Hermann ven 
Strauff. 

OM. axes, a village, containing a parochial-church and a farm. 

Gumbertſhauſen, a village, having a parochial-church, with a farm and 
manor. 

Rieth, a village, likewiſe containing a parochial-church with a farm, and 
formerly belonging to the convent of Sonnenfeld. 

Peoppenhauſen, a village, having a parochial-church. 

Lindenau, a village, containing a parochial-church, and-in which Duke 
Erneſt Frederick I. erected a ſalt- work. 

Hellingen, Schwelckerſhauſen, Schlechtſart, Weſthauſen, Holzhauſen, Bie!- 
* all villages, containing manors. 

Seidingſtatt, a village, with a hunting ſeat belonging to the Prince. 

Roch, together with fix other villages and four manors, 

5. The bailiwick of Kongsberg, which is wholly ſurrounded by the 
dioceſe of Wurzburg. In this bailiwick is | 

1. K:nigsberg, a ſmall town ſituated on a hill, with a very old caſtle in it, 
which is the ſeat of a ſuperintendency. In the year 1632 this place was 
deſtroyed by fire. Anciently it belonged to the common Cent or court of 
juſtice, but by a compact made in 1533, was ſo far excepted, that toge- 
ther with the high and low Centfallen, or high and low court of juſtice, 
both within it and its boundary it was to belong to the Duke of Saxcny. 

2. The villages ; as namely Alter ſtauſen which is parochial, Erle/dorf, Helli- 
ingen in the Haſzgau which is alſo parochial, Holgbauſen likewiſe parochial, 
Tuncker/dorf, Koſzlan, Little-Munſtcr, Upper-Horith, Romerſtefen, Silbach, 
Uchenhofen, Unfind, commonly but falſely called Ucrfeld or Uefeld, which is 
parochial, and Unterborith likewiſe parochial. In all theſe villages Alter- 
Hauſen and Keſzlan excepted, relide, befides the chief bailiff, other feudal 
Lords, who are poſſeſſed of juriſdiction over their domeſtic vaſſals, on 
which account theſe bailiwick-villages are allo called Gaer b/iche or co-in- 
herited villages, and even in all theſe tourteen bailiwick-villages, is one 
diſtrict or Centbare in common with Hurzburg.

6. The conventual bailiwick of Sonnenfeld, formed out of the ſecularized 
lands of the Ciſtercian nunnery of Sonnenfeld. The conventual building, 
which is till ſtanding, ſerves for the officers of the batliwick. The church 
alſo is ſtill in being. To the bailiwick belongs: 

Haffitadten, a market-town, fituated near the convent of Sonnenfeld. 
In the year 1632 this place ſuffered greatly by fire. Either here or at 
Sonnenfeld is an adjuncture. |

The Principality of GOT HA. 


$. 1. Or the principalities of Gotha, Coburg and Altenburg, Hamann, one of 

| the publiſhers of the Gotha diplomatica, has ſet forth a map, which, 
in his Atlas of Germany, conſtitutes the fifty-third ; but this ſtands in need 
of many amendments, particularly in regard to the ſituation of the places 
in it, in which it is very defective. Schreiber's map of the principality of 
Gotha, is in ſome things better, but in others worſe. 

$. 2. The principality of Gotha borders to the weſt on that of Eiſenacbh, 
and the Saxe- Meinungen bailiwick of Salzungen, belonging to the county 
of Henneberg; ſouthward on the Heffian and Saxon ſhares in the county of 
Henneberg; eaſtward on the Weimar bailiwick of Imenau Arnſtadt, a bai- 
liwick belonging to Schwarzburg, Sondershauſen, and the territory of Er- 
furt; and northward on the Saxon bailiwick of Langenſabza. In theſe 
limits are not included the bailiwicks of Kranichfelde and Bockeroda, which 
lie apart. 

ph The country abounds in grain and fruit. The ſouthern diviſion of 
it contains a part of the foreſt of Thuringia, and in it alſo are mine-works. 
The rivers having their riſe in this principality are the Leine, which 
the Landgrave Balthaſar in 1369 conveyed to Gotha, and which, near Gold- 
bach, falls into the Neſſe; the Apfel/tatt, which runs into the Gera, and 
after proceeding out of this principality to Erfurt, loſes itſelf laſtly in the 
Unſ/trutt. The Neſſe has its ſource in the territory of Erfurt, and traverſing 
the principality of Gotha from eaſt to weſt, after it has received the Hor ſel, 
in the principality of Eiſenach, which latter ariſes in that of Gorha, diſcharges 
itſelf into the Werra. 


$. 4. The whole principality contains in it ſeven cities and five towns. 
The States here conſiſt of three claſſes, viz. 


1. Of the Counts and Lords, namely the Princes of Schwarzburg, and 


thoſe of Hobenlobe. 2, Of 
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2. Of the Nobility, and | * 

3. Of the Kanzley/aſzigen towns of Gotha and the Walterſhauſen. To 
theſe muſt likewiſe be added the noble vaſſals in the Lordſhip of Tonna, 
and all ſuch other vaſſals as are noble; as likewiſe the town of Themar, 
and thoſe from the bailiwick of Themar, in the county of Henneberg. 
Theſe are all ſummoned to the Diet by the Prince, and when fo ſummoned, 
both the Nobility and the town divide themſelves into the lefler and 
greater committee; ſometimes alſo only a committee of the three claſſes 
is convoked. 

$. 5. The eſtabliſhed and univerſal religion in this country is Lutheraniſm, 
with reſpect to which, and the inſtruction of youth, here are ſome admi- 
rable regulations of the Dukes Erneſt and Frederick II. Among other 
things, an inſpector travels the country, who makes enquiry into the ſtate of 
the ſeveral churches and ſchools in all places out of the reſidentiary town. 
The inſpection of the churches and ſchools here is further lodged in a ſuper- 
intendant, eight ſpecial ſuperintendants, and ſeven adjuncts. The number 
of its churches is upwards of two hundred. 

$. 6. The Prince's Colleges are the privy-council, and the regency, 
with which alſo is incorporated the orphan-court. To this laſt belongs a 
peculiar office. To theſe is to be added the upper conſiſtory, under which 
are the four under-conſiſtories of Kranichfeld, Grafentonna, Obrdruf, and 
Aruſtadt, with twenty-four ſpiritual courts, a treaſury, the receiver's of- 
fice, the war-office, and that of the police. 

7. The Duke maintains two regiments, conſiſting each of eight hun- 
dred men. Of theſe one is quartered in the principality of Gotba, the 
other in that of Altenburg. Excluſive too of them he keeps alſo a guard of 
one hundred and fixty ſoldiers, with a body of artillery. 

$. 8. The principality of Gotha is divided into twelve bailiwicks, under 
the adminiſtration of bailiffs, who are either nobles, commoners, or 
governors of noble extraction. Theſe bailiwicks are 

1. That of Gotha, to which belongs | 

Got ba, the capital of the principality, ſeated on a riſing ground near the Leine, 
from which, in the year 1369, the Landgrave Balthaſar drew one branch 
near the town, but Duke Erneſt improving this work, conveyed it through 
all the ſtreets by means of ſtone canals. Gztha is one of the beſt and hand- 
ſomeſt towns in Thuringia. In 1715, in the town and without the gates, 
were one thouſand and thirty-one houſes, paying ſcot and lot, and within 
its walls are nine hundred and fix, exclufive of a great many others which ſtand 
on the ramparts. In it too is a hoſpital for the ſoldiery, with two ſchools 
for children deſcended from them, and the barracks, in the largeſt of which 
the cadets are inſtructed in the ſeveral branches of the military art. Here 
is likewiſe a foundery for cannon and bells, &c. and within the town lies 
the 


the bailiwick-houſe, with two churches, a good gymnaſium illuſtre, a houſe 
of correction, another for widows, and a third for orphans. The ſuperin- 
tendant of this place is alſo general ſuperintendant at Gotha. In this town 
too is an inferior ſpiritual court. The inhabitants derive not their ſub- 
ſiſtence from the reſidence of the court, but carry on a conſiderable trade 
in woollen manufactures, as alſo in woad and beer; and excluſive of the 
profits arifing to them from agriculture, receive further advantages from its 
being the thoroughfare from Leipzig to Upper-Germany, and likewiſe the 
direct and high road between Gotha and Erſenach. Gotha ſuffered greatly 
by fire in the years 1207, 1545, 1632, 1646, and 1663, but the houſes de- 
ſtroyed here in the laſt of theſe years have been all rebuilt of ſtone, and 
of the ſame height. 

On a hill above the town ſtands the ducal reſidence called Friedenſtein, 
which was begun in 1643 by Duke Erneſt the Pious, on the ſite of the 
caſtle of Grimmenſtein, which, in 1567 was totally raſed by Auguſtus I. 
Elector of Saxony, who, in conſequence of the ban iflued againſt Duke 
Jobn Frederick II. had made himſelf maſter both of this place and the 
town. Friedenſtein has been fortified by permiſſion of Ferdinand III. In 
it is a well provided armoury, with a valuable library, a fine Muſeum of 
natural curioſities, one of the moſt valuable cabinets of medals in Europe, 
left it in 1712 by Duke Frederick, on condition of having it delivered up on 
demand, a church, with a fine chappel in it, a mint, a laboratory for fire- works, | 
an explanatory machine of the Copernican ſyſtem, ſet in motion by means 1 
of clock-work, which is wound up every day, a play-houſe and a garden. I 

Without the S7ebleber gate lies the Friderichſebal, which is a ſeat of the 
Prince, having beautiful gardens to it. The ſuburb within this Century is 
greatly augmented both in its number of houſes and gardens. In it lies the 
garriſon-church, with two burial places, the peel-houſe, now the manufac- 
tory, the ordinance foundery, another manufactory, the water-works, the 
porcelain manufactory, the riding-houſe, the alms-houſe for aged perſons, the 
fine green-houſe, with the beautiful and long walks of lime and cheſinut-trees, 

The parochial villages of Friemar, Ballſtett, Hauſſen, and Eſchenberga, 
all which are poſſeſſed of the privilege of fitting by writ of chancery, tho' 
they have united themſelves with reſervation of the ſame to the Prince's 
bailiwick. 

The parochial village of Molſchleben, in which is an adjuncture, and 
belonging to the ſuperintendency of Gotha. Here is alſo an inferior ſpiritual 
court. To this village is to be added Tuetleben, Great-Rettbach, Siebeleben, 
and Gamſtedt, all which, as ſtanding high, are called the Hi villages. 

Goldbach, a parochial-village, ſituated on the Nee. In the neighbour- 2 
hood of this town was a gold mine, and here is ſtill an adjuncture 1 
belonging to the ſuperintendency of Gotha, with an inferior ſpiritual 


court, 
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court. In this part alſo lie the villages of Buffleben, Remöſtedt, Eberſtedt, 
Miegleben, Warza, and Brubeim, with a ſhare like wiſe in that of Hachbeim. 

2. The bailiwick of Tenneberg, which is appropriated to the dowery of the 
Dutcheſs Dowager. In this bailiwick is comprehended alſo one half of Inſel- 
bergs or Emſenbergs, the other half of it belonging to the Heſſe bailiwick 
of Schmalkald. This mountain is reckoned the higheſt in all Thuringia. In 
1649 Duke Erneſt built him a ſeat on it, which was often viſited for the 
extenſiveneſs of the proſpect. To this bailiwick belongs 

Tenneberg, an old caſtle of the Prince's, and the bailiwick-houſe, with 
an inferiour ſpiritual court. 

Waltershauſen, a town, ſituated below Tenneberg, and containing a ſu- 
perintendency, with a ſpiritual court, and a grammar- ſchool. It is noted 
alſo for its weaving manufactures. Its magiſtracy [fit in the country Diets. 
The free Kemnotten (in Latin, Caminatæ ædes without the town fit b 
writ of chancery. | 

To this place belong the little village of Joenharm. 

3- The villages of this bailiwick are divided 

1. Into Pflegedorfer, or Aſſize towns, being eight in number, among 
which are three parochial villages, viz. Aſpach, (where the family of Erfa 
are poſſeſſed of a fief) Horſelgau, Leina, Sundhauſen, Teutleben, (from 
which the ancient, but ſtill exiſting noble family of Teutleben probably had 
its narye) Ulleben, and Wahkomkel. 

2. Into the Walddorfer, of which there are five here, particularly the 
parochial villages of Fritd/tedt, containing a bath, with a demeſne and a 
manor in it, and Langenbain. | 

Obſ. Within the precin& of the bailiwick of Gotha and Tenneberg, lie 


(ratione commiſſionts et executionis the following juriſdictions and places, viz. 


1. Herbſleben, a town, manor, and juriſdiction, belonging to the family 
of Forſter, and containing an inferiour ſpiritual court. 

2. The villages belonging to the houſe of Wangenbeim, viz. 

1. Thoſe of the Minterſtein branch, namely Fiſchbach, Great-Beringen, 
Hocbbeim, Kablenberg, Kelberfeld, Ofter-Beringen, Pfulendorf, Reichenbach, 
Schonau, Sondra, Sonneborn, containing a ſpiritual court, one half of Wangen- 


beim, in which is a ſuperintendency and a ſpiritual juriſdiction, Weſthauſen, 


Winterſtein, having a ſpiritual court, and three ſeats belonging to the Wan- 
genheim family, together with Wolfi-Beringen, Hutſcheroda, and the farm of 
Heſzwinkel. 
2. Thoſe of the Wangerbeim branch, as namely Heina, a town, Hoch- 
beim, one half of Vangenbeim, Tungeda der Steinhorf, and a fief at Brubeim. 
3. The juriſdiction of the Seebach family, extending over the villages 


of Great-Fabner, in which is a ſpiritual court, Nein- Fabner and Gierſtedt. 


The laſt of theſe places formerly conſtituted a particular Lordſhip belong- 
ing to the Fabner, who were hereditary treaſurers of the Landgraves of 
Thuringia. | 4. The 
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4. The juriſdiction of the Hopfgarten family. | 

1. That of the Natzaline extends over the villages of Craula, Ebenſhauſen, 
Frantenroda, Lauterbach, Natza, an adjuncture of the ſuperintendency of 
Wangenheim, and in which alſo is a ſpiritual court, and Neutirchen. 

2. That of the Ebenheim line, which extends over the villages of Burla, 
Ebenheim, Mechterſtedt, and Weingarten. 

5. The juriſdiction of the family of Grafendorf, extending over one half 
of the village of Mechterſted?t, in which is a ſpiritual court. 

6. The juriſdiction of the Utterod? at Scharfenberg, extending over the 
villages of Wal, (below Scharfenberg, now ruined) and having a ſpiritual 
court, as namely Rubla, Schwarzhauſen, Schmerbach, Settelſteat, Reubach, 
Schonan, and Stockhauſen. 

7: Weiſſenborn, formerly a convent, fituated on the Ruble, below 
Scharfenberg, on the reformation made a demeſne, which in 1752 was 
purchaſed by a gentleman of the name of Minnigrode. At this place is a 
parochial- church. 

8. The parochial village and juriſdiction of Laucha, which ever fince 
the year 1714 has belonged to the family of Hopfgarten. | 

9. Gaſpiteroda, a parochial village and juriſdiction. : 

10. Ettenhauſen and Haſtarungs-Felde, two places belonging to the 
Heerda family. 

3. The bailiwick of Friderichfwerth, which is formed out of eſtates for- 
merly belonging to the Erfa family, but purchaſed by the Sovereign. In 
this bailiwick is 

Friderichſwerth, a fine ſeat of the Prince's, with a regular handſome 
town, near which is an orphan-houſe. At this place alſo is a fpiritual 


court. This place formerly conſiſted only of one manſion-houſe, and the 
village of Erfa. 


Madebach or Metbach. 

Frankenreda, a village belonging partly to this bailiwick, and partly to 
the family of Erfa. | 

4. The bailiwick of Reinhardsbrunn, which is formed out of the lands 
of a convent of Benedictine Monks, and contains in it 

Reinhardsbrunn, the bailiwick-houſe, formerly the convent, with a pariſh 


church and a ſpiritual court. The circumjacent country was anciently 
called Loybe and Die Bloſze Lauben. 


Friderichrode, a ſmall town, which firſt obtained its market-charter in 
1595, and in 1597 was erected into a town. At this place is an adjuncture 
belonging to the ſuperintendency of Waltersbauſen. 

Ten villages, among which 1s the village of Wipprode, with a demeſne 
farm, at preſent a fief of the Prince, and the parochial villages of Ernftrode 
and Altenberge; at the latter is ſtill remaining on a hill the church of St. 
Jobn, which hitherto appears to have been the felt church in all Thuringia, 


and 
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and owes its foundation to Boniface, but is at preſent in a ruinous condi- 
tion. Beneath it lies the church of Emmanuel, which was conſecrated in 1712, 

Above the village of Finflerberg riſes the Leine. 

Schauenburg, once a caſtle, and the original reſidence of the Landgraves 
of Thuringta. 

5. The bailiwick of Georgenthal, formed out of the eſtates of a convent 
of Ciſtercian Monks, founded in 1143 by Sitzo count of Schwarzburg and 
Kafernburg. To this bailiwick belongs, 

Georgenthal, the bailiwick-houſe, and an adjuncture of the ſuperinten- 
dency of Walterhauſen, with a ſpiritual court ; and 

Eight villages, of which Tambach, Shbenkirchen, Grafenhahn, better 
written Grafenhayn, and in old inſtruments called Grafenbagen, Schonau, 
Amcwalde, and Cobſtedt or Kopftedt, are all parochial. 

Waldenfels, a ruined caſtle, fold in 1293 by Henry of Mellingen, to the 
convent of Georgenthal. The village of Z:etharz with the abovementioned 
village of Tainbach belonged to this caſtle, | 

6. The bailiwick of Schwarzwald, which in 1470 was,redeemably ceded 
by Duke William to Sigiſmund Count of Gleichen, but afterwards recovered. 
The caſtle of Schwarzwald, which gave name to it, lies wholly in ruins, 
except one fingle tower, which is ſtill to be ſeen in Crawink foreſt. 
In that of Arlesberg likewiſe ſtood two caſtles, of which nothing at preſent 
remains. Theſe were called the A/te-burg and the Seyffartsburg. In this 
bailiwick is 

The Oberhsf, which was once the Prince's bailiwick- houſe. 

Blaſii Zella, a ſmall town, which is the ſeat of an adjunQure belonging 
to the ſuperintendency of Ichtersbauſen, with a ſpiritual court, and formerly 
alſo containing a convent. At preſent it is famous for its foundery of fire- 
arms, in which are made very beautiful damaskeened cannon of a tolerable 
ſize. In the year 1640 this place was ſeparated from the bailiwick of 
Reinhardsbrunn, and-added to that of Schwarzwald. 

The villages of Schwarz-Zella, Aarlesberg, Schwarzwald, and Stutzhouſe, 
all which are incorporated with the church of Blaſu Zella. 

Melis, a very large parochial-village, one half of which formerly be- 
longed to Henneberg, and was under the court of Ben/hauſen ; but which, 
in 1660, came wholly to this bailiwick. 

7. The bailiwick of Wachſenburg, in which is 

Iachſenburg, an old caftle, ſeated on a mountain. In the year 1660 
Duke Erneſt cauſed this caſtle to be fitted up for a houſe of correction and 
an orphan-houſe, for which purpoſe a church was built here, but it came 
to nothing. 

The parochial-villages of Apfelitedt, Biſchleben, and Crawinke, the laſt 
of which conſiſts of two hundred and fifty houſes ; together with Gael, 
Haarhauſen, Holzhauſen having a farm, Roda, Thorey, and Wolfis, contain- 
ing three hundred dwelling-houſes, and Schriftſafzige or copyhold eſtates. 
At Dietendorf is a Schriftſaſzige manor-houſe belonging to the Meſtern, with 
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of Tautenburg, and on the failure of theſe, to the Counts of Waldeck. This 
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Four other villages, among which is that of New-Goftern, built by the 
Moravians, who have been Dog ſettled in the part now called Gnadent bal, 
i. e. the vale of grace, though its former name was Dietendorf. In this vil- 
lage is a Schr1iftſaſzige or copy-hold manor. 
Obſ. To this bailiwick ratione executionts, are joined 
1. The juriſdiction of the J/itzleben family at Elgersberg, extending over 
the villages of Berk, Elgersburg, (in which is a feat and ſpiritual court) 
Gebra, Manebach, Neuroda, and Tragſdorf. 
2, The juriſdiction of Liebenſlein, extending over the village of that name, 
in which is a ſpiritual court, Ruppertſrode, Frankenhain, Grafenrode, con- 
taining a ſpiritual court, and Kettmanſhauſen. 
3. Molsdorf, a parochial-village, having a ſpiritual court, with two 
manors, of which one is poſſeſſed of the juriſdiction. 
4. The feudal eſtates of Tambuch/hof and Ettiſchleben. 
The manor of Heeroda. 
The bailiwick of Tchter/hauſen, formed out of the eſtates of a Ciſercian 
nunnery, and confaining 1n it | 
 Ichtershauſen, originally called Lankwig, but afterwards Uchterichſuſen 
and Uchterichſhauſen, a ſmall town, ſituated on the Gera, and which firſt 
obtained its charter in 1697. At this place is a ſuperintendency and a 
ſpiritual court. The bailiwick-houſe ſtands on the fide of the convent. 
The ſeat of Marienburg was begun in 1675 by Duke Bernhard. 
Eiſchleben, a village. IE 
9. The bailiwick of Volterode, lying between the Schwarzburg bailiwick 
of Keula, and the Imperial town of Mublhauſen, with which, in 1568, 
an agreement was made relatively to the rights of venery, commonage, paſ- 
turage, &c, It was formed out of the lands belonging to the eſtates of a Ci/- 
tercian monaſtery, and contains under it one town, ſeven villages, and five 
farms. The moſt remarkable places in it are 
Velkerode, the bailiwick-houſe, and which was formerly the convent. In 
this houſe is a church, with a ſpiritual court, and a farm. 
Rorner, or Great-Rorner, a market-town conſiſting of upwards of two 
hundred dwelling-houſes, and being the ſeat of an adjuncture belonging to 
the ſuperintendency of Gotha. At this place likewiſe is a farm, together 
with two churches. 
3. The parochial-villages of Little or Upper-Mibler and Mentereode. 
10. The bailiwick of Tonna, which was formerly a Lordſhip of the 
Counts of Gleichen, on the extinction of whom it devolved to the Schenker 


bailiwick was purchaſed by Frederick Duke of Gotha, Lord of the fief. 
In it is 
Grafen-TJonna, a town and ſeat, containing a ſuperintendency, with an 
under · conſiſtory, and a feudal eſtate, 


Berg- 
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Berg-Tonna, a large parochial-village, in which formerly ſtood, on the 
hill near it, a burg of the noble family of Tonna; together with 

Seven villages, among which is Vleben, parochial, and Dollſtedt, con- 
taining two feudal eſtates. ; 15 ö 

11. The upper bailiwick of Kranichfe/d, which conſtitutes the upper 
parts of the Lordſhip of Kranichfeld. This bailiwick formerly belonged to 
a noble family, who were named from it, and whoſe arms were a crane. 
In the thirteenth century this family became divided into two lines. In 
the fourteenth century it failed, on which the Lordſhip fell to the Bur- 

raves of Kirchberg. In 1451, the Burgrave Thiern diſpoſed of the upper 
Fordſhip of Kranichfeld, as a Saxon fief, to Henry Reuſſen von Plauen the 
Younger, and in 1453 fold alſo the upper caſtle. In 1615 the Counts 
Reufſen transferred it to the houſe of Saxe-Meimar for the ſum of 83000 
guilders, as in 1620 Weimar alſo did, with power of redemption, for a like 
ſum to Charles Gunther of Schwarzburg Rudol/tadt, In 1657 William 
Duke of Weimar made over the right of redemption to Erneſt Duke of 
Getha, who, in 1663, redeemed it from Anthony Albert count of Schwarz- 
Burg Rudolſtadt. In 1694 the Counts of Rewſſen ſold all their rights in it 
to Frederick Duke of Gotha. To this lordſhip or bailiwick belongs 

That part of Kranichfeld town, lying to the weſt of the Im, and in which 
is a caſtle, with a ſuperintendency, an under-conſiſtory, a manor, and 

Fourteen villages, of which, Achel/tedt, Barchfeld, Gugeleben, Mulda, 
Pflankwirbach, Ofthauſen, Riechbeim, Rodehwitz, Stetten, Treppenderf, are 
all parochial. | 
Great-Rochberg, having a ſpiritual court, and Gezter/dorf, both villages 
belonging to Nobles. 

Obſ. Of the lower lordſhip of Kranichfeld, which is held by the Counts 
of Harzfeld, as a fief of Mentz, an account ſhall be given in the ſequel 
next to the principality of Altenburg. | 

12. The county of Gleichen is ſubject to the ſovereignty of Saxe-Gotha, 
and lies between the territories of Gotha, Henneberg, Schwarzburg, and 
Erfurt. The Counts of Gleichen, Spiegelberg, and Pyrmont, and Lords 
of Tonna, were a family of great antiquity, and originally reſided at the 
now ruined caſtles of Gleichen, one of which called Old- Gleichen, lies in 
the principality of Calenberg, under the ſovereignty of the Elector of 
Brunſwick ; the other known by the name of New-Gleichen, is fituated 
within the dominions of Heſſe-Cafſel. Theſe Counts removed from hence 
to Thuringta, and at a ſmall diſtance from Gotha built them another ſeat, 
to which they alſo gave the name of Gleichen; and hence this county, 
which, in the matricula of the Empire, is rated at eighty-cight florins, 
was named the county of Gleichen. They divided themſelves afterwards 
into the Tonna and Blankenenhayn lines, the latter of which became again 
ſub-divided into thoſe of Tonna and Kranichfeld; but in 1631 failed in the 
perſon of John Lewis Count of Gleichen. Their arms for the county of 

H 2 Gleichen, 
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Gleichen, were originally a leopard, but latterly a lion argent, with tongue 
exerted, and crowned or, in a field azure. They acknowledged the ſupe- 
riority of the Counts of Thuringia, and afterwards that of the Dukes of Saxony. 
The upper county fell to the Counts of Habenloabe, of the Newenſtein line, by 
virtue of an agreement of co-heirſhip concluded in 1621, betwixt Jahn Lerois 
the laſt Count of Gleichen, and George Frederick Craft, and Philip Erneſt, 
Counts of Heohenlobe, which agreement was confirmed by Duke Jahn Caſimir, 
who, in 1634, granted as a fief, to the then living Counts of Hohenlobe of 


the Newen/lein line, and their male heirs, the upper part of the county of 


Glcichen, and its dependencies. This part belongs to the whole Hohen- 
lobe-Neuenſtein line; that of the Hohenlobe-Oebringen poſſeſſing one half, 
and that of the houſes of Langenburg the other. Their court of juſ- 
tice is kept in the town of Ordri, where is alſo an under-conſiſtory, 
granted them in 1621, by Duke Jahn Caſimir, and in 1711 and 1714, 
confirmed by Duke Frederick II. they have likewiſe the nomination of the 
ſeveral paſtors and ſchoolmaſters, and in their name the fuperintendency 
holds acts and ſynods in affairs relating to the churches and fchools. They 
alſo exerciſe criminal and civil juriſdiction, levy tolls and impoſts, particu- 
larly one half of the exciſe on liquors; and to them belong the following 
places, vig. we 


1. Obrdruf or Obrdorf, the capital, fituated in a plain, on the littte 


river Obr, and one of the moſt ancient towns in all Thuringia. The 


Counts ſeat here, which for a long time had been the refidence of the 


Counts of Gleichen, is at preſent divided between the Hebenlobe-Neuenſtein 
line, and the Langenburg wings. In it likewiſe is held the Counts ſecte- 
tary's-office, as alſo the conſiſtory. In the town too reſides the ſteward 
and ſuperintendant for both the Hobenlabe lines. A judgment may be 
formed of its preſent flouriſhing condition from the great variety of its arti- 
ficers and manufacturers. Excluſive of the chapel in the Count's palace, 
here is likewiſe the great, or town-church, the church in the ſuburbs, the 
hoſpital- church, and that of the church-yard. The grammar-ſchool here 
conſiſts of fix claſſes. In 1248, 1450, 1510, 1653, 1661, 1719, 1724, 
and 1753, this town was either totally or in a great meafure deſtroyed 
by fire. 

4 Wechmar, a large country town, containing about three hundred 
ſubſtantial inhabitants, and one parith church. 

3- The parochial-villages of Emleben, Schwabbauſen, Pferdingsleben, 
Werningſhauſen, and Petrirede, commonly called Petzgerede. 

2. The lower county, or lower diſtrict, of Gletchen, or, as it is likewiſe 
called, the lower Gleichen villages, devolved to the Counts of Schwarzburg, 
of the Arnſtadt line, on the death of John Leuis, the laſt Count of Glei- 
chen, by virtue of a compact of inheritance, made betwixt the ſaid Count 
and that line. But notwithſtanding this, the Counts of Hatzfeld, by a com- 
pact made at Leipzig, between Saxony and Mentz, in 1665, and by ano- 
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ther in 1667, retained Wanderfleben and Freudentbal. The lower Gleichen 
villages poſſeſſed by the Prince of Schwarzburg Sondersbauſen,) within the 
territories of Gotha, are Sulzenbruck, Ingerſleben, Gunthersleben, and Stetten 
on the Gera. | | 

3. The part of the county of Gleichen poſſeſſed by the Counts of Hatz- 
feld, ſhall be deſcribed in the ſequel, after the principality of Altenburg. 

13. The Diſtricts of [men and Paulinzella, which are held by the 
Princes of Schwarzburg-Rudclſtatt, as a fief under the Princes of Gotha, will 
occur in the principality of Schwarzburg. 


The Principality of ALTENBURG. 


§. 1. T HE repreſentation given us of this principality, as it ſtands in 
Hemann's map of the principalities of Gotha, Coburg, and Alten- 
Burg, is very defective. P. Schenk has publiſhed two maps of the Diſtricts of 
Atenburg and Ronneburg, of which the latter, which was performed under 
the inſpection of Trentmann, is much the beſt. There is alſo a copy of 
this, engraven by Seutter. A map of the diſtricts adjoining to the weſtward 
of Thuringia has likewiſe been publiſhed by Schreiber, together with one 
of Saalfeld. 
$. 2. This country is a part of the ancient Ofterlands, and borders to the 
weſt on the upper principality of Schwarzburg, the part of the lordſhip of 
Kranichfeld, belonging to the Princes of Hatzfeld, and the principality of 
Weimar ; to the north on the dioceſe of Naumburg, and the Circle of 
Thuringia and Leipzig; to the eaſt alſo on the Leipzig Circle, and the lord- 
ſhip of Schonburg, which is reckoned in the Erzgebirg Circle; and to the 
ſouth, on the Circles of Erzgebirg and Neuſtadt: from ſouth to north, it is 
divided into two parts, by the lordſhip of Gera, belonging to Count Reuſſen. 
F. 3. The ſoil is very fertile in corn, and likewiſe abounds in good paſ- 
turage, whence the graſery carried on here s conſiderable. It has in par- 
ticular large breeds of horſes. Here is likewiſe plenty of wood. Its 
mines yield copper, and cobalt, of the latter of which a fine blue is made ; 
together with vitriol, and other minerals. The principal rivers are the 
Pleiſſe, which. has its ſource in the Circle of Erzgebirg, near Sare 
receives the Sprotta, and after entering into the Leipzig Circle, the Saale, 
which interſects the Diſtrict of Saa/fe/d. After this it paſſes through the 
principality of Schwarzburg, and running into that of Altenburg, where it 
receives the Orla and Rada, traverſes the principalities of Eiſenach and 
Weimar, after which it again enters the country of A/tenburg, from whence 
it continues its courſe through the dioceſe of Naumburg. 
$. 4. The ſtates of this principality are divided into thoſe of the Alten- 
burg, Saalfeld, and Eiſenberg Circles, and conſiſt of the Nobility and towns 
of thele three diſtricts, Their provincial meetings are held at Altenburg. 
F. 5. This 
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§. 5. This country was erected into a principality, about the time that 
Duke Frederic: William 1. eldeſt ſon to John William Duke of Weimar, 
founded the Altenburg collateral line of the Erneſtine houſe, which line in 
1638 was the eldeſt, and had a violent conteſt for precedency with the 
houſe of Weimar, but became extinct in 1672, by the deceaſe of 
Frederick William III. on which the principality of Altenburg fell to Erneſt 
the Pious, Duke of Gotha, who willingly ceded to the three ſons of his 
brother Bernhard Duke of Weimar the towns of Weimar, Eiſenach and Jena, 
together with the diſtricts above-deſcribed in the principalities of Weimar 
and Eiſenach, Dornburg and Roſa ; as allo the towns of Sulza, Burgel, 
Heuſzdorf and Alſfted!, with other privileges and emoluments. His ſons, 
on his death agreeing about a diviſion of his territories the principality of 
Altenburg, was diſmembered into the Gotha Eiſenberg and Saalfeld ſhares. 
In 1707 on the death of Duke Chriſtian of Eiſenberg the latter of theſe 
two ſhares reverted again to the houſe of Gotha, which now poſſeſſes ſeven 
diſtricts of the principality of Eiſenberg, but has ſupreme juriſdiction over 
the Saalfeld ſhare only. By virtue of this principality it enjoys a vote in 
the college of Princes at the Diets of the Empire, and likewiſe at thoſe 
of Upper-Saxony. i 

$. 6. The religion of the country is Lutheraniſm, the churches and 
ſchools are ranged under the ſeveral ſuperintendencies of Altenburg, Kabla, 
Camburg, Eiſenberg and Ronneburg, over all which is placed a general 
ſuperintendent, who reſides at Altenburg. The ſhare which belongs to 
Gotha, is, as in the principality of Gotha, under the direction of a land- 
inſpector, and at Altenburg is a gymnaſium illuftre. 

F. 7. The great offices at Altenburg belonging to the Prince, are thoſe of 


the regency the ſecretary's-oftice, the conſiſtory, the exchequer, the 
demeſne and contribution-office. 


. 8. Next follow 

I. The diſtricts belonging to the Dutchy of Gotha, and 

1. Of the diſtrict of Altenburg, in which is 

Altenburg, anciently called Pliſne, the capital of the principality, ſtand- 
ing higb, on an uneven ſpot of ground, and being pretty large and 
populous ; the caſtle here, which is ſeated on a rock, is noted in hiſtory 
as having been the place of reſidence of the former Electors and Dukes, 
and likewiſe that in 1455, the young Princes Erneſt and Albert, who were 
afterwards the founders of the two' principal lines of the Saxon houſe, 
were carried off from hence by Kunz von Kauffung. Belonging to the 
church, here was anciently a foundation of regular choriſters. In the 
town is a ſtately building where the ſecretary's-otfice is kept, and where 
the regency and conſiſtory likewiſe hold their meetings; as alſo the receivers 
of the diſtrict office, the pariſh-church, and the Bruder-kirche or ſuperin- 
tendency ; to the laſt of which belong ſeventy- ſix churches. It likewiſe 
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ives title to the general ſuperintendent. Here is alſo a Magdalen or place 
Pr the education of young ladies of e ee, families, a houſe belonging 
to the Teutonick order, a gymnaſium illuſire founded in 1703, with a good 
Muſzum and library, an orphan-houſe, and a houſe of correction. Alten- 
burg was anciently an imperial city, and the capital of the country of Pleiſſen. 
From the year 1172, we meet with accounts of- the Burgraves of Men- 
burg, after which the Emperors often made it their head quarters and 
held a Diet here. Frederick with the bitten Cheek, who was Marggrave of 
Meiſſen, in 1308 making himſelf maſter of the town, it came under the 
dominion of the ſaid Marggraves, and afterwards paſſed into the houſe of 
Saxony. The greateſt conflagrations it has ſuffered by, were thoſe of 1403, 
1427, 1430 and 1455. | 

Lucca, a ſmall town ſeated on the river Schnauder, which at this place 
is joined by the Reinbach. In this town are divers woollen manufactures, 
Lucca is likewiſe celebrated for the great defeat of the Swedes here in 1307, 
which was ſo remarkable, that it has ſince became a proverb. 

Schmollen, a little town ſeated on the Spro7fa, and containing an eccle- 
ſiaſtical inſpection. In the years 1618 and 1628 this place ſuffered greatly 
by fire. 

" Gofenite, a market-town ſeated on the Pieiſſe. 

Obſ. Within this diſtrict lies the noble eſtate and juriſdiction of Meuſel- 
witz, the proprietors of which till the year 1575, were the family of Bunau; 
till 1676, thoſe of Crauſpruch, in conjunction with the family of Winter; 
and from that year the Barons of Seckendorf, who become poſſeſſed of it by 
means of the celebrated Veit Lewis Seckendorf, who acquiring it endea- 
voured to retain it as an hereditary fief, held of Duke Frederick I. and to 
preſerve it in his family as a feoffment of truſt. 

Meuſelwitæ anciently called Muſſelbu/z, is a large market-town of about 
two hundred houſes ſeated on the river Schnauder, the inhabitants of which 
are principally handicraftsmen and artificers. The Counts palace here is 
remarkable for the richneſs of its apartments and the beauty of its garden. 
In 1639 and 1686, this place was totally conſumed by fire. 

2. The diſtrict of Ronneburg, in which is 

Ronneburg, a ſmall town containing a ſeat; and being likewiſe the 
capital of the diſtrict, In this town is a ſuperintendency, to which belong 
twenty-ſeven churches. Here are l:kewiſe ſome woollen manufactures and 
it is further celebrated for its earthen-ware. The greateſt part of this 
place was deſtroyed by fire in 1665. 

2. The following villages having churches and noble eſtates : viz. 
Durrenhayn, Gabren, Jauern, Maſen, Muckern, Roſchutz, &c. 

3. The diſtrict of Eiſenberg, in which is 

Eiſenberg, a ſmall town, containing a feat; the diſtrict- office is held 


here, and it has likewiſe a ſuperintendency, which in conjunction with that 
Camburg 
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Camburg incorporated in it, contains fifty- ſix churches. Some woollen 
manufactories have alſo been eſtabliſhed here. 

The parochial villages of Ed,, Hobndorf, &c. 

4. The Camburg, diſtrict in which is 

Camburg, a ſmall town ſeated on the Saale, and formerly the capital 


of a county. The ſuperintendency belonging to this place is united with 
that of Erſenberg. 


Wurchbauſen, Rademeuſchel, and other villages: 

The ſalt-works near Sulza, which is a ſmall town ſeated on the Im in 
the principality of Weimar ; but reſerved by the Gotha family in 1672, when 
it made over to that of J/Vermar the town of Sulza, with other towns and 
diſtricts of the principality of Altenburg. In 1675 the diſputes betwixt 
the corporation of Sula and the Prince of Gotha's officers, concerning the 
ſalt-works here, were amicably terminated in a conference of the Weimar 
and G:tha deputies, at which conference a formal compact was concluded 
and afterwards executed between them. 

5. The diſtrict of Roda, in which is | 

Roda, a conſiderable market-town lying on a river of the fame name, 
and containing a feat of the Prince's. A conſiderable part of the inhabi- 
tants of this place ſubſiſt by the cloth and ſtocking manufactures. Roda 
formerly belonged to the Counts of Arnſbaug, the Lords of Leuchtenburg, 
&. who mortgaged it, together with the ſeat of Leuchtenburg to Count 


Gunther of Schwarzburg ; but in 1396 the Landgrave Frederick the Valiant 


again redeemed them. 

Gornitz, Heynbach, and other villages. 

6. The diſtrict of Kahla, conſiſts of two diſtricts, namely, 

1. Of the diſtrict of Orlamunda, in which is 

Orlamunda, a ſmall town ſeated on an eminence near the river Saale, 
which at this place receives into it the Or/a. Formerly it belonged to the 
Counts of Orlamunda, who became extinct in 1476, and appointed a 
Burgrave over their caſtle, which ſtood on an eminence near it, This title 
ſome of the Burgraves of Kirchberg have borne. The caſtle was deſtroyed 
in 1311, by Frederick Landgrave of Thuringia, and that part of the build- 
ing which is yet ſtanding is now converted into a granary belonging to the 
Prince. In 1344 Henry Count of Orlamunda, fold the town and caſtle 
to Frederick Landgrave of Thuringia. An annual court of juſtice is conſtantly 
held here, on the Monday in Trinity-week. 

Kahla, a ſmall town lying on the Saale, and containing a ſuperinten- 
dency of eighty churches. This place is environed by naked mountains. 

2. The diſtrict of Leuchtenburg, in which is 

Leuchtenburg formerly a caſtle. This place ſtands on a high mountain 
fronting the town of Kabla, To it once belonged a lordſhip, and to this 
lord{hip was annexed the town of Kabla. The Counts of Arnſtaug, who 
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were Lords of Leuchtenburg, mortgaged the caſtle together with Kahla, but 
Frederick the Valiant, Landgrave of Thuringia, redeemed it in 1396. After- 
wards the family of Vitætbum were for ſome time proprietors of Leuchten- 
burg. The old caſtle is now converted into an alms-houſe and bride well. 

' Drackendorf, alſo called Drachendorf, a parochial-village. 

3. Upper and Middle-Lobdeburg, two ruined caſtles; a'ready mentioned 
under the principality of Eiſenach in the atticle of the prefecturate of Jena. 

Obſ. In this part lies the lordſhip of Allenburg, which is an Altenburg 
fief, and belongs to the Schwarzenfels family. It was formerly the reſi- 
dence of the Burggraves of Kichberg, and by them was fold to the Counts 
of Gleichen, who in 1492 likewiſe diſpoſed of it to Lewis von Rediwwits ; 
from whom it has paſſed through ſeveral other hands. 

Altenburg, is a village containing a noble ſeat. 

2. The diſtricts belonging to the Dutchy of Coburg-Saalfeld. 

The annual produce of theſe diſtricts is computed at about 60,000 rix- 
dollars. In them is 

1. The diſtrict of Saa/feld, containing 

Saalfeld, a pretty handſom town, ſeated on the river Saale, in a beautiful 
ſituation amidſt hills and meadows. The ſeat here was begun by Duke 
Albert, and for a time honoured by being the reſidence of the Saalfeld line, 
till on their acquiring a ſhare of the principality of Coburg they removed 
there. In this town is a ſuperintendency with three others belonging to 
it, and containing three churches, in one of which divine ſervice is per- 
formed, the other two being not uſed. Here is likewiſe a good grammar- 
ſchool, together with ſome manufactures of cloth, of gold and filk-ſtuffs, 
as alſo a ſmelting and vitriol houſe. It is likewiſe the mint town for 
the Circle of Upper-Saxony. In 1199, 1314 and 1332, it was deſtroyed 
by fire, and in 1640 ſuffered ſucceſſive ravages, while the Imperial and 
Swediſh troops were in this country. The Emperor Frederick II. conferred 
this town as a fief on Henry X. Count of Schwarzburg, and the Emperor 
Lewis of Bavaria granted the like enfeoffment to Henry XIX. and Gunter XXI. 
Counts of Schwarzburg, but Count Gunter XXIX. in 1389, fold it to the 
Marggraves of Meſſer. 

On an eminence near the town ſtands the once celebrated and rich 
Benedictine abbey of St. Peter otherwiſe called Saalfeld abbey. It was at 
firſt only a collegiate church, but in 1074, was raiſed to be a convent: its 
abbot was a Prince of the Empire, had both vote and feat in the Diets, 
and even the privilege of coinage. The patronage of this convent was 
in 1345 transferred to the Marggraves of Meiſſen. In 1525 Count Albert 
of Mansfeld with the conſent of the Emperor and John Elector of Saxony 
purchaſed the abbey of its laſt abbot; but in 1532, parted with it again 
for 30,000 florins to the above-mentioned EleQor, who converted it into a 
bailiwick, and fince that it has fallen to the family of Altenburg. 

Vor. VI. 1 Peſueck, 
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Poſnecł, anciently called Peſnitæ, Poſeneck, Peſznick or Peyſeneck, a ſmall 
but thriving town. A conſiderable part of the inhabitants of this place are 
clothiers, curriers and potters. It is an adjunct to the ſuperintendency of 
Saalfeld. Wiprecht Marggrave of Groitz/ch in the eleventh century received 
Pejneck, and ſome other places as a donation from the archbiſhop of 
Coin. After his death it deſcended to the Counts of Arnſtaug, and with 
Elizabeth daughter of the laſt of that family came to Frederick with the 
bitten Cheek, then Landgrave of Thuringia. In the year 1680, the ſons of 
Duke Erneſt the Picus, making a partition of their father's lands, this town, 
was by a particular convention aſſigned to Duke Fobn Erneſt of Saalfeld. 

2. The diſtrict of Grafentbal, containing 

1. Grafenthal, in Latin Vallis Comitum, a {mall towa ſituated in a dee 
valley near the river Zepten, and being an adjunct of the Saalfeld ſuper- 
intendency. Here are ſome iron and copper-works with a glaſs-houle. 
On a mountain near the town is a caſtle called Veſpenſtein, the wings of 
of which ſerve as lodgings to the officers of the bailiwick of Grafenthal. 
The town and lordſhip of Grafenthal, were once in the hands of the Counts 
of Orlamunda. In 1438 the houſe of Saxony conferred it on the family of 
Pappenheim, but Duke Jahn Philip of Altenburg in 1621, purchaſed it for 
the ſum of 102089 florins, of Count Maximilian of Pappenhbeing. 

2. Great-Neuendorf, Upper-Loguitz, Zopten, Reichmanſdorf, &c. 

3. The diſtrict of Prob/izelle, in which is 

Probſtzelle, formerly a convent. 

Lebſten, a ſmall town, ſituated in a quarry of excellent late, which is 
tranſported to all parts. 

To the preceding account of the Dukes of Saxony, I ſhall annex the 
territories of the Princes of Hatzfeld. 

Theſe territories, of which ſome mention has already been made, 
conſiſt of a part of the county of Gleichen, in the lower lordſhip of Kranich- 
feld, and that of Blantenbayn. In the laſt compact at Leipzig in 166 5. 
between Saxony and Mentz, and in a ſubſequent inſtrument figned at 
Erfurt in 1667, it was ſtipulated with reſpect to it, that the houſe of the 
Princes of Saxony, till the- decifion of the capital point ſhould remain 
in poſſeſſiane vel quaſi juris territarialis cum omnibus commodis et emalumentis; 
in ſuch manner as they had been exerciſed and enjoyed, but withal that 
the Count of Hatzfeld ſhare be left in the quiet enjoyment of his uſual 
privileges and dignity, as Count of the Empire. The Elector of Saxony, 
however was requeſted, for the preventing of any violent procedures 
betwixt the parties during this litiſpendency, ſo to conduct the exercitium 
attuum ſuperioritatis, that on any proceſs againſt the Counts of Hatzfeld, 
whether in actionibus realibus or perſonalibus, or in cauſes within the 
coun ry, or on any appeal from his judgment and ſentence, or in caſe 
of an execution of an atus terrifarialts, which privilege the houſe of

Saxony had hitherto exerciſed, that ſuch complaints, appeals and the 
other above ſpecified proceedings of the government ſhould be, ad 
interim, accepted, acknowleged and duly executed by the Elector of 
Saxony; and that the Counts of Hatzfeld for this temporary vicarſhip 
ſhould pay unto the ſaid Elector, his aſſeſsment in the matricula of the 
Empire and the chamber of Metlar: alſo that the five hundred florins which 
the Counts of Hatzfeld were hitherto ſworn annually to pay to the houſe 
of Saxony, as a recognition of its ſovereignty, and of which 117 fl. 17 gr. 
114d. belonged to the houſe of Gotha, and 382 fl. 3 gr. 1d. the houſe 
of Weimar, ſhould for the future be levied on the ſubjects. As far as I can 
learn, matters have ſince remained on the fame footing. The Counts of 
Hatzfeld of the Trachenberg line, who are the preſent proprietors of this 
land, where in 1741 raiſed by the King of Pruſſia, to the dignity of 
Princes, and in 1748 the Emperor declared them Princes of the Empire. 
I now proceed to a more particular account of the territories belonging to 
the principality of Hatzfeld. 

1. Theſe are part of the county of Gleichen, which is a fief of the 
Elector of Mentz, and which on the extinction of the Counts of Gleichen in 
1639, was conferred by the ſaid Elector on the Counts of Hatzfeld. 

To it belongs 

1. The ruined caſtle of Gleichen. 

2. Wanderſleben, a market-town ſituated on the Apfelſtett. By virtue of 
the above-mentioned compact concluded at Leipzig in 1665, the Duke of 


Saxe- Gotha intirely receded from his feudal power over Wanderſleben, and 


the Counts of Schwarzburg conſented, that the high and low juriſdiction, 
together with the patronage, fiſheries, and arriere feoffment, &c. ſhould 
at the transfer, be likewiſe ceded to the Counts of Hatzfeld. 

Freudenthal, a farm. 

2. The lower lordſhip of Kranichfeld; is likewiſe a fief of Mentz, and 
devolved ffom the Lords of Kranichfeld, to the Counts of Schwarzburg ; 
who about the year 1390 transferred it to the Burgrave Albert of Kirch- 
berg, but ſoon recovered it either by mortgage, or as abſolute property, 
but in 1398 made it over again with power of redemption, to Milliam 
Marggrave of Meiſſen. Accordingly it was afterwards redeemed a ſecond 
time, but in 1412 ſold to Albert Burgrave of Kirchberg. His ſon the 
Burgrave Thierry in 1455 fold the lower Burg and lordſhip of Kranichfeld 
to Lewis Count of Gleichen. On the extinction of the Counts of Glerchen 
the Elector of Mentz conferred it as a fief on the Counts of Hatzfeld, 
who a conſiderable time after became proprietors of it, and thoſe with 
a right of redemption ſtil] continue poſſeſſed thereof. To it belongs 

The part of the town of Kranichfeld lying on the eaſt fide of the 1m 

and containing a ſcat: with 
Certain villages. 

I 2 3. The 
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3. The lordſhip of Blantenbayn, which lies betwixt the diſtrict of 
Berka in the Weimar territories, and that of Kabla in thoſe of Altenburg, 
being likewiſe a fief of Mentz. Lewis the Lord of Blankenhayn, dying 
without iſſue in 1416, the ſons of his ſiſter who was married to Enel 
Count of Gleichen, took poſſeſſion of the lordſhip, but were violently 
oppoſed by the then Elector of Mentz. In 1420 the diſpute concerning 
it, was accommodated on the following terms, viz. that the Counts 
Erneſt and Lewis of Gleichen, Lords of Blantenbayn ſhould fign an acknow- 

| legement that the lordſhip of Blankenhayn was eſcheated to the archbiſho- 
pric of Mentz: on which they were inveſted with it, as a real male- 
fief. The archbiſhop however till retains a perpetual uſe of the caſtle, 
and the fourth part of the lordſhip; but this the Counts may redeem by 
a ſum of money to be named by Count Frederick of Henneberg. The 
Counts of Gleichen becoming extinct in 1631, a third part devolved to a 
Count of Morsberg, whoſe mother was by deſcent Counteſs of Gleichen and 
the two other thirds of this lordſhip were conferred as a fief on the Counts 
of Hatzfeld. At preſent the Princes of Hatzfeid are proprietors of the whole 
lordſhip, the capital of which is, 

: Blankenhayn, a ſmall town containing a ſeat. In the years 1442 and 
1527, this place was deſtroyed by fire. - 
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The Principality of QUERFURT. 


§. 1. O F the Juterbocb and Dabme diſtricts of the principality of Querfurt, 

particular maps have been publiſhed by Schenk and Scutter; a 
ſufficient repreſentation of this principality is alſo to be met with in the 
map of the Dutchy of Saxony publiſhed in 1752 by Homann's heirs; but 
the beſt view of the diſtricts of Querfurt and Heldrungen, is to be had in 
the map of Ea/t Thuringia, likewiſe publiſhed by the ſame hands. 

S. 2. The diſtricts of which it conſiſts, are not contiguous ; Querfurt 
and Heldrungen lying in Thuringia, and TFuterbock and Dahme betwixt 
the eleQorate-circle ; the Mark of Brandenburg and Lower-Luſatia. 

$. 3. The origin of this principality is as follows. At the peace of Prague 
concluded in 1635, betwixt the Emperor Ferdinand II. and John George I. 
Elector of Saxony, the latter obtained the four lordſhips, diſtricts and 
towns of Querfurt, Juterbock, Dahme and Burg, which before had 
belonged to the archbiſhopric of Magdeburg ; and theſe were con- 
tirmed to him and his houſe at the treaty of Oſnabruck in 1648, though 
with a clauſe that he ſhould pay its contributions to the Empire and 
Circle, and that an expreſs article of this agreement, ſhould be regiſtered 
in the matricula of each. Thus theſe four diſtricts became a principality 
ot the Empire; which by the Elector Fobn George I. was bequeathed to his 
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Querfurt. E RM A MN TY. 

ſecond ſon Duke Auguſius founder of the Veiſſenſels line, and his heirs. 
By virtue therefore of this principality the aforeſaid line, in 1663 applied 
for ſeat and voice in the college of Princes at the Diet of the Empire, 
and obtained the Emperor's conſent and even recommendation, but 
could not effect their purpoſe, nor has their recommendation taken place even 
to this day, Afterwards a conteſt aroſe betwixt Frederick William, Elector 
of Brandenburg, and John Adolphus Duke of Saxe-Wetſſenfels, concerning 
the ſovereignty in the principality of Querfurt, which the former claimed 
by virtue of the above-mentioned treaty of peace, wherein it had not been 
expreſly transferred to the electoral houſe of Saxony ; in 1687 however they 
came to an agreement, by which the EleQtor of Brandenburg made a formal 
renunciation of all claims to the diſtricts of Querfurt, Juterbecł and Dabme, 
freed them from any connection with the Dutchy of Magdeburg, and con- 
ſented that Saxe-Werſſenfels, ſhould by virtue thereof enjoy both ſeat and 
voice in the Diet ot the Empire, and likewife in that of the Circle of 
Upper-Saxony. On the other hand the Elector of Brandenburg obtained to 
his (hare the whole diſtrict of Burg, and in conſideration thereof, took upon 
himſelf the diſcharge of a demand of 34, 452 rixdollars, due to the Duke of 
Saxe-Merſeburg, and to whom on that account the diſtrict of J/eiſſenfels 
had been mortgaged. At the ſame time Jobn Adolphus Duke of Saxe- 
Meiſſenfels, added the diſtricts of Heldrungen, MWendeiſlein and Sittichenbach to 
the principality of Querfurt. But when on the failure of the Meiſſenfels cola- 
teral-line of the electoral houſe of Saxony the principality of Querfurt, 
with its other territories, again reverted to the electorate houſe, the diſtricts 
of Wendelſlein and Sittichenbach were diſmembered from it. Thus at 
preſent only the four diſtricts of Querfurt, Futerbock, Dabme and Heldrun- 
gen are included in this principality ; but the whole is reckoned a part of 
the Circle of Thuringia, and as lying in the electorate of Saxony. 

F. 4. Verfurt obtained both ſeat and voice in the Diet of Upper- 
Saxony in the year 1664, but its place has been conteſted. In the circular 
decrees of that year, the Envoy of Saxe-Querfurt fat and ſealed before 
thoſe of the other Princes of the Saxon family ; but in 1665 and 1672, it 
was juſt the reverſe, other houſes taking precedence of him. Afterwards 
an alternative was agreed on betwixt Saxe- Querfurt and the Dukes of 
Saxony of the Erneſtine line. With reſpect to rank, Pomerania, Anhalt and 
Quedlinburg have oppoſed the voice of the Querfurt family, The aſſeſſ- 
ment of Qyerfurt to the chamber at Wetzlar is forty-two rixdollars ſeven 
kruitzers. — | 

$. 5. We now come to a particular deſcription of the ſeveral Diſtricts in 
this principality, which are, 

I. The Diſtrict of Querfurt, ſurrounded by the county of Mantſeld, the 
dioceſe of Merſeburg, the diſtricts of Freyburg, Wendel/tein, and Ectart . 
berga, in the circle of Thuringia, and the diſtrict of 4//e4!, in the territo- 
ries of Eiſenach, In it is 1. Querfurt 
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I. Querfurt, a charter town, ſeated on the little river Meite, and ſmall 
in itſelt, but having large ſuburbs. The number of houſes in all amount 
to upwards of five hundred. The old caſtle belonging to it ſtands on a 
hill; and here is likewiſe a ſuperintendency. In the years 1619, 1640, 
and 1678, a conſiderable part of this town was deſtroyed by fire. An- 
ciently, with its dependencies, it conſtituted a lordſhip, the proprietors of 
which, who were the Lords of Querfurt, failing in 1426, in the perſon of 
Bruno X. the lordſhip on his deceaſe, fell as a vacant fief to the arch- 
biſhopric of Magdeburg, the feoffment excepted, which belonged to Saxony, 
and which Duke Albert of that houſe aſſumed to himſelf. The Counts of 
Mansfeld, though of the fame family with the Lords of Querfurt, and not- 
withſtanding an hereditary union ſubſiſted between them, were excluded 
however from the ſucceſſion, as not having been inveſted therewith. In 
the ſeventeenth century the lordſhip of Querfurt was made over to the 
Counts of Schlick. A conſiderable fair is held annually on the Vedneſ⸗ 
in Eaſter week, a little without the town, in a large place called the E/el/- 
wieſe or Aſſes- Meadow. * 

2. To this diſtrict belong eight villages, viz. Gatterſtadt, Lederſſeben, &c. 

II. The diſtrict of Heldrungen, containing i 

1. Heldrungen, a ſmall town, ſituated not far from the Un/trut, This 
place is the ſeat of a ſuperintendency, which comprehends under it ten 
pariſh churches, and had formerly a ſtrong caſtle, but in 1645, on its 


being taken by the Heſians and Swedes, was raſed. Formerly, with its 


appurtenances, it conſtituted a free lordſhip, the proprietors of which 
were the Lords of Heldrungen, who failing in 1414, the lordſhip devolved 
to the Counts of Hobenſtein. In 1484, John Count of Hohenſtein diſpoſed 
of it for the ſum of 1 5,260 Rheniſh guilders, to Gebhard VI. Count and Lord 
of Mansfeld and his heirs. The Counts of Mangfeld continued in poſſeſſion 
of the diſtrict of Heldrungen, till the ſequeſtration of their lands, in which 
alſo this lordſhip was included. But Jahn George I. Elector of Saxony, 
purchaſed the pretenſions, which A/mus Baumbach and his fon, as one of 
the creditors of the Mansfeld family, had to it, and bequeathed it to his 
ſon Duke Auguſtus, adminiſtrator of the archbiſhopric of Magdeburg, and 
founder of the Weiſſenfels-collateral line of the electoral houte of Saxony. 
To him all the Counts of Mansfeld ceded the diſtrict, as an hereditary pro- 
perty. On the other hand, the ſequeſtrated diſtrict of Friedeburg was reſtored 
to them, and Count John George III. in return for the renunciation of his 
right to Heldrungen, obtained the caſtle of Mansfeld, with the privilege 
of holding a conſiſtory. Duke Jon Adeiphus of Saxe-Weiſſenfels, added 
this diſtrict to the principality of erfurt. | 

II. Eight villages, as namely Bretleben, Reinſdorf, &c. 

III. The diſtrict of Juterbock, in which is 


1. TJuterbock, a charter town, ſituated on the Angerbach, and containing 
two 
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Pomerania. G E DR MAV V. 
two ſuburbs, the names of which are Dabme and Neumark. This town 
is likewiſe the ſeat of a ſuperintendency. Its caſtle has been demoliſhed 
for ſome time. In the year 1537 the Elector of Saxony and the Landgrave 
of Heſſe had a conference at this place, with Toachim II. in order to pre- 
vail upon him to accede to the Schmalkaidian confederacy. In 1611 there 
was likewiſe a congreſs held here by ſeveral Princes, relative to the ſuc- 
ceſſion of Juliers; and in 1644 a battle was fought in its neighbourhood, 
betwixt the Swedes and Imperialiſis, to the advantage of the former. 

2. To this diſtrict belong twenty villages, among which are Hoben- 
Abiſdorf, Grafendorf, Linde, Markendorf, &c. 

IV. The diſtrict of Dabme, containing 

1. Dabme, a charter town, and the reſidence of a ſuperintendency. 
Near this town is a ſeat, which was conſiderably improved by Duke Jahn 
Adolpbus, who alſo built a new ſuburb near it. That Prince likewiſe 
founded the orphan-houſe here. In 1747 the new convent-church re- 
ceived conſecration, 

2. Twelve villages, as namely, Geberſdorf, Gerſdorf, Meblſdorf, Za- 
gelſdorf, &c. 


The Dutchy of POMERANIA. 
$. 1. AEL the maps of Pomerania which have hitherto appeared, ſtand 


in need of great amendments, particularly with regard to the ma- 
thematical parts. That publiſhed by Eilbard Lubin, which he drew by 
order of Philip and Philip Julius, Dukes of Pomerania, and which received 
ſome amendments from Frederick Palbizke, is the baſis of all thoſe that have 
ſince been publiſhed by Sanſon, Jaillot, Mortier, De Wit, Homann, and 
others. The map given us by the laſt, conſtitutes the ſixty-firſt in his 
Atlas of Germany. Of the ifland of Rugen there is alſo a particular map 
publiſhed by the above-mentioned Lubin, and that map of the ſame ifland, 
given us by one of the Homann's, conſtitutes the ſixty- ſecond in their Atlas. 
In 1758 was publiſhed a new imprefſion of Lubin's map, under the 
title of Nova illuſtriſſimi Principatus Pomeraniæ deſcriptio, cum adiuncta 
983 Genealogia & principum veris & potiorum Urbium imaginibus 
& nobilium inſignibus, in twelve ſheets each, of the uſual ſize of maps; 
but the repreſentation of the dutchy itſelf ſcarce takes up one third of all 
the ſheets, and has no kind of diviſions in it, excepting that Strediſb and 
Brandenburg Pomerania, as ſettled by the treaties of Oſnabruck and Stock- 
Bolm, are diſtinguithed by coloured lines. The utility of this map, at pre- 
ſent, is inadequate to its ſize, and only ſerves to increafe the public wiſh, 
that profeſſor Mayer of Greifswalde may ſoon finith the new one of Pcme- 
rania, on which he is now employed, with a view of publication. 
$. 2. Pome-

8. 2. Pomerania to the eaſt is bounded by Pomerellen, which forms a part of 
Ducal Pruſſia, to the ſouth by Poland, the New-Mark, and Uckermark, 
to the weſt by the dutchy of Mec#lenburg, and to the north terminates on 
the Baltick. Its length, on that ſea, is about fixty geographical miles, 
and its breadth from eight to thirteen. Formerly it was of much greater 
extent, reaching eaſtward to the Yi/tula, (fo that it included Pomerellen) 
and pretty far into Great-Poland ; ſouthward alſo part of the New-Mark 
and Uckermark belonged to it; and to the weſt, the country of Stargard, 
with a part of the preſent dutchy of Mecklenburg. 

8. 3. The country is level, and of the few hills in it, that of Challenberg. 
between Caſin and Zanou, is the principal. In ſome parts indeed the ſoil 
is ſandy, but in moſt pretty cloſe and good, ſo that the inhabitants have not 
only every year a ſufficiency of wheat, rye, barley and oats, for home 
conſumption, but export alſo great quantities. They likewiſe cultivate buck- 
wheat, vetches, turneps, peaſe and beans, to great advantage, and in ſome 
parts millet, flax and hemp. It produces alſo a ſufficiency of fruit; 
and foreign eſculent plants would likewiſe thrive here. In ſeveral parts 
of the country are fine heaths and foreſts, and among the latter divers 
of oak. The wood of theſe foreſts is uſed not only for fuel, and the 
building of houſes and veſſels, but ſerves alſo for making tar and char- 
coal. Many parts too yield turf for fuel. 

In Hither-Pomerania are ſome mineral and ſalt ſprings, among the 
latter of which thoſe of Colberg are particularly good and rich; but the 
country is not able to ſpare a ſufficient quantity of timber for the thorough 
improvement of theſe ſprings. At Treptow likewiſe, on the Su/zhorft, be- 
twixt Cammin and Mollin, near the eſtate of Dobberpful, are falt ſprings. 
Thoſe parts, which do not anſwer for tillage, are made uſe of for. grafery, 
which is very conſiderable here. Its geeſe are famous for their largenels, 
and in general the dried Pomeranian geeſe, hams, ſauſages, and ſalmon, 
paſs for the beſt in all Germany. 

The largeſt river in Pomerania is the Oder, which the Pomeranians, in 
their dialect, call the Ader. This river comes directly from the Mark of 
Brandenburg, and below Stettin forms three lakes called the Dammſche 
See, (which is one German mile in length and breadth) the Damanzke or 
Damanzig, and the Pfaffenwaſſer ; after which it diſcharges itſelf into the 
jriſche. Haff, (in Latin tiled recens lacus) which abounds in fiſh, and 
is eight German miles in length, and betwixt three and four in breadth, 
being divided into the Greater and Leſſer. The greater Haff begins at the 
end of the Pfaffenwaſſer, betwixt the Zegenort and Schwantewtitz, and 
ſtretching northward as far as the Diveno and Swine, there forms the 
Pritter-See, reaching in length to the Woitzker-Ort or Old l arpe. The 
Leſſer Haff begins at the Old Warpe, where that river forms the Warp Lake; 
and where that of Uſedom terminates in the Peene. Each of theſe branches 
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is about four German miles in length; the Hof then iſſues into the Bal. 
tick by three outlets, named the Diveno, Swine, and Peene. The other 
rivers of note here are the Reckenitz, which is the boundary of Po- 
merania towards Mecklenburg ; the Peene, already mentioned, which comes 
out of the dutchy of Mecklenburg, and paſſing through the Cummero-lake, 
one half of which lies in Mecklenburg, and the other half in Pomerania, 
receives into it the Trebe/ and Tollenſee, which likewiſe have their ſource 
in Mecklenburg ; after this it becomes navigable, and below Antlam forms 
the lake of that name, as alſo the Achterwaſer, falling at laſt below Wolgaft 
or near Penemunde, into the . Baltick. The Ucker has its ſource in the 
Uckermark, and being joined by the Rando, purſues its courſe into the Friſche 
Haff. The na riſes in the borders of the New-Mark, near Reets, and divid- 
ing into two branches, which are united again at Stargard, where it be- 
comes navigable, at laſt diſcharges itſelf into the Damm-lake. The Rega 
likewiſe has its ſource in the New-Mark, becomes navigable at New- 
Treptow, and into it receives the Mulſo, after which it enters the Baltich, 
near Fiſcherdorf Diep. The Perſante iſſues out of the lake of Pakuver, 
not far from New-Stettin, becomes navigable at Belgard, and being joined 
at Corlin by the Raduye, below Colberg, forms, at what is called the Munde, 
a pretty good but chargeable harbour. It is remarkable, that an iſland 
in the midſt of this river affords rich ſalt- ſprings. The Wipper riſes in the 
country of Buto, out of the Gewipp-lake, which gives name to it, below 
Rugenwalde receives the Grabo, which iflues out of a lake near Gutzmin, 
at this place becomes navigable, and afterwards diſcharges itſelf into the 
Baltick. The Stolpe comes from a lake in Pomerella, and paſſing near 
the town of Stolpe, two German miles below Stolpelmunde, falls into the 
Baltick. The Lupo iſſues from a lake of the ſame name in the country of 
Buto, and running into the Gard-lake near Schmoljin, at Roven, where 
its mouth is but narrow, falls into the Baltick. The Lebe riſes near Lauen- 
burg, and near Lebe forms the lake of that name, which is about three 
German miles in length, diſemboguing itſelf through a narrow outlet into 
the Baltick. 

Beſides the abovementioned inland lakes, here are many others, eſpecial- 
ly in the Hitber-Pomerania; of theſe ſeveral are pretty large, particularly 
in Caſſuben, in Buto, and Lauenburg. Theſe lakes, as well as the rivers, 
abound in fiſh, and ſome of them afford lampreys ; but moſt of them alſo 
fat bleys, which are frequently of twelve pounds weight. They afford 
likewiſe great quantities of ſalmon, eſpecially near Steipe and Rugenwalde, 
which being dried, are exported to diſtant parts. 

The ſituation of this country on the Balticł is very advantageous for 
trade and navigation; though the coaſt of Pomerania, eſpecially about the 
Oder, is very dangerous to veſſels, unleſs they have the good fortune of

meeting with a haven, of which indeed there are ſeveral. The uſual pay- 
ment of ſhorage was aboliſhed by Bogi/ſlaf X. but in 1743, confirmed 
again in Pruſſian Pomerania, namely, that after paying a reaſonable ſalvage, 
all ſtranded goods ſhould, without any expence or moleſtation, be delivered 
to the owner. Amber is found on the coaſts of the Hither- Pomerania, 
but not in ſuch quantities as on thoſe of Pruſſia. 

F. 4. The whole dutchy of Pomerania conſiſts of ſixty-eight towns, 
which are divided into immediate and mediate. The former of theſe are 
immediately under the ſupreme tribunals of the country ; chooſe their own 
magiſtrates, and out of the three capital towns of every province, the govern- 
ing burgomaſters are appointed as States of the country, and fit in the Diets 
thereof. On the other hand, the mediate cities are either under the King's 
agents or noblemen, take the oath of fidelity and allegiance to their Lords 
and patrons, attend their courts, and have the proceſſes of townſmen, on 
appeal, moved from their magiſtracy to the courts of thoſe agents or no- 
bleſſe, under whom they are. Their magiſtrates are likewiſe appointed by 
their Lords, and confirmed by the regency. The money paid to the 
Prince by the immediate towns, for their juriſdiction, is called Obrbor or 
Orbeede. Some of the mediate ones likewiſe have not been exempt from pay- 
ing money to their Lords, ſo recently as the caſe of Rummelsbarg, and like- 
wiſe of Maho, under the name of junkerthalers. 

Of late, the number of burials in Pomerania, taken one year with ano- 
ther, in the common courſe of nature, (epidemical years conſequent! 
excepted) have amounted to .above 12,000, whence the number of the 
living may be computed at about 460,000. The inhabitants are chiefly 
of Wendiſh and German original. From a record of Duke Bogi/laf I. it ap- 
pears, that ſo early as the twelfth Century ſome German peaſants were 
brought into this country by Monks of the ſame nation, belonging to the 
convent of Colbatꝝ; but the firſt mention which occurs of the German noble 
families is about the year 1240. In general, the convents drew great 
numbers of Germans thither ; the Dukes erected new German towns and 
villages, and conferred very extraordinary immunities on them, inſomuch, 
that the opprefled Vend were defirous of enjoying the privileges of Ger- 
mans, Theſe foreigners came chiefly out of the Brunſwick territories. 
Though at firſt the Germans were only tolerated in Pomerania, yet they 
gradually ſwallowed up the old inhabitants, excluding them from the 
freedom of the German towns, and like wiſe from working in them; whereas 
they obtruded themſelves into the towns of the ends, and ſometimes even 
made uſe of violence. The burthenſome tribute payable by the Wends 
was likewiſe of advantage to the Germans, and the German language being 
that of the court, the Wendiſh ſoon became obſolete, though it is ſtill 
fpoken in ſome parts of Hither-Pomerania, and in the circle of Stolpe the 
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Caſſubs and Wends live intermixed with the Germans. Between the two 
firlt languages there is little difference, both of them agreeing with the 
Poliſh, and coming up pretty nearly to it, juſt as the Low-Dutch doth with 
the High-Dutch. The Poliſb language too is ſo intelligible to the Caſſubs 
and ends, that their divine ſervice is performed in it. The lordſhips of 
Lauenburg and Buto have till ſome villages of Caſſubs. Of late divers fo- 
reigners have ſettled in Pruffian Pomerania, particularly under King Fre- 
derick II. beneath whom from the year 1746, fifty-nine villages and farms 
have been built, and peopled with eight hundred and feventy-ſix foreign 
families; and beſides theſe, two hundred and eighty families have been 
incorporated with former villages, which, by theſe means, have been en- 
larged. The nobility here is numerous, and for ſome ages paſt have enjoyed 
great authority. Among them there are ſome in the Hither-Pomerania, 
who are diſtinguiſhed by the name of Schloſzgeſeſſene, or having caſtles, 
as namely, the families of Flemming, Bork, Wedel, Dewitz, Often, Manteufel, 
and Blucher. 

In Swediſh Pomerania the pre-eminence of the Schloſzgeſeſſene is grown 
obſolete. The peaſantry here are ſo far under villanage to the nobles, that 
they are bound to the ſeveral works of ſoccage ; alſo if after running away 
they are diſcovered, they muſt be delivered up to their Lord, but if no 
account can be got of them, the Nobleman puts another into the farm, 
and furniſhes him with horſes, cows, hogs, ſheep, and corn, but he or 
his children are liable to be ejected at the diſpleaſure of the Lord. The 
peaſants about Rugen, Barth, the Tollen-lake, Pyritz, and Rugenwalde, and 
the generality likewiſe of thoſe under the towns, are more happily cir- 
cumſtanced ; for, beſides that they are exempt from any ſervile duties, 
they inherit the farms, and, with the conſent of their Lords, may ſell their 
inheritance, and remove out of the country, paying ten per cent. of the pur- 


The States of the country conſiſt of the prelates, nobility and towns. 
The prelates of Pruſian Pomerania are the chapter of Cammin, with that of 
St. Mary at Colberg, and the two chapters at Stettin. 
FS. 5. The greateſt part of the inhabitants, ſince the years 1534 and 
1535, in which the reformation took place, have vrofeſſed Lutheraniſm, 
though in ſome parts there are Calvini/ts and Catholicks. The Lutheran 
churches are under the 5 of provoſts, who are ſubordinate to the 
general ere Pomerania has produced many eminent ſcholars, 
and excluſive of the country grammar-ſchools here, at Stettin, Stralſund, 
and Stargard, are colleges ; and at Griefswalde is an univerſity. 
$- 6. Of the ſeveral places where manufactures and fabricks flouriſh, 
the principal are Stettin, Stargard, Colberg, Coflin, and Corlin; the towns 
of the navigable rivers and along the Baltick carry on a conſiderable trade, 
particularly Stertin and Stralſund. 8 regard to the commerce at Stettin, 
ä 2 
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chaſe money to the Lord, and the new comer likewiſe pays a certain price. 
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one year's produce may give us ſome idea of it. In 1756 the exports 


from that town and Swinemunde, to Holland, England, France, Spain, 
Denmark, Nerway, Sweden, Pruſſia, Danzig, Mecklenburg, Lubeck, and 
Hamburg, amounted to 10,089 pounds of blue ſtarch, (which is not a 
manufacture of the country, but imported into it) 72,210 pounds of anti- 
mony ; 1171 ct. wt. of arſenick; 106 ct. wt. of tin plates; 106 pieces of 
dimity; 251 pieces of flannel; 107 tons of lapis calaminaris ; 6649 half 
cheſts of glaſs; 17,608 rixdollars worth of Holland glaſs ; wood of ſeveral 
kinds; 33,186 cords for fuel; 130, 960 rixdollars worth of timber for build- 
ing; 1401 ſchocks (a ſchock is any number of 60) of guiacum ; 2 598 ſchocks 
of clapp-boards; 3o maſts; 5179 planks; x fa rixdollars worth of ſhip- 
timber ; 22,861 ſchocks of pipe-ſtaves®; 8108 ſchocks of hogſhead- 
ſtaves; 32,814 ſchocks of tun-ſtaves; 22,526 rixdollars worth of haber- 


daſhery ware; 24 cheſts of cord; 436,960 ſtone blocks; 639 ct. wt. of 


glaſs; 147 tons of pot-aſh; 408 ct. wt. of madder; 1830 ct. wt. of 
ſcythes; 233 tons of ſoap; 5812 ct. wt. of tobacco; 3448 pieces of cloth; 
775 hundreds of Poland wool. All theſe goods were exported in 1671 
veſſels, beſides ninety-ſeven which went away in ballaſt, | 
FS. 7. Theſe parts were anciently inhabited by the Suevi, and Vandals, 
under whom were comprehended the Geths, the Ragi, the Lemovi, and 
other nations. Theſe quitting it about the middle of the fixth century, the 
Slavi or Wendi entered the country, and meeting with an amicable recep- 
tion, ſettled there in greater numbers, diffuſing themſelves all over the 
country. But, it is to be obſerved, that, before the eleventh century, no 
name occurs either of the people or country of the Slavi, as fituated betwixt 
the Oder and Viſtula. Adam of Bremen, in the thirteenth chapter of the 
fecond book of his church hiſtory, was the firſt that called thoſe people the 
Slavi, who inhabited this tract of land of the Pomeranians, wherein be was 
followed by Helmonde; but they make no mention of any country, under 
the name of Pomerania. The firſt record in which the name of Pome- 
rania occurs, is a bull of Pope Innocent, bearing date in the year 1140, for 
the confirmation of the newly erected biſhopric of Pomerania. This ap- 
pellation, in all appearance, is of Slaventck etymology, being compounded 
of the words Po. Marski, i. e. on, or near, the ſea, and in proceſs of time 
was extended to the country on the weſt fide of the Oder. But betwixt 
the Oder and the Varno lived the Hilzi, who are called the HWelatabri and 
the Lutizi. Theſe again divided themſelves into the Rbeteri, who are fo 
named from their capital Rhetere ; the Tollenſe, who derived their title from 
the river Tellenſe ; the Circipeni, ſo called from the Peene and the Kiſzini, to 
whom. the town of NM/%Ein gave name. The Rug: lived in the iſle of Ruger. 
The founder of the Dukes of Pomerania was Prince Szantibor I. who died 
in 1107, and his four ſons made the following diviſion of his territories, 
viz. Wertiſlaf and Ratibor I. obtained to themſelves and their heirs, the 
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Anterior-Pomerania, or the country betwixt the Jarno at Reficck and the 
Perſante, together with the preſent New-Mark ; and Begiflaf, and Suan- 
tipolk I. inherited the Hinder-Pomerama, by which is meant the country 
betwixt the Perſante, Brabe, and the Viſtula, with part alſo of the pala- 
tinates of Poſen and Kaliſch in Poland, as far as the Netze and the 
Marte; that tract excepted, which the latter afterwards wreſted from the 
Poles, and the former from the Marggraves of Brandenburg. Thus the 
bounderies between the two capital diviſions of Pomerania were the Per- 
ſante and Chollenberg ; but theſe occaſioned continual altercations betwixt 
both families, though the principal bone of contention was the caſtellaney 
of Belgard, which the Princes of the Anterior-Pomerania were pepetually 
thirſting after; and on the other ſide, the Princes of the Hinder-Pomergnia 
abſolutely inſiſted that the Perſante ſhould be a limit to the reſpective ter- 
ritories. The houſe of Hinder-Pomerania failed in the year 1295, in 
the perſon of Duke Meftovin II. after loſing Pommerella. This laſt Duke, 
indeed at the deſire of his ſubjects, had ſettled the ſucceſſion of his territories 
on the kingdom of Poland; but the houſe of Anterior-Pomerania ſeized 
on the greateſt part of it. _ | 
Cafimir and Bogi/laf, brothers, and Dukes of the Anterior-Pomerania, 
made a tender of their territories to the Emperor and Empire, and in 1181 
were by the Emperor Frederick I. created Princes thereof. After the ex- 
tinction of the Dukes of Hinder- Pomerania, Duke Barnim I. reduced 
that country as far as Stolpe. His two ſons Bogi/laf IV. and Otbo I. agree- 
ing about a diviſion of their hereditary dominions, the former founded the 
W:lgaſt line, and the latter that of Stettin, which became extinct in 1464, 
in the perſon of Orho III. Upon this the former immediately took poſ- 
ſeſſion of his territories, to which the EleQor of Brandenburg, by virtue of 
a compact of inheritance concluded with Barnim the Great, allo laid claim, 
but were obliged to reſt contented with the reverſion thereof, on the 
failure of the Wolgaſt line. Under Wartiſiaf IV. this line inherited Ruger, 
which, till that time, had been governed by Princes of its own, and a 
reat part of the Hither-Pomerania, among which was the dutchy of 
Wenden ; and with the principality of Ruger, acquired likewiſe the office of 
grand huntſman of the empire. Barnim IV. and Bogi/laf V. ſons to War- 
tiſlafs, divided their father's lands among them; the former retaining 
Molgaſt, and the latter Wenden; the line of the latter became extin& in 
his grand-ſon, but the former continued till the year 1637, when the 
united lineage of the Dukes of Pomerania came to a period in Duke Bog:- 
af XIV. The electoral houſe of Brandenburg had indeed the neareſt claim 
to Pomerania; but at the treaty of JYeſtphalia, all the Hitber-Pamerania, 
together with the principality of Rugen, and Hinder-Pomerania, Stettin, 
Garz, Dam, Golnau, the iſland of Wollin, the Oder, and the Friſchen Hof, 
with its three outlets, were aſſigned to Sweden; and all the EleQor of 
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Brandenburg had was the remainder of Hither-Pomerania, together with 


the dioceſe of Cammin, which was changed into a temporal principality : 
Sweden likewiſe obtained the reverſion of the Brandenburg part of Pome- 
rania, on the failure of the male-line of that houſe. On the other hand, 
the crown of Sweden, by the northern war, and the peace of Stock- 
hilm, which followed it in 1720, loſt the greateſt part of the Hitber- 
Pomerania, ceding forever to Frederick William, King of Pruſſia, his 
heirs and deſcendants, the city of Stettin, with the whole country lying 
betwixt the Oder and the Peene, as alſo the iſlands of Wollin and Uſedom, 
and the mouths of the Swine, Diveno, the Friſchen Haff, and Oder, as far 
as its conflux into the Peene, where it lofes its name: which ſaid river 
Peene is to continue the boundary, to be held in common by them, ſuch 
places excepted as one of the parties is in full poſſeſſion of. 

$. 8. In the college of Princes, two votes are given at the Diet for Po- 
merania, one in the name of the King of Sweden, as Duke of Anterior- 
Pomerania, the other in the name of the King of Pruſſia, as Duke of Hinder- 
Pomerania ; and the like takes place likewiſe in the circle of Upper-Saxony. 
The crown of Sweden is aſſeſſed in the ſum of one hundred and twenty- 
three rixdollars, twelve Kr. and two thirds, to the chamber at Wetzlar; and 
Brandenburg or Pruſſia, pays towards it the ſum of two hundred and 
ſeventy rixdollars, forty-nine Kr. and a half. 

$. 9. By virtue of the peace of Weſtphalia, both Sweden and Brandenburg, 
are permitted to bear the title and arms of each of the Pomeramas ; but thoſe of 
the principality of Ryger are limited to the former, notwithſtanding which 
the King of Sweden, though ſummoned to the Diet as Duke of Pomerania 
and Prince of Rugen, bears neither the arms nor title of Pomerania: 
whereas the King of Pruſſia, on account of his ſhare in it, ſtiles himſelf 
Duke of Stettin and Pomerania, as alſo of the Caſſubi and Wends, which, 
together with the arms of this dutchy, have been taken notice pf under 
the article of the Mark of Brandenburg. ſee Vol. V. p. 634. The ancient 
Dukes of Pomerania, as Princes of Rugen, were grand huntſmen to the 
holy Roman empire ; but other Princes of the empire have likewiſe been 
inveſted with that title, which however in each of them is reſtricted to 
a particular part thereof. 

$. 10. The crown of Sweden, over the ſhare it has in Pomerania, appoints 
a governour-general, who reſides at Stralſund, where likewiſe is kept the 
regency, war-office, and court of appeal, in which alſo military affairs are 
diſpatched ; at Greifiwalde likewiſe is a royal tribunal, and a provincial con- 
ſiſtory. The higheſt court of appeals in the Swediſh Anterior Pomerania 
is held at Wiſmar. 

The Pruſſian regency both for the Anterior and Hinder-Pomerania, has 
its ſeat at Old- Stettin, where likewiſe are kept the war and demeſne offices, 
with the civil and criminal court of juſtice for both the Pomeranias, and 


the 
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the council belonging thereto, as likewiſe the conſiſtory. Cyſalin too has a 
royal court of juſtice belonging to it, together with a conſiſtory for the 
Hinder- Pomerama. | 

$. 11. The whole revenue of both the Swediſb Pomeranias, in the year 
1753 amounted only to 124,000 rixdollars, whereas Pruſſian Pomerania 
annually brings in the ſum of 800,000, 

$. 12, The diviſion of Pomerania into the Anterior and Hinder bas not been 
always the ſame. In the twelfth century the country betwixt the Yarns, 
in the preſent dutchy of Mecklenburg and the river Perſante, was tiled the 
Anterior-Pomerania, Hinder-Pomeranta ſignified that country betwixt the 
Perſante, Brabe and Viſtula. In the ſeventeenth century, the country 
known by the name of the Anterior-Pomerania did not ſo much as ex- 
tend from the Reckenitz to the Oder. For the crown of Sweden obtain- 
ing it by the treaty of Weſiphalia; Settin and Garz, though lying to the 
welt of the Oder were conſidered as belonging to Hinder-Pomeranta, 
but aſſigned notwithſtanding to that crown. At preſent the country 
fituated betwixt the Reckenitz and the Oder, is uſually ſtiled Anterior (in 
Latin Pomerania citerior) as the country betwixt the Oder and Pomerella bears 
the name of Hinder- Pomerania or Pomerania Ulterior, whence conſequently 
the Oder is to be conſidered as the boundary, between the two Pomeranias. 
But the maps hitherto publiſhed, inſtead of dividing them in this manner, 
include alſo in the erior Pomerania, part of the dutchy of Stettin, 
which lies between the Oder and Ina. The country betwixt the 
Ina and Lebe, is particularly called the dutchy of Pomerania, and is like- 
wiſe divided into the Anterior and Hinder, of which the country betwixt 
the Ibna and Wipper, and conſequently alſo the dutchy of Caſſubia belong to 
the former, and in the latter is reckoned the country betwixt the / ipper 
and Lebe, together with the dutchy of Wenden. Agreeably to the preſent 
uſage males we ſhall reckon the Oder the boundary betwixt Anterior and 
Hinder-Pomerania, and begin our account with 


I. ANTERIOR-POMERANTA, 
And the Principality of RU GERN. 


1. Of the Swediſb part: 
To which belongs 
1. The principality of Rugen, anciently called Reza or Royen, being an 
iſland in the Baltic, but not above one fourth of a German mile from the 
continent, with which alſo it probably at one time communicated. This 
land is ſeven German miles in length and about as many broad. It derives 
its name from the Rugi, who at firſt inhabited theſe Pomeranian coaſts beyond 
the 
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the Oder, but afterwads removed on this fide that river, making the country 
called after their name, their chief place of refidence. In the thirteenth 
century the Princes of Rugen alſo conquered a tract of land on the conti- 
nent, which afterwards was ſtiled the principality of Barth, but on the 
deceaſe of the laſt Prince of Rugen, namely Duke Wartiſiaf XI. who died 
in 1478, Rugen became united with Pomerania under the government 
of Duke of Bogi/laf. In 1168 Waldemar I. King of Denmark ſubdued 
Rugen, demoliſhed the temple there, and ſuppreſſed the worſhip of the 
idol Svantevits, compelling the inhabitants to embrace chriſtianity. Thus 
the Princes of Rugen became vaſſals to the crown of Denmark. In 1309 
Eric VII. King of Denmark granted to the families of Putbus and Grifto, 
who were appenaged lines of the houſe of the Princes of Rugen, the reverſion 
of the provinces of Witto and Faſmund, in caſe the principality of Ruger 
ſhould become vacant, as a compenſation for their pretenſions, which by 
right of conſanguinity they would have had to the ſucceſſion of the princi- 
pality. But the latter of theſe Princes dying in 1325, the principality was 
not incorporated with the crown of Denmark, but conferred. as a fief on 
Martiſſaf IV. and thus the reverſion above-mentioned did not take place. 
At the treaty of Weſ/iphalia, Rugen was added to the crown of Sweden as a 
particular principality. At the peace of Roſchild in 1658, and likewiſe at 
that of Copenhagen in 1660, Denmark ceded to Sweden all the juriſdiction 
civil and eccleſiaſtical, which till that time it had exerciſed over certain 
lands in the principality of Rugen. | 
The ſea not only environs this iſland, but penetrates every where ſo 
far into it, as to form ſeveral other iſlands and peninſulas. The ſoil here 
is very fruitful, eſpecially in all Kinds of grain, inſomuch that every year 
ſome thouſands of laſts are ſhipped off for Sral/ſund. It breeds like- 
wiſe abundance of cattle, yields a prodigious plenty of fiſh, but is ſupplied 
with the fuel it wants from Pomerania, though ſome places afford turf. 
The nobility here are very numerous and enjoy conſiderable privileges, 
their proceſſes being uſually tried firſt at the provincial court, whereas all 
the other inhabitants, both in the country and towns, have their firſt 
hearing at the. courts neareſt to them, after which they remove their 
cauſes to the ſupreme tribunal. As the ſupreme and provincial tribunals, 
however agree ratione juriſdictionis, and conſequently the jus præventionis 
ſabſiſts here, the plaintiff is at liberty to ſue the defendant either in the 
ſupreme or provincial courts; and ſeveral families are actually exempted 
from the juriſdiction of the latter, or at leaſt have a defire of being ſo. 
The preſident of the provincial tribunal is the prefect or governor, who 
both by virtue of an ancient cuſtom and a particular privilege granted 
by Frederick J. King of Sweden, in 1720, muſt be a native and noble- 
man, and to his aſſiſtance are aſſigned a ſecretary and purveyor. 
Rugen contains twenty-ſeven pariſhes, which are divided into the four

Pomerania. 

The principality of Ruger conſiſts of 

I. The country itſelf, in which is 

1. Bergen, a (mall open town fituated in the centre of the iſland, 
and the ſeat of the provincial court of juſtice, a prefecturate and a 
provoſtſhip, as alſo the reſidence of a governor, and the place where the 
nobles hold their aſſemblies. In it is a convent for young ladies, founded 
in 1193 by Jaromar I. Prince of Rugen, which at preſent conſiſts of a prioreſs 
and eleven ſiſters. This convent has likewiſe two curators belonging to 
it, who are nobles, and of theſe the governor always makes one. The above- 
mentioned Prince Jaromar I. had, in 1190, peopled this place with Saxons, 
but at that time it was only a village, in which ſtate it continued till the 
year 1613, when it obtained a charter in its own juriſdiction. In 
1621 eighty houſes were burnt down here. During the thirty years war 
which followed ſoon after, and the firſt ſucceeding Brandenburg war, 
above one hundred of its houſes were deſtroyed by fire, and again in 1690, 
1715 and 1726, it ſuffered conſiderably by the dreadful calamity. 

To the pariſh of Bergen, excluſive of the town of that name, belong 
thirty-eight villages and farms. | 

The tollowing pariſhes likewiſe are reckoned within the provoſtſhip of 
Bergen. 

5 The pariſh of Vilnnitz, containing fifteen villages and farms, all 
which are under the juriſdiction of the Counts of Putbus, who are deſcend- 
ed from Stoiſaf I. appenaged Prince of Rugen, whole grandſon Borante, at 
the mediation of Bernim I. Duke of Pomerania, entered 1a 1249 into an irre- 
vocable compact of inheritance, with Jaromara his grandfather's brother's 
grandſon, by virtue of which compact he confirmed to him, as an here- 
ditary appenage the whole pariſh of Boranten hagen, in Pomerania; and in 
Rugen, the whole diſtrict of Reddrvitze or Redefuitz, now called Monkguth, 
together with the pariſh of Lanken, the territory of Streye, the whole 
pariſh of Vilmnitz, and a third part of the country of Faſmund : which 
eſtates Borante and his heirs poſſeſs by the ſame right as the Prince of 
Rugen holds his territories, and are not reverſible to the princely line, with 
the addition however of this motive, that the ſaid Borante is a lawful de- 
ſcendant of the princely ſtock, even from the times of paganiſm. As 
among the farms confirmed to Borante and his heirs, the Putbus farm in 
this pariſh of Y:/mnitz made one, and. this being likewiſe the reſidence of 
theſe appenaged Princes, they took on themſelves the titles of Lords of 
Putbus. In the preſent century the Dynaſiz or Barons of Putbus, began 
to aſſume the title of Counts, of whom Maurice Ulrich was the firſt. An- 
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ciently the lordſhip of Putbus had ſeveral noble families for its vaſſalls; 
and to this day that of Lanken at Woflewitz and Reetz ; together with the 
lordſhip of Barneko, at Siluitx; as alſo that of Norman at Tribbratz, with 
the poſſeſſors of an alienated manſion-houſe in Bergen, hold fiefs of it. 
The moſt remarkable places in the pariſh of Viimnitz are, 

Vilmnitz, the church-village. 

Putbus, the ſeat of the Counts which gives title to them; and likewiſe to 
the dwellings around. 

Great-Streſo, a village, where in 1715 the allied troops landed. 

3. The pariſh of Caſnevitz, conſiſting of ſeventeen villages and farms, a 
great part of which belong to the Counts of Putbus. This pariſh of Ca 
nevitz, was anciently called Carſnevitz and afterwards Kerſnevitze. 

4. The pariſh of Patzig, which exclufive of the parochial village of 
Patzig, includes likewiſe fourteen other villages and farms, ſome of which 
befong to the royal prefecturate of Bergen, and others to noblemen. 

5. The pariſh of Zircko, conſiſting of twenty-ſeven villages and farms. 
This pariſh was anciently called the country of Streye or Streige and as 
before belonged to the hereditary eſtates of the founder of the Lords of 
Putbus, whole grandſon Borante on the marriage of his brother Brignin's 
daughter with Count Tatzke, mortgaged to him, as a ſecnrity for the 
ſtipulated portion of five hundred marks of filver, a confiderable 
of the county of Streye, which from its being poſſeſſed by the Count, 
came afterwards to be called the country of Streye. The houſe of Putbus 
not redeeming it, Count Jatzło in the year 1298, was by Prince Witzlaf 
II. actually inveſted with the county. About the year 1322, it came to 
Lorenz Jonque the Daniſh governor on his marriage with Margaret the 
Counteſs of Gutzko, but in 1334 his great debts obliged him to mortgage 
it to the Lords of Putbus, and thus till the year 1421, it continued united 
to the other part of the country of Streye, but in that year Pridbor II. 
Lord of Putbus aſſigned it over to Peter Biſhop of Roſchild, retaining the 
perpetual power of — 11s thereof to himſelf and heirs. The Lords 
of Putbus, however though ſince the year 1553, they have made ſeveral 
applications for it, have not been able to ſucceed ; the Barneko family of 
Ralſerwick, to whom it was transferred by the biſhop of Roſchila, ſtill conti- 
nuing in poſſeſſion of the county, as it was formerly called, and to 
which are annexed the villages of Streye, Schmacht, Hagen, Craditz, 
Trib/itz, and ſome farms and houſes at Zirko and Daltvitz. 

The other villages and farms of this pariſh belong to the Count of 
Putbus, the royal prefecturate at Bergen, the Normans and other families. 

6. The pariſh of Lanken, including the church-village of Lanken, 
with ſixteen other villages and farms ſubject to the juriſdiction of the 
Counts of Putbus. 


The following pariſhes belong to the provoſtſhip of Peoſeritz ; viz. 
7. The 
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7. The pariſh of Poſeritz. The village of this name is the ſeat of 
the provoſtſhip. 

8. The pariſhes of Zudar and Santo. 

9. The pariſh. of Garz, which is fo called from Garz, a place formerly 
famous under the name of Charenz, a fort and town of the Rugi. The 
firſt of theſe was demoliſhed in 1169, but the laſt remains till in being, 
and in 1319 was erected into a town, by virtue of a charter of Prince 
Witzlaf III. in which ſtate we now find it. This town, which is but 
ſmall, lies within the prefecturate of Bergen. To the pariſh of Garz 
belongs likewiſe | 

Roſengarten, a royal demeſne. 

10. The pariſh of Giso, fituated in the church-village of that name, 
is a noble ſeat. ; 

11. The pariſh of Alten-fabr. The church-village of Alten-fabr 
lies without, on the ſtrait oppoſite to Stralſund, and derives its name from 
the ferry, which, from time immemorial, has been in theſe parts, and in 
the moſt ancient charters of Stralſund is termed antiquum paſſagium. 

12. The pariſhes of Rambin and Samtens. 

The following pariſhes belong to the provoltſhip of Ging/t : viz. 

13. The pariſh of Ging/t; the village of Gingſt, in records called 
Ginft, Gynxft, &c. is the ſeat of the provoſtſhip. Its church, ſince the fire in 
1726, has been rebuilt to ſuch advantage, both for dimenſions and 
beauty that it ſurpaſſes any in the whole country. 

14. The pariſh of Trent. 

I 5. The pariſh of Schaprode. Both this pariſh and the country were formerly 
known by the name of Wolunge. In the thirteenth century Schaprode was 
created a diſtin& lordſhip with very conſiderable privileges, but came to a period 
at the time when the principality of Ruger fell to the Dukes of Pomerania. 

16. The pariſhes of Rappien, Neuenkirchen and Lands. 

2. Of the following peninſulas and iſlands. 

1. The country or peninſula of Mitto, ſituated on the north fide of 
the country of Rugen, and connected with Jaſmund by a narrow ſtrip of 
land called the Schmale Heide, is very fertile in wheat. About the year 1134, 
this peninſula was invaded by Erich III. King of Denmark, who compelled 
the Rygi to embrace chriſtianity. In 1168 Woldemar King of Denmark made 
himſelt maſter of the caſtle of Arona, which he deſtroyed, - together 
with the idol Svantevit. It does not manifeſtly appear that this place ever 
made any great figure in commerce. In 1309, King Erich VII. on the 
vacancy of the principality of Rugen, made a grant of the countries of 
Witto and Jaſmund, to the appenaged lines of the princely houſe of 
Putbus and Grifto, as a ſatisfaction for their claims to the ſucceſſion of the 
principality, but they never obtained actual poſſeſſion of them; the pariſhes 
of Mitto and Jaſmund are under the direction of a particular provoſtſhip. 
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In Witto lie the pariſhes of Wyck and Alten-Kirchen : the latter of which 
conſtitutes a populous market-town. | 

2. The peninſula of Jaſmund on the eaſt fide of the country of Ruger, 
joins to the northward by a narrow ſtrip of land with Mitto, and to the 
fouthward by another to the iſland of Rugen: being about three German 
miles in length, and in its greateſt breadth two. The point of this peninſula 
makes what is called the promontory of Stubben hammer, or more properly 
Cammen or Stammin, i. e. a flone or rock, and forms a ſteep and very lofty 
chalky ſhore, the moſt elevated part of which is called the Konig iſtubl, i. e. 
the King's-chair. Near it to the ſouthward is a deep part environed by the 
clift, in form of an amphitheatre, and out of it a very clear water preci- 
pitates itſelf with an aftoniſhing noiſe, running among the buſhes which 
cover this bottom, after which it haſtens towards the ſea. The large bay 
fituated betwixt the two peninfulas of Jaſmund and Witto is called Tromper- 
wyck, The mouth of this bay is of conſiderable extent, and fronts the 
north-eaſt, for which reaſon it frequently proves deſtructive to ſhips, 
which in hazy weather or dark nights are driven by the violence of the 
wind, when it blows from that quarter, too near. it. The whole of this pro- 
montory, to the extent of a German mile is covered by the wood of 
Stubbenitz., In the midſt of this deep wilderneſs, is a walled place in 
which is ſaid formerly to have ſtood the temple of the goddeſs Hertha. 
Near it too is the Black-leke, which is one hundred and fixty paces wide, 
and betwixt ten and eleven fathom deep. All the fiſh in this lake are black 
on the outſide, but the fleſh white like-that of others, and very palatable. 
On this peninſula ſtand likewiſe the pariſhes of Sagard and Bobbin, the 
former of which has its name from the little town of Sagard, belonging to 
the Sprecker eſtate : The latter lies in the pariſh of Bobbin. 

3. The peninſula of Monz&kguth, on the ſouh-eaſt part of Rugen, was 
formerly called the country of Reddevztze or Redeſwitz, and reckoned a part 
of the country of Szreye, though accounted of itſelf, a diſtin country. 
Pridtor and Tetz, Lords of Putbus, diſpoſed of this peninſula to Jatzko 
Count of Gutz&9, on his obtaining Streye by virtue of his marriage in 1295, 
and one Ago Hakſon, who ſeems to have acquired it in this ſame manner, 
diſpoſed of it to the convent of Eldena, by which means it gradually loſt 
its ancient name of Reddewitze, and came to be called Monkguth. On 
the ſuppreſſion of the convent of Eldena, it was annexed to the royal 
domain. The narrow neck of land by which this peninſula is connected 
to the northward with the great iſland of Rugen, was formerly interſected 
by a deep canal. To the part betwixt the little ifland of Ruden, at about 
two German miles diſtance, is the New Tie, which was firſt occaſioned 
by a violent tempeſt and innundation of the fea, in the year 1304 or 
1309, whereas before that time, the country of Monkguth and the ifle of 
Ruden, lay very near each other. The Meonkguth eſtate conſiſts of the pariſh 
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church of Groſzzicker, to which belong five villages, the filial church of 
Hagen with fix villages and a manſion-houſe annexed thereto, Both theſe 
churches are ſubje& to the provoſtſhip of Bergen. The village of Redde- 
vitze or Redeſivitx, from which the peninſula obtained its ancient name, 
is incorporated with the pariſh of Hagen. 

4. Ruden, a ſmall iſland fituated amidſt ſhoals and ſandbanks, whence 
it is probable that it was once much larger; and what puts this beyond all 
doubt, is, that in the year 1264, it had two church-villages called Ruden 
and Carven. On this iſland is a caſtle which defendeth the entrance into 
the New Tief. Betwixt it and the little iſland of Die, is a ſand two 
German miles in length and half a one broad. 

5. The iſland of Unmanz, which lies weſt of Rugen. The pariſh to 
which this belongs, ſtands within the provoſtſhip of Gingſſ. 

6. The iſland of Hiddenſee, properly called Hiddenſo, alſo lying to the 
weſt of Rugen, and being two German miles in length, though in moſt 
places not above half a one broad. The foil of this iſland is ſandy, and if 
conſidered with reſpect to its bigneſs, affords little corn-land. On the hills 
to the north formerly grew a beautiful foreſt of pines, but in the thirty 
years war this foreſt was deſtroyed, inſomuch that the only fuel the 
poorer ſort here are now able to procure, is turf and dried cow-dung. Its 
ſouth point lies on the Fellen or Gelken, and from the large lanthorn on the 
top of it, which is light in winter nights for the ſafety of ſhipping, is 
called the Leuchte or kght-bouſe. In the thirteenth century, it firſt belonged 
to the lordſhip of Schaprede, but was even at that time the property of a 
convent, which ſtood in this iſland, the church belonging to which is til} 
the parochial-church there, and has ſome houſes near it. Next to this 
* the village of Grieben is the moſt conſiderable. That of itte ſubſiſts 
wholly by fiſhing. Glambeck is fallen to decay, but ſome houſes have been 
built near it, under the title of the Neudorf. The village of Plogſhagen, is - - 
at preſent reduced to a very low condition. All theſe ſeveral places form 
a pariſh, which belongs to the provoſtſhip of Ging/t. 

II. The country of Straiſund was in former times, and even fo lately 
as the twelfth century called the country of Pitne, from the church-village 
of Putt, formerly named Pitne; but on the increafing proſperity of the 
city of Stralſund, obtained the appellation of Terra and Advocatia Sundis, 
and in the German records is ſtiled the government of Stralſund. The ap- 
pellation of Terra Sundis, firſt occurs in the patent of enfeoffment granted 
in 1304, by Erich King of Denmark to Prince Witzlaf IV. So early as the 
year 1290, the city ot Stralſund had obtained from Prince Witz/af III. 
the property of all the eſtates, lands and farms on both ſides of the water, 
for the diſtance of one German mile. 

Stralſund, in the middle ages called Stralaur, Straleſſund, Sunde and 
Sundis, the capital of Swediſß Pomerania, lies on a ſtrait of the fea called 
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the Gellen or Jellen, betwint the continent of Pomerania and the iſland of Rugen. 
It derives its name from the narrow Sunde, or ſtrait which lies betwixt 
it and the little iſland of Danbolm, anciently called Strela. It is very ſtrong, 
being ſo ſurrounded by the ſea, that it is acceſſible only over bridges, and 
has beſides very good fortifications. It is the reſidence likewiſe of the King's 
governor general, of the regency, the war- office and the place where the States 
of Swediſh Pomerania hold their meetings. It has alſo its own conſiſtory 
independent of the provincial conſiſtory at Grerfswalde, with a gymnaſium 
of good reputation, and its citizens form a numerous body, among whom 
are many ſubſtantial merchants. Charles XII. King of Sweden enobled its 
magiſtracy in 1714, and in 1720 King Frederick I. extended the like 
honour even to the members of the council. This city was founded in 
1209 by Jaromar I. Prince of Rugen, for the better ſecurity of the conti- 
nental part of his principality which he had recovered from the Pomeranians, 
but was ſoon after ſurpriſed and deſtroyed by Bogi/laf and Cafimir II. 
Dukes of Pomerania. It was held in little account after the erection of 
the new town of Schadegard in its neighbourhood, but Prince Witzlaf I, 
demoliſhed the latter, that Stralſund might retrieve its former condition. 
In the year 1238 the Lubeckers landing in the night- took this town by 
ſurpriſe, and after pillaging every part of it, carried off the moſt wealthy 
of the inhabitants. Prince Mitzlaf in 1240 again put it in a thriving way, 
by the grant of very conſiderable privileges, which were augmented by 


Prince Witzlaf III. but in 1277 it was a ſecond time plundered and laid 


in afhes by the Lubeckers. Prince Witzlaf however was not diſcouraged 
from endeavouring to ſupport it by beſtowing on it great donations and 
immunities. It was formerly one of the principal Hanſe-towns. In 1628 it 
held out a fiege againſt the Inperaliſis under general Wallenſtein, but in 
1678 was ſo furiouſly bombarded by Frederick William Elector of Branden- 
burg, that it ſurrendered on the third day of the ſiege, after the deſtruction 
of about 1800 houſes, and in 1715 was taken by a combined army of 
Ruſſians, Danes, Saxons and Brandenburghers. 


Putt, formerly called Pitne, together with Pren, Mordorp and Myparæ, 
are all parochial villages. 


III. The principality of Barth, which is about ten German miles in 
length and fix broad. This principality comprehends under it all the ſeveral 
continental territories of the principality of Rugen, which were anciently 
known by the name of Circipania. In it is 

1. Barth, in the middle ages ſtiled Bartt, Barda and Bardum, a town 
ſituated on a ſmall bay, and containing a prefecturate and a ſeminary of 
ladies founded in 1733 by his majeſty's munificence. Duke Bagiſlaf XIII. 


for a conſiderable time made this town his head quarters. In 1587 it was 
totally deſtroyed by fire. 


2. Kenz, a village ſituated not far from Barth, with a mineral ſpring 
near it, was formerly celebrated for the pilgrimages made to it.

3. The iſle of Zingſi, which lies between the Baltic and the bay of Barib, 
is ſeparated from Darz by the Prerow-channel. This iſland formerly was 
likewiſe interſected by another little current called Strominke, but the mouth 
of this current being, in 1625, choaked up with ſand during an inundation, 
its waters ran off into the bay of Barth, and thus theſe two iſlands became 
united. From hence it appears to be an error in the maps, to make them 
ſtill two ſeparate iſlands : the eaſtern part belongs to the ciry of er 

4. The peninſula of Darz is parted from the iſland of Zingu, by the 
Prerow-channel, but joins with the land of Vuſtro, belonging to Mecklen- 
Burg, and commonly called the Fiſchlande, by a ſmall ſtrip conſiſting of 
gravel or ſand, from which, in 1625, it had indeed been ſeparated by a 
violent inundation, ſo as to become wholly an iſland ; but the ſea again 
choak'd up the mouth of this channel. In the ſame year "likewiſe the 
force of the water carried away a conſiderable piece of land, and lodged 
it within the juriſdiction of the town of Barth; which ever ſince that time 
has poſſeſſed the right of paſturage on it, paying a certain acknow- 
ledgment to the prefecturate. Darz has from time immemorial been a 
princely chace, and the Princes of Rugen, and after them the Dukes of 
Pomerania, had not only a hunting ſeat here, but by reaſon of their frequent 
reſidence at it, alſo an office. On the iſland of Darz is Prero, a paro- 
chial-village, near which formerly ſtood Hertesburg; Bern and Wyck, 
two conſiderable villages on the Saler-Bodden ; together with Bliſenrad, a 
village, and Arenſbope, a farm, belonging to the Prince, tho' erroneouſly 
inſerted in the maps on the borders of Mecklenburg, towards the country 
of Wuſto. | 

5. Damgard, in the middle ages ſtiled Damgur, Damgor, and Dama- 
gora, i. e. Dammberg, an open town, ſituated not far from Reckeni/z, This 
place ſtands on an eminence, which, near the Dam, deſcends in a ſlope 
towards Reckenitz : and has a caſtle. In the year 1258, 338 II. 
erected it into a town, which in 1571 was deſtroyed by fire. Damgard is 
accounted a good paſs. 

6. Tribſees, in the middle ages ſtiled Treboſes, Triboſes, Tribuſees, Tri- 

beſes, and Trebezes, a ſmall town, having a bailiwick. Prince Mitzlaf III. 
in the year 1285, raiſed this place to a town, and at the ſame time con- 
ferred on it ſeveral rights, with a conſiderable territory. In 1702 it was 
deſtroyed by fire. This place is reckoned a paſs into Mecklenburg. 
1 Grin, otherwiſe called Grimmen, and by ancient writers Grimus, a 
Y ſmall town, which in 1190 was environed with a wall, when, like all 
the other towns of Rugen, by command of its Prince, it admitted Saxons. 
In the year 1350 this place was burnt by the Mecklenburgers. 

8. Franzburg, a bailiwick-town, builtin 1587, on the ſpot where formerly 
ſtood the opulent abby of Niencamp. The founder of it was Duke Bog:- 


| af XIII: who gave it this name in honour of his father-in-law, Duke Francis 
of 
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G ER MAN Y. Pomerania. 
of Luneburg : he had before converted the ancient convent here into a 
manſion-houſe. By his appointment, the inhabitants of this new town, in- 
ſtead of purſuing tillage and graſery, were to apply themſelves entirely to 
arts and manufactures ; for the ſeveral inſtruments and materials of which, 
the charges were advanced by eight noblemen, who entered into, a con- 
vention with the Duke, to partake equally of the gain. None but noble- 
men were to be capable of the magiſtracy, and out of the hundred who 
had undertaken to build the place, ſeven counſellors of 7 were 
choſen, one of whom, as preſident, repreſented the Duke. ore of this 
ſingular and remarkable legiſlation may be ſeen in Schwartzen's Eſſay to- 
wards a biftory of the fiefs of Pomerania and Rugen. 
9. Richtenberg, a bailiwick-town, ſituated on the Trebel, and formerly 
having ſalt-works. | | 
IV. The county of Gu?zko, till the thirteenth century ſtiled only the 

country of Gutzko, in 1183 was conquered and held by Jaromar I. Prince 
of Rugen, but in 1216 fell again under the dominion of the Dukes of Po- 
merania. About the year 1240, it appears to have been conferred, under 
the title of a county, on the ſiſter's ſon of Pribiſſaf, the laſt King of Bran- 
denburg, who was alſo called fatzko of Soltwwedel, or on his ſons, TFatzho 
and Conrad. The counts of Gutzko were connected with the dutchy of 
Pomerania, as feudataries, and the county, by the deceaſe of John Count 
of Gutzko, in 1357, devolved to the ſeveral Dukes of Pomerania; by which 
means both the houſes, namely that of Volga and Stettin, obtained an 
equal ſhare thereof. Afterwards it became an appenage of Duke Barnim 
VII. with the exerciſe of all princely honours and privileges over it; and 
fince that time, this county never had its own particular Lords. In it is 

1. Gutzks, in ancient records ſtiled Chozck, Chotzekowe, &c. and other- 
wiſe called Guze, Gucekow, and Guſcow, a ſmall place, enjoying town pri- 
vileges, and fortified fo early as the twelfth century. About the year 
1164 it was taken and burnt by Waldemar I. King of Denmark, and 
Duke Henry the Lion. It has alſo ſuffered greatly by fire in the preſent 
century. The general ſuperintendent of Anterior-Pomerania, is always 
Plebanus of Gut2ko, and likewiſe ſole patron of the churches there, which 
brings him in a good income. 

2. Loitz, formerly called Lufitz, Loſtæ, &c. a ſmall town, having a 
caſtle, which, together with its appurtenances, was erected, in the thirteenth 
century, into a lordſhip, belonging to a branch of the Putbus ſamily. At 
this place is a bailiwick, and it preſerves likewiſe the memory of the ancient 
dwellings of the Leutici. 

3. Nebring, a caſtle, manor, and village. 

4. Greifswalde, anciently called Wold, Gripeſtoolde, Gripefwald, and 
Gr:pbeſwald, a town, ſituated near the navigable waters of the Rick, which 
diſcharges itſelf into a bay of the Baltick, where the town has a con enient 


harbour, 
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harbour, at the diſtance of about half a German mile from the fea. Ac- 
cording to Profeſſor Mayer's obſervations, made in 1753, this place ſtands 
in the latitude of fifty-four degrees, five minutes, nine ſeconds and three- 
fourths, and contains a royal tribunal, and an univerſity, founded in 1456, 
but revived in 1539. The chancellor of this univerſity is likewiſe gover- 
nor of the Swediſh Anterior-Pomerania, Having been elegantly rebuilt, it 
was conſecrated in 1750, in which year a German ſociety was alſo erected 
here. In the town are likewiſe three pariſh-churches, and a grammar- 
ichool. The general pk tice of the Swediſh Anterior-Pomerania is 
always vice chancellor of the univerſity, and profeſſor of divinity, and one 
of the three paſtors here; the two others being likewiſe profeſſors of divi- 
nity, Greifswalde enjoys a good trade, beſides great privileges and divers 
landed eſtates. It was built in the year 1233, by the abbot of Eldeno, 
within his own juriſdiction, and peopled with Saxons, who ſettled here 
under a very ety N charter. In the year 1249 the abbot con- 
ferred this town as a fief on Warti/iaf III. Duke of Pomerania, and on his 
death, Duke Barnim obtained it. Near the town are ſome good falt-ſprings, 
but, for want of fuel, no uſe is made of them. 

To Greifswalde belongs the iſland of Oie, in the Baltich, ſituated at about 
five Germon miles diſtance, and for this reaſon it is called Grerfswwaldiſche 
Oie. In the year 1191 it was conferred on the ſaid town by Duke Bogr/laf 
IV. under the appellation of Svand-Muſterbauſen, or Waſſer-Wuſireſe. 

Of the villages belonging to the town, the moſt remarkable are Eldena, 
which is incorporated with the church of Hor/ter, and therefore is not to 
be confounded with the following place of the like name. 

Griſto, a church-village, ſeated in a ſmall bay, and anciently the reſi- 
dence of an appenaged line of the Princes of Ryugen. Within its juriſdiction 
lies the ſmall iſland of Rimis, which is at no great diſtance from it, but at 
the mouth of the bay, and not towards Ruger, as it is erroneouſly placed 
in the maps. 

Reinberg, a church-village. 

5. Eldeno or Eldena, anciently called Hylda, Lda, or Heldena, a large 
village, in which formerly ſtood an abby of Ciſtercian Monks, founded be- 
fore the year 1203, but in the ſixteenth century ſecularized, and converted 
into a demeſne bailiwick. However, in the year 1634, Duke Bogi/laf XIV. 
conferred it on the univerſity of Greifswalde, which manages it by a 
ſteward. Its name it derives from the Rickwater, near it, anciently called 
Hilda or Ilda. The bailiwick of Eldena, excluſive of the place itſelf, 
contains likewiſe | 

Ludwigsburg, anciently called Darſim, Dar/in, or Darſem, a large village, 
ſituated on a bay, and ſo named from Erneſt Lewis, Duke of Pomerania.

6. Laſan, formerly called alſo Leſan, a ſmall town, ſeated on the 
Vor. VI. M lake 
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lake of Laſſan, which is formed by the Peene. This was a town 


ſo early as the thirteenth centary, and contains a bailiwic 


V. The county and lordſhip of Volga muſt not be confounded with 
the ancient dutchy of Molgaſt in Pomerania; for the latter conſiſted of all 
the lands belonging to the Molgaſt line of the Dukes of Pomerania, whereas 
the lordſhip of Volga was but a ſmall portion thereof. To it belongs 
Molgaſt, anciently called Walego/t, Waloga/t, Wolgoft, Wolegaſt, Waligaſt, 
&c. a town, ſituated on the river Peene, which, one German mile below 
this place, falls into the Baltick. Helmold, who lived, in the beginning of 
the twelfth century, and is author of the Chron. Slav. is the firſt writer who 
makes mention of this town; and he ſays, that, at that time, nothing certain 
was known concerning its original, but that it was formerly a ſtrong fortreſs, 
and the reſidence of the Dukes of Pomerania of the Wolgaſt line, who 
alſo held their court of regency here. The caſtle, in which the Prince 
reſided, ſtood at a little diſtance from the town. Several Dukes lie buried 
in its parochial-church. Molgaſt, by ſieges and fires, is greatly fallen 
from its ancient greatneſs, 3 ſince the year 1713, when it was 
burnt by the Ruſſians, but has pretty well recovered, by means of its com- 
merce. Purſuant to the peace of Srockbolm, concluded in 1720, ſhips 
going to or coming from Stettin, pay only the ancient tolF; but thoſe 
which enter the rivers Peene, Trebel, and other ſtreams, without touching 
at Stettin, befides the abovementioned toll, pay likewiſe the duties as ſettled 
by the peace of We/ipbalia. 

2. Grunſchwart, a fort built by the Swedes on the point of the continent, 
oppoſite to the fort at the mouth of the Peene, and having a harbour. 

II. The Pr/ian part, to which belongs 

1. The town of Stettin, with the country depending thereon. This 
tract is ſituated betwixt the Peene and the Oder, being about twenty Ger- 
man miles in length, but of different breadth, and conſtitutes part of the 
dutchy of Stettin, to which likewiſe belongs the country ſituated betwixt 
the Oder and the na. Frederick William, King of Pruſſia, by virtue of 
a compact made at Schwedt, with the northern confederates, ſequeſtrated 
this place, together with Wolgaſt, and in conſideration of the charges of 
the faid war, paid the ſum of 200,000 rixdollars to Raſia and Saxony, but 
by the peace of Stockholm in 1720, for the further ſum of 200,000 rixdol- 
lars it was ceded to him and his heirs forever, together with the iſlands 
of Mollin, Uſedom, &c.” To the diſtrict belongs 

I. Stettin or Old- Stettin, in ancient records always ſtiled Stetin, and in 
Latin, Stetinum, not Sedinum, properly the capital and moſt ancient town 
in all Pomerania. This is the metropolis of all the other towns in that 
country, and ſtands on an eminence near the river Oder, which, at this 
place, is divided into four branches or channels, namely into the Oder, 
which paſſes cloſe by it, and falls into the Damanzzg ; on the fide of 
3 | which 
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. which ſtands the long ſuburb- called Lofadie: the Parnitz before the. La- 


fladie : the leſſer and the larger Reg/:/z. Betwixt theſe ſour channels of 


the Oder; a ſtone dam is carried along Damm - lake, as far as the town of this 
name, being a German mile in length, and having fix bridges. On the 


Larger Reglitz, all travellers pay a toll, and on the Leſſer is'n block-houſe, 
erected by the Swedes. Stettin is large, handſome, and well fortified, and 
the capital of the Pruſſian Anterior-Pomerania, as alſo the reſidence of the 
regency, both for the Anterior and Hinder-Pomerania, of the war and 
demeſne offices, and the ſeat of the chief tribunal of Fore- Pomerania, as 
likewiſe that of the Schopepnſtubls, which is a branch of the criminal 
court of Anterior-Pomerania, In it too is a college of phyſicians ; 
with a board of health; a chamber of commerce, inſtituted in 1755 ; 
a royal gymnaſium, which, from the year 1543 to 1667, was nothing more 
than a grammar-ſchool ; a general ſuperintendency of the Anterior and 
Hinder-Pomerania; and a provoſtſhip. Here is alſo a caſtle, where the 
abovementioned colleges meet, and an arſenal, together with the church 
of St. Otten's, which was formerly collegiate; as alſo the cathedral of St. 
Mary, to which belong very conſiderable eſtates, both in the Anterior and 
Hinder-Pomerania, aud near which ſtands the abovementioned gymnaſium 
illuſtre; five pariſh-churches, one free-ſchool, a French Calviniſt meeting, 
and a maſs-houſe. Exclufive too of the town-court, it has ſeveral others, 
particularly a court of admiralty, with various ſorts of manufactures, and a 
dock for the building of ſhips. Of its great trade, a particular account has 
been given in the introduction to Pomerania. 
$. 6. This town was formerly included in the Hinder-Pomerania, but by 
the treaty of Wellphalia, was aſſigned to the crown of Sweden, together 
with the Anterior-Pomerania., In the years 1659, 1677, and 1713, it 
underwent very ſevere ſieges. To it belongs 
Politz, a (mall town, about two German miles diſtance, fituated near 
the Friſcben Haff, and noted for its hops. In the year 1260 this place ob- 
tained a charter, and in 1321 was annexed to the city of Stettin by Duke 
Otbo. In 1510 it was totally deſtroyed by fire; and in 1540 and 1596, 
ſuffered likewiſe greatly by the ſame dreadful calamity. 
II. Some villages. 
2. Anclam, anciently called Tancklim, or Tangłlim, an immediate town, 
ſeated in a fertile country on the river Peene. On one fide of it ate ſwamps 
and meadows, with a ſtone dyke, which is a full quarter of a German mile 
in length, and on the other, deep moats and walls. This town contains two 
pariſh churches, enjoys a good trade both by land and water, and has thriven 
remarkably under the Pruſſian government. It began to be erected about 
the year 1188 ; the fortreſs of Gro/2w0:n, which lay not far from it, near 
Stolp on the Schaarberg, having been demoliſhed in 1183 by the Danes. In 
1384 and 1424, the greateſt part of _ place was conſumed by fire ; and in

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nation are poſted cloſe by it. It is the capital of the circle, to which it 
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713 it was pillaged by the Ruffiens. In 1757 and 1758, it fell ſeveral 
th” into the hands of the Swedes: For the other fide of the river, on 
which it ſtands, being within the Swediſh territories, the centinels of that 


gives name. The territory belonging to the town is near three German 
miles in length, and contains ſeventeen villages and two farms. To it 
likewiſe belongs the Anclam ferry, on the Friſchen Haff, where is a fort, to 
which all ſhips paſſing by, pay a toll, for the ſervice of the town; which toll 
is levied by virtue of a grant made by Duke Begiſſaf IV. in the year 1300, 
whoin 1285 had likewiſe mortgaged to it the property of the ferry. 

3. Uckermunde, anciently called Uchara, Ucra, and Ucramund, a ſmall 
immediate town, fituated on the Ucker, which below this place enters the 
Friſche Haff. Uckermunde contains a provoſtſhip, and, in 1190, was raiſed 
to a town. In the ſeventeenth century it ſuffered greatly by fieges, and the 
viciflitudes of war; and in 1713 was ſacked by the Ruſhans. It has good 
fiſheries, paſtures, and woods. The bailiwick belonging to it ſhall be 
taken notice of in the ſequel. 

4. Paſewalk, formerly called Pozdewolk, Podizwolk, or Pczwalk, an 
immediate town, ſituated on the Ucker, by means of which the inhabitants 
carry down their goods to the great Hoff, and from thence out to ſea. At 
this place is a provoſtſhip. The Calviniff Wallons, who are ſettled here, 
in the morning have the uſe of Saint Nichelas's church for the performance 
of their worſhip. In the ſeventeenth century, from the year 1630, it ſuf- 
fered greatly. In 1359 the Marggraves of Brandenbnrg mortgaged Paſe- 
malt and Torgels to the Dukes of Pomerania, for the ſum of 13,000 marks 
of ſilver; and in 1448 an abſolute ceſſion was made of theſe two towns, 
which were to remain in the houſe of Pomerania, as long as there ſhould 
be a Duke of the Stettin-Pomerama family, but, on the failure of that line, 
was to revert to the houſe of Brandenburg. Near the town are ſome 
ron-works. 

5. Demmin, anciently called Timin, Dymin, Demyn, or Dimmin, an 
immediate town, fituated on the river Peene, which at this place receives 
into it the Trebel and Tollen lakes, by means of which it carries on a good trade 
in corn and other wares, is one of the moſt ancient towns in all Pomerania, 
but by frequent ſieges and fires, fallen greatly to decay. Demmin gives 
name to a circle. | | 

6. Trepto on Tollen lake, or Old-Trepto, anciently called Tribetov, Tre- 
butowe, or Trebetew, an immediate town, fallen into great decay by the 
wars of the ſeventh century. Tillage is the principal employment of its 
inhabitants. | 

7. Garz, formerly called Gardez, a ſmall immediate town and paſs, 
fituated on the Oder, which, beſides having been deſtroyed by fire in 1 574, 
1624, and 1713, has ſuffered extremely by pillage and the other cala- 
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mities of war. This place belonged formerly to Hinder- Pomerania, but at 

the peace of We/iphalta, was ceded to the crown e er with 

the Anterior- Pomerania. ige

which 1 is an iſland. This place ſubſiſts principally by its fiſheries. 

 Altwarp, a church-village, fituated on the Friſcben Haff. 

3. The prefecturate of JasENITz, on - abt which has dk 
formed out of a convent. 

4. The prefecturate of Tox ETO. In it 

Torgelo, a caſtle, ſituated on the Ucker, where the great foreſter of 
the dutchy of Stettin reſides. This place was anciently a fortreſs. By 
what means it devolved to the Dukes of Pomerania, has been ſhown above 
at Paſewall; but it was not abſolutely evacuated by the Elector of Bran- 
denburg till the year 1493. 

5. The prefecturate of VERCHeN, to which belongs 

Verchen, anciently called Virchim, or Y:irchene, a convent of ladies, ſeated 
on the lake of Cummero. 

Jarmen, a ſmall town, lying not far from the river Peene, together 
with the town of Gutzko. 

6. The prefecturate of LinDENBERG, on the frontiers of Mecklenburg. 
This prefecturate conſiſts of the eſtates of the Yoſſe family of Lindenberg, 
which, as vacant fiefs, Duke Philip erected into a demeſne-prefecturate. 

7. The prefecturate of CLEMPENo, deriving its appellation from the old 
caſtle of that name, ſituated on the Tollen-lake. 

8. The prefecturate of Sp ANTIK O was formed out of the Spantiło eſtate, 
and its dependencies, which Duke Frederick William, in 1739, purchaſed 
of the Steinbock family. 

9. The prefecturate of KoniGs-HoLr an. 

10. The prefecturate of LoiTzERORT. © 

III. The following places belonging to noblemen, and 

1. Thoſe lying in the circle of Anclam, viz. Altuigsbagen, Beldeto, Cum- 
mero, Denin, Great-Toitin, Jappenzin, Iven, Ragendorf, Lowitz, ee 
Ratebur, Schwerinsburg, Smuggero, Strittenſee, Teterin, Zinſo, &c. 

2. In the Demmin circle, Buggero, Granskendorf, Gelzo, Hebenmucker, 
Kiſzin, Lobbin, Often, Saro, Vauſelo, Wudarch, &c. 

3. In the circle of Rando, ſo called from the river of that name, lies 

Penkum, 
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Pentum, a ſmall town, one fide of which ſtands on the Rande, and the 

other on a lake. This place was conferred as a fief by Duke Bagiflef X. 

on the Lords of Schulenburg, from whom, in 17 50, it paſſed to the Offen 

family, who gave it away and exchanged it to Count Haacke. In the year 

1190 it was environed with a wall; but in 1610, 1630, 1635, 1713, and 
1734, ſuffered greatly by war and fire.

4. The iſland or territory of Uſedom, bounded to the north by the Bal- 
tick, to the ſouthward by the Friſcben Haff, weſtward by the Peene and 
Achter-IWaſſer, the latter of which is noted for its plenty of fiſh ; and eaſt- 
ward by the river Swine. This ifland in length is about five German miles, 
but in ſome parts is very narrow, and where wideſt, only betwixt three 
and four broad. I: contains 

Ujedim, anciently called Huznon, Huznoim, Huſanam, Uznam, Uznom 
Uznmum, Uznem, Uznaym, Uzanym, Uz/inam, Uſeddem, and Ujdbom, a ſmall but 
immediate town, and the capital ot the territory, having likewiſe an old 
caſtle. In it alſo is a provoſtſhip. In 1473, the greateſt part of this place 
was deſtroyed by fire. 2 

The bailiwick of Pudg/a, which has been formed out of the eſtates be- 
longing to the Pudgla or Puddig/a convent. The feat of this bailiwick 
lies in the church-village of that name. | 

Be , Caſeburg, Caſero, Circho, Crinke, Crummin, Garz, Lipe, Meſelco, 
Mellentin, Stolp, and other villages. 

Peenemunder-Schanze, ſituated on the north point of the ifland, which it 
commands entirely, as it does alſo the entrance and mouth of the Peene, 
near Which it ſtands. The commanding-officer of this ifland is a major, 
and in time of peace its garriſon conſiſts only of one company. In the year 

1758 its harbour was deſtroyed by the Pruſſians, to the detriment of the 

commerce of the Swediſh Anterior-Pomerania. In 1715 the Prufſians 
made themſelves maſters of it, though not without great loſs. In 1757 
it was taken by the Swedes, in 1758 recovered by the Prufſians, but the 
very fame year the Swedes again got poſſeſſion of it. 

The Sterre-Schanze, built on the ſouth-eaſt point of the country, for the 
defence of the mouth of the river Swine. The harbour here has been 
put in ſo good a condition, that the Prufian ſhips were under no neceſſity 
of going through the Peene ; but in 1757 it was deſtroyed by the Swedes. 
A new town has likewiſe been begun here. 

Obſ. On the north-ſide of this ifland anciently ſtood Minera, a place of 
very conſiderable trade, but which, together with a large parcel of land, 
in the eighth or ninth century, was ſwallowed up by an innundation. 
At low tides, in the Baltict, ſome ruins of this place are ſtill viſible, at the 
diſtance of about one long half German mile from the iſland. 5. The

F. The iſland of Wollin, which to the northward terminates on the Bal- 


tick; to the ſouthward on the Friſche Hoff; to the weſtward on the 
Swine, and to the eaſt on a water, which, about Wollin, is called the 


Wollin-water. Somewhat farther to the northward, where it widens on the 


right ſide of the iſland of Grifto, is the large Cammin Bodden, and on the left 
ſide the /efſer ; but at its ifſue into the Baltict, through a narrow outlet, be- 
tween the Pomeranian and Codram Hucke, it is called the Diveno, which in- 
deed is its general name. This iſland is frequently in danger of being 
overflowed, and the ſea winds hurt it conſiderably, by throwing up drifts 
of ſand. It is about four German miles in circumference, produces 
excellent cattle, with plenty of game and fiſh, and one part of it called the 
Pritter is remarkable for the great quantities of eels taken there. On this 
iſland ſtands | 

Wellin, in ancient records ſtiled Molin, an immediate town, ſituated on 
the waters, to which it gives name, and having a bridge over it, leading 


to the Anterior-Pomerania, at which all travellers pay a toll. In this town 


is a ſeat and prefecturateſhip. It ſtands on the fide of the ancient city of 
Fulin, which was formerly ſo famous for its commerce, tho' its origin is 
very obſcure. The firſt mention of this city in hiſtory occurs immediately 
after the time of Charlemain, and in the eleventh century its proſperity was 
ſuch, that Adam von Bremen ſpeaks of it as the largeſt city, at that time, 
in Europe. So early as the records of the twelfth century, it is called Molin. 
In 1127 it was ſet on fire by lightning; and, being built of wood, was 
entirely conſumed. The Pomeraman biſhopric, which had been erected 
there but two years before, was tranſlated upon that to Jedem, but on the 
rebuilding of the city, was reſtored to it. In 11709, being taken by Melde- 
mar I. King of Denmark, and Jaromar I. Prince of Rugen, it was ſacked and 
burnt ; and after retrieving this calamity, was in 1175 again ſet on fire, 
and utterly deſtroyed ; inſomuch, that, in the very ſame year, the Duke of 
Pomerania removed the biſhopric to Cammin. It was indeed rebuilt again, 
but that no farther than to form the preſent town of Molin.

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Damm, a fmall immediate town ſeated on the Plone, which a little 
below this place falls into the lake of Damm, ſo called from the 
town. It was formerly ſo opulent, that it conteſted the freedom of navi- 
gation with Stettin, but loſing that privilege and ſuffering likewiſe by 
ſeveral fires and other misfortunes, fell to great decay, though of late it 
has begun to make ſome figure. In this town is a fine ſteel- manufacture. 
At the peace of Weſtphalia it was ceded to Sweden, which at the peace of 
Stockholm reſigned it again to Pruſſia. 

Bahn, in ancient records called Banen, a ſmall but immediate town, con- 
taining a provoſtſhip. This place was built by Barnim I. in the year 1230, 
and has been frequently deſtroyed by fires, as in 1589, 1596, &c. 

Piritz, in ancient writers ſtiled Piriſcum, an immediate town ſtandin 
in a very fine corn country, and being the ſeat of a provoſtſhip. This 
was the firſt place in theſe parts of Pomerania that embraced the Chriftian 
religion and at the Reformation, led the way in the profeſſion of Luthera- 
niſm. In 1496 and 1596 it was almoſt totally deſtroyed by fice; and in 
1637 ravaged by the Inperialiſis; but by the great advantage it reaps from 
agriculture has recovered. It gives name to a circle, 

2. The following royal prefecturates: vig. . 

1. The prefecturate of CoLBaTz, which has been farmed out of a 
wealthy convent This prefecturate lies on the river Plone, which in this 
country again iſſues out of the Madwi-lake. Under it are comprehended 

Neumark, a country town ſituated not far from Colbatz. | 

Werben, a country town lying on the Madui-lake: its neighbourhood 
very fertile in wheat. This place is the ſeat of a provoſtſhip. 

Near it lies the paſs of Barkenbrod, where formerly ſtood the caſtle of 
Brede. 

Moltin, a country town ſeated on a lake. 

2. The prefecturate of WiLDENBRUCH, belonged to the Knight's tem- 
plars and from them paſſed to the Sonnenburg grand-maſterſhip of the order 
of Malta; but after the peace of Weſtphalia, was converted into a prefec- 
turate. The preſent proprietor of it is the Marggrave Schwedt. Wildenbruch 
houſe ſtands on a lake. 

3. The prefecturate of Pix ITZ, its ſeat at the town from whence it takes 
its name. 

4. The prefecturate of DoLiTz, on the Faulen-Thna. 

5. The prefecturate of BERNSTEIN, on the borders of the Neumark : the 
ſeat of it at Beruſtein, a town lying within its juriſdiction, but with reſpect 
to police and contributions, reckoned in the Neumark. 

3. Fiddicho formerly called Viduchova, a ſmall town fituated on the 
Oder, and at preſent belonging to the Marggave Schwedt. By virtue of the 
compact made at Stettin in 1653, this place became a fief of Sweden. 

II. The Dutchy of Pomerania particularly fo called, and which is again 
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Pomerania. G E R MA MXN F. 

I. Anterior- Pomerania extends from the na to the river Wipper, com- 
prehending under it alſo the dutchy of Caſſuben, and the principality of 
Cammin. The former of theſe at preſent no longer conſtitutes a particulac 
province : of the latter a diſtin& article ſhall be made in the ſequel. 

In Anterior-Pomerama, are ON 

The following immediate towns: viz. 

Stargard, alſo called New-Stargerd, and in ancient records Stargord, 
Staregard or Ztarigrod, the capital of the dutchy, and likewiſe of all 
Hinder- Pomerania. Its neighbourhood produces plenty of corn and eſcu- 
lent vegetables. This town lies on the na, by means of which it has a free 
communication with the Baltick, which was comfirmed to it after a long 
proceſs againſt Stettin. It is an immediate town, large and well built, 
and has a provoſtſhip over the ſeveral pariſhes belonging to the town ; as 
likewiſe two churches (of which that of St. Mary is accounted the higheſt 
roof in all Germany) with a third in the ſuburb called the Werder, and a 
conventual church, where beſides the Lutherans, the Germans and French 
Calviniſis are allowed the public exerciſe of their religion. In thistownlikewiſe 
is a houſe of correction, having a chaplain of its own, two chapels at a 
ſmall diſtance, without the town a collegium illuſtre, ſtiled Græningianum, 
founded in 1631 by Burgermaſter Peter Groning, and which in 1714 re- 
ceived ſome amendments in its conſtitution ; a free ſchool kept in a ſup- 
preſſed convent, and divers good manufactures. Its trade likewiſe is con- 
ſiderable. The court of regency, the chief tribunal, the exchequer, with 
other offices both eccleſiaſtical and civil, have to the great detriment of 
this place been removed to Stettin. In 1295 it was raiſed to a town, but 
in the ſixteenth and ſeventeeth centuries, ſuffered very greatly by fire, war and 
peſtilence. In 1758 it was taken by the Ryans. To its corporation belong 
thirteen villages, of which ſeven are parochial. 

Golno, formerly called Galinay, an immediate town ſituated on the Thna, 
but greatly fallen from its ancient proſperity, by means of war and fires. 
This place is the ſeat of a bailiwick and provoſtſhip ; and by the treaty of 
We/ipbalia was given to the crown of Sweden, which at the treaty of 
Stockbolm ceded it again to Pruſſia. 

3. Greiffenberg, an immediate town fituated on the Rega, and contain- 
ing a provoſtſhip. This town trades largely in linen, and was walled in 
in 1262, but reduced very low in the thirty years war, and in 1658 was 
totally deſtroyed by fire. It gives name to a circle. 

4. Trepto on the Rega or Næu-Trepto, an immediate town ſituated on 
the Rega, with an old caſtle belonging to it, which was originally a 
nunnery, as this place likewiſe was at firſt a caſtle. It has ſome good 
manufactures, and the Rega being navigable at this place, promotes its 
trade. In 1242 Duke Warttis/af II. fold the village of Trepto, to the con- 


vent of Belbuck which ſtood near it, and by which in 1285 it was raiſed 
Vor. VI. N to 
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* 5 to a town. Of this town Duke Begiſſaf obtained one half, holding it as a 
| fief from the convent. In 1534 the Lutheran doctrine was received at this 
place by the whole country of Pomerania; and the firſt form of church 
diſcipline drawn up here. 

At Sulz borſi near Trepto is a ſalt-ſpring, but of it no uſe has been made 
for upwards of a century paſt. 

5. Cammin or Camin an immediate town ſituated on the Cammin Bodden, 
not far from the iſſue of the Diveno into the Baltick. This place 
always was in mean circumſtances, eſpecially after the great fires, by which 
it ſuffered in 1630 and 1709, but under the Pruſſian government, is riſen 
to ſuch proſperity that at preſent, beſides its handſom ſuburbs, it makes 
a very good figure, which is not a little owing to its navigation, fiſkery and 
agriculture, In the year 1175 the biſhopric of Pomerania was removed 
hither from Mollin, and in 1221 the town itſelf, with power of redemption, 
ceded to it by the Dukes of Pomerania, but in 1355 again redeemed, fo that 
all which remained here, afterwards to the biſhop, was the cathedral and 

tronage of the eccleſiaſtical prerogatives. The biſhopric of Cammin, 
— by the treaty of Meſlphalia been changed into a temporal principality 
and given to the electoral houſe of Brandenburg, it was at the ſame time 
likewiſe agreed that on the deceaſe of the then canons, the electoral 
family ſhould be at liberty to aboliſh the chapter. But this chapter till 
ſubſiſts and is kept in the town. Near the cathedral ſtands a ſchool, beſides 
which Cammin contains alſo a foundation for ladies and a provoſtſhip. 

In Caſſuben, are the two following immediate towns: vi. 

Belgard formerly called Bialygrod or the White-Caftle, an immediate 
town ſituated on the Perſante, being handſom and adorned with regular 
ſuburbs. Belonging to it alſo is a caſtle and a provoſtſhip, and it carries on 
a good trade. It was a tenable place ſo early as the eleventh century. 
Till 1184 it belonged to Anterior-Pomerania, but about that time was 
taken by the Princes of Hinder-Pomerania, and not long after being 
erected into a particular lordſhip, was conferred on Pr:bi/laf IV. Prince of 

Mecklenburg, who in a record of the year 1289, ſtiles himſelf Lord of the 
countries of Dcbbern and likewiſe of Belgard in Caſſuben, but was ſoon 
brought to a ſubordination to Anterior-Pomerania. Duke Vartisaf IV. 
removed his refidence from Anclam to the caſtle of Belgard. In 1321 he 
transferred his country of Belgard to the biſhopric of Cammin as a fief. 
On the foundation of the two diſtin&t houſes of Pomerania and Wolgaft, 
the country of Belgard fell to the former. In 1459 it devolved to the 
Stettin-houſe, and in 1464 to that of Molgaſt. By the partitions agreed upon 
betwixt Duke Philip I. and Barnim X. in 1532 and 1541, it was 
aſſigned to the Szef71n-family. During the thirty years war it ſuffered 
greatly, was mortgaged for debts to the Swediſh field marſhal Wittneberg, 
and at laſt by the peace of Mellpbalia came to the houſe of Brandenburg. 
| In 
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Pomerania.] G E R MAN Y. 
In 1677 it was entirely burnt down, but ſtill gives name to a circle Which is 
incorporated with that of Polzin. | 

New-Stettin, an immediate town fituated betwixt the Willem and ſome 
other lakes. This place was erected in the beginning of the fourteenth 
century by Duke Wartislaf IV. as a defence to the frontiers againſt Pruſſia, 
and after the model of Stettin on the Oder. In 1321 he conferred it, 
together with its dependencies, as a fief on the biſhopric of Cammin, 
which again ſurrendered it as a provoſtſhip, but the. gymnaſium founded 
here in 1640 by Hedwiga, widow to Duke Ulrich is totally decayed, and 
the frequent fires that have happened in this town, have kept it in a per- 
petual ſtruggle with adverſity. Near it ſtands a caſtle. In 1758 the circle 
to which it gives name, ſuffered greatly by the devaſtations of the Ruſſians. 


2. The following royal prefecturates, viz. 
1. The prefecturate of MaRIENTIIEs, in which is the village of Ma- 


rienflies. This village is ſituated in a pleaſant country, about two German 


miles from Stargard, and contains a religious foundation for ladies. 

2. The prefecturate of Sa rz 10, to which belongs 

Satzig (not Salzig) a ſmall country town, having an old caſtle and being 
the ſeat of the prefecturate. This town gives name to a circle. 

YJakobſhagen a ſmall town, fituated near a lake and containing a pro- 
voſtſhip. By agriculture and its trade in fiſh and wood, this place is riſen 
at — to a pretty thriving condition. 

Zachan or Sochan a trading town. 

3. The prefecturate of RavensTEin, lying near the former, and having 
its ſeat at the little town of Ræavenſlein, which is ſituated on a lake. 
4. The prefecturate of Masso, having its ſeat at 

Maſſo, a ſmall town lying betwixt Stargard and Golno, and containing 
an old caſtle and a provoſtſhip. Duke Begiſſaf X. conferred this town as a 
fief on the Counts of Eber/tein, who built the caſtle. This line failing in 
1663, it was given as a fief to the Duke of Croy, who had been Biſhop of 
Cammin, but after his death it reverted again to the ſovereign of the country. 

5. The prefecturate of Gol No, having its ſeat at the town of the ſame 


name above deſcribed. 
6. The prefecturate of STEPENITz, which excluſive of eight villages 


contains likewiſe 

The little town of Stepenitæ, though it be called Great-Stepenitæ, 
ſituated not far from the beginning of the Fri/chen haff. 

To Caſſuben belong the four following bailiwicks: vig. 

1. The bailiwick of Belbuck near the town of Trepto, and ſituated on the 

a. This bailiwick was formed out of a wealthy convent, of which in 

1285 Duke Bagiſſaf held one half of the town of Trepto as a fief. In 1523 
it was reaſſumed and erected into a bailiwick. | 


2. The bailiwick of Belgard in the town of that name.

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z. The bailiwick of New-Stettin, having its ſeat in the town of the 


ſame name. 

4. The bailiwick of Ratzebur, in which is 

Ratzebur, a large market-town, ſituated on the river Zarn, not far from 
the borders of Poland. In the year 1758 this town, with nineteen neigh- 
beuring villages, was ſacked and burnt by the Coffacks and Ruſſians. | 

5. The bailiwick or lordſhip of DRAnEIM was a Paliſh ſtaroſtey; which 
in 1657, was mortgaged to the Elector of Brandenburg for the ſum of 120,000 
rixdollars, though the EleQtor Frederick William obtained not actual poſſeſ- 
fion of it till 1668, and even then only on the additional payment of 
15,000 more. In 1758, it was pillaged by the Cefacks and Rufians. The 
chief places in it are 

Drabeim, a caſtle, ſurrounded with a wall and moats, and having like- 
wiſe a ſmall garriſon with a few pieces of cannon. Near this caſtle ſtands 
a village. | 

T, — a ſmall town; the Roman-catholic prieſts here, enjoy divers 
eccleſiaſtical privileges. | 

3. The following places belonging to noblemen : viz. 

Freienwald, for merly called Frigenwolde, a ſmall town, made ſuch in 
the year 1190, and in which the family of J/egel are Lords Caftalain. To 
them alſo belong Safſenhagen, Saſſenburg, Trampke, &c. 

To Caſſuben appertain the following ten towns and places, namely 

Daber, formerly called Deber, a ſmall town containing a provoſtſhip, 
and in which the family of Devetz are Lords Caſlalain, and determine the 
proceſſes of their dependants. This place gives name to a circle which is 
united with that of Naugardt. The above family are likewiſe proprietors 
of Crammonsderf, Weitenhagen, Vogetſhagen, Meſo, Great and Little-Benz, 
Schono, Haſelo and other places. 

The Lords of Bork, are poſſeſſed in Caſſulen of 

Regenwalde, a (mall town ſituated on the Rega, over which the Lords of 
Berk enjoy the civil juriſdiction. In 1190 this place was raiſed to a town. 
It has frequently ſuffered by fire, but is at preſent in a pretty good condi- 
tion, and gives name to a circle, which is incorporated with that of Labes. 

Strammebl, a ſmall town ſeated on a lake not far from the Rega. 

Labes formerly called Lobetze, a ſmall town ſituated near the Rega, with 
a provoſtſhip and a woollen manufacture. Its circle is incorporated with 
that of Regenwalde. 

Mangerin, a ſmall town ſubſiſting by tillage and woollen manufactures. 

Plat, a ſmall town ſituated on the Rega, belonging tothe families of Often and 
Blucber. The civil juriſdiction of this place is likewiſe in the hands of its Lords. 

Polzin, anciently called Poluziz, a ſmall town where the families of 
Krecko and Mublenderf, as being its Lords, hold their court. The circle 
which receive its name from this town 1s united with that of Belgard. 


Both 
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Both in this place and near it are ſome mineral ſprings, having their ſource 
in a valley not far from the little rivulet of Nucber, and which being drank, 
but more particularly if uſed as baths, are found to be of great efficacy, 
eſpecially in cutaneous caſes. | | 

Barwalde, a ſmall town belonging to the Waldo and Zaſtro families. 

Arnſtauſen, a country town, of which the family of Zaftro is proprietor. 

II. Hinder-Pomerania lies between the Wipper and Lebe, and conſiſts 
principally of the dutchy of Menden. In it is 

1. The diftrict of Rugenwalde, containing 

Rugenwalde, an immediate town ſituated on the Wipper, on which it 
enjoys a free navigation. This place probably is ſo called from the Rugen 
Molde, or rugged foreſts, which lie on all fides of it. It is large, well 
built, and contains a ducal feat, and church, and is likewiſe the reſidence 
of a provoſtſhip. Some records of the year 1271 mention it under the title 
of a town, and by the name of Rugenwolda. In 1589, 1624 and 1722 
it was deſtroyed by fire. In its neighbourhood anciently ſtood the caſtle of 
Dirlo. To it likewife belongs Sucko a village, and near it is a farm 
ſituated on the ruins of a Carthuhan monaſtery. 

2. The bailiwick of Rugenwalde, which is of conſiderable extent. 

3. The bailiwick of Bucks fituated about one long German mile from 
Rugenwalde, and formed out of a ſequeſtrated convent of Benedictine Monks, 
which was founded there in the year 1248, and arrived to very great opu- 
lence by donations of eſtates from Princes and Noblemen. 

4. Zano, formerly called Zazina, a ſmall but immediate town, ſituated 
behind the hill of Challen, though formerly more conſiderable than at pre- 
ſent. In it too anciently ſtood a caſtle. 

2. The country formerly called the government of Schlawe, in which is 

Schlawe or Slawe, (formerly named Slawine and Slawena) and alfo 
called S/age, a ſmall but immediate town fituated on the Vipper, and con- 


taing a provoſtſhip. In the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries this place 


was a commandery and maſterſhip of the order of Malta, and gives name 
to a circle, 

Crangen, a caſtle ſituated on the river Grabo and belonging to Count 
Pedewils. 

Polno, a (ſmall town alſo ſeated on the Grabs and belonging to the 
Glaſenapp family. This place was deſtroyed by fire in the year 1736. 
Here is the holy mountain, to which, in the times of popery, was a great 
reſort of pilgrims. | 

Rummelsburg, a ſmall town fituated on the Vipper, and belonging to the 
Lords of Mas, who hold a court here. At this place is a cloth manu- 
facture. In the year 1719 Rummelsburg was deſtroyed by fire. It gives 
name to a circle. 

Bartien, a ſeat and church-village, belonging to the Maſe family. 

3. The 
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3. The country, formerly ſtiled the government of Stolpe. In it is 

Stolpe, anciently called Sy, Ztulp or Scbulþpz, an immediate town 
ſituated on a river of the like name, which at this place becomes navi- 
gable. In it too is an ancient manſion- houſe of its Lords, with a provoſt- 
ſhip, a convent for ladies, a poſt-houſe of conſiderable produce, two 
Lutheran churches, and one belonging to the Caluinſis. Its river abounds 


in excellent ſalmon, and the town carries on a great linen trade, and deals | 


largely with Dantzick, which lies about fifteen miles off. Very curious toys 
in amber are made at this place. Stoſpe was deſtroyed by fire in the years 
1395, 1476 and 1563. It gives name to a circle and is the ſeat of a 
bailiwick. 

Stolpemunde, a large country town ſeated at the mouth of the river Stolpe. 
The freemen of this place, enjoy municipal rights. 

The bailiwick of Schmol/in. The place of this name reſembles a country 
town. Near it ſtands the hill of Revekub/, in popiſh times ſo celebrated for 
its pilgrimages. { 

4. Garde, a noted fiſhing place on a large freſh-water lake. 

Koven, a village lying on the Baltick. 

Lupo, a populous country town, fituated on the river of that name; and 
famed for its trout. This place belongs to the family of Grumbko. Divine 
ſervice is performed here, both in the Potfb and German languages. 

The church villages of Budo, Dammen, Freſt, Glovitz, Mickero, Schuro, 
Zethin and Zezeno all belonging to Noblemen, and at which divine ſervice 
is performed in both languages as above. | 

Wutzko, a village ſituated on the borders of Poland, in travelling 
towards which this is the laſt poſt-ſtage in Pomerania. | 

III. The lordſhip of Lauenburg and Buto formerly belonging to the 
crown of Poland. In the year 1455 King Cafamir transferred theſe lord- 
ſhips to Erich Duke of Pomerania, though without any feudal connection, 
whereas from the year 1460, they were held by the Dukes of Pomerania, as 
a free fief of the crown of Poland. Afterwards indeed, the latter were 
for binding the former to hold them by ſervices, which they peremptorily 
refuſing to do, an agreement was concluded in 1526, that the Dukes of 
Pomerania, ſhould enjoy theſe lordſhips as an hereditary fief, without any 
ſervices, but that on every new ſucceſſion in Poland, they ſhould follicit a grant 


of the fief, which they were to obtain free from all charges and payments. 


On the death of Duke Bog:/ſaf XIV. the King of Poland reaſſumed theſe 
lordſhips as a vacant fief, and received the homage and oath of allegiance 
from the vaſſals, but in 1657, by the compact concluded at Velau and rati- 
fied at Bromberg or Bidgoſt, they were transferred to the houſe of Branden- 
burg as a free fief, in like manner as they had been held by the Dukes of 


Pomerania, and that- without taking any oath. Theſe lordſhips conſtitute 
two bailiwicks, viz. 
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1. The lordſhip or bailiwick of Lauenburg, which is about eight Ger- 
nan miles in length, and ſix broad. Its principal places are i: 

Lauenburg, an immediate town fituated on the Lebe, and containing a 
tribunal or caſtellany-court for theſe lordſhip. In the year 1682 this 
town was deſtroyed by fire. 

Lebe, a ſmall town ſeated on a river of the like name, near the lake 

f Lebe. 

7 2. The lordſhip or bailiwick of Buto, about fix German miles ſquare. 
The principal place in it is 

Buto, an immediate town containing a ſeat, and in which is held a court 
for proceſſes among the nobility. In the year 1629 this town was totally 
deſtroyed by fire.

The Principality of CAMMIN. 


HE principality of Cammin derives its origin from the ſuppreſſed 
biſhopric of Cammin, which was founded in 1128 by Wartiflaf 

and Ratibor Dukes of Pomerania. The firſt biſhop of this place was 
Adelbert, aſſiſtant to Orho biſhop of Bamberg, who was likewiſe the firſt that 
preached chriſtianity among the Pomeranians. The ſee was originally 
founded at Fulin in 1175, but removed afterwards to Cammin, and held under 
a tenure of ſervices to the Dukes, which fruſtrated the endeavours of ſome 
biſhops who ſought an immediate*dependency on the Empire. But at length, 
namely in 1553 the biſhop declared that all conteſts concerning the ſollicited 
immediacy ſhould ceaſe, that he would acknowledge the Duke as his 
patron, and that on a ſummons, he would make his appearance at the 
provincial Diet as the chief prelate; or attend, adviſe and ſerve, but never aſſiſt 
at an Imperial Diet. It had been before agreed in 1545, that on the vacancy 
of the ſee, the Dukes of Pomerania ſhould propoſe two qualified perſons, 
one of whom the chapter was to chuſe for the ſucceeding biſhop. At the 
peace of W:/?phalia the biſhopric was converted into an immediate tem- 
poral L of the Empire, and as this entitled the electoral houſe of 
Brandenburg to ſeat and vote, both in the circular and Imperial Diets, ſo like- 
wiſe in 1654 its manors and towns were incorporated with the territories 
of Hinder-Pomerania, and the nobility obtained the privilege of having 
their cauſes tried immediately at the chief court of Pomerania, whereas 
before, the firſt trial was at the caſtellany courts. The exaltation 
of this ancient biſhopric to a principality of the Empire, did not actually 
take place till 1669, though the Elector of Brandenburg had before 
aſſumed the title of Prince of Cammin. Thus the King of Prufjia, on 
account of this principality, enjoys both ſeat and voice* in the college of 
| | Princes, 
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Princes, and that betwixt Schwerin and Ratzeburg, but in the circle of 
Upper-Saxonyits rank is not yet ſettled, The Elector of Brandenburg therefore 
for his territories in Hinder-Pomerania, uſually annexes the Cammin vote 
to that of Hinder-Pomerania, and for the ratification and ſecurity of the 
other States, adds the words, ſuo Loco et Ordine. For this principality, the 
Elector of Brandenburg pays to a Roman month, one hundred and eighty- 
four florins, and to the chamber of Wetz/ar eighty-one rixdollars, 
eleven kruitzers. ö 

The places belonging to the principality are ſo diſperſed, that it is no 
eaſy matter to. delineate them on a map, but they belong to Hinder- 
Pomerania, and to that part of it which is more particularly called the 
Dutchy of Pomerania; namely Anterior- Pomerania and the Dutchy of 
Caſſuben, which formerly was a part of it, and lay principally about the 
Perſante. The moſt remarkable places in it are 

1. Colberg formerly called Cboluberch, Colnberc, Colubriech, Colebrege, 
Colobrega, Cbolber g. Colleberghe and Cholberg, an immediate and well fortified 
town ſituated on the Perſante, which not far from hence falls into the 
Baltick; and forms the convenient but chargeable harbour of Munde. This 
town was anciently the capital of the dutchy of Caſſuben, and is till the 
metropolis of the principality of Cammin. It is pretty large, and by means of 
its good woollen and linen manufactures, its trade with Poland, and its nu- 
merous ſhipping, is in a flouriſhing condition. In it is a collegiate-church, 
founded in the year 1278, conſiſting of a provoſt, a dean, a chanter 
and rector, with a religious foundation for young ladies and gentlewomen, 
in the building which was formerly the ducal palace; as alſo three 
churches and a Lyceum or Latin ſchool. The Elector William the Great 
eſtabliſhed a revenue here for the governor and commandant. In the neigh- 
bourhood are caught great quantities of ſalmon and young lampreys, and in 
a meadow environed by the Perſante are ſome profitable ſalt-ſprings, which 
were formerly of great note, but their further improvement is prevented 
by the ſcarcity of fuel here, which the inhabitants are obliged to conv 
hither by means of the Perſante, at a very great expence; ſome ſalt how- 
ever is made here. Bogi/laf Duke of Poland founded a biſhopric in this 
town in the tenth century, but it was of ſhort duration. Duke Barnim J. 
in 1248 made a grant of the country of Colberg, with all its appurtenances 
to the biſhopric of Cammin. In 1758 the town was bombarded and ſtormed 
by the Ruſſians, but without effect. 

2. Coſzlin, formerly called Cofſalifz and Coſſalin, an immediate town 
ſituated on the Niſebeck, which runs into the James or Jamund-lake, not 
far from the Chollenberge, where, in the times of popery, was an image of the 
Virgin Mary, which drew thither you numbers of pilgrims. In 1 504 
this town was intirely deſtroyed by fire, and in 1718 the greateſt part of it 
was likewiſe conſumed by the ſame dreadful calamity ; but ſince the latter, it 
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has been rebuilt to advantage, particularly the large ſquare market-place, 
which has a very good effect, the houſes on each ſide being all two ſtories 
and of an equal height. In the center likewiſe ſtands a ſtone ſtatue of King 
Frederick William, erected in 1724, in grateful acknowledgment as the in- 
ſcription ſays, of the royal munificence diſplayed in the rebuilding of the 
town. At Cozlin likewiſe is a tribunal for Hinder-Pomerania, inſtituted 
in 1726, together with a conſiſtory, a provoſtſhip and ſome manufactures. 
The biſhop of Cammin formerly reſided at the conventual houſe in this 
town. It gives alſo name to a circle. 

3. Corlin, a ſmall but immediate town ſituated on the Perſante, and 
containing a ſeat with a provoſtſhip and good woollen manufactures. In 
the year 1240 this town came to the biſhopric of Cammin. 

4. The bailiwick of Colberg, which has its ſeat in the town above- 
mentioned of the like name. 

5. The bailiwick of Cyſlin, having its ſeat in the above-mentioned town. 

6. The bailiwick of Corlin, ſituated in the town of that name. 

7. The bailiwick of Caſimirsburg, formerly called the bailiwick of Bat, 
but taking its preſent name from Duke Caſimir the ninth Biſhop of Cammin, 
who built the delightful ſeat here, which ſtands between two lakes. 

8. The bailiwick of Bublitz, having its ſeat at Bublitz, formerly called 
Bubulz, a ſmall town belonging to this bailiwick, and lying on the Gozel, 
not far from the borders of Poland. This houſe contains a caſtle, a pro- 
voſtſhip, and a court, to whoſe juriſdiftion a conſiderable part of the 
nobility are ſubject. In the years 1605 and 1682 Bublitz was totally con- 
ſumed by fire. 

9. The diſtrict of Gulzo, in which is Gulgo, a market- town containing 
a ſeat. In the year 1503 this place was ſold to the biſhopric of Cammin. 

10. The bailiwick of Naugardten, conſiſting of the ancient lordſhip of 
Naugardten, which Herrmann biſhop of Cammin and Count of Gleichen in 
1263 conferred as a fief, on Ortho Count of Eber/tein his ſiſter's ſon, on 
his being obliged together, with his brothers, to quit the territories of 
their unfortunate father Count Theirry, which lay in the dutchy of Brunſ- 
wick, Thus he became the founder of the Pomeranian-line of the Counts 
of Eberſtein, who alſo obtained Maſſo from Duke Bogiflaf' X. and at the 
ſame time from Eraſmus biſhop of Cammin, the epiſcopal ſhare in the 
caſtle of Quarkenburg, by virtue of which theſe Counts ſtile themſelves 
Counts of Eberſtein and Lords of the country of Naugardt and Maſſs. 
Lewis Chriſtopher the laſt of the Eber/tein branch dying in 1663, Duke 
Erneſt Bogiflaf Croy the late biſhop of Cammin, obtained all the above- 
mentioned Eberflein eſtates, of which the reverſion had before been granted 
to him, and on his deceaſe in 1684, theſe eſtates again eſcheated to the 
electoral houſe. In it is 

Naugardten or Neugarten, a ſmall town, ſituated on a lake, between

Golno and Regenwalde, and containing a provoſtſhip. The circle named 
from this place is united with that of Daber. 

II. The bailiwick of Friderichſburg, formerly called Qyarkenburg, lies 
contiguous with the former, under which alſo an account is given of it. 


Friderichsburg, anciently called Quarkenburg, is a market-town, contain- 
ing a ſeat. 


The Principality of ANHALT. 


F. 1. \F Gucbart's map of the principality of Anhalt, which was publiſhed 
in 1710, by Schenk, ſtands in need of no ſmall number of amend- 

ments. Weigel has engraved this map in a ſmaller fize. 

$. 2. This principality to the north-eaſt terminates on the Mark of Bran- 
denburg ; to the eaſt on the electorate of Saxony; to the ſouth on the marg- 
gravate of Meiſſen; to the ſouth-weſt on the county of Mansfeld ; to 
the north-weſt on the dutchy of Brunſwick, and northward on the prin- 
cipality of Halberſtadt and the dutchy of Magdeburg. It is remarkable, 
that at Haderbola, near Heidelberg, not far from Guntersberg, the territo- 
ries of Brunſwick, Anbalt, and Stolberg, meet in ſuch a manner, that the 
three ſovereigns may fit at the ſame table, and each be in his dominions. 
This whole principality is fourteen German miles in length, and in breadth 
between three and four, tho' in ſome places more. 

$. 3. On the Harze, the air is freſh and healthy, but inclining to cold. 
The harveſt here is likewiſe later than in other places, but the levels enjoy 
a milder air, though in ſome places not fo healthy as in the Highlands. 
The ſoil is various. In the diſtricts of Cothen and Bernburg the earth is 
compact and fat, and therefore particularly fertile in barley and wheat; 
end the light and ſandy country of Deſau and Zerbſt are adapted to rye, 
though theſe alſo are not without ſome tracts of a firmer texture. To- 
bacco alſo is planted in the Deſſau part. It has every where plenty of 
culinary and other herbs, as alſo, of fruits, though, on the Harze, the 
latter never arrive to their proper ripeneſs. Here are likewiſe hop grounds 
and vineyards, but the former anſwer better than the latter. The graſe 
in this principality varies according to the difference of the ſoil. In Cotben 
and Bernburg fuel is ſcarce ; but Zeri and Deſſau are plentifully provided 
with it, particularly the Harze, eſpecially in the bailiwicks of Ballen/tad? and 
Harzgerode, where it has fine woods of oak, beach, poplars, elm, limes, 
&c. and in general is a fine ſporting country. The rivers here yield ex- 
cellent fiſh; and in the Milde, near Defſau, is a ſalmon fiſhery, which was 
formerly very profitable, Its rivers ate the Elbe, which traverſes the 
centre of the principality of Anbalt; the Milde, or Mulde, which runs into 
the Elbe; the Saale; the Wipper, which empties itſelf into the laſt pre- 
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ceding river; the Seite, which joins the Bude ; the Bude, which runs into 
the Saale; the Fubne, which alſo enters the Saale; the Zilau, loſing itſelf 
in the Fubne; the Nubte in Zerbſt, which runs into the Elle; and the 
Refzlau, in the ſame country, likewiſe running into the Elbe. The Aſcber- 
fleben or Gaterſleben-lake, which was two German miles in length, and in 
ſme places almoſt one broad, has been drained, and converted into corn 
land and paſtures. The mines on the Harze yield lead, copper, filver, 
iron, coals, ſulphur, vitriol, alum, ſalt-petre, and other minerals. 

$. 4. In the whole principality are nineteen towns, and two boroughs ; 
moſt of the towns and villages in its lower parts were originally founded 
by the Wendi. The ſtates of the country are compoſed of the nobility, 
which is very numerous here, and likewiſe of the towns ; out of the former 
are choſen a ſub-· director and three provincial counſellors. Theſe, with 
the four ſenior burghermaſters of the four reſidential towns, form the leſſer 
committee; whereas the great committee conſiſts of twenty perſons, viz. 
twelve noblemen and eight burghermaſters, that is to ſay, two out of every 
reſidential town. Beſides theſe there is likewiſe a commiſſioner of the re- 
venue here, who is aſſiſted with a ſecretary and ſyndick. The convo- 
cation of the States to the Diet runs in the name of the four ſeveral Princes 
of the houſe of Anhalt, who likewiſe direct the proceedings thereof. Their 
place of meeting is generally the reſidentiary town, where the ſenior of 
the princely houſe reſides, though, if circumſtances require it, ancther 
place may be choſen. Diets alſo are held in this principality, for the in- 
ſpection of the provincial accounts. 

Chriſtianity was introduced into this country in the ninth century. 
The reformation firſt began to take place here in 1521, in the dioceſe of 
Gernrode, and with a ſwift progreſs ſpread itſelf over the whole country. 
The poſſeſſions belonging to the monaſteries were employed in augmenting 
the revenues of the alms-houſes and churches here; as alſo in the found- 
ing of ſchools, and in the eſtabliſhing ſtipends and exibitions. Till the 
year 1596 the whole country profeſſed Lutheraniſm, but at that time the 
Calvimſt doctrine was introduced, and the ſeverai churches, as well in the 
towns as villages, of which the ſovereign had the patronage, were filled 
with Calviniſt miniſters. The pariſhioners, however, were left to their 
own opinion ; and to the noblemen and their vaſſals was ſecured the free 
exerciſe of Lutheraniſm. By virtue of a compact made in 1679, the Lu- 
therans are permitted to eret new churches. The Zerb/ line, with the 
greateſt part of its ſubjects, profeſs Lutherani/m, but the three other lines 
here are of the Calviniſt church, which is alſo the eſtabliſhed religion in 
their reſpective territories. , 
F. 5. For the inſtruction of youth in literature, the towns are endowed 
with Latin ſchools; and excluſive of theſe, there is an univerſity at Zerb/?, 
which belongs in common to all the Princes of Anbalt. 
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$. 6. In ſome towns in this principality are manufactures of cloth, 
ſtockings and hats, and at Cothen and Zerbſi are even gold and ſilver 
fabrics. 

F. 7. The county, as it was formerly called, or the principality of 
Anbalt, derives its name from the caſtle of Anbalt, the ruins of which 
are to be ſeen not far from Harzgerode. The family of the Princes of 
Anbalt are deſcended from the Aſcanians. We ſhall begin with Orho of 
Aſcania who married E:lika daughter to Magnus Duke of Saxony. His ſon 
Albert the Bear in 1135 obtained the margravate of So/twedel, and as he 
was the firſt Marggrave of Brandenburg, ſo he likewiſe became Duke of 
Saxony. Albert left two ſons behind him, namely, Ortho Marquiſs of Bran- 
denburg, and Bernbard who was Duke of Saxony. Henry eldeſt fon to 
the latter, preferred the county of Anbalt to the dutchy of Saxony, which 
he ceded to his younger brother Albert, aſſuming however the title of Prince 
of Anhalt, which notwithſtanding he did not conſtantly make uſe of any 
more than his deſcendants, who placed it after the title of Count, till 
about the middle of the fourteenth century, when they began to place the 
title of Prince, before the latter. Henry II. eldeſt fon to Orbo, founded the 
Aſcherſleben-line, which ſoon became extinct in his ſecond ſon Oibo, whoſe 
widow Elizabeth alienated the county of Aſcher/leben. Bernhard the ſecond 
ſon was the founder of the elder Bernburg line which failed in 1468 in the 
perſon of Beernhard VI. The third ſon named Szeg fried founded the Zerb/ 
line, which in his grandſons, Albert the Younger and Waldemar, became 
divided into thoſe of Zerbſt and Deſſau, and by Albert IV. and Sigiſmund 
grandſons to the former, into the lines of Catben and Zerb/?. By four 
great grandſons alſo of the latter, namely Wolfgang, Jobn IV. George III. 
and Joachim it was divided into the Cotben, Zerb/i, Harzgerode and 
Deſſau-lines. Jeachim Erneft II. fon to Fobn IV. again reunited the whole 
principality o Anhalt, and is the founder of all the preſent Princes of 
Anhalt. He died in 1 586, leaving ſeven ſons behind him. Of theſe the 
third and fifth died without heirs, and Augu/tus IV. lived in retirement at 
Pl:tzkau, without requiring any part of his lands. But the four other brothers 
divided their fathers territories into four parts, Prince Jabn George I. 
obtaining Deſſau, Prince Chriſtian I. Bernburg, Prince Radolpbus Zeriſt, and 
Prince Leuis Cothen, The ſon of the laſt of theſe Princes dying in 166 5 without 
heirs, his ſhare of the country was by the other three lines, conferred upon 
Leberecht and Immanuel, ſons to the above-mentioned Prince of Platz kau, 
who on their fide ceded Plattau to Bernburg. The right of primogeni- 
tureſhip takes places in all theſe four lines. 

$. 8. The preſent uſual title of all theſe ſeveral Princes, is Princes of 
Anhalt, Dukes of Saxeny, Engern and We/iphalia, Counts of Aftania, 
Lords of Bernburg and Zerb/t. The Deſſau line has likewiſe inſerted in its 
title the lordſhip of Grep2z7g4, and the Zerhb/t line thoſe of Fever and Knip-

hauſen. The arms for Anbalt conſiſt of nine fields: in the dexter chief 


int is pearl, a bear with a collar of diamonds and topazes, and a crown 


topaz, placed paſſant, on four turrets ruby, on a wall with a gate, ſigni- 


ing the ancient barings. In the ſecond are five pales diamond, for the 
lordſhip of Barenſtadt. In the third checquee pearl and diamond. In the 
fourth checquèe topaz and ruby denoting the county of Walderſee. The 
fifth pearl an eagle counter changed, the claws and bill topaz, and winged 
with a ſemicircle of the ſame, in a field pearl ; as likewiſe five pales and a 
wreath of rue, in a field topaz, and in this field the Saxon and Branden- 
burg arms are mutually quartered, to expreſs their common origin. In 
the fixth ſaphire are two bendlets from the left to the right, for the 
county of Warmsdorf. In the ſeventh an eagle pearl in a field ſaphire, 
for the county of Mulingen. The eighth is pure ruby, and termed the 
bloody banner, or bloody ſhield, with the regalia coat. In the ninth is a 
bear diamond with a collar of pearls, ſtanding on a wall ruby, with a gate 
diamond and three battlements ruby to denote the lordſhip of Bernberg. 
Since the year 1689, at which time the dutchy of Saxe-Lauenberg 
became vacant, the houſe of Anbalt having a claim to it have quartered 
three other ſhields with their arms, namely 1. The arms of Saxony conſiſting 
of five pales, with a wreath of rue to denote the dutchy of Saxeny. 

2. An eagle diſplayed and crowned topaz, in a field ſaphire, for the 
palatinate of Saxony. 3. Three beetles horns or a ſemicircle ruby, in a 
field pearl for the ancient county of Bree. The Zerb/# line alſo bears 
three particular ſhields, namely a lion topaz, for the lordſhip of Fever, a 
lion diamond, in a field topaz, for the lordſhip of Kniphauſen, and a 
hounds-head, with a collar topaz, placed betwixt two wings pearl in a 
field ſaphire, for the bailiwick of Walter-Nienburg. 

$. 9. All the four reigning lines enjoy collectively, for the principality of 
Anbalt, both in the college of Princes at the Diet of the Empire, and 
likewiſe in the Diets of Upper-Saxeny only one vote, but the ancient abbey of 
Gernrode entitles them to another in both theſe aſſemblies. Their contin- 
gent to a Roman month, is for Anbalt nine horſe and twenty foot, or one 
hundred and eighty-eight florins, and to the chamber of Werzlar two 
hundred and forty-three rixdollars, forty-ſeven kruitzers. 

F. 10. The ſenior of the princely houſe delivers its vote at the Diets, 
receiving his inveſtiture from the Emperor, ſummons the Diets, and ſuper- 
intends all the other affairs of general concern there, though jointly with 
agents from the other lines, who are generally two, vi. a nobleman 
and a civilian,

I. The bailiwick of Deſſau, containing 

Deſſau, the reſidence of the Prince, fituated in a delightful plain on the 
river Mulde, which at a ſmall diſtance from this town runs into the Elbe. 
Deſſau conſiſts of the town of Deſſau, particularly ſo called, of the Newftade 
on the north ſide, the ſuburb called the Sand, another before the Mulde- 
gate, and the Vaſſerſtadt or water-town on the other fide of the Mulde. 
Beſides the Prince's palace here, which is a ſtately building, it has alſo two 
Calviniſt churches and one Lutheran church, with a grammar ſchool, two 
alms-houſes and an orphan-houſe. At Deſſau likewiſe are ſome good 
manufactures of cloth, ſtockings and hats. In the year 1467, this town 
was entirely deſtroyed by fire. g 
Oranienbaum, a regular and pretty little town, pleaſantly ſituated om the 
ſpot where anciently ſtood the village of N/chwitz. Henrietta Catharine 
Princeſs of Orange and conſort to John George II. in 1686 built a ſuperb 
ſtone villa at this place, and named it Oranienbaum, which with the other 
buildings belonging to it, is ſurrounded with a moat. Its garden is extremely 
beautiful. She afterwards raiſed the village to a town, and permitted new 
houſes to be built there, but on a regular plan with the former. The 
foundation of the churches here was laid in the year 1707. 

Ragun, a mean and open town, but ſtanding in a pleaſant fituation as 
being built on an ifland in the Mulde. In 1642 the greateſt part of this 
place was deſtroyed by fire. | 

Jeſnitæ, commonly called New-eſnitz, to diſtinguiſh it from Old-Feſnitz, 
a village lying not far from it; is an open town ſeated on the Mulde, and 
containing two ſuburbs. This town has a particular court of its own, 
beſides its magiſtracy. In the year 1567 a great part of it was deſtroyed 
by fire. 

" Mofighau and Capelle, two villages. 

II. The bailiwick of Worlitz, to which belongs 

Morlitæ, a country town having a hunting ſeat, a farm, a bailiwick-office 
belonging to the Prince, and a provoſtſhip. In the year 1725, this place 
was deſtroyed by fire, 

The villages of Kackau, Riefick and Grieſen, together with 

The farm of Scbenitz. 

III. The Bailiwick of Radegaſt, in which lie the villages of Radegaft. 
Zebmitz and Zebitz. IV. The

IV. The bailiwick of Gropzigł, purchaſed by Prince Leopold I. of the 
family of Werder. In it 

Gropzigh, a ſmall town having a caſtle ſituated on the Fuln. To this 
town belongs the village of Werderſbauſen containing a ſeat, together with 
thoſe of Piethen and Wiskau ; as alſo Neubauſul, a village on the Fubn, re- 
built by Prince Leopold, who, in memory of the five Princes then living, 
ordered the church there to be called the church of the five brothers ; 
and Kaita farm. 

V. The bailiwick of Sanderſſeben. In the town of that name, lying on 
the Wipper, is a princely palace which of late, has been the reſidence of the 
Dowager Princefles. This town has frequently ſuffered by fire. 

VI. The bailiwick of Freckleben. In the village of Freckleben, is a 
very ancient and large palace belonging to the Princes, fortified with 
towers and walls of a remarkable thickneſs. Beſides the village of Drondorf, 
this bailiwick includes likewiſe that of Meringer, in which formerly ſtood a 
Ciftercian nunnery. 

VII. The bailiwick of Great-Ali/ſeben, containing the town of that name, 
in which is a princely palace, built in 1666, together with the villages of 
of Little-Alſieben and Allendorf. 

Obſ. To the houſe of Aubalt Deſſau, likewiſe belongs in the above bai- 
liwick the dutchy of Magdeburg, and in the Kingdom of Pruſſia a confider- 
able tract of land. | 

2. The principality of Bernburg. 

To which belongs 

I. The town and bailiwick of Bernburg, containing 

Bernburg, in Latin Bernburgum, Arctopolis and Urſopolrs, the capital and 
reſidence of the Prince, ſeated on the river Sala, over which it has a hand- 
ſome bridge of free ſtone, built in 1707 and 1708. This is a place of 
great antiquity and conſiſts properly of three diſtin& towns. The Od and 
New town had formerly their ſeparate rights and magiſtracy, but in the 
year 1560 Prince Wolfgang united them into one. On the land fide it is 
environed with walls and moats, and beſides its magiſtracy has a governor 
appointed by the Prince, who preſides in the ſupreme court of juſtice. 
In the old town ſtands one church, with the ſchool, the town houſe, and 
the Priace's ſecretary- office, and in the town is likewiſe a church, together 
with the Gernrod-court. That part of Bernburg called Yordenburg, ſtands 
on a hill on the other fide of the Sala, and is reckoned the third part of 
it, though it is under a diſtinct magiſtracy, conſtitution and privileges. 
The church in this part ſerves both for the caſtle and court. The caſtle 
is one of the moſt ancient, and at the fame time the moſt celebrated fort- 
reſſes in the principality of Anbalt. It ſtands on a high rock, being 
environed with deep and lined moats, and below it on the north fide runs 
the Sala, on which ſtands the noble ſtone fluice, erected in 1696, by 


Prince 
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Prince Victor Amadeus. The Auguſtine convent here was at the Reformation 
converted into a hoſpital and poor houſe. To the north of the New 7own, 
lies the ſuburb of Waldau, in which is one church. 

Zeitz, a ſeat or caſtle, belonging to the Prince, and formerly poſſeſſed 
by noblemen, but being purchaled in 1685 by Prince Victor Amadeus, he 
made conſiderable improvement in it. At preſent it belongs to the line 
of Hoym-Schaumburg. | 

II. The bailiwick of Hecklingen, ſo called from the village of Hechingen, 
where formerly ſtood a Benedictine nunnery, which being ſequeſtrated at 
the Reformation, was in 1571, together with its appurtenances, conferred 
as a fief on the family of Trotte. 

III. The bailiwick of Plotzhau lies on the Sala. In this bailiwick ſtands 
the caſtle of Plotzkau, which is built on a rock. Here are likewiſe ſome 
parochial villages, with two manſion-houſes belonging to noblemen. 

IV. The bailiwick of Ballenſtadt. 

To which belongs | 

Ballenſtadt, a ſeat appertaining to the Prince, This ſeat ſtands on a 
high rock, and in 1704 was very much improved by Prince Victor Amadeus. 
It is faid to have been at firſt called Balken/tadt, being originally only a 


blockhouſe built of large balks or beams. About the year 940 a*college 


was founded here, which in 1110 was converted into a Benedictine con- 
vent, and at length erected into a caſtle. In a vale not far from it lies 

The little town of Ballenſtadt, through which runs the Getel. This 
place was walled and erected into a town in the time of Prince 
Wolfgang, but is now the ſeat of the bailiwick. In 1397 it was ſacked 
and deſtroyed, and in 1498 burnt down. 

V. The bailiwick of Harzgerode. The foreſts about Harzgerode, and 
in this country, which formerly in conſideration of the ſum of 6000 rix- 
dollars per annum, were annexed to the houſe of Bernburg, at preſent one 
year with another bring in 70,000 rixdollars. In this bailiwick is 

Hatſgerode or Harzgerode a town, which for a long time, bore its firſt 
name, importing à hunting fereſt. But in more modern times the latter 
appellation began to come in uſe; which is derived from the ſituation of 
the place, as it lies at the entrance of the foreſt of Harz. Both the walls 
and houſes here, are built of a motly kind of marble, in which this 
country abounds. On its eaſt fide Prince William in the year 1608, 
erected a new town, which in 1705 was called Auguſtenſtadt, and oppoſite 
to this is a ſuburb named Die Freibeit, with a hoſpital at the end of it. On 
the north ſide is the new mine-town called W:lbelm/tadt. The caſtle here, 
was completed in 1552. In the town is a mine and ſuperviſor's-office. 
Both Harzgerode and its bailiwick have been frequently mortgaged to other 
neighbouring Princes. In 1635 and 1666 it ſuffered greatly by fire. 

Wilhelmsbof, a houſe and farm belonging to the Prince, lies in the foreſt, 
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not from Harzgerode. It is an elegant ſtructure and moſt delightfully ſituated, 
The building was completed in 1582, and the houſe itſelf conſiſts of 
two ſtories. 8 

Obſ. Farther in the foreſt on a high and ſteep mountain are to be ſeen ſome 
ruins of the ancient caſtle of Anbalt, which is now overgrown with buſhes: 
Its rudera belong neither to the Harzgerode nor any other particular territory, 
but at the partition of the country, were, together with the title, left in 
common, and even to this day are mentioned in the imperial grant among 
the fiefs of the Princes. 

Moncbenbofen, ſeated on a high mountain. 

VI. The bailiwick of Guntersberg, which is a ſmall town, but one of the 
moſt ancient in all Anbalt, and formerly environed with a wall and 
moated. Its caſtle is the reſidence of the ſteward of the bailiwick. The 
eſtate here has been raiſed to a principality by the title of Albertinenberg. 
In 1540 and 1707, the town ſuffered greatly by fire. 

VII. The bailiwick of Hoym, being the inheritance of a collateral line of 
the Bernburg branch, which is deſcended from Prince Lebrecht, The 
Prince's reſidence is in the lordſhip of Schaumburg, which is fituated 
in the circle of the yper- Rhine, and he is likewiſe proprietor of the caſtle of 
Zeitz, mentioned under the bailiwick of Bernburg. In this bailiwick is 

Hoym, a ſmall town containing a caſtle, and lying on the Solke. It 
was erected into a town in 1543, and is a fief of the cathedral of Qued- 
linburg. 

Reinſtadt, a village ſituated on the Sole. 

Freje, a houſe belonging to the Prince. This houſe ſtands on the ſpot 
which was formerly covered by the Aſcbenſleben- lake, and was originally a 
nunnery,” dependent on the convent abbey of Gernrode. 

VIII. The bailiwick of Gernrode, which has been founded for an abbey 
for ladies. This bailiwick intitles the houſe of Anbalt to a particular vote 
in the Diets of the Empire and Circle, as ſhall be more particularly ſhewn 
in the ſequel. 

The abbey itſelf is converted into a manſion-houſe. 

The town of Gernrode here, was at firſt only a village, but on the ad- 
ditions made to the wealth of the abbey, and the number of the inha- 
bitants, obtained divers immunities and privileges. Divine worſhip is 
performed in the abbey church at this place, that belonging to the town 
being for the moſt part uſed only at funerals, 
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not to have been known in the time of Henry IJ. In 1445 it was put under

The Principality of CO THEN, 


"Li which belongs 
1. The bailiwick of Cothen, in Latin, Cotbenæ, the reſidence of the Prince. 
This place lies on the little river Zitau, and conſiſts of the Old and New town, 
the latter of which, in 1620, was incorporated with the former. The new 
market and the new ſuburb here, are ſituated before the Bar or Sclavonian 
gate. Under Prince Leopold was erected the Wallſztraſe, which is both broad 
and handſome, and planted on each fide with trees, reaching from the Magde- 
burg to Hall-gate. The ancient palace here, lies in the Old town and a New 
one for the reſidence of the Prince has been erected in the Wallſztraſe. 
Exclufive of the town-church which is Calviniſt, here is likewiſe one for 
Lutherans, together with a Calviniſi and Lutheran free-ſchool, a Calviniſ 
and Lutheran orphan-houſe, and a hoſpital, within the Hall- gate. The town 
itſelf is in a thriving condition, which is not a little owing to the gold and 
ſilver manufactures that have been ſet up in the Wallſztraſe. The right 
of judicature here, is entirely in the Prince's hand, who appoints. a judge 
with four aſſeſſors, and a recorder. The town is of ſo ſmall antiquity, as 


the ban of the Empire. In 1569 the clergy of Anbalt held a ſynod 
here. And in 1617 Prince Leuis founded a poetical ſociety at this place, 
ſtiled the Frugiſercus. 

2. The fifty two villages and bailiwicks of Cothen, are divided into the 
following pariſhes : viz. 

Klepz1g, a village containing a church, in which the two Calviniſis town- 
miniſters of Cothen officiate, In this village too is an eſtate belonging to 
the Prince's exchequer. : 

The Calviniſt pariſh of Piſzderf, comprehending four villages, in which 
are three churches, two eſtates belonging to the Prince, and two noble- 
men's manors. 

The Calviniſt pariſh of Ofer-Nienburg, in which is the parochial-village 
of Ofter-Nienburg, with a manor, two farms belonging to the Prince, 
and one to the village. 

The Calvini/t pariſh of Margin, to which belongs the parochial-village 
of that name, containing three manors, and one other manor. 

The Lutheran pariſh of Great-Badegaſt, containing four villages, in which 
are three churches and four manors. The manor in the village of Great- 

Badegaſt, though ſubject to Cohen, yet belongs to the houſe of Deſſau. 

The Calviniſt pariſh of Proſigk, confiſting of five villages. 

The Catvini/? pariſh of Gretſch, conſiſting of three villages. At this 
laſt is a bailiwick and manſion-houſe belonging to the Prince. 

The Calviniſt pariſh of Great-Meiſſand, conſiſting of four villages. 
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The Lutheran pariſh of Schortetoitz, to which belong four villages and 


two churches. 

The Lutheran: pariſh of Gorzig, conſiſting of three villages. 

The Calviniſt pariſh of Reinsdorf, containing two villages. 

The Cavini/# pariſh of Hobnsdorf, to which belong four villages and 
two churches. 

The Calviniſt pariſh of Edderitz, containing two villages and the like 


number of churches, 
The Calviniſt pariſh of Great-Paſchleben, to which belong four villages 


and two churches. At Geutz not far from Cotben the Prince has a ſeat and 


farm. 
The Calviniſt pariſh of Biendorf. 

II. The bailiwick of Nienburg: in it 

Nienburg or Monch- Nienburg, a ſmall town ſeated on the Saale, con- 
taining a palace belonging to the Prince, erected out of a convent of Monks, 
and having a particular church of its own. In this village too formerly ſtood 
a caſtle mentioned ſo early as in a record of the year 975. In 1577 a ſynod 
was held here, conſiſting of the Azhalt clergy, relative to a concordate. 

The Calviniſt pariſh of Wedlitz, 

The Lutheran pariſh of Miſpitz. 

The Calviniſt pariſh of Lattorf. 

The Calvinft pariſh of Little-Paſcheleben, containing three villages, with 
two churches. 

The Calviniſt pariſh of Preuſzhitz, comprehending two villages, together 
with two others which are incorporated with the parochial village of Gramſ- 
dorf in Magdeburg. 

III. The bailiwick of Vulffen, conſiſting of the Calviniſt pariſh of 
Wulffen, to which belong the three villages of Wulffen, Dreſa and Diepzig. 

IV. The bailiwick and county of Warmsdorf, containing 

Warmsdorf, a ſeat belonging to the Prince, and in the chapel of which 
Prince George frequently preached in perſon. 

Arnsdorf, the reſidence of a ſuperintendent. | 

Guten, a ſmall town on the WYipper, raiſed to that dignity in 1373. 

Kolbick, a farm on the J/ipper, belonging to the Prince, but originally 
a convent.

O which belongs 5 
I. Zerbſt in Latin Serveſta, the reſidence of the Prince, and the largeſt 


and handſomeſt town in the whole principality of Anbalt. The reſidence- 
of. houſe 
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houſe here is remarkably grand. In the town are two Latheran churches, 

one of which is Caſviniſti, together with an univerſity common to all the 

Princes of Anbalt, and founded in 1582 out of a common ſchool, as the 

latter had riſen out of a convent of bare-footed Monks. It has a rector 

with three Calviniſt, and one Lutheran profeſſor, beſides which here is alſo 

a Lutheran and a Calviniſt ſchool. The beer brewed here, with its manu- 

factures of gold and filver are very profitable articles, though the firſt have 

formerly been more eſteemed than at preſent. The judicial ſeat here in 1572 

was united with the council, and the criminal court at the fame time fu 

preſſed. The town itfelf is very ancient. In 1506 near one third of it was 
ceſtroyed by fire, To it belongs the village of Krako, in the bailiwick 
of Rœſglau. | 

Ankun, a ſmall town lying to the weſt of Zerb/i, fo near it, that, in 
the imperial patents it is termed a fuburb, though, like other towns, it 
has a corporation of its own. In the year 1707, a great part of this 
place was deſtroyed by fire. 

Friderikenberg, a ſeat belonging to the Prince, with a church and a 

garden. . 

id Packendor f-Badetz, Bergfrieden, and Serno a farm belonging to the Princes, 
The other ſeventeen villages here, have either parochial or filial churches, 
II. The bailiwick of Walter-Nienburg, devolved to the houſe of Anbalt- 

Zerbſt in 1659, on the extinction of the Counts of Bariy; the houſe of 

Anhalt having in 1422 and 1434, obtained the reverſion from the electoral 

houſe of Saxony. It is a fief of the Elector's, and contains five villages, 

among which is the parochial village of Walter-Nienburg, with the toll- 
houſe of Tocheimb on the Elbe. 
III. The bailiwick of Dornburg fo called from Dornburg, a village be- 


longing to the Prince, and ſeated on the Elbe, with a beautiful garden 


to it, and an adjoining village. In this country formerly ſtood 
an Imperial caſtle named Dornburg, Thorenburch, Torneburg, Dorenburg, 
&c. mention of which occurs ſo early as the ninth century, and the ruins 
of it may be ſeen at low water in the Elbe, not far from the wood of 
Great-Hagen. Till the eleventh century this caſtle was for ſometime the 
reſidence of the German and Roman Kings. In the twelfth century it 
appears to have given title to Counts. That which ſtood on the fite of 
the preſent caſtle, ſince the fifteenth century, has paſſed through ſeveral 
noble families, and was held as a fief by the houſe of Aubalt. Towards 
the end of the ſixteenth century, it was purchaſed by the family of Munch- 
hauſen, but John Munchbauſen dying in 1664, without male heirs, the 
Lord paramount took poſſeſſion of it; the relations of the deceaſed not 
having renewed the inveſtiture, and thus abandoning the ſucceſſion, But 
theſe on the other hand alledging that there was no neceſſity of previouſly 
renewing the inveſtiture, the proceſs is ſtill depending before the 


Aulic 
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Aulic council. The houſe of Anbalt-Zerb/? however has continued in poſ- 
ſeſſion of it. Prince Charles William erected a new ſeat here, which, in 
1687, he conferred on his brother Jahn Lewis, for his reſidence. In the 
prefent century this feat received further decorations and improvements, by 
becoming the manſion of the Princeſs Dowager Janna Elizabeth, Dutcheſs 
by birth of Ho/ftein-Gottorf; but in 1750 took fire by accident, and was 
entirely burnt, with a great variety of rich furniture and valuable ornaments : 
it has been replaced however by a ſtructure built with all the regularity 
and elegance of modern architecture. 

4. The bailiwick of Lindau, containing the ancient county of Lindau, 
the Counts of which were of the ſame lineage with the Counts of Arnſtein 
in the country of Mansfeld, and likewiſe with thoſe of Mulingen and 
Barby. They added alſo to their poſſeſñions the county of Ruppin in 
the Mark, (ſee Vol. V. p. 677.) In 1372 Count Ulrich mortgaged the 
county of Lindau to Prince Fohn of Anhalt ; and in 1457 Count Albert 
ceded it to the houſe of Aubalt, with power of redemption. On the ex- 
tinction of the Counts of Lindau and the Lords of Ruppin, in the year 
1524, and on the devolution of the county of Ruppin to Foachim I. Elector 
of Brandenburg, as Lord paramount, the faid Joachim was for redeeming 
the county of Lindau. At length, namely in 1577 it was agreed that the houſe 
of Arbalt ſhould hold the county as a male fief of the houſe of Brandenburg, 
who itſelf holds it as a fief from the abbeſs of Quedlinburg. To the bai- 
liwick of Lindau belongs | 

Lindan, an old caſtle, with a fmall town annexed to it. In the years 
1689 and 1701 this place ſuffered very much by fire. 

Fourteen villages, two of them belonging to noblemen. 

5. The bailiwick of Ro/z/au, which is a fief of the abbey of Qyedlin- 
burg, and contains under it 

Rofſzlau, a ſmall town, near which the river of that name enters the 
Elbe. In this town is an old caſtle. 

Nineteen villages, four of which belong to noblemen ; Nato, belong- 
ing to the town of Zerb/?; and Torne, a princely farm. 

6. The bailiwick of Cofwick, in which is 

Cofwick, a ſmall town, ſtanding in a high and pleaſant country on the 
Elbe. The ſeat here is the uſual reſidence of the Princeſs Dowager of 
Anhalt-Zerbjt. At this place likewiſe formerly was a cathedral. Though 
the town has a magiſtracy of its own, yet both the civil and criminal 
juriſdictions are exerciſed by a judge of the Princeſs's nomination. 

2. Buro, a commandery of the Teutonick order, belonging to the Saxon 
baily, and conferred on the order by the houſe of Aubalt in the year 1259. 
In 1697 the commandery, after long conteſts, ſubmitted to the princely 
houſe. The village of Buro lies on the Elbe; beſides which, ſome other 
villages alſo belong to the commandery, 
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Fourteen other villages, two of which belong to noblemen, with bel 
dorf farm, which is the property of the Prince. 

7. The bailiwick of Mulingen, conſiſting of the parochial-villages of 
Great and Little-Mulingen, and being a fief of Saxony. This bailiwick 
was anciently a county belonging to the Counts of Barby, as an arriere fief 
of the Princes of Anhalt, and on the failure of the ſaid Counts, reverted to 
thoſe of Anbalt; upon which it was at firſt annexed to their patrimonial 
eſtates, but afterwards appropriated to Zerb/t. 

Obſ. The Zerb/t line is alſo proprietor of the lordſhip of Jever; an 
account of which will be given under the Circle of W:/phalia. 


The As BE of QUEDLINBURG. 


Quedlinburg, an imperial free temporal abbey; was founded betwixt the years 
932 and 936 by King Henry I. and enriched with further endowments by 
his conſort Matilda; but in 937 and in the following years it received other 
donations from the Emperor Ortho I. In 1539 it embraced Lutheraniſm, 
and by ſeveral formal acts and oaths, is bound to the maintenance of that 
religion. It conſiſts at preſent of four dignitaries, v/z. of the Lady Abbeſs 


and three others, who are diſtinguiſhed by the titles of provoſt, - dean, 


and canon. The abbeſs is an immediate Princeſs of the empire, and at 
the Diet enjoys both ſeat and voice on the bench of the prelates of the 
Rhine, as ſhe likewiſe does in the Diets of Upper-Saxony, Fer aſſeſſment 
to a Roman month is fifty-two florins, and to the chamber at Vetzlar 
eighty- one rixdollars eighteen kruitzers. The arms of the abbey are two 
carving knives, cr, placed in a faltire croſs, with handles of the ſame, 
in a field gules. Anciently the houſe of Aſcania, or Anbalt held the pa- 
tronage or government of Quedlinburg as a fief from the abbey. On the 
failure of the Electors of Saxony of this houſe, in the year 1420, the town 
of its own nomination committed itſelf to the patronage of the Biſhop of 
Halberſtadt ; but the Elector Erne, and Duke Albert of Saxony, brothers 
to the Abbeſs Hedwiga, in 1477 by force reduced it again under the 
dominion of their ſiſter, who, in return, conferred the patronage and 
upper-juriſdiction on her brothers, as a male fief. The government of 
the abbey continued hereditary in the houſe of Saxony, by which it was at 
length transferred to the houſe of Brandenburg, for the ſum of 300,000 
rixdollars; and thus the hereditary or lower juriſdiction was all that re- 
mained to the Abbeſs. By virtue of the agreement concluded in 1574, 
betwixt the Elector Augu/tus and the Abbeſs Elizabeth, no Abbeſs nor any 
other dignitary is to be choſen without the knowledge of the patron, or againſt 
his conſent. His Praſſian Majeſty's capitanry, as Elector of Brandenburg, 
conſiſts of a commander, a ſecretary, and recorder, who ſuperintend the 


rights and privileges both of the patron and the abbey. The king has alſo 
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a court of juſtice here, and a tax- office. The Abbeſs has likewiſe an office | 


and conſiſtory of her own. N 

The beſt repreſentation of the tertitory belonging to the abbey is in Ho- 
mann's map of the principality of Halberſtadt, which was publiſhed in 1750. 
To it belongs : 

Qyedlinburg, a town, ſituated on the Bode, which runs betwixt the old and 
new town. At this place is a court of juſtice belonging to the abbey, with 
a particular magiſtracy, which is divided into two councils, The abbels, 
with the chapter, lives on a hill at the cathedral of St. Servatius, where King 
Henry I. lies interred. The ſuperintendent of the abbey of Quedlinburg is the 
chief miniſter of St. Benedi#'s church. In this town are allo the churches of 
St. Nicholas, St. Blafius, and St. Gyles, (the laſt of which is ſaid to be the oldeſt 
in the town) the hoſpital church of the Holy Gboſt, the church of St. Jahn, 
and the hoſpital in the Ye/tendorf. Without the town is the hoſpital of St. 
Ann, and a college, the latter of which was formerly a Franciſcan con- 
vent. Near the town ſtands the church of St. Mipert, with a farm near 
it, which was formerly a convent, and a nunnery for ladies, on mount 
Sion, but which was ſuppreſſed in 1541. King Henry I. began to build, 
and at the ſame time to fortify this town in the year 920, on his being 
elected King of the Germans. In 937 the Emperor Oh I. conferred the 
town and imperial palace on the abbey. In 1326 the old town, of its 
own authority, put itſelf under the protection of the biſhop of Halberſtadt, 
and, contrary to the will of the abbeſs, acceeded to the hanſe confederacy. 
It was allo for ſeparating itſelf from the abbey ; and the diſtrict having 
been firſt mortgaged to it by the Count of Rheinſtein, and in 1396 by the abbey 
itſelf, it was thus enabled to hold the balance in ſuſpence againſt the latter, 
and its ſeveral appurtenances, or rather was too mighty for them : But in 
1477, being maſtered by the Elector Erneſt and Duke Albert of Saxony, it was 
reduced to the ſubjection of the abbeſs, and its conſtitution changed. In 
1583, a conference was held here betwixt the divines of Saxony and the 
Palatinate of Brandenburg. Moſt of the villages belonging to the abbey 
have been utterly deſtroyed in its late war. Excluſive however of ſeveral 
farms and manſion-houſes it ſtill poſſeſſes 

Ditfurt, a country town, fituated on the Bode, and containing a pariſh 
church. Ramberg, a large wood here, belongs to the town, and is at pre- 


ſent ſeparated from the other lands of the abbey by a part of the principa- 
lity of Halber/tadt. 


The AB BE Y of GERIN RODE 


Was originally a free temporal convent for ladies, founded in the year 
960, by Gero Marggrave of Luſatia, and richly endowed. The houſe of 
Anbalt having reſumed it on the firſt of January 1624, it was confirmed in 
the 
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the poſſeſſion thereof by the treaty of Meſipbalia, and by virtue of it is 
entitled to a ſeat and voice among the prelates of the Rhine, both in the 
imperial Diet and that of the circle of Upper-Saxony. The aſſeſſment for this 
abbey to a Roman month is thirty-fix florins. Its payment to the chamber 
of Ietzlar is included in that of Anbalt, which has been mentioned above. 


At preſent it is a bailiwick belonging to the Bernburg line, and is deſcribed 


above in the principality of Anbalt. 


The AB BE Y of WY ALKENRITED. 


The imperial free abbey of Valtenried lies in the lordſhip of Klettenberg, 
and was founded in 1127 by Adelbeida, conſort to Yolkmar Count of Klez- 
tenberg, and Counteſs by birth of Lare or Lobra. It was of the Ciftercian 
order, and poſſeſſed of ſeveral eſtates, farms, manſions, paſtures, waters, 
woods, and mills, with ſome other demeſnes in the towns of Nortbauſen, 
Gofzlar, Gottingen, and Oflerwick. The Counts of Klettenberg were here- 
ditary patrons of this abbey in which, as alſo in the lordſhip of Klettenberg, 
on their failure in 1260, they were ſucceeded by the Counts of Habenſtein. 
In 1457, by an injunction from the Emperor Frederick III. and in 1524 
by the Emperor Charles V. the Dukes of Saxony were in the name of the 
empire empowered to take the convent of Walkenried into their pro- 
tection. In 1546 the then abbot introduced the Lutheran doctrine and ſer- 
vice here, which, in 15 56, became fully eſtabliſhed, and a ſchool was erected 
in the convent. In 1568 the Counts of Hobenſtein entered into a compact 
with the Elector of Saxony, that the convent ſhould have two patrons, viz: 
the Elector of Saxony, as chief patron, and ſubordinate to him, the Count 
of Hoben/tein ; and that it ſhould annually pay the ſum of three hundred guil- 
ders, as alſo maintain every fourth boy in the ſchool on the Elector's account. 
In 1574 the Elector of Saxony, and Henry Fulters, biſhop of Halberſtadt, 
Duke, by birth, of Brunſioick and Luneburg, entered into a compact for 
the exchange of the fief of Hohen/tein againſt that of Mansfeld, in which the 
Elector transferred to the biſhop of Halberſtadt the chief patronage over 
the convent of Walkenried, and other princely prerogatives belonging to him 
in Hobenſtein. In 1581 a convention was agreed upon between this biſho 
and Erneſt the laſt Count of Hohenſtern, for the ſettling of ſeveral miſunder- 
ſtandings which had riſen concerning the. convent. In 1583 the faid 
biſhop Henry Juliers, with conſent of the chapter, yielded up the reverſion 
of the lordihips of Lobra and Klettenberg, with the ſupreme patronage 
over the abbey of Walkenried. Erneft the laſt Count of Hohen/tein dying 
in 1593, biſhop Henry Juliers, as hereditary feoffee to his father Duke 
Julius, and likewiſe as Duke of Brunſw:ck, took abſolute poſſeſſion of theſe 
lordſhips, together with the chief patronage and adminiſtration over Mul- 
kenried, and received the inveſtiture from the chapter. After his death 


the 
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the patronage and adminiſtration of the convent devolved on his ſon Duke 
Prederich. Ulrick, Duke of Brunſwick, who dying in 1634, it came to 
Duke Chriſtian Lewis. At the peace of We/iphalia, the abbey of Walken- 
ried was aſſigned to the Dukes of Brunſwick and Luneburg, as an heredi- 
tary fief, and the patronage of the abbey aboliſhed. After the death of the laſt 
named Duke, by virtue of a convention agreed upon at Hildeſbeim, in 1665, 
between Duke Fobn Frederick, and George William, it came to the latter; 
and in 1672 deſcended by compact to the Prince of Brunſwick Wolfenbuttel 
who is ſtill in poſſeſſion of it as a bailiwick. Duke Lewis Rodolphus added 
it to the houſe of Blantenburg. While the Diets of Upper-Saxony ſubſiſted, 
it entitled the princely houſe to fit and vote therein, next to the abbey of 
Gernrode ; but in the Diets of the empire it has no voice. This abbey, 
in the matricula of the empire and circle, was formerly aſſeſſed at forty- 
eight florins ; but of this aſſeſſment it made complaint. To the chamber of 
Wetzlar it pays eighty-one rixdollars and eleven kruitzers. To the bailiwick 
of Walkenried belong, 1. The convent and town of Walkenried on the Zorge, 
in which is an eccleſiaſtical inſpector, with three paſtors under him. 
2. Zorge, containing two large iron manufactories. 3. Hebengeift, a village. 
4. Neuenbof and Wiedigsbef, included by Pruffia in the lordſhip of Klettenberg. 


The Principality of SCHWARZBURG. 


§. 1. + þ HE principality of Schwarzburg lies in Thuringia, and is to be 
ſeen in Homann's map of that country. The fouth part of it is 
alſo to be ſeen in Homann's map of Eaſt-Thuringia. This ſouthern or 
upper part is ſeparated from the north or lower part by an intermediate 
ſpace of ſix German miles ; the former is ſurrounded by the principalities 
of Coburg, Altenburg, and Eiſenacb, and the territory of Erfurt; the latter 
by the circle of Thuringia, the electorate of Saxony, the counties of Stolberg, 
Habenſtein and Eichsfelde, and the territory of the imperial town of Mubl- 
bauſen. | 
$. 2. It has ſeveral very beautiful and fertile parts. The Goldene Aue 
here, in Latin, Aurea tempe, and Aureum arvum, is a tract of land in the 
lower principality, fituated betwixt Northauſen and Sangerbauſen, and wa- 
tered by the river Helm, in which tract lie the towns of Kelbra and Herin- 
gia. The neighbourhood of Greuſſen, with the Langewitz and the Aue, 
in the latter of which lies Langewieſen, the Iimengrund, the Blaue Aue, con- 
taining Plauen, and the Wieſengrund, in which lie Teichel, are remarkably 
fruitful in all kinds of grain, eſculent vegetables and fruits. The neigh- 
bourhood of K/ingen, Frankenhauſen, Plauen, and other places, afford 
tolerable wine, The foreſts of Thuringia, the Hartz, and others, are of 
Vor. VI. Q_ great 
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great advantage to the country, the quantity of wood cut down in them 
amounting annually to a ton of gold; and moſt of this wood is exported. 
Theſe foreſts likewiſe abound in deer, wild boars, &c. The rivers a | 
here yield a great variety of good fiſh, In the diſtrict of Gebren, at Reheberge, 
near the Schwarze, is a gold-waſh, Leutenberg, Kom!z, and Schwarzburg, 
afford mines of filver and copper; and Frankenhauſen has V profitable 
ſalt- works. In the neighbourhood of the laſt place, and likewiſe at Kelbra, 
is a very beautiful red and white alabaſter, The principal rivers in the 
upper principality are, the Schwwarze, which iſſues out of the foreſt of Thu- 
r11gia, beyond the caſtle of Schwarzburg, and contains particles of gold, 
and betwixt Rudolſtadt and Saalfeld, falls into the Saale; the Im likewiſe 
riſes in the foreſt of Thuringia, one German mile and a half above I/menau, 
and joins the Saale near Camburg; the Gera has its ſource alſo in the foreſt 
of Thuringia, and above the village of Gera, beyond Armſtadt, divides 
itſelf into two branches. Below Molſzdorf it receives into it the Apfelſtett, 
and at Erfurt divides itſelf again into two other branches, the largeſt of 
which runs into the Un/trut, below Gebeſee, and the leſſer at Vebra; to 
theſe rivers is to be added the Saale, which likewiſe touches on the up 
art of this principality : in the lower is the Helme, the ſource of which lies 
widder Stuckey, from whence it enters the Golden plain below Heeringia, 
and having received into it the Zorgange, below Artern, at Kalbeſrieth, diſ- 
charges itſelf into the Un/irut ; the Wipper, which riſes at Eichsfelde, and 
paſſing by Sonderſhauſen, below the village of Hachelbuch, divides itſelf into 
another branch, which, betwixt Rinkleben and Auern, mingles its waters 
with the Unſ/irut, which is likewiſe joined by the main ſtream betwixt 
Gorſchleben and Sachſenburg ; and laſtly the Helbe, which comes out of the 
county of Hobnſtein, and below Greuſſen divides itſelf into three branches, 
all of which, at 4 Scherrendorf, and Griffstett, fall into the Un/trut. 
The laſt of theſe three rivers is dry every year, and that ſometimes for 


twenty-four weeks ſucceſſively, during which time all the mills in the val- 


ley are without work. 

$- 3. In the whole principality are twelve 3 belonging entirely to 
to it, together with the half of two others, ten market towns, fifteen caſtles, 
and about 100,000 ſouls. The princely houſes here, and their ſubjects, 
are Lutherans, and the pariſhes are divided into inſpections. 

F. 4. The preſent Princes of Schwarzburg, who, according to Ronick, 
were formerly Counts, are deſcended, as well as the ancient Counts of Kern- 
berg, from Gunther Count of __—_— ſecond ſon to Sizzo Count of 
Schwarzburg and Kefernberg, who lived from the year 1143 to 1195. 
Henry the younger, Gunther's eldeſt fon, was the founder of the preſent 
Princes of Schwarzburg, as his ſecond ſon, named Gunther, was of the Counts 
of Kefernberg, who became extinct in 1385. The fon of the former 
Count Gunther of Schwarzburg, Lord of Blankenberg, left behind him a 
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ſon named Count Henry, who lived from the year 1267 to 1274, and from 
him all the following Counts of Schwarzburg are deſcended : Jobn Gun- 
ther I. and Albert Anthony I. ſons to Count Gunther, who died in 1552, 
founded two lines of the Schwarzburg houſe, which are ſtill exiſting ; that 
is to ſay, the former that of Arnſtadt, which was afterwards called the line 
of Sonder/hauſen ; and the latter that of Rudolfiadt. Chriſtian Gunther II. 
who reſided at Arnftadt, and Anthony Gunther I. who lived at Sonder/hauſen, 
were grandſons to P 6 Gunther I. The line of the former failed in his 
children, Chriftian William and Anthony Gunther ; the ſons of the latter 
were, in 1697, together with theic lawful heirs male and female, raiſed 
to the dignity of Princes of the empire, and the county of Schwarzburg 
erected into an immediate principality. Prince Chriſtian William was ſuc- 
ceeded in the government by his ſon Gunther, as he alſo was by his brother 
Henry, who in 1754 obtained both ſeat and voice in the college of Princes, 
and after his demiſe in 1758, the ſucceſſion eſcheated to Prince William 
Gunther, ſon to his brother Augu/ius. Lewis Frederick the Great, founder 
of the Rudolſtadt line, was, in 1710, with the lawful heirs of his body male 
and female, raiſed to be Princes of the empire, and his county into an 
immediate principality : and his grandſon Prince Jobn Frederick, in 1754, 
was admitted to a ſeat and voice in the college of Princes. | 

$. 5. The Princes of Schwarzburg are inveſted by the Emperor with 
the office of grand maſter of the horſe to the empire. They are alſo huntſ- 
men to the empire; but this title is enjoyed by other Princes in Germany. 
The title and rank of the four Counts of the empire has been confirmed 
to them by ſeveral Emperors, in particular inſtruments, as for inſtance, 
by Maximilian I. in 1518, by Maximilian II. in 1566, by Radolpb II. in 
1576, by Matthias in 1612, and by Ferdinand III. in 1638. This title 
they firſt uſed in 1567, at the convention of Erfurt ; the full title of the 
Princes of Schwarzburg runs thus, viz. Princes of Schwarzbnrg, of the 
four Counts of the empire, Counts of Hobenſtein, Lords of Arnſtadt, Sonderf- 
hauſen, Leutenberg, Lobra, and Klettenberg. Their preſent coat of arms 
is quarterly per pale four tranſverſe beams topaz and ſaphire, containing 
for Schwarzburg a lion; for Arnſtadt an eagle diamond, in a field 
topaz ; for ein checquee pearl and ruby; for Leutenberg a lion 
paſſant topaz : the middle ſhield is pearl, a ſtag, ruby or diamond for 
Lobra ; beneath it rl, a pitch-fork, and curry-comb ruby, in token 
of the office of maſter of the horſe. In the centre of the whole, on a par- 
ticular ſhield, is the imperial ſpread eagle, with the ſcepter and monde, 
and in a ſmall ſhell on its breaſt is the imperial crown, denoting that, in 
the fourteenth century, Gunther Count of Schwarzburg was elected King 
of Germany. | | 

$. 6. In the year 1713, the two principal lines entered into a perpetual 
compact and union, by which the diviſion of the princely houſe into two 
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capital lines, viz. into that of Sonderſhauſen and Rudolfiadt, was confirmed, 
and likewiſe for the inſeparable junction of their lands and vaſſals, the in- 
troduction of the right of primogenitureſhip, and the accommodation of other 
family concerns. Prince Chri/tian Milliam of the Sonderſhauſen line, by his 
will in 1716, further confirmed in his line the right of primogeniture- 
ſhip. The common records of theſe families are kept at Rudolftade.. 

$. 7. The reigning Princes of both lines were, in 1754, introduced to 
fit and vote in the college of Princes. In the Diets of the circle of Upper- 
Saxony they formerly ſat next to the abbey of Walkenried ; but the electoral 
and princely houſe of Saxony, in the conventions made with them in 1719 
and 1731, promifed them their intereſt for procuring to them in future 
Diets, two places ſuitable to their rank of Princes. To a Roman month, 
their contingent is two hundred florins; to the chamber at Wetzlar, 
Schwaræburg- Sander ſbauſen pays ſixty- eight rixdollars eighty-nine kruitzers, 

and Schwarzburg-Rudol/tadt ſixty- nine rixdollars, nine kruitzers and a half. 
$. 8. A long conteſt had ſubſiſted between the houſe of Schwarzburg, 
and the Electors and Dukes of Saxony, concerning the ſovereignty of the 
latter over the former; and in 1561 it broke out with remarkable violence; 
but at length an accommodation was brought about, and confirmed by the 
Emperor. The firſt agreement between Schwarzburg and Saxony was in 
1699, and in 1702 ſome clauſes in it were ſettled with greater clearneſs 
and preciſion, on which Schwarzburg paid the ſum of 200,000 rixdollars : 
but both theſe agreements coming to nought, a new convention was made 
in 1719, to the following purpoſe, viz. The houſe of Saxony acknowledges 
the princely dignity of the houſe of Schwarzburg, and the ancient county 
of Schwarzburg, as a principality, will promote the admiſſion of the 
princely houſe into the college of Princes, in the Diet of the empire, and 
likewiſe to a ſeat and voice in the Diet of the circle of Upper-Saxony : it will 
not oppoſe the houſe of Schwarzburg in its ſollicitation at the imperial throne 
for the inveſtiture of the Imperial and Bobemian fiefs which belong to it; 
and in theſe fiefs, the houſe of Schwarzburg ſhall, without any moleſtation, 
enjoy the entire ſovereignty, with all appurtenances : further, the electoral 
houſe grants to the houſe of Schwarzburg, in all its lands, lordſhips, bai- 
liwicks and territories, particularly in the bailiwicks of Kelbra and Heeringen, 
the Jus-territerii, with all territorial and other rights and Regalia, tho' under 
the conditions annexed ; that is to ſay, the houfe of Schwarzburg ſhall, and 
will, on receiving the inveſtiture of the Saxon fiefs, perform by a proxy (who 
is to be a nobleman) the duties which were cuſtomary before the year 1699; 
that it ſhall every time, on proper notice from the electoral houſe, ſend 
a repreſentative to the general Diets of Saxony ; but this without prejudice 
to his immediate dignity, nor ſhall any thing relatively to the taxes, or in 
any other reſpect, be required of it, contrary to this agreement; that in 
lieu 
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lieu of the former diſputed contribution, it ſhould annually pay the ſum 
of 7000 dollars, in wood and current money of the country, as a perpe. 
tual and moveable præſtandum, the terms of payment to be the three Leipzig 
fairs; and of theſe the Sondersbauſen line is to pay two thirds, or 4666 dollars, 
ſixteen kruitzers, and that of Rudolſtadt one third or 2333, eight kruitzers ; of 
which ſums it is to require no abatement or intermiſſion, unleſs on the ac- 
count of ſome general calamity, a remiſſion be granted to all the Saxon 
territories : that church affairs were to remain upon the footing they were on 
in 1624, and the ſame they now are, and the Jus ep:/copale, as it is termed, 
to continue in the houſe of Schwarzburg, but appeals in all cauſes both 
eccleſiaſtical and civil, to be removed to the Elector of Saxony's provincial 
court of regency ; furthermore, that in all civil and juridical caſes carried 
on before the Schwarzburg courts, and without any appeal, @ /implici ci- 
tatione, or ab executione (as in ſuch caſes the appeals inſtead of an efettum 
ſuſpenſroum are to have only a devaluti vum) the appeals made in ſuch places as 
are fiefs to Saxony, ſhall be moved from the Schwarzburg tribunals to 
thoſe of Saxony ; but that the Schwarzburg colleges of regency only make 
the reports, and to them likewiſe are to be returned the reſcripts and de- 
crees of the Saxon courts ; with exception however to the circular bailiwick 
of Tenn/tett, unleſs in caſes of appeals, wherein the electoral regency is in 
no manner to encroach on that of Schwarzburg, nor enact any thing with 
reſpe& to the Schwarzburg ſubjects. In feudal and all real caſes, the 
Princes of Schwarzburg are to make their appearance, by proxy, before the 
electoral regency at Dreſden ; but in all other caſes and concerns the 
electoral courts are not to aſſume any juriſdiction. The houſe of 
Schwarzburg ſhall, on a proper ſummons and juncture, take the field 
with its uſual force, but under no pretence ſhall any donative monies, or 
any thing elſe, be required of it, ſub nomine ſurrogati. The electoral 
houſe ſhall never lay any claim to the mine-works, or the ſalt-tax of Fran- 
kenhauſen, but in the bailiwicks of Kelbra and Heeringen, the mine-regality 
ſhall continue in common to both houſes, c. The houſe of Schwarz- 
burg has likewiſe, in 1731, entered into the following agreement with the 
houſe of Saxe-Weimar, relative to the lordſhip of Arn/lad?, as being a fief 
of the latter: viz. Saxe-Meimar acknowledges the preſent princely dignity 
of the houſe of Schwarzburg, and of its former county ; will in no manner 
obſtruct the inveſtiture of the houſe of Schwarzburg in the Imperial and 
Bohemian fiefs, nor make any clauſe to the ſovereignty of them; alſo in 
the town and bailiwick of Arnſtadt, the bailiwick of Kefernberg, aud the 
town of Plauen, Saxe-Weimar, without further. oppoſition, grants to the 
houſe of Schwarzburg, the ſovereignty, with all its regalia and prerogatives, 
though under the annexed conditions, retaining however to itſelf the tollow- 
ing prerogatives, vi. The houſe of Schwarzburg ſhall, and will, every 


time on its inveſtiture of the fiefs in the territories of Saxe-Wermar, caule 
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the homage to be performed by proxy, who ſhall be a nobleman or coun- 
ſellor of the firſt rank ; likewiſe on notice ſend to the Diets of Saxony, 
but this without any detriment to his immediacy and rank ; and concern- 
ing the contributions, ſubſidies, and free gifts, the uſual military ſervice 
excepted, nothing ſhall be required of him contrary to this compact and 
cuſtom. The houſe of Schwarzburg promiſes annually, at three terms, to 
pay that of Weimar the ſum of 3500 dollars of lawful current money, as 
a perpetual præſlandum, never ſolliciting any intermiſſion or deduction 
thereof, unleſs on ſome general calamity, and on the grant of remiſſion to 
all the territories of Saxe-Weimar. The houſe of Schwarzburg remains 
in poſſeſſion of the Jus epi/copale without oppoſition ; but appeals in eccle- 
fiaſtical proceſſes are to be removed to the ſuperior tribunal, or the upper con- 
ſiſtory at Weimar, In either caſes appeals likewiſe lie from the Schwarz- 
burg court of regency at Arnſ/tadt, to that at Weimar. In feudal and real 
caſes the princes of Schwarzburg are to acknowledge the Forum before 
the court of fiefs, or the regency at Wermar. Saxe-Weimar ſhall never 
lay any claim to the mines in the lordſhip of Arn/tadt. 

$. 9. Each reigning Prince has an actual privy council, inſtituted prin- 
cipally for the conduct of ſuch ſtate affairs as may occur. By the diviſion 


of the Schwarzburg lands between the two ruling lines, each of them is 


to maintain two courts of regency ; that is to ſay, the Prince of Schwarz- 
burg-Sonderſhauſen, one at Sonderſhauſen, the other at Arnſtadt, and the 
Prince of Schwarzburg-Rudolftadt one at Rudblſiadt, and another at Fran- 
kenhauſen. Each too has its counſellors of law and regency, who are ab- 
ſolutely independent of each other, being ſubordinate to its own Prince 
alone ; but by agreement, appeals, though with ſome limitations, are car- 
ried from the Schwarzburg regencies at Sonderſbauſen and Frankenhauſen, 
to the Elector of Saxony's regency at Dreſden, and thoſe from the regency 
of Arnſftadt to that of Saxe-Weimar. The confiſtory here is compoſed of 
the ſecretary of the regency, a preſident, the court and law counſellors, 
with the ſuperintendent and an eccleſiaſtic, as aſſeſſors. The exchequer 
has its own particular counſellors, who, by virtue of their juriſdiction, in 
caſes relative to the revenue, are alſo court-counſellors, but do not fit in 
the regency. | 

8. 10. Each Prince has likewiſe his colonel, his lieutenant-colonel, his 
captain, and his lieutenants, for the management of military affairs. When 
the empire is engaged in a war, the Schwarzburg houſe, together with 
the Count of Ræuſſen, furniſhes a regiment of fix companies, to the amount 
of 1000 men, of which four are to be Schwarzburghers. 

8. 11. The Schwarzburg territories, which I now come more particu- 
larly to deſcribe, conſiſt of imperial and immediate fiefs of the empire. 
Others are ſubjet to Bohemia, Mentz, Saxony, Saxe-Weimar, Saxe-Gotha, 
Magdeburg, Heſſe-Caſſel, the biſhoprics of Fulda and Sannen-Lelen. We 
ſhall now ſpecity in their proper places I. The

Arnſtadt on the Gera, which above this place divides itſelf, into two 
branches.

Of late the buildings in this town, both public and private, have 
been greatly improved. Here is alſo an ancient reſidentiary caſtle with a 
church, and near it a palace for the Princeſs Dowager erected in 1732, 
three churches and a provincial ſchool of eight claſſes, a regency, a con- 
ſiſtory and exchequer. The rents too of the bailiwicks of Arnſtadt and 
Kefernburg, with the incorporate bailiwick of Gleichen ate collected 
here. Arnſtadt formerly belonged to the Dukes of Saxony. By the Em- 
peror Otho it was conferred on the abbey of Hersfeld, whoſe patrons the 
Counts of Kefernberg were poſſeſſed of a ſhare in it, and likewiſe reſided 
here, but by „ the ſhare paſſed to the Counts of Orlamunde and 
Weimar, and from them in 1306 by ſale to the Counts of Schwarzburg, 
who in 1332 purchaſing likewiſe the Hersfe/d ſhare, became ſole Lords of 
this town, which they have ſince gradually inlarged. In the year 1581 a 
great fire happened here, and in 1670 and 1693 two others of leſs con- 
ſequence. On the Gera are erected ſome braſs and iron works beſides 
ſeveral mills, and near the town is a houſe for the making of ſalt-petre. 

Plauen, a ſmall town fituated on the Gera, and formerly containing 
falt-works. In the year 1324 this place was only a village, but even at 
that time belonged to the Counts of Schwarzburg. In 1640 it was ſet on 
fire by the Swedes. The toll here is an imperial fief. 

Eight villages. 

2. The bailiwick of Kefernburg, alſo lying in the upper principality. This 
bailiwick is ſo called from the old caſtle of Kefernburg, Kafernburg or Ke- 
fernberg, of which there are ſtill ſome traces, and forms a part of the 
ancient county of that name. Sizzo Count of Schwarzburg and Kefern- 
berg or Kefernburg held both counties, the former of which deſcended 
to his ſon Henry, and the Jatter to another ſon named Gunther ; but Henry 
dying in 1484 without male iflue, Gunther ſucceeded likewiſe to the county 
of Schwarzburg. Of his ſons Henry the younger obtained the county of 
Schwarzburg, and Gunther the younger that of Kefernberg. Of the ſons 
of the latter Gunther, the elder became Count of Kefernberg, and Albert 
Count of Rabinſwalde ; Gunther the elder and Gunther the younger propa- 
gated the family and name of the Counts of Kefernberg, whilſt the — of 
the ſecond kept up the collateral line of Kefernberg Rabinswalde. At 
length the Counts of Kefernberg failed in 1385, on which their county 
eſcheated to the Landgraves of Thuringia, as Lords of the fief. In 1446 
Duke William of Saxony made over the caſtle of Kefernburg, to Henry 
Count of Schwarzburg for the ſum of 10,000 Rheniſh guldens, with power 
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the homage to be performed by proxy, who ſhall be a nobleman or coun- 
ſellor of the firſt rank ; likewiſe on notice ſend to the Diets of Saxony, 
but this without any detriment to his immediacy and rank ; and concern- 
ing the contributions, ſubſidies, and free gifts, the uſual military ſervice 
excepted, nothing ſhall be required of him contrary to this compact and 
cuſtom. The houſe of Schwarzburg promiſes annually, at three terms, to 
pay that of Yeimar the ſum of 3500 dollars of lawful current money, as 
a perpetual præſlandum, never ſolliciting any intermiſſion or deduCtion 
thereof, unleſs on ſome general calamity, and on the grant of temiſſion to 
all the territories of Saxe-Weimar.

In the year 1581 a 
great fire happened here, and in 1670 and 1693 two others of leſs con- 
ſequence. On the Gera are erected ſome braſs and iron works beſides 
ſeveral mills, and near the town is a houſe for the making of ſalt-petre. 

Plauen, a ſmall town fituated on the Gera, and formerly containing 
falt-works. In the year 1324 this place was only a village, but even at 
that time belonged to the Counts of Schwarzburg. In 1640 it was ſet on 
fire by the Swedes. The toll here is an imperial fief. 

Eight villages. 

2. The bailiwick of Kefernburg, alſo lying in the upper principality. This 
bailiwick is ſo called from the old caſtle of Xfernburg, Kafernburg or Ke- 
fernberg, of which there are ſtill ſome traces, and forms a part of the 
ancient county of that name. Sizzo Count of Schwarzburg and Kefern- 
berg or Kefernburg held both counties, the former of which deſcended 
to his ſon Henry, and the Jatter to another ſon named Gunther ; but Henry 
dying in 1484 without male iſſue, Gunther ſucceeded likewile to the county 
of Schwarzburg. Of his ſons Henry the younger obtained the county of 
Schwarzburg, and Gunther the younger that of Kefernberg. Of the ſons 
of the latter Gunther, the elder became Count of Kefernberg, and Albert 
Count of Rabinſwalde ; Gunther the elder and Gunther the younger propa- 
gated the family and name of the Counts of Kefernberg, whilſt the ſons of 
the ſecond kept up the collateral line of Kefernberg Rabinswalde. At 
length the Counts of Kefernberg failed in 1385, on which their county 
eſcheated to the Landgraves of Thuringia, as Lords of the fief. In 1446 
Duke William of Saxony made over the caſtle of Kefernburg, to Henry 
Count of Schwarzburg for the ſum of 10,000 Rbemiſh guldens, with power 
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of redemption, but in 1467 inveſted him with it as an hereditary fief, 
fince which time it has continued in the Schwarzburg family, which holds 
the bailiwick of Kefernburg as a fief of Saxe-Meimar. In this bailiwick 
are ſixteen villages, and here likewiſe lies that tract of land called Lange- 
witz, Below the ruins of Kefernburg caſtle ſtands 

Auguſtenburg, a fine palace begun in 1700 by Auguſta Dorothea Princeſs 
Dowager of Arnſtad?, Dutcheſs by birth of Brunſwick Molſenbuttel, and 
who likewiſe added a moſt beautiful garden to it. Cloſe by this palace is a 
ſmall village named Oberndorf, with a farm and ſheep-walk ſtill called 
Kefernburg. In the village of Dorotheenthal is made a new kind of earthen 
ware reſembling Delf. 

Obſ. Geſchwende, a nobleman's eſtate with a village and court belonging 
to it, is a fief of Heſſe-Caſſel on account of Hersfeld. 

3. The bailiwick of Gehren, likewiſe ſituated in the upper principality 
near the foreſt of Thuringia. In this bailiwick are ſeveral iron works and 
ſawing mills. Refin is found in the fir-pits here, together with pitch and 
ſoot. The greateſt part of it is an imperial fief, containing | 

Gebren, a market-town, with a palace belonging to the Prince. In 


this town alſo is the bailiwick-office and an eccleſiaſtical inſpection. In 


1749 Gebren ſuffered greatly by fire. 8 

Langewieſen, a large market- town ſituated on the In, among fine 
meadow grounds belonging to it. In this town are about two hundred 
houſes, and two churches. In the year 1408, 1675, 1681 and 1700 great 
fires happened here. Langewteſen is a fief of Mentz. 

Breitenbach, a large market-town ſeated on a ſmall river, in a pleaſant 
ſituation among woods, fields, hills and vallies. In this town is a palace 
belonging to the Prince, with near four hundred houſes and two churches. 

Not far from it, alſo on the river Breztenbach, is a threefold mine yield- 
ing, ſulphur, alum and vitriol. 

Eleven villages. a 

At Golitzſcbibal on the Rebeberge, near the Schwarze, and beyond the 
Maſſa are fine mine-works, with a ſtamping and ſawing mill, as alſo a gold- 
wath and a ſtraining houſe. The lode is gold and filver ore. 

4. The lower diſtrict of Gleichen, which conſiſts of the following 
villages of the lower county of Glerchen, belonging to the Princes of 
Schwarzburg-Sonderſhauſen under Saxe-Gatha, namely 

Sulzenbruck, Ingerſleben and Gunther/leben, with a ſeat and fifteen or 
ſixteen houſes at Stetten on the Gera. This bailiwick is under the Gleichen 
court at Arnſtadt. 

5. The bailiwick of Kula in the lower principality, which in 1421 
was ceded to the archbiſhop of Mentz as a fief, and contains 

Keula, a bailiwick town, conſiſting of about three hundred houſes, with 
a ſeat and farm belonging to the Prince. 
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At this place begins a foreſt, which inſtead of its proper name Haynleed: 
is commonly called Hainleute or Hageleite. This foreſt extends for three 
German miles to Sonder ſbauſen and three farther to Sachſenburg, being in reality 
a part of the foreſt of Harz, though now ſeparated by a conſiderable interme- 
diate ſpace, which has been ſeized and converted into arable land. 

Eight villages, together with an eſtate of the Prince and the ſheep-walk 
of Bruckendorf. Hol-Thalleben contains above three hundred houſes and 
Great-Bruchtern above one hundred. | 

6. The bailiwick of Scherenberg, lies alſo in the lower principality, and 
therein in the Hainleute. In this bailiwick is 

Scherenberg, an open town, dealing largely in hogs. 

Abts-Beſzingen, a village and fief of Fulda: with 

Three other villages. 

7. The town and bailiwick of Soanderſbauſen, ſituated in the lower 
principality, and containing 

Sonderſhauſen, a town ſeated on the Viper, which at this place is 
joined by the Beber. On an eminence without the town, ftands the 
palace, where the ruling Prince of the Sonderſbauſen line uſual reſides. 
The front of this palace is new, and beſides many other fine apartments, 
which are ſplendidly furniſhed, in it is a moſt ſuperb ſaloon called the 
Rieſenſaal or Giants-hall, The garden here is likewiſe laid out in the moſt 
beautiful manner. In the armoury ſtands an image of Paſtricb one of 
the Vendiſb idols. It is a caſt black ſhining metal and hollow on the 
inſide. The body of it is every where large, and towards the belly one ell 
and a fonrth round, and capable of containing above a common pail of 

water. Its head is alſo of a diſproportionate bigneſs, with a round hole 
inſtead of the mouth, and another on the crown. The right hand reſts on 
the head, and the left in his lap, but the middle of the left arm is broken 
off. The legs alſo are mutilated, and the right bent. Sonder/hauſen is 
the ſeat of the regency, the conſiſtory, a bailiwick and territorial court of 
juſtice. It formerly belonged to barons, who were ſtiled Lords of Sonder- 
ſhauſen. In the thirteen century the Counts of Schwarzburgand Habnſtein 
came to an open rupture, about the lordſhip of Sonder/hauſen in conſequence 
whereof the former in 1248, made themſelves maſters of it, and 
ſacked the town. In 1347 the Counts Henry and Gunther of Schwarzburg 
obtained from their father-in-law, Henry Count of Habnſtein, the rever- 
fion both of the town and lordſhip, which was confirmed to them by 
Frederick landgrave of Thuringia, and the Emperor Charles IV. Accordingly 
on his demiſe in 1356, they ſucceeded him in the actual poſſeſſion 
thereof. Sonderſhauſen has ſuffered very conſiderably by fire, particularly in 
the years 1482, 1639, 1640, 1657. 

The bailiwick and court extend over twelve villages, of which five are 
fiefs of Saxony. 

Vor. VI, | R The 
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The ancient caſtle of Jechaburg ſtood on the Frauenberge, not far from 
the village of Jecle, and was the reſidence of King Lewis II. In the 
year 933 it was taken by the Hunns, but the latter were afterwards de- 
feated in the valley, which, from the ſlaughter of them there, was named 
the Hunnenthal. Near the caſtle the before mentioned King Lewis built a 
church, dedicated to the Virgin Mary, and at Frauenberge the Emperor 
Otho I. founded that of St. Peter, which had originally a chapter. 

Obſ. On a circular hill at the ſkirts of the Hayulcede not far from Sonder- 
ſhauſen ſtood Spatenberg caſtle, erected by the Emperor Henry IV. but 
which afterwards deſcended to the Counts of Anbalt, from them to the 
Counts of Hobn/tern, and laſtly, in 13 56, to the Counts of Schwarzburg. 

8. The bailiwick of K/ingen in the lower principality, being a fief of 
Saxony, and containing 


Klingen, a market-town and caſtle, ſeated on the Helle, and erected into 
a town in 1282, but which in 1313, obtained its charter. 


Twelve villages, among which that of Almenbauſen with its ſeat, is 
a fief of Fulda. ; 
9. Greuſſen, a town ſituated in a fertile country in the lower principality 
on the river Helle, and belonging to no bailiwick. Since the great fire of 
1687, the houſes here have been rebuilt on a regular plan. In ancient 
records this town is called Markt-Greufſen, by way of diſtinction from 
W:t-Greufſen. In 1260 it devolved to the Counts of Hobnſtein, and after- 
wards to the Counts of Schwarzburg, as abſolute property. 


10. The prefecturate of Haſzeleben in the lower principality, likewiſe 
annexed to no bailiwick but being a fief of Sennen. 
 Haſzeleben, is a market-town, with a houſe in it, belonging to the Prince. 
11. Ebeleben in the lower principality, a fief of Saxony, and containing 
9 Ebeleben, a market- town ſituated on the Helbe, with a ſeat and farm be- 
il longing to the Prince, and a ſchool in it formerly of great reputation. The 
5 eccleſiaſtical inſpection here extends over four pariſhes, and is immediately

N ſubject to the eccleſiaſtical council of Dreſden. Ebeleben formerly belonged 
48 to the Schlotheim family, but being forteited by rebellion, was conferred

12. Ebrich or Great-Ebrich, a (mall town ſituated in the lower principality 
on the river Helm, and belonging to no bailiwick. In the fixteenth century 
this place ſuffered frequently by fire. Here were alſo formerly two caſtles, 
called the Old and New Burg. Theſe caſtles belong to the county and 
caſtle of Kirchberg. 

13. The bailiwick of Bodungen, which conſtitutes a part of the 
county of Hehnjtein, as ſhall be treated of at large under the deſcription 
of that county. 

II. The principality of Schwarxburg-Rudolſtadt, containing 


. The 
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1. The bailiwick of Rudblſiadt in the upper principality, which in 1361 
was ceded as a fief to the crown of Bobemia, ſince which it has remained 
ſuch. In this bailiwick is 

Rudolſiadt or Rudelſtadt, a town ſeated on the Saale, with a caſtle near 
it, ſtanding on an eminence, in which the Princes of Schwarzburg- Rudol- 
/tadt uſually reſide. In the year 1573 and 1735, this caſtle was deſtroyed 
by fire, but has ſince been rebuilt. Here likewiſe are held the regency, 
conſiſtory and exchequer courts. In the town church is to be ſeen the burial 

laces of the Princes. The Latin ſchool has lately been improved. Here 
is alſo a ſuperintendency, a ſeminary of divines founded in 1745 by Prince 
John Frederick, and in honour of him called Fredericianum, with a farm 
of conſiderable produce. | 

Teichel, a ſmall town conſiſting of about fifty houſes, and fituated in a 

leaſant vale, environed by high mountains. In this town alſo is a farm 
belonging to the Prince. . 

Nine villages, of which two only are Bohemian fiefs, and a farm. 

2. The bailiwick of Blankenburg, alſo lying in the upper principality, 
and being an imperial fief, which is incorporated in ſuch a manner with 
the bailiwick of Rudo//fad?, that both are under the ſame ſteward. To 
this bailiwick belongs 

Blankenburg or Blakenberg, a ſmall town ſituated on the Rinne, which 
at the paper mills below this place falls into the Schrwarza. The caſtle here 
which was formerly the reſidence of the Counts of Schwarzburg is now in 
a ruinous condition. 

The caſtle of Greifen/tein likewiſe at a little diſtance from the town, 
lies entirely in ruins. 

Twenty villages, among theſe Qu:7telsdorf formerly yielded cobalt, of which 
a moſ? beautiful blue is made, and the trenches ſtill afford a fine copper ore. 

3. The bailiwick of Schwarzburg, in the. upper principality. This 
bailiwick is an imperial fief, and comprehends under it 

Schwarzburg, a ſeat on a rock near the Schwarza, and which originally 
gave name to the Princes of Schwarzburg. At this place is a houſe of correc- 
tion of remarkable ſtrength. In the neighbourhood are mine-works of 
ſilver and copper. 

Kenigſee, a ſmall town of about three hundred houſes, lying on the 
Rinne, about one German mile from the ſeat of Schwarzburg. In the 
year 1446 this town was taken, pillaged and ſet on fire by Milliam Duke 
of Saxony. Likewiſe in 1635 and 1717, the greateſt part of it was again 
deſtroyed by fire. | . BW 

Thirty-four villages, with a great number of iron-works and mills, as alſo 
Under-Ceditz and Frebitz, formerly noble manors. 

4. The diſtrict of Paulinzelle, in the upper principality, always held by 
the ſenior of the princely houſe, as a fief of Gotha, and formed out of 
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Paulinzelle or cella paulina, which was once a convent of Benedictine Monks, 
The bailiwick houſe here lies at the convent which is now in ruins ;. and 
to the bailiwick itſelf belong nine places; beſides which it receives an 
hereditary acknowledgement from thirty-nine more. 

5. The bailiwick of Konitz, likewiſe ſituated in the upper principality, 
but on the other ſide the Saale, has been a fief of Bohemra ever fince the 
year 1361, when it was ceded to that crown. In this bailiwick is 

Kionitz, a ſeat and village, containing ſome mines of ſilver and copper. 

The villages of Buche and Preſgtoitæ, with five vafſals at Laufznrtz, and 
Little-Geſchwwende a noble manor. 

6. The bailiwick of Leutenberg, alſo lying in the upper principality, but 
in a great meaſure ſeparated from it, by the Saalfeld ſhare of the principa- 
lity of Altenburg. This bailiwick was formerly a particular lordſhip which 
eſcheated to the Counts of Schrwarzburg. In it is 

Leutenberg or rather Leitenberg, fo called as being ſituated among Berg: 
or Hill, by no leſs than eleven of which it is ſurrounded. It is but a fmall town 
of about one hundred houſes, and lies on the river Sorbitg. The ſeat here 
about two hundred years ago, was the reſidence of an appenaged tine of 


the houſe of Schwarzburg, and at preſent is the uſual manſiorr of the 
Princeſſes Dowager of Schwarzburg-Rudo//iadt. It was formerly called 


Friedeburg. Here is alſo an adjunct of the ſuperintendency at Rudolſtadt. 
Near it are ſome mine-works of filver and copper, with tmeliing houfes 
and a copper-mill. 

Twenty nine villages. 

7. The bailiwick of Ehernſtein, alſo lying in the upper principality, is an 


imperial fief, and a lordſhip of great antiquity. In this bailiwick is 


Ebrenſtein, an old fortified caſtle, ſeated on an eminence, betwixt 
Remda and Im: but the bailiwick houſe being at Teichmannsderf, this 
caſtle is generally called Ebrenſtein. In the villages of Great and Litile- 


Liebringen lie two feudal eſtates, and at Oefterrode is a very conſiderable 


farm belonging to the Prince. To this bailiwick further belong two 
villages. | 

Obſ. In this country are alfo the following villages, vg. Grieſabeim cn the 
i'm, Wildenſpring, Darnfeld on the Heath, Angelreda, Lichſtadt: and Great 
and Little-Kochberg, all belonging to nobles and under the juriſdiction of 
their proprietors. It is to be further obſerved that Dornfeld on the Um, is a 
demeſne of Rudolſtadt. | 

8. The bailiwick of 7m, likewiſe ſituated in the upper principality, and 
held by the ſenior of the princely huuſe as a fief of Gotha. In it is 

Im, a ſmall town lying on the river In, with a ſeat, on the ſite of 
which formerly ſtood a nunnery. 

The village of Upper-1/m and five others. 

9. The prefecturate of Seebergen, the ſeat of which lies in the village 
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of that name, towards Gotha. At this place are fine quarries. See- Bergen 
came to the houſe of Schwarzburg partly by grant and partly by purchaſe. 

10. The town and bailiwick of Frankenbauſer in the lower principality, 
being a fief of Saxony. | ? | 

Frankenhauſen, is ſeated on a branch of the Vipper, which paſſes through 
the town, in a fine fertile country on the fide of a mountain, which forms 
a part of the Harz, and to the north ſeparates its diſtrict from the golden 
vale. To the Eaſt likewile it borders on part of the Hainleite, and weſtward 
on the mountains of Finn, whence on all fides, it is environed with woods 
and mountains. In this town is a regency with a ſeat of the Prince's and 
a chapel in it, as alſo two churches excluſive of two more lying without the 
gates, at the church-yard and hoſpital. The ſchool here is a remnant of 
a Ciſtercian nunnery. The falt works are ſome of the moſt ancient and 
famous in all Germany, and ſo conſiderable that the town owes its proſperity 
wholy to them. They belong as an hereditary property to the burghery, 
who for every five quarters of a buſhel of ſalt pay to the Prince a duty of two 
groſchen. In the Ober/tadt under the old Altenburg ſtands a fort which 
was originally built for the protection of theſe ſalt-works. The number 
of falt-houſes computed here is one hundred and ſeventeen, though 
only betwixt thirty and forty have actually been built, in which falt is 
made. For the others a conſideration is paid. The alloy of the ſalt which 
is drawn up in leather buckets, by means of large wheels driven by the 
Wipper, is from ten to eleven., The town anciently belonged to the Counts 
of Beichlingen, one of whom in 1340 ſold it to his uncle, the Count of 
Schwarzburg. On a mount near this place in 1525, a body of Sooo 
rebel peaſants were defeated, which from the action has retained the name 
of the Schlachtberge or Battle-bill, In 1689 the greateſt part of the town 
was deſtroyed by fre. 

2. To the bailiwick beſides the Aa of Frankenhauſen, which con- 
fiſting but of fifty mean dwelling houſes, is for that reaſon reckoned only a 
village, belong ſeven other conſiderable villages. Among them are Gellingen 
or Gellingen and Rettleben, in the latter of which the proprietor has a criminal 
court. Not far from Frankenhauſen ſtands Ratbsfeld, a ſeat of the Prince's 
ſituated in a delightful wood. 

Obſ. The villages of 1chfted? and Borxleben, in which courts alſo are held; 
belong one half of them to the Prince of Schwarzburg Rudol/tad?, and the 
other half to the family of Ebra. 

11. The bailiwick of Arnsburg, likewiſe fituated in the lower princi- 
pality, and being a fief of Saxony. This bailiwick is united with the 
preceding one. In it is 

Arnsburg, a caſtle ſeated among mountains and greatly decayed, 
though once the reſidence of the Lords of Arnsburg, who ſeem to have 
failed in the fourteenth century, at which time it deſcended to the Counts 
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of Hobnſtein, and from them to the Counts of Beichlingen, but laſtly to the 
houſe of Schwarzburg ; who were proprietors of it ſo early as the year 1417. 
To the bailiwick further belong the villages of Secga and Gunzerede. © © 

12. The bailiwick of Strauſzberg, ſituated in the lower principality, and 
being a fief of Mentz. The caſtle, of rab ber; now lying in ruins, 


ſcems to have firſt belonged to the Counts of Kirchberg, by whom it was 
mortgaged to the opulent family of Kammerer, who, according to their 
different place of reſidence, ſtiled themſelves Camerarii de Mubihuſen, de 
Almenbuſen, and de Strusberg, as alſo Domini in Strusberg ; and even in 
the thirteenth century, were poſſeſſed of the caſtle of Strauſzberg. At the 
beginning of the fourteenth century, the Counts of Hobnſtein had it in their 
hands, but on the deceaſe of Henry III. Count of Hohnftein, in 13 56, it 
eſcheated, together with its lordſhip, to the houſe of Schwarzburg, who, 
in 1421, ceded it as a fief to the archbiſhop of Meng. At this caſtle is a 
Prince's farm; the bailiwick here likewiſe includes the villages of Wolkramſ- 
hauſen and Immenrode, together with thoſe of Wangen and Kirchberg, which 
are deſtroyed. On a mountain about two hundred paces from the latter 
ſtood the caſtle of Kirchberg ; and, about two musket-ſhot from this, be- 
twixt the prodigicus valley, as it is called, and the Kirch vale, that of A. 


tenburg; but both theſe caſtles have long ſince lain in ruins. The former 


of them, and probably alſo the latter, was the reſidence of the Counts of 
Kirchberg. Kirchberg, ſince the year 1259, belonged to the Counts of 
Schwarzburg ; for it appears that Sophia, widow of Henry, at that time 
Count of Schwarzburg, bequeathed to her brother, Henry Count of Hobn- 
ein, the caſtle of Kirchberg, with the Ebrichburg, and all other its ap- 
purtenances. Theſe caſtles very probably had been a part of her portion. 

13. The bailiwick of Heeringen, ſituated in the lower principality, and 
in the golden plain, is a fief of Saxony, and jointly poſſeſſed by the Princes 
of Schwarzburg and the Counts of Stc/{berg. It came from the Counts of 
Beichlingen to the Counts of Hohn/tein, and from the latter one half of it, 
in 1412, devolved to the Counts of Stollberg, and in 1420 the other half 
was ſold to the Counts of Schwarzburg. To it belongs 

Heeringen, a town, ſeated on the river Helm, and having a caſtle; erected 
by the Counts of Hebn/tein in the year 1327: together with : 

The pariſhes of Auleben, Bulen, Leimbach, Gerſzbach, Steeinbrucken, 
Sundhauſen, Uthleben, and Wendeleben. _ 

14. The bailiwick of Kalbra, alſo lying in the gol/den-plain, and being a 
fief of Saxony. This bailiwick likewiſe belongs jointly to the Princes of 
Schwarzburg and the Counts of Stollberg. To it is annexed 

Kalbra or Kelbra, a town, ſeated on the river Helm, and containing an 
eccleſiaſtical inſpection; together with | 

The pariſhes of Berga, Sittendorf, Tilleda, and Thuringia, At the vil- 
lage of Tilleda, in the time of the Saxon Emperors, ſtood an imperial 
palace. In ancient records it is called Dullede and Dullethe, 
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Obſ. South ward, beyond Kelbra, lie the remains of the caſtle of Roten- 
burg, from whence the eye has a proſpect of the foreſt of Harz, and the 
whole golden plain, from Nordbauſen quite to Sangerbauſen. The Counts 
who received their name from it, and in all appearance are of the ſame 
deſcent with the Counts of Beichlingen, reſided at this caſtle ſo early as the 
year 1103, and probably built it in the eleventh century. The laſt Count 
of Rotenburg was named Frederick, and died in the beginning of the thir- 
teenth century, On his death, the caſtle, together with its lordſhip, de- 
ſcended to his relations the Counts of Beichlingen, of whom a particular 
branch refided here, till it failed in the perſon of Count Gerhard III. This 
Count ſold the caftle, together with the retnainder of the lordſhip, to the 
Counts of Schwaraburg, who were in poſſeſſion of it in 1378, and in 1405 
mortgaged it to the family of Tutcherode ; but in 1434 inveſted them with 
it, under certain reſtrictions. On their extinction, it re-eſcheated to the 
houſe of Schwarzburg, as a vacant fief. That the idol Puſtrich was wor- 
ſhipped at Rotenburg, is by no means probable ; this caſtle having been 
originally built, and conſtantly inhabited by Chri/tzan counts. 

About one hour's diſtance from Rotenburg, and beyond the village 
of Tilleda, ſtands likewiſe the ruined caſtle of Kyfhauſen, which was 
once an imperial palace. Its name implies a houſe built for conteſt and 
war, or, a houſe which has occaſioned much conteſt and war. The moſt 
ancient account now extant concerning it is, that it was taken in 1069 or 
1070. Frederick IV. Count of Beichlingen-Rotenburg, was, by the Em- 
peror Rodolphus, appointed for its burggrave or caſtellan, and his deſcendants 
obtained the property of it. In 1378 the Counts of Schwarzburg appear 
to have been proprietors of the caſtle of Rotenburg. 

15. The market towns of Schlotheim, with the villages of Aſabrſtadt and 
Marolterode, and all juriſdiction, belong to the family of Hopfgarten, who 
hold it as a fief of the Princes of Schwarzburg-Rudolſtadt, as thele laſt do 
of the houſe of Saxony. 
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The County of MANSFELD. 


$. I. T HE firſt map of the county of Mansfeld was that of Stella, en- 
graved by Hogenberg, and republiſhed by Blaento, Fanſſon, and 
Waesberge. In 1750 Humann's heirs put forth a new map, the author of 
which is not named, but in 1751 it was greatly improved by the reverend 

Mr. Biring. In the Atlas of Germany this map conſtitutes the ſixty-third. 
| F. 2. The county borders on the Saxon bailiwicks of Sanger/hauſen, Sit- 
tichenbach, and Querfurt, the dioceſe of Merſeburg, the dutchy of Magde- 
burg, the principalities of Anhalt and Halber/tadt, and the county of Stell- 
berg. Its greateſt length is ſeven, and its greateſt breadth four German miles, 
5.3. l 
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§. 3. It is in general very mountainous, but affords good corn land and 
ſturage, together with large woods of great profit, vineyards, chaſes and 
ſheries, as alſo a ſalt- work and mine, which is divided into three depart- 
ments, and yields a flate, from which copper is extracted. A quintal of 
the beſt ſlate, at moſt, and that too but very ſeldom, contains five pounds of 
fine eſſayed copper: a quintal of the worſt yields only two pounds; but 
both ſorts are mixed together in the proceſs of ſmelting. It is apprehended 
however that there will be a want of charcoal for the carrying on of this 
work. Formerly the copper extracted from the flate dug here amounted 
to 18 or 20,000 quintals, each of which yielded from ten to twelve ounces 
of ſilver. Of this filver, in the beginning of the fifteenth century, a great 
number of dollars were coined ; but at preſent the total weight of the co 
r hardly amounts to 1500 quintals. This flate is remarkable for im- 
preſſions of all kinds of animals, eſpecially of fiſhes. In this county like- 
wiſe are two conſiderable lakes, ſtanding near each other, and even com- 
municating, but of a very different nature. The water of one of them, 
and that the largeſt, being quite falt; while the water in the other is 
perfectly freſh and ſweet. ey both abound in fiſh and creviſſes, inſo- 
much that the villages along their banks ſubſiſt by fiſhing, They afford 


- alſo an inexhauſtible number of wild ducks, geeſe, ſnipes, and other water- 


fowl, ſome of which are ſhot, and others taken by a net. The Saale is 
the northern boundery of this country, where it receives the Sa/ze, which 
iſſues from the abovementioned faline lake, together with the Schlenze, 
and ſeveral ſmaller ſtreams. The Vipper comes laſt from the county of 
Stollberg, and having traverſed a part of the county of Mansfeld, is increaſed 
by ſeveral rivulets, after which it paſſes into the principality of Anbalt. 
The Eine riſes in the bailiwick of Rammelburg, and below Aſcberſſeben runs 
into the Wipper. The Woyta or Weita has its ſource in the bailiwick of 
Querfurt, belonging to Saxony, and diſcharges itſelf in the ſalt lake. 

$. 4. The number of towns in the whole country amounts to ſeven, or the 
old and new town of Eſgieben, being reckoned for two, may be conſidered 
as eight. The prevailing religion here is Lutheraniſm, the introduction 
of which into this country was zealouſly promoted by Albert VII. Count 
of Mansfeld. It contains ſixty-ſix parochial-villages, the clergy belonging 
to which are divided into eight deanries, excepting that thoſe belonging to 
the pariſhes of the Arnſtein bailiwicks, are, in church affairs, conſidered 
as detached from the county, and therefore are under the ecclefiaſtical 
inſpection and conſiſtory of Leipzig. The ſupreme adminiſtration of theſe 
eight deanries and the pariſhes belonging to them is lodged in the general 
ſuperintendent of the county. 

$. 5. The Counts of Mansfeld are deſcended from the Lords of Querfurt. 
The ancient male line of Mansfeld began in Count Heter I. who, in 1115, 


fell in the great battle fought near Y/elfe/Þolze, in this county, betwixt King 
Henry 
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Henry V. and the Saxons, to the diſadvantage of the former. Ulrich I. and 
Burkhard I. grandſons to his ſon Hoier II. in 1220, divided the county 
betwixt them. The progeny of the former became extinct in the 
fourteenth century, and the latter left no ſons ; but, in 1219, a little be- 
fore his death, his ſecond daughter Sophia was married to Burkbard VI. 
Lord of Querfurt, Count of Mansfe/d and Hardeck, and Burgrave of Mag- 
deburg, from whom deſcended the preſent lineage of the Counts of Man. 
ed, and who are the firſt branches of this new ſtem. His fon Burk- 
hard (VIII.) II. was the firſt of the Qyerfurt line who was by birth Count 
of Mansfeld. His eldeſt ſon Burkhard (X.) III. in the partition, obtained 
only the county of Mansfeld, and his brothers the lordſhip of erfurt. He 
inlarged the county, however, by the purchaſe of the lordſhip of Seeburg, 
in 1287; and in 1301, added to it Born/ted?, which Herrmann II. grand- 
ſon to the abovementioned Count Ulrich I. had deſtroyed. His ſon Burk- 
hard (XI.) IV. purchaſed Hederſleben for himſelf and his heirs; and his 
ſon Gebhard II. purchaſed the ſeat and diſtrict of Schraplau, with the vil- 
lage of Alber/tedt. From Buſs IV. fon to the latter, deſcended Gunther II. 
who fold Hatzgerode, but Henry Count of Hobnſtein having, in 1401, 
mortgaged to him the caſtle of Morungen, in 1408, he made an abſolute 
purchaſe of it. His brother Vollrath II. likewiſe added, by purchaſe, to the 
county, Hettfladt and Wippra. Gebbard V. ſon to Gunther II. redeemed 
the burg of Arn/tein, which had been mortgaged ; and his fon Gebbard VI. 
added to the county the lordſhips of Frideburg and Heldrungen, which he 
purchaſed, but left no heirs. Albert IV. brother to the before mentioned 
Counts, Gunther II. and Vollrath II. had, for his fon, Gunther III. who, 
jointly with his couſin Vollrath II. made a purchaſe of Wippra, and in- 
larged the county with the lordſhip of Artern. On his deceaſe, in 1475, 
his ſons founded two capital lines, which received their names from the 
partition of Mansfeld caſtle ; that is to ſay, Albert V. the title of the Vorder- 
Ort line, and Erneſt I. that of Hinder-Ort. 

Thus the founder of the Vorder-Ort line is Count Albert V. whoſe fon 
Ernc/t II. had, by two wives, twenty-two children, of whom the founders 
of particular collateral lines, were the following, vg. Philip II. founder of 
the Bornſtedt line, of which, more in the ſequel ; Jahn George, founder of 
that of Eiſleben, which, in 1710, failed in the perſon of Ih George III; 
Peter Erneſt I. founder of that of Friedeburg, or the Niederland, which 
became extinct in his children; Jabn Albert, founder of that of Arn/tein, 
which likewiſe ended in his children; Jahn Heier II. founder of that of Ar- 
tern, which alſo failed in his iſſue; and John Erneſt, of that of Hel- 
arungen, which, like the two former, came to a period in the firſt gene- 
ration. To return to the Born/tedt line, it was continued by Bruno Il. fon 
to the abovementioned Philip II. and by his fon Bruno III. Among the 
tons of the latter, Francis Maximillian and Henry Francis, are more parti- 
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cularly to be noticed: the latter, in 1690, obtained from Charles II. King 
of Spain, the principality of Fond:, in the kingdom of Naples; and, in the 
ſame year, was created a Prince of the empire, which dignity was con- 
firmed to him in 1696, and again alſo in 1709, and in 1711 publickly 
notified. This Prince left only two daughters. In 1716, Charles Franci; 
Adam Anthony, fon to Francis Maximilian, and Prince of Fondi and 
Mansfeld, effected a repeal of the ſequeſtration of part of the county 
of Mansfeld, which was under the ſovereignty of Magdeburg. In his fon 
Prince Henry Francis II. is continued the ſtem of the Yorder-Ort prin- 
cipal line. | 

"I he FHind-r-Ort chief line became divided in the perſons of Gebbard VII. 
and Albert VII. tons to its founder Erne/t I. into the Midale-Ort line, and 
that of Hinder-Ort. Chriſtepher II. fon to the former reſiding at Schraplau, 
the Middle-Ort line, which was continued only in him, from thence 
obtained the name of the Schraplau line, but failed in his children. John]. 
ſon to Albert VII. and his ſon Frederick Chriſtopher, propagated the 
Hinder-Ort line, which came to a period in Chriſtian Frederick, fon to the 
latter, whe died in 1666. 


$. 6. The county of Mansfeld is partly a fief of Saxony and Magdeburg. 


-, Betore the year 1573, the Electors of Saxony inveſted the Counts, only with 


juch places as had been purchaſed of them, namely with Heldrungen, Arn- 
ſtein, Morungen, Leinungen, and their appurtenances. The mine-works here, 
as appears from the imperial patents of 1215, 1323, 1364, 1416 and 1444, 
were at firſt an immediate imperial fief ; but in 1484, the Elector Erne/t, 
and Duke Albert of Saxony, brought the Counts of Mansfeld to an ac- 
knowledgment, that they received the county of them as a fief, to which, in 
the enſuing year, the Emperor Frederic& III. gave his conſent. In 1573 the 
Elector Auguſtus, by virtue of an exchange agreed upon with the chapter 
of Halber/tadt, acquired the property of the Halber/tad? fiefs, within the 
county of Mansfe/d, making over in lieu of them, the lordſhip of Lora, 
with the towns of Elrich and Bleicherode. The other parts of the county 
were held as fiefs from the archbithopric of Magdeburg ; but of theſe like- 
wile the Elector of Saxony obtained a part, by the compact of exchange 
made at Erfleben in 1579. Since that time, the Saxon fiefs have con- 
ſtituted about three fifths, and thoſe of Magdeburg or Brandenburg, two 
fifths of the county, which is entirely ſubject to the ſovereignty of the Lords 
Paramount. In 1570 the Counts of Mansfeld of the Vorder-Ort chief line 
conſented that, for the diſcharge of their debts, the Lords of the fief and the 
territorial Princes ſhould ſequeſtrate their eſtates and bailiwicks, on which 
each, as adminiſtrators of the ſaid ſequeſtration, aſſumed the eſtates, with 
their ſovereigaty, with equal rights and juriſdiction. Theſe ſequeſtrated bai- 
liwicks and eſtates of the Vorder-Ort line made three fifths of the whole 
county, out of which three-fourths were-under Saxony, and one ſubject to 


Mag deburg . 
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Magdeburg. But, on the ſucceſſive extinction of the Middle and Hinder- 
Ort lines, the Lords of the fief and territorial Princes ſequeſtrated, alſo the 
two-fifths of the county, of which they had been proprietors. As for that 
part of the county under the ſovereignty of Magdeburg or Brandenburg, the 
lequeſtration thereof was taken off in 1716, but the part within the ſove- 
reignty of Saxony ſtill continues ſequeſtrated. 

$. 7. The title of the Prince of Mansfeld is, Prince of the Holy Roman 
Empire, Mansfeld, and Fondi, Noble Lord of Heldrungen, Seeburg, and 
Schraplau, Lord of the lordſhips of Dolrziſcb, Neubaus and Arnſtein. The 
arms for Querfurt are pearl, party per feſſe ruby; for Mansfeld, fix 
lozenges, diſpoſed in two rows ruby; for Arnſtein, diamond, an eagle 
diſplayed, with the bill, legs and claws topaz ; and for Heldrungen, ſaphire, 
a lion rampant topaz, with a crown of the ſame, a tongue exerted ruby, 
and a reverſed tail, ruby and pearl checquee in a bend. 

F. 8. I do not find that the Princes of Mansfeld are at preſent entitled to 
any ſeat and voice at the Diet of the empire, though formerly they 
were ſummoned, and ſent their repreſentatives; as is evident, in as much 
as their ſignature occurs among others in the decree of the Diet at Ratiſ- 
hon, concluded in 1654. They are allo regiſtered in the matricula of 
the empire, in which we find the county of Mansfeld is aſſeſſed to a 
Roman month, in ten horſemen and forty-five foot, or three hundred 
florins, of which ſum the ſaid Counts, now ſtiled Princes, are to pay 
one hundred and twenty, Saxony one hundred and thirty-five, and Mag- 
deburg forty-five. To the chamber at Vetglar the Elector of Saxony 
is charged for Mansfeld at one hundred and twenty-five rixdollars, forty- 
eight kruitzers, and Magdeburg eighty-three rixdollars ſixty-two kruitzers. 
The ſeat and vote of the Princes of Mansfeld in the circle of Upper-Saxony 
ſhall be taken notice of in the ſequel. 


Of the part under the SoverRriIGntTty of SAXONY 


in particular. 


This part, as we have mentioned above in Se ion ſixth, conſtitutes about 
three-fourths of the whole county; the woods in it are ſaid to take vp 
4, ooo acres, and thus are three times as large as thoſe in the Magdeburg 
part. The Elector of Saxony is inveſted with ſull ſovereignty over the part 
of which he is Lord Paramount, and jointly with the Princes of Marsjc/d exer- 
cites the jus prime iuſtantiæ, or concurrentis juriſdictionis. In reſpect of church 
affairs, the Elector of Saxony has granted ſome prerogatives to the Counts, 
reſerving to himſelf the ſupreme controll and adminiſtration. For the 
Jus collectundi, a manuſcript in my hands ſays, that it is veſted in the 
Elector of Saxony, who, however, does not impoſe on the ſubje&ts any 
extraordinary contributions or other taxes, nor even the quartering of sol- 
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diers, ſo that they pay only the aſſeſſments to the Roman months and cham. 
ber of W-t=/ar, together with the exciſe on liquors, and the tax on lands 
and honſes, of which indeed the Elector of Saxony, purſuant to an agree- 
ment made with the Counts on the firſt of September 1570, is to levy 
one half, together with other incomes ariſing from certain eſtates ; but the 
Electors, by a compact ſince made, have transferred them to the Counts. At 
preſent however they levy, the exciſe upon liquors for their own uſes 
alone; and the produce of this exciſe is very conſiderable. That the Saxen 
part of this county, even excluſive of the mines, yields a much larger 
revenue than that of Magdeburg, may be eaſily conceived. At Eiſzleben 
is a ſuperviſor's office belonging to the Elector, conſiſting of a ſuperviſor, a 
foreſter, and a receiver of the ſequeſtration, with a clerk. The bailiwicks 
of this part are moſt of them, by different ways, become the property 
of noblemen, as will appear from the following account. 

I. The bailiwick of Eiſgleben, under which is 

Eiſzleben, the capital of the county of Mansfeld. In this town are kept 
the ſuperviſor's office for Saxony, together with a mine office, the county 
confiſtory, and the general ſuperintendency ; it confiſts of two parts. In 
the old town of E:/z/eben is a caſtle, with three pariſh-churches, a grammar 
ſchool, and ſeven hundred houſes, of which five hundred and fifty * are 
brewhouſes. This part is populous, and the centre of all the trade and 
buſineſs of the whole county; every thing for ſale being brought hither, 
whence its exports to the Harz and Thuringia are conſiderable, This 
being alſo the high road to the empire, the toll here brings in at leaſt 
3000 rixdollars per annum. The inhabitants have likewiſe a great deal of 
corn land; but eighty huffs of theſe lands lie in the bailiwick of Helſta, 
to which they pay the tenths. The town every year pays into the treaſury 
of Magdeburg, the ſeveral duties and contributions, together with fixty 
florins as a kind of land-tax, and every five years forty more for ſervice- 
money. The exciſe levied upon liquors here belongs to Saxony. 

The new town of E:/z/eben conſiſts of one pariſh-church, and three 
hundred houſes, of which two hundred and fifty are brewhouſes. It ſhares 
likewiſe in the trade of the old town, to which, on the death of Count 
Chriſtian Frederick, in 1666, it was united, and therewith included in the 
ſequeſtration. This town is famous for having given birth to the great 
reformer Dr. Martin Luther, who alſo died here. In 1601, 1689, and 
1738, it ſuffered greatly by fire. 

Het:/tadt or Heckſted?, a town ſeated on the Wipper, not far from Welfe/- 


* The Reader no doubt will be amazed at the number of brew-houſes both here and in 
the New Tin, in proportion to the number of its other houſes ; and ſurely their ex, .rts of 
beer muſt be very great, or the quantity brewed in them very ſmall, (that is, perhaps they 
are no more than the public-houſes in the large thoroughfare towns in England, where every 
man generally brews his own beer) to occaſion ſuch a number of buildings for one ſingle article. 
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bolz, and having a magiſtracy, whole privileges exceed thoſe of any other 
town in the county. The corn lands here contain about one hundred and 
five huffs in extent the greateſt part of which is ſubject to Magdeburg. 
In the year 1200, Heger Count of Faltenſtein built the burgh or caſtle of 
Hettftadt, which, at preſent, is ſo entirely ruined, as to ſerve the townſ- 
men only for a brewhouſe. The town was gradually formed near it. 
Albert III. biſhop of Halberſtadt annexed both the burgh and town to 
his ſee, but in 1420 Biſhop John mortgaged it to the Counts of Mansfeld. 
In 1439, during the war betwixt Frederick Elector of Saxony, in conjunc- 
tion with his brother Duke Villiam, againſt Burkhard biſhop of Halber- 
/tadt, the former having taken and pillaged the town, conferred it on 
Vellrath II. Count of Mansfeld, as his hereditary property. In 1442 the 
ſaid Elector granted the fief of this town to the ſee of Halber/ftadt, which 
ceded it as an hereditary and abſolute property to the Counts of Mansfeld, 
who incorporated it with their county. In 1511 a terrible fire happened 
here, and in 1698 it was totally burnt down. 

The mine-works through the whole country, which were firſt opened 
about the year 1199, lie not far from the preſent town of Hett/ted?. 

II. The bailiwick of Vimmelburg, belonging to the family of Pfub/, 
who took it by way of farm, and cleared the mortgage on it. This baili- 
wick was formed out of the eſtates of the convent of Vimmelburg, near 
Eiſzleben, which, in 1525, was entirely demoliſhed by the revolted Pea- 
ſants, and afterwards, together with its poſſeſſions, ſecularized. 

III. The bailiwick of Born/tedt having for its proprietor the Prince of Man 
feld and Fondi himſelf. This bailiwick was formerly a particular lordſhip, 
which, in the twelfth century, belonged to the Counts of Mansfeld. But 
in 1202 it was fold to the archbiſhopric of Magdeburg, from which it came 
to Erich of Gattenſſeben, and in 1301 was again diſpoſed of to the county 
of Mansfeld. The bailiwick of Born/tedt was anciently a fief of Magde- 
burg, but in 1579 paſſed by exchange to Saxony: the Bornſtedt line of 
the houſe of Mansfeld, which is ſtill ſubſiſting, derives its name from it, the 
ancient caſtle of Bornſtedt, now lying in ruins. The village of the ſame 
name, which ſtands below it, in conjunction with the village of Schmalge- 
rode, likewiſe belonging to this diſtrict, conſtitutes a pariſh. To the bai- 
liwick alſo belongs a part of the church-village of Nolferode. 

IV. The bailiwick of Arnſtein and Ender, which, ſince the year 1678, 
has been poſſeſſed, with power of redemption, by the Barons Knigge, the 
caſtle of Arnſlein excepted, with certain hufs of land, and a ſheep walk, 
which belong to the Princes of Mansfeld. In this bailiwick is 

The caſtle of Arnſtein, now in ruins, though it gave name to the an- 
cient Lords and Counts of Arnſtein, who made a great figure, and from 
whom were deſcended the Counts of Mulingen and Barby, together with 
thoſe of Lindau and Ruppin. Their lordſhip ſeems to have been very con- 
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ſiderable. In all probability the caſtle and lordſhip of Arnftein devolved, 
as the portion of Lutgard:s, ſiſter to Walther the laſt Count of Arnſtein, to 
her husband 0% Count of Falken/{ein, and not long after to the Counts 
of Reinſtein, who, in 1387, fold the lordſhip of Arn/tein to the Counts of 
Mansjeld. Theſe laſt, in 1442, engaged for the future to hold the caſtle of 
Arnſtein, with its appurtenances, as a fief of the Dukes of Saxeny. The 
bailiwick, of which the barons of Kngge are proprietors, was, on occaſion 
of the Crypto-Calviniſinus, as it was called, which the clergy here oppoſed, 
ſeparated from the county of Mansfeld, and at firſt placed under the 
ſuperintendency of Sangerbauſen, but has ſince been removed to the con- 
ſiſtory of Leipzig, where, at preſent, the paſtors, on receiving a call, are 
conſecrated. To it belong the fix following pariſhes, v/2,

V. The bailiwick of J/a/ect, belonging to the family of Buſch, the 
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_ yearly produce of which is about 3000 rixdollars. The conventwf Mal- 


eck here was, in 1525, totally deſtroyed by the ſeditious Peaſants. This 
bailiwick conſiſts of the villages of Jalbeck, Ruckgercde, and Eisberg. 

VI. The bailiwick of 7/7eder/ted!, or Wedderſtedt, appertaining to a branch 
of the family of Hardenberg. This bailiwick has been formed out of a 
nunnery which ſtood on the Krpferberg, near Hettftadt, and underwent 
the ſame fate with the former, from the ſame hands. In the village of 
T1 ieder/ledt here, is a parochial-church. 

VII. The bailiwick of Rammelburg, lying on the foreſt of Harz, and 
which paſſed, with power of redemption, to the family of Berlepſch, and 
from them to that of Szammer, from whom, in 1721, it came to the 
family of Fricſ:n, who are its preſent poſſeſſots. To this bailiwick belongs 

Rammelburg, a caſtle, ſeated on a high hill, 

I ippra, a market town on the Mipper, and containing a caſtle, which 
now lies in ruins. This place formerly conſtituted a lordihip, which was 
fold in 1440 to the county of Mansfeld. Anciently alio it was held as a 
fief of the archbiſhop of Magdeburg; but by the compact of exchange agreed 
upon in 1579, came under the Saxon ſovereignty. 

Reni gerade, Frieſderf, and Bieſenrode, all parochial-villages. 

VIII. The bailiwick of Leinungen and Mrungen, which came not 
at once into the poſſeſſion of the Counts of Mansfeld. Iiprecht Count of 
Groitæſeb, obtained Merungen in it, as the portion of his wife, daughter to 
Count Gefzwin of Leye, but was obliged to part with that and other 
eſtates to the Emperor H V. as a ranſom for his fon, who had been 
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taken priſoner, upon which the latter conferred it, as a fief on Heier I. 
Count of Mansfeld. In 1401 the proprietors of Morungen were the Counts 
of Hobnſtein, Count Henry of Hobnftein having in the faid year mortgaged it 
to the Counts of Mansfeld, who in 1408 made an abſolute purchaſe thereof, 
and in 1437 received the inveſtiture of it, from the Emperor Sigi/mund, 
Leinungen was a purchaſe of Philip Count of Mansfeld, from Herdam Hacten; 
after ſeveral redeemable alienations, the family of Eberſtein, towards the 
cloſe of the ſeventeenth century, became poſſeſſors of this bailiwick, though 
with power of redemption, and ſtill continue in poſſeſſion of it. It lies 
not within the ſequeſtration. The two pariſhes here are that of 

Leinungen or Great-Leinungen, in conjunction with Mcrungen, and 

The parifh of Rotha with Horla, which conſtitute a particular deanry. 

IX. The bailiwick of Artern, lies ſeparated from the reſt of the county, 
betwixt the Un/trut and Great Helme. Bruno IX. Lord of Querfurt purchaſed 
the lordſhip of Artern of Gerlach Lord of Heldrungen. In 1448 Bruno X. 
Lord of Querfurt, fold it again to Gunther III. Count of Mansfeld and 
Erneſt Count of Hobnſtein, and in 1452 the former parted with his ſhare 
to the latter. This lordſhip was a fief of Magdeburg, but by exchange 
paſſed to Saany. The bailiwick belongs to the Prince of Mansfeld. In it is 

Artern, a (mall town having a caſtle. This place lies on the Un/?rr, 
and has good corn-lands and paſturage. It is alſo the ſeat of a deanry 
and in the neighbourhood of the town are ſome ſalt- works. 

Ritteburg, a parochial-village. 

Gebefen, a market-town ſituated in Rzetb, and belonging to the Eber/tein 
family. 

K. 2 The bailiwick of Yockfeat or Joigiſtadt in Rieth, and which formerly 
belonged to the Counts of Hehnffein, who about the year 1392, fold it to 
Count Br uno IX. Lord of Querfurt and Mansfeld. This bailiwick was at 
that time a fief of Magdeburg. In 1449 Count Erneft of Hobnſtein, and 
Count Gunther of Mansfeld purchaſed it of Bruno X. Lord of Querfurt, and 
in 1452 Count Erneſt transferred his part of it to Count Guntter, Ar 
preſent it belongs to the Auerbach family.

9. The bailiwick of Great-Oerner, having its ſeat in the place of that 
name ſituated on the Vipper, and formerly a town, which was redeemed 
from the family of Pfub! by King Frederick William, and conferred on 
Prince Auguſtus Ferdinand. 

10. The bailiwick of Gerb/ad?, conſiſting of a ſequeſtrated Benedictine 
nunnery in the town of Gerb/tad? above-mentioned, which, with the farm 
of Treſewitz belonging to it, was in the year 1600 transferred with power of 
redemption to the Lords of Plotbo. To this bailiwick likewiſe belongs 
the manor in the New-Stadt Gerbſtadt, formerly appertaining to the family 
of Steuben, together with New-Stadt Gerbſtadt, Rumpin, Zellwitz and 
Konigswieck, Which are all annexed to it. Theſe eſtates were purchaſed 
in 1738 and 1739 by King Frederick William, for Prince Auguſtus Fer- 
dinand and incorporated with a bailiwick. | 

11. The bailiwick of Bennſtedt, having its ſeat in the village of that 
name not far from the confines of the Saale-circle. This bailiwick, which 
was purchaſed by King Frederick William for Prince Auguſtus Ferdinand, 
was a manor of marſhal Biberſtein. 

12. The bailiwick of New-Aſeburg, which was formed out of a 
manor laſt belonging to the family of Buſch, of whom King Frederick 
William bought it, and erected it into a bailiwick for Prince Auguſtus 
Ferdinand, The caſtle of New-Aſeburg, ftands on a hill not far from 
Mansfeld, but is fallen greatly to decay, for which reaſon the ſeat of the 
bailiwick has been removed to the village of Mollendorf or Mublendorf. 

13. The bailiwick of Leimbach lying at a ſmall diſtance from Mansfeld, 
and being alienated with power of redemption, though at preſent in the 
poſſeſſion of the family of Schenk. To it belongs 

Leimbach, a ſmall town formerly containing a caſtle. In the neigh- 
hood is a farm belonging to the Prince. 

2. The village of Yolkftadt, containing five noble manors, together with 
eight other villages and the new farm below the caſtle of Mansfeld. 

14. The bailiwick of Burg-Oerner, fituated in the village of that name, 

and containing a beautiful ſeat, but alienated with power of redemption. 
This bailiwick is at preſent in the poſſeſſion of Baron Poſadowſey. 
15. The Bailiwick of Polleben, in the village of that name ſituated be- 
twixt Eiſgleben and Gerb/tadt, and likewiſe alienated with power of re- 
—_— The preſent proprietors of this bailiwick are the family of 
Pfubl. 

16. The bailiwick of Helmſdorf, alſo called the bailiwick of Mangfela- 
Hinort, ſituated betwixt Eiſgleben and Gerb/fadt, This bailiwick was 

formerly 
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formerly a conventual eſtate, and is alienated with power of redemption to 
the family of Bulow. Excluſive of the conventual farm of Helmsdorf, and the 
brewhouſe at Great-Oerner, to it likewiſe belong the villages of Borgsdorf, 
Kottelsdorf, Augsdorf and Hubitz, 

17. The bailiwick or free lordſhip of Seeburg, which in 1160 on the 
death of its proprietor archbiſhop Migman, eſcheated to the ſee of Magde- 
burg, but ſometime after to the Counts of Vernigerode, who in 1287 ſold 
it to the Counts of Mansfeld. In 1574 Chriſtopher Count of Mansfeld 
transferred this bailiwick, with power of redemption to Cuno Habnen, 
whoſe deſcendants the Habns of Mecklenburg are ſtill in poſſeſſion of it. 
To it belongs 

The ſeat and town of Seeburg, ſituated near the freſh-water lake. 

Beeſenſtadt, a village which formerly had the privilege of holding a 
market, and accordingly the upper village here, is ſtill called Mar##-Bee- 
ſenſtadt. 

Thirteen other villages. 

18. The bailiwick of Erdeborn, alſo alienated with power of redemption, 
and at preſent poſſeſſed by the family of Szrezthor/t, To this bailiwick is 
annexed the village of Erdeborn, ſituated not far from freſh water-lake, 
and containing ſeveral manors, together with that of Herg:sdorf, in which 
is an annual fair and four others. 

19. The farm in the village of Helbra, formerly belonging to the con- 
vent of Helſta, and likewiſe alienated with power of redemption. This 
farm is at preſent in the poſſeſſion of the family of Ker/tenbruch. 

20. The court-village of Helbra, ſituated betwixt Mansfeld and Eiſaleben, 
and appertaining at preſent to Count Donep. 

21. The manor and court of Schochwitz, belonging to the Counts of 
Schulemburg, with the villages of Schochwitz, Nimpe and Wilz. 


22. The manor of Wurtemburg, in the village of Deutſchenthal, conſiſting 


of five contiguous villages with two churches, and appertaining to the 
family of Trotha. But the ſovereignty of this manor is divided betwixt the 
county of Mansfeld, and the bailiwick of Lauch/#ad?.

F. I, TE E county of Stollberg. Of this county Peutber has delineated a 
map, drawn from geometrical obſervations made by himſelt, 

and likewiſe from views taken from ſome eminencies. This map was pub- 
liſhed by Homann's heirs, and conſtitutes the fifty- eighth map in the Alas of 
Germany. According to it the bailiwick of Zh/tein makes a part of the county. 
TY & 2. The 
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$. 2. The county of Stollberg lies in Thuringia on the Harze, and accord- 
ing to the ſituation given it in that map, terminates to the ſouth, on the 
under principality ot Schwwarzburg ; to the eaſt, on the bailiwick of Sanger. 
hauſen in Saxony, belonging to the Circle of Thuringia, and on the county 
of Mansfeld; to the north, on the principalities of Anbalt and Blankenburg ; 
and to the welt on a part of the _ of Hehnſtein, and the imperial town 
of Nærdbauſen. Its greateſt length is five geographical miles, and its breadth 
three, excluſive of the bailiwicks of Heeringen and Kelbra. It affords good 
paſturage and corn-lands, but abounds more particularly in fine woods, 
with plenty of game, and rich mine-works of copper and ſilver, as alſo black- 
alabaſter and other minerals. 

F. 3. In it are two towns, and the Counts are likewiſe proprietors of 
half of two others. Both the Counts and their ſubjects profeſs Lutheraniſm, 
At S!c//berg is held the ſuperintendency for the county, which comprehend; 
within it twenty-eight pariſhes, excluſive of thoſe in the bailiwicks of 
Heeringen and Kelbra, which are held jointly with Schwarzburg. 

$. 4. The houſe of S?9//berg is one of the moſt ancient among the 
great houſes in Germany, but its origin, for want of a proper ditquifi- 
tion, has never yet been ſet in a true light. The eſtates and lands belong. 


ing to it gradually increaſed, till they became conſiderable, for in r412 it 


purchaſed a part of the towns and bailiwicks of Heeringen and Kelbro, 
and in 1413 the caſtle of Hzchn/tein. In 1429 it acquired the county of 
Mernigercde. In 1535 it inherited that of Konig/tein, but of this the arch- 
biſhop of Mentz, has poſſeſſed itfelf of the greateſt part, and by a con- 
vention made in 1755, obtained alſo a part of the county and lordſhip of 
Rochefort. Count Henry the elder, who died in 1572, is the general 
founder of the preſent houſe of Stollberg, which in his two ſons Lewis 
George and Chriſtopher, became divided into two lines. That of the for- 
mer failed in his grandſon, but that of the ſecond is ftill in being, and is 
again divided in the perſons of his two eldeſt ſons, Count Henry Erneſt and 
Fehn Martin, into the Vernigercde and Stollberg lines. Count Henry Ernest 
who ded in 1672, was the founder of the Wernigeride or the ancient 
chief line, which in his grandſons Count CEr:/?:an Erneſt and Frederick 
Charles was again divided, into that of Vernigerode or Geder. In 1742 the 
latter was promoted in the perſon of its founder, to the dignity of a princely 
houſe of the Empire. Count TJchn Martin founder of the Stollberg or 
vounger chief lines, who died in 2669, continued it in his ton Count 
Cbriſtatler Leuis who died in 1704, and his ſons Count Chri/tepher Frede- 
rick and Juſtus Chriſtian founded two other lines, namely the former 
that of Sbellberg-Stoliberg, and the latter that of Stollber g-Reſgla, both 
which are (til! exiſtent. 

5. The title of the houſe of Sellherg, is Count of Stzliberg, Konig/tein, 
Rechefort, Wernigerode and Hehnſtein, Lord of Epſtein, Munzenberg, Breu- 
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berg, Aigmont, Lora and Klettenberg, The arms for Stollberg, are 
topaz a ſtag paſſant diamond, for Konig/tein topaz a lion rampart diamond, 
for Rochefort topaz an eagle difplayed ruby, with the beak legs and 
claws ſaphire; for Wernigerode pearl two trouts regardant ruby, for Hobn- 
ein pearl and ruby checqee, for Epſtein party per pale, ruby and pearl, 
for the county of Markt topaz, for Munzenberg party per pale topaz and 
ruby, for Aigment party per pale topaz and ruby, for Klettenberg argent 
a ſtag paſſant diamond, and for the county of Lutterberg party per bend, 
a chief ruby with a lion topaz. : 

F. 6. The Counts of Stollberg, in the Diets of the Empire, are ranked 
in the college of the imperial Counts of the Wetterau. They are alſo 
poſſeſſed of ſeat and voice in the circle of Upper Saxony. To a Roman 
month the county of Stollberg, is rated at eighty-four florins, of which 
ſum the Counts thereof pay three fourths, that is to ſay fixty-three florins, 
and Saxony one fourth or twenty-one florins. To the chamber at Wetz- 
lar they pay ſixty rixdollars, and eighty-one kruitzers. 

F. 7. The County of Stollberg, as properly ſo called, is for the moſt 
part a fief of Saxony, Mentz or Halber/ladt, The Elector of Saxony ex- 
erciſes the ſovereignty both over his own fiefs and likewiſe over thoſe of 
Stollberg, though a fief of Mentz, and for this reaſon the Counts of 
Stollberg, are reckoned. in the firſt claſs of the States of the electorate of 
Saxony, and their lands under the Saxon ſovereignty, in the circle of 
Thuringia. : 

$. 8. Each ruling Count of the S79/{berg-line, has his own court of regency, 
a conſiſtory and exchequer. The mine-office is held by them in common. 

$. 9. The partition of the county is as follows: vi. 

I. The line of Stallberg- Stollberg is poſſeſſed of 

1. The bailiwick of Stollberg, which is a fief of the Elector of Mentz. 
In this bailiwick 1s

3- Ot the bailiwick of Hzbn/iein, which ſhall be deſcribed in the ſequel, 
under the county of Heobr/tein, where likewiſe an account will be given 
of the Stellßerg part, of the convent-bailiwick and the pedagogium of Ilefeld. 

2. The line of Stollberg-Reſala is poſſeſſed of 

1. The bailiwick of R, which is a fief of Saxony, To this bailiwick 
belongs Ra,

Roſzla, a parochial- village, with a palace in it where the Count reſides, 
At this place alſo is a conſiſtory with thirteen churches under its juriſdiction. 
In 1656 it was totally conſumed by fire, and in 1683 a great part 
of it was deſtroyed by the ſame dreadful calamity. 

The pariſh of Bennungen, together with thoſe of Vickeroda, Breitungen 
and Roſperwenda. 

2. Of the bailiwick of Queſlenberg, alſo a fief of Saxony, and in which 
are ſtil] to be ſeen the ruins of the old caſtle of Queftenberg, at the village 
of that name. To this bailiwick likewiſe belong the villages of Haynroda, 
Little-Leinungen and Drebsdorf. 

3. Of the bailiwick of Wolfsberg, which is a fief of Halberſtadt, and con- 
tains under it, the pariſhes of Wolfsberg, Breitenbach and Ditticheroda. 
Near the parochial village of Wolfsberg are to be ſeen the ruins of an 
old caſtle. 

4. Of the bailiwick of Ebersburg, ſo called from a ruinous caſtle in it, 
of which only a tower remains. This bailiwick likewiſe contains the church 
villages of Hreman-Aſcker and Buchboltæ, both under one paſtor. 

5. The bailiwick of Berenrode, with the church village of Breitenſtein. 

Obſ. That the Counts of Stollberg, are joint proprietors of the towns 


and bailiwicks of Heeringen and Kelbra, with the Princes of Schwaraburg, 
has been obſerved above in the principality of Schwarzburg. 


The County of WERNIGEROD E. 


F. I. THE beſt repreſentation of this county is in Maier's map of the 
principality of Halber/tadt, deſigned by Rieſe, and engraved in 
1750 by Homann's heirs. 

F. 2. It lies partly on the Harz, which is here divided into the upper and 
lower, to the latter of which alſo it belongs, and borders on the principality 
of Halber/tadt, the lordthips of Schauen and Derenburg, the principality 
of Blantenburg, Elbingerode, a bailiwick of Brunſwick, and the dioceſes of 
BrunFwick and Hildeſheim, being above three German miles in length 
and lomewhat above two in breadth. 

$. 3. One part of this county is mountainous, and the other level; but 
bell proportion of theſe two parts I am obliged to leave undecided, the cai- 
culations relating to it being ſo various, that ſome reckon the former at 
two-thirds, and the latter at one-third, while others again make it quite 
the reverſe. The hills here form a kind of amphitheatre, riſing gradually 
to the fartheſt. The moſt diſtinguiſhed of all is the Great Procken, or Blech- 
berg, in Latin Mons Bruferus, which is called the Great Brecken, by way of 
diſtinction from the Little Brocken, It lies within this county, and is one & 
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the higheſt, or, according to ſome, the very higheſt mountain in all Ger- 
many. On its ſummit ſcarce any ſmall ſhrubs grow, much leſs trees, and 
the ſnow remains frequently there till midſummer, and in ſome of the 
northern parts even yet longer. Thoſe who aſcend it in ſummer find there 
a ſmall ſtone houſe, where they may refreſh themſelves; and on the 
Leſſer-Brocken is a houſe of entertainment, of which more in the ſequel. 
Out of the Brocken iſſues the 1/ſe, with the Great and Little Bude or Bade, 
as alſo the Ecker and Holzemme. The levels are very fertile in all kinds 
of grain, pulſe, turneps, flax, culinary herbs, and other vegetables and 
fruits. The mountains afford very valuable plants, with berries of all 
kinds, particularly crown-berries, of which great quantities are preſerved. 
Oak and beech are not ſo common here as firs and pines. Great care is 
taken in keeping up and planting the foreſt. As the meadows and paſ- 
tures are very rich, ſo alſo great numbers of cattle are bred here. It abounds 
likewiſe in all manner of beaſts of chace and wild fowl. 'The reſearches 
after ſilver, lead and copper mines in this country have for ſome time been 
given over; but it abounds in marl, clay for bricks and pots, together with 
lime-ſtone, free- ſtone, turf, cobalt, lead and iron. No part of the country 
can be called barren, It exports oat-meal, corn, all kind of berries, 
timber, and bruſh-wood ; as alſo deals, oil, oil cakes, fine oxen, hogs, 
veniſon, fiſh, chalk, ſalt-petre, gun-powder, caſt and wrought iron, 
wrought copper, (which is imported rough) paper, cloth, ſtuffs, waggons, 
and brandies. 

F. 4. It is very populous, and its language Low German; but the inha- 
bitants are Lutherans, and the pariſhes, with their paſtors, in number 
twenty-one, under the ſuperintendent at Mernigerode. 

$. 5. Formerly the county had its own Counts, to whom it gave title; 
but in 1268 Conrad Count of Wernigerode reſigned his ſeat and town of 
Wernigerode, as a fief, to John Otho and Conrad, Marggraves of Brandenburg, 
and their deſcendants. Count Henry, the laſt of his name, dying in 1429 
without heirs, the county, puriuant to an agreement, devolved to Count 
Botho VI. of Stoliberg; and in the ſeventeenth century, on a partition of 
their patrimony, betwixt the ſons of Chri/topher Count of Stolllerg, Count 
Henry Erneſt obtained this county, which was ſettled on his eldeſt ſon 
Count Chri/tian Erne/t. 

§. 6. Thus the county of Wernigerade is a fief of the King of Pru/jia, 2s 
Marggrave of Brandenburg, and is under his ſovereignty. In 1714 an 
agreement was entered into betwixt King Frederick William and Count 
Chrijtian Erneſt, r ſettling of their reſpective rights. The King, as ſo- 
vercign of the country, levies the exciſe in the town of Wernigerede, (one 
tenth of which goss to the Count) taxes the country, raiſes ſoldiers, but 
never quarters upon it, and appeals lie from the Count's regency to 
the revenue court at Ber/in, The other Regalia here belong to the Count, 
among 
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among which is the high and low juriſdiction, in civil, criminal and church 
affairs; together with the juriſdiction of the mines, chaces, ſtores, coinage, 
Sc. The Count's regency, to which appeals are brought from the inferior 
courts in the town and country, conſiſts of a ſecretary, a director, and 
counſellors. Theſe, with the addition of three eccleſiaſtic conſiſtorial 
counſellors, form the conſiſtory. The revenue- court conſiſts of a director, 
counſellors, aſſeſſors, and other officers, and, with the addition of foreſt 
and mine officers, forms the foreſt and mine courts. 

$. 7. The revenues of this county are very conſiderable, being reckoned 
at no leſs than 50,000 rixdollars per annum. 

$. 8. To it belongs 

I. The town and caſtle of Wernigerode. The caſtle ſtands on a high 
mountain directly above the town, and has been ſo greatly improved and 
enlarged by Count Chri/tian Erneft, that, on the whole mountain, there 
is not one waſte ſpot, particularly, he has adorned it with a large and va- 
luable library. Here likewiſe the archives of the family are kept. The 
court-chaplain is always ſuperintendent of the county. About this ſtate] 
ſeat lies a park, which was walled in by Count Chriſtian Erneſt, and finely 
planted both with fruit and foreſt trees. In it, near the caſtle gate, is a 
row of houſes for the Count's domeſtics, together with a well built orphan- 
houſe and new ſtables, beſides many ſingle houſes for the Count's atten- 
dants ; but particularly in the park is the ſummer-houſe, called the her- 
mitage, (which ſtands higher than the caſtle itſelf) as alſo thoſe of the 
Chriftianenthal, and the Schmuck, or Jewel-houſe. Not far from the park 
is a moſt beautiful parterre, with a fine green houſe in it, wherein is the 
large faloon without pillars. Near the parterre ſtands alſo a ſplendid build- 
ing, in the upper part of which lives the Counteſs Frederica Charlotta of 
Heb-nlohe- Ingelfingen, widow to Henry Auguſius Count of Stollberg-Schwarza, 
A viſta of limes leads from the park to the Count's kitchen garden and 


orchard, which lies near the town. The road and footway to the caſtle 


are both very beautifully planted with rows of trees. 

The town lies beneath the caſtle, at a little diſtance from the Hlæemme, 
which receives into it the rivulet of Zillicberbacb, after it has run through 
the town. It conſiſts of three parts, v2. 

1. Of the old town, in which are four hundred and thirty houſes, two 
pariſh-churches, two alms-houſes, containing a church, a free-ſtone houſe 
belonging to the Count, a farm alſo his property, the ſecretary's office, 
the government-houſe, the council-houſe, in which are kept the exciſe 
and tax-otfice, and where the commiſſioners for the breweries belonging 
both to the King and Count, hold their meetings; together with a Latin 
ichool of five claſſes, and ſeveral manſion-houſes belonging to noblemen. 

2. Of the new town, containing in it one hundred and ninty-one 
houſes, one pariſh-church, and an alms-houſe. 

1 3. Of 
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3. Of the ſuburb of Noſchenrode, which is under the bailiwick of Wern;- 
gerode, and conſiſts of about one hundred and fifty houſes, one church, 
and a ſchool. Without the town lies the hoſpital of Saint George, with a 
church ; and, if to the abovementioned houſes be added forty free houſes, 
the number in all, including Wernigerode, will amount to upwards of 
eight hundred. In 1455, 1 528, and 1751, great fires happened here; 
ſince that in the laſt mentioned year, the greateſt part of the houſes have 
been rebuilt of ſtone. Under the main ſtreet are canals, with ſtone, into 
which the water runs out of all the cellars in the town, and thus they are 
kept dry ; and from the ſuburb, by means of the Zz/lcher rivulet, the whole 
place may be laid under water. Beſides the magiſtracy of the two united 
towns, it has alſo a government appointed by the Count, conſiſting of a 
governor, who, at the fame time, 1s criminal judge and mayor ; together 
with ſix aſſeſſors, two of whom are of the council; and two of the burghery. 
To the corporation belong very large woods, out of which the burghers 
are allowed timber for building, with a certain quantity of wood annually 
for fuel. The revenues of the government are conſiderable. The trade 
of the townſmen conſiſts chiefly in agriculture, brewing, diſtilling, manu- 
factures of cloth and woolen ſtuffs, and other arts. His Pruſſian Majeſty's 
rights are managed by a counſellor of the war and demeſne office, under 
the title of a Commiſſarius Loci, The King's commiſſary of war collects 
the contributions of the country, and at the gates, beſides the porters of the 
corporation, fits alſo the King's gate clerks, who jointly receive the toll 
for the road. Here is likewiſe a poſt-office belonging to the King. In and 
near the town along the Zilliche are ſeveral meal, oil, fulling, ſawing and 
other mills. At a little diſtance alſo from the town is a copper mill, which 
belongs to the corporation. 

II. The bailiwick of Vernigerode, to which belongs 

The abovementioned ſuburb of Neſchenrode, where the toll and baili- 
wick offices for the Count are held. The inhabitants here are obliged to 

rform all occaſional ſervices in the caſtle and the farms in the town; 
whereas the houſes built along the town moats are called the Freye Seite, as 
not being under any obligation of ſervice ; but on the other hand they en- 
joy no ſhare in the common woods and paſtures. The inhabitants of this 
ſuburb muſt be burghers, and may follow any kind of craft or trade with- 
out being free of any of the town companies, unleſs they take apprentices 
or journeymen. 

Silſtedt, a large and handſome parochial- village, ſituated on the Ho/zemme, 
and containing a charter-eſtate. 

Minſleben, a parochial-village, alſo ſeated on the Hol/zemme, and con- 
taining a farm, belonging to the Count, with a noble manor, to which 
is annexed the lower juriſdiction of the village, and a charter-eſtate. The 
inhabitants here, in reſpect to their lands and criminal affairs, are ſubject to 


the bailiwick of Wernigerede. 
Vor. VI. U Reddeber 
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Nedaueber or Rehber, a parochial-village, belonging to Zilli, a bailiwick 
of the chapter at Halberſtadt, but the inhabitants, with reſpe& to their 
lands, are ſubject to the Count, and comprehended under this bailiwick, 
In this alſo is a feudal eſtate belonging to the Count. 

Schmatzfeld, a conſiderable eſtate belonging to the Count. 

Langeln Langlum, a large parochial-village, with a commandery, of the 
Teutonick order, belonging to the Balley of Saxony. Beyond Darlingerode, and 
near Veckenſtedt, it has ſome very fine foreſts ; and alternately with the Count 
is poſſeſſed of the advowſon of the pariſh-church. Here is alſo a farm 
belonging to the Count, together with a noble manor, a charter-manſion- 
houſe, and another farm belonging to Saint Nicholas's alms-houſe, in 
Merni gerode. | 

Maſſerleben, one of the largeſt villages in the county, ſituated on the 
Iiſe, and containing two churches, tho one paſtor officiates at both. The 
nunnery which formerly ſtood here, has been converted into a demeſne 
bailiwick, which is farmed to the baily. In this bailiwick too is a diſtillery. 

Veckenſtedt, a parochial- village, ſituated on the 1/ſe, and being a demeſne 
bailiwick, but the baily of it has no longer juriſdiction over the village. 
In this bailiwick alſo is a diſtillery. The eſtate formerly held here by the 

Count as a fief, is at preſent his own property. 

Charlottenluſt, a farm, belonging to the Count, and ſeated on an emi- 
nence commanding a very beautiful proſpect. This farm is called Charlot, 
from the conſort of Count Chriſtian Erneſt. 

Altenrode, a parochial-village, containing two farms belonging to the Count. 

Darlingerode, a village, having a filial church, and a freehold eſtate. 

Drubeck or Drubke, a large and beautiful parochial-village, the inhabi- 
tants of which are accounted the richeſt farmers in all the country, and 
love to be called the men of Drubeck. At this place is an ancient founda- 
tion, conſiſting of an abbeſs and five cannoneſſes, who may be either of 
noble or trading families. In this foundation is a church, beſides which 
there is alſo another in the village. The demeſne bailiwick here formerly 
belonged to the above foundation. 

Not far from this village lies the country of Ehrenfeld, in which is a hunt- 
ing ſeat, with a ſtone building for keeping the hunting implements, a tile- 
kiln. In the Sandthall adjacent to it, where formerly filver ore was dug, 
lies the ſource of the Rammelbach. 

Iiſenburg, a large open village, ſituated on the I/e, but formerly a 
walled town: The inhabitants of it are free men, and follow all kind of 

handicrafts. The caſtle here ſtands on an eminence, and in the laſt cen- 
tury was the reſidence of the Vernigerode line of the family of Stellberg. 
The Benedictine monaſtery in this village has been converted into a ſalt- 
petre houſe. The old conventual church, now belonging to the caſtle, is 
ſtill in good repair. Near the caftle too is a large park, and in it the 
manſion-houſe of Leiningen, which is ſo named from the conſort of Count 
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Chriftian Erneſt of the houſe of Leiningen. In the village is a farm be- 
longing to the Count, and called Marienbef, from Maria Elizabeth, con- 
ſort to Count Henry Erne. The village church has no conſtant ſervice 
performed in it. The chief trade of the place ariſes from the iron-works, 
flatting mills and factory, all which belong to the Count. Likewiſe in 
and near this place, along the Ze, are ſome ſawing, oil, paper, and pow- 
der mills, together with others for clay and copper. The iron ore is 
brought hither from Hartenberg. | 

To the ſouthward of it, near the Brocken, lies the Lſenthal, in which is 
the high rock of 1/ſenſtein. WW | 

III. The bailiwick of Stapelburg has its ſeat in the parochial-village of 
that name, lying on a branch of the river Ecker, called the Steinmecke. On 
an eminence near it are the ruins of the old fortreſs of Stape/burg. On the 
Ecker alſo lies the Eckerkryg, or tavern, ſo called from the river, together 
with a hunting ſeat of the Counts. At Eckerthal is a falt ſpring, but no 
uſe made of it. | 

IV. Subject to the Schierke court are works lying along the Bude, be- 
neath the Brocken. The people belonging to this tract are very induſtrious 
in all rural improvements, by which means they have now acquired a 
pariſh-church of their own. Here are two ovens belonging to the Prince, 
together with two flatting mills and a factory. The iron ore is brought 
hither from Buchenberge, which ſtands at ſome hours diſtance. On ac- 
count of the many foreſts in the neighbourhood, a court of foreſtry is held 
here. It yields good paſturage, with conſiderable breeds of horned cattle. 
The Bude likewiſe aftords fine trout ; but all other kinds of proviſions are 
imported into it. 

V. We are further to obſerve here 

Hobne, a farm for the feeding of cattle, and belonging to the Count; 
beſides which, not far from the Zillicberbacb, it has likewiſe a ſtud ; 
together with Schlußt, ſituated beneath the Brocken, on the river Bude, 
Scharfenſ/tein, alſo ſituated beneath the Great-Brocken, not far from the 
Ecker, and Molkenhaus. The laſt of theſe two places belongs to the Lei- 
ningen manſion-houſe at Nſenburg. 

Heinrichſhobe, Langen-Werk, and Facobsbruch, all turf-works belonging 
to the Count, and conſiſting of large wooden buildings for the drying of 
the turf, which is afterwards burnt here into coals, for the ſervice ot the 
mine works. In the turf furnaces is extracted an unctuous moiſture from 
the turf, reſembling an oil. The firſt of theſe places ſtands on the Leſer- 
Brocken, and may be ſeen at the diſtance of four German miles. Near it 
is an inn, erected as well for the accommodation of the workmen as for 
travellers who viſit Brechen. The two other turf-works lie near Schierke. 

VI. The bailiwick of Haſſerode, which extends near the town of Verni- 
gerode, and is ſome hours in circuit. This bailiwick was formed out of 
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2 diſtrict ceded by the Counts to the oration of Wernigerode, from 
whom it came to the King of Pruſſia titulo — on which it was 
erected into a royal bailiwick. In it are ſome conſiderable woods. The 
corporation of Wermgerode are ſtill poſſeſſed of certain privileges in it, as 
namely, that of paſturage, and the right of driving cattle through it. The 
right of venery here belongs to the Count, who is alfo poſſeſſed of a ſhare 
in the foreſt called the Landmann, where he has likewiſe a ſawing mill, and 
a manſion for a chief foreſter ; but the cobalt pits are now no longer 
worked. The Haſſerode conſiſts of a fort ſurrounded with water, to- 

ether with a farm, ſeveral mills, a lodge for the foreſter, and ſome other 
— houſes. The ſchool belongs to the Count, who alſo appoints a 
a catechiſt here, and the place is annexed to Saint Silveſter's church at Ver- 
zigerode. la the King's part of this diſtrict is a lead mine and a co- 
lour-mill. The inn called the Auerbabn, or the Woodcock, belongs to 
the Count. Not far from Haſſerode, and about half an hour's diſtance 
from the town, formerly ſtood a convent of Auguſtine Monks, called the 
Himmelpforte, which, in 1525, was pulled down by the rebellious peaſants, 
and its lands ſequeſtrated by the Count. . 


The County of BARB v. 


8. 1. A Repreſentation of this county is to be met with in the firſt ſheet 

of the map of Saxony, publiſhed in 1752 by Homann's heirs. It 
is ſurrounded by Gommern, a Saxon bailiwick, the dutchy of Magdeburg, 
and the principality of Aubalt; and lies on the Elbe, which, in this county, 
reecives the Saale. 

F. 2. In the years 974, 987, and 999, the Emperors 0:50 II. and III. 
granted Barby, with all the villages and eſtates appertaining thereto, in 
the country of Nardtburingen, to the abbey of Quedlinburg. In both patents 
Barby is mentioned as an imperial eſtate, or curtis. The Lords of Barty, 
who have ſince been raiſed to be Counts, were deſcended from the Counts 
of Mulingen, of whom one line ſettled their reſidence at Barby. Burc- 
hard V. Count of Mulingen and Lord of Barby, in 1497, obtained of the 
Emperor Maximilian I. the erection of his barony of Barby into a princi- 
pality of the empire; from which time his deſcendants here have ſtiled 
themſelves Counts of Barby, which, afterwards, in their titles, preceded 
Mulingen. In 1659, however, the family became extin& in the perſon of 
Count Auguſtus Lewis. By this means its lands and eſtates have been 
greatly diſmembered. The proper county of Barby paſſed to the electoral 
bouſe of Saxony, and therein at firſt to 4 Meiſſenfels line. Mulingen and 
Walher-Nienburg went as a Saxen fief to Anhalt-Zerbſt, and the lordſhips of 

Reſenburg 
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Roſenburg and Egeln to Magdeburg ; the latter of which was annexed to it 
ſo early as the year 1417. 
$. 3. The Counts of Barby enjoyed both ſeat and voice among the Counts 
of Weſtphalia, and in the Diets of Upper-Saxony, and paid to a Roman 
month twenty florins ; but all this at preſent is devolved on the houſe of 
Saxony, which, on account alſo of Barby, is aſſeſſed to the chamber of 
Wetzlar in twenty-one rixdollars, twenty-eight kruitzers. | 
$. 4. The county at preſent belongs to the circular bailiwick of W/itten- 
Berg, and contains under it *. | ; 
Barby, a town, ſituated not far from the Elbe, which in theſe parts is 
joined by the Saale. In this town is an old caſtle and two churches, with 
a ſuperintendency preſiding over the eight churches in the county. ; 
The church-villages of Beſedau, Felgeleben, Pemmelte, Torniz, Werklitz, 


and Weſpen. 


The Lordſhip of the Count of REUSSEN. 
C. 1, Or that part of the Vogtland ſtill belonging to the Count of Reuſſen, 


Homann's heirs have publiſhed a pretty good map, which con- 


ſtitutes the fifty-ninth in the Atlas of Germany. 

$. 2. The lordſhips of Gera, Greitz, Schleitz, and Lobenſtein, belonging 
to the Count of Reuſſen, form a conſiderable of the Vogtland, which 
received its name from their predeceſſors, to whom it entirely belonged, and 
was a part of the Oferland, ſee Vol. V. It is environed by the Saxon circles 
of the Erzgebirg, the Vogtland, and the Neuſtadt; as alſo by the principality 
of Culmbach, the dioceſe of Bamberg, the Saxon bailiwick of Saalfeld, the 
bailiwick of Leutenberg, the principality of Altenburg, and the bailiwick of 
Zeitz. The Neuſtadt circle ſeparates the lordſhip of Gera from the other 
lordſhips here, which are all contiguous. 

§. 3. It is very hilly, and abounds in woods, but the former cannot be 
faid to be altogether unfruitful, as producing either trees and plants, or 
being improved by tillage. In ſome parts likewiſe they yield copper, iron, 
lead, and filver, with other minerals, ſuch as alum. Here is alſo no want 
of any kind of proviſions ; the fields affording grain and eſculent herbs ; 
the fine paſtures in the valleys, droves of excellent cattle ; the woods plenty 
of veniſon and game, and the waters all kinds of fiſh. The principal ri- 
vers are, the Elfer, which riſes in the circle of the Vogtland, in the elec- 
torate of Saxony, and after traverſing the lordſhips of Greifz and Gera, 
paſſes on into the bailiwick of Zertz ; and the Saale, which comes out of 
the principality of Culmbach, and running through the lordſhips of Loben- 
Fein and Burg, afterwards paſſes into the bailiwick of Ziegenruck. 
8. 4. Theſe 
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8. 4. Theſe lordſhips contain under them nine boroughs, three market- 
towns, two hundred and thirty-one villages, thirty-eight farms and eſtates 
belonging to the Count, and ſeventy-five noble manors. The Count of 
Reuſſen and his ſubjects profeſs Lulberaniſm. At the town where the Count 
reſides is a ſuperintendency, and a Latin ſchool ; and at Gera is a gymnaſium 
illuſtre. The fine manufactures here of cloth, ſtuffs, and ſtockings, in 
conjunction with the iron mills, are of great advantage to the country, very 
conſiderable quantities of the goods made here being exported. 
$. 5. The name of the Vagtland (in Latin, Terra advocatorum) ſignifies 
the country poſſeſſed by the ancient advocates of the empire, who were 
deceſſors to the preſent Counts of Reuſſen, and muſt not, as it often is, be con- 
founded with Variſcia. But the Counts of Rewſſen at preſent enjoy only a 
part of it. (S. 2.) The greateſt part of this country, as namely Meyda, Werda, 
Plauen, Voigtsberg, Zregenruck, Triptis, and Auma, with their dependen. 
cies, belong to the electoral houſe of Sexony, The Marggraves of Bran- 
denburg-Culmbach are poſſeſſed of the lordſhip of Hef, and the lordſhip of 
Ronneburg is veſted in the houſe of Saxe- Gotha. What the name and dig- 
nity of a vogt imported in thoſe ancient vogts of the empire, is not yet 
agreed among the learned. One of the moſt probable conjectures. is, that 


- dignity of a vogt was an hereditary office belonging to the empire, and 


the vogts themſelves ſubordinate to the Palatine of the Rhine, as arch-vogt 
of the empire. No leſs uncertainty is there concerning the epocha of this 
title, though it appears to have been uſed in the eleventh century, the 
ancient ſtatutes of the town of Weyda having been given to it in 1027, by Henry 
Vogt of Weyda. Towards the middle of the fourteenth century this title 
was diſcontinued. The moſt ancient reſidences of the vogts of the empire, 
known with any certainty, were the town and burg of E:z/zberg and Weyaa, 
ſee Vol. V. Henry Vogt-Count of Mierrot, (or Ofterode) and Lord of Plauen, 
who lived in the latter end of the eleventh and the beginning of the twelfth 
century, left a ſon named Henry the Wealthy, and divided the whole Yegt- 
land among his four ſons, the eldeſt of whom became Vogt and Lord of 
Weyda ; the ſecond, Lord and Vogt of Plauen; the third, Vogt and Lord 
of Greitz ; and the fourth, Vogt and Lord of Gera. The third line of theſe 
Vogts became extinct in 1236 in the ſon of its founder, the firſt in 1535, 
and the fourth in 1550. Thus the only remaining line was the ſecond, 
or that of Plauen, which, in the grandſons of its founder, became di- 
vided into the elder and younger lines. Of theſe, the former, in 1426, 
obtained the burgravate of Meiſſen, and with it the dignity of Princes, but 
failed in 1572 ; the latter, that is to ſay, the proper line of Reuſz-Plauen, 
is ſtill in being, and derives its origin from Henry the Younger, ſurnamed 
the Ruſſian, Ruſe, Ruzzo, &c. as his ſecond brother, who died without 
flue, was likewiſe called the Bobemiar, From him moſt probably is de- 


rived 
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rived their preſent uſual name of Reuſz or Ruthenus. One of the deſcen- 
dants of this laſt mentioned Vogt, in 1453, purchaſed the upper lordſhip of 
Kranichfeld ; but this ſoon after was alienated, ſee Vol. V. though the family 
of Reuſz ſtill lay claim to the lower _—_— of Kranichfeld. Henry Reuſz, 
Lord of Plauen, Greitz, and Kranichfeld, who died in 1535, left three 
ſons, who founded three lines, namely, the ſenior, middle, and junior ; 
but of theſe the middle became extinct in 1616; the two others are ſtill 
exiſtent. The ſenior Reuſz-Plauen line is again divided into thoſe of Upper 
and Lower-Greitz. In 1647 the junior Reuſz-Plauen line was divided 
into thoſe of Gera, Saalburg, Schleitz, and Lobenftein. The third, in 1666, 
expired with its founder, on which the Saalburg line obtained the name of 
Schleitz, of which that of Koſtrirz is a collateral branch. The Lobenſtein 
line has been again ſubdivided into thoſe of Lobenſtein, Hirſchberg, and 
Eberſdorf, but the ſecond is become extinct; and of the firſt, that of Sei- 
bitz is a collateral branch. In 1673 the Emperor Leopold revived the title 
of Count in the whole family of Reuſz-Plauen. It is remarkable, that 
ever ſince the eleventh century, all the males of this family have borne 
the name of Henry, without any other ; for which no reaſon that may be 
depended upon can be aſſigned. At firſt the ſeveral perſons in it were 
diſtinguiſhed by naming them after their age, the ſenior, middle, or junior, 
but afterwards other ſurnames were uſed, as the wealthy, the red baired, 
the fat, the tall, &c. At length the diſtinction was made by numbers, 
and in 1668 it was agreed that the elder and younger line ſhould number, 
each in particular for themſelves, by which means it ſometimes happens 
that the Counts of both lines hear the ſame number. Every branch, of 
this capital line does not number its ſons diſtinctly, but names accordin 
to the ſeveral ſons of the ſaid line, numbering them agreeably to their ſuc- 
ceſſive births in the whole capital line. In 1700 it was agreed to number 
up to a hundred, unleſs their deſcendants ſhould think proper to make 
ſome alteration. 

F. 6. The title aſſumed in common by the whole houſe runs thus, 
Henry-Reuſs Count and Lord of Plauen, Lord of Greitz, Kranichfeld, Gera, 
Schleitz and Lebenſtein. Their arms are quarterly in the firſt and fourth 
quarter diamond, a rampant lion topaz crowned ruby ; in the ſecond and 
third pearl, a crane topaz. The oldeſt ruling Lord of the whole houſe 
is termed the elder of the family, and the eldeſt ruling Lord of the ſecond 
capital line is appointed for his adjunct. 

$. 7. The patrimonial Lordthips here confiſted formerly of three impe- 
rial eſtates, which were poſſeſſed in abſolute property; 4 towards the 
cloſe of the fourteenth century, theſe were ceded as fiefs to the crown of 
Bobemia, the Marggraves of Meiſſen, and the Landgraves of Thuringia, 
ſo that ever ſince, they have been held as arriere fiefs of the empire, and 
at preſent are received as fiefs from the crown of Bohemia only, But 
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the regalia among which is the right of minage and coinage, together 
with the ſovereignty, depend ſolely on the Emperor and Empire. 

8 8. In the imperial Diet the Reuſgen family fits in the college of the 
Counts of the Wetterau. This family is alſo poſſeſſed of a feat and voice in 
the Diet of Upper Saxony. The aſſeſſment of it in the matricula of the 
Empire, if we deduct that of Kramchfeld, amounts to eighty- eight floring 
for each Roman month. In time of war it furniſhes, in conjunction with 
the Prince of Schwarzburg, a regiment of fix companies, conſiſting in all 
of 1000 men, and of theſe its quota is one third or two companies, which, 
number it alſo conſtantly keeps on foot in time of peace, To the chamber 
at Wetzlar it pays fifty-nine rixdollars fifty-four one-third kruitzers. 

$. 9. Each of the two ruling Counts of the chief line, has his regency 
and conſiſtory ; and the younger chief lines, have in the town of Gera one 
common regency and conſiſtory, and with regard to certain incomes, like- 
wiſe one common receiver's office. 

$. 10. We now come to the diviſions, and more circumſtantial account 
of this country. | 


The SENTOR Chief Line 


Is poſſeſſed of the lordſhips of Grertz and Burg, with a part alſo of the 
diſtrict of Reichenfels, and in theſe 


I. Both branches of this capital Line are proprietors of 


The town of Greitæ or Graitæ, more properly called Grewitæ or Chrewitz, 
ſeated on the river Elſter, in a valley environed by woods and mountains. 
The little river which runs through it, falls into the Exer. It conſiſts of 
about four hundred and fifty houſes, which have been improved from 
time to time. Here is alſo a ſuperintendency and a handſome church, 
and ſince the year 1735, the town has been endowed with a Latin-ſchool, 
which is under good regulations, and an orphan houſe. The principal 
part of its trade conſiſts in ſtuffs and manufactures. In Greitz are two 
manſion-houſes of the Counts. In the lower of theſe, which lies near the 
pariſh church in the town, and has a garden to it ſeated on the river E/fer, 
reſides the Under-Greitz line. The upper houſe ſtands on a high rocky 
hill, and excluſive of the addition of a chapel to it, was very conſiderably 
embelliſhed by Count Henry XI. In this houſe is the reſidence of the Upper- 
Greitz line. To this alſo is a garden lying on the Eier. The town itſelf 
is divided betwixt the two lines, each of which has here its particular office. 
But the churches and ſchools are governed by them in common. Greitz 
is one of the moſt ancient towns in all the Jegtland, and was originally 


built by the Slavz. In the years 1494 and 1610 it ſuffered greatly by 
fire, |

1. The bailiwick of Upper-Greitz, containing 

Grechlitz, a farm belonging to the Count, with fifteen villages. Among 
theſe latter are the parochial villages of Nattſchau, Schonbach and Pohuitz. 
At Bernſgrun is a nobleman's ſeat, and in the Little Reinsdorf lies the 
filver mountain, where mine-works have been frequently carried on. 

2. The bailiwick of Dolau, to which belongs 

Dolau, a village, having an old caſtle, together with a farm and a 
ſheep-walk. 

The parochial villages of Dobia and Frebersgrun, in the latter of which is 
2 noble manor, as alſo one half of Friſau, on the other fide of the Saale, 
near Lobenſtein, with fix other villages, of which Gablau contains a 
conſiderable farm, and the farm of Jabellengrund in the Streitwalde, which 
is ſituated on the Saale. 

Zeulenreda, a town ſeated on an eminence, in a mountainous and 
woody country. This town conſiſts of about three hundred and fifty houſes 
and exclufive of its parochial-church, contains one other church, an almſ- 
houſe, and a houſe of correction. It is likewiſe noted for its ſtuff manu- 
factures, and eſpecially for its ſtockings, which are exported to all parts. 
It has alſo a conſiderable annual fair for horned cattle, and formerly be- 
longed to the lordſhip of Schleitz. 

About half an hour's diſtance to the north on the river Veyda, is an 
alum-mine. 

To the Upper-Greitz part likewiſe belong thirteen nobleman's ſeats 
and manors, as namely Unger- Zoppoten, which is parochial, Hoben-Oelſen, one 
half of which is a fief to Saxony, as is alſo the pariſh of Pefter/fezn, in old 
records called ſimply Stein, a conſiderable manor belonging to one of the 
Counts, and Fleming, one half of which is a fief of the principality of Altenburg. 
The two villages of Lunzzig and Cæſengrun, in which are demeſnes, belonged 
alſo formerly to noblemen.

2. Of the bailiwick or lordſhip of Burg, formerly belonging to the 
lordſhip of Schleitz, from which it was ſeparated in 1572 on the extinc- 
tion of the burgrave Meiſſen-line of the houſe of Reuſz-Plauen, at which 
time it paſſed to the lordſhip of Grei#z. In this bailiwick are great numbers 
of iron-works of various kinds, with ovens belonging to the Prince. The 
places worth notice in it are N 

Burg or Burgk, a caſtle belonging to the Prince, ſtanding on a high 
and ſteep rock, and formerly a fortreſs. In the fixteenth and ſeventeenth 
century, this caſtle was the reſidence of a collateral branch, on the ex- 
tinction of which together with its bailiwick, it eſcheated to Count Henry 
XIII, of the Under-Greitz line, whoſe fon Count Henry III. has greatly 
improved it, particularly with the addition of an entire new wing. In it 
is an old chapel, and the bailiwick office is likewiſe kept here. To it alſo 


belongs a farm. 


Mezſchlitz, a market-town containing a parochial- church. < 

The parochial-village of Criſpendor/, in which is a ſeat and garden be- 
longing to the Count, together with thoſe of Neuendorf, Plothen, Rempten- 
dorf and one half of Friſau: as alſo | 

Six other villages and two noblemens ſeats. Near the village of Upper- 
Zoppoten is an alum mine-work.

I. The lordſhip of Gera, contains under it 

1. Gera, a town ſeated in a pleaſant vale near the E//ter. Its houſes, 
which are moſtly of ſtone, are lofty and well built, inſomuch that for its 
beauty it is called Little-Leipzig. On the market-place here, is a very 
ſtately houſe belonging to the Count, exclufive of the great church and 
that of St. Nicholas. In the town too are three others, namely one at the 
houſe of correction, another in the orphan-houſe, and the third in the 
Under- Hauſe, by which name the houſes reaching from the end of the 
town to Ofierſtein are called. Here is alſo a ſuperintendency, together 
with the joint regency of the junior chief lines, a joint confiſtory, and a 
joint Gymnaſium illuſtre, and every ſixth year the junior capital lines hold 
a Diet. The principal trade of the inhabitants conſiſts in cloths and ſtuffs, 
which being greatly valued, occaſion a conſiderable trade. a 


Ofterfletn, 
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Ofterftein, a ſeat belonging to the Count, ſtands on an eminence without 
the town and has a church. 

2. Langenberg, a ſmall town ſeated on a hill, near which are ſeen the 
remains of a caſtle ; with its dependency is called the government of Lan- 
genberg. At this place is a demeſne eſtate. 

3. * a demeſne eſtate with a new feat in it, and twelve other 
demeſne eſtates, which were never noble manors. 

4. Seventy- eight villages and thirty-ſix noble manors ; of which 

1. Thirty-eight lye on the weſt ſide of the E/er; among them is 

Koſtriz, a large parochial-village, ſeated on the E/fer, and the upper 
and middle part of which belong to the family of Wolframſdorf, but the 
lower part to a collateral line of the houſe of Schleitz, who have a very 
handſome ſeat here with an elegant garden. 


Cæaſchwitæ, containing a noble manor and a filial church, Seiffart/dorf 


having a parochial church, Ruderſderf, Kraftſdorf, Frankenthal and Tiej- 
chirtz, all containing churches of their own, together with Hermſdorf, in 
which are, two noble manors, &c. 

2. On the eaſt ſide forty, among which are the villages of Dorna, 
Hirſchfeld, Roben, Roſchitz, Rofitz, all containing pariſh churches. 

II. The bailiwick of Saalburg lies on the Saale, and till the 
year 1572 belonged to the lordſhip of Schleitz, but ſince 1666 has been 
conſtantly in the poſſeſſion of the Gera-line. Ihis bailiwick contains under it 

Saalburg, a ſmall town ſeated on an eminence near the river Saale, over 
which it has a bridge. In the year 1640 this town was laid in athes by 
the Stwedes, The firſt of the three paſtors here, is likewiſe inſpector of 
the churches of the bailiwick. | 

Seubtendorf, a parochial-village, containing a demeſne eſtate, Poritſch a 
village, alſo containing a demeſne eſtate and five other villages. The con- 
vent of Heil Krutz or the holy- croſs lies about three quarters of an hour's 
diſtance from Saalburg.

I. The lordſhip of Schlitz, in which is

Markt- Hebenleuben, a market-town, which is the ſeat of a juſticiary 
court, under the Kz/tritz-line, and in the pariſh-church of which is their 
hereditary burial-place.

The lordſhip of Lobenſtein, came in 1550 on the failure of the old Gera 
line, to that of Plauen, and was twice mortgaged by the laſt Burgrave of 
Meiſſen of the Plauen- line; namely in 1 567 to the Count of Schwarzburg of 
Leutenberg, and in 1670 to the Vitzthume of Eckſtadt. On the death of the 
Burgrave in 1572, it eſcheated to the ſenior and junior lines of Renuſz- 
Plauen, who redeemed it and held it jointly till 1595, when by an 
agreement it was aſſigned to the younger line only, in which branch it has 
hitherto continued. This lordſhip has further been divided into the 
following diſtricts: viz. 

I. Into the proper lordſhip of Lobenſtein, containing 

Loabenſtein, a town ſeated on the Lemnitæ, and conſiſting of about four 
hundred houſes, In this town is a reſidence- palace, together with the 
houſe of Chriſtianzell belonging to the Count, as alſo a bailiwick-office, a 
ſuperintendency at the town church, and a Latin ſchool. In the years 
1714-and 1732, the greateſt part of it was deſtroyed by fire, and in the 
firſt of theſe calamities the Count's own reſidence was deſtroyed. 

The parochial-village of Harre, in which is a farm belonging to the 
Count, together with thoſe of Heinrichsdorf, Ruppersdorf and Fraſſen, the 
living of which laſt place is in the gift of the Marggrave of Brandenburg- 
Culmbach. To this part alſo belongs the village of Thierbach with a farm in 


it, which is the property of the Count, twelve other villages, in which are 
| * three 
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three noble manors, five farms appertaining to the Count, three iron mills 


and ſeveral ſingle houſes. 

II. Into the lordſhip of Eberſdorf, containing 

1. The bailiwick of Eberſdorf, in which is 

Eberſdorf, a large parochial-village, having a manſion-houſe belonging 
to the Counts. The Moravians have built themſelves ſome ſpacious edifices 
here. Eberſdorf is alſo the ſeat of an eccleſiaſtical inſpection. 

The parochial villages of Gabme and Tisſcbendorf. 

Together with eight other villages; and 

Five places and manors belonging to noblemen ; of which JY/urzbach 
and Alten-Geſaſz contain parochial churches. The former is noted for its 
knit-ſtockings, and has alſo two iron-works belonging to it, with a public 
oven: laſtly 

Several ſingle farms. 

2. The government of Hirſchberg, which with reſpect to its dominium 
diretum, was conferred by the crown of Bohemia in 1549 on the houſe of 
Reuſz-Plauen, but the King retained to himſelf the ſupreme infeoffment of 
it. In 1664 the Loben/tein line of the houſe of Plauen purchaſed likewiſe 
the dominium utile, from the family of Beulwitæ, and have continued the 
proprietors of it to this very day. In this government lics 

Hirſchberg, a ſmall town ſeated among mountains, and containing a 
manſion-houſe, which is the property of the Counts. In the year 1750 
this town ſuffered greatly by fire. Stocking knitting furniſhes a conſider- 
able trade here. The advowſon of the church belongs to the Maggrave of 
Brandenburg-Culmbach. 

Eight villages, in which are three noble manors ; and

Y 1. THE loriſhips belonging to the Counts of Schonburg, lie in the 
Erzgebirg circle of the marggravate of Mien. The maps pub- 

liſhed of it, are thoſe of Scutter and Schreiber. 
$. 2. In theſe lordſhips are fourteen towns, in which all forts of manu- 
ſactures flouriſh. The inhabitants are Lutherans, as are likewiſe the Counts, 
the deſcendants of Chriſtian Henry of the Waldenburg line excepted, who 

profeſs the Roman catholic religion. 

§. 3. The anceſtors of the ancient Dynaſta, and the preſent Counts of 
Schonburg according to Vegel's genealogy refided at firſt on the other tide of 
the Rhine. Alban Lord of Schonburg is ſaid to be the firſt who came to 
eigen, and in 936 to have been appointed by the Emperer Otte I. com- 
a mander 
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mander in chief againſt the Sorb-Hend:, Geringſwalde has been one of the 
moſt ancient reſidences of the Schonburg family in Meiſſen. Frederick Lord 
of Schonburg, who died in 1383, was the founder of the preſent houſe of 
Schonburg, which is now divided into Schonburg-Waldenburg and Schon. 
burg- Penigk. 

The preſent chief line of Schonburg-Walderburg was founded by Orhy 
Lewis, who in 1700 was created a Prince of the Empire, and in 
his four ſons was divided into four other lines, Count George Albert found. 
ing that of Hurtenſtein, Count Otho William that of Lichtenſtein, Count 
Lewis Frederick that of Stein or Ruſdorf, and Count Chriſtian Henry that 
of Waldenburg. 

The direct line of Schonburg-Penigkh, had for its founder Wolfgang third 
ſon to Erneſt, who died in 1534. Among his grand-children, by his fon 
Wolfgang the younger, notice 1s to be particularly taken of Wolfgang Erneſt, 
az the founder of the Remſa line, and likewiſe of Wolfgang Henry, who 
gave riſe to that of Penigꝭ, both which were in the year 1700 raiſed to be 
Counts of the Empire. Of the Remſa line was deſcended Count Chr:i/t:an 
Erneſt, who died in 1718, and his lordſhips of Glauche, Remiſſau and 
R:chiburg at length devolved on his grandſons, by his fon Ortho Erneff, 


namely on the Counts Henry Erneſt, Albert Chriſtian Erneſt, and John. 


Erneſt, the Penigk line, has in Count Samuel Henry and Welfgang Henry, 
ſons to its founder, undergone a ſecond diviſion, into thoſe of Mechſelburg 
and Penigk. 


$. 4. The arms for Schonburg are quite plain, being only barry, ruby 
and pearl. 

$. 5. The Counts of Schonburg fit at the Diet among the Wetterau 
Counts, and have alſo both ſeat and voice in the Diets of Upper Saxony, 
but therein are the laſt. Their aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire 
is forty florins, and to the chamber at Metglar they pay twenty-ſeven rix- 
dollars. fix kruitxers. 

$. 6. Of the Schonburg lordſhips ſome are arriere fiefs of Saxony, others 
belong to the Empire, and are received from the crown of Babemia, as ſhall be 
thown under the account of each lordihip. The ſovereignty over them all is 
lodged in the Elector of Saxony, the Counts of Schonburg, being only rec- 
koned in the firſt claſs of the States of that eleCtorate, and annexed to the baili- 
wick of Zwickau,in the circle of Erzgebirg, but at Glaucha have a joint regency 
and conſiſtory over the eccleſiaſtical inſpections of Glaucba, Hartenſtein, 
Lichtenſtein, Leſznitz and Waldenburg, which comprehend under them forty- 
four churches. The Penig inſpection however is ſubject to the Leipgig conlil- 
tory, and contains eighteen churches under it within the county of Schonburg. 

In order to give a more particular deſcription of the Schonburg 
lordihip we ſhall divide it into two principal parts, beginning with thoſe 
belonging | 
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I. To the Direct Line of S CHO NB UR G- 
WALDENBU RG, namely, 


I. The lordſhip of Waldenburg, which is received from the crown of 
Bohemia, as an arriere fief of the Empire, and contains under it | 

1. Waldenburg, a ſmall town ſeated on the Mulde, and having a manſion- 
houſe of the Counts, with a ſuperintendency, which preſides over eleven 
churches. In the year 1717 this place ſuffered greatly by fice. 

The old town of Waldenburg, which lies directly fronting Waldenburg on 
the other fide of the Mulde, is famous for its brown and white earthen 
ware, which conſiſts of veſſels for laboratories and apothecaries-ſhops, 
together with pots of ſeveral kinds, fuch as pitchers, drinking veſſels, &c. 

Old-Waldenburg, a village and farm lying not far from Waldenburg, as alſo

II. The lordſhip of Hartenſlein, which is properly a part of the lower 
county of Harten/tein, and a fief of Saxony. Formerly the whole county 
of Hartenſtein belonged to the burgravate of Meiſſen, ſee Vol. V. but in 1406 
devolved with right of redemption to Feit Lord of Schonburg, and in 
1417 came entirely to him, at which time he was alſo inveſted with it, at 
Coftanz by the Emperor Sigiſmund.

Henry Julius, Duke of Brunſwick, took poſ- 
ſeflion of the caſtle and bailiwick of Habnſtein, but Duke Auguſtus the 
elder afterwards made over the ſaid bailiwick to the Counts of Sto/lberg, as 
will be ſeen more at large in the ſequel. Of the lordſhips of Lora and 
Klettenberg, the Counts of Schwarzburg and Stollberg poſſeſſed themſelves, 
by virtue of the union of inheritance which they concluded with the 
Counts of Heb tein, and the joint feoffment which they had obtained 
over them; but Henry Julius, Duke of Brunſwick-Luneburg, and Biſhop of 
Halber/tadt, on whom, as biſhop, and with the conſent of the chapter, his 
father Duke Julius in 1583 had conferred the reverſion, made himſelf maſter 
of them, and, as Duke of Brunſwick, was inveſted therewith by the Chapter 
of Halberftadt, This occaſioned a long proceſs between the Counts of 
Stollberg and Schwarzburg in the Aulick court, but at length, in 1632, it 


was terminated by an agreement: Duke Frederick Ulrich ceding to the 
Counts of Schiwarzburg and Stollberg, the lordſhip of Lora, as a- fief of 


Brunſwick Welfenbuttel, tho' with a reſerve of the ſovereignty and certain 
taxes; but the mines, contributions, tolls, conduct-tax, and epiſcopal 
rights, the Counts were to hold. The houſe of Brunſwick however re- 
tained the lordſhip of Klrttenberg, but with a promiſe that on the extinc- 
tion of the Holfenbuttel line, the Counts ſhould enter into the poſſeſſion of 
it, and be inveſted therewith by the houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg, &c. 
Accordingly in 1634 the Wolfenbuttel-line became extinct in the perſon of 
Duke Frederick Ulrich, but the lordſhips of Lora and Klettenberg re- 
eſcheated to the Chapter of Halbenſtadt, the Zell line never making appli- 
cation for the inveſtiture of it; and the Chapter, at the peace of - 
ſhalia, being aſſigned to the Electoral houſe of Brandenburg, as a temporal 
principality ; the Elector Frederick William, inſtead of holding himſelf 
bound by the abovementioned compact, in 1649, conferred the lordſhips 
of which the Counts of Schwarzburg had been diſpoſſeſſed in the thirty 
years war, on his privy counſellor Jahn Count of Sayn and Witgen/tein, who 
had been his envoy at the congreſs of Heſiphalia, which grant was con- 
firmed in 1653 by the Emperor Ferdinand III. But in 1699 Frederick 
again re- aſſumed the lordſhips, and, in 1702, made a declaration to Au- 
guſtus Count of Sayn and Mitgenſtein, that he would diſcharge all the 
Witgenſtein debts, and thoſe of a prior date likewiſe, and alſo pay him 
down the ſum of 100,000 dollars in ſpecie, with a further reimburſement 
of 20,000 rixdollars, which he had advanced to his father Count Gaſtavus, 
for liquidating ſome debts with which the county was incumbered. The

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Emperor indeed, in 1674, promiſed the houſes of Schwarzburg and Stol/-: 
| N e e for the lordſhips of Lora and Klettenberg, of 


which they had been deprived, and which, at that time, were valued” at 
zoo, ooo rixdollars. The bailiwick of Bodungen, on the death of the laſt 
Count of Habnſtein, eſcheated to the electoral houſe of Saxony, by which it 


was conferred as a fief on the houſe of Schwarzburg. The county of 


Lutterberg and Scharzfeld, the Dukes of Grubenhagen have taken poſſeſ- 
fon of, notwithſtanding that the Counts of Stollberg and Schwarzburg, 
as united in a compact of inheritance with the Counts of Hobnſtein, had, in 
1490, 1530, 1568, and 1586, obtained the inveſtiture, from them of the 
juriſdiction of Allersberg. The Counts of Schwarzburg-Sonderſhauſen had 
long ſince received from the Landgraves of Heſſe one third, as a fief. The 
remaining third they alſo obtained from the Landgrave Maurice of Heſſe, 
and conferred it, together with the whole juriſdiction, as an arriere fief, on 
the family of Minigerode. 

F. 5. The arms of the Counts of Hobnſtein were a chequee of twelve 
diviſions ruby and pearl, and the creſt ſurmounted with a ſtag's branches, 
one ruby, the other po That of Lora is in all reſpects the ſame, but 
Klettenberg bears pearl, a ſtag diamond, 

$. 6. The Counts of Hobn/tein formerly ſent a repreſentative to the Im- 
perial Diet, and likewiſe had a ſeat and voice in that of Upper-Saxony, 
which privilege the electoral houſe of Brandenburg was for continuing, 
but has not yet been able to effect it. Theſe lordſhips were aſſeſſed in the 
matricula of the empire at fifty-fix florins, but an exemption for them 
was obtained by the Elector of Brandenburg. To the chamber at I/tzlar 
they pay thirty-ſeven rixdollars, ſeventy- nine kruitzers. The contributions 
paid to the empire and circle, with the dues to the chamber of Metglar, 
payable by the county of Hobnſtein, are levied by the electoral houſe of 
Brunſwick-Luneburg, which remits them to the Counts of Stollberg, who 
make in the payments at the proper places. 

$. 7. We come now to give an account of 


I. The proper County of HOHV STEIN. 


Which is a fief of the houſe of Brunſtoick and Luneburg. From Leuck- 
feld's Antiquitat. Efeldenſ. p. 7, and Scheidt's cbſervations on Meſer's introduction 
to the publick law of Brunſwick and Luneburg, page 255, it appears that 
the Counts of Habnſtein were not only fiefs to Henry the Lien, as Duke of 
Saxony, but likewiſe that theſe Counts, together with their county, belonged to 
that eleCtorate, as a part of the inheritance of Catlenburg and Nortbeim; as in 
the partition of the inheritance of his ſons, the caſtle of Hæbnſtein is ex- 
preſly mentioned, and conſtitutes a part of the inheritance of Orla IV. 
King of the Romans. Otho the Child making a tender of his hereditary poſ- 
ſeſſions to the Emperor and empire, as a fief, which was followed by the 
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erection of the dutchy of Brunſwick, Hobnſtein was firſt made a fief of the 
empire, and held by the Counts, as ſuch, of the houſe of Brunſwick, till, in 
1413, Count Thierry, with the conſent of the Lord Paramount, ſold it 
to Count Botho of Stollberg, retaining however to himſelf the fimultaneous 
poſſeſſion. On this, Ocho Duke of Gottingen, in 1428, inveſted the houſes 
of Stollberg and TS the joint enfeoffment of it, in caſe the 
Hohnſtein male line ſhould me extinct, Theſe houſes alſo obtained 
the reverſion of it, by virtue of the compact of inheritance ſubſiſting be- 
twixt them and the Counts of Hobn/tein. The like inveſtiture followed 
in 1590, by Duke Henry Julius, but on the death of the laſt Count of 
Hobnſlein, he aſſumed the county to himſelf, in order to render due ſatiſ- 
faction to the Schleinitz family, who had very conſiderable claims againſt 
the Counts of Stollberg. This gave riſe to a proceſs before the Aulick 
council, during which, the Emperor Ferdinand, in 1628, made over the 
county of Hobn/tein to the Counts of Thur, for the ſum of 60,000 rixdol- 
lars, and put General Wallenſtein in poſſeſſion of it. But this general, in 
1629, was ſucceeded by a Premonſtratenſian convent, which, in 1631, was 
in its-turn outed. At length Duke Auguſtus the elder granted the county 
of Hobnſtein to Chriſtopher of Stollberg, which donation was confirmed in 


Counts of Stollberg however engaged to acknowledge the reigning Duke of 
Calenberg for their feudal Lord in this county ; to tranſact all juridical pro- 
cedures in his name, and in every reſpect dutifully to acknowledge his 
territorial ſovereignty over the county of Hebnftein, with all the preroga- 
tives and rights belonging thereto. In 1733 a compact was made betwixt 
the electoral houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg, and the Count of Stollberg, by 
virtue of which, the latter is entitled to grant privileges, in reſpec to their 
vaſſals, within the county of Hobnſtein, and likewiſe in their concerns to 
iſſue ordinances, relative either to foreſts, chaces, mineage, venery, ſer- 
vices, or the management of lands; all the inhabitants and vaſſals are to 
perform the hereditary homage to them, and in matters relating to the 
Hobnſtein foreſt, all affairs included therein are to be left to the deciſion 
of the foreſt court. They are likewiſe poſſeſſed of the jus cancellariæ and 
comſiſtorit, and conſequently of the upper and lower juriſdiction, both in 
civil and eccleſiaſtical caſes ; as alſo of the preſentation and collation of mini- 
ſters, and the inſpection of particular churches. To the electoral houſe is 
reſerved the general inſpection of churches, and the removal of appeals 
to the ſpiritual and temporal high courts in the principality of Calenberg. 
The electoral houſe enjoys the jus collectandi, with reſpect to the circular 
and Imperial contributions, and the payments to the chamber at Wetzlar, 
but remits them to the Count, who pays them in at the proper places, 
and receives a particular diſcharge for his own quota, both in men and 
money. In 1645 the county of Hobnſtein became divided between the 
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two chief lines of the houſe 7 Stollberg. At preſent the Counts of Soll- 
-Stol are rietors o

The caſtle of Hobnftein, which was demoliſhed in 1627 by a Saxon 
commander of the name of Vitzthum ; a conſiderable part of the walls 
however are yet ſtanding." 

Neuſtadt, a ſmall town, called only a borough, and ſeated below the 
before-mentioned caſtle. At this place is a very handſome free-ſtone ſeat 
belonging to the Count, built in 1744, and conſiſting of two ſtories. 

Harzungen, a village, having a church, which is dependent on that of 
Neuſtadt: together with 

The pariſhes of Ofterode cum Wiegerſdorf, Lower-Sachſiverſen, Appen- 
rode, Steigerthal cum Peterſdorf, Crimderode cum Rudigſdorf, Sulzhayn 
cum Werna, Boſenrode, and Urbach. | 

IT. The Counts of Stollberg-Wernigerode are poſſeſſed of the foreſt of 
the bailiwick of Hobnſtein, containing 22,800 morgens of land, each con- 
ſiting of one hundred and twenty ſquare rods, with a foreſt-office for the 
due regulation thereof. In this foreſt riſes the river Bebre. Its produce is 
conſiderable, the wood cut down here being carried to Nerabauſen, or 
made into charcoal, which is uſed at the mine works near Schierk, in the 
county of Wernigerode. It alſo affords pit coal, and manganeſe, which is 
a poor kind of iron. It is divided into three departments, in which lie 
the following places, viz. 

1. In the department of Schmerplatz Sophien lies 

Sephienhof, a houſe and farm belonging to the Count, and fo named 
from the Counteſs Sophia Charlotte, Here are likewiſe ſome other build- 
ings, as for inſtance, the manfion-houſe belonging to the Count's chief 
foreſter, a lodge, and a church, ſerved by the miniſter of the following 
village, GS. 

2. In the department of Rotbeſitte is a ſmall parochial village, containing 
a farm for the graſing of cattle, with a lodge, which is the property of 
the Count. 

3. In Hufbaus department lies 

Hufhaus, a graſery, farm, and lodge, belonging to the Count. 

III. The conventual bailiwick and Pædagegium of Tlefeld, belonging to 
the Elector of Brunſwick-Luneburg, was formed out of a convent of Pre- 
monſtratenſian Monks, founded by the abovementioned Eiliger or Iger II. 
beneath the caſtle of urg, which was built by his father Eiliger I; and 
as it ſtood in the Igers-Feld or Iifeld, was fo called from his father. This 
convent alſo received the name of the eld. The Epocha of its foundation 
is to be dated from the year 1190. The preſident of this convent was at 
firſt ſtiled provoſt, but afterwards abbot, and laſt of all adminiſtrator. Its laſt 
abbot Thomas Stange, founded a ſchool in it, wherein a certain number of 


youths 
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youths were inſtructed and maintained gratis, the firſt rector of it, named 
Michael Neandern, was nominated in 1550 ; but afterwards by the Duke of 
Brunſwick and the Counts of Stollberg, preferred to be adminiſtrator 
of the convent. At preſent the conventual eſtates here, are ſubje& to the 
ſuperintendency of the electoral regency of Hanover, which appoints a 
ſteward or juſtice here, for the adminiſtration of the lower juriſdictions and 
other functions. The ſchool is called a conventual Pædagegium. The 
Counts of Stollberg have likewiſe a ſhare in it. It is under excellent regula- 
tions, and the profeſſors who are fix in number, are perſons of proper 
talents, whence in the catalogue of the T/feld- Alumni, we find the 
names of no ſmall number ot young noblemen and Counts, who have 
ſtudied here at their own expence. Of the youths entertained here, on the 
foundation four, by virtue of an agreement made in 1561, are to be natives 
of Schwarzburg on account of the eſtates, foreſts and other revenues be- 
longing to the ſchool in the principality of Schwarzburg-Sonderſhauſen. 
The other exhibitions in it, are filled up partly and principally by the elec- 
toral houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg. Likewiſe out of the revenues of the 
foundation twenty-four ſtudents are maintained at the univerſities of 


Gottingen and Iifeld, of whom eight are nominated by the Counts of 


Stollberg. The foreſts belonging to 1feld, which are very conſiderable, are 
divided into the lower and upper or Birkemobr foreſts, both which contain 
about 5235 acres, they are ſeparated from each other by the Hagenberg, 
which belongs to the foreſt of Wernigerode, In them is found pit-coal, 
Another good foreſt of nine hundred acres belonging to the foundation, is 
near Hohne-Ebra alſo in the 3-1 "ge of Schwarzburg. The three 
collections here, namely that of Hfeld, Nordhaus and Thuringia, together 
with thoſe at Kirch-Engel and Hoben-Ebra, in the principality of Schwarz- 
burg are very conſiderable. To the conventual bailiwick likewiſe belong 
the following places, viz. 

Tifeld, a large village ſituated near the convent on the Bebr, betwixt the 
Mublberge, the higheſt part of which is called the Stieg, and the Herzberg. 
Without the village lies the Burgberg or caſtle hill, on which formerly 


ſtood the Iburg. This village is plealantly ſituated, and contains a pariſh 
church. 


Konigerode, a farm. 

Birkemobr alſo a farm, the new building belonging to which, lies at ſome 
diſtance from the old one, which was burnt down. 

2. The lordſhips of Lora and Klettenberg. 

The latter of which is alſo called the lordſhip of Hobnſtein, muſt 
not be confounded with the above deſcribed ancient county, the name 
of which has gradually been given to it. Theſe lordſhips have like- 
wiſe been incorporated under the title of the county of Hobnftein, with 


the principality of Halberſtadt; to the regency of which the conſiſtory of 
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war and demeſne- office are ſubject. But proceſſes are firſt heard here at 
the courts of the bailiwick, the magiſtrates and nobles. They contain in all 
ſeventy-one places, the yearly revenue of which, is eſtimated at about 
$0,000 rixdollars. We ſhall give an account of each particular lordſhip. 
I. The lordſhip of Lera, containing under i twenty-nine places, viz. 
 Bleicherode, a ſmall open town but populous and thriving, and con- 
taining ſome manufactures. It alſo carries on a good trade. In this town 
are four manſion houſes of nobles, and one for the procurator. The com- 
miſſary and tax-office, which have for ſome time been kept here, was in 
1715 removed to Halberftagt. 

1. The bailiwick of Lora, containing 

Lora, a caſtle, which is the refidence of the ſteward. 

Elende or Zum Elende, a village having an alms-houſe, and formerly 
alſo containing a nunnery. 

2. The bailiwick of Little-Bodungen, with the village of - 
Little-Badungen, ſituated an the Boda; as alſo Friderichſrode a new village. 
3. The bailiwick of Nebra, with the village of Nebra, Ninderode, the 
manour of L:ittle-Furra, and other places. 

4. The bailiwick of Dieteborn, which was formerly a nunnery and ex- 
cluſive of Dieteborn contains under it the villages of Great and Little- 
Bernten.

II. The county or lordſhip of Kle/tenberg, in which are forty-two places. 
1. Elrich, the capital, of both lordſhips, or of the whole county of 
Hobnſtein, which is made up of them, lies on the Zorge, and was formerly 
the ſeat of the Hæbnſlein regency, and a conſiſtory, and ſtill contains a 
ſuperintendency, to which the clergy of both lordſhips are ſubject. In it 
alſo are ſome manufactures. This place ſuffered greatly by fire in the years 
1627 and 1729. The family of Spiegel have a free farm here, lying both 
in and without the town. 

2. Sachſa a ſmall town ſeated on the foreſt of Harze. 

3. The bailiwick of Klzttenberg, ſo called from the ruined caſtle of 
Klettenberg, below which lies a village of the ſame name, with the baili- 
wick office and three manſion-houſes belonging to noblemen, one of which 
was purchaſed bythe Emperor Frederick II. To this bailiwick likewiſe belong 
Schiedungen, Blidungen and Frebra, all royal farms with ſeveral villages, 

4. The bailiwicks, of Frobnderode, Maunderode and Weffleben, together 
with the farms of Gungerode, Gunderſleben and Salga. At the foot of the 
high mountain of Hebr/iein, on which ſtood the caſtle of Schnabelburg, 
is a flatting and paper mill, with another for the making of gun-powder. 

5. The bailiwick of Benneckenſtein, ſtands a part from the other bailiwicks, 
being ſeated on the foreſt of Harz. In the year 1424 the Counts of 
Vor, VI. Z Hehnjtein, 
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Hobnftein, fold one half of this bailiwick to the Counts of Schu 


but the Sonderbauſen quarter was procured by exchange in 1675, and that 
of Rudelſtadt purchaſed in 1741 for the ſum of 20,000 rixdollars. In 
this bailiwick lies 

Benneck/tein, a ſmall town having iron-mills. 

6. Branderode, Great-Wechſungen, Great-Werther, Hafferungen, Holbach, 
Kemſtedt, Little-Werther, belonging to the family of Werthern, 
Steinſee, Stockey, Tettenborn and Werningerode. 

3- The bailiwick of Bodungen, formerly belonging to the. Lora, but 
now held by the Princes of Schwarzburg-Sonderſbauſen, as a fief of Saxony. 
In this bailiwick is 

1 a market town lying on the Bode, and containing a feat 
and farm.

F. 1. F this Circle a good general map has been publiſhed, but thoſe of 
moſt of the countries belonging to it are defective. The ſeveral 
maps at preſent in vogue are thoſe of Sanſon, Jaillot, Mortier, Valk, d: 
Wit, Viſſcher, Homann, and Seutter. That of Homann's conſtitutes the 
one hundred and thirteenth in his Atlas of Germany. 

F. 2. To the northward it borders on the Dutchy of Slefwick, belong- 
ing to the Kingdom of Denmark and the Baltick, to the eaſtward on the 
Circle of Upper-Saxony, to the ſouthward on the ſame Circle, and a 
of the Upper-Rhine, weſtward on the Circle of Veſpbalia and the north 
ſea, Its whole extent may be computed at about 1420 geographical 
ſquare miles. 

$. 3. The States belonging to it are thoſe of Magdeburg, and Bremen, 
| which alternately hold the directory) Zelle, Grubenbagen, Calenberg, Wel- 
fenbuttel, Halberſtadt, Mecklenburg, Schwerin, Mecklenburg-Guſtro, Halſtein- 
Gluckſtadt, Holftein-Gottorf, Hildeſheim, Sare- Lauenburg, the archbiſho- 
pric of Lubeck, the principality of Schwerin, Ratzeburg, Blankenburg, Ranzau, 
Lubeck an imperial city, Gofzlar, Mublhauſen, Nordbauſen, Hamburg, 
and the imperial city of Bremen. 

$. 4. The Princes who convene the Diets are the Dukes of Magdeburg 
and Bremen, who are alſo alternately inveſted with the direQory from Diet 
to Diet, and the oldeſt ruling Duke of Brunſwick is poſſeſſed of the conde- 
rectorium. The Diets uſed generally to be held at Brunſwick or Luneburg, 
but fince the year 1682 have been diſcontinued. 

$. 5. The military eſtabliſhment of the whole Empire in time of peace, 
being by a decree of the Empire in 1681 ſettled at 40,000 men, the 
Circle of Lower Saxony was _—_— at 1322 horſemen and 2707 wm 
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which is alſo the contingent of the Circles of Upper-Saxony, Burgundy, Swabia 
and Meſipbalia, with which it was put on a footing in the partition of the aid 
of 300,000 florins, granted to the Imperial cheft in 1707, when the ſum 
payable by it was fixed at 31,271 florins, fifty-eight kruitzers, and five 
pfennings. Several Dukes of Brunſwick in this Circle have held at the ſame 
time, the poſt of commander in chief and that of lieutenant-general. 

$. 6. With refpect to religion this Circle is the ſecond which is wholly 
Lutheran. At the peace of We/iphalia it was ſtipulated that it ſhould always 
have four aſſeſſors, beſides one ather altergately with the Circle of Upper 
Saxony. In 1654, therefore it was agreed in the Circle, that Magde 
and Bremen ſhould each preſent one, the houſe of Brunſwick one, and 
Mechlengburg and Holſtein one, and betwixt them as often as it came to the 
Circle's turn were to chooſe a fifth aſſeſſor ; alſo that he ſhould be nominated 
by Lubeck, Goſzlar, Mublhauſen and Nordhauſen, but at preſent the Circle in 
effect names only two, and the alternative nomination agreed cn betwixd it 
and Upper-Saxony no longer takes place. The electoral houſe of Brunſwick 
Luneburg, on obtaining the electoral dignity deſired, when the number of 
aſſeſſors was by the peace of Meſiphalia ſettled at fifty, that he might fend 
two, but on their being reduced to half that number one, which was 


granted him. But the perſon preſented muſt be a Lutheran, and of the 
aſſeſſors he is the ninth. 


The Dutchy of MAGDEBURG. 


$. 1. FHE map of this Dutchy publiſhed by Gunaling of Berlin is very 
defective, while that of Shenks is abſolutely uſeleſs, and even the 
delineation given us of it by the Younger Homann, from the defign of an 
engineer, which conſtitutes the one hundredth and fourteenth map in the 
Atlas of Germany, though ſomewhat better than the above, is not without 
many faults ; in particular it leaves out the whole Circle of the Lucken- 
walde. Walther's Singul-Magdeb contains good maps of ſome of the countries 
in this Dutchy, and that of the courſes of the rivers Ora and Dromling 
is very ans in as much as it very accurately delineates the true bounds 
betwixt the Old Marck, Magdeburg, Luneburg and Brunſwick. One 
exact draught of Pfanner chace near Hall, is to be met with in Dreybaupt's 
deſcription of the Circle. In this map is exhibited a conſiderable tract of 
the country about Hall with the upper part of the Circle of Saale. 
$. 2. This dutchy is ſurrounded by the March of Brandenburg, the 
dutchy of Brunſwick, the principality of Halberſtadt and Anbalt, the 
county of Mangeld, and the electorate of Saxony. The Saala Circle and 
likewife that of Luckenwalde are ſeparated from the other, and on all ſides 
eavironed by the circular countries of Upper-Saxony, 
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F. 3. The country belonging to it is for the moſt part level. The beſt corn 
lands are in that part of the Hz/z Circle called the Borde, which produces 
alſo fine cattle ; the other Circles and countries in it, are either ſandy or marſhy 
or overgrown with woods. In ſome parts, particularly in the Saale Circle, 
fuel is ſcarce, but the country affords pit-coal and ſtubble, and is ſup- 
plied with wood from other parts by means of its rivers. The falt-ſprings 
in Halle, Great-Salze, Old-Salze and Stasfurt are of ſuch richneſs that they 
are able to ſupply all Germany with that commodity, for which reaſon the 
ſalt- works in other parts of the dutchy have been ſuffered to go to decay. 
Rothenburg has likewiſe a copper mine-work. The Elbe paſſes through a 
conſiderable part of the country, and on the borders of the county of 
Barby receives the Saale (which after watering the Saale and Holz Circles 
is rendered navigable by means of ſeven fluices,) and on the borders of the 
Marck, the Havel, after it has formed the eaſtern boundaries between the 
Marck and the dutchy of Magdeburg. Another, and nearer communication 
has been completed betwixt the Elbe and the Havel, by means of the canal 
of Plauen, which interſects the Jericho Circle, and has been already defcribed 
under the Marck. In the Holz Circle alfo riſes the Aller, which diſ- 
charges itſelf into the Elbe. The Obre has its ſource in the bailiwick of 
Knefebeck, in the principality of Luneburg, and the Saale in the Circle of 
that name receives the E//ter, and at Nienburg in the principality of Anhalt 

the Bode, after it has traverſed a part of the Holz Circle. 
$. 4. According to a computation made in 1703, the whole dutchy, 
excluſive of that part of the county of Mansfeld which is connected 
with it, contained twenty-nine cities, fix towns, and four hundred and 
thirty-one villages. From the year 1750 to 1756, the burials here have 
amounted one year with another to 8786, ſo that the number of its inhabi- 
tants during thoſe years, may be eſtimated at about 330,000. The States 
of the country conſiſt of the prelates, among whom the cathedral chapter 
is reckoned the firſt; the nobility and the cities. Formerly they were 
divided into the leſſer or larger committee, at which times committee Diets 
were frequent among them, and on emergencies of general concern 
provincial Diets were alſo convened: but the country falling as a temporal 
principality beneath the dominion of the electoral houſe of Brandenburg 
its conſtitution was gradually abrogated, no Diets being at preſent held 
here, nor are the States any longer poſſeſſed of the direction of the pro- 
vincial cheſt, | 
$. 5. In the ſixteenth century the province by degrees came into the 
reformation, and both archbiſhop Sigiſinund and the chapter eſpouſing 
it with great zeal, it was introduced into all parts. However the convents 
of Ammenſleben, Alten- Haldenſleben, Mayendorf, Marienſtubl without Egeln, 
and S. Agneten in the New Town at Magdeburg, till adhere to the Roman 
catholic perſuaſion. Till about the middle of the ſeventeenth century 
| Lutherans{m 
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Lutheraniſm was the only religion tolerated here; —_— in the above- 
mentioned five convents ; but the country falling in that year under the 
dominion of Brandenburg, great numbers of French and German Calvinift 
refugees were received here, and under King Frederick William, the private 
exerciſe of the Roman-catholic worſhip was likewiſe tolerated at Magde 
and Halle. The Lutheran pariſhes in this county amount to three hundre 
and fourteen, and the paſtors to three hundred and fifty three, Theſe 
pariſhes are divided into ſixteen inſpections, which are under the direction 
of as many inſpectors, who are ſubordinate to a general ſuperintendent. 
The clergy of the Ol Town at Magdeburg, however, are exempted from the 
Juriſdiction of theſe inſpections, and under the direction of their ſenior. 
The German Calviniſis here are poſſeſſed in all, of ſeven churches and 
eleven miniſters, and the French make ſix congregations, to five of which 
belong ten miniſters, but thoſe at Calbe are ſubject to the German paſtor 
there. None of theſe Calviniſ miniſters are veſted with the jura flolz, 
nor any other Lag At Halle are Jews, who have a ſynagogue. 

F. 6. Magdeburg contains manufactures and fabrics of cloth, ſtuffs, 
ſtockings, linen, oil-ſkins, leather, parchment and more particularly 
of ſtarch, which with the fine flour made here, and all ſorts of grain, 
are exported in very large quantities. 

$. 7. The biſhopric of Magdeburg was formed out of a Benedicbine 
convent, founded at Magdeburg in 937 by the Emperor Olo I. who in 
967 converted the ſaid convent into an archbiſhopric, to which Hilward 
biſhop of Halber/tadt ceded that part of his dioceſe lying between the 
Elbe, Obre and Bode, together with FriderichRraſze, and the ſeveral 
pariſhes ſituated between the Mansfeld ſalt-lake of the Saale, the Un- 
ſirut, the Helme, and the dyke near Malbauſen. To this new archbiſhopric 
alſo were given as ſuffragrans, the biſhoprics of Merſeburg, Naumburg and 
Meiſjen, (the laſt of which was afterwards exempted) together with Havel- 
berg, Brandenburg, Cammin and Lebus. The archbiſhop of Magdeburg was 
reckoned the primate in all Germania magna, and was poſſeſſed of ſeveral 
very honourable privileges, ſuch as that of wearing the archepiſcopal Pal- 
lium, of fitting among the cardinal biſhops, of having in his cathedral, 
after the Roman manner, twelve cardinal presbyters, ſeven deacons, and 
twenty-four ſubdeacons, and the crofs borne before him. The name of 
the firſt of theſe archbiſhops was Adelbert. In 1648 at the peace of Ne- 
phalia, the houſe of Brandenburg as an indemnification to it, for ceding 
the poſſeſſions it had in Anterior- Pomerania to Sweden, obtained among other 
advantages the reverſion of the archbiſhopric of Magdeburg, which he was to 
hold on the deceaſe of the adminſtrator Auguſtus Duke of Saxony, as an 
independent and perpetual fief and temporal dukedom. Accordingly in 
1650 he received the eventual homage, and in 1689 acquired the actual 
poſſeſſion of it, on the demiſe of Duke Auguſtus. 


§. 8. The arms of the dutchy are party per pale ruby and pearl. 
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$. 9. In the Diet of the Empire the King of Pruſſia, as Duke of Mag- 
deburg, ſits and votes between the EleQor of Bavaria, as Dake of Bavaria, 
and the Elector palatine as Pfalzgrave of Lautern. The Duke of 
Magdeburg is likewiſe the firſt of the States of the Circle of Lower Saxony, 
and one of the two ſummoning Princes and directors, as we have obſerved 
before under 5. 4. of the introduction to this Circle. The aſſeſſment of the 
dutchy in the matricula of the Empire is forty- three horſe and one hundred and 
ninety- ſix foot, or monthly one thouſand three hundred florins. To the cham- 
ber at Wetzlar it pays three hundred and forty- three florins forty kruitzers. 

F. 10. The dutchy has its own ney, which in 1714 was removed 
from the ſeat of the capital town of to Magdeburg, and conſiſts of two 
ſenates. The chapter at preſent is excluded from any part in the govern- 
ment. The war and demeſne chamber erected in 1723, in lieu of the former 
war and tax- office, manage all the concerns of the demeſne and finances, 
with the exciſe, contributions, and whatever elſe relates to the polity; but 
each cheſt is kept ſeparate, under their diſtinct officers and collections. In 
town the exciſe and other branches of the revenue are under the direction 
of certain perſons ſtiled tax-counſellors, as Cymmi ſſarii locorum. The con- 
ſiſtory is compoſed of the members of the regeney, the general ſuperintendent 


and ſome lay and eccleſiaſtical conſiſtorial counſellors. Its power is limited 


to the Lutheran churches, whilſt the Calviniſti are ſubject to their ſupreme 
directory, and the French likewiſe under the direction of the French 
ſupreme conſiſtory at Berlin. 

F. 11. The Prince's revenues here, ariſe principally from the demeſnes, taxes 
and military cheſt. In the demeſnes are included the King's profits accruing 
from the ſalt-works at Halle and other places; * with the duties on ſalt, 
the neat profit and tythes of mines, confiſcations, fines, navigation-farms, 
farms — to bailiwicks, fluice-monies, tolls by land and water, 
foreſts-rents payments for maſtage and the like. On the other hand, 
out of theſe taxes are paid the King's officers in the dutchy, together 
with the expences of the royal buildings, fluices, tillage, and other labours, 
the King's lands, repairs of highways and ſuch diſburſements. The furplus 
is paid into the general demeſne cheſt. The tax and military cheſt re- 
ceive the country-contributions, with the forage and ſubſiſtence money for the 
country-cavalry, the exciſe laid upon goods conſumed, the provincial exciſe, 
which is tranſmitted to it from the town, and other incomes; all which 
are afterwards paid into the general military cheſt, or remitted to the ſeveral 


So very great is the quantity of ſalt made in the King's ſalt-works in this dutchy, that they 
are able to ſupply all the Pryfien dominions; every houſe-keeper therefore is obliged to buy and 
pay for a certain quantity of ſalt for himſelf, his wife, children, ſervants and cattle : that is to ſay 
tor every perſon above nine years of age four pecks, for every four perſons at killing time, two 
pecks ; for every cow with calf the like quantity, and for every ten ſheep with lamb alſo two 
pecks, For this the country pays at the rate of ſixteen groſchen per buſhe], but the towns 
ludject to exciſe eighteen, which brings in a very conſiderable revenue. 
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regiments in the country for their ſubſiſtence. The contributions and 

other revenues here belonging to the tax- cheſt are collected in ev 

Circle, by certain circular receivers, to whom they are remitted every — 
under receivers, in the ſmall towns and villages, of which every pro- 


vincial counſellor (who are at preſent ſeven in number) has the controll 


and inſpection in his reſpective Circle. The annual revenues of the ſove- 
reign ariſing from this dutchy, according to an eſtimate in my hands, 
amount to above Soo, ooo rixdollars. 

F. 12. The dutchy is divided into four Circles, in each of which are 
towns, royal bailiwicks, prelate-eſtates, noble manors holding immediately 
of the regency, and poſſeſſed of the right of juriſdiction over their vil- 
lages; with free eſtates, which are annexed to the bailiwick, but have 
neither villages nor juriſdiction belonging to them, and ſome ſubject to the 
contribution tax. Theſe ſeveral premiſes will fully appear from the follow- 
ing particular deſcription of the dutchy. | 

L The Holz Circle lies betwixt the rivers Bode, Saale, and Elbe, the old 
Mark, the dutchy of Brunſwick, and the principalities of Halberſtadt and 
Anhalt ; containing in it g 

1. The following immediate cities, viz. " 

The ancient city of Magdeburg, in old records termed Magathaburg, 
Magadaburg, Meidburg, Meideburg, and Fungfernburg, lying on the Elbe, 
and being the capital of the dutchy, as alſo the ſeat of the provincial re- 
gency, the conſiſtory, the war and demeſne office, and one of the princi- 
pal trading towns in all Germany. It is likewiſe a very ſtrong fortification, 
having, among other works, a citadel, ſeated on an iſland in the river 
Elbe, with Sternſchanze or Starfort, lying without the Sudenburg gate. 
Magdeburg is well built, particularly the Broad-/treet in it, which makes a 
grand appearance, though the principal beauty of the town conſiſts in its 
eathedral ſquare, which is ornamented with large elegant houſes, and the 
area of it well paved. Among the moſt. remarkable public edifices here 
are the King's palace, which was anciently the reſidence of the biſhops, 
and in which are held the war and demeſne office, with the armory, the 
governor's houſe, and the guild-hall, where the regency and conſiſtory are 
held. The Lutheran cathedral here, dedicated to St. Maurice, is a ſuperb 
ſtructure in the antique taſte. This cathedral was begun in the year 1211; 
the former church here, which was built by the Emperor Ocho in 1207, 
having been deſtroyed by fire ; but its conſecration did not take place till 
the year 1323. It is two hundred and eight ells long, and of the fame 
height, its breadth being fifty-five ells; the whole building conſiſts en- 
tirely of free-ſtone, and contains in it many curioſities, ſuch as a ſtone baſſo 
relievo of the wiſe and fooliſh virgins, a fine porphyry font, an altar in the 
choir of different ſpecies of marble, beſides divers other things enumerated 
in the particular deſcription of it publiſhed at Magdeburg in quarto, in 1708. 

I Its 
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Its chapter conſiſts of a provoſt, ſixteen major and ſeven minor canons. 
The eſtates belonging to it ſhall be ſpecified under each Circle. The firſt 
miniſter of it has an eccleſiaſtical inſpection in the Circle of Holæ. To its 
college belong fix maſters ; befides which here are three other Lutheran 
collegiate foundations, namely that of St. Sebaſlian, to which belong the vil- 
lages of Gutenſwegen and Brſzdorf, in the Holz Circle; that of St. Gangolph, 
poſſeſſed of the village of Bottmerſdorſ, in the ſame Circle; together with Licte- 
Lups, in the Circle of Jericho, and that of St. Nicholas, which is proprietor of 
the villages of Haben and Middle-Etlau, in the Saale Circle; likewiſe a Luthe- 
ran convent, dedicated to our Lady, and which was formerly a monaſtery 
of Premonſtratenſian Monks. This convent has a ſchool or ſeminary, to- 
gether with a farm at Saipke. The Lutherans are poſſeſſed of fix other 
parochial-churches here. To the town gymnaſium belong ten profeſſors. 
The Calviniſts conſtitute three congregations, viz. German, French, and 
Mallon, which alſo have their Latin ſchool. The Lutheran town-clergy 
are under the inſpection of their ſeniors and the ſpiritual court, from which 
an appeal lies to the conſiſtory. Here is likewiſe an alms-houſe, a hoſpital, 
and an orphan-houſe, which are maintained at the King's expence. Mag- 
deburg has from time immemorial enjoyed the Staple ; but this privilege 
has been controverted, particularly by the city of Leipzig. In this town is 


allo a variety of manufactures, as for inſtance, of all forts of woollen 


cloths and ſtuffs, together with half and whole filk ſtuffs, cottons, linen, 
ſtockings, hats, beautiful leathern gloves, black and yellow tobacco, roll 
tobacco, ſnuff, Sc. Its fituation on the E/be, and the road here betwixt 
High and Low Germany, is very advantageous to its trade. Magdeburg, fo 
Jn. as the time of Charles the Great, was no inconſiderable In 
the tenth century it was conferred as a dowery on Editba, conſort to the Em- 
peror Ocho I. This Princeſs environed it with a wall, which ſhe fortified 
with towers, and procured from her conſort the grant of a yearly fair to it, 
and likewiſe greatly promoted its improvement and welfare. In ſuc- 
ceeding times it arrived to very great proſperity, was one of the Hanſe- 
trons, and had a celebrated magiſtracy. Charles V. put it under the ban 
of the empire, for rejecting the interim, and charged Maurice Elector of 
Saxony with the execution of it, who, after a fiege which held from the 
ſixteenth of September 1550, to the ninth of November 1551, took it by 
capitulation, in which it was ſtipulated, that the Emperor ſhould be recon- 
ciled to it, and the ban revoked. In 1629 it ſuffered a blockade from 
the Impertali/ts for the ſpace of twenty-eight weeks. In 1631 it was be- 
ſieged by them in form, and being taken by ſtorm, ſacked, ſet on fire, 
and, excepting the cathedral, the convent of our Lady, and ſome adjacent 
houſes, with one hundred and thirty-nine ſmall tenements along the Fiſcher - 
Ufer, reduced to aſhes, with the loſs alſo of ſo many lives, that though the 
number of its inhabitants was generally computed at no leſs than 20,000, 
only 400 freemen ſurvived this dreadful calamity, In the beginning of 
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the year 1632, the Imperialifts withdrew, and the Swedes taking poſſeſſion 
of the city, it was partly rebuilt, and reduced to ſome order. In 1635 it 
was again blockaded by the troops of Brandenburg and Weimar, and in 1636 
beſieged by the Imperialiſis and Saxons, and taken by capitulation, on 
which the Swediſh garriſon withdrew, To its magiſtracy belongs the vil- 
lage of Gups, in the Circle of Jericho. 

Concerning the burgravate of Magdeburg, we muſt not omit a brief 
remark, namely, that before Ortho I. even in the time of Charles the Great, 
there was a burg or caſtle at this place, in which reſided an imperial Count ; 
but who the firſt was that bore the title of Burgrave, is far from being 
ſo certain, though this is commonly affirmed of Gero. According to ſome, 
the Emperor Otho I. appointed the Burgraves as protectors or governors 
of the Magdeburg churches ; but others will have it that he conferred on 
the convent here, which afterwards was erected into an archbiſhopric, the 
liberty of electing its own protector, who was afterwards ſtiled Burgrave, 
and exerciſed both the civil and criminal juriſdiction. The archbiſhops 
have granted ſuch protectorſhips as hereditary fiefs to Counts, and even to 
Princes, an- inſtance of which we have in Archbiſhop Conrad I. who, on 
the deceaſe of the Burgrave, Henry Marggrave of Luſatia, in the 
1136, granted the burgravate hereditarily to his brother Burchard, Lord of 
erfurt, in whoſe houſe it continued till 1269, when Archbiſhop Con- 
rad II. having reaſſumed it from Count Burchard of Mansfeld, ſold it, together 
with the office of hereditary cup-bearer of the archbiſhopric, which was 
annexed to it, for the ſum of 1200 marks, to John and Maurice Dukes 


'of Saxony, on condition that they ſhould hold it as a fief of the arch- 


biſhopric. In 1294 Duke Albert reſold both the burgrabate and office 
of juſticiary of Magdeburg to the archbiſhopric. The money for this pur- 
chaſe was advanced by the city of Magdeburg, on a provifo that the office 
of juſticiary ſhould remain veſted in the city, and the burgravate belong 
to the archbiſhop, without any future alienation. After this, but the time 
when is not preciſely known, the burgravate became an imperial fief, 
and the Marggrave Frederick the Bold being, in 1422, inveſted by the 
Emperor with the electorate of Saxony, at Meiſſen, the burgravate of 
Magdeburg, and the dignity and power of Count, both of Magdeburg 
and Halle; this afterwards occaſioned very long and violent conteſts 
between the houſe of Saxony and the archbiſhopric of Magdeburg, till at 
length, namely in 1579, a commutative agreement was concluded at 
Eiſzeben, between Auguſtus Elector of Saxony, on the one fide, and the 
archbiſhopric of Megaeburg on the other, whereby the archbiſhop ceded 
to the Elector of Saxony the enfeoffment and ſovereignty over a great part 
of the county of Mansfeld; the electoral houſe, on its own part, re- 
linquiſhing all the rights and dignities granted to it by the Emperor, as 
Burgrave of Magdeburg, in the cities of Magdeburg and Halle, and like- 
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ban, the power of Count, the nomination of the juſticiary and magiſtracy 
at Halle, the diſpoſal of the criminal juriſdiction, Sc. and transferred them 
to the archbiſhop but reſerved to itſelf the title and arms of the bur- 
gravate of Magdeburg, with the four bailiwicks of Gommern, Ranis, Elbe- 
nau, and Gottau, which lie without the archbiſhopric, and gave riſe to 
the burgravate. 

Obſ. Neuftadt, Magdeburg, and Sudenburg, occur under the bailiwick 
of Mallen. | 

Calbe, a town, ſituated on the Saale, with a fluice for the conveniency 
of its navigation. This town is the ſeat of an eccleſiaſtical inſpection, and, 
excluſive of a Lutheran church, contains alſo another for the Germans, with 
a third for the Calvinift French; but both theſe are ſerved by one miniſter. 
In the years 1550, 1682, and 1713, this city was deſtroyed by fire, but 
has ſince been rebuilt to great advantage, The ſuburbs here belong to 
its bailiwick. ter 

Egeln, a town, ſeated on the Bode, and containing an eccleſiaſtical in- 
ſpection. Anciently this town, with its independencies, formed a lordſhip, 
which was at firſt a fief of the abbey of Gernrode, but ſince the year 1357 
has been a fief of the Elector of Saxony. Burchard Count of Mulingen, 
and Lord of Barby, obtained the ſimultaneous inveſtiture of it ; but Conrad 
the laſt Lord of Egein, of the Hadmerſleben family, dying in 1417, with- 
out feudal heirs, archbiſhop Gunther recovered the lordſhip to his ſee, by 
virtue of a loan granted to Burchard Count of Mulingen ; but in 1524 the 
cathedral chapter made an acquiſition of it. In 1648 it was agreed at the 
peace of Weſiphalia, that at the concluſion of the peace it ſhould be im- 
mediately and entirely ceded to the Elector of Brandenburg, on which the 
proceſs commenced by the Counts of Barby concerning it was to drop. 
Accordingly, in 1650, the Elector Frederick Milliam arrived to the actual 
poſſeſſion of the town and bailiwick, which at firſt was connected with 
the principality of Halberſtadt, but afterwards reunited to the Magdeburg 
territories, 

Great-Salze, a ſmall town, having two ſalt ſprings belonging to it, and 
thirty-four pans. This town is noted as having been the place of reſidence 
of ſeveral noble families, of whom the corporation is compoſed, and who 
are proprietors of the ſalt-works, excepting that one boiling-houſe here 
belongs to the Schadeleben family, and another to the magiſtracy. By vir- 
tue of an agreement concluded with the Saxon revenue-office at Dreſden, 
relative to the delivery of a certain quantity of ſalt to the ſalt- offices, a ſalt 
overſeer reſides here, whoſe buſineſs it is to ſee the (alt put up in casks, 
after which it is ſent by land carriage to Froſe on the Elbe, where it is ſhip- 
ped off for the ſalt- offices at Dreſden, Meiſſen, and other places in the elec- 
torate of Saxony,

wiſe throughout the whole archbiſhopric, ſuch as the proclamation of the 
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Froſe, abovementioned, is a ſmall town, yay the Elbe, and be- 
longing to the corporation of Great-Salze, which is likewiſe poſſeſſed of 
the barony of Schadeleben, ſituated in theſe parts. In the year 1012 this 
town was conferred on the archbiſhopric by the Emperor Henry II. 

Wanzleben, a ſmall place, purchaſed in 1372 by archbiſhop Peter for the 
ſum of gooo marks of filver, but burnt down in 1550, and likewiſe de- 
ſtroyed ſeveral times after by fire in the ſeventeenth century. 

New-Haldenſleben, a town, ſeated on the Obre, and containing an ec- 
clefiaſtical inſpection, with a Lutheran and a French Calvinift church. 
This town was anciently a fortreſs belonging to Henry the Lion, Duke of 
Bavaria and Saxony. This Prince falling under the ban of the empire, 
archbiſhop Wichmann, in the year 1179, aſſaulted the fortreſs, and ſuc- 
ceeding in his attempt upon it, laid it in ruins; but the town was after- 
terwards rebuilt, and annexed to the ſee. In 1630, 1642, and 1661, it 
ſuffered extremely by war and fire, but has ſince recovered itſelf. 

II. The following bailiwicks belonging to the King, vis. | 
| 1. The bailiwick of Mollenvogtey, which has its ſeat in the Altfad?, or 
| Ola toton, at Magdeburg, and contains under its juriſdiction, a 

Neuſtadt or Næw- Magdeburg, accounted only a ſuburb of the Altfadt, 
| though a diſtinct town, and having in it a Lutheran collegiate foundation, dedi- 
; cated to St. Peter and St. Paul, with a parochial-church, a grammar-ſchool, 
and a Roman catholic nunnery of Cifterctans, dedicated to St. Agnes, and 
under the direction of a damina, a prioreſs, and fifteen nuns. In the year 
1631 this town was ſet on fire and deſtroyed, but has ſince been hand- 
ſomely rebuilt. 

'Sudenburg, alſo accounted a ſuburb of the Aufadt Magdeburg, though a di- 
ſtin& town, like the former, was deſtroyed in 1631, but is rebuilt entirely new. 
Some parts of the Neumarkt at Magdeburg. | 

Sablen, a country town, the falt-ſprings belonging to which are ſtopped 
up, and the works of courſe gone to ruin. 

The villages of Fermerſſeben and St. Michael ; and, in the Circle of Je- 
richo, thoſe alſo of Bideritz and Guſen. 

2. The bailiwick of Calbe, having its ſeat at Calbebeuſe. In this bailiwick is 

The ſuburb of Calbe. 

Unterwelſch Fiſcher, and Lorenzer, the laſt a fuburb, ſtanding without Calbe. 

Groperey and Ketzerey, the laſt of which isalſoa ſuburb, ſeated without Calbe. 

Elmen or Old-Salze, a country town, fituated cloſe by Great-Salze. This 
town had a conſiderable falt-work fo early as the year 1230, but this was 
afterwards deſtroyed. On ſearching for the old ſpring, another was dif- 
covered, which proves inexhauſtible. The water of this ſpring is conveyed 
in wooden pipes to Schonebeck, and there boiled. 

Seven villages. 

The bailiwick of Calbe is likewife poſſeſſed of the high juriſdiction over 
Brumby. 3. The 
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3. The bailiwick of Brumby conſiſts of the ſingle village of Brumby, in 
which lie two free eſtates, one of which eſcheated to the bailiwick as a 
vacant fief, the other belongs to the Steinecter family. 

4. The bailiwick of the convent of Gottes Gnade or divine grace, front- 
ing the town of Calbe, was formed out of a Premonſtratenſian convent, 
which was burnt down by the Swedes in the thirty years war ; but the 
chapel belonging to it is ſtill in good condition. To this bailiwick are 
annexed the two villages of Schwarz and Trabutz. 


5. The bailiwick of Egeln, containing Alte Mark, a village, fituated 


without the town of Egeln, together with Ezger/ſeben, a village, having a 
farm, and fix other villages. 

6. The conventual bailiwick of Hillerſſeben, which was formed out of a 
convent founded by the Counts of Hillenſſeben, who are long fince become 
extint. This convent was originally a nunnery, which was afterwards 
converted into a priory, and in 1110 erected into a monaſtery of Benedi&ine 
Monks. It was ſacked and deſtroyed in the Smalkaldick war; but abbot 
Gobelin, who preſided over it from the year 1562 to 1577, applied himſelf 
to the rebuilding of it, and embraced Lutberaniſm. In 1687 it was con- 
yerted into a bailiwick, and in 1695 the Elector Frederick III. granted the 
revenue ariſing from it to the Seminarium Theologicum at Halle; but in 
1720 King Frederick William purchaſed it again for the ſum of 30,000 
rixdollars, and erected it into a demeſne bailiwick. To it belong the vil- 
lages of Hiller/fleben and Neuenbef, in the former of which is a parochial 
church. 

7. Athenſleben bailiwick, ſituated on the Bode, and containing under it the 
farms of Loderburg and Rothenforde, with the villages of Loderburg and Borna. 

8. The bailiwick of Old-Stasfurt, — va under it 

Stasfurt, a town, ſeated on the Bode, with two falt ſprings, and thirty- 
two boiling-houſes, belonging to the noble families of the place. Of theſe 
families alſo is compoſed the magiſtracy ; but two of theſe boiling-houſes 
belong to the Stagfurt houſe or bailiwick. 

Ola-Stasfurt, a large village, or rather borough. 

9. The bailiwick of Vanzleben, in which is 

Suldorf, a large village, containing four free eſtates. The falt ſprings 
here have been cloſed and boarded, and the boiling-houſes pulled down. 

DTS a village, containing ſeven free eſtates, and five other 
villages. 

= The bailiwick of Dreyleben, comprehending under it five villages. 
At Berge, in this bailiwick, is a manor, with twelve ſerving-houſes, belong- 
ing to the Teutonick commandery of Lucklum, in the dutchy of Brunfeick, 
which is alſo poſſeſſed of the low juriſdiction. 

11. The bailiwick of Wolmir/tad?, to which belongs 


_ Wilmirſtadt, a ſmall town, having a caſtle, on the river Ohbre., Here is 
like wile 
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likewiſe a Lutheran nunnery, under which are the villages of Sambſwegen, 
Crochern, and Zielitz. In 1281 archbiſhop Bernhard, aſſiſted by Albert 
Margrave of Brandenburg, made himſelf maſter of the town. In 1334, 
Otho the Good, Duke of Brunſwick, took the caſtle, but Archbiſhop Orhby 
ſoon wreſted it from him. In 1642, Molmirſtadt was ſet on fire by the 
Imperiali/ts. In this town is a free eſtate. 

Colbitz, a village, containing a royal hunting ſeat. 

Meſeberg, a parochial-village, having an eccleſiaſtical inſpection: and 

Nine other villages ; among which is that of Barleben, containing three 
free eſtates. 

12. The bailiwick of Sommerſchenburg, anciently belonging to the Counts 
of Sommerſchenburg, who, in 1056, obtained from the Emperor Henry 
IV. the palatinate of Saxony, (ſee Vol. V.) and in 1180 failed in the per- 
ſon of the Pfalzgrave Albert. Among the ſeveral claimants to the ſucceſ- 
fion, was Henry the Lion, Duke of Bavaria and Saxony, who conferred the 
caſtle - of Sommerſchenburg on the Barons of Warberg. But Wichmann, 
archbiſhop of Magdeburg, having purchaſed ſome of the Pfalzgrave Albert's 
allodial hates of his ſiſter Adelbeida, Abbeſs of Quedlinburg, likewiſe poſ- 
ſeſſed himſelf of the caſtle of Sommerſcbenburg, and ſome of the lands be- 
longing thereto, which have, ever fince that time, continued annexed to 
the ſee, though claimed by Duke Henry's ſons ; and Sommerſchenburg it- 
ſelf was included in the inheritance of the Emperor Otbo IV. The p 
county of the Pfalzgraves (in Latin, comicia) was at Seehauſen, as ſhall be 
preſently ſhewn more fully. The bailiwick of Sommerſchenburg, excluſive of 
the caſtle of that name, which is alſo called Sommer/ſeburg, comprehends 
under it fix villages. | 

13. The bailiwick of AFvenſicben, conſtituting one half of the lordſhip 
of Avenſleben. The other half belongs to the family of Veltheim, as ſhall be 
hereafter obſerved. This bailiwick formerly gave title to Counts ; but in 
1253, Albert Count of Alvenſleben being killed in a battle fought by Wil- 
brand archbiſhop of Magdeburg and Ludolpbus biſhop of Halber/tadt on the 
one fide, and the Marggrave of Brandenburg on the other, and his eſtates 
loſt, his deſcendants relinquiſhed the title of Counts, and ſtiled them- 
{clves only Lords of Alvenſleben. Alvenſieben formerly contained three 
burgs, viz. one belonging to the biſhop of Halberſtadt, one to the Count 
of Alvenſleben, and one to the Marggrave of Brandenburg, as Lords Para- 
mount ; but the Marggrave Otho being taken priſoner by the biſhop of Hal- 
berſtadt's forces in the battle abovementioned, was obliged to cede his burg 
to the biſhopric. Ludolpbus II. biſhop of Halberfladt, without the chapter's 
conſent, mortgaged his burgs at Alvenſſeben, together with Seebauſen and 
other places, to the Marggrave of Brandenburg; but in 1597 Biſhop Yolratb 
his ſucceſſor, with the chapter's approbation, ſold thoſe eſtates to the ſee 
of Magdeburg, and in the following year the Marggrave of Brandenburg 
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reſigned them. To the preſent bailiwick of Alvenſſeben belongs one half 
of the burg of that name, together with Mark Alvenſieben, the old village 
of Alvenſleben, Irxleben, Great-Sanderſleben, (the ancient proprietors of which 
were the Lords of Sanderſieben, anceſtors to the Counts of Schauenburg 
and North-Germerſleben. 

14. The bailiwick of Ummendorf, conſiſting of the villages of Ummen- 
dirf and E:lfleben, with the farm of Ovelgunne. 

15. The bailiwick of Ampfurt and Schernicke, formed out of two ma- 
nors of that name, which were purchaſed of the family of Aſeburg. To 
this bailiwick belong 

The villages of Ampfurt, Schernicke, Little-Wanzleben, and Remkerſeben. 

Scebauſen, a town, remarkable for having been the aſſize- town of the Counts 
of Sommerſchenburg. On the extinction of the Pfalzgraves of Sommer ſchenburg, 
this place came to the archbiſhopric of Halberſtadt, on which account Biſhop 
Frederick, in certain records, bears the title of Count of Sommer/chenburg. 

16. The bailiwick of Schonebeck, confiſting only of 

Schonebeck, a ſmall town having a caſtle, on the river Elbe, and which 
was transferred by the chapter of the cathedral to the Elector of Branden- 
burg, in lieu of the fourth part of the canonicate aſſigned to it by the peace 
of Ie/iphalia. In the year 1372 Count Gunther II. of Mulingen, Lord of 
Barby, ſold this place to the archbiſhopric for the ſum of 2000 marks of 
filver. In 1604 it ſuffered greatly by fire. An hereditary toll is eſta- 
bliſhed at this place. Here are alſo ſome boiling-houſes, in which up- 
wards of 8000 laſts of falt are annually made, the water for that purpoſe 
being conveyed hither in wooden pipes from Old-Salze or Elmen. 

17. The bailiwick of Acten, to which belongs 

Acken, in Latin, Aque Saxonice, a ſmall town, ſituated on the Elbe, 
over which there is a ferry at this place. The ſeat of the bailiwick lies in 
the old town. At Acken was anciently a commandery of the Teutonick 
order, belonging to the baily or commander of Saxony, but which was 
fold to the Elector of Brandenburg. Excluſive of the pariſh-church, here 
was alſo a foundation conſiſting of fix canons, and the like number of vi- 
carages, the revenues of which are at preſent levied by the dean of the 
cathedral of Magdeburg, but the church in 1711 was given to the Ca/- 
vini/ts, The two manors formerly here, have by a purchaſe made in 1700, 
been annexed to the bailiwicks. The town anciently belonged to the 
Dukes of Saxeny of the Aſcanian race, and in 1277 was mortgaged by 
Duke Jebn to the archbiſhop. In 1485 it was totally deſtroyed by fire, 
and in 1542 a great part of it ſuffered by the like calamity. 

Michelin, a parochial-village. 

18. The bailiwick of Reſenburg, which was formerly held by the Counts 
of Barby as an archiepiſcopal fief, and accordingly in 1659, on the de- 

ceaſe of Auguſtus Lewis the laſt Count of Barby, reverted to the arch- 
| biſhop. 
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biſhop. In 1703, by virtue of a royal mandate, it was ſeparated from 
the dutchy, and erected into a Chatoul or privy-purſe-bailiwick, but in 
1717 re-annexed to it, To this bailiwick belong Great-Roſe „a caſtle 
and parochial-village, with an eccleſiaſtical inſpection; and Saalbern, ſitu- 
ated at the influx of the Saale into the Elbe, where, in 1695, was eſta- 
bliſhed the factory and ſtaple for the ſalt exported from Halle, which 
before that time was at Acken. 

III. The following bailiwicks belonging to the Landgrave of Heſe-Hom- 
Burg, viz. 

3 The town and bailiwick of Oebgfeld, which came from a family of 
that name to a branch of the Oberg, who were poſſeſſed of it ſo early as 
the thirteenth century, and in 1369 offered it to the archbiſhop as a hief. 
On their failure, about the year 1448, the chapter, city and bailiff, granted 
it to the families of Steinberg and Bottfeld; in 1459 to the Bodendykes, and 
in 1485 to a line of the Bulow, on the extinction of whom it again re- 
eſcheated to the chapter. In 1694 the Elector Frederick III. made an 
agreement of purchaſe and exchange with Frederick Landgrave of Heſſe. 
Homburg, giving him for the bailiwick of Neuſtadt on the Daſſe, in the 
county of Ruppin, which was valued at 114,009 rixdollars, the town and 
bailiwick of Oebsfeld, with the high and low judicature, all rights and 
prerogatives, to be held and enjoyed by him, as an hereditary male fief; 
and took on himſelf a debt of 52,000 rixdollars, in which it ſtood mort- 
gaged, and further added the ſum of 2000 rixdollars towards diſcharging 
the intereſts, but reſerved to himſelf the ſovereignty both in church and 
ſtate. In 1701 this compact was renewed, and extended to the Land- 
grave's iſſue and relations. The Landgraves annual revenue ariſing from 
the town and bailiwick amounts to upwards of 3000 rixdollars ; but the 
King levies the contributions of the ſeveral villages. In this bailiwick is 

Oebsfeld, a ſmall but immediate ſtate town; the magiſtracy of which 
act under a kind of copyhold tenure, being inveſted with authority only 
for a limited time. This place lies on the Aller, cloſe by the marſhy wood 
of Dromling, in which it is poſſeſſed of a part. In 1737 it conſiſted of about 
one hundred and fixty-fix houſes. It is divided into the old and new 
town, but the former conſiſts of only one ſtreet, and that not of any length. 

In its diftri& are eleven villages. ; | 

The fix following are called the Landchen, namely Kaltendorf, which 
communicates with the old town of Oebsfeld by a bridge over the Aller, 


Wedendorf, Breitenrode or Bredenrode, Waſſenſtorf or Waſmeſtorf, Bergfricd, 
and Niendorf. 


The other villages here are Jebrendorf, Retzlingen, Boſtorf, Lochſtedt, and 


Katendorf. To it likewiſe belong Silbeck or Zilpke, and Maxdorf, both 
farms, with Jabnſinuble. 


2. The bailiwick of Hotenſſeben. This bailiwick the archbiſhop obtained 
| I in 
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in 1247, of the Dukes of Brunſwick in exchange for that of Schoningen, and 
in 1475 it was fold with power of redemption to the Bartenſſebent. In 1645 
it was purchaſed by Count Konig/mark, who in 1662 diſpoſed of it to 
Frederick Landgrave of Heſſe Hamburg, to whom in 1664 the Elector 
Frederick William gave a ſign manual for it; and in 1680 obtained the in- 
veſtitute thereof both for himſelf and male iſſue. To this bailiwick belong 
the villages of Hotenſleben, Berneburg, Aufleben, War ſleben (as far as reſpect its 
high juriſdiction and certain contracts) Orfieben, Wackerſleben, and ſome 
ruined villages. 

IV. Prelates eſtates, namely, 

1. Villages belonging to the deanery of the cathedral: Theſe are Born- 
fedt, Forderſtedt, Little- Ammenſieben, Rothenſee, Lemſdorf and Lobnitz, the 
1aſt of which lies not far from Cotber. 

2. Villages belonging to the chapter: Of theſe 

1. To the domvogtey belong the villages of O/v-nftedt, Lnwer-Dodeleben, 
Schnarfleben, Hermſdorf, Thal-Warſchleben, Great-Otterſleben, Salpke, Weſter 
hauſen, Beyenderf and Welſchleben. 

2. To the bailiwick of Hadmerſſelen belongs 

Hadmerſleben, a ſmall town ſituated on the Bade, and which in 1699 
was almoſt totally deſtroyed by fire, with two free- eſtates here: as alſo 

The villages of Hadmer/leben, Hackeborn, Wefter-Egeln, having a free- 
eſtate and Langen-Wedding. | | 

z. To the treaſury the Ovedienz village of Ulnizz. 

. The following convents with their lands : viz. 

1. Berge, ſeated on an eminence without Magdeburg, This place wes 
originally a monaſtery of Benedifine monks founded in Magdeburg, by 
the Emperor Otho I. in 937, and conſecrated to St. Peter and St. Maurice 
but in 967 was converted into an archiepiſcopal cathedral dedicated to St. 
Maurice, andthe abbot with his monks aſſigned over to the new built convent 
of St. Jahn the Baptiſt, on the Berg or hill without Magdeburg. This con- 
vent afterwards arrived to fo great reputation that it became one of the moſt 
celebrated in all Germany. At the time of the Reformation it declared for 
Lutheraniſm, and this was the place where in 1577, the formula concordiæ 
was drawn up and compleated by fix divines of that perſuaſion. It is at 
preſent under the direction of a Lutheran abbot, aſſiſted by fix conventuals, 
and contains a Pedagogium, whoſe excellent conſtitution has brought it 
into great repute. Excluſive alſo of a farm at the convent, this foundation is 
poſictied of the villages of Bucko, Ofter-Wedaing, Deiſzdorf and Tedendor f, 
with three other villages in the Circle of Jericbo. 

2. Ammenſleb-n, a monaſtery of Benedictine Monks, confiſting of an 
abbot and fifteen brothers. At this monaſtery is a farm, and to it likewiſe 
belongs the village of Great- Ammenſleben. 

3. Old-Haldenjleben, a Roman-catholic nunnery of the C:/terctan order, 
ſituated not far from the town of New-Haldenſieben and the Obre, and 
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founded about the year 965 by Gero, Count of Haldenſſeben. The patro- 
nage belonged to Duke Henry the Lyon, but that Duke being put under 
the ban of the Empire, the cathedral acquired both the convent and the 
town of New-Haldenfleben. It conſiſts of a domina, twelve nuns and a 
prioreſs. To the convent is annexed the village of Ola-Haldenſkeben, 
which was the refidence of the ancient Counts of Haldenſſeblen. The in- 
habitants of this village are Lutherans. In the convent are two churches, 
viz. one Roman-catholic for the uſe of the convent itſelf, and ſuch of 
that perſuaſion as dwell within its liberty; the other Lutheran, and appro- 
priated to the uſe of the Lutheran inhabitants in the villages, though the 
miniſter is nominated by the convent. Excluſive allo of this village and 
the farm at the convent, to it belongs the village of Vedringen, containing 
a free manſion-houſe, and that of YVabldorf, as alſo the farm of Glufg. 

4. Mayendorf, a Roman catholic nunnery of the Ciſtercian order, conſiſting 
of a domina, eighteen nuns and a Lutheran ſuperior. This nunnery is 


poſſeſſed only of a farm and a manſion-houſe at Jeringſdorf. 


5. Marienborn a Lutheran nunnery, which was formerly of the Ciſterciau 
order. To it belongs one ſingle farm, and that having no village. 

6. Marienſtubl, a catholic nunnery of the Ciſtercian order, ſituated a little 
without Egeln, and conſiſting of an abbeſs, fixteen nuns and a ſuperior. 
This nunnery has a farm, and a free manſion-houſe at Bleckendorf, 
with another at Tarthun, and ſome land at Meſter-Egeln. 

7. The convent of Riddazſhuaſon, lying in the dutchy of Brunſwick which 
is poſſeſſed in this Circle ot the village of Un/eburg, with a free manſion- 
houſe. The convent of Marienthal poſſeſſes in the fame Circle the villages 
of Szerfleben, Hackenſ/tadt and M urſleben, containing each a manſion-houſe, 
together with Mammendorf; and the convent of Marienberge likewiſe is 
proprietor of the village and manſion-houſe of Altena. 

4. Copy-hold eſtates, the greateſt part of which belong to 

1. The family of Alvenſleben. This family is poſſeſſed of the noble 
manor of Neugaterfieben, which is divided into the old and new fide, 
and contains two villages ; as alſo of Randau conſiſting of twovillages, Eichen- 
arl:ben, containing one, Royatz conſiſting of three, and Hunisburg formerly 
called Hunoldiaburg having fix villages, one of which lies in the O/d-Mork. 

2. To Count Schulenburg, who is proprietor of the manors of Alten- 
lauſen, Heben-Warſleben and Angern, to which belong nine villages, with 
the caſtle of Wolfsburg, having the villages dependent on it. 

3. To the Yeltheim family, which is poſſeſſed of 

One half of the burg and lordſhip of Avenſleben; as alſo 

Of the manors of Harphe, Bartenſleben and Rotimerſieben, conſiſting of 
ten viilages, among which is Mcrſchleben, formerly containing ſalt-ſprings, 
but at preſent coal-pits. 

4. To the Koz family, who are proprietors of the eſtates and villages 
of Great and Little-Germerfleben, with a part allo of Little- Oſcbenſſeben. 2 
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5. The other manors here are Bonigkendorf, Donſtadt, Little-Oſcherſleben, 
Maxdorf, Sand- Beyendorf. | 


II. The FERICHO Circle 


Lies to the eaſt of the river Elle, being ſurrounded by the Mark, the 
principality of Anball, and a part of the electoral Circle. In it are 

I. The following immediate towns: vig. 

Burg, a town ſeated on the [ble, and containing an eccleſiaſtical inſpec- 
tion, with two Lutheran churches, one German church, and one belonging to 
the Calviniſt French. In this town alſo are ſome good woollen manufactures, 
By virtue of the peace of Prague concluded in 1635, the town and baili- 
wick of Burg were ſeparated from the cathedral, and transferred hereditarily 
to the houſe of Saxony, though as a fief of the cathedral ; which ceſſion 
was confirmed to it in 1648, at the peace of Weftphalia; but by a con- 
vention agreed on in 1687, betwixt the Elector Frederick William and 
Jabn Adolphus Duke of Saxe-Werſſenfels, the former re-annexed the town 
and bailiwick of Burg to the dutchy of Magdeburg. See Vol. V. Inthe years 
1618, 1623, 1626, 1630, 1635, 1677, 1680, 1691 and 1701, ſome 
dreadful fires happened at this place, but it has fince recovered itſelf. 
Sandau, a town ſeated on the Elbe, and containing a Lutheran 
church, with a ſmall congregation of German Caluini/is, who are united to 
that of Jericho. In the year 1695 this town was totally conſumed by fire, 
but is at preſent handſomer than ever. It belonged anciently to the Mark, 
but in 1351 was acquired by archbiſhop Orho for the cathedral. 

II. The following royal bailiwicks : v2. 

1. The bailiwick of Fericho, to which belong the villages of Great- 
Mangelſdorf, Redekin, Heydebleck and Klitzenick. This bailiwick devolved 
trom the houſe of Brandenburg to the cathedral, at the ſame time with Sandau. 
2. The conventual bailiwick of Jericbo, which is formed out of a Pre- 
monſtratenian abbey once belonging to the Mark of Brandenburg, and which 
in 1356 became the property of the cathedral. In this bailiwick lies 
Fericho, a town ſeated on the Elbe, and which excluſive of a Lutheran 
church, contains aiſo a congregration of German Calviniſtis, to which are 
joined the ſmaller congregations at Gentin and Sandau : together with 

Eight villages. | 

3. The bailiwick of Sandau, conſiſting of fix villages. 

4. The bailiwick of Old- Plato, containing 

Gentin, a ſmall town, which in 1710 was entirely deſtroyed by fire. 
Excluſive of a Lutheran congregation here is alſo another of German Calvini/ts, 
united with that of Jericho. 

Old-Plato, a village, in which formerly ſtood a convent, and now tte 
ſeat of the bailiwick : together with 


Four other villages. 
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5. The bailiwick of Loburg, to which belongs 

Loburg, a ſmall town containing an eccleſiaſtical inſpection, and which 
excluſive of the Lutheran church, has alſo a ſmall congregation of German 
Calviniſls, incorporated with that of Burg. In the year 1660 this town 
was deſtroyed by fire. At this place are three free eſtates 

Schroeinitz, a farm lying not far from the town and being the ſeat of 
the bailiwick : 

Three villages. | 

6. The bailiwick of Derben and Ferchland, which was formed out of two 
vacant manors and villages belonging to the Lochans. 

7. The royal and princely bailiwick of Nigrip formed out of manors, 
which were purchaſed of the Morner, Tresko and Wulffen families, by 
King Frederick William, who erected them into a bailiwick for the benefit 
of his ſecond fon. In it are four villages. 

III. The following eſtates belonging to prelates : viz. 


1. To the provoſtſhip of the cathedral belong the villages of Gerwiſcb, 
Corbelitz, Loſtau and Cracau. 


2. To the chapter of the cathedral the village of Buden. 


3. To the convent of Berge are annexed the villages of Pecnau, Preſter, 
and Calenberg. 

IV. Copy-hold eſtates, the principal proprietors of which are 

1. The family of Munchbauſen, which is poſſeſſed of the town and 
bailiwick of Mactern. Theſe eſtates were conferred on the cathedral by the 
Marggraves of Brandenburg, and in 1195, the donation was confirmed by 
the Emperor Henry VI. Ihe cathedral firſt inveſted the Counts of Lindau 
with theſe eſtates, who transferred them to the Alvenſſeben family, from 
whom archbiſhop Albert, with Count Lindau's conſent reaſſumed them, 
and in 1390 gave them to the chapter of the cathedral. Afterwards ſe- 
veral families, and among others, the Princes of Anhalt-Zerb/t, became 
poſſeſſed of them as fiefs belonging to the chapter, but in 1684 they paſſed 
to the Grapendorfs, and from them in 1712, to a line of the Barons of 
AMunchhauſen. They conſiſt of 

Moc kern, a ſmall town having an eccleſiaſtical inſpection, and excluſive 
of a Lutheran church, a congregation of German Calviniſts. 

Leels and Pabſadorf two farms; and 


Five villages. 
2. The tamily of Scbierſtadt, are poſſeſſed of 
Gor de, a manor and ſmall town held by the Schier/tadts, of the Princes 


of Sciwarzburg as an artiere fief, the Princes themſelves holding it in fief 
from the dutchy of Magdeburg. 


Pafelitz, a manor and village. | 


3. The family of Mellendorf, are poſſeſſed of the manor of 1/ertife, with 


four villages. 


4. The 
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4. The family of Arnim, are poſſeſſed of the manor of Deeſen toge- 


ther with four villages. 

5. The family of Alvenſſeben, are poſſeſſed of Schermen manor, con- 
fiſting of three villages. 

6. The family of Katte, of the manors of Neunklietzſche, Nut, Vieritæ, 
Sydau and Scharlippe, with ſeven villages. 

7. The family of Werder, of Wolterſdorf, Chade, Brettin and Rogaſen 
allo with five villages. 

8. The family of Bretzke, of the Benſdarf manor, with three villages. 

9. The family of Brig of the manor of Bobna, with two villages. 

10. The family of Hunecke, of the manor of Yerchel, with two villages. 

11. The Barons of Plotho, of the manors of Parey and Zerben, with 
ſix villages. At Parey begins the Plauen canal in the Eibe, which enters 
the Mark, at Plauen in the Havel. 

12. The family of Tresto, are poſſeſſed of the manors of Bucks, Butzer, 
Ferchel, Milo, Schlagentin, Little-Wuſfterwitz, Old and New- Konig5horn, 
Niermark and Scharteuke. Their manor of Scholene here, they fold in the 
year 1723 to one of the Barons of Prinzen, and that of Little-Mangelſdsrf, 
with their ſhare of Great-Mangelj/dorf and Fericbho, in 1743, to Gaſpar 

Wichard von Platen. 
Iz. The other manors in this diſtrict are Charo, Deterſhagen, Drezel, 
Golwitz, Hobenziatz, Lubbars, Malenzien, Moſer, Netelitz, Parchheim, 
Rietzel, Tuchum, Wolterſdorf, Wormlitz, Warchau and Zabakuck. 


III. The SAA LE Circle 


The greateſt length of which lies along the Saale. This Circle is ſur- 
rounded by the county of Mansfeld, the electorate of Saxony, and the prin- 
cipality of Anbalt. Its greateſt breadth does not much exceed one German 
mile, but its length is above five. It is a fine corn country. At Halle are 
ſalt- ſprings of very conſiderable produce, at Wettin, Lobegun and Dolau 
coal-mines, at Rothenburg a copper-mine, the metal of which yields likewiſe 
ſome filver, and gold duſt is found here in the ſands of the Saale, though 
in ſmall quantities. The whole Circle contains in it ſeven towns, one 
hundred and twenty-nine villages, and fifty-nine parochial-churches, of 
which the principal are as follows, viz. 

I. One immediate town, that is to ſay 

Halle, which is alſo ſurnamed in Magdeburg and Saxony, by ſome called in 
Latin Hala Venedorum or Hermundurorum, lying on the Saale and containing 
1063 houſes which pay taxes, excluſive of its public edifices as well civil 
and ecclefiaſtical. This town is divided into four parts, named the Maria, 
Ulrich, Nicolas and Maurice quarters. The inhabitants of this town and 
ſuburbs are computed by M. Dreyhaupt at 13 or 14,000, but in this cal- 
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culation neither the ſtudents nor garriſons are included. In this town is 
a French and Palatine colony. The Mauriceburg was anciently a caſtle 
and the reſidence of feveral archbiſhops, but in the ſeventeenth century 
was beſieged, in 1637 ſet on fire, and in 1689 a part of it blown 
up by the Swedes, ſo that it lies now principally in ruins. The lower 
part of the remaining buildings to the eaſt, ſerves for the main guard of 
the garriſon, and the upper part for its lazaretta. The chapel of the old caſtle 
is at preſent poſſeſſed by the French Calviniſts, The Mauriceburg being 
untenantable, the laſt adminiſtrator- of the archbiſhopric built a new 
palace here, which was formerly called the reſidence-houſe, but at preſent 
that part which is not empty is taken up by manufacturers and officers of 
the revenue. The three Lutheran pariſh-churches here, are that of St. 
Mary's which is the chief, and commonly called the Market-church. Of 
this church the red tower, which is yet ſtanding in the market-place, formed a 
part. It has alſo a public library which is kept in a ſtone- building fronting it. 
2. St. Ulrich's church. 3. That of St. Maurice. In this town are likewiſe two 
Lutheran eccleſiaſtical inſpections for the Saale Circle. The German Calvinijts 
are poſſeſſed of the reſidence- church and cathedral, and as we have before 
obſerved the French Calvini/ts have the chapel in the Mauriceburg. The 
Papiſts are likewiſe permitted a chapel on the Kublenrunnen, for the private 
excrciſe of their religion, and the Fur have a ſynagogue. The celebrated 
Fregerickian univerſity here was formed out of an academy of martial exer- 
ciſes, and on the twelfth of July 1694 conſecrated with great ſolemnity. 
Since that time to the twelfth of July 1744, containing a ſpace of fifty 
years the number of ſtudents in it has amounted to 29,322, among whom 
were two Princes, one hundred and twenty Counts, 2253 Barons and 
gentlemen, 12,278 ſtudents of divinity, 12,626 ſtudents of law, and 1941 
of phyſic. In the weighhouſe lies the public hall belonging to the 
univerſity, as alſo its library, which conſiſts of upwards of 10,000 volumes, 
and on the parade it has an anatomical theatre. The theological ſeminary 
of divines here was founded in 1695, out of the revenues of the convent of 
Hillerjleben in the Helz Circle, but the conventual bailiwick was annexed 
by King Frederick Milliam in 1720 to his demeſnes, who conferred on the 
theological faculty in lieu thereof, the ſum of 30,000 rixdollars, by the pro- 
duce of which the feminary was to be ſupported. On this in 1726 it purchaſed 
the manor of Beeſen on the Elſter for the ſum of 49,000 rixdullars, together 
with that of Ammendor which was the property of the city of Halle. The Lu- 
theran gymnaſium here of ten claſſes, and as many maſters, is kept in the bare- 
footed convent, the church belonging to which, now called the /chool-church, is 
appropriated to the gymnaſium, the univerlity, and garriſon. The Catvini/t 
gymnaſium illuſire et regium, has two proceſſes, five claſſes and a library. 
The ſecular tree-nunnery here for ladies was founded in 1702, for the 
reception of one abbels and nine ladies of the Calviniſt religion, by Godfrey 
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Jena ſecretary to the regency of Magdeburg, and in 1703 received the 
royal confirmation and privilege. In the hoſpital alſo is a chapel. The 
Calviniſts are poſſeſſed of two hoſpitals, excluſive of an alms-houſe for 
Calviniſi French. To the houſe of cortection and the work-houfe belongs 
a particular church. The magiſtracy enjoy divers privileges ad im- 
moveable 1 to a conſiderable value, among which is the manor of 
Beeſen on the Elſter and that of Ammendorf, both alienated with power offre- 
demption; together with Gimritz and Domnitz, two farms. Their juriſdiction 
likewiſe extends over the ſuburbs, as far as the Maurice-Klaus- Stein and 
Galg gates. They are alſo poſſeſſed of Petersberg and Ringſleben, ſituated 
between the Ulrich's and Stern gates, with the vineyards on the other fide of 
Upper Glauche, and the low juriſdiction. The Schoppen/tubl is a provincial 
court, and conſequently filled up by the ſovereign. It is compoſed of fix 
members, of whom the preſident is ſtiled the ſenior. To this court in 
1716 was annexed the juſticiary or hill-court, which is veſted with the 
civil and criminal juriſdiction over the town and ſuburbs, and is called 
the Hill-court, the town towards the valley and ſalt-works lying on an 
acclivity. The Rowlands-piliar where the penal- court uſed to be ſet up, 
ſtood for a long time on a {mall eminence near the guild-hall. Laſtly here is 
a deputation of the Magdeburg war and demeſne-offices, called the ſalt 
and mineage deputation, together with the King's tax-office for the Saale 
Circle. Exclufive too of common handicrafts in this town, are various other 
manufactures, as namely thoſe of fine brown and white-leather gloves, 
woollen and filk-ſtockings wove, knit or fulled cloths, flannel, frieze, 
light ſtuffs and fuſtian, printed flannel and linen, tobacc--pipes, porcelain, 
Hungary-water, great quantities of ſtarch, powder, gold, ſilver and filk- 
ribbons made after French-patterns, gold, filver and filk-ribbons of other 
ſorts, pewter-buttons, and beautiful red and yellow Turkey-leather, A begin- 
ing has alſo been made here, towards planting the fuller's-thiſtle, together 
with cummin and white mulberry-trees, for the culture of filk, in which the 
orphan-houſe at Glaucbe, in particular, has already made a conſiderable progreſs. 
The vale of Halle, conſiſts of the loweſt part of the town and lies on 
the Saale. In it are four rich falt-ſprings, with one hundred and twelve 
or at preſent more properly only ninety-fix houſes, where the water from the 
Saale is boiled in order to make falt. One fourth part of theſe boiling 
houſes, together with the eſtates on the Saale, belonging hereditarily to the 
ſovereign, the other eſtates lying in the vale appertain either to the corpora- 
tion of Halle or to ſome of the citizens, or elſe to churches or other religious 
foundations, but with an annual deduction payable to the ſovereign. 
Anciently ſeveral foreign Counts and Noblemen were poſſeſſed of eſtates 
in the vale of Halle, which they held as fiefs of the cathedral at Magdeburg, 
and which were given them as arriere ficts of the citizens of Halle; but at 
preſent the Princes of Schizarzburg hold the vale-eſtates in fief of the 
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ſovereign. The ſalt here is boiled with pit-coal. Thoſe for whoſe profit 
the (alt is boiled are called Pfanners, and muſt be freemen of Halle, The 
boiling itſelf is performed by the Hallers, who are deſcendants of 
the Wends, a people who in ancient times inhabited this country, and till 
retain their drefs, language and cuſtoms. The vale-courts were in 1722, 
in ſome degree united with the Scheppenſtubl and Burg-courts. Their 
judge is tiled the Saltgrave, who at preſent is the ſenior or a member of 
the Schoppenſ/tubl, and 1s nominated by the King. The boiling of the King's 
quota of the Soole is, by compact aſſigned to the company of Pfanners, 
who are to pay the profits ariſing from it, into the King's exchequer at the 
rate of fix groſchen per Zober. As the Pfanners allo uſed to let the ſurplus of 
the Soole which they were not able to make ufe of, run to waſte into the 
Saale, the Elector Frederick William judging this to be an abuſe, whilſt 
his Mark territories were in great want of falt, he took this Extraſoole to 
himſelf, and cauſed it to be boiled; for which purpoſe two large places 
were built by the Saale, each of which was divided into twelve kotes or 
boiling-houſes, and thither the Soole is conveyed in pipes acroſs the Saalb. 
The ſalt thus boiled on the King's account amounts annually to betwixt four 
or five thouſand laſts, which being put up in casks is ſhipped for Saalborn 
into the bailiwick of Roſenburg, where it is put on board the Elb-ſhips, 
and thus forwarded to the factories in the Mark, Pomerania, Sil:fia and 
Pruſſia, with a reſerve however for home conſumption and the ſupplying 
of the county of Hobn/tein. Near one fourth part of it alſo is conveyed 
by means of the Achs into Franconia, where it is laid up in the ſtore- 
houſes at Hef and Coburg, at which places two of the King's factors ſu- 
perintend the fale of it. The Pfanners having formerly a vent for their 
falt in the country, the King borrowed a certain quantity of them, which 
was paid for out of the ſalt- revenue. It is to theſe falt-ſprings that the city 
of Halle owes its origin, but the particular time is not known. So early 
however as the beginning of the ninth century it appears that there was 
ſuch a place; and in the year 965 or 966 the Emperor Oro I. made a 
donation of it, to the church at Magdeburg. By the Emperor Ortho II. 
alſo it was inlarged and endowed with a charter. In 1414 it was beſieged 
by archbiſhop Guntber II. but not taken, however it bought its ſafety at 
that time, with a large ſum of money. In 1435 it was agaia beſieged in 
vain by Frederick Elector of Saxony; but in 1478 was taken by arch- 
bilLop Erneſt. In the fixteenth and ſeventeenth century, it frequently under- 
went the tame fate, and in 1757 and 1758 being ſurprited by the Prench 
and Auſtrians, ſuffered very ſevere exactions. The regency of the former 
archbiſhopric, now called the dutchy of Magdeburg, refided at this place 
till the year 1714, when its ſeat was removed to Magdeburg. 

II. The following royal bailiwicks, vis. 


1. The bailiwick of Giebichenſtein, which is the moſt conſiderable in 
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the whole dutchy of Magdeburg, and poſſibly of all the King's territories, 


being farmed for upwards of 100,000 rixdollars. In it are fix farms, with 
four numerous ſheep-walks, four water-mills, three large brew-houſes enjoy- 
ing an excluſive privilege, fine ponds, a ferry over the Saale, a brick-kiln, the 
receipt of toll and conduct, which are of conſiderable produce, and extend 
throughout far the greateſt part of the Saale Circle. It is likewiſe poſ- 
ſeſſed of the high and low juriſdiction over four towns, fifty-eight villages, 
and four marches paying taxes ; as alſo over the territories of Halle, and 
ſome free-houſes within that city. Among the places ſubject to it is 

Neumarkt, a town, ſituated cloſe to the north-fide of Halle, without the 
Ulrich-gate, inſomuch that it ſeems one of its ſuburbs, though in reality it 
is not. This town conſiſts of about two hundred and eighty-three houſes, 
has its own magiſtrate, a parochial-church, and a ſmall ſchool. The 
building of it was occaſioned by the ancient convent at Newenwerk. 

Glauche, another town, lying ſo near the walls of Halle, without the 
Rana and Maurice gates, as likewiſe to ſeem a ſuburb belonging to that 
city. This town was formed out of the villages of Upper and Lower- 
Glauche, Bellendorf, at preſent known by the name of the vineyard, Klitz- 
ſehendorf, and Steinueg, with two manors. All theſe under archbiſhop 
Albert IV. were erected into a borough, and afterwards into a town, which is 
now divided into Glauche and Upper-Glauche, and contains about three 
hundred and thirteen houſes, public edifices included. The vineyards, ex- 
cepted, its hereditary juriſdiction belongs to the magiſtracy and hill-court 
at Halle, It has however its own magiſtrates, and contains one pariſh- 
church, with a ſmall ſchool. The moſt remarkable buildings here are the 
orphan-houſe, the royal pedagogium, the widows-houſe, &c. 

Its orphan-houſe, which is ſo univerſally famous, is one of the moſt 
noble and uſeful foundations in all the Pruftan dominions, and has riſen to 
its preſent greatneſs and proſperity purely by donations remitted hither from 
many countries and places. In the eſtabliſhment, conſtitution, and origi- 
nal government of it, the celebrated Profeſſor Auguſtus Hermann Frantfe, 
made a moſt aſtoniſhing diſplay of his confidence in God, and zeal for the 
propagation of real Chriſtianity. . He undertook it in 1694, on a very 
{lender foundation, notwithſtanding which, the many large and convenient 
buildings now ſtanding, and which are partly of ſtone and wood, were 
erected in 1698. In this orphan-houſe only two hundred orphans, one 
hundred and fifty boys, and fifty girls, are maintained and brought up 
gratis; of which, ſince the commencement of this foundation, till the 
year 1749, above 2180 children have enjoyed the benefit ; but other young 
perſons likewiſe receive their inſtruction in its ſchool. The Latin ſchool 
is admirably regulated, and indeed the only one of its kind. The Latin 
tongue is taught here in eleven or twelve claſſes, divinity in ten, mathe- 
matics in two, phyſic in one, and logic in two of the higher Latin claſſee, 
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the French in three, geography in three, hiſtory in two, Greek in (even, 
Hebrew in fix : writing, arithmetick, epiſtolary correſpondence, and ſing- 
ing, are alſo taught here. The inſtruction of its alumni is performed by 
fifty /udiofi and candidati Theologie, under the care of two inſpectors. The 
youths inſtructed here come not only from all the Proteſtant parts of Ger- 
many, but likewiſe from Denmark, Norway, Sweden, Ruſſia, Poland, Pruſ- 
fra, Courland, Hungary, Tranſiſvania, Swiſſerland, Holland, and England ; 
fome have alſo been ſeen here from other parts of the globe. The in- 
ſtruction given is alike and equal to all, whether living here entirely at their 
own expence, or only maintained in part, or whether orphans, and there- 
fore immediate objects of the foundation. The number of ſcholars who 
have received their education in this ſchool already amounts to many thou- 
ſands. In the orphan-houſe are alſo two German ſchools, one for boys, 
and another for girls, each conſiſting of twelve claſſes ; beſides which it 
has two ſchools in Glauche, viz. one in the Vineyard, and the other in the 
Mittelwache, each of them containing (ix claſſes. In theſe ſchools the children 
are taught the principles of the Chri/tian religion, together with reading, 
writing, and arithmetic. In the upper claſſes they are further inſtructed in 
the moſt eaſy and advantageous parts of natural philoſophy, ſcriptural an- 
tiquities, eccleſiaſtical hiſtory and geography. The boys are taught likewiſe 
the rudiments of the Latin tongue, and the giris ſewing and knitting. 
The inſtruction given in theſe four German ſchools is adminiſtred by up- 
wards of one hundred and ten preceptors, who are alſo ſtudents in divinity z 
and over theſe are two inſpectors. In the Seminarium praceptorum, preceptors 
are qualified for the ſeveral ſchools of the orphan-houſe. The latter 
contains alſo a moſt valuable diſpenſatory, with a /aboratorium medicamento- 
rum arcanorum of very great reputation, and carries on a conſiderable trade in 
books with the ſeveral ſhops at Berlin, Leipzig, and Frankfurt on the Mayne; 
which keeps a printing- office of four preſſes continually employed, beſides 
three others in Halle. To the orphan-houſe alſo belongs an excellent 
printing- office, founded by Baron Canſtein, in which the frames for the 
Bible, New-Teſtament, and Pſalters, are always kept ſtanding. In this 
printing-office likewiſe theſe books, of all fizes, are fold at very low prices, 
and upwards of 1,200,000. copies have been vended. To this is 
to be added the very ſpacious library and muſeum. Beſides the inſpectors, 
preceptors, officers and orphans who are daily fed from the kitchen of 
the orphan-houſe ; there is alſo an extraordinary table kept here, where 
upwards of one hundred ſtudents and poor ſcholars are allowed their 
dinner and ſupper, inſomuch, that near ſeven hundred perſons eat together 
in one hall. For ſuch as reſide here at their own expence, is appointed a 
particular purveyor. The buildings and their repairs, with the numberleſs 
utenſils and neceſſaries of the houſe, the complete maintainance of the or- 
phans, the ſalaries and diet of the inſpectors, preceptors and domeſtics, 
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and the proviſion for the free table, are at preſent all defrayed out of the 
eſtates and revenues of the orphan-houſe. Among the former is a farm 
at the houſe, with two free eſtates at Rizdeburg, and one at Canene (the three 
laſt of which lie in the Saale Circle) not to mention thoſe in other parts. The 
orphan-houſe at preſent ſtrenuouſly applies itſelf to the cultivation of filk, 
in which it has already made no inconſiderable progreſs. There is ſcarce 
any foundation can be named, which has ſent forth ſo great a number of 
uſeful perſons, particularly of edifying preachers, and thoſe not only in 
Germany and other Eurepean countries, but even to America and Aſia. 
Its privileges alſoare very conſiderable, and by royal charter, annexed to 
the univerſity of Halle, and under its juriſdiction. Theſe privileges, in- 
cluding what is annexed to the univerſity, extend alſo to 

The royal Pædagegium, which is a ſpacious ſtructure, erected between 
the years 1711 and 1713, Cloſe by the orphan-houſe, on ſome ground be- 
longing to it, and even at its own expence. It is alſo under the fame di- 
rection with it, though totally diſtinct and ſeparate therefrom. This 
noble ſeminary owes its foundation to the eminent Profeſſor Franke. In 
it young noblemen and others of creditable families, are, at their own ex- 
pence, taught the languages and ſciences by teachers of approved abilities, 
under the direction of an inſpector, who is always a perſon of diſtinguiſhed 


learning and virtue. The number of ſtudents educated here from the year 


1695 to 1749, amounts to 1603, who were ſent hither from various parts 
of Eurepe, and among them are twenty-five Counts, and ninety-four Ba- 
rons. The Pædagogium has its particular ſeminarium preceptorum. 

To the orphan-houſe alſo belong two charitable foundations in G/auche, 
namely a nunnery and Canſtein, an alms-houſe for widows. 

Lobegun, a town, ſituated about half a German mile's diſtance from 
Petersberge, and not far from Fubne. This town conſiſts of two hundred 
and fifty-two houſes, and contains an eccleſiaſtical inſpection, with a Lu- 
theran and Calviniſt congregation (the latter of which is united with that 
of Wittin) a Latin ſchool, and a hoſpital. Beſides its magiſtracy, which 
is compoled of five perſons, here is allo a juſticiary of the King's nomina- 
tion. Lobegun was in being ſo early as the days of O- I. and formerly 
in the poſſeſſion of the Counts of Vettin. In 1153 the upper part of it 
came to the cathedral, and in 1288 the lower. In the fixteenth and ſe- 
venteenth centuries it ſuffered frequently by fires ; but the greateſt of theſe 
was in 1583, Near the town is a coal-mine. 

Connern, a town, of one hundred and eighty-nine freemen's houſes ly- 
ing within its walls, and two ſuburbs, containing one hundred and thirty- 
tour more. Beſides theſe it has a Lutheran and one Calviniſt congre- 
gation, the latter of which is united with that at JYettin ; as allo a ſchool, 
an alms-houſe, a governor, and a magiſtracy confiſting of five perſons. 
It is a place of great antiquity, and in 1004, or accurding to others in

1007, was, by the Emperor Henry II. conferred on the cathedral; but in 
1473 ſuffered greatly by fire, as it had likewiſe frequently in the ſixteenth 
and ſeventeenth centuries; and in the thirty years war was almoſt deſtroyed. 

Giebichenſtein, a very ancient place, frequently mentioned by the hiſ- 
torians of the middle ages, and lying on the Saale, about one-third of an 
hour's diſtance from Newmarkt. This town, in remote ages, was the pro- 
perty of the Saxon Emperors, till in 965, Oths I. conferred it on the cathe- 
dral of Magdeburg. Its caſtle was very ſtrong, as being ſituated on a high 
rock, and therefore was the uſual place of confinement for priſoners of 
note. Among others Lewis II. founder of the Counts of Thuringia is 
ſaid to have been impriſoned here, whence he freed himſelt by a hazard- 
ous leap from a window in the caſtle into the Saale, but this fact is ver 
dubious. In ſucceeding times it became the uſuzl refidence of the arch. 
biſhop, when they viſited theſe parts, till Archbiſhop Erneſt making 
himſelf maſter of Halle, built Moritzburg in that city, and removed his 
court and officers there. Since that time the caſtle has fallen gradually to 
decay, and in 1636 it was deſtroyed by fire, ſo that ſome old walls and 
the tower are all that remain. The archbiſhop had a Burgrave at this 
place, under the title of captain. At preſent the chief of the bailiwick, 
inſtead of any concern in the juriſdiction and finances thereof, has only a 
ſalary, with ſome perquiſites. At the foot of the ruined caſtle is a farm. 
The villages of the bailiwick of Giebiclenſtein are divided into the five 
following Pfl/egen or diſtricts, v2. 

1. Grotzſche Pflege, conſiſting of fifteen villages, among which is the 
parochial village of Grebichenſtein, lying beneath the ruined caſtle, on the 
Saale, with a ferry over it; Trotha, a parochial-village, alſo ſituated on 
the Saale, on which, at this place, is a ſluice; together with the parochial- 
village of Seeben, containing a bailiwick-farm. 

2. The Oppin Pflege, conſiſting of twenty-two villages. 

3. The Oſzmund Pflege, of eleven villages, as namely Groſzkugel, a pa- 
rochial-village, Cc. 

4. Heyde Pflege, ſituated on the other fide of the Saale, and containing 
nine villages, in three of which, namely in Lett1m, Nietleben, and Langen- 
legen, are bailiwick farms. 

5. Holzkreis, to which belong the villages of Burg, Radewell, and Oſendorf. 

2. The bailiwick of Rotenburg, with a copper-mine, which formerly 
produced, and that too for a conſiderable time, upwards of 100,000 rix- 
dollars; but on the Golwitæ quarter, being overflowed without a poſſibility 
of draining off the water, its produce has decreaſed very greatly. The 
Uate is fuſed at the old caſtle of Retenburg, but the copper is carried by 
water to the public oven on the Deſſe, near Neuſtadt, in the county 
of Ruffin ; each quintal of which, after filtration, yields from eight to 
fixteen ounces of filver. For this mine, a particular mine-othce has been 
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parochial- village, lies on the Saale, but the bailiwick buildings in it ſtand on 
the Schafberge, or Sheephills. Concerning the ſmelting-houſe, erected in the 
caſtle for the copper ore, we have already ſpoken above. Antiently the 
Sputinesburg alſo ſtood at this place, which was conferred in 961 by O70 I. 
on the church of Magdeburg ; but this has lopg fince, and according to 
ſome ſo late as the year 1074, been demoliſhed. Its ruins are till viſible 
on a mountain below Rotenburg, near the river Saale. In the fifteenth 
century Coppe von Amendorf, proprietor of the place, in lieu of the former 
ruined caſtle, erected a ſeat here below the Saale, which is the building 
now ſtanding. After paſſing, with its dependencies, through ſeveral hands, 
in the year 1605 it reverted to the cathedral, to which it has continued 


here over the Saale, ſerves only for the uſe of the mine, but a little above 
Rotenburg is a ferry to Brucke, which lies in the Friedeburg bailiwick of 
the county of Mansfeld. 

3. The bailiwick of Mettin, being a part of the ancient county of Wetir, 
the proprietors of which became extinct in 1290, in the perſon of Or, III. 
Count of Brene and Wettin, who, in 1288, made a donation of the county 
of Mettin, to the cathedral of Magdeburg. The arms for this bailiwick 
were pearl, a lion ruby. In the year 1446 Archbiſhop Frederick ſold 
Wettin, together with Krozigkcaſtle, to Coppen von Amendorf, and Gaſpar aus 
dem Mintel, who divided the lands betwixt them, and inveſted each par- 
cularly with his ſhare. The male fief heirs of Amendorf becoming extinct 
in 1550, their part of Mellin eſcheated to the cathedral, who granted it 
to the Counts of Mansfe/d ; but the debts of the latter ſoon obliged them to 
part with it to the Schonburg family, of whom the Marggrave Jan Fre- 
derick, adminiſtrator of Magdeburg, purchaſed it, and thus again annexed it 
to the cathedral. The other half of Wettin is ſtill poſſeſſed by the an- 
cient noble family of Aus dem Winkel, which, though a branch of the 
Kreſighs, have relinquiſhed that name, and term themſelves Aus dem Winkel, 
The Wettin coal-mine yields a hard and ponderous coal, with a large 
mixture of an earth of a pitchy quality. This mine is not ſo rich as formerly, 
eſpecially ſince the ore part of it took fire in 1738, by the heat of the ſun, 
on which account ſeveral ſhafts have been filled up, and other means uſed 
for quenching and intercepting the fire, though the apprehenſions of it 
are not yet totally ſubſided, the flame having broke out ſeveral years after. 

The town of Wettin and its territory is, both with reſpect to its high and 
low juriſdiction, ſubject to the ſovereign and the aus dem Winkels, who 
jointly appoint a judge for the town and country. Their joint court is 
alternately held at the King's bailiwick-othce and / inkel-houſe, by the 
King's bailiff, the joint-judge, and the Winkel family's receiver. The 
town-Ccouncil is likewiſe ſubject to this joint court, The town itſelf ſtands 
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on and between the mountains, on which the burg and ſeat are ſituated; 
being nigh the Saale, over which it has a ferry; and below the town, at 
Pogeritz mill, is a fluice for the uſe of ſhipping. Within the town are 
only one hundred and fixteen houſes, but it has alſo ſome ſuburbs, of 
which hereafter. Excluſive of the Lutheran congregation, who are 
poſſeſſed both of the town-church and free- ſchool, here are ſome German 
Calviniſts, who perform divine ſervice in a hall of the burg, and the mi- 
niſter of which officiates likewiſe to the Caluini/ts at Lobegun, Connern, 
Retenbin g, and Alſieben. The inhabitants principally ſubſiſt by working 
at the mines. Miettin has frequently ſuffered by fire, particularly in the 
years 1660 and 1714. 

Under the juriſdiction of the joint-court likewiſe ſtands the ſuburb of 
Lange-Reihe, with the villages of Leobnitzmark and Dudeleben, the latter 
of which belongs to the ancient prelacy of this place, now enjoyed by the 
paſtor of Wettin, who is poſſeſſed of the hereditary juriſdiction over the 
village, | 

The royal bailiwick has its ſeat at the Grafenbofe,. as it is called, which 
was formerly the Schrap/au burg-fief; and includes the high and hereditary 
juriſdiction over the villages of Letwitz, Sylbitz, Trebitz, Gerbitz, and 
Raunitz, with the diſtricts of four other ruinated vl ages. To it alſo is 
annexed the burg-bailiwick of Neltin, conſiſting of the villages of Modrau, 


Prieſter, and Zaſchwitz, The burg where the old Counts of Wettin had 


a Burgrave, as commandant, ſtands on a high rock at the weſt end of 
Wettin, with the Saale running beneath. 

To the Winkel bailiwick belongs the old caſtle cf Mettin, ſeated on the 
abovementioned rock, but a little lower than the burg, and more towards 
the ſouth. In it is a church, together wi:h the ſuburbs of Pogeritzmark 
and Mublgaſſe, and the villages of Schlettau, Dalene, Dornnutz, Doblitz, 
Neutz, and Sieglitz. 

4. The bailiwick of Brachwitz, conſiſting of the parochial-village of 
Brachwitz on the Saale, and the two manors there, of which, in 1703, 
one eſcheated to the Sovereign, the other he acquired in 1705, by purchaſe. 

5. The bailiwick of Becſen on the Saale, lying at the end of the Saale 
Circle, and on the border of the principality of Anbalt. This bailiwick 
was formerly a manor, which was divided into New and O/d-Beeſen. Of 
the former, in 1720, the King made a purchaſe, as he did alſo of the latter, 
in 17373 out of them both conſtituting a bailiwick, to which, beſides Beeſen 
en the Saale, and the parochial-village of Laublingen, belong five other vil- 
lages. At Pregel mill, on the Saale, is a ſluice. 

6. The Chatoul, or privy-purſe bailiwick of Petersberg, which, with 
all its regalia, ſovereignty, &c. was purchaſed in 1697 by the Elector 
Frederick III. of Auguſtus King of Poland, Elector of Saxony, for the ſum 
of 40,020 rixdollars. This bailiwick was incorporated with the dutchy 
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of Magdeburg, and placed under its regency and revenue office; yet as 
being a privy-purſe bailiwick, is not included in the provincial taxes there- 
of. It was formed out of the convent of St. Peter, which formerly ſtood 
on the Lauter, or Peter's hill, but is environed on all fides by a ſpacious 
plain, ſo as to be ſeen at the diſtance of ſeveral miles. This ancient con- 
vent was begun by Dedo Count of Wettin, and finiſhed in 1136 by his 
brother and heir Conrad, afterwards Marggrave of Miſuia. In 1155 the 
latter cauſed it to be conſecrated, ſubjecting it immediately, to the ſee of 
Rome, but with a reſerve of the patronage to his own family. It was 
an abbey of regular Augu/tines, and in its church lie interred divers of the 
Marggraves of Miſuia of the Wettin family. In 1540 it was ſecularized 
by Henry Duke of Saxony. In 1565 the church belonging to it was burnt 
down, but the middle part was ſo far repaired as to ſerve for a pariſh- 
church. The greater part of the buildings belongirg to the convent, and 
afterwards to the bailiwick-office, have been pulled down; but in 1726 and 
1737 the bailiwick-cthce itſelf, with the dwellings and ſheep-ſtalls were 
rebuilt at the foot of the mountain towards the weſt. To it belongs the 
village of Neglitæ, ſituated cloſe by the mountain; with that of Sproda, 
near Delitz, which is four German miles diſtant from Petersberge ; and five 
free eſtates, which were formerly conventual farms. 

III. Wakeitz and Defſcl, vaſſal-villages, belonging to the chapter of 
the cathedral. 

IV. The copy-hold eſtates, containing 

1. The bailiwick of A//ſeben, which, with other eſtates, anciently be- 
lnged to the Counts of Alleben. The laſt Count, by name Henry, dying 
in 1128 his mother ſold A/feben to the cathedral. The archbiſhops, after 
ſeveral mortgages, transferred it, in 1479, hereditarily to the Kre/igh family. 
In 1747 Hans Geerge Krejigk, with the King's conſent, diſpoſed of the 
manor of Al/ſeben to Prince Leopold Maximilian of Anbalt-Deſſau. The 
bailiwick of A//eben is not however to be confounded with that of Great- 
Alſſeben, which has been already deſcribed under the principality of Anbalt- 
Deſſau. To it belongs 

Alſleben, a ſmall town, ſituated on the Saale, and conſiſting of one 
hundred and eight houſes. The high and low juriſdiction over this town 
is veſted in the bailiwick or manor, but it has a magiſtracy of four per- 
ſons, and excluſive of Lutherans, a Calviniſt congregation, which is united 
with that of Meitin. The pariſh-church here was anciently a collegiate 
foundation, which was formed out of a nunnery, as the latter had alſo 
been out of a free ſecular nunnery, which held immediately of the Em- 
perors ; and in 1130 was exchanged by the Emperor Letharius III, with 
the cathedral, for Scharzfeld caſtle in the foreſt of Harz. In 1561 the 
revenues arifing from it were appropriated to the deanery of the cathedral 
of Magdeburg, from which it came to the family of Nr, infomuch that 
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the whole of it at preſent remaining to the collegiate church in this town 
conſiſts of a few acres of land, with ſome hereditary rents, which are col- 
lected and accounted for by the bailiff and the miniſter of the cathedral or 
college, who, in the leaſes granted, ſtile themſelves conſtituted preſidents 
of the cathedral and collegiate church of St. Ihn the Baptiſt at A eben. 
It ſuffered greatly by fires in 1589, 1590, 1591, 1667, 1704, and 1718, 
by ſome of which it was even entirely deſtroyed. 


The old village of A{/eben, lies ſo near the town walls, as to ſeem a ſuburb 
of it. In this village 1s a parochial-church. 

Belleben, a parochial- village, belonging to Zeitz-houſe, in the principality 
of Anhalt, and conſequently to the line of Aabali- Ei:ym-Schaumburg, This 
village lies about one hour's diſtance from A//eben, and conſiſts of one 
hundred houſes, excluſive of a ſeat. The Elector Frederick William, to 
whom it eſcheated, diſpoſed of it in 1684 to Prince John George of Anbalt- 
Deſſau, who, in 1685, ſold it for the ſum of 34,000 rixdollars, to Prince 
Victor Amadeus of Anhalt-Bernburg, and made it a fide: commiſſum, together 
with Zeitz. 

2. The Krof/igks are poſſeſſed of the manors of Piſgdorf and Gnelbs, the 
latter of which contains three villages, with Mukrena, containing orie, 
Poplitz, Laublingen, comprehending a part of the village of that name, and 
Merbitz, in which lies the village of Merbitz. 


3. The Trethas are poſſeſſed of the manor, with the ſeat of Kre/igh, and 
three villages. | 

4. The Rauchbaupts, of the manor of Trebnutz, containing two villages, 

5. The Alburgs, of the manors formerly belonging to the Dieshau fa- 
mily, namely Dzesau, containing two villages, Lochau, and Gottenz, At 
the firſt of theſe, in 1745, was a Pru/ian encampment, 

6. The magiſtracy of Hallie, or rater, at preſent, though redeemably, 
the faculty of divinity there, are poſſeſſed of the manors of Besen and 
Ammendorf, under the title of the bailiwick of Beeſen on the Elfter, com- 
prehending fix villages. 

7. The other manors here are Dacheritz, which is uncultivated, but 


contains two villages, together with Doinutz, Hobenthurm, Mucheln, Great- 
Schier/tadt, Schwarz, and Zcberitz. 


IV. Te LUCKENWALDE Circle 


Lies ſome miles apart from the former, between the Mark of Bran- 
denburg and the electoral Circle of Saxony, and was formerly tiled the 


Circle of Juterbock, that is to ſay, before the treaty of 'We/tpbalia, had 
diſmembered it from the latter and Dabme. In it is 


1. The royal conventual bailiwick of Zinna, which is poſſeſſed of the 
right of juriſdiction over 


Luckenwalae, 
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Luckenwalde, a ſmall town, and eccleſiaſtical inſpection. In the year 
1723 the greateſt part of this place was deſtroyed by fire. 

Zinna, formerly a convent, but at preſent the ſeat of the bailiwick, and 
a village. In the year 1667 the Electors of Brandenburg and Saxony 
came to an agreement in this place for the ſettling of a mark of filver at 
ten rixdollars and a half, or fifteen florins forty-five kruitzers, and like- 
wiſe for raiſing of the dollar one florin, forty-five kruitzers ; which valuation 
is called the Zinna ſtandard. 

Pechule, a parochial-village, containing an eccleſiaſtical inſpection ; and 

Twenty-four other villages. 


half of another, which belongs to the family of Rochau; as alſo Liepe, 
containing two villages, and belonging to the Hacke family; Wahiſdorf, ap- 
pertaining to that of Thiele ; and Schonhagen and Mitgendorf, comprehending 
tive villages, and to the families of Thumen and Schlabberndorf. 

Obſ. Ia this dutchy is alſo reckoned the county of Mansfeld, as being 
under the ſovereignty of Magdeburg, though it has never been annexed to 
any of the Circles thereof ; and inſtead of being joined to the country, has 
paid its taxes and aſſeſſments ſeparately, as it does even to this day. An 
account of it has already been given under the Circle of Lower-Saxony.

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Of the Territories of the electoral Houſe of 
BRUNSWICEK-LUNE BURG. 


F. 1, 9 HE territories of the electoral houſe of Brunfwick-Luaneburg be- 

long principally to the Circle of Lower-Saxony, with a ſmall 
part of them in that of the Lower Rhine, and the ſmalleſt part of all in 
Upper-Saxony. Among the firſt are the dutchies of Bremen and Lauer:- 
burg, with the principalities of Luneburg, Calenberg, and Grubenhagen, and 
their incorporated counties and lordſhips; among the ſecond is the princi- 
pality of Verden, with the counties of Hoya, Diepholz, Spiegelberg, an! 
Hallermund, the two laſt of which are incorporated with the principality 
of Calenberg. The third claſs conſiſts of the county of Hobnftein. To 
theſe territories muſt alſo be added the two counties of Bentleim and Stern- 
berg, in the Lower-Rhine Circle of Weſtphalia, which were mortgaged, 
together with the whole ſovereignty thereof, to the electoral honſe. All theſe 
ſeveral territories of a ſquare form about ſeven hundred geographical miles, 
being thus nearly of equal extent with the Kingdom of Pruſſia, or the 
whole Circle of Swabia, or even with the electorate of Saxony, or all the 


lands under the elector of Bavaria. The number of places in them, cities, 
Vor. VI. D Ad towns, 


2. The manor of Stulpe, containing a ſeat, with three villages, and one 
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towns, villages, and ſingle farms included, exceeds 4000 ; among which 
are fifty- eight cities, and above ſixty market-towns. In the year 1756, 
the inhabitants, by calculation, amounted to near 750,0 00. 

$. 2. Theſe countries, in general, produce all the neceſſaries of life, 
ſuch as wheat, rye, barley, oats, peas, beans, vetches, linſeed, rapeſeed, 
buckwheat, divers kinds of culinary herbs and roots, potatoes, very good 
fruit and in great plenty ; as alſo abundance of flax and hemp, with to- 
bacco ; and at preſent even madder and woad. are cultivated here. Moſt 
parts of this country enjoy a ſufficiency of timber and wood for fuel ; and 
ſome parts of it even ſo great a ſuperfluity, as to enable them to make 
pitch and tar. The woods abound likewiſe in honey, wax, horſes, cattle, 
ſheep, and all kinds of game; and the rivers, brooks, and ponds yield 
plenty of good fiſh. In theſe countries are likewiſe ſeveral valuable foſſils, 
ſuch as late, limeſtone, marble, and other quarries ; together with vitriol, 
very rich falt-ſprings, coal, turf, ſulphur, lapis calaminaris, zink, cobalt, 
iron, lead, copper, and filver, which, with the other minerals here, are prin- 
cipally found in the Hara foreſt, and ſome of them in no other places. 

F. 3. The manufactures and fabricks here, though both receiving in- 
creaſe and improvement, are however very conſiderable. Among them are 
to be reckoned ſtarch and powder; with great quantities of linen thread 
of all kinds, moſt of which is worked at home into linen, and even into 
damask ; as alſo ribbons and laces, ſome of which are in no wiſe inferior 
to thoſe of Brabant ; cere-cloths both printed and painted ; and carpets of 
the moſt beautiful colours. Linen printing is likewiſe ſo far improved 
here, that the uſe of chintſes and callicoes has been prohibited. Hemp 
is employed for its uſual manufactures. Cotton, after being ſpun here to 
the greateſt fineneſs, is worked into gloves, ſtockings and caps, as alſo 
into dimitty, either white or ſtriped. It affords likewiſe divers forts of 
tobacco and ſnuffs. The madder and woad growing here is made into 
colours. The skins of the wild and tame beaſts are tanned and wrought 
into, various kinds of leather. Both its native and imported wool is con- 
verted to various uſes, particularly to the making of the coarſe, middling, 
and fine forts of cloths, among the latter of which are to be diſtinguiſhed 
thoſe by Schar at Gottingen, which for fineneſs and laſting colours equal 
the Dutch, as ſhall be mentioned more at large in the principality of 
Calenberg; as alſo to the making of baies, flannels, ſerges, rugs, friezes, 
ratines, kerſeys, duroi, and ſagathie. To theſe woollen ſtuffs which are made 
here may likewiſe be added camlets, fuſtians, callimancoes, mohairs, 
ſhalloons, crapes, and caffas of all kinds and manner of patterns; with 
woollen pluſh, everlaſting, and other ſtuffs uſed for waiſtcoats and breeches. 


Out of worſted here are alſo made very fine caps, gloves, ſtockings, and 


breeches ; with divers. kinds of corded manufactures, ſuch as hats ; and 
likewiſe from wool mixed with beaſts hair. Other fabricks of a more 
| 5 coſtly 
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coſtly kind to be ſeen in this country, are thoſe of ſilk ribbons, ſtockings 
and ſtuffs, ſilver and gold twiſt, galoons, fringes, laces and ſword knots, 
hat-bands and taſſels, and embroidery of all forts. Here are alſo places for 
the bleaching of wax; and a ſugar refinery ; with glaſs-houſes, manufactories 
of tobacco-pipes, and fire arms, works in iron, copper and braſs, a damaſk- 
houſe, fulling-houſes, paper, and powder-mills, &c. with yards for ſhip-building. 

F. 4. Its yearly exports of grain, flax, hemp, timber, turf, cattle, butter, 
cheeſe, ſalt, minerals and other natural products, together with thoſe of 
thread, coarſe linen and other manufactures and made goods, amount 
to ſome hundred thouſands of rixdollars. On the other hand its importa- 
tions of natural products and manufactures, are alſo conſiderable. 

$. 5. The principal places of education in theſe countries are the gram- 
mar ſchools and gymnafia in the chief towns here, ſuch as the Lfeld pe- 
dagogium, the Luneburg academy for exerciſes, with the very excellent 
univerſity of Gottingen. 

$. 6. The eſtabliſhed religion in all theſe countries is Lutberaniſm. The 
mother or parochial churches here, are about ſeven hundred and fifty, 
which are divided into forty-three particular ſuperintendencies, under the 
inſpection of four general ones. In the electoral lands, as properly ſo 
called, are ſeven Calviniſt churches, and the like number of congregations, 
in the dutchy of Bremen. The catholics, by a convention made with the 
Emperor in 1692, are permitted the uſe of a church and ſchool at Hano- 
ver; and in 1713 an electoral Diet was publiſhed, relative to the exerciſe 
of the catholic religion there, The ſecular catholic prieſts of this church 
are nominated by the Elector. The exerciſe of the Romiſb religion is like- 
wiſe permitted at Gottingen. At Norten, one German mile from the former, 
is a catholic college ſubject to the archbiſhop of Mentæ; and the convent of 
Marienrode has a catholic abbot and fraternity. At Mildeſbauſen their worſhip 
is performed in a houſe by a ſecular prieſt. The Jews are tolerated and 
protected in the electoral territories, and their privileges have been ſeveral 
times confirmed and enlarged particularly in the years 1687, 1697, 1716, 
and 1737. They chooſe at their own pleaſure, according to the TJcww'/h 
cuſtom, a provincial rabbi, who regulates their laws, ceremonies and ſyna- 
gogues ; for which end he employs the compulſive means uſed among 
them, and alſo amicably adjuſts, and decides all conteſts in cauſes where 
they are permitted to follow the Meſaicł-law; in which caſes any Fees 
under the royal protection applying to a rabbi out of the country forfeit 
their privileges; as alſo if they anſwer to the charges of foreign Jews out 
of the country : yet the plaintiff may apply immediately to the civil power 
without bringing his complaint before the provincial rabbi. 

; §. 7. The moſt illuſtrious houſe, which at preſent poſſeſſes theſe coun- 
tries is like that of Eſte, deſcended from the powerful Marquiſs of Aro, who 
was proprietor of the Milaueſe, the State of Genoa and ſeveral other coun- 
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tries in Lombardy. About the year 1040 he married Cunigunda heireſs of the 
Welpho eſtates in Alemannia and Bavaria, and their fon Welpho excluſive of 
his father's large patrimony, and the territories of Welpho, his mother's 
brother, obtained likewiſe the dutchy of Bavaria, of the Emperor IV. 
He was ſucceeded by Duke Welpho the Fat, whoſe marriage with Maltilda the 
rich Marchioneſs of Tuſcany, contributed thus to the further aggrandiſe- 
ment of his houſe ; but dying without heirs, his altar eſtates, together with 
the dutchy of Bavaria, devolved to his brother Henry the Swarthy, who 
with his ſpouſe Vulſbilda, daughter to Magnus Duke of Saxony, the laſt of the 
Billung family, obtained Luneburg and its appurtenances. His fon H. 
the Magnani mous, by others ſurnamed the Proud, became ſtill more power- 
ſul; obtaining in 1126 or 1127 the Dutchy of Saxony, by his marriage 
with Gertrude, daughter and heireſs to the Emperor Lotharius II; as alſo the 
hereditary lands of Brunſwick, Northeim and Supplingeburg ; but oppoſing 
the eleQion of King Conrad III. that Prince in 1138, deprived him of the 
dutchies of Saxony and Bavaria. His fon, Duke Henry tbe Lion, indeed reco- 
vered the poſſeſſion of theſe dutchies ; reduced the avi on the coaſts of the 
Baltick, and thus became a Prince of great power, his dominions reaching 
from the Rhine to the Viſlula. But in 1179 the Emperor Frederick I. naturally 
jealous in himſelf, and further inſtigated by the Dukes rivals, who envied him 
moſt unjuſtly, put him under the ban, by which means he was not only deprived 
of the dutchies of Bavaria and Saxony, but afterwards the Emperor even 
annexed to himſelf and family all the Duke's hereditarylands, in Italy, Swabia 
and Bavaria. Duke Henry the Lion, however claimed his hereditary 
lands in Eaſiphalia, which were conſiderable, being thoſe of Luneburg, and 
the great lordſhips of Brunſwick and Northeim, and likewiſe the eſtates 
exchanged with the Emperor Frederick I. for thoſe in Swabia, which came 
to him as the portion of his firſt wife Clementia of Zaringen, namely Herz- 
berg, Scharzfeld, Polde, &c. together with his Slavzen conqueſts ; but of 
all theſe countries his deſcendants have loſt a great part. Henry the Lim 
{till tiled himſelf Duke even after the publication of the ban, &c. His 
three ſons, Henry, Otho and William made a very conſiderable figure. 
Henry who was palatinate of the Rhine on his father's demiſe, to the title 
of Duke, added likewiſe that of Duke of Saxony, and was fo tiled by 
others. Ortho in 1197 arrived to be Duke of . Aquitaine, and Count of 
Poitou, in the following year King of Germany, and in 1209 even to be 
Emperor. William of Luneburg, for that was all the title he gave himſelf, 
though without detriment to his princely dignity, continued the line. In 
1203 theſe three brothers had made a partition of their patrimonial lands, but 
theſe all eſcheated to William's ſon, Ortho the Child, who ſo early as in a 
record of 1225, ſtiles himſelf Duke of Luneburg, and in another of 1226 
and 1227 Duke of Brunſwick, and in one of 1233 Duke of Luneburg 
and Brunſwick, but in 1235 made a tender of his perſonal lands to the 
Emperor 
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Emperor and Empire as a fief, on which the Emperor Frederick II. raiſed 
them to a dukedom, and granted them as an imperial fief to a Duke 
and Prince of the Empire of the name of Orho, and his heirs male and 
female. Thus theſe lands became in a legitimate manner freed from 
the dominion of the Dukes of Saxony of the Aſcanian race, which otherwiſe 
were of little or no account. In 1267 his ſons the Dukes Albert and 
John divided the Dutchy of Brunſwick, into the Brunſwick and Luneburg 
art, the former of which belonged to Duke Albert, and the latter to 
Duke John. Duke John ſon to the latter purchaſed the counties of 
Dannenberg and Luchau, but the Luneburg line failed in his ſons Orho and 
Milliam, and their lands, after a tedious war with the Dukes of Saxony, 
on whom the Emperor Charles had conferred them as a vacant fief, came 
to the line of Brunſwick, the founder of which was the above-mentioned 
Duke Albert, who in 1264 loſt the Thuringian land or the county on the 
Werre. On his demiſe in 1279 he was ſucceeded in the government by 
his three ſons Henry the Admirable, Albert the Fat and William, at firſt 
jointly, but afterwards they divided their patrimonial lands; Duke Henry 
obtaining Grubenhagen, Duke Albert Gottingen, and Duke William Brunſwick. 
The laſt dying in 1292 without children the greater part of his poſſeſſions 
devolved to Duke Albert, and the remainder to Duke Henry. The 
latter, who was the founder of the Grubenbagen line, died in 1322, 
leaving ſeveral ſons particularly Henry and Erneſt. The iflue of the 
former failed in Duke Otho of Tarento, whoſe conſort was Fohanna Queen 
of Naples, the latter propagated the Grubenbagen line in his two ſons Albert 
and Frederick, to the ſecond of whom the county of Lutterberg eſcheated, 
together with Scharzfeld, as a vacant fief, but he mortgaged it to Henry 
Count of Hohn/tein, whoſe ſon Otho died without iſſue male. Albert on the 
other hand was ſucceeded by his ſon Erich, whoſe ſons Henry and Albert 
founded two new lines, of which one came to a period in 1526, the 
other in 1596, and thus the whole Grubenhagen line became extinct. 
The Brunſwick line derives its deſcent from Duke Albert the Fat, whoſe 
ſons Ortho, Magnus and Erneſt, during the life of Duke Olo the eldeſt, 
divided not their paternal territories, but he dying in 1344 without male 
heirs, his two brothers made a partition, by which Duke Erne/t- obtained 
Gottingen, and Duke Magnus Molfenbuttel. However Otho the one eyed, 
grandſon to the former, dying in 1463 without heirs, Duke Magnus the 
Picus became the founder of the ſeveral families of the Dukes of Brunſ- 
wick and Luneburg, which are exiſtent. His ſon Lewis left his lands by 
will to Duke William of Luneburg, the laſt of the Luneburg line; but this 
Duke dying in 1367, he reinveſted his brother Duke Magnus the chain 
wearer, with them, who on this account became involved in a ſevere war 
with Saxony, which he never lived to fee terminated ; but his ſons Frede- 
rick, Bernhard and Henry arrived at length, namely by a peace in 1389, 
to the quiet enjoyment of the principality of Luneburg, which in 1425 _- 
| volve 
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volved to Duke Bernhard and his ſons, whilſt Duke Hewry's ſons William 
and Henry obtained the 8 of Brunſwick. The latter of theſe 
died in 1473 without male iſſue, but Henry the Yiforious continued the 
Brunſwick line, and added to it the principality of Gottingen or Oberwald. 
On his deceaſe, contrary to his injunction, William the Youthful and Fre- 
derick the Reftleſs made a diviſion of his lands. The former in 1495 
ſhared his territories between his two ſons Henry the Malicious or wicked 
and Erich the Elder, aſſigning Wolfenbuttel to the former, and to the latter 
Calenberg and Gottingen; but it was not till 1498 that Gottingen was for- 
mally delivered up to him, in which year it was ceded in a provincial 
Diet at the convent of Steina, and fince that time both countries have 
conſtantly been under the ſame ſovereign and government. The Calenberg 
line which was deſcended from Duke Erich came to a period in 1584, in 
his ſon Duke Erich the Younger, but the Wolfentuttel line which was 
founded by Duke Henry, continued in his ſon Henry the Younger, his 
grandſon Julius, and his great grandſon Henry Julius, till it cloſed in a 
ſon of the laſt named Frederick Ulrich. The ſecond of theſe Princes, namely 
Duke Julius, introduced the Reformation into this country, acquired the 
principality of Calenberg, and the upper county of Hoya. The third, whit 
was adminiſtrator of the archbiſhopric of Halber/tad?, annexed to his 
houſe the ſuperintendency and adminiſtration of the abbey of Walkenried, 
and likewiſe took poſſeſſion of the vacant county of Blankenburg, with the 
principality of Grubenbagen. The fourth of theſe Dukes died in 1634, 
on which his lands devolved to the Luneburg line. 

This line derives its origin as above-mentioned, from Duke Bernhard, 
and was propagated in his ſon Frederick, who out living his own ſons, 
was in 1478 ſucceeded by Henry the Mediator, his grandſon by his ſon 
Otho the Viftorious ; and who in 1522 made a perpetual ſettlement of his 
whole country on his three ſons Otbo, Erneſt and Francis, and the heirs 
of their body. The eldeſt of theſe named Duke Olo in 1527 made a 
compact of inheritance with his brothers, and fixed his reſidence at Haar- 
burg, but his progeny came to a period in 1642, in his grandſon William. 
Duke Francis reſided at Gifhorn, and left no iſſue, but Duke Erneſt be- 
came ſovereign, and propagating the lineage, introduced into his domi- 
nions the Lutheran doctrine and worſhip. His ſons Henry and William 
founded the two preſent flouriſhing lines of the illuſtrious houſe of 
Brunſwick and Luneburg, namely Henry that of Dannenberg, afterwards 
called the Wolfenbuttel line, and Duke William that of Zell. Duke Henry 
transferring the government to his younger brother reſided at Danneberg, 
and held the bailiwick of that name with ſome others ; but his third ſon, 
Duke Auguſtus, on the failure of the old Weolfenbuttel line, acquired the 
principality of Brunſwick, and refided at Wolfenbuttel. This Prince was 
ſucceeded by his two eldeſt ſons Duke Rodo/phus Auguſtus, and _—_ 
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Ulrich, the former of whom again reduced the town of Brunſwick to obe- 
dience, but the youngeſt ſon named Duke Ferdinand Albert lived at 
Bevern. The immediate ſucceſſor of Duke Anthony Ulrich, was his ſon 
Duke Auguſtus William, 3 in 1731 without heirs, was ſucceeded by 
his brother Duke Lewis olpbus, who before enjoyed the principality 


of Blankenburg. This Prince dying alſo in 173 5 without heirs, the government 


deſcended to the fon of Duke Ferdinand Albert of Bevern, of the like 
name with his father, who died in the ſame year, and was ſucceeded by his 
ſon Duke Charles, the preſent glorious Duke of Brunſwick-Wolfenbuttel. 
The line of Zell, as above, is deſcended from Duke William who died 
in 1592, and was regularly ſucceeded by his three ſons Duke Chriſtian, 
Duke Auguſtus, and Duke Frederick, who all died unmarried, fo that 
his only ſurvivors were the ifſue of his younger brother George. This Prince 
died in 1641 before his brother Frederick the ſovereign, who lived in 1648, 
arriving to the great age of ſeventy-four years. The harmony which 
ſubliſted between theſe brothers induced them to leave him the principali- 
ties of Gottingen and Grubenbagen.

and Henry obtained the N of Brunſwick. The latter of theſe 
died in 1473 without male iſſue, but Henry the YViForious continued the 
Brunſwick line, and added to it the principality of Gottingen or Oberwald. 
On his deceaſe, contrary to his injunction, William the Youthful and Fre- 
derick the Reftleſs made a diviſion of his lands. The former in 1495 
ſhared his territories between his two ſons Henry the Malicious or wicked 
and Erich the Elder, aſſigning Wolfenbuttel to the former, and to the latter 
Calenberg and Gottingen; but it was not till 1498 that Gottingen was for- 
mally delivered up to him, in which year it was ceded in a provincial 
Diet at the convent of Steina, and ſince that time both countries have 
conſtantly been under the ſame ſovereign and government. The Calenberg 
line which was deſcended from Duke Erich came to a period in 1584, in 
his ſon Duke Erich the Younger, but the Wolfentuttel line which was 
founded by Duke Henry, continued in his ſon Henry the Younger, his 
grandſon Julius, and his great grandſon Henry Julius, till it cloſed in a 
ſon of the laſt named Frederick Ulrich. The ſecond of theſe Princes, namely 
Duke Julius, introduced the Reformation into this country, acquired the 
principality of Calenberg, and the upper county of Hoya. The third, who 
was adminiſtrator of the archbiſhopric of Halber/tad?, annexed to his 
houſe the ſuperintendency and adminiſtration of the abbey of Walkenried, 
and likewiſe took poſſeſſion of the vacant county of Blankenburg, with the 
principality of Grubenbagen. The fourth of theſe Dukes died in 1634, 
on which his lands devolved to the Luneburg line. 

This line derives its origin as above-mentioned, from Duke Bernhard, 
and was propagated in his ſon Frederick, who out living his own ſons, 
was in 1478 ſucceeded by Henry the Mediator, his grandſon by his fon 
Otho the Viftorious ; and who in 1522 made a perpetual ſettlement of his 
whole country on his three ſons Otbo, Erneſt and Francis, and the heirs 
of their body. The eldeſt of theſe named Duke Ortho in 1527 made a 
compact of inheritance with his brothers, and fixed his reſidence at Haar- 
burg, but his progeny came to a period in 1642, in his grandſon William, 
Duke Francis reſided at Grifhorn, and left no iſſue, but Duke Erneſt be- 
came ſovereign, and propagating the lineage, introduced into his domi- 
nions the Lutheran doctrine and worſhip. His ſons Henry and Wilkam 
founded the two preſent flouriſhing lines of the illuſtrious houſe of 
Brunſwick and Luneburg, namely Henry that of Dannenberg, afterwards 
called the Wolfenbuttel line, and Duke William that of Zell, Duke Henry 
transferring the government to his younger brother reſided at Danneberg, 
and held the bailiwick of that name with ſome others; but his third ſon, 
Duke Auguſtus, on the failure of the old Wolfenbuttel line, acquired the 
principality of Brunſwick, and refided at Wolfenbuttel. This Prince was 
ſucceeded by his two eldeſt ſons Duke Rodo/phus Auguſtus, and _ 
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Ulrich, the former of whom again reduced the town of Brunſwick to obe- 
dience, but the youngeſt ſon named Duke Ferdinand Albert lived at 
Bevern. The immediate ſucceſſor of Duke Anthony Ulrich, was his fon 
Duke Auguſtus William, 73 in 1731 without heirs, was ſucceeded by 
his brother Duke Lewis Rodolpbus, who before enjoyed the principality 
of Blankenburg. This Prince dying alſo in 173 5 without heirs, the government 
deſcended to the fon of Duke Ferdinand Albert of Bevern, of the like 
name with his father, who died in the ſame year, and was ſucceeded by his 

ſon Duke Charles, the preſent glorious Duke of Brunſwick-Wolfenbuttel. 
The line of Zell, as above, is deſcended from Duke Milliam who died 
in 1592, and was regularly ſucceeded by his three ſons Duke Chri/ttan, 
Duke Auguſtus, and Duke Frederick, who all died unmarried, fo that 
his only ſurvivors were the ifſue of his younger brother George. This Prince 
died in 1641 before his brother Frederick the ſovereign, who lived in 1648, 
arriving to the great age of ſeventy-four years. The harmony which 
ſubliſted between theſe brothers induced them to leave him the principali- 
ties of Gottingen and Grubenbagen.

In 1727 he was ſucceeded in his throne, and eleCtorate by his only fon 
George Auguſtus or George II. a Prince who for his eminent merits towards 
Europe in general, and the German Empire in particular, will always be 
revered by the friends of truth and liberty. 
$. 8. At the time that the Emperor Leopold granted to Duke Erneſt Auguſtus 

of Brunſwick and Luneburg and his line, the dignity of Elector, with all 
its pre-eminencies, honours, priviteges,rights and uſages; in the ſaid electorate 
were included the principalities of Calenberg, Zell and Grubenhagen, with 
the counties of Hoya and Diepholz and the other lands, bailiwicks, towns and 
appurtenances belonging to the Dukes of Hanover and Zell. To this 
likewiſe, at the Elector's requiſition, the Emperor intended to have added 
the poſt of archſtandard bearer ; but that being * * by the Duke of 

Wurtemberg, the Elector voluntarily receded from his demand. In 1710 

he wa3 inveſted, however, with the title of arch-treaſurer, the Elector 

palatine who had enjoyed it, inſtead of the houſe of Bavaria, at that time 
under the ban, having re-obtained the poſt of arch-ſteward, which had 
formerly been in his family ; and though the houſe of Bavaria was after- 
wards reſtored to the dignity of arch-ſteward, yet would not the Elector of 
Brunſwick relinquiſh his title of archtreaſurer, till another ſuitable and indiſ- 
putable arch poſt was ſettled on him. Thus he not only bears the title of arch- 
treaſurer equally with the Elector palatine, but actually officiated as ſuch at 
the coronation of Charles VII. in 1742, and in 1745 at that of the Em 
Francis, the Elector palatine being abſent. The electoral dignity of the houſe 
of Brunſwick-Luneburg, was in 1703 and 1706 acknowledged by the houſe 
of Brunſwick-Wolfenbuttel, and in 1708 by the whole Empire, on which 
followed his ſolemn introduction into the college of Electors, where the 
Elector of Brunſwick holds the ninth ſeat, excluſive of the three votes, 
which he poſſeſſed before in the college of Princes for Zell, Calenberg and 
Grubenhagen, as alſo of his ſeat and vote both in the college of Princes and 
that of Counts by virtue of other poſſeſſions. This houſe has further acquir- 
ed three additional votes in the college of Princes, on account of Bremen, 

Verden and Lauenburg. In the college of the Counts of Weſtphalia the 

Elector of Brunſwick enjoys four votes, namely for Heya, Diepbolz, Spie- 

gelberg and Hallermund, but the laſt of theſe places has been conferred on 
Count Platen. Excluſive of the former uſual aſſeſſments in the imperial 

matricula of the diſtinct principality and counties of the electoral houſe, 

which may be ſeen under the particular deſcription of each, the Elector of 

Brunſwick has engaged for all his poſſeſſions and their dependencies, 

to furniſh on all public ſervices, the electoral contingent, agreeably to the 

matricula, which is fixty horſe, and two hundred and ſeventy-ſeven 

foot, or one thouſand eight hundred and twenty-eight florins for each Raman 

month. To the chamber of Metzlar, the amount of what he pays for 
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the whole of his electoral territories is eight hundred and eleven rix- 
dollars, fifty-eight kruitzers and a half. Bremen, Verden and Lauenburg 
are rated in a part. Inſtead of the two aſſeſſors in the imperial chamber, 
which the electoral houſe as ſuch is entitled to ſend, when all the fifty ſeats 
are filled ; their number being at preſent reduced to half the uſual com- 
pliment, this Electar as well as his brethren, the Electors, ſends only 
one. Alſo excluſive of the above-mentioned privileges of the electoral 
houſe, it enjoys likewiſe as proprietor of the Dutchy of Bremen alternately 
with Magdeburg, the directory of the Circle of Lower-Saxony, and nomi- 
nates an aſſeſſor to the imperial chamber: when of the houſe of Brunfieic þ 
it poſſeſſes the condirectorium jointly with Magdeburg and Bremen, and in 
this Circle enjoys five votes in the college of Princes, though but one in 
the Weſtphalian Circle of the Lower Rhine among the Princes of that 
Circle, and four among the Counts ; but of the latter, as we have already 
obſerved, that of Hallermund has been conferred on Count Platen. It is 
likewiſe poſſeſſed of the biſhopric of Ofnabruck, alternately with a catholic 
biſhop, and by virtue of the principality of Calenberg, is veſted with the 
patronage of the town of Hildeſbeim, which was the capital of Henry the 
Lion, who accordingly kept a garriſon there. It is likewiſe jointly poſ- 
ſeſſed with the houſe of Brunſwzck-Wolfenbuttel of the patronage of the abbey 
of Corvey, with the town of Hozter belonging thereto, and the imperial 
city of Goſzlar : laſtly it preſents one of the four aſſeſſors in the imperial 
chamber for Lower-Saxony. 

$. 9. The electoral title is only Duke of Brunſwick and Luneburg, and 
arch-treaſurer and Elector of the Holy Roman Empire. His arms are divided 
into three fields. In the firſt, which is ruby, are two leopards paſſant 
topaz, with tongues and claws ſapphire. In the ſecond, which is topaz 
ſeme&e with hearts ruby, is a lion ſapphire ; and in the third, ruby a wild 
horſe pearl. In an eſcutcheon in the centre ruby is the imperial crown, to 
denote the poſt of arch-treaſurer. 

$. 10. The privy council at Hanover is alſo called the regency, and is 
of great authority, as repreſenting the abſent Sovereign. It directs in all 
affairs both foreign and domeſtic, makes laws and ifſues ordinances in his 
name, grants privileges, ſuperintends the regalia, the polity, the nomina- 
tion of magiſtrates, and judicial officers in the country towns, grants in- 
veſtitures of fiefs, &c. In important affairs it ſends to London for the 
Sovereign's inſtructions and approbation, and receives his orders. Exclufive 
of the ancient electoral lands, the dutchies of Bremen, Lerden and Lauen- 
burg. are alſo ſubject to it, and the affairs of the country of Hagen, are 
likewiſe immediately referred to that board. It conſiſts at preſent of nine privy 
counſellors, among whom are divided the ſeveral branches of the adminiſ- 
tration, each of which has its own department, but important affairs are 
laid before the whole council, under which are the four private ſecretaries for 
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public inſtruments, to whom are to be added the ſecretaries of State who draw 
up all the other diſpatches, with the prothonotary, clerks and other officers. 
$. 11. The Dukes of Brunſwick and Luneburg have always condeſcended in 
affairs relative to the government to conſult with the States of the country ; 
have even entered into conventions with them and confirmed their rights 
and privileges, which has infuſed into the States a zealous affection, and 
unſhaken fidelity for them. The rights of the electoral and acquired 
countries are in general the ſame, but each province has its own diſtrict, 
conſtitution and privileges. 

F. 12. In the whole electorate are four conſiſtories: vig. f. at Hanover 
for the electoral territories, the preſident of which is a privy counſellor; 

another at Stade for Bremen and Verden, a third at Ratzeburg for the dutch 
of Lauenburg, and a fourth at Otterndorf for the diſtrict of Hadeln; as alſo 
a court of juſtice at Hanover for the principalities of Calenberg and Gru- 
benhagen, and the counties of Hoya and Diephbolz, with a ſupreme tribunal 
for all thoſe countries, Grubenbagen excepted, and a court of juſtice and ſu- 
preme tribunal at Zell, for the principality of Luneburg, a court of juſtice 
and ſupreme tribunal at Stade, for Bremen and Verden, and a regency and 
tribunal at Ratzeburg, for the dutchy of Lauenburg, to the laſt of which an ap- 
peal lies from the court of Otterndorf, in the diſtrict of Hadein. From all theſe 
courts, and conſequently from all the other territories of the electoral houſe, 
appeals are brought to the Upper- Appellationsgericht, or ſurpreme court of 
appeals erected at Zell in 1711, the preſident of which is always a member of 
the privy-council. This court conſiſts beſides of two vice-prefidents, one of 
which is of the bench of nobles, the other of that of civilians, into which 
two benches the counſellors of the high court of appeals are divided. Of 
theſe the EleQor appoints four, and the country the remaining members; 
that is to ſay Calenberg two, Grubenbagen one, Hoya and Diephbolz one, Lune- 
burg two, and Bremen and Verden three. In the year 1733 another ſeat 
was introduced here, which is alternately filled up by the provinces. This 
court likewiſe has its own prothonotary, ſecretaries and clerks. From 
this ſupreme court of the electorate no appeal lies to any of the imperial tri- 
bunals, and with reſpect to the dutchies of Bremen and Verden, appeals 
to the imperial courts were precluded them by the peace of W:/tphalia, and 
ſince their tranſlation to the electoral houſe of Brunſwick, an agreement has 
been made with the States relative to appeals to the high court at Zell. With 
regard to the electoral territories, the Emperor Charles VI. in 1716 
granted them an unlimited privilege de non appellando, as did alſo in 1747 
the Emperor Francis, wherein was included the dutchy of Lauenburg. 
$. 13. The revenues of the Elector ariſe, 1. From the demeſne baili- 
wicks, which are farmed out; 2. From the land, but eſpecially from 
the water tolls, bridge, ferry, dyke and road-monies, 3. From the ſe- 
parate Harze mine-works, and likewiſe from thoſe which it holds jointly 
with 
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with the houſe of Brunſwick-Wolfenbuttel. 4. From the ſalt- works, the foreſt 
and hunting profits. 5. From the poſtage of letters. 6. From the coinage, 
which on account of the good ſtandard of the money of this electorate, 
produces little. 7. From the exciſe on foreign and home made brandies, and 
8. From the contributions in the dutchies of Bremen and Verden. All theſe 
ſeveral branches are managed by the Elector's board of treaſury, the chairman 
of which is a member of the privy-council. At preſent two privy-counſel- 
lors alſo fit there, excluſive of ſeven other counſellors of an inferior rank, 
under whom are officers of various functions and degrees. 

There is likewiſe a convent cheſt here, into which are paid the revenues 
of the conventual bailiwicks, which have been formed out of the ſeculariſed 
convents ; the preſident of this office is alſo a member of the privy- 
council, 

The country levies the licent, land-tax, exciſe, impoſts, and contribution, 
but different ways, as ſhall be ſhown under the particular deſcription of each 
country. In the principality of Calenberg and the county of Hoya, the 
country likewiſe manages the corn magazine, which is payable either in 
kind or money, for the ſubſiſtence of the garriſons in the towns. The 
licent and monies payable into that office are principally aſſigned towards 
the payment of the army ; whereas the land-tax is applied to the diſcharge 
of debts and other ſervices. 

$. 14. The military eſtabliſhment of the electorate of Brunſwick-Lune- 
burg, conſiſts of twelve regiments of horſe, to which have been added a 
body of hunters, with huffars and light-troops; and twenty-four regiments 
or battalions of foot, which likewiſe have been augmented with two new 
battalions, a body of hunters and another body of light-troops. This 
army is chiefly paid out of the licent and contribution. The invalids 
were in 1730 divided into ſeven companies, each conſiſting of three 


hundred men. The fund belonging to them, receives from ſuch as come. 


to the poſſeſſion of a vacant fief of which they had the reverſion, the firſt 

ear's neat income, with the deduction of debts and other diſburſements. 
At Zell is a hoſpital for them. The militia is formed into thirty-one compa- 
nies, making in all about 5000 men. The adminiſtration of civil juſtice in 
the army is managed by a particular court or offices, conſiſting of two 
members of the privy-councit and four counſellors at war, whereas criminal 
Juſtice is executed here by the civil power, in which their proceedings are 
regulated by the martial laws and edicts. 

F. 15. In the electoral territories are, 1. Towns having both criminal and 
civil juriſdiction. 2. Abbeys and convents, which are yet occupied, 
though their juriſdiction is limited to their own walls. Theſe however 
receive orders immediately from the ſovereign, and ſuch as have juriſdiction 
hold courts for the collecting of the licent ; and pay the monies ariling there- 
from into the military fund, not allowing even the Elector's officers any 
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power within their boundaries. 3. Conventual bailiwicks formed out of 
the eſtates of ſeculariſed convents. 4. Demeſne bailiwicks, governments, 
courts, territories and diſtricts, under which, though enjoying different 
rights, are comprehended ſmall towns, manors, free and other eſtates, to- 
gether with villages, farms and private courts. 1 Courts of nobles, ſtiled 
Borden and freye Damme, which are on a level with the ſovereign's bailiwicks 
and in no wiſe ſubordinate to them. The orders to theſe, courts come 
immediately from the ſovereign, they remit the monies to the military fund, 
without the intervention of the Elector's officers, hold the licent courts 
jointly with the commiſſioners, regulate all the aſſeſſments, collect them 
by receivers of their own, pay them into the reſpective offices, and appoint 
the diſtribution, marches and cantonment of their militia, with the choice 
of recruits for the army and the like. The power of protecting the Fews 
was prohibited by a decree of the high court of appeals at Zell, made in 
1744; but the right of admitting them not being permitted, ſuch as 
admit them, lay a particular tax on them for ſuch admiflion.

The Dutchy of BREMEN. 


§. 1. OF the dutchies of Bremen and Verden, John Gorries, by order of 
Count Konigſmark has delineated an accurate map, which was 
engraved by Blaez, and copies of it publiſhed by de Witt, Viſſeber, Covens, 
Mortier, Hamann and Seutter. That of Hemann's conſtitues the one 
hundred and twenty-ſecond in the Atlas of Germany. The map formed 
in 1718 by the late profeſſor Roth of Stade, for his geographical deſcrip- 
tion of theſe countries, has not been engraved; though a new one 
executed with all poſſible preciſion would be very deſirable. 
$. 2. The dutchy of Bremen terminates eaſtward on the principality of 
Luneburg, ſoutheaſtward on that of Verden, ſouthward on the four Gaben or 
Govens and the Meſer, by which river it is ſeparated from the counties of Hoya 
and Delmenborſt, weſtward likewiſe on the Veſer, which on this fide falls into 
the north ſea, and ſeparates it from the county of Oldenburg ; but of this 
county a ſmall parcel, that is to ſay the land of Verden lies on this fide 
the Wejer. To the northward it borders on the bailiwick of Ritzeburtel, 
belonging to the city of Hamburg. The land of Hadeln and the river Elbe, 
which divides it from Hz//tein, and is in theſe parts 16200 feet wide. Its 
greateſt length is twelve and a half German miles, its breadth ten and a half. 
The whole extent of the country belonging to this dutchy, and the prin- 
cipality of Verden is eſtimated at 36,000 Pflughes each Pfug being about 
fifteen Morgens, the latter of which contains four hundred and eighty 
{quare rods. | 
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$. 3. The face of this country is entirely level. The Eibe and fer, by 
which the greateſt part of it is environed, receive into them ſeveral other 
rivers, as for inſtance, into the Elbe runs the Offe, which has its fource in 
the bailiwick of Haarburg in Luneburg, and from Bremer vorde is navigable 
by ſmall veſſels, but at Kirch-Offen becomes practicable to ſhips of bur- 
then, and at Beblum enters the Elbe; the Schwinge, which has its riſe two 
German miles and a half beyond Stadt, is navigable .up to that town, 
both at and near high water, and diſcharges itſelf into the Elbe, below 
Schwinge-Schanze ; the Lube, which is alſo called the Aue, till it comes to 
Hcrneburg, but after that acquires the name of the Lube, becomes navigable, 
and joins the Elbe, below Grunendeicbh; together with the Ele, which riſes in the 
principality of Luneburg, and runs through Buxtebude, whence it becomes 
navigable, and at Nanze (at which place is a toll) runs into the E/be. The 
Maſer receives into it the following rivers, namely, below Lebe, the Gee/te, 
which, as far as Lebe, is navigable by ſmacks, and to Kcbhlen by boats; 
below Leſum the Leſum, which at a little diſtance from that place, below 
the bridge near the tort, firſt takes the name of Leſum, being before cal- 
led the I umme, under which appellation it has its ſource near War! and 
Tutsberg, in the principality of Verden, and at Rotenburg receives into it 
the Redau and Miedau, with the Robre, the Lune, and Drepte, which in 
Vielande and Oſterſtade, are conveyed by {luices into the Meer. The many 
lefler waters here we omit. The Elbe, Ofte and Weſer, are bordered with 
very rich marſh lands. Thoſe on the Eibe, namely Alte Land and Keb- 
dingen, afford an extraordinary plenty of grain and fruit; thoſe on the O, 
as for inſtance, the bailiwick of Newhbauſz, and the juriſdiction of O/zen, arc 
likewiſe exceeding fertile in grain, and yield alſo a clay for veſſels, together 
with a kind of free-ſtone ; thoſe along the Meſer, that is to ſay the countries 
of Wurſten, Vieland, and Offer/tade, beſides their fertility in grain, produce 
likewite large breeds of cattle. For the preſervation of theſe marth lands 
againſt inundations, the dykes and dams are kept in conſtant repair, at a 
great expence, under the inſpection of dyke-graves, dyke-judges and jurats. 
The Gee or champain country has in ſome parts good corn land; the 
heaths too are covered with ſheep, ard the culture of bees is very much tol- 
lowed there. On the moors, particularly in the great Duvelſmocr, are dug 
vaſt quantities of turf, which is exported to Bremen and Hamburg, and 
uſed in brick-kilns, the glaſs-houſe here, or even for fuel in private houſes. 
Theſe countries likewiſe vield a great deal of flax. 

F. 4. In the whole dutchy are but two cities, and three places enjoying 
the rights of towns, though it has other large villages which go under 
that name. Whilſt this country was an a:chbil.opric, irs States conſiſted 
of four claſſes. The firſt was compoſed <1 the tal chapters of Bre- 
men and Hamburg; the ſecond of the prelates, * ev of the abbots 
of Harſefelde and the bleſſed virgin at Stade, w Oſterbel 
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and Zeven, and ſome prioreſſes; the third was compoſed of the nobility, 
and the fourth of the cities of Bremen, Stade, and Buxtehude; but the firſt of 
theſe places withdrew itſelf from them. On the devolution of this coun- 
try to Sweden, as a dutchy, the two firſt claſſes were ſuperſeded ; Queen 
Chriſtina giving away to her commanders and officers, not only all the 
epiſcopal eſtates and boardlands, but even the lands belonging to the very 
chapters and convents, and conferring on the bailiwicks and convents the 
titles of noble manors. Upon this the other part of the nobility, moved 
that the grandees ſhould be incorporated with them, which was ſo far 
effected by means of a convention in 1664, that they were to make but 
one body, though two diſtindt members, one of which was termed the 
ancient nobility, and the other the new, but their privileges were equal and 
alike. Theſe two parts therefore forming one body of the States, the ſecond 
is compoſed of the towns of Stade and Buxtebude. The privileges of the 
States and thoſe of the aye ger of Verden are alike. The Bremen no- 
bility have a preſident and fix counſellors, the towns each of them two; 
and theſe form the college of the States. The nobility hold their ordinary 
aſſemblies twice a year at Baſdal, where they deliberate on judicial, as well 
as other concerns relative to the nobility and country. They are not 
obliged to give the royal regency previous notice, nor to deſire its permiſſion 
to aſſemble; whereas a general aſſembly of all the States, or a Diet, can- 
not be held without the previous knowledge and conſent of the regency. 
Every member of the nobility who has a ſeat and vote in the aſſembly 
of the nobles, may appear at the Diet, and the towns ſend their deputics 
there. Each defrays his own charges, It is now a conſiderable time 
ſince any Diets have been held, the regency ſummoning the towns to ſend 
their deputies, to whom they lay open the propoſals uſually made at the 
Diets, and the deputies return with the anſwer of their conſtituents. The 
other inhabitants of the dutchy, not belonging to the free ſtates, are tax- 
able, and conſiſt of Erlexen, or ſuch as are poſſeſſed of farms or lands 
of their own; of tenants to the ſovereign, on any one of the free ſtates; 
or of farmers on church, and conventual lands; as alſo of vaſſals in the 
marſh lands, holding lands in fief under ſome noble family; with thoſe of 
Hauerlingen. 

Of the hereditary offices in the dutchy of Bremen, thoſe of Dro/t-putke, 
(which perhaps ſignified the office of taſter) Frobnen, treaſurer, and Brodtſþen- 
ner, are abolithed ; but that of hereditary cup-bearer belonging to the Y- 
d;rf family, that of hereditary clerk of the kitchen, to the Schultens ww , 
der Lubs, and that of hereditary marſhal, which is filled up by the Barons 
ot Marſchalke, are ſtill exiſting. 

$. 5. The eſtabliſhed religion here is Lutheraniſm; in the country are 
one hundred and fix churches, with one hundred and twenty-three paſtors, 
which are divided into one ſuperintendency, under the direction of three 
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repoſitors, but are not annexed to any particular pariſh, In the towns are 
Eve churches, namely, the cathedral at Bremen, having four paſtors; three 
churches at Stade, under fix paſtors, and a chaplain to the gartiſon; with 
one at Buxtehude, having three paſtors. Thus, in the whole dutchy are 
one hundred and eleven Lutheran churches, and one hundred and thirty- 
ſeven paſtors. The ſupreme inſpection of the churches of this dutchy and 
the principality of Verden, is veſted in a general ſuperintendent. The 
Calviniſis in the dutchy of Bremen form ſeven congregations, and have a 
like number of paſtors. At Stade is a Latin ſchool, and at Bremen a ca- 
thedral and royal gymnaſium, 
$. 6. Excluſive of the making of cordage and linen, the only manu- 
factures and fabrics here are thoſe of cloth, flannel, kerſeys, and other 
woollen ſtuffs at Scharmbeck, with a ſugar refinery and porcelain fabric at 
Aumund, in the diſtrict of Leſſum. 
$. 7. The dutchy of Bremen was formed out of an archbiſhopric, as 
this latter was out of a biſhopric, founded by the Emperor Charles the 
Great in 787, (tho' others ſay in 788) and of which Willebad, an Engli//- 
man, was the firſt biſhop. On the deceaſe of Leuderichs III. Biſhop 
Anſcharius was tranſlated to Bremen; and in 858 the ſee itſelf actually in- 
corporated with Hamburg, as the archbiſhopric of the northern nations. 
The archbiſhops gradually got into their hands the counties within the 
dioceſe of Bremen, together with the ſovereignty over it. On the death of 
Archbiſhop John Roden, in 1511, the chapter elected only ſuch for their 
archbiſhops as were of princely families. In 1644 the Swedes made them- 
ſelves maſters of Bremen, but, at the peace of Weſtphalia, in 1648, re- 
turned it as a dutchy and fief of the empire. In 1675 the Duke of Brun- 
foick and Luneburg, in conjunction with the Biſhop of Munſter and ſome 
Daniſh forces, overrun this dutchy as far as Stade, which laſt place was 
alſo taken the following year by the Luneburg troops. The conquerors 
at firſt had ſome thoughts of ſharing the dutchies of Bremen and Verden 
between them ; but Sweden kept the whole to herſelf, excepting ſome 
ſmall part of it which was reſtored to the Dukes of Brunſwick and Luneburg, 
at the peace of Nimmegen in 1679. During the northern war the Danes, 
in 1712, reduced the dutchies of Bremen and Verden, and in 1715 King 
Frederick IV. transferred them to the El. tor of Brunſwick, in lieu of the 
lum of 700,000 rixdollars. In 1719, by the peace of Stockholm, they 
were ceded by the crown of Sweden for ever to the Elector of Brunſtoicł, 
together with all their rights and appurtenances, in the fame manner as 
they had been granted to Sweden by the treaty of Oſnabruck, and ſuch as 
it had hitherto poſſeſſed, or might have poſſeſſed them; but for this re- 
nunciation the Elector of Brunſwick paid Sweden a million of rixdollars. 
It was the year 1732 before the Elector obtained the Emperor's inveſtiture 
tor Bremen and Verden. The Dukes of Brunfwick-Wolfenbuttel are poſ- 
lelſed of the co- inveſtiture. C& 8. The 
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F. 8. The dutchy bears the arms of the archbiſhopric, that is to ſay, 
ruby two keys in faltire pearl, with a ſmall croſs pearl in chief. 

$. 9. The Elector of Brunſwick, as Duke of Bremen, is poſſeſſed in the 
college of Princes of the ſixth ſeat on the bench of temporal Princes, and in 
the Diet of Lower-Saxony, excluſive of a vote, is alternatively direQor 
with Magdeburg. The aſſeſſment of the dutchy to a Roman month is 
twenty-four horſe and one hundred foot, or ſix hundred and eighty-eight 
florins, which is alſo its contingent to the matricula of the Circle; and to 
the chamber at Wetzlar it pays one hundred and eight rixdollars, 
twenty-two kruitzers and a half. 

8. 10. The dutchies of Bremen and Verden are jointly under the fol- 
lowing colleges: viz. the regency, which conſiſts of three counſellors, and is 
ſubordinate to the privy-council at Hanover ; and the chancery, which is 
compoſed of the three counſellors of regency, a director, and certain juſ- 
ticiary counſellors, and which takes coguiſance of criminal and executive 
caſes. In the high court of juſtice here, fit all the members of the chan- 
cery, with ſeven aſſeſſors, who are nominated by the States of each dutchy, 
dig. three by the Bremen nobility, two by Stade and Buxtehude, towns of 
the dutchy of Bremen, one by the nobility of Verden, and one by the town, 
To this court of juſtice all civil caſes requiring a judicial deciſion are ſubject, 
as alſo the ſovereign's officers in matters relative to the ſovereign himſelf, 
together with the nobility, in affairs where their perſons or nobiliary eſtates 
are concerned, and the magiſtrates of the towns. Appeals are carried 
from this tribunal to the high court of appeals at Zell, to which this dutchy 
appoints three counſellors of appeal. 

$. 11. The chief branches of the Sovereign's revenues are thoſe of the 
demeſne bailiwicks, diſtricts and juriſdictions, with the regalia ; certain 
payments ariſing from the ſubjects, as namely exciſe, and the monies for 
the maintenance of the high court of appeal at Zell, for furniſhing forage, 
Sc. Ever fince the year 1680 the contribution fund has been taken from 
the States of the country. The exciſe was firſt introduced here in 1651, 
and increaſed in 1690 and 1692. -In the former of theſe years the ſtamp- 
duty likewiſe became firſt known here. Towards the circular contri- 
butions of Lewer Saxony the dutchy of Bremen pays a fourth. 

8. 12. The Ritterpferde, or the cavalry of the nobility, are raiſed on 
the manors of the States; but the number of them has been variouſly 
ſettled according to the diminution of the manors. In the year 1645 they 
amounted to one hundred and fixty-ſeven horſe ; but at preſent they make 
only 137 horſe, and 195+ nagels, or nails, to which there are two hun- 
dred and fifty-five contributors, but all theſe are not nobles : an eſtate of 
nine hundred and eighty-five rixdollars furniſhes a horſe ; and one of 
thirty-nine rixdollars, forty-four ſchillinges is aſſeſſed in a nagel: twenty-four 
nagels are equal to a horſe, The States furnith this corps entirely, that is

to ſay, the men, horſes, cloathing, and accoutrements, and ſupply all in- 
cidental deficiencies. Being, by an edict of his Daniſh Majeſty, in 1713, 
eſtimated at 33,750 rixdollars, the ſeveral quotas were ſettled as fol- 


lows, VIZ. 
That of the nobility at 835 parts, or 16200 rixdollars, 
That of the town of Stade at 34+ 7200 
That of Buxtebude at 111 3600 
That of Verden in 35 67 50

Total 18 parts, or 337 50 rixdollars. 
The ſeveral ſhares of the nobility were paid according to the horſe roll, 
which is divided into fix circles: to the firſt belong twenty-ſix horſes, 
and fifteen nagels and a half; to the ſecond, twenty-five horſes, twenty- 
two nagels and a half; to the third, elven horſes, five nagels and one- 
eighth ; to the fourth, twenty horſe; to the fifth, nine horſes, two and 
nails three-eighths; and to the fixth, 44 horſes, 213+ nagels. The firſt 
circle extends through the whole country (the diſtrict of Kedingen ex- 
cepted) lying between the Offe and the frontiers of the principality of 
Luneburg, from the altenland to the principality of Verden. The ſecond reaches 
from the bailiwick of Neubauſz to Bremervorde, The third paſſes through 
the bailiwicks of Bremervorde and Bederkeſa, as alſo through Bever/ted? 
Borde. The fourth extends through the bailiwick of Hagen quite to the 
ſreyen damme, and certain nobles eſtates as far as the Hamme and umme. 
The fifth paſſes through the diſtrict of Achim to the bailiwick of O/tersberg ; 
and the ſixth conſiſts only of the country of Kedingen. 

. 13. We now come to a more particular deſcription of the dutchy 
of Bremen, which ſhall be ranged under four diviſions, wherein will be 
deſcribed | 

I. The cities which compoſe the ſecond eſtate, and the magiſtracy of 
which is poſſeſſed of the high and low juriſdiction. Among theſe is 

1. Stade, a town, having a ſtrong fort on the Schwinge, which, at one 
quarter of a German mile's diſtance runs into the E/be. This town is the 
ſeat of the regency of the dutchies of Bremen and Verden, as alſo of the 
chancery, chief court of juſtice, and conſiſtory, and contains in it three 
churches, with ſix miniſters, of whom one is ſtiled the ſenior, and 
who are independent of the conliſtory ; to which is to be added a Latin 
ſchool, where formerly ſtood an Auguſline convent. The garriſon has 
a Chaplain of its own, and lives in barracks. Its two burgo-maſters are 
alſo counſellors of State. Stade was formerly a place of conſiderable 
trade, and from the year 1586 to 1612, had an Exgliſb ſtaple, which 
was removed to Hamburg; inſomuch that by a concurrence of misfortunes 
it is now greatly declined. In 1626 it was taken by the Imperial Gene- 
ral Thy; and in 1632 beſieged by the Swedes, and relieved by General 
Pappenheim, but taken by them in 1645. In 1659 it was almoſt entirely 
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deſtroyed by fire. In 1676 it was reduced by the troops of Luneburg, 
who in 1680 again quitted it. In 1712 the Danes took it by bombard- 
ment. In 1715 the Daniſh garriſon marched out, and was replaced by 
the tooops of Brunſwick. In 1755, the King having approved of a plan 
for the better fortifying of Stade, and aſſigned the neceſſary ſums for it, 
in 1757 theſe improvements were completed with all poſſible skill and 
propriety. Its magiſtracy is poſſeſſed of the right of juriſdiction over the 
diſtricts of Depenbec and Haſenwinkel; and allo levies a duty on all ſhips 
and veſſels that arrive there. 

Stade was likewiſe anciently the reſidence of Counts, but the firſt 


of theſe Counts is not known with any degree of certainty. The moſt 


ancient of whom we have an authentic account is Lotbarius, or Luther, 
who was killed in 931, in a battle with the Redarii. His ſon Henry 
the Bald had by his ſpouſe Jutta or Judith, daughter to Udo Duke of 
Franconia, among ſeveral other children, Henry the Good, and Siegfried. 
The former, in 1010, converted his caſtle of Herſefeld, which firſt gave 
title to the Counts, into a convent, which was alſo called Roſenfeld ; 
and in 994 his ſon Siegfried, being taken by the A/comans, or pirates, 
they cut off his hands, noſe and ears; but his brother Siegfried eſcaping 
from thoſe ſavages, by whom he had alſo been taken priſoner, continued 
the lineage, and built Stade, which gave name to the county and Counts. 
His fon Luther Udo I. in 1056, obtained from the Emperor Henry IV. the 
northern marggravate, otherwiſe called the marggravate of Brandenburg, 
or Soltæredel, as alſo the marggravate of Stade, from the family of the 
Counts of that name. His ſon the Marggrave Uds I. transferred the pro- 
perty of the county of Stade to the ſee of Bremen, which tranſlation was 
confirmed by the Emperor Henry IV. in the year 1062, but the Marg- 
grave ſtill retained it as a fief, and died in 1082. His immediate ſuc- 
ceſſor was his eldeſt fon the Marggrave Henry the Tall, who dying without 
heirs, to him ſucceeded his ſecond ſon the Marggrave Luther Udo II. who, 
in the year 1095, conferred the county of Stade on one of the name of 
Frederick, whoſe mother was an Engliſh woman, and had been caſt away 
near Er/ittenen. This Prince held it till his death, which happened in 1135. 
The Marggrave Luther Udo II. had died before in 1106, whoſe fon Henry 
leaving no heirs behind him, and his brother Rudolpbh's fon of the ſame 
name, being killed by the Ditmars, in 1144, his brother Hartwig, 
Provoſt of the cathedral church at Bremen, became the laſt of the line, 
and left his whole inheritance to the ſaid cathedral. Having been inſtated 
alto by Archbiſhop Adalbero, in the poſſeſſion of the county, he was in the 
vear 1148 himſelt created Archbiſhop of Bremen; but Henry the Lion com- 
plained to the Emperor, that the above-mentioned Archbiſhop Agdalbere 
had promiſed his mother, on the deceaſe of the Marggrave Rudolph, that 
he would give him the county of Stade in fief, and therefore afterwards 
poſſeſſed himſelf of it, by which means, at the partition of his territories, 
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it came to his ſon Duke Henry the Pfalzgrave, as a fief of Bremen. This 
Duke, in 1219, transferred it, together with divers other bereditary lands 
hereabouts, to Archbiſhop Gerhard, in conſideration of maſſes and prayers 
to be ſaid for his father's ſoul ; reſerving however to himſelf the ratification 
of it during his own life, on which the Emperor Frederick II. in 1232, 
granted to the ſee his ratification of it: but his mind afterwards changing, 
Henry, ſome years before his death, bequeathed the county of Stade, and 
all his lands in it, to Duke Orho the Child, and on his making public noti- 
fication of it to the ſubjects, exhorted them to a quiet ſubmiſſion to Duke 
Otbo. This donation the Emperor Frederick II. in 1236, likewiſe recommended 
them, on his declaring Ortho Duke; and in the ſame year the latter made 
himſelf maſter of the county, which at the ſame time he enlarged, with 
the addition of ſeveral eſtates that had been purchaſed of Count Siegfried 
of Ofterburg. Though the deſcendants of Otho loſt the county, which the 
ſee of Bremen became maſter of, yet, at length, together with the whole 
country, it reverted again to the houſe of Brunſwick. 

Buxtehude, a ſmall town, ſeated on the Efte, and the little rivulet of 
Viver. This town contains at preſent but one pariſh-church, to which 
belong three paſtors, the firſt whom is ſtiled ſenior ; but they are all 
independent of the conſiſtory of Stade. The two burgo-maſters here are 
alſo counſellors of ſtate. This place obtained its firſt charter from Arch- 
biſhop Giſelbert in the year 1273, and in 1278, was environed with a 
wall ; but in 1682 its fortifications were razed. 

II. The royal bailiwicks, diſtricts, bordes, and juriſdictions. 

A. The royal bailiwicks, with their bordes and juriſdictions. 

1. The bailiwick of Stade, confiſts principally of the few remaining eſtates 
which once appertained to the monaſtery of Stade. To theſe eſtates belong 
a corn-mill, on the Schwinge, within Stade, together with divers parcels ot 
land near that town, and in the Altenland ſeveral farms; as alſo the villages 
of Camp and Agathenburg ; formerly called the Lietb, though afterwards 
named from Field Marſhall Konigſmark's Lady, Maria Agatha of the Leeſten 
family. This place having been purchaſed by the electoral treaſury, was 
added to the bailiwick of Stade, and is at preſent the ſeat thereof. 

2. The bailiwick of Altklaſter, having its ſeat in the village of that 
name, on the Ele, near Buxtebude, and which was formed out of a Be- 
nedictine nunnery. This bailiwick, from its founders Henry and Gerlach 
von Buxtebude, or von der Lube, was named Buxtehude, and is of greater 
antiquity than the town. In it is a royal farm, with a corn and paper- 
mill. No ſervice is performed at its church, except that of burials. The 
inhabitants of the diſtricts of Neuenlande and Yogelſang, ſituated on the 
E/te, in the Marſbland, are ſubjects of this bailiwick. Its other depen- 
dencies lie in the Atenlande, and in that part of it called dritten meile, 
the Domanialia and Cameralia of _ belong to this bailiwick. * 
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has alſo been annexed the bailiwick of Mublen, The ſeat of the bailiwick 
lies at preſent at Buxtebude. 

3. The bailiwick of Neuklofter, alſo formed out of a convent, the laſt 
catholic prieſt of which did not remove till 1706, after all the members of 
the convent had ſucceſſively died. In the village of the ſame name, ſitu- 
ated about one hour's diſtance from Buxtebude, is a church, where, ev 
fortnight, the paſtor of Bliederſdorf performs divine ſervice; as alſo a 
royal farm. To the bailiwick belong the Domanialia and Cameralia of the 
Zweyten meile of the Altenland, This bailiwick is adminiſtered by the 
officers of Altenklofter, of which it is reckoned a part. The Hopken fa- 
mily in Sweden are poſſeſſed in fief of the Drofiey or government of 
both bailiwicks. 

4. The bailiwick of Harſefeld, which like others is a monaſtical baili- 
wick, but the vogtey, or prefecturate of Mulſum, conſiſting of three bordes, 
or diſtricts, has been added to it, fo that at preſent it is about three Ger- 
man miles in length. It is a fertile country for corn, cattle, and turf, 
and conſiſts of thirty-one villages, which are compriſed under the follow- 
ing pariſhes, vV1z. : 

Harſefeld, formerly called Herſefeld, a parochial-village, in which ſtood 
the convent before-mentioned in the hiſtory of the Counts of Stade, which 
convent was the original ſeat of thoſe Counts, and was founded in 1010 by 
Count Henry the Debonair. Its abbot, or as he was ſtiled, its arch abbot, 
was the head dignitary of the archbiſhopric. 

Mulſum, and Barghtedt on the Aue, two parochial-villages. 

Ablerſtedt, a parochial-village, containing a nobleman's ſeat. 

Ihe bailiwick of Zeven, alſo formed out of a monaſtery, but en- 
larged by the addition of four bordes, fo that its length at preſent amounts 
to above three German miles and a half, and its breadth to two and a half. 
The plains here produce rye, oats, and barley, with good buckwheat, and 
the gardens excellent potatoes. The marſhes afford good pafturage for 
horned cattle, as the heaths do for a ſmall kind of ſheep. The culture of 
bees likewiſe is followed here to conſiderable advantage. Vaſt quantities 
of turf are dug in the moors, and in ſome parts burned for a kind of 
charcoal, in which it drives on a ſmall trade, eſpecially in elder and other 
ſoft woods, not excluding even oak and beech. The Ofte receives into it 
the following ſtreams, viz. the Ramme, the Tuiſle, the Aue, and the 
Bade. The Zeven, or Ottersberg Prepeſitorſhip, contains under it thirteen 
parochial-churches. The bailiwick itſelf is divided 

1. Into the old bailiwick, comprehendin 

The parith of Zeven, which conſiſts of three villages and two ſingle farms. 
The parochial village of Zeven lies on the Aue, containing about ſeventy- 
two houſes, and being the ſeat of the bailiwick. In this village alſo for- 
merly ſtood a Benedicline nunnery. The laſt of the recluſes belonging to 
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it died in 1694. At the mediation of Count Lynar, the Daniſh governor 
of the counties of Oldenburg and Delmenher/t, a convention was concluded 
at this place, in 1757, between the Duke of Cumberland, commander in 
chief of the Elector of Brunſwick's forces, and the Duke de Ricblieu, ge- 
neral to the French King ; but this convention never took place. 

The borde and pariſh of Heeſlingen, to which belongs the parochial-vil- 
lage of Heeſlingen, with twelve other villages, and five ſingle farms. 

2. Into the bordes, which were added to the bailiwick in 1728, but 
were before under one prefecturate. Theſe are 

The borde and pariſh of Selſingen, comprehending under it the parochial- 
village of Sel/ingen, with that of Sandbeſtel, containing a manor, eighteen 
other villages, and ten ſingle farms. 

The borde and pariſh of Sittenſen, containing the parochial-village of 
Sittenſen, together with Burg-Sittenſen and Rubmublen, two noblemen's 
ſeats; ſeventeen other villages, and ten fingle farms. 

The borde and pariſh of E/ſdorf, in which lies the parochial-villages of 
Elſdorf, Burgelſdorf, and Buchberft, each containing a manor, together 
with fix other villages, and the like number of ſingle farms. 

6. The bailiwick of Bremervorde, containing 

Bremervorde, a large village, having municipal privileges, and two bur- 
ger-maſters, who, with reſpect to the inhabitants and in caufis liquidis, 
enjoy a joint juriſdiction with the bailiwick. In this village formerly ſtood 
a palace of the archbiſhop's, which in 1682 was demoliſhed. 

The borde and pariſh of Oebrel, with the parochial-village of that name; 
five other villages, one ſmall electoral farm, one inn, and fix private farms. 

The borde of Heſedorf, containing the village of that name, together 
with Bevern, a parochial-village, and Oevelgunne, a private farm. 

The berde and pariſh of Lamſtedt, with which is incorporated the juriſ- 
diction of War/tade. In this juriſdiction lies the parochial-village of Lam- 
fedt, with nineteen other villages, ſix private farms, and Baſzbeck, a pariſh, 
which is divided into fix diſtricts, comprehending under it three noble 
manors. 

Obſ. In the præpoſitorſbip of Bremer vorde are thirteen parochial- churches. 

7. The baili wick of Ottersberg, containing 

Ottersberg, a village, of ſeventy-five houſes and a chapel. This place 
lies on the Wumme, in a part where that river forms an iſland, on which 
formerly ſtood a fort, which, in 1676, was put into a good ſtate of de- 
yy by the biſhop of Mun/ter, though at preſent nothing of it remains to 

een. 

The parochial-villages of Otterſtedt, Wilftedt, and Kirch-Timke, with a 
noble manor, nineteen other villages, and three private farms. 

8. The bailiwick of O/erhelz, being about three German miles in length, 


and one and a half broad; but the burg and the burgdamm here are 
ſeparated. 
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ſeparated from it by the diſtricts of Leſum and Ritterbude, inſomuch that 


they lie at about half an hcur's diſtance from the bailiwick. The face of 
the country is level, baving only one ſandy hill near Norpswebde, which on 
one part of it is bordered by the large moor of Ottersberg; but on all 
other ſides is environed by delightful meadows and paſture grounds, with 
the Hamme meandering through their centre. The large moors on the 
north and eaſt ſides of the bailiwick are of vaſt benefit, and may be 
deemed a kind of golden mines to the inhabitants, moſt of the Geef? 
villages here being poſſeſſed of a part therein. The moor villages both of this 
and the Ottersberg bailiwick ſell annually to the town of Bremen, turf to 
the amount of upwards of 18,000 rixdollars, which is conveyed in ſmall 
boats by means of the canals, as far as the Hamme, where it is forwarded 
in large veſſels to the Wumme, and from thence to the Weſer. The 
moor-grounds where this turf is dug afford good paſturage, and when the 
rivers have ceaſed to overflow their banks, become fine meadow ground 
and alſo good for tillage ; for which even the high moor itſelf is rendered 
proper, by a particular kind of labour and plenty of dung, inſomuch that 
it is ſowed with rye, oats, buck-wheat, barley, hemp and garden-ſtuff, 
It produces likewiſe timber of all kinds. The Geeſtlande yields rye, oats, 
and-a great deal of buck-wheat. It feeds alſo large breeds of cattle, and 


ſuch is the trade of this bailiwick, that the inhabitants are daily increaſing, 
It is divided into 


1. The pariſh of Ofterbolz, in which is 

Ofterbolz, a parochial-village, formerly the ſeat of the bailiwick, and 
containing a Benedictine nunnery; with 

Three other villages. 

2. Into the Borde of Scharmbeck comprehending under it 

1. Scharmbeck pariſh, to which belong 

Scharmbeck, conſiſting of one hundred and fifty houſes, and which for 
its largeneſs and ſettled companies of handicrafts, is called a town. In 
it alſo is a parochial-church, and within the juriſdiction of Sandbeck are 
eighty-five houſes. Here is likewiſe an ancient manufacture of cloth, 
bays, flannel and other ſtuffs, under the joint direction of the bailiwick, 
and the proprietor of the Sandbect juriſdiction. The higheſt price of the 


cloth wove here, is two florins ; and ſome regiments of foot are even clothed 
trom this manufactory. | 


Waackhauſen, a village ſituated on the high moor, the houſes of which are 
built of ſand, ſtone and turf. On the Hammes overflowing its banks, whole 
diſtricts on this moor of two or three morgens in extent, with the oaks 
growing thereon, (though to ſpeak more properly, their roots only run 
along the ſurface,) the firs, elders, barns and ovens are raiſed by the water to 
the height of ten or twelve feet. The trees however ſubſide again with 
the {oi], but on the water's ebbing off ſuddenly, frequently fall down. 


Eighteen 
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Eighteen other villages and eleven private farms. | 

2. The pariſh of Hambergen, containing under it the parochial-village of 
Hambergen, with five other villages, three private farms, Burg, a ſmall but 
ancient fort, ſituated on the umme, a land and water-toll, and the village 
of Burgdamm. a 

9. The bailiwick of Lilienthal, which has been formed out of the eſtates 
of a convent. This bailiwick is three fourths of a German mile in length 
and half a one broad, lying on the rivers umme and M orpe, the latter of 
which runs into the former. At ſpring and autumn both theſe rivers over- 
flow the low-lands, and in the latter ſeaſon the light and porous grounds, 
which are ſowed with rye, become detached from the fandy ſoil beneath, 
but ſettle again in ſpring, and produce good crops, till the return of the 
floods ſo binds and compreſſes the ſuperficies as not to be any more raiſed 
by the water; and thus theſe grounds, which uſed to be ſown, became 
only fit for paſturage. The foil here is partly a good bearing ſand, ſome 
of which is marſhy, and ſome parts entirely a moor. The cultivation of 
winter-grain here is growing out of uſe, on account of the waters remain- 
ing out till late in the ſpring, fo that at preſent the greateſt part of the good 
ground is uſed for ſummer grain, hemp and paſturage. The exportation 
of horned cattle and horſes, with turf, raw and wrought hemp, hemp- 
feed, fiſh and wild-ducks, are branches of trade by which the inhabitants 
of this bailiwick are enabled to ſubſiſt very comfortably. In it is 

1. Lilienthal, a parochial-village ſituated on the Yorpe, and being the 
ſeat of the bailiwick. Formerly alſo it contained a Ciſtercian nunnery. 

Trupe, a village, having one ſmall church : with 

Ten other villages and two private farms. 

10, The bailiwick of Blumenthal, together with the diſtrict of Neukircher, 
once belonged to the city of Bremen, though under the ſovereignty of the 
dutchy, but in 1741 was made an abſolute ceſſion of to the latter. The 
bailiwick is one German mile in length and half a mile broad, but the diſtrict 
of Neukirchen is but half a German mile in length and breadth. In the former, 
towards the Weſer, are ſome ſand hills which yield paſturage : the other part 
is known by the name of the Gee/?, and its ſoil is in ſome parts ſandy, in 
others clayey, with a ſmall quantity of heath. The country along the Wer 
in the diſtrict of Neukirchen, is called the Marſhland, but that lying eaſt- 
ward is named the Geeft/and as being a champaign. To it belongs 

1. The bailiwick of Blumenthal, which is a Calviniſt pariſh, containing 
under it 

Blumenthal, a parochial- village. The bailiwick office is kept at this place. 

Vegeſack or Fegeſack, a village fituated on the Ver, on which it has a. 
convenient harbour, but appertains itſelf to the city of Bremen: with 

Eight other villages. 

2. The diſtrict of Newuk:rchen, alſo conſtitutes a Calviniſt pariſh, containing 
under it the parochial-village of Neu&#:rchen, with three other villages. 


11. The 
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11. The bailiwick of Hagen lies on the Meſer, being full two German 
miles in length and of an equal breadth. It conſiſts both of Marſbland 
and Geeſtland, in the former of which are eleven and in the latter twenty- 
two villages. The Marſhland affords wheat, rye, oats, beans, rapeſeed, 
ſome flax and hemp, and abounds alſo in horned cattle and horſes. In 
the Geo is cultivated rye, oats and buckwheat. It feeds likewiſe nume- 
rous breeds of horned cattle, horſes and bees. This bailiwick is divided 
into two diſtricts namely, 

1. The Ofter/tader-Marſch, conſiſting of five pariſhes. The parochial villages 
here are Butte/, one half of which belongs to the land of /Yurdenin the county 
of Oldenburg, Sandſtedt, Werſabe, Bruch and Uthlede. The Ofterfladt nobility 
are under the juriſdiction of the bailiwick of Hagen, but when cauſes in 
which they are concerned come before the country court, the Findungslunte 
(who aſſiſt in the court and after due deliberation deliver their judgment) 
are deemed nobles; whereas in cauſes relative to the other inhabitants the 
Findung ſleute are only prefects, everiſts and fief-holders. | 

2. The Borde of Bramſtedt, which conſiſts of two pariſhes. The moſt 
remarkable villages here, are Bramſted? a parochial-village, Dammbagen 
containing the bailiwick-oftice and a chapel, the latter of which is ih a 
manſion-houſebelonging to the King; Wobltsbuttel alſo a parochial-village, and 
Hagen. At the laſt of theſe places (which gives name to the bailiwick) 
anciently ſtood the Szal-Ecke or oak, where the courts uſed to be held. 

Obſ. To the Prepyſitor ſhip of Offter/tadt or Vieland, belong fourteen 
churches. 

12. The bailiwick of Szotel, being one German mile in length, and half 
a one broad. This bailiwick lies on the Veſer, being moſtly marſhland, 
though the ſoil in other parts, is a mixture of ſand, and at Stofel is a 
moor. The chief employment of the inhabitants conſiſts in their marſh- 
land graſiery. The old Counts of Stotel were proprietors of this bailiwick, 
as alſo of the county of Wurden, the Borde of Bramſtedt, and the eſtate of 
Ofter/tadermarſch, with divers others in the Borde of Beverſtedt and in 
Vielande. Their firſt reſidence was on the borders of the bailiwick of Vieland, 

at the influx of the Robrbacks into the Lune, but in 1220 they removed 
to the neighbourhood of Szore/, in the country of the preſent bailiwick 
houſe. On the death of Rodo/phus the laſt Count, in 13 50, his widow with 
the archbiſhop's conſent, fold the county to the chapter, to whom in 
1373 Archbiſhop Aber? gave ſome other lands in exchange for it. After 
this it was ſeveral times mortgaged. To the bailiwick of Szctel belongs the 
parochial-village of Stel, conſiſting of ninety-eight houſes, and being 
the ſeat of the bailiwick, as alſo five other villages, ſeventeen farms in 
the Borde of Bever/tedt, and the manors of Hetborn and Holte. 

13. The bailiwick of Y/7eland, which is a ſwampy fenny land, fo called 
from the German word Vie, ſignifying a ſwamp, in ancient records is termed 
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Paludes and Inſule bremenſis paludis. It lies betwixt the Veſer, Geeſte 
and Robre, being principally marſhland, which affording excellent paſturage, 
abounds in black-cattle, milk, butter and cheeſe. The Gee/t/and here is alſo 
fruitful. This country formerly conſtituted a part of the county of Leſmone, 
and together with that county came to the ſee of Bremen, who conferred 
it on ſome Hollanders, to whom it owes its preſent improvements. On the 
death of archbiſhop Albert, who annexed it to the ſee, it devolved partly 
to the city of Bremen, and partly to the Counts of Szote/. The former of 
theſe ſhares was afterwards repurchaſed by the cathedral, and to the latter 
it ſucceeded on the extinction of the Counts of Stotel. Under archbiſhop 
Nicolas the Vielanders refuſed to be any longer obedient to the ſee, but 
Baldwin the ſucceeding biſhop quelled them. Yreland contains under it 
ſeven villages, which are divided into four pariſhes: vis. | 

1. The pariſh of Gee/tendorf, confiſting of two villages, together with the 
parochial-village of Geeftendorf, which is the ſeat of the bailiwick. In this 
country ſtood the caſtle of Sinteburg or Stinzburg, which was erected as a 
fortreſs againſt the Vurſti, but demoliſhed by that people. 

2. The pariſh of Wulſdorf, conſiſting of two villages. Wulſdorf village 
itſelf is parochial, - and in ancient records occurs under the title of 
I :/deſderpe. In it ſtood the caſtle or manſion-houſe of Syborg, otherwiſe 
called Segeborg. 

3. The pariſh of Schifdorf, conſiſting of two villages. The parachial 
village here is that of Schrifdorf. Apeler village in this pariſh lies not under 
the bailiwick- office of Geeftendorf, but depends immediately on the tribunal 
at Stade. 

4. The pariſh of Bramel, conſiſting only of the village of that name. 
14. The bailiwick of Nordbo/z, in the neuen lande Wurſten or the baili- 
wick of Neuenfelde. Landes Wurſten, is formed out of the manſion-houſe 
of Nordbolz, with its appurtenances, including alſo the lands lying in 
Neuenfelde, which in the years 1736 and 1738 were purchaſed by the 
treaſury, on the King's account, of the heirs of the families of Voigt and 
Lietb. The Neue Felde or New fields of the country of unten were 
firſt dyked in, in the year 163 5. 

15. The bailiwick of Bederkeſa, being about three German miles in 
length and two broad. This bailiwick is watered by the Gee/te, Lebe, 
I :ttzeefte, Aue and nine land-lakes, and affords plenty of oak and beech, 
with turf-ground and a good champaign country. The inhabitants purſue 
tillage, grafiery, and the culture of bees, with other rural occupations. 
Bederkeſa prepoſitorſhip contains under it eight pariſh-churches. The 
bailiwick itſelf is divided into 
1. The Borde of Ringſtedt, including 
1. The pariſh of Bederkeſa, in the parochial-village of that name and 
being the ſeat of the bailiwick. 
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2. Ring ſtedt pariſh, containing the parochial-village of Ringſtedi, in 
which is a Calviniſt and Lutheran miniſter, with thirteen villages and five 
private farms. 

3. The pariſh of Elmlabe, containing three villages and two ſingle farms. 

4. The pariſh of Flogeln, conſiſting of two villages. 

2. Into the Bord? of Debſtedt, to which belongs 

1. The pariſh of Deb/ted?, containing ſeven villages. 

2. Holſet, a Calviniſt pariſh, having its ſeat in the villages of the ſame 
name. | 
Obſ. Betwixt Severn in the pariſh of Deb/ied? and Holſet lie the ruins of 
Pipinsburg, once the reſidence of the family of Diepholz, who were the 
founders of the convent of Newenwalde ; and likewiſe the place called 
Heidenſlett. 

16. The bailiwick of Neubauſz, ſituated on the Elbe and Oſte, the latter 
of which receives into it the Aue. This bailiwick is two German miles 
long and one and a half broad. The marſhland here conſtitutes two thirds, the 
moorland near one fixth, and the Gee/t or champaign, alſo one ſixth of the 
whole bailiwick. Its principal products are wheat, rye, barley, beans, oats, 
rape-ſeed, turf and clay, of the laſt of which are made veſſels and bricks, 
which are conveyed down the O/te to the Elbe, for Hamburg, and ſome- 


times even to Holland. The prepofitorſhip of Newhauſz contains under it 


nine pariſhes, eight of which are in this bailiwick, namely 

1. The pariſh of Neubaus, containing 

Neuhauſz, a parochial-village ſituated on the O/fe, and being the ſeat of 
the bailiwick. It has alſo a ſafe harbour, and once drove ſo great a trade, 
that the number of foreign ſhips that came here in a year exceeded a hun- 
dred. But a ſandbank ariſing in it, at the iſſue of the Oe into the Elbe, 
renders the entrance dangerous. It is viſited therefore at preſent by few 
foreign-ſhips, notwithſtanding buoys have been laid with the greateſt 
exactneſs, for the pointing out of the ſaid bank: 

With fix other places. 

2. The pariſh of Belum, containing 

Belum, a village ſituated at the conflux of the Offe and Elbe. This 
place has a harbour, but this in ſtormy weather or winter is not very fafe. 
In it likewiſe is a nobleman's ſeat, and formerly alſo it contained a fort, but 
the latter in 1678 was demoliſhed. 

Freudenthal, a manor-houſe, and 

Nine other places. 

3. The pariſh of Geverſdarf, in which is the parochial-village of that 
name, with fourteen other places. 

4. The pariſh of Oberndorf, containing the parochial-village of Obernder}, 
and five parcels of land, which are inhabited. 

5. The pariſh of Cadenberge, conſiſting of the parochial-village of Caden- 
berge and thirty-two other places, 6. The 
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6. The pariſh of Oppeln, to which are united about eighty other places. 

7. The pariſh of Biltau, which is divided into the north and ſouth end, 
and comprehends under it twelve yon 

8. The pariſh of Kedingbruch, conſiſting of the parochial-village of 
Kedingbruch, and Auſtade a place of leſs note. 

17. The bailiwick of Kehdingen, containing under it 

1. The conventual diſtrict of Scholiſch in the country of Kedingen ſituated 
not far from Stade. 

2. The dyked lands at Hiſchhafen, a diſtrict lying betwixt the two 
dams of Defenſings. 

3. Certain inhabited iſlands or ſands in the Elbe, namely, M iſclbaſener-Sand, 
Kraut-Sand, Aſſeler-Sand, and the ſand of Butzfleter or Abbenfleter-Sand. 

18. The bailiwick of Himmelpforten, being about three German miles 
in length and'one and a half broad. This bailiwick is partly marth and 
partly Geet land, the inhabitants of the marſh-land live by tillage and graſery, 
but thoſe of the Geet land, excluſive of tillage, apply themſelves to breeding 
of ſheep and bees, carrying on a large turf trade with Stade and Hamburg. 
This bailiwick conſiſts of S 

1. The ſeparate bailiwick of Himmelpforten which was formed out of 
a part of the eſtates of a wealthy Benedictine nunnery at Himmelpforten, 
the annual income of which exceeded 4000 rixdollars. In the year 1628 
it was plundered by the Imperzali/ts, in 1648 given to Count Gu/tavus 
Lowenhaupt, but in 1681 reaſſumed. It has never a manor, but contains 

1. The pariſh of Himmelpforten on the Geeft ; conſiſting of the parochial 
village of Himmelpforten, with three other villages. 

2. The pariſh of Horft in the marſh, to which belong five villages, with 
eleven farms at Blumenthal. 

3. The parith of Great-Mobrden in the marſh, conſiſting of two villages. 

2. The Borde of Oldendorf on the Geeſt, formerly under a particular admi- 
niſtrator, but which in 1712 was united with the bailiwick of Himmelpforten. 
This borde contains only one pariſh, the church of which lies in the village 
of Oldendorf, where alſo is a manor. To this borde likewite belong four- 
teen other villages, five private farms, and the manor of Kubla, the laſt of 
which is poſſeſſed of the right of juriſdiction within its boundaries. | 

B. The other royal diſtricts and juriſdictions, namely 

1. The Alte land which lies on the Elbe; and is ſeparated by the Schwinge 
from the country of Kedingen. Through this diſtrict the Lube and Eſte, 
both navigable rivers, make their way into the Ehe. Its length is about 
three German miles and a half, but its breadth only from half a mile 
to three quarters. It conſiſts of marſhland, and abounds in wheat, rye, 
barley, oats, beans, hemp and flax, as likewiſe in common fruit. A preat 
part of the inhabitants ſubſiſt by navigation. The whole diſtrict is divided 
into three Meileu: the firſt of theſe reaches from the Schwinge, or from Stade to 
Gg 2 | the

the Lube ; the fecond from the Lube to the E/te ; and the third from the 
Este to the village of Mabrburg, belonging to Hamburg. It is again ſub- 
divided into twelve Hauptmannſchafts or capitaineries, and fix vogteys or 
ptefecturates. Theſe captains and prefects look to all public affairs within 
their circles or departments; give advice in all caſes to the juſticiaries, 
eſpecially in criminal affairs; execute their orders, levy the monthly con- 
tributions, and pay them in at the proper places. Laſtly it is to be ob- 
ierved, that the Altenland is further divided into ten pariſhes, In theſe 
pariſhes are Siedle, or lower courts of juſtice, with a prefect over each, 
which take cogniſance of malicious or abuſive words and blows, when 
any one is beaten black and blue, or wounded in the face or any other 
part of the body. Some of theſe Siedle courts comprehend above one 
pariſh, and, on the other hand, there are pariſhes containing more 
than one of theſe courts. The general and ſupreme authority is exerciſed 
by two grefen or Counts, one of whom is nominated by the ſovereign 
alone, the other choſen out of four perſons preſented by the freeholders. 
Under theſe greſen is a ſecretary for the diſpatch of ſtate and judicial af- 
fairs: for this office likewiſe the country preſents two perſons, out of whom 
the ſovereign chooſes one. In ſome pariſhes the above-mentioned Sredeſte 
courts are compoſed of noblemen, jointly with the greſen; but in others 
the grefen are the ſole judges. From theſe courts of the grefen appeals in 
civil caſes are carried to the Landgrefings gericht, or the dreygeſchwobrnen 
Rath, conſiſting of the chief Burgermaſter, the burgermaſters, captains, 
and prefects of the country: but the appellant is at liberty to paſs over 
this intermediate court, and apply directly to the ſupreme court. Criminal 
juſtice is exerciſed here by the Counts, in conjunction with the burger- 
maſters, captains, prefects and jurats. The Alland præpoſitorſhip con- 
tains thirteen parochial-churches. Of the above-mentioned ten pariſhes, 
Hellern, anciently called Ditterſchap, Twwielenfleth, Grundeich, and Stein- 
kirchen, are within the firſt Meile; in the ſecond is Micteltireben, News 
kirchen, and Fork (at the laſt of which ſtands alſo the court-houſe) Bor/fel!, 
and one half of Eftebrugge ; but in the third Meile, only the other half of 
E/tebrugge, with the pariſh of Neuenfelde. At the influx of the Efte into 
the Elbe, lies Cranz, having a ferry to Blankeneſe, and a toll. 

2. The country of Kehdrngen, alſo lying on the Elbe, and ſeparated 
from the Altenlande by the Schwinge, being likewiſe watered by the Ofte, 
which in this diſtrict is navigable. It is ſomewhat above four German 
miles long, but its breadth is unequal. Its greateſt extent is at Oedergquart, 
where it is upwards of one German mile, at Butzfet it is about half a mile, but 
at Dernbuſch and Hamelworden, not one-fourth. The whole country, ex- 
cept a large moor which ſeparates it from the bailiwick of FHrmmelpferten, 
is marſh- land, though not of equal goodneſs. It produces however plenty 
of grain and rape-ſeed, with a fuffictency of fruit, and abounds in horned 
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cattle and horſes. The principal employment of its inhabitants, both up 
the country and on the ſea- coaſts, is navigation. Notwithſtanding the 
ſtrong dykes here, it has frequently ſuffered by inundations It is the 
relidence of great numbers of gentry. The ancient inhabitants maintained 
their liberty for a long time. In 1292 Archbiſhop Giſelbert reduced them 
to obedience, upon which ſeveral noblemen ſettled in this country. In 
1327 it revolted againſt Archbiſhop Burchayd, but was reduced a ſecond 
time. With reſpe& to judiciary matters, it is divided into Butzfet and 
Freyburg, the former of which includes the pariſhes of Butzflet, Aſſel, 
Drecbterſen, and Hamelworden; the latter Freyburg, Ballie, and Oederquart : 
all theſe ſeveral pariſhes belong to the præpoſitorſliip of Kehding, contain- 
ing in the whole fourteen parochial-churches. In the pariſh of Burzfler, 
at the influx of the Schwinge into the Elbe, ftands the fort of Schwinge- 
Schanze. At Brunſhauſen is a royal toll. In the pariſh of Hamekorrden 
lies Schinkel, which is the place where the parithes of the country of 
Kehdingen, the Greſen and ſecretaries meet every year for the election 
of their captains. Freyburg, on account of its largeneſs, is called a town. 
In Butzflet diviſion both the civil and criminal juriſdictions are lodged in 
a Grefen of the ſovereign's nomination, and the captains of every pariſh, 
one of whom is a noble. The country propoſes the ſecretary. Civil 
courts are held at an inn in the parochial-village of every pariſh. Each of 
theſe pariſhes has three captains, one of whom is a nobleman, the other 
two are keepers, but all three enjoy both ſeat and voice at the court 
equally with the Grefen himſelf. The criminal courts here are always held 
in the delinquent's pariſh, and conſiſt of the Grefen and a captain of each 
pariſh. In the Freyburg diviſion the civil and criminal juriſdiftion belongs 
to the country, and is exerciſed by a Grefen and three captains, who are 
aſſiſted by a ſecretary for the diſpatch of affairs, whether juridical or re- 
lative to the country. The Grefen is choſen alternately by the nobility 
and the houfe-keepers, and confirmed by the regency at Hanover ; but the 
country appoints the fecretary. The court is held every week at an inn 
in Freyburg, at which aſſiſt two or three captains, who may be either 
nobles or houſe-keepers, elected by. the pariſhes ; the criminal courts are 
held in the ſame manner. In this Freyburg diviſion of the country of 
Kehdingen, each pariſh has an eccleſiaſtical, or as it is called, a jurat court, 
conſiſting of the miniſter of the pariſh and the church jurats, under the 
juriſdiction of which are the farmers living on the lands and eſtates be- 
longing to the church. In both diſtricts the Green and captains annually 
hold the land or marſh court, and collect all the fines impoſed in it, one 
half of which goes to the Prince, and the other to the captains. 

3. The bailiwick of Often, lies on the Ohe, being ſeparated only by a 
moor from the Butzflet diviſion of the country of Kebdingen. This bai- 
liwick is all marſh land, and conſtitutes but one pariſh, but is divided into 
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ſix villages. The juriſdiction here is lodged in a juſtice appointed by the 
King, but the noble-manor houles are poſſeſſed of the civil juriſdiction 
over the eſtates belonging to their manor, and likewiſe over the free farmers 
of noblemen's lands, 

4. The country of JVurſien, or the Alteland Wurſien, lying on the 
Meer, and fo called from the Wurſtes, a branch of the Fiſons, of whoſe 
language ſome traces were left here till the beginning of this century. 
The writers of the middle age call them Mertſati; which leads us to the 
origin of this name, which is derived from the Mortben, or banks of earth 
thrown up here againſt inundations. The ſoil is marſhy, and thus very 
fit for tillage and graſery; accordingly conſiderable exports are made here 
of the products of both. In the Weſer are found halybuts, prawns and 
craw-fiſh. Not one nobleman reſides in this diſtrict. Its pariſh-churches 
form a diſtinct prepoſitorſhip. The whole country, ſince the ſuppreſſion 
ot the fourth vogtey in 1755, conſiſts of three vogteys, vg. 1. The upper 
vogtey, to which belong the pariſhes of Dorum, Cappel, Miſſelwarden, and 
Padingbuttel, 2. The vogtey of the pariſhes of Midlum, Spiecka, and 
Aiterxwald?, and 3. That of the pariſhes of Imſum, Wremen, and Mulſum, 
The upper vogt, with the two others, are nominated by the Sovereign; 
but the firſt is poſſeſſed of no authority over the other two, each ſuper- 
intending in his diſtinct diſtrict the adminiſtration of juſtice, and other 
concerns; but of the latter, the adminiſtrators of the country likewiſe 
takes cogniſance. An appeal lies from the Upper-vogt, and the wogts to 
the courts of the general wog?/, in which the Upper-vegt preſides, unleſs 
the judgegraves and the vagis be aſſeſſors. From this court likewiſe ap- 
peals lie to the country-court, which is annually held by a counſellor of 
the regency and a juſticiary counſellor ; or, inſtead of the latter, the parties 
may move their cauſe to the ſupreme tribunal. The fea-court, which fits 
on cauſes relating to dykes, dams, boundaries, and damages done by 
ſtorms, ſluices, and the like, conſiſts of the head dyke-greten, and four 
dyke-jurats of the pariſh in which the matter in debate lies. The impoſt 
called Herren-korn, which is generally paid to the treaſury in money, is 
levied by the ſeveral vogts in their own diſtricts. Theſe vogts alſo receive 
the Goldgulden tax, which amounts annually to the ſum of ſix hundred 
gold guldens; and is an amercement payable by the whole country of 
unten, tor having formerly murdered a deputy of the archbiſhop's. 

5. The juriſdiction ot Lebe, is a marſhy tract, on the Weſer and Geeſte, 
full one German mile in length, and about half a mile broad. The only 
place in it is Lebe, which conſiſts of three hundred and forty-one houſes. 
At this place alſo is a Lutheran and Calviniſt congregation ; but both per- 
torm worſhip in the fame church. The principal ſubſiſtence of its inha- 
bitants is tillage and graſiery. Its juſtice is appointed by the regency at 
Hancver ; and the town itſelf was once under the juriſdiction of the city 
of Bremen, but in 1654 came to the dutchy. In 
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In the angle where the Gee/te joins the Veſer, formerly ſtood a fort 
called Karlsburg, or Kariſtadt, built by the Swedes, and fo named from 
King Charles XI. This tort has ſince been demoliſhed, inſomuch, that at 
preſent only ſome ruinous traces of its walls and moats are to be ſeen. 
Near it alſo ſtood the fort of Leher-ſchanze, the ſite of which, at preſent, is on 
the Vieland fide, a ſmall arm of the Geeffe having been interſected at this 

lace, and the old channel of the river ſtopped by the ſinking of a ſhip. 

6. The Gelgericht, or Gobgrefschaft of Achim lies on the Weſer, being 
in ſome parts marſh land, but in others a pretty good champaign, though in 
ſome again it conſiſts of ſandy plains, and in others is mooriſh. It contains 
twenty-two villages, and fix private farms. The parochial-villages here are 
Achim, Arbergen, and Daverden. The juriſdiction is exerciſed in the Sove- 
reign's name by a Gobgrefen ; but the Bremen intendant collects the revenue. 

C. The bailiwicks and cathedrals in the Imperial cities of Bremen and 
Hamburg, belonging to the dutchy of Bremen. 

1. The imperial city of Bremen has not only a vogt inveſted with crimi- 
nal juriſdiction, appointed by the King of Great Britain, as Duke of Bre- 
men, but to him likewiſe belongs the cathedral, in which is a ſuperinten- 
dent, having under him fourteen country pariſh-churches, with three 
miniſters. In this city alſo is a Lutheran gymnaſium, conſiſting of ſeven 
maſters; with the ancient epiſcopal palace, the cathedral chapter-houſe, 


containing about two hundred dwellings, an orphan-houſe, and the abbies 


of St. Anſcharius and St. Wilhad, as far as they appertain to the dutchy. 
The revenues ariſing from the eſtates belonging to the cathedral are 
managed partly by the King's Structur or architect, and partly by the In- 
tendant, The latter has the management of all the revenues which are 
not appropriated to the ſervices and ſupport of the cathedral, and pays 
them into the treaſury at Hanover. He alſo levies the revenues arifing 
from the Hechgrefschaft of Achim, and the county of Oldenburg, and is 
likewiſe judge 

Of the juriſdiction of Swachbauſen : 

To which belongs the village of that name, lying at a fmall diſtance 
from Bremen. 

2. In the imperial city of Hamburg, the King, as Duke of Bremen, is 
poſſeſſed of the cathedral. Its chapter confiſts of a provoſt, a dean, thirteen 
canons, eight minor canons, and thirty vicarii immunes. The prebendaries 
here are alternately in the gift of the King and chapter, on the following 
conditions; vig. that if one falls in January, the King has the diſpoſal 
of it, if in February, the chapter, and ſo on throughout the year. The 
King of Denmark, by virtue of the lordſhip of Pinneberg, is allo poſſeſſed 
of the right of nomination to a prebendary. 

D. Gerichte, or juriſdictions belonging to noblemen, which ſhall be men- 
tioned in the ſame order with the above deſcribed bailiwicks, diſtricts, and 
juriſdictions ; beginning with thoſe of the bailiwick of Zeven, viz. 
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1. The juriſdiction of Badenſtedt, belonging to the noble family of the 
Mar ſchalks. n ; 

2. The Upper-Ochtenhauſen juriſdiction, belonging to the von der Decks, 
and conſiſting of the villages of Upper-Ochtenhauſen and Fallie, with four 

ivate farms. : 

3. The juriſdiction of Lower-Ochtenhauſen, in the pariſh of Oelrel, 
belonging to the noble family of the Gretes. 

4. The juriſdiction in the borde of Rhade, belonging to the manor of 
Hanſtedt, and containing the parochial-village of Rhade, in which lies the 
manor of M-lau, with the villages of Rhager and Ocfter-Eifte, Karlſ/hofer, 
Glinſte, and two fingle farms. This juriſdiction formerly belonged to one 
of the name of T/endorf, but its preſent proprietors are the Matpfal family. 

5. The juriſdiction in the horde of Gilum, belonging to the During of 


| Bockel, the Lieths of Baden, and ſome other noble families, and con- 


taining under it the parochial-village of Gihum, with Beckel a farm, the vil- 
lage of Weblderf, and ſome ſingle farms. | 

6. The juriſdiction of Sandbeck, which is for the moſt part ſurrounded 
by the Ofterbslz bailiwick, and belongs to the Sandbecks, The houſe of 
this name lies near Scharmbeck, eighty-five houſes of which belong to khis 
Juriſdiction, together with the villages of Jefterbeck, Barchen or Barg- 
then, Wackhauſen, ſome inhabitants of the villages of Viſte and Oblenſted!, 
Haſlab farm, and the inhabitants of the village of Bilabe. 

7. The juriſdiction of Ritterhude, lying in the parochial-village of 
Ritterbude on the Hamme, and belonging to the owners of the three ma- 
nors there. | 

8. The juriſdiction of Lower-Enge, in the pariſh of St. Jurgen, in the 
bailiwick of Lilienthal, 2 to the families of Schaden and Huden. 

9. The freye Damm of Caſſebruch, in the pariſh of Bramffedt, belong- 
ing to the V erſabes. 

10. The freye Damm of Meyenburg, likewiſe belonging to the Werſabes. 
At this place is a church, with a pariſh conſiſting of ſeventy houſes. 

11. The freye Damm of Schwanewede, belonging to the family of that 
name, and forming a diſtin pariſh, which conſiſts of five manor-ſeats, 
and ſeventy-four houſes. 3 

12. The juriſdiction of Newenhauſen, belonging to the Verſabe family, 
and containing the villages of Neuenbauſen and Born, in the former of 
which is a nobleman's ſeat. Both theſe places lie in the pariſh of obltſ- 
buttel, 

13. The freye Damm of Hechthauſen, of which the Marſchalk family 
is proprietor. This diſtrict conſtitutes a particular pariſh. 

14. The juriſdiction of Blumenthal, belonging to the Marſcballs of 
Hechthauſen, and containing thirty-two houſes in the village of Blumenthal. 

15. The juriſdiction of Brobergen, in the borde of Oldendorf. 

| 16. The 
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16. The juriſdiction of Francop, lying on the Elbe, in the third Meile 
of the Alten land, and being incorporated with the pariſh of Neuenfelde. 
This juriſdiction contains under it ſeventy- five houſes, and belongs to the 
Gevetterns of During. 

17. The juriſdiction of Ninco, alſo bias in the pariſh of Neuenfelde, 
in the third Meile of the Alten land, and belonging to the Ronnes. 

18. The juriſdiction of Ruble, likewiſe ſituated in the third Meile of 
the Alen land, and the pariſh of Effebrygge. This juriſdiction belongs to 
the Schultens of Eſteburg. 

19. The juriſdiction an der Eſte, otherwiſe called in der Leefwig, ſitu- 
ated in the pariſh of Eftebrugge, and belonging to the Berg/tens. 

20. The jutiſdiction of Viſcb, lying in the pariſh of Neukirchen, in the 
ſecond Meile of the Alten land, and belonging to the Ronnes. 

21. The juriſdiction of Delm, containing the pariſhes of Apenſen and 
Bliederſdorf, and belonging to the Durings, Zefterfleths, and other pro- 

rietors. 

l 22. The juriſdiction of Horneburg, in the large village of Horneburg, 
lying on the Aue, which at this place receives the name of Lube. This 
juriſdiction belongs to its caſtellans, the principal of which are the Durings 
and Schultens. 

23. The borde of Beverſtedt, conſiſting of champaign grounds, producing 
rye, oats, and buckwheat; with conſiderable breeds of ſheep and bees. 
This diſtri& belongs to the families of Scherther and Tſendorf, aud conſiſts 
of five pariſhes, namely, Beverſtedt, Loxſtedt, Bexhovede, Mirchroiſle, and 
Kubſ/ledt ; in which are included fifty-four villages and private farms. Be- 
verſtedt in this Borde is called a town. In Kirchwiſte pariſh lies the vil- 
lage of Baſdal, where the nobility of the dutchy hold a meeting twice 
a year, 

: 4. The freye Damm of Old-Luneberg, lying in the borde of Beverfledt, 
but forming a diſtin& juriſdiction, belonging to the Scterthers, and con- 
ſtituting one pariſh, under which are comprehended the villages of O/d- 
Luneberg, Havighor/t, and Frelftor ffermuble. 

25. The juriſdiction of Poggemublen, Oeſe and Clus, conſtituting a pariſh, 
the church belonging to which lies at Oe. This juriſdiction is the pro- 
perty of the 1ſendorf family. 

26. The Borde of Leſſum, being one fourth of a German mile in length, 
and one broad. It lies on the Gecſ, and produces rye, barley, oats, and 
buckwheat ; with hemp, flax, and potatoes, though the laſt in no great 
quantity. Paſturage and wood are very ſcarce here, inſomuch that the 
uſual fuel of the inhabitants is turf and heath clods. The juſticiaries of 
this borde are the Hudes of Ritterbude and the Schenbecks. It contains 
ſixteen villages ; and in Leſſum is a parochial-church. At Aumund, near 
Vegeſack, is a ſugar refinery, with a manufactory of porcelain, 
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27. The frey: Damm of Schonebeck, is three-fourths of a German mile 
in length, and one fourth broad. It lies on the Weſer, and its ſoil and 
roducts are the ſame with thoſe of Leſum. The juriſdiction and land 
= belong to the Schonebecks. In it are the villages of Schonebeck, Leuch- 
tenburg, Platjenwerbe, Grobn, and a part of the village of St. Magnus. 

28. The conventual bailiwick of Neuenwalde, belongs to the body of 
the Bremen nobility, and had its riſe as follows: in the year 1219 the fa- 
mily of Drepholz converted the chapel of Midlum into a nunnery ; but 
Midlum being an improper place for ſuch a foundation, in 1282 it was 
removed to Altenwalde, and from thence in 1334 to Neuenwalde. The 
crown of Sweden getting poſſeſſion of the dutchy, the convent, together 
with others, was given in hef. In 1680 Charles XI. promiſed the Bre- 
men nobility, that all conventual eſtates eſcheating to the crown, ſhould 
be applied to the benefit of noblemen's daughters. This happening 
that very year to be the caſe with reſpect to the convent of Neuenwalde, 
it was ceded to the nobility, as a maintenance for eight ladies. King 
George I. in 1716, made ſuch large additions to its revenues, that two 
more ladies were admitted, and theſe were afterwards ſucceeded by two 
others, whence, at preſent, it conſiſts of an abbeſs and twelve conventuahſts. 


The convent itſelf has its particular adminiſtrator, and the patron of the 
church of Neuenwwalde is the ſovereign. 


The Town and Bailiwick of /JITILDESHAUSEN 


At preſent form no part of the dutchy of Bremen, nor of any other 
of the Brunſewick- Luneburg territories ; but having formerly belonged 
to the fee and dutchy of Bremen, cannot be more properly introduced 
than in this place. They lie on the Hunte, being entirely ſurrounded 
by the countries of Oldenburg, Delmenbort, and Diepbelz, and the 
bailiwicks of FVechte and Kloppenburg, belonging to the ſee of Mun- 
fler. The greateſt part of the bailiwick is a champaign country of tole- 
rable fertility. It has alſo large heaths, and on the rivers Hunte and Lethe 
ſome marſh lands. It produces rye, oats, and buckwheat ; beſides which 
here are breeds of ſheep and bees. The inhabitants follow handicrafts, 
diſtilling, and the conveyance of goods and paſſengers. Divers of them 
in ſpring and ſummer go even into Holland, where they earn no inconſi- 
derable ſum by digging of turf, mowing, and other laborious occupations. 
Its exports principally conſiſt of rye, wool, knit ſtockings, wax, and 
honey. The town of Mildeſtauſen, with its dependencies, belonged to 


the hereditary eſtates of the firſt Counts of Oldenburg of the Mititind race, 


of whom ſeveral reſide here. Henry and Burchard, ſons to Count Jobn 
the Younger, had a conteſt with their couſins, the other Counts of Olden- 
burg, who were deſcended from Chri/tian, with reſpect to the ſeat of Milde. 
baufen, but agreed to refer the point to the deciſion of Gerhard II. archbiſhop 
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of Bremen; who adjudged the ſeat, with its appurtenances, to Count Henry 
and his brother, on which the latter, in 1229, in acknowledgment offered 
it to the ſee of Bremen, as a fief. Henry the Archer, who likewiſe ſtiled 
himſelf a Count of Oldenburg and Bruchbauſen, and Lord of Wildeſhauſen, 
which was the principal place of his reſidence, dying without iffue, 
Hildebold, archbiſhop of Bremen, in the year 1270, took poſſeſſion of the 
town, ſeat and bailiwick, as a fief which had eſcheated to him, cauſed 
homage to be paid to him, and by dint of money filenced the other Counts 
of Oldenburg, who had laid claim to the fame. His ſucceſſor Archbiſhop 
Giſelbert, in 1279 and 1280, alſo found means to make the Dukes Albert 
and Otho of Brunſwick renounce, for themſelves and their heirs, all their 
pretenſions to the town of Wildeſbauſen. In ſucceeding ages both the 
town and bailiwick were frequently mortgaged ; as for inſtance, by Arch- 
biſhop Albert in 1376, to the chapter and magiſtracy of Bremen, who, in 
1405 and 1409, mortgaged it a ſecond time to Jobn Count of Dzepbolz. 
In 1429 it was mortgaged by Archbiſhop Nicholas to the ſee of Munſter, 
and by the latter, in 1458, to John Count of Hoye, but redeemed. In 1493 
it was mortgaged to William Buſch, after whoſe death, in 1523, Frederick 
biſhop of Munter poſſeſſed himſelf of it. The biſhops of Bremen were 
not wanting in endeavours to recover it, but without effect. In 1634 
Axel Oxenſtiern, chancellor of Sweden, ſent inſtructions to Cbriſtopber 
Deichmann, the Swediſb reſident in the Circle of W:/iphalia, to reſtore the 
bailiwick and town of Mildeſbauſen to Jobn Frederick archbiſhop of Bremen, 
who alſo afterwards became King of Denmark ; and in 1648, at the peace 
of We/tphalia, the town and bailiwick, together with Bremen and Yerden, 
came to the crown of Sweden, They were indeed conferred in fief on 
the Count of Waſaburg, in order the more readily to prevail upon him 
to cede the biſhopric of Oſnabruck, which he poſſeſſed ; but all the right 
and prerogatives of the ſovereign here are ſuperintended by the regency of 
Stæde. In 1675 Chriſtopher Bernhard, biſhop of Munſter, made himſelf 
maſter of it; but in 1679, at the peace of Nimmegien, he was obliged to 
engage that he would hold it only by way of mortgage, till the payment 
of 100,000 rixdollars, in lien of the expences incurred by the fiege of fort 
Ottersberg ; accordingly the crown of Sweden, in 1699, paid the ſaid ſum, 
and in 1700, mortgaged the bailiwick, abbey and town, with all their 
appurtenances and dependencies, to the electoral houſe of Brunſwick and 
Luneburg ; and in 1720, at the peace of Stockholm, made a perpetual 
ceſſion and relinquiſhment of them, together with the dutchies of Bremen 
and Verden. The diſputes with the Counts of Oldenburg, concerning the 
boundaries and rights of the ſubjects on both ſides, were adjuſted in 1736. 

The town of Wildeſhauſen lies on the Hunte, containing three hundred 
and twelve houſes, beſides the eccleſiaſtical buildings, and thoſe belonging 
to the ſovereign. The wall round this town now lies in ruins. The 
Roman catholics, who form near one half of the inhabitants of this place 
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are permitted the exerciſe of their religion, under a ſecular prieſt, who is 
raid by the biſhop of Munſter, but without bells, church-mutic, and pro- 
ceſſions; their marriages alſo, with their baptiſms and burials, are per- 
formed by the Lutheran miniſter. To the Lutheran pariſh-church here 
belongs a ſuperintendent over three pariſhes. This church was originally 
built by Vigbert, ſon to Witikind Duke of Saxony, whoſe fon Walbert, in 
the year 872, founded a canonry at this place, and endued it with the 
bones of St. Alexander, whoſe name it ſince bore. In the thirteenth cen- 
tury this collegiate church was rebuilt. Walbert's male iſſue becoming ex- 
tinct towards the cloſe of the eleventh century, in the perſon of Hun 
Count of Oldenberg, the patronage of the abbey fell to the Duke of Saxony 
of the Billung line. The Pfalzgrave Henry, fon to Duke Henry the Lion, 
transferred to Gerhard II. archbiſhop of Bremen, his anceſtorial right of 
conferring the provoſtſhip of this canonry, on a vacancy, which was accor- 
dingly done by Otbo the Child, Duke of Brunſwick, and in 1228 by A. 
bert Duke of Saxony. But by an order of Archbiſhop Gerhard II. in 1226 
and 1231, the provoſt was always to be choſen by the prebends of the 
cathedral at Bremen, though the canonry appertained from the beginning 
to the dioceſe of Oſnabruck. At the peace of We/tphalia this canonry was 
ſecularized, and, with all its appurtenances, ceded to the crown of 
Sweden ; and though the canons might have enjoyed the revenues they 
were poſſeſſed of at Wldeſhauſen, during their reſpective lives, yet inſtead 


of remaining there, and paying homage to Sweden, they withdrew to 


Vechte, in the dioceſe ot Munſter, and would not give up the tythes, rents, 
and other conſiderable incomes, which the canonry of M ildeſbauſen had for 
a very conſiderable time enjoyed in the dioceſe of Munter; and to this day 
neither the Swediſh regency at Stade, nor the electoral houſe of Brunſewick- 
Luneburg have been able to recover them ; notwithſtanding which, they 
ſtill keep up their right by ſolemn proteſts. In the year 1323 the biſhop 
of Munſter cauſed the town to be diſmantled. In 1538, on its being 
taken by the Counts of Oldenburg, the caſtle here was laid in aſhes. 

Excluſive of tha parochial-villages of Grea?-Kneten and Hundleſen, the 
bailiwick of J/ilde/hauſen includes allo twenty-eight other villages and farms. 
At Hundleſen are (till to be ſeen the ruins of the old feat of the Counts of 
Iaſaburg. That place has alſo a manor. 

Obſ. The bailiwick of Y/ldeſhaujen has, from time immemorial, been 
poſſeſſed of the Gobgrefschaft of the Deſum, which is now enjoyed by Vechte, 
a bailiwick belonging to Munſter, and was exerciſed by it in 1652 ; but ſince 
that time the Mun/ter otficets have obſtructed the holding of the Goh courts, 
though, on the Brunſwick fide, the rights of the bailiwick of Mildeſlauſen 
have been aſſerted by proteſts, which, in the years 1712 and 1713, were 
delivered to the bailiwick of Yechte, by notaries atteſted by proper witneſſes. 
The Holzg-richt or wood-court, at Eventerholz, in the pariſh of Emſtecke, 
which belongs to After, and depending on this G:bgrefichaft, has been 
held by the Vildeſtaiſen ofticers, without any obſtruction or — 
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The Principality of LUNEBURG=-ZELL. 


6. I. T HE maps of this principality are very far from being as correct 

as were to be wiſhed. The oldeſt of them is Mellinger s, which 
was engraven in 1593. This map is to be ſeen both in Blaeu's and Jan- 
ſon's Atlas. Viſſcher, de Witt, Covens, Mortier, Homann, and Seutter, have 
all publiſhed maps of it, but they are very defective with reſpect to the 
boundaries of the whole country and particular diſtrifts, as likewiſe with 
reſpe&t to the courſe of its rivers, and the fituation and names of places. 
The beſt repreſentation of the bailiwick of Matze, which is environed by 
the Alten Mark and its confines, as alſo of the Alten Mark itſelf, is in 
Walther's map of the river Obra and Dromling, Vol. 7. of his curioſities 
of Magdeburg. In Schlopken's deſcription of the town and ſee of Bardewick, 
is a map of the dioceſe of Bardewick, or the preſent inſpections of Bardewick 
and Pattenſen. 

F. 2. This principality towards the weſt is terminated by the dutchies 
of Bremen and Verden, the county of Heya, and the principality of Calen- 
berg; to the ſouth by the ſame principality, the dioceſe of Hz/deſheim, and 

the dutchy of Brunſwick ; to the eaſt it borders on the fame dutchy, the 
Alte Mark, and the dutchy of Mecklenburg ; to the north on the dutchy of 
Lauenburg and the Elbe, by which laſt it is alſo ſeparated from the juriſ- 

diction of the imperial city of Hamburg. 
$. 3. The ſoil here is various. Along the Elbe, the Aller, the Jetze, 
and ſome other ſmall rivers, are fruitful marſh lands, but other parts of it 
to the amount of 3274 acres, are ſandy, others again conſiſt of heaths, 
others of turf moors, and ſome are ſwampy. The worſt parts in it are 
towards its centre, through which lie the main roads; but a traveller is 
not from thence to form an idea of the whole country. Agreeably to 
the diverſity of its ſoil, it produces wheat, rye, barley, oats, peas, buck- 
wheat, flax, hemp, hops, garden ſtuff, oak, beech, firs, pines, birch, and 
eder. Some bailiwicks do not yield a ſufficiency of wheat, but others again 
have a ſuperfluity ; ſome likewiſe breed but few horned cattle and horſes, 
though they abound in others. The heaths are covered with numerous 
flocks of a ſmall kind of ſheep, having long and coarſe wool. The cul- 
ture of bees on them is ſuch, as to yield conſiderable quantities of honey 
and wax. The principal place in it for veniſon is the foreſt of Gerde. The 
rivers afford plenty of good fiſh. Luneburg abounds in excellent lime- 
ſtone, and very profitable ſalt-ſprings. The Elbe, which traverſes the 
ealt and north fide of this principality, is of great advantage to it, by fer- 
ulizing the adjacent marſh lands, as alſo with reſpect to its fiſheries, navi- 
gation and tolls.

The Aller, another navigable river here, which riſes in the 
dutchy of Magdeburg, traverſes the whole ſouthern part of the principality, 
and being joined by the Ocker, Fubſe, Leine, and the leſſer ſtreams of 
Oerze, Bobme, and others, continues its courſe into the principality of 


4. In this principality are three large towns, namely Y 
Uelzen, and Zell, with eleven ſmall, and thirteen boroughs or large vil- 
lages. The college of the Lendſchafts conſiſts of, 1. A director, who is 
abbot of the convent of St. Michaels at Luneburg, and is preſented by the 
college of provincial counſellors, for the royal confirmation. He takes 
place next to the actual privy-counſellors, and even before the preſident 
of the high court of appeals, unleſs when that prefident happens to be a 
privy-counſellor, and is alſo ſtiled excellency. 2. Of eight provincial coun- 
ſellors; who, jointly with the director, compoſe the college of provincial 
counſellors. 3. Of two counſellors of finances. 4. Of four ordinary de- 
puties from the nobility. In the King's ordnance of the ſecond of No- 
vember 1752, concerning the right of election in this principality, the 
eſtates of the nobility are divided into four cantons, namely into thoſe of 
Luneburg, Luchau, Zell, and Giffhorn. The firſt includes forty-eight ma- 
nors, the ſecond forty-nine, the third fifty, and the fourth forty-eight. In 
the elections, or other affairs of general concern here, each has a vote; and 
the proprietors of the eſtates, who are entitled to ſuch vote, are not to be 
in any wiſe moleſted on this account. Each of theſe cantons ſends to the 
Lendſchaft's college two provincial counſellors, and one deputy of the 
nobles. Of the two provincial counſellors, one is elected from among the 
whole body of the nobility, and one from among the nobiliary ſtates of 
the canton ; but without any ſuperiority or precedence over each other, 
except what ariſes from ſeniority. Their election is performed in the fol- 
lowing manner; v2. the poſſeſſors of manors and of the votes annexed 
to them, are firſt ſummoned by the ordinary repreſentatives of the nobility 
to meet on the day nominated by the provincial-direQtor, at the towns 
which give name to the ſeveral cantons; and the ordinary deputy in every 
canton, fitting as preſident, they chooſe, by a majority of votes, two 
election-deputies, who muſt have a ſufficient eſtate in the canton to qua- 
lify them to vote, and be alſo of unexceptionable nobility. Theſe 
therefore in the name of their reſpective cantons, jointly manage the 
election of the new provincial-counſellor. This election is made on the 
day appointed by the provincial director, by the director, the provincial 
counſeilors, and the eight election-deputies, in the court-houſe of Zell; 
and the perſon ſo choſen is preſented to the ſovereign for his confirmation. 
The election of a financier-counſellor is alſo managed by the nobility, and 
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in the ſame manner with the preceding. He is elected by the whole 
body of the nobility in the 2 and that the votes of the nobility 
may be equal to thoſe of the college of provincial counſellors, which when 
complete conſiſts of nine members, the financier- counſellor for the time 
being joins himſelf to the deputies of the nobles, and thus conſtitutes a 
ninth vote. An ordinary deputy of the nobility is choſen by the nobility 
of that canton alone, where the 3 happens to be. The college of pro- 
vincial- counſellors elects two qualified nobles, of whom the nobility of 
the canton by a majority of votes chooſe one, who is 1 to the ſove- 
reign for his confirmation. The provincial ſyndic is choſen by the college 
of provincial-counſellors alone, but the receiver- general and the clerk of the 
finances by the provincial and the twocounſellors of finances. The nomination 
of all the other officers belongs ſolely to the college of provincial counſellors. 

The general Diets here are convened by the ſovereign and held twice a 
year, Till 1652 they met at Hefering in the bailiwick of Boden- 
teich, but their place of meeting at preſent, is the council houſe at Zell. 
The members of the Diet are only the province and financier-counſellors, 
with the four ordinary deputies of the nobility, but by the abovementioned 
edict of 1752 they are poſſeſſed of two voices only, which are given by the 
two eldeſt, namely the deputies of the ſees of Bardewick and Rameiſlob, 
with thoſe of the towns of Luneburg, Ulzen and Zell. The Prince's 
propoſals are laid before the States by a miniſter, and their ſentiments 
delivered verbally by their ſyndic. 

F. 5. The number of Lutheran parochial churches in this principality 
amounts to near two hundred, which are divided into fifteen ſuperin- 
tendencies and over theſe are appointed two general ſuperintendents. 
The town of Luneburg contains four pariſhes with a ſuperintendent of its 
own. At Zell are two Calviniſt congregations and churches, viz. one 
German and the other French. Some of the towns have good grammar- 
ſchools, and in Luneburg is an academy of exerciſes formed upon an 
admirable plan. 

$. 6. The principal manufactures and fabrics in this principality are 
thoſe of linen, cotton, cloth, ribbons, ſtockings and hats. Haarburg con- 
tains a manufactory of ſtarch, with a ſugar-refinery, and a wax- bleachery. At 
Zell are ſome ingenious artificers in gold and filver, whofe works are 
eſteemed even by foreigners. The exports made here are in corn, buck- 
wheat, meal, garden-ſtuff, hops, flax, billberries and ſtraw-berries, of 
which the inhabitants of the bailiwick of Haarburg vend annually at 
Hamburg to the amount of ſome thouſands of dollars ; together with thoſe 
of ſtarch, timber, beams, maſts, all kind of wooden-ware, barges, boats, 
ſhips, horſes, black-cattle, milk, butter, cheeſe, fatted calves, (of which 
laſt the bailiwick of Vinſen, annually ſends to Hamburg, to the value of 
five or fix thouſand dollars,) poultry, wool common and bleached, wax, 


honey, 
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honey, alt, lampreys, ſugar, thread, linen, knit and wrought ſtockings, 


ſtuffs, gold and filver works, &c. The conveyance of the merchandiſe 
hence to and from Hamburg, Lubeck and Altena affords no inconſiderable 
commerce to the country, and divers of the inhabitants find their account 


in the carriage of goods, others by navigating the rivers and other means 


of ſubſiſtence.

He is 
likewiſe chancellor of the academy, where young gentlemen, natives of the 
principality of Luneberg, are maintained gratis, but foreigners educated at a 
certain price, and taught French, fencing, riding and dancing. The 
members of this academy live in a ſpacious ſtone edifice, built in the year 
1711, and Counts and Princes have been of their number. The Auſreiter of 
the convent, in Latin Ruralium magiſter, is poſſeſſed jointly with the Lands- 
chaft director of {the right of inſpection over the academy, and likewiſe 
of the eſtates, kitchen and cellar of the convent. This officer ſeems to 
fill up the place of the ancient Cammerarius belonging to it. The firſt 
mention of his office occurs in the year 1559. In 1665 this poſt was 
continued. The Auſreiter is choſen by the college of provincial counſel. 
lors from among the Luneburg nobility, and preſented to the Sovereign for 
approbation and inveſtiture of his employment. The conventual church' 
of St. Michael has its own paſtor and deacon. Within it is an ancient 
burial place of the Dukes, and oh its great altar ſtands the celebrated 
golden table, being a board formerly plated over with gold, and richly 
adorned with gems, but which in 1698 was {tripped by the noted thief Nzctel 
Li, inſomuch that at preſent only a ſmall quantity of the gold remains. 
In the convent is alſo a Latin ſchool of four ciafſes, to which belongs the 
hoſpital of St. Benedict with its chapel, and divers country churches and con- 
ſiderable eſtates which are under one bailiwi:k, though widely diſperſed 
inſomuch that the conventual bailiwick cannot be exhibited with any 
degree of accuracy in the maps of this principality. The moſt remarkable 
place belonging to it is Grunhagen on the Elmenau not far from Bienenbuttel, 
with a manor where the abbots uſed to reſide. The convent, though in 
the town, is not ſubject to its juriſdiction. The burghers conſiſt of four 
orders, viz. the patricians (who out of the town enjoy alſo the privileges of 
nobles, have always been cautious in their marriages, and are for the moſt 
part proprietors of manors) the brewers, the Kage/bruder (merchants and 
tradeſmen) and the artizans. To theſe four clafles are likewiſe to be added 
the Sulzers, boatmen, and day labourers. Since the year 1639 the 
magiſtracy here are one half of them patricians and one halt men of letters, 
and theſe are inveſted with the low and high juriſdiction. The Sulze 
conſtitutes a diſtin part of the town, which is walled in and has its own 
{ſeparate magiſtracy. It conſiſts of fifty-four ſmall houſes built deep in the 
ground and in each are four large leaden pans, which are new caſt every 
month, for the receiving of the ſoole, which is left to exhale in 
them, and out of this exhalation is formed the falt. Its ſprings which emit 
the ſoole are very copious, and four of them are under the Sulge, three 
in one of the town moats near the Ka/kberge, and one not far from the 
building which once ſerved for a Mixorite convent. From theſe ſeveral 
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ſprings the ſalt-water is conveyed by pipes into a reſervoir in the Sulze, 
and there diſtributed among the houſes. The falt produced belongs to 
thoſe who are poſſeſſed of a pan or ſhare, either of their own or hired, 
and ſuch again are called Sulf meiſters, and are for the moſt part patricans. 

The ſalt-houſes here are fifty- four in number, containing two hundred and 
ſixteen pans of ſalt, which are daily boiled, and every falt-houſe eſtimated 
at 40,000 rixdollars, fo that the capital of the whole Sulze, greatly ex- 
ceeds two millions of rixdollars. Ot theſe ſalt- works a fifth is the ſove- 
reign's due, but farmed to the Sulfmei/ters. The town of Luneburg further 

s annually to the treaſury near 6000 rixdollars for the ſovereign's annuum, 
the ſulz toll and other duties relating to the company of Sulfmer/ters. 
Formerly when there has been a larger vent for the ſalt, upwards of 120000 
tuns of that commodity have been annually boiled in the Su/ze, and all fold 
off. But ſince the commencement of this century the falt-trade is fallen to 
a low ebb. In the year 1733 by order of the regency the town phyſicians 
of Luneburg made ſome experiments of the quality of this ſalt, compared 
with that of Hall in the dutchy of Magdeburg, as alſo with the ſalt made 
at Allenderf, Frankenhauſe and the Berg, and found it preferable to them all 
as filling the meaſure better, and being of a whiter colour, but more eſpecially 
that at any age its cryſtals are the hardeſt and largeſt, whence conſequently 
it is the moſt porous; beſides which when once dry it continues fo better 
than the ſalts abovementioned ; the latter being likewiſe inferior to it in 
ſalubrity and pungency. | | 

The two rocks welt of the town, which are known by the names of the 
Schild/tein and Kalkberg, afford lime-ſtone. Till the year 1702 filver and 
gold were alſo coined at this place, but at preſent only a bale fort of money 
is made here called the Scharfe, thirty-two of which amount to no more 
than one Miſni an Groſchen *. Its exports are ſalt, lime and beer. Lune- 
burg trades likewiſe in wax, honey, wool, flax, linen and frize. Goods 
alſo are brought here from all parts of Germany, and forwarded down 
the Elmenau to Hamburg, and by means of the Achſe to Lubeck, their 
returns likewiſe coming the ſame way. The warehouſes for theſe imports 
and exports ſtand on the Elmenau. The commerce carried on here is 
ſuperintended by a particular commiſſion. 

The Kalkberg, which lies on the weſt-ſide of the town not far from the 
new-gate, though within its walls, yet is ſeparate from the town itſelf, 
It is a ſteep rock, the fide of which next the town is a rich quarry of 
lime-ſtone In it are ſpacious caverns containing a great number of terraſſes. 
Towards the town it is ſurrounded by a crown-work, which joins the 
town-wall, and on the other ſide by a horn-work, and round its ſummit, 
which is level, runs a breaſt-work, on which are planted fome cannon. On 
a large terraſs towards the town ſtands the commandant's houſe, with the 
garriſon- church and the barracks.

The moſt ancient account of Luneburg occurs in the year 795, when the 
Saxons killed Wizzan King of the Obotritæ at Luine. The Sulze exiſted 
ſo early as the year 906. The Aborigines here were probably the Wends, 
and the town itſelf appears to have been formed out of ſeveral villages, 
one part of which to this very day is called dos wendiſcbe dorp or the Wendiſh 
village, and another Modeftorpe or Medeſdorf. On the Kalkberge the Dukes of 
Saxony of the Billung-line, founded a monaſtery to St. Michael. In the year 
1073 Luneburg was become a large place, but in that year was ſurprized 
by the Emperor Henry IV. together with the Kalkberg. In the year 1138 
the Marggrave Albert of Brandenburg twice made himſelf maſter of the 
fort, but Gertrude mother to Duke Henry the Lion recovered it. On the 
demiſe of Duke William, the inhabitants inſtead of acknowledging Duke 
Magnus, entertained hopes of becoming free and immediately dependent 
on the Empire, and in 1371 got poſſeſſion of the fort by a ſtratagem, but 
in 1442 purchaſed the property of it from the Dukes Frederick William and 
Otho, In 1636 the Swedes laid ſiege to the town, which on the baſty 
ſurrender of the Kalkberg was brought to a ſpeedy concluſion. In 1637 
Duke George of Luneburg recovered it; and in 1651 the city ceded its 
rizht in it to Duke Chriſtian Lewis, who improved its fortifications. 

2. Uelzen, a town on the Elmenau, by the two branches of which it 
is ſurrounded. Here alſo that river firſt receives its name, being formed 
from the conflux of eleven aues or rivulets, whence its title ſeems to be 
derived. The Elmenau was once navigable from this place, inſomuch that 
ſhips from England traded here, and the ancient harbour belonging to 
it is (till to be ſeen. In the great church alſo is ſhewn a ſhip of gilt 
copper which was a preſent to the corporation from the Engliſh. The 
town itſelf contains about three hundred and twenty-nine houſes, of which 
three hundred and four belong to burghers; the others are inhabited by 
gentry, eccleſiaſtics, men of letters, Sc. The magiſtracy is poſſeſſed of the 
high and low juriſdiction, and in 1750 on the aboliſhment of the gover- 
nors court, received from the ſovereign a charter and plan for the admi- 
niſtration of juſtice. The firſt miniſter of the great church or St. Mary's, 
is likewiſe provoſt and ſuperintendent of ſeventeen country miniſters. In 
the town are two alms-houſes, with a church to one of them. Out of the 
Gudes- gate ſtands alſo another church, and without that of the Luneburg 
is an alm-houſe, with a third belcnging to it. The Latin ſchool here is 
under the direction of teachers. Adjoining to the church of St. Mary's is the 

Herrenlot, which was the ancient reſidence of the Princes. This coun 

produces an exceeding fine fort of flax, inſomuch that the neighbouring 

villages weave great quantities of linen. The town iticlf tco had formerly 

a very flouriſhing trade in flax, thread, linen, wool, wax, beer and brandy, 

excluſive of the advantage of being a great thoroughfare for goods and perſons; 

but is at preſent greatly declined. The ancient name ot it was Lewen- 
wold, and its founder Ori I. who in 1247 conferred on it a charter equal 
to 
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to that of Luneburg. At firſt it belonged to the Counts of Schwerin, but 
in 1269 Gunzel Count of Schwerin transferred the ſovereignty of Celgen to 
Jobn Duke of Luneburg. In 1270 Duke John augmented its privileges. 
In 1451 it acceded to the Arſeatic confederacy. In 1635 the Swedes 
raiſed a large ſum of money upon this place; and in 1646 the greateſt 
part of it was deſtroyed by fire. Ny 

3. Zell, a fortified and well built town, ſituated on the Aller, which is 
here navigable, and behind the new-town is joined by the Fubje. The 
town itſelf, in conjunction with the ſuburb of Fritzenwieſe, conſiſts of 
five hundred and fixty-four houſes ; but including the other ſuburbs, ſum- 
mer-houſes, and buildings without the gates, the number of them amounts 
to about 1400. At this place are held the high court of appeals for 
the ſeveral territories of the electoral houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg, toge- 
ther with the chancery and chief tribunal of the principality of Luneburg. 
Here alſo ſtands the provincial houſe, for the Diets of the principality ; to- 
ge her with one of its ſuperintendencies, and a ſpecial ſuperintendency, 
which is adminiſtered by the general ſuperintendent, who is always firſt 
miniſter of the town-church. The other public edifices in it are the guild- 
hall, the riding-houſe, the mews, and the armoury. The magiſtracy is 
poſſeſſed of the lower juriidiction in the town, and likewiſe in ſome parts of 
the ſuburbs ; as alſo of ſuch a ſhare in the penal juriſdiction, that they 
may cauſe a malefactor within the town to be apprehended, ſumma- 
rily examine him, and ſome of the council even aſſiſt at the torture, 
after which the burgermaſter in office delivers him over to the Burg- 
vogt, who ſees criminal juſtice executed upon him, which, with the in- 
quilitorial acts, are remitted to the magiſtracy by the court. This officer 
kewiſe, together with the commiſſary of police, attends to the govern- 
ment of the town. Uelzen ſubfiſts principally by being a thoroughfare 
of great reſort, the ſeat of the high court of appeals, and the mart of 
the corn lands to Bremen, for which the navigation carried on here by the 
Aler is very commodious. At this place too are manufacturers and 
artificers in various branches, particularly in gold and filver, whoſe perform- 
ances are held in great repute, even in other countries. The Prince's ſeat 
near the town is walled and moated in, and was the reſidence of the Zell 
line of Brunſwick-Luneburg, which failed in 1705. It was built by Duke 
Henry in the year 1485, and afterwaras improved. The town of New- 
Zulle had its firſt beginning only towards the cloſe of the thirteenth century. 
The Copralbuch in the guildhall, places it in the year 1292. Duke Och, in 
1300, conferred on it a charter, with equal privileges to that of Brunficich, 
but in 1447 its ſtatutes were entirely changed. 

The remarkable buildings in the ſuburbs, ſuch as the houſe of correc- 
tion, aud the Neuſladt church, with that of the Calviniſts, the Prince's 
mews and garden before the W*/7-Zelle-gate, St. George's alms-houle, the 
hoſpital for diſabled ſoldiers, the Alumlager church, the Prince's large and 
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ſmall garden without the Old-Zell- gate, the alms-houſe of St. Anne, and the 
orphan-houſe before the Heblen-gate, are ſpecified in the ſequel under the 
article of the Burgvogtey or caſtellany of Zell. 

The ſmall towns, which do not belong to the juriſdiction of the baili- 
wicks in which they lie, are 

1. Haarburg, a town, ſituated on the Sceve, which runs through it, 
and after being joined by the Engelbach, empties itſelf near this place into 
the Elbe. It confiſts of four hundred and ſeventy-two houſes, beſides thoſe 
belonging to noblemen, and is the ſeat of the two general ſuperintenden- 
cies of this principality.; as likewiſe of a ſpecial ſuperintendency, under the 
direction of the general ſuperintendent, who is always the head miniſter 
of the parochial-church. In it alſo is a Latin ſchool. The town itſelf 
was anciently ſo far ſubject to the bailiwick here, that an appeal lay from 
the magiſtracy to the prefect; but in 1707 this was abrogated by a royal 
charter, ſince which, appeals from the magiſtracy paſs immediately, either 
to the high court or the chancery. Criminal juſtice is adminiſtered by the 
bailiwick.; but the magiſtracy apprehends all malefactors within its circuit, 


and after a ſummary examination, delivers them up to the bailiwick, and 


certain members of the council, who are ſummoned to attend at the court 
as aſſeſſors. Here is alſo a conſiderable Wax-bleachery, with a manufacture 
for ſtarch, a ſugar refinery, ribbon, ſtocking and cotton weavers, hatters, and 
woolcombers. Haarburg likewiſe drives a conſiderable trade to Holland, 
in knee-timber, beams, maſts and floats. It is very commodiouſly fitu- 
ated for trade and navigation, veſſels paſſing through the canal, and the 
large and new fluice near the fort and the harbour, into the Elbe, and 
from thence into the baſon formed by the Sceve, in the middle of the city, 
near the exchange. For the croſſing of the Elle to Hamburg, here are 
large and ſmall Evern or barks; of the former always nine, and of the 
latter eight, which conſtantly retain their names, how frequently ſo- 
ever they may change owners, either by purchaſe or inheritance. For the 
conveniency too of paſſengers, two ſmall Ever go every day to Hamburg ; 
and if there ſhould happen to be but fixteen or twenty ſhip-pounds * of 
goods, one large Ever muſt go. The fare for perſons and goods is fixed. 
Here is allo a burg fief, belonging to Baron Grote of Mreſtedt. The fort 
lies betwixt the town and the Eibe, being a regular pentagon. In it is the 
palace, at which ſeveral Dukes reſided from the year 1527 to 1642 ; to- 
gether with the commandant's houſe, that of the governor of the country, 
the armoury, the magazine, the garriſon-church, the barracks, and other 
buildings. In 1757 the French got poſſeſſion of it ; but towards the end 
of the ſame year the Hanoverians retook it by fiege. Haarburg anciently 
belonged to the archbiſhop of Bremen, ſo that in 1222, Orho I. Duke cf 
Luneburg razed it, in order to deter Archbiſhop Gerhard from hoſtilities 


* This kind of weight, which is much uſed at Hamburg, amounts to about two hundred 
and fifty-ſix pounds Englifh. 
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againſt the people of Stade. In 1236 it is ſaid to have been razed a ſe- 
cond time, on the concluſion of an agreement between the ſaid archbiſh 
and Duke; but in 1252 was rebuilt by Duke Albert. In 1396 Haarburg 
was taken by Duke Frederick, and mortgaged to the town of Luneburg. 

2. Dannenberg, a ſmall town, fituated on an eminence on the navi- 
gable river Jetze. In this town are one hundred and fifty-nine houſes, 

aying hearth-money, and ten empty ones. Of the former twenty-ſeven 
are under the bailiwick, the ſeat of which lies at a caſtle which is now 
fallen to decay. At the entrance of this caſtle is an old folid tower, with 
four rooms over each other, ſerving for priſons. It is a received notion 
that Valdemar II. King of Denmark was kept priſoner in this caſtle in 
the year 1223, by Gunzel Count Schwerin; but it is much more pro- 
bable that Tannberg, in the county of Schwerin, was the place of his con- 
finement. The principal trade carried on here is brewing. The wheat 
flour ground at the ſovereign's mills in this country, and at Pri/ter, is 
noted for its fineneſs. The noble family of Danneberg is proprietor of 
ſeveral pieces ot land in and near the town. Mr. Scheidt, in the Hano- 
verian memoirs of Glernlure, publiſhed in 1753, p. 1421, conjectures with 
no ſmall probability, that the county which received its name from the 
caſtle and town of Dannenberg, was a part of the Billung inheritance, 
The laſt Count of Dannenberg, of whom we have any certain account, 
according to Mr. Lenz, in the fame valuable work, p. 258, was Volrad, 
who in 1158 ſigned a pardon, in conjunction with Henry the Lion. In 
1303, Count Nicolas fold his county of Dannenberg to Otho Duke of Lune- 
burg, for an annuity, and even in his lite-time made over a part of it. 
In 1312 this fale received the Emperor's confirmation ; but the ſons whom 
Duke Nicolas had, poſterior to this ſale, were for excluding the Duke 
from the county, and frequently made depredatory fallies from the caſtle ; 
on which, in 1378, the Emperor Charles IV. aſſiſted by Albert of Lune- 
burg, marched thither, and having taken and demoliſhed the caſtle, 
conferred both that and the county on the Duke, as a fief. In 1566 the 
town became the reſidence of that line of Brunſwick-Luneburg, which is 
now called the Wolfenbuttel line ; but in 1671 was again annexed to the 
principality of Luneburg. 

3- Lucho, a ſmall town, ſeated in a marſhy ground on the Jerze, inſo- 
much, that many of its houſes are built on piles. This town has an old 
caſtle belonging to it, and is the ſeat of a ſuperintendency. The Counts 
of Lucho, the ficſt of whom, known with any degree of certainty, was 
named Hermann, and who occurs about the year 1144, were vaſſals to the 
anceſtors of the houſe of Brunſwick and Luneburg ; accordingly Duke iI 
liam of Luneburg, in an inſtrument bearing date in the year 1209, terms 
both them and the Counts of Dannenberg and Welpe, homines ſuus. On 


the deceaſe of Henry the laſt Count of Lucho, ia 1315, the county fell 
I to 
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to Gunther Count of Kefernberg, who, in 1320, diſpoſed of it to O:ty 
Duke of Luneburg. From the year 1569 to 1671 it belonged to the Day. 
nenberg line of the houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg. In 1608 the town was 
deſtroyed by a fire. 

II. Lutheran ſees and convents. 

1. Thoſe of men, namely 

1. The ſee of Bardewick, which is a town on the Lube, belonging to 
the bailiwick of Winſen. Of this, town an account is given in the ſequel, 
The time of its foundation is unknown. On the deſtruction of the town 
of Bardewick, by Duke Henry the Lion, in the year 1189, the cathedral was 
ſpared, but the ſee loſt many eſtates which had been given to it, It 
was in a fair way however of recovery, when in 1371, during the war 
between Duke Magnus of Brunſwick, and Albert Duke of Saxony ; the 
Saxons (et fire to the eccleſiaſtical dwellings, as well as to the houſes of the 
inhabitants. In the year 1529, Lutheraniſm was introduced into the {ce ; 
but Chriſtopher Duke of Brunſwick, archbiſhop of Bremen, and admini- 
ſtrator of the biſhopric of Verden, in 1534, flattered himſelf with uniting 
it to the dioceſe of Verden. The canons however, in 1535, oppoſed this 
provident incorporation; and in 1543 they entered into a convention with 
Duke Erneft, on which the Roman-catholic worſhip was entirely ſuppreſſed 
in the abbey; and on the other hand, the canons and vicars confirmed in 
the poſſeſſion of their rights and eſtates, The chapter at preſent is com- 

ſed of a dean, a ſenior, a ſub-ſenior, and eight ſecular canons ; and 
enjoys both ſeat and vote in the Diet. The principal revenues belonging to 
it are the tythes of Undeloh, Vogelſen, Mecbterſen, Handorf, Ludorf, Roi dor, 
Winſen, Quarrenderf, Hintbergen or Himbergen, Robbel, Gollern, Wendekate 
or Wennekath, and Little- Heſebeck, all which are known by the appellation 
of Corpus Præbendæ, being the firſt incomes reſtored to the abbey after the 
demolition of the town of Bardewtck. 

2. The abbey of Rammelſlche, in the government of Pattenſen, in the 
bailiwick of Vinſen an der Lube, received its origin from a cell founded 
in 842 by Aſcharius archbiſhop of Hamburg, in Ramel/lon foreſt. In 
the year 862 this foundation was confirmed by the Pope, and ſubjected to 
the ſee of Hamburg, From 1529 to 1540 the reformation gradually 
eſtabliſhed itſelf here. The abbey conſiſts of a dean, a ſenior, and four 
canons, and enjoys both ſeat and vote in the Diets, 

2. Nunneries, at each of which the Sovereign, from among the pro- 
vincial counſellors, appoints a commiſſary, who, on all occaſions, attends 
to its welfare, receives the accounts, and conſults the improvement of its 
revenues. 

1. The convent for ladies eſtabliſhed at Lune confiſts of an abbeſs, a 
prioreſs, and eight conventualiſts, and lies on the E/menau, at a ſmall diſ- 
tance from the town of Luneburg. This convent was tounded in 1172 for nuns 

of 
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of the Benedictine order, by one Thierry, a monk, who was prieſt of 
St. Michae!'s convent at Luneburg ; but in 1528 became Lutheran. 

2. The convent for ladies eſtabliſhed at EhZforf, which alſo was for- 
merly a Benedictine nunnery, but at preſent conſiſts of a Lutheran abbeſs, 
a priorels, and fourteen conventualiſts. 

z. The convent for ladies at Medingen, conſiſting of an abbeſs, a 
priorels, and twenty-three conventualiſts, two thirds of whom are patricians 
of Luneburg. This convent has continued at the place it now ſtands, 
which was anciently called Zellenſen, ever fince the year 1324, after having 
been removed to four different places, fince 1228, in which year it was 
firſt founded. Before the Reformation it was a Ciſtercian nunnery. 

4. The convent of Mienbauſen, founded in the year 1233, and which, 
before the Reformation, was likewife a Ci/tercian nunnery. At preſent it 
conſiſts of an abbeſs, a prioreſs, and twenty-three conventualiſts, elected 
as well out of noble as trading families. | 

5. The convent of 1enhagen, lying on the Je, and which was firſt founded 
in 1343 in the neighbouring village of Old-1ſenhagen, for monks of the 
Ciſlercian order, who, in 1257, being by John biſhop of Hildeſbeim called 
to Bakenrode, they were replaced by Ciſtercian nuns ; which latter, in 
1345, built the convent at the preſent place. It conſiſts of an abbeſs and 
fourteen conventualiſts, in whom nobility is not required. 

6. The convent for ladies at Walfrode, anciently called Rode, founded in 
986, by a Saxon Count of the name of Vals, and conſiſting of an ab- 
beſs, a prioreſs, and nine conventualiſts, 

III. Royal bailiwicks: vig. 

1. Haarburg, a bailiwick, lying on the Elbe and Seeve, This baili- 
wick is five German miles in length, and four broad, confiſting of 
marſh and Gee/tland. Some of this marſhland is dyked in, and ſome 
open. It is almoſt every were fruitful, though far the greateſt part of 
it is uſed for meadow ground and paſturage, what little of it has been 
reſerved for tillage, producing wheat, rye, barley, oats, beans, and peas. 
The marſhlanders likewiſe cultivate flax and hemp, but no more than 
ſupplies their own neceſſities. The people on the Finkwerder, at Neubef 
and Kattwieck, apply themſelves chiefly to the culture of garden ſtuff, 
The Kirchwerder is famous for its plenty of a large kind of ſtraw-berries. 
Lauenbruch, Neuland, Bullenbauſen, Over and Kirchwerder, produce great 
quantities of poultry. The graſery here likewiſe is very conſiderable. 
The Werders, or iflands of Kirch-Alten, and Finken, afford fine breeds 
of horſes. Great advantages are alſo made by the fiſheries in this country, 
particularly by the inhabitants of the Kirchwerder, who buy up lampreys 
for potting, which they ſend to all parts of Germany. The principal 
market for the products of the marſhland is Hamburg. The Gecſtland 
has in ſeveral parts eminences and bottoms, with divers heaths and turf- 
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moors. The ſoil, when well manured, yields a middling ſort of rye, to- 
gether with oats, buckwheat, and ſome barley, The inhabitants further 
apply themſelves to the breeding of cattle, ſheep, and bees; and fell an- 
nually at Hamburg, to the value of ſome thouſands of dollars, of bill- 
berries, which grow in the woods here ; as alſo poultry and eggs. They 
likewiſe diſtil liquors, convey goods by water, make wooden ware, knit 
ſtockings, and follow many other employments. The bailiwick itſelf is 
divided into ſeven vogteys or prefecturates: viz. 

1. The Haufvogtey, or the vogtey of Neuland and Over, containing five 

laces. | 
5 2. The vogtey of Kirchwerder, which ¶ Munchbf excepted) has no par- 
ticular villages in it; but the vaſſals of the bailiwick live on this iſland, 
which lies in the Elb, and are intermixed with thoſe of Hamburg and Lubeck, 

3. The vogtey of Altenwerder, containing under it the parochial-village of 
Altenwerder; with Kattwieck, an eſtate, belonging to the Sovereign, Kru- 
ſenbuſch, ſome of the inhabitants of Finkenwerder, Lauenbruch, having a 
manor, and Neubef, an eſtate belonging to Baron Grote. 

4. The vogtey of Hittfeld, in which are twenty-fix villages, all incor- 
porated into the pariſh of Hitrfeld. Caroksbſtel, in this bailiwick, is à 
farm, belonging to the Sovereign; and at Lindhorft is a manor-houle. 

5. The vogtey of Hopen, conſiſting of twenty-four places, among which 
is the parochial-village of Sin/torf, with two farms belonging to the 
Sovereign. 

6. The vogtey of Jeſteburg, containing eighteen places, particularly the 
parochial-viſlage of that name. a 

7. The vogtey of Toftedt, conſiſting of twenty-five places, among which is 
the parochial-village of Tofted?, In Wintermoor, in this bailiwick, lies the 
ſource of the river Seeve. 


2. The bailiwick of Millelmsburg, lying on the Elbe, betwixt the ſouth 


and north channels of that river. This bailiwick is about one German 


mile in breadth, and as much in length. Its foil is marſhland, but that 
not equally fertile in all places. The inhabitants indeed cultivate wheat, 
rye, oats, ſome barley, and horſe beans, but their principal profits ariſe 
from the milk of their cows, and the great quantities of garden-ſtuff which 
they carry to Hamburg. Here is alſo a dock, wherein are built large and 
ſtout ſhips for the Greenland trade. This dock belongs to a merchant of 
Hamburg, who lets it out to hire. The bailiwick itſelf was formerly a 
juriſdiction belonging to the Grote family, one of whom, named Werner, 
in the year 1319, obtained from Adolphus Count of Schaumburg, the feudal 
ſovereignty over S7i/hborn, In 1672, Duke //:hbam having purchaſed it of 
that family, converted it into a bailiwick, to which he gave his name. 
The inhabitants are exempted from quartering ſoldiers, and are protected 
in all the rights which they enjoyed under the Grotes. I ilbelmsburg, Be 
1 | bailiwic 
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bailiwick ſeat, ſtands one-fourth of a German mile from Haarburg; but 
the latter, inſtead of villages, is divided into three vogteys, nameiy 
1. The vogtey of Stilborn, containing one hundred and forty-nine houſes. 
2. The vogtey of Reyer/tieg, conſiſting of eighty houſes. 
The vogtey of Georgrſwerder, containing ſixty-four. 
The bailiwick of Moisburg, being two German miles and a half in 
length, and two broad. The ſoil of this bailiwick is ſandy and heathy, and 
contains ſome turf moors. The firſt of theſe produce rye, oats, buck- 


_ wheat, hemp, and ſome quantity of flax. The inhabitants of the heaths 


likewiſe breed ſheep and bees, inſomuch, that in good years the number 
of the former is not leſs than 20,000. Many villages alſo find their ac- 
count in breeding horſes. Here is likewiſe plenty of oak, beech, and elder ; 
and it carries on a conſiderable trade to Hamburg in bill-berries. The 
bailiwick is divided into three vogteys : namely 

1. The vogtey of Moisburg, containing five villages, and a paper-mill. 
The parochial-village of Moisburg, formerly called Moosburg, lies on the 
Eſte, and in it is one pariſh-church, with the bailiwick-houle, and a farm 
belonging to the Sovereign. The ſecond was erected in 1711, inſtead of 
the old decayed ſeat of the Moisburg family, who are now extin&, and 
from them it came to the family of Opperſbauſen, by whom it was mort- 
gaged to Henry von der Wenſe, after whoſe death it came to Duke 
Ortho II. of the Haarburg line, whoſe ſon, Duke William, rebuilt the ſeat. 

2. The vogtey of Hollenſtedt, containing twenty-two villages, and a paper- 
mill. Hollenſtedt in this vogtey is a parochial-village. 

3. The vogtey of E/ſdorf, containing eleven villages, with two farms be- 
longing to the Sovereign ; and a place called Schanze, lying not far from 
Buxtehude, where, excluſive of ſome other dwellings, is a toll-houſe and 
an inn. 

4. The bailiwick of Winſen an der Lube, lying between the Elbe and 
Wumme, which latter has its ſource in this bailiwick, at the village of 
Upper- Haverbeck, and ſeparates it from the principality of Verden. It is 
further watered by the river Elmenau, (which here receives into it the 
Roddau) the Lube, (receiving the Lopau) the Wulfieraue, the Brunaue, 
the Wittenbeck, and the Seeve, into the latter of which runs the Schmaale 
Aue. Its greateſt length is fix German miles, and its breadth four. A 
conſiderable part of it belongs to the large Luneburg, heider or heath; but 
it contains alſo ſome marſhlands, in which both tillage and graſery are 
carried on with advantage in the champaign part, Neither of theſe branches 
of agriculture are, however, conſiderable, and the principal employment pur- 
ſued on the heaths is the breeding of ſheep and bees, with the wood trade. 
It alſo yields flax and hemp; but theſe articles only for home conſumption. 
One particular branch of trade carried on in this bailiwick is, that in the 
villages lying on or near the Elbe, and likewiſe in the town of Winſen, 
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calves are fattened for ten or fifteen weeks, all the year through, and 
afterwards carried to Hamburg for ſale, where each calf generally produces 


as many dollars as it is weeks old; and thus this traffick, one year with 
another, brings in 5 or 6000 rixdollars. Great quantities of poultry of 


all kinds are likewiſe fattened throughout the whole year along the Elbe, 
particularly in the vogtey of Newland, and never fail of a good market at 
Hamburg. The fiſheries on the Elbe in theſe parts are alſo very advanta- 
geous. In the foreſt of Radtbruch is a ſtud, where draught horſes and mules 
are bred for his Majeſty's ſtables. In the bailiwick itſelf is one city, one 
town, one hundred and forty-nine villages, and fiſteen ſingle farms, 
making in all 2236-houſes; and, in the year 1755, the number of its 
inhabitants was computed at upwards of 18,000. It is divided into ſeven 
vogteys, the moſt remarkable places of which are 

1. Winſen an der Lube, a ſmall city, near which the Lube, a very rapid 
river, divides itſelf into two branches, one of which runs through the city, 
the other ſurrounding it; but both are joined again on the other fide of the 
city, near the walls. Over each of theſe branches is a ſtone bridge, one of 
which, namely that in the town, confiſts only of one arch, but that with- 
out the Hamburg-gate of two. From this place barks go down the Lube, 
into the E/menau, and fo on to the Elbe. Winſen is walled and moated, 
but was formerly better fortified than at preſent. It conſiſts of two hun- 
dred and ten houſes, with a palace adjoining to it, which was the favourite 
reſidence of Dorothy, widow to Duke William, and the place where ſhe 
died, in 1617 ; but at preſent it is the ſeat of the chief officer of the baili- 
wick, The magiſtracy are poſſeſſed of the lower juriſdiction, but with 
right of appeal to the bailiwick, which alſo looks to the polity of the 
city. It is a great thorough-fare to and from Hamburg, and was veſted 
with municipal juriſdiction ſo early as the year 1322; but in 1528 was 
almoſt totally deſtroyed by fire. In 1627 it was a ſecond time ſet in 
flames, and the greateſt part of it reduced to aſhes by the Daniſb troops. 

2. The vogtey of Newland, lies on the Elbe, and contains under it the vil- 
lage of Stockte, near which the Lube joins the E/menau; as alſo thoſe of 
Hope, Fliegenberg, and Wublenburg, at the laſt of which is a manor. A 
little below this place too the Seeve falls into the Elbe, On a point of 
land, at the influx of the E/menau into the Elbe, ſtands Hoperfort, which 
is defended by ſome cannon, and has a garriſon. 

3. The Marſchvogtey, alſo lying on the Elbe, and containing under it 
the parochial-villages of Drenbauſen and Mar ſchacht. 

4. The vogtey of Pattenſen, in which is the parochial-village of Pattenſen, 
with a ſuperintendency, and Rame!/ohe, or Ramejſo, noted for the above- 
mentioned abbey. Between Marxen and Jeſteburg, the Schmale Aue runs 
into the Szeve, and below Wulfsen the Wilfseraue falls into the Lube. In 


this vogtey lies the foreſt of Radibruch, with the abovementioned Stud, 
and Buchweded. Tube 
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5. The vogtey of Amelinghauſen, containing the parochial- village of 
Anmelinghauſen (in which is a nobleman's ſeat) and Biſpingen. At- Oldendorf 
the Lapau runs into the Lube, and at Upper-Haverbeck the Wumme has ite 
ſource. The Raubkammer here is a large wood on the Luneburg- Heide. 

6. The vogtey of Garlftorf. At Sahbrendorf or Zabrendorf is a poſt-ſtage. 
The wood of Garlftorft and Hanſtedt hills afford immenſe quantities of fuel. 

7. The amts vogtey of Bardetick, in which is the town of Bardewick, 
with the parochial villages of Handorf and St. Dennys. 

The town of Bardwyck lies on the Elmenau, being an open ſcattered 
place, and in circuit far exceeding the city of Luneburg, though ex- 
cluſive of the buildings appertaining to the churches, the ſchool and 
abbey, its houſes are not above one hundred and fix. It is reckoned how- 
ever very ancient, at leaſt is known to have been once a large city 
containing nine churches. It belonged to the hereditary patrimony of 
Henry the Lien, but withdrawing itſelf from his juriſdiction, he laid ſiege 
to it in the year 1189, and making himſelf maſter of it, in the heat of his 
reſentment he deſtroyed a conſiderable part of the town. In 1371 it was 
ſet on fire and again deſtroyed by the Saxons, whom Duke Magnus with 
tle Chain attacked at this place. The inhabitants are in ſome caſes con- 
ſidered as burghers, inſomuch that though without a burgher-maſter, yet they 
have a council of their own, but are bound to perform ſervices to their 
Lord equally with peaſants. They ſubſiſt for the moſt part by the culture of 
their gardens, the products of which are carried to Luneburg and Hamburg, 
at the latter of which, near the church of St. Catharine's, they have a par- 
ticular warehouſe of their own, called the Bardewicker Zippelhaus, and by 
virtue of an agreement between the magiſtracy of Hamburg and the council 
of Bardewick, concluded in 1604, this warehouſe is to be kept in good 
repair by the former, in conſideration of the yearly payment of one 
hundred and ten marks of good and current money. Here is alſo a ſuper- 
intendency, and near the old cathedral ſtands the above-mentioned abbey, 
The alms-houſe without the town called N:#o/athbef, belongs together with 
its church, to the city of Luneburg. 

8. The amts vogtey of Bienenbuttel has no limited circuit, but the villages 
and ſubjects belonging to it, with reſpect to their contributions are diſtti- 
buted among other bailiwicks. To this vogtey belong the parochial 
villages of Bienenbuttel, with the manors of Eger/torf, properly called Edeſlorp, 
and Hanftedt ; Undelob, the church belonging to which, is incorporated with 
that of Han/tedt ; Kirch-Gellerſen, Raven and Salzhauſen. 

5. The bailiwick of Buttlingen, containing the viflage of Buttling on 
the Netze, which river at this place forms itſelf into the Barum-lake, and not 
far from thence runs into the Eimenau, together with the villages of Barum 
and Luder/hauſen on the Netze, in the latter of which formerly ſtood a 
caltle, and Britlingen. 

6. The 
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6. The bailiwick of Scharnebeck lying on the Netze, and being five 
German miles in circumference. This bailiwick contains ſome marſh land, 
but is for the moſt part either ſandy or mooriſh. It produces however, 
wheat, peas and horſe-beans, but more particularly rye, oats and buck. 
wheat, though no more hemp than ſerves for home conſumption. The 
heaths breed ſheep and bees. The graſery here is conſiderable, and beſides 
plenty of fuel and timber it yields alſo turf. In the bailiwick are four 
villages, with as many farms belonging to the ſovereign, two mills, a 
great number of vaſſals ſcattered in the ſeveral bailiwicks of Bleckede, Lune, 
Winſen an der Luhe and Lauenburg. Its corn tithes likewiſe amount to a 
conſiderable ſum. Scharnebeck and Echen are two parochial villages; at 
the firſt of theſe is a ſeat formed out of a part of the building of the 
Ciſtercian monaſtery, as out of its lands alſo was erected the bailiwick. 

7. The bailiwick of Lune, ſituated on the Elmenau, and containing under 
it forty- ſix places. This bailiwick was formed out of the eſtates belong- 
ing to the provoſtſhip of the convent of Lune, which has been mentioned 
above. The parochial-village of Lune, in which ſtands the convent, has 
likewiſe a ſuperintendency. Here is alſo a mineral and medicinal ſpring. To the. 
bailiwick belong the parochial villages of Embſen, Reinsdorf and Thomatburg. 
The village of Heilingenthal was at firſt called Zibelingborſtel, but obtained 
its preſent name on the erection of the premon/traten/ian convent, which in 
the year 1382, was removed to Luneburg. In it is likewiſe a manor houſe. 

8. The baili wick of Gartze lies on the Elbe, and excluſive of the four 
bridge villages of Gartze, Cartze, Roſenthal and Vogelſang, contains alſo 
ſeven others, but in four of theſe the bailiwick of Blekede and Lune are 
poſſeſſed of a part. 

9. The bailiwick of Blekede, lying on the Elbe and containing under it 
fifty-ſeven places. This bailiwick anciently belonged to the Counts of Dan- 
nenberg. The villages in it are ranged under four vogteys : vzz. 

1. The Hauſvogtey, which lies on both ſides of the Elbe. 

2. The Marjchvogtey, containing the parochial village of Radegaſt, which 
in all appearance owes its name to the idol Radegaſt, and Garlſtorf. 

3. The Barſtamper vogtey, in which excluſive of the parochial villages 
of Barſtamp and Netze, lies alſo 

Blekede, a ſmall town ſituated on the Elbe, and on which Duke Otho 
the Severe conferred a charter in the year 1310. In this village is an old 
caſtle with four manſion-houſes of noblemen, and a toll on the Elbe of 
conſiderable produce. ; | 

Dalenburg, a town ſeated on the Netze, which in a record of the Duke 
and Pfalſgrave Henry bearing date in 1203, and relating to the inheritance 
of his brother William, is reckoned among the cities. 

4. The Weebicker vogtey, containing the parochial-village of Nabrenderf. 

10. The bailiwick of Hitzacker, ſituated on both ſides of the Ebbe, 
which at this place receives into it the Jetge. This bailiwick anciently 
| conſtituted 
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conſtituted a part of the county of Dannenberg; and is in length three German 
miles, but in breadth only two and a half. It conſiſts of marſh and 
Geeft land, in the former of which is good tillage and graſery. 
likewiſe flax and hemp. The Gee/t land belongs to Drawan, and conſiſts 
of heath and ſands, but what it wants in tillage, is endeavoured” to be 
made up by the breeding of bees, ſheep and horned cattle, The Gorge is 
a remarkable foreſt of oak, beech and other trees, four German miles in 
circuit, and abounding in deer, wild-boars, and all kinds of wild beaſts 
for chace. On the eaſt fide of it ſtands a royal hunting ſeat, with 
buildings belonging to it for ſhelter. The inhabitants of this bailiwick are 
deſcendants of the Vendi. From the year 1566 to 1671, it belonged to 
the Dannenberg line of the houſe of Brunſwicł-Luneburg, and contains under it 

1. Hitzacker, a ſmall town ſeated on an iſland in the Jetze, which not far 
from this palce runs into the Elbe. The bailiwick here was formerly one of 
the Prince's caſtles. Duke Auguſtus the firſt of the Princes who reſided in it, 
but who afterwards removed to Molſenbuttel, had founded a library in a 
round tower here, which on its removal to that city, was increaſed to 
8000 volumes. Almoſt in the centre of the town too lies the king's toll 
houſe, the produce of which is very conſiderable, and all paid in ready 
ſpecie. In this town is likewiſe annually held a large fair on St. Gall's day, in 
which the Marſblanders exchange their wheat, barley, beans and peas, with 
the Gee/t/anders in lieu of their rye and buckwheat, and at the ſame time 
alſo the cornfactors of the adjacent bailiwicks, who reſort thither on this 
occaſion, ſettle the price of grain, which price continues afterwards for a 
conſiderable time, and ſometimes even for the whole year round. This 
place in the Duke and Pfalzgrave Henry's records of 1203, relating to the 
inheritance of his brother Duke William, occurs among the cities under the 
name of Hedeſackere. 


Not far from the town, at the river Jetze, begins a mountain which reaches 


to the Elbe and is called the Schloſz and Weinberg. The former of theſe 
appellations it derives from a Schloſs or caſtle which formerly ſtood on it, 
and the ſecond from having been planted with vines till the year 1713. 

2. Fifty- ſeven villages, of which Barendorf and Rieberau are both parochial. 

3. In the village of Dotzingen not far from Hitzacker, are two manors 
belonging to the noble family of Hitzacker. 

11, The bailiwick of Dannenberg, lying on the Elbe and Fetze, and being 
about eight German miles in circumterence. By the latter of theſe rivers it is 
divided into two parts, of which that between the Elbe and Jetze is 
marſhland, intermixed with Tome ſandy tracts and heaths ; but on the other 
hand the part lying weſtward of the Fetze is heathy and ſandy, and forms 
a part of the Drawan, which is the country ſituated betwixt the town of 
Dannenberg and Luchau and the parochial-village of Roche. It derives its 
name from the Vendiſb word Drawa, ſignifying a wood or foreſt, but is at 
preſent 
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preſent for the moſt part cleared, and divided into the Upper and Unger 
Drawan. To the former of theſe belong the pariſhes of Zebelin and 
Crumaſel, with the vogtey of Kiefen and all the land beyond it towards Roſche, 
The latter comprehends under it the pariſhes of Clenz, Zeetz, Cuſten and 
Satemin. The inhabitants are deſcendants of the Vendi, but at preſent 
ſpeak not that language, the uſe of it being forbidden them. Their 
German diale& however differs in ſeveral reſpects from that of their neigh. 
bours; for inſtance they never pronounce the h in a word beginning with 
that letter, yet on the contrary prefix it to all other words beginning with a 
vowel. The foil of this part of the bailiwick of Dannenberg which be- 
longs to the Drawan being barren, and labouring under a ſcarcity of water, 
their tillage and graſery here muſt neceſſarily be inconſiderable. The Lucie 
is a large macſhy foreſt, affording but little timber or wood for fire. The 
exports of the bailiwick are honey, wax, wool, hops and linen. It is the 
proper county of the Counts of Dannenberg, of whom we have made 
mention above, under the town of that name, and who appear to. have 
acquired it by ſubduing the Fendi. In it are fixty-fix villages, with ten 
farms, and ſheep-walks, Its parochial villages are Breſe/enz, Damnatz and 
Langendorf, in the neighbourhood of the laſt of which formerly was a 
ſand-hill on the river Elbe, yielding allum and quickeborn. On Gumſe farm, 
which belongs to the ſovereign, lies the lake of that name. In the village 
of Pretzetze anciently ſtood a ſeat. 

12. The bailiwick of Jetze and Dumme, belongs to the Wendi/h Gauen 
or Pagi of the Drawan, Geyn or Chein, Lennigau and Nering or Oering. Its 
inhabitants are deſcended from the Vendi. Of the ancient Counts of Luchs 
and their county, to which this bailiwick belonged, ſome mention has 
been made above under the town of Lucho. The bailiwick contains it in one 
hundred and forty-two places, but of theſe twenty-one with reſpect to 
contributions are reckoned in the bailiwick of FY/u/tro, The moſt remark- 
able are | 

The parochial villages of Crumaſel! and Zebelin, lying in the Upper 
Drawan ; Zebelin parily belongs to the bailiwilick of Muſtro. 

Clenze, a town. 

The parochial - villages of Cuſten, Satemin and Zeetz, (the church 
belonging to the latter of which is united with that of Bulita) both 
lying in Under the Drawan. 

Bulitz, a parochial village in the Geyn. 

Rebensdirf and Wiltersdorf, two parochial villages ſituated in the Nering 
or Oering. In the latter of theſe villages are two noblemens ſeats. 

Pred:hbl, a parochial village fituated in Lenngau. 

IWartbeck, Warbecke or Warpke, a caſtle, of which ſome ruins ſtill re- 
main. This caſtle gave name to the Counts of Wartbeck and their county. 
In the year 1161 Count Hermann founded the convent of Diſzderf or 

| Diſtarf 
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Diſtorf in the Old Mark which is ſtill in being. In 1388 Duke My 
ſon to Duke Magnus ith the Chain reſided here. The ancient bailiwick 
of this name has been incorporated with that of Lucbo. 
Bergen an der Dumme, a town once belonging to the county of Wartbect : 
with | 
The parochial villages of Plate and Pretzel. | 
13. The bailiwick of Muſtro lying on the Jelze and Dumme, and 
belonging to the Wendiſh Gaus, ' Drawan, Geyn, and Nering or Oering. 
The foil of this bailiwick is very mooriſh but affords plenty of fuel. The 
inhabitants who are alſo of Vendiſb extraction apply themſelves principally 
to tillage, graſery and the culture of flax. A great deal of linen is alſo 
woven here and carried to Hamburg. The bailiwick itſelf was formerly a 
juriſdiction belonging to the Muſtro family, but in 1615 becoming vacant 
by the death of the Lord of the country and fief, was erected into its 
preſent conſtitution. It belongs to the county of Lucbo, and contains under it 

1. Wuſtro, a ſmall town, with the rivers Jetze and Dumme running through 
it, which afterwards mingle their ſtreams. This town has a magiſtracy of 
its own, though ſubject to the bailiwick. The ſeat here was formerly a 
fortreſs. In the years 1645 and 1691 it was conſumed by fire, but re- 
built again to advantage. 

2. The Haus vogtey, which is parochial, contains a part of the Geyn, 
mention of which has been made under the bailiwick of Lucho. In this 
vogtey are twenty villages, eleven of which, with reſpect to their con- 


theſe are the parochial villages of Rebenflorf and Walterſdorf. 

3. 2 or For Kiefen, including the farm of Krefen, which is moſt 
delightfully fituated in the foreſt, and fixteen villages, of which ten, in 
reſpect to their contributions, are reckoned in the bailiwick of Luchs, 
Among theſe is the parochial-village of Zebelin. | 

14. The bailiwick of Schnatenburg, lying on the Elbe, and ara only 
one fingle place. Namely the town of Schnackenburg, at which the 
Aland joins the above-mentioned river. At this town alſo lies the firſt toll 
on the Elbe, which toll belongs to the Elector of Brunſwick. A conſider- 
able part of the inhabitants derive their principal ſubſiſtence from trade and 
navigation, The town itſelf has little corn-land, but is remarkably fertile 
in good wheat. Henry and Bernhard Dukes of Luneburg in 1390 took this 
place from the Marggrave of Brandenburg, ſince which time it has ever 
been a part of the principality of Luneburg. | | 

15. The bailiwick of Oldenſtadt, which was formed out of the eſtates 
of a Benedictine nunnery founded here in the tenth century, but in 1142 
converted into a Ciſtercian convent of monks, and in 1531 erected into a 
bailiwick. In it are about ſeventy places, but of theſe ſeveral, with ref; 
to their contributions, are annexed to other bailiwicks, and divided into' 
Vox. VI, Ll: five 


tributions are put down in the aſſeſſments of the bailiwick of Lucho. Among 
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five Feiftes or Veeſtes (that is to ſay) Under vogteys. The moſt remarkable 


places here, are 

Oldenſtadt, a parochial-village, which is the ſeat of the bailiwick, and 
the place where 2 ſtood the convent. It lies near Ue!zen on the Wippe- 
rau, and was originally named Ulleſheim or more contractedly Uelſen, but 
ſo early as towards the thirteenth century was called Olden ot Old Uelleſen, 
and the neighbouring town of Lowenwold, Nien or Neu Uelleſen. In proceſs 
of time, however both the convent and village came to be ſtiled Oldenſtads, 
and the town of Lowenwold obtained the name of Uelſen or Uelzen. - 

The parochial-village of Leembke-or Leimbke. 

16. The bailiwick of Medingen lying on the Elmenau, and being three 
German miles in length, mage only two and a quarter broad. This 
bailiwick conſiſts principally of heath and ſand grounds, but in ſome parts 
of it we find a better ſoil. The principal ſubſiſtence of its inhabitants is 
derived from the culture of flax, which is here naturally good in. itſelf, 
and ſtill further improved by their {kill in preparing it. They likewiſe 
weave linen, particularly a coarſe ſort called Pechlinen, the greateſt part of 
which is ſent to Hamburg. The inhabitants trade likewiſe in wool, honey 
and wax, The bailiwick has been formed out of the provoſtſhip of the 
ſuppreſſed convent of Medingen. The fifty-two places in it are ranged under 
the united vogteys of Haus and Bevenſer, with the three Feiſts or Undervogteys, 
but of theſe places ſome pay in their contributions jointly with the bailiwick 
of Winſen an der Lube and Lune, and two are even reckoned in them, 
there being in each a farm which contributes to the bailiwick of Medingen. 
The moſt remarkable places here are 

Medingen, the ſeat of the bailiwick, and likewiſe of the above defcribed 
convent. This place lies on the Elmenau, and conſiſts only of the buildings 
belonging to the office, with the convent, and the parochial-church, as alſo 
of ſome mills and an inn. 

Bevenſen, commonly called Babmſen, a town ſeated on the Elmenau not 
far from Medingen. 

Old-Medingen, a parochial-village, where the convent which now has its 
ſeat at Medingen, was firſt erected in 1261, by Werner and Gebbard of 
Meding ; but in 1324 removed to its preſent place. 

The parochial-village of Barum, containing a nobleman's ſeat, together 
with Himbergen, Romſtedt and Wichmansburg. 

17. The bailiwick of EH, fituated on the large heath of Luneburg. 
Scarce any part of the Brunſwick territories equals this bailiwick in the 
culture of bees; the produce of the honey made here amounting in a 
good year to ſome thouſands of dollars. The four places belonging to it 
are divided into fix Feiſts, the moſt remarkable of which are as follows: viz. 

Ebſtorf, a pleaſant town, in which lies the above-mentioned convent, to- 
gether with the bailiwick-houſe and a ſuperintendency. F

18. The bailiwick of Bodenteich, which is one of the largeſt in the whole 
principality, being eighteen or twenty German miles in circuit, and con- 
taining one town, with one hundred and fifty-fix villages, but of theſe, 
ſeveral with reſpect to their contributions, are joined to other bailiwicks. 
In it alſo are thirteen noblemens ſeats. The bailiwick itſelf is divided into 
nine vogteys and Feifts, and once conſtituted a part of the county of 
Lucbo. The moſt remarkable places here are 

Bodenteich, a town ſituated in a marſhy foil near a lake, and being the 
ſeat of the bailiwick. This place gave name to the noble family of Bo- 
denteich, which became extinct in 1666, but the town itſelf had been fold 
by them in 1347 to William Duke of Luneburg. 

Hoſſering, a village ſituated on the Hardau, and the place where the 
Luneburg Diets were formerly held. 

The parochial-village of Hollenfedt, containing a manor-houſe, toge- 
ther with Molzen, Nettlekamp, Roſche, Ratzlingen, Stedredorf, and Suderburg, 
in the laſt of which is a manor-houſe, and other places. 

19. The bailiwick of Jenbagen, formed out of the ſuppreſſed provoſt- 
ſhip of Jenbagen convent, and containing no villages of its own. Of the 
convent notice has been taken above. 

20. Kneſebeck, conſiſting principally of the original houſe of the noble 
family of 4 and its appurtenances, which in the fiſteenth century 
eſcheated to the Dukes of Luneburg. In the year 1668 this bailiwick was 
mortgaged to Otho the Great, and continued for ſome time in his family. 
On Pickeling heath in it lies Pictelſtein and Rothe Berg or the Redhill. The 
moſt remarkable places here, are 

Kneſebeck, a parochial-village, in which is the bailiwick-houſe. 

Wittingen, an old town built in the year 1012, and which ſo early as 
1203 was the property of the Luneburg family. In 1639 and 1642 this 
place was oe? umed by fire: In it are three manor houſes belong- 
ing to the Kneſebeck family, | 

Obrdorf, in which the Obra has its ſource, together with Zaſenbeck, 
both parochial villages. | 

21. The bailiwick of Netze is wholly ſurrounded by the Mart, 
excepting that in the large, thick; marſhy and deſart foreſt of Dromling, 
a part of which belongs to this bailiwick, it borders on the dutchy of 
Magdeburg. It is about three Vo miles and three quarters in length, 

2 and 
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and two broad. The foil ſandy, heathy and mooriſh. ' The inhabitants 
cultivate rye, buckwheat, oats, barley and hops, and likewiſe breed cattle. 
The bailiwick itſelf formerly belonged to the Ou Mark. In 1344 
Lewis Elector of Brandenburg transferred it to ſome noble families with 
power of redemption; and in the ſame century one of the name of 
Quitzo made himſelf maſter of the houſe of Kletze, from whence 
he uſed to make great ravages and depredations, till checked by the 
Duke of Brunſwick and Albert Archbiſhop of Magdeburg, who having 
reduced Kl/otze houſe, held it afterwards in common, and probably in 
the ſixteenth century, it came entirely into the principality of Luneburg. 
To it belongs 

Klotze, a town ſituated in a wood or heath, to which it gives name, 
This place is the ſeat of the bailiwick, and likewiſe of a ſuperintendency, 
to which the pariſh-churches within its juriſdiction are ſubject. 
Breitenfeld, a parochial- village one half of which belongs to this bailiwick, 
and the other half to the O/d Mark. The proprietors of the latter are 
the families of Schulenburg and Albenſleben, The toll paid here is w 
appropriated to the uſes of the bailiwick. * 

Katerbecł, a parochial- village, containing a manor-houſe with 
Four other villages, and Dalnitæ, a farm of the ſovereigns. 


22. The bailiwick of Fullenſſeben, lying on the Aller, and conſiſting of 
ſeventeen places.

Fallerfleben, a town which is ſaid to have been purchaſed in the year 
1337, of the Counts of Woldenberg by Otho and Villiam Dukes of Lune- 
burg. The caſtle here was built by Francis Duke of Gifborn. Fallerſle- 
ben is the ſeat of a bailiwick and ſuperintendency. 

The parochial villages of Hattorf and Sulfela, in the former of which 
is a manor. 

2. Into the Gebgrefichaft of Haſenwinkel, in which lie the parochial 
villages of Heiligendorf, Neindorf, Ochſendorf and Rohde. The laſt of 


theſe places contains a manor, 

23. The bailiwick of G:/born, being about four German miles in length 
and near one and a half broad. This bailiwick lies on both fides of the Aler, 
which here receives into it the Je, and is further watered by the Ocker. It 
conſiſts of two parts, namely | 

1. The diſtrict of Heidmarkt, which lies on the north fide of the 
Aller. The ſoil of this diftri is various, heathy, ſandy and moorith, but 
affords good tillage and graſery, with conſiderable breeds of ſheep and bees. 
Its exports are honey, wool, wax and thread; and in good years alſo 
ſome grain. To it belongs 

1. Gifborn, a town lying on the Aer, which below this place receives

This bailiwick is divided into two Gobgrefichaften,

into it the Je. This town is the ſeat of a ſuperintendency ; and cloſe to it 
lies a walled palace, which was built by Duke Frances in 1525. Gifborn 
was a town ſo early as the year 12606. | 

2. The Hauſvogtey, conſiſting of nine villages, one ſingle farm, one mill, 
and one ſheep walk. | 

In this part alſo lies the Boldeckerland, belonging to the Counts Schu- 
lenburg of Wolfsburg, in which is the pariſh-village of Feimke; with fix 
other villages. 

3- The vogtey of Marenbolx, to which belongs the pariſh-village of 
the ſame name, with three others. 

4. The vogtey of Steinborſt, in which lie the parochial-villages of Stein- 
hor/t, Great-Oefmgin, and fix other villages. | 

5. The vogtey of Hankensbuttel, containing the parochial-villages of 
Hankensbuttel and Sprackenſehl, in the former of which for ſome time ſtood 
the convent, which is now removed to Jenbagen; together with the village 
of Old-1enhagen, where the above-mentioned" convent was firſt built in 
1243 ; and thirteen other villages. | 

2. The Papenteich, which lies on the ſouth- ſide of the Aller, being in 
ſome parts very fertile in all kinds of grain; but in the Gegſlland, agricul- 
ture is not ſo thriving. Great gains are made here by graſery and cattle, 
which, with its ſoft wooll, which is made up in packs, and carried to 
Brunſwick, and its thread, are the moſt conſiderable branches of its trade. 
Some villages alſo get conſiderably by water carriage. In this diſtrict are 
forty-three villages, one ſingle farm and one mill. Among the firſt is the 
parochial-village of R7bbuttel, containing a manor-houſe, together with 
that of Jenbuttel, likewiſe having a manor-houſe ; as alſo thoſe of Leiferde, 
Didderſe, Great-Schwulper, containing a manor; Adenbuttel, Eſenrode, 
having manors ; Wetmerſhagen, containing a manor ; and Meine. The 
village of Valle in the pariſh of Great-Schwulper, lies on the Schunter, 
which in this diſtrict falls into the Ocker. 

24. The bailiwick of Meinerſen, ſituated on the Ocker and Fubſe, and 
being about ten German miles in circumference. The ſoil of this baili- 
wick is in ſome parts pretty good, but in others ſandy. The principal 
occupation of its inhabitants is agriculture, and in fome places alſo the 
breeding of cattle, though in moſt it conſiſts in the ſpinning of thread, 
for which the greateſt part of the flax in the biſhopric of Hilagſbeim is 
_ up. At Hanigſen and Edemiſſen tar is prepared, and not far from 

in Fiftenberge, is an excellent quarry of ſtone, The bailiwick it- 
ſelf is divided into three diſtricts, namely 

1. Into the Hauſvogtey, conſiſting of ſeven villages ; among which is 

Meinerſen, in the ninth century called Meunreſſol, a parochial-village, 
ſituated on the Ocker, and being the ſeat of the bailiwick. The firſt pro 


prietors of it were the Lords of Meinerſen, The burg, which was the 
place 
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place of their refidence, ſtood on the Wernberge on the Ocker; but Duke 


Otho the Severe diſpoſſeſſed them of it, and conferred it on the Wengens. 
This donation is ſaid to have been made about the year 13163 but 
families are now become extinct, 

Peeſe, a parochial-village. ; 

2. The vogtey of Uetze, conſiſting of eighteen villages, among which is 
Letze, a parochial-village, having a manor-houſe ; Sreverſhauſen, contain. 
ing both a ſuperintendency and a manor-houſe ; and Hanigſen. Near 
Sieverſbauſen, in the year 1553, a battle was fought between Albert Marg- 
; ty of Brandenburg, Maurice Elector of Saxony, and Henry Duke of 

runſwick. 

3. The Gohgrefschaft of Edemiſſen, conſiſting of twenty-one villages, 
among which are Elze, Degenhauſen, Eddeſſe, Edemiſſen, Eickenrode, and 
Stederdorf, (in the laſt of which the family of Oberg are poſſeſſed of the 
lower juriſdiction) together with V ipſbauſen, all parochial-villages. Obef 
is a polt-ſtage. 

* The bailiwick of Burgdorf, which is three German miles in length, 
and two broad. This bailiwick affords good tillage, woods, breeds of 
cattle, and bees; and contains under it 8 
Burgdorſ, a ſmall town, ſeated on the Aue. This town is walled and 
moated, and has alſo a caſtle environed with a wall and double moats. 
In it are two hundred and ſixty- five houſes, and a ſuperintendency. Duke 
Otho having taken this place from the biſhopric of Hildeſteim, in the year 
1422, fortified it, and increaſed the number of its inhabitants, by adding 
to them the peaſants of certain villages which had been juſt deſtroyed, 
He at firſt gave it the name of Burgau, which was afterwards'changed into 
that of Burgdorf. In 1519, during the Hilaęſbeim war, it was entirely 
deſtroyed, but afterwards rebuilt. In 1632 the Inperialiſts ſet fire to the 
caſtle, which was repaired however by Duke Frederick in 1642, and in 
1650 enlarged by him. Ever fince that time the Dukes of Brunfeick 
and Luneburg have held their private conferences here. 

Seventeen villages, of which Great-Steinwedel and Obberſhagen are pa- 
26. The bailiwick of Ab/den, lying on both fides of the Aller, which; 
in this bailiwick, receives the Leine and Bohme. It is one German mile 
and a half in length, and as much broad; and confiſts of champaign, 
heaths, and ſandy grounds, but to the ſouth of the Aller has alſo 
good marſh-lands and paſturage. Its woods confiſt principally of oak. 
At Hudemublen are built barks, which are employed on the Aller and the 
Leine. Great quantities of timber are alſo conveyed on floats to Bremen. 
The inhabitants carry on a conſiderable trade in horſes, cattle, wool, honey 
and wax. The bailiwick contains two towns, together with twelve villages, 
and a mill, The moſt remarkable places in it are 
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Ablden, a town, fituated on the old Leine, not far from the river Aller, 
and ſo called from the courſe of that river, which formerly ran through 
theſe parts. In the palace here, from 1694 to 1726, reſided after her 
ſeparation Sophia-Dorothea, conſort to King George I, At this laſt place 
alſo lies the bailiwick-houſe, 

In this country, between the Aller and the Leine, ſtood Bunkenburg 
houſe, which is the ſeat of the Ablden or Alten family. The Bunkenburg 
court of nobility is ſaid to have been originally held here, though it was 
afterwards removed to Rethem. 

Hudemublen, a ſmall town, ſeated on the Aller, and in which the fa- 
mily of Hodenberg are poſſeſſed of three manors, with the right of juriſ- 
dition over the town itſelf. The heirs of this family are likewiſe proprie- 
tors of the adjacent manor of Wiedenhauſen. 

Bierde, Eilte, Grethem, and Frankenfeld, villages containing manor-houſes. 

Gilten, a parochial-village, having three manors, Not far from this 
place the Leine runs into the Aller. 

Eckelob, a parochial-village. 

27. The bailiwick of Rethem, lying on both ſides of the Aller, and 
being four German miles in length, and three broad. The borders of the 
above river are marſhland, but the other parts here confiſt of champaign, 
ſandy and heathy grounds, with ſome moor land. The inhabitants fol- 
low agriculture and graſery, and trade likewiſe in wool, honey, and wax. 
In it is | 

1. Rethem, a ſmall town, fituated on the Aer, and conſiſting of five 
parts, viz. 1. Of the bailiwick-houſe. 2. Of the Junkernvorburg or 
Junkernſtraſæe, in which the eleven Burgmanns of the place reſide. 3. Of 
the Amtfvorburg, which is the ſeat of the Amiſvorburger. 4. Of the Bur- 
gerſchaft, and 5. Of the Juntern of Vorburg without the town; in which 
laſt the proprietors of manors have their reſidence. 

2. Walfrode, a ſmall town; ſeated on the Bohme, and containing a bai- 
lwick-houſe, her with the above deſcribed convent, a ſuperinten- 
dency, and two hundred and thirty-nine taxable houſes. In the year 1383 
this place was only a village, but at that time obtained the municipal ju- 
riſdiction; and in 1450 Duke Frederick granted it a charter. In 1626 
and 1757 it ſuffered greatly by fires. 

3. The Haufvogtey, to which belong three villages and one fingle farm. 
At Donnerborſt, in this Hauſvogtey, is a manor. 

4. The Gericht or juriſdiction of Wabling, to which belong ſeven vil- 
lages; of theſe Kirch-Wabling is parochial. 

5. The Gericht of Boitzen, containing thirteen villages, of which Kirch- 
beitzen is parochial. 

6. The Gericht or juriſdiction of Cording, including fixteen villages. 

IV. The Great-vogtey of the bailiwick of Zelle, with the twelve Amtrs- 
vogteys belonging to it, over which is appointed a Great-vogt, (in Latin,

Magnus advocatus) who is generally a member of the privy-council. This 


Great-vogt receives his inſtructions from the Sovereign alone, to whom 
alſo he immediately preſents the Am!fvogts and other officers of theſe vog- 
reys ; nevertheleſs they are ſworn in before the treaſury, from which alſo 
they receive their warrants ; but theſe run in the Sovereign's name. At the 
ſwearing of the Amiſvogts and other officers in theſe vogteys, they are di- 
rected to pay all proper reſpect, conformity and obedience to the Great. 
<ogt, in whatever he ſhall enjoin them by virtue of his poſt and duty. 
hen any new general ordinances are made relative to the revenue, 
ſuch ordinances, as far as they concern the bailiwick of Zell, are tranſ- 
mitted in a reſcript from the Sovereign to the Great-vog?, in order to be 
made publick throughout the Amtfoogteys. He has likewiſe the care of all 
the financier farms throughout the bailiwick of Zell, ſuch as mills, tents, 
ſheep-walks, Sc. as alſo of the Sovereign's buildings in the ſeveral Ant- 
vogteys; and by virtue of his own authority orders ſuch 0 as do not 
exceed one hundred rixdollars. . To him too is committed the chief in- 
ſpection of the foreſts and mills belonging to the Sovereign; and he is 
further empowered to grant petitions in caſes relating to the revenue, when 
they do not amount to forty rixdollars, &c. This officer likewiſe receives 
the accounts of the ſeveral Amzſvogts, and other accountable officers in the 
bailiwick of Zell, and having ſigned them, tranſmits them to the treaſury, 
With reſpect to W an: the ſubjects in the Am!ſvogreys are at liberty, 
either to bring their complaints immediately to the Great- vogt for his de- 
cifion, or to apply to the Amtfuogteys in which the defendent lives. In 
the latter caſe the Amtſvogts take cognizance of the cauſe, and after a ver- 
bal hearing, either terminate it by compromiſe, or pronounce a juridical 
decree, The Great-vogt is veſted with the power of examining the protocols 
of the Amtfvogteys, and confirms or reverſes them as he thinks proper; 
but in cauſes amounting to upwards of twenty Lubeck florins, an appeal 
lies from the ſentence of the Amzfuogts to the chancery or the high courts 
of juſtice. With reſpect to criminal juriſdiction, the Great-vagt has no 
concern in it, unleſs in matters relative to ſmall offences, which come 
within the cognizance of the country courts. The Sovereign's officers at 
"Zell, blonging either to the court, ſtables, or venery, as well as the 
Ami ſvogrs, have their firſt hearing before the Great-vagt. When this 
officer is at any of the country courts held in the Amtſvogteys, he ſits as 
preſident, We now come to the deſcription of the Amrfvogteys themſelves. 
1, The Burgvogtey of Zell, lies on both fides of the river Aller, which 
behind the new town of Zell receives into it the Fubſe, and between Zell 
and Lachtenbauſen is joined by the Lachte, The foil here is moſtly ſandy, 


heathy, and a turf moor, but in ſome parts is much better, and even 
tertile. To the 6urgvogtey belong 


The ſuburbs without the town of Zell, namely 


Before 
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Before the weſt gate, the Neuſſadt or New town, which is handſomely 
built, the Aten Hauſer, the Neuen Hauſer, the Trift, the Bullenberg, and the 
Hanover ſtreet. Theſe ſuburbs in all conſiſt of three hundred and thirty-three 
houſes; the moſt remarkable edifices among which are, the houſe of cor- 
rection, built and maintained at the charge of the ſeveral States of Lune- 
burg, Calenberg, Grubenhagen, Hoya, and Diephbolz ; the Lutheran pa- 
riſh- church in the Neuflad?, to which have been annexed a hundred of 
the old and new houſes, as they are called; the German hunting: ſeat, 
and the Sovereign's ſtables and park, in which are kept the ſtallions for the 
ovincial Studs. N 

Without the O/d- Zell gate is the Nreis or ring, with the Blumlage and 
the Maſcb, all which conſiſt of about two hundred and thirty-five houſes. 
In this part lies the Blumlager pariſh- church, with the Hztel des Invalides, 
dedicated to Saint Milliam, and founded by Duke George William, but 
which has been liberally endowed by Baron Stechinelli, Landdroſt or Lord- 
lieutenant of the country ; alſo St. George's hoſpital, of which the magi- 
ſtracy of Zell have the adminiſtration ; the King's French-garden, which 
is planted with delightful rows of lime trees; and another leſſer garden 
called the King's Talian-garden. 

Without the Heblen gate lie the gardens, with their houſes and other dwel- 
lings, amounting in all to one hundred and eighty-eight. In this part alſo 
{tands the alms-houſe of St. Ann, which is under the direction of the ma- 
giſtrates of Zell, and the church belonging to which ſerves likewiſe for the 
garriſon ; the orphan-houſe, built in 1757, and the directors of which are 
two court-counſellors, with the general ſuperintendant, the burgher-maſters, 
the ſecretary of the chancery, and town clerk, excluſive of two purveyors, 
who are recommended by the magiſtracy ; and laſtly a chapel, near the 
burial-place, for the burghers and ſoldiery. 

I/V:/ter-Zell, a village, incorporated with the town church of Zell. 
Alten-Zell, a parochial-village, lying within one long German mile's 
diſtance from the town of Zell. 

Great-Hehlen, a parochial-village, lying within one ſhort quarter of a 
German mile from the town. 

Fagerey or Venery, a ſingle free ſeat, lying between Hufted? and Scheuen, with 
dixteen other villages. 

2. The Amtfoogtey of Eicklingen, ſituated on the rivers Aller, Ocker and 
Fubje. This Amtfoogtey is about three German miles in length, and one 
and a half broad. Its foil is in moſt parts ſandy, but in others marſhy. 
The country therefore not admitting of much tillage, the inhabitants in- 
duſtriouſly apply themſelves to graſery, the ſpinning of thread, and water 
carriage, The bailiwick contains | 

IWienhauſen, a parochial-village, ſituated on the Aller, which at this 
place divides itſelf into two branches, one of which running weſtward, 
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both unite again. At this place is a ſeat, with a garden, belonging to the 
Sovereign; as alſo a Prob/teybef, appertaining to the ſame proprietor ; to- 
gether with the above deſcribed convent. 

Great-Eicklingen, a village, in which is the bailiwick-houſe. 

Nienbagen, a parochial-village, containing a manor. 

Wabtlingen, a parochial-village, having two manors, under the fame 
proprietor with the juriſdiction. 

Broclel, a parochial-village, with a ſtone cauſeway of a conſiderable 
length, along which lies the high road from Zell to Brunſwick : accor- 
dingly toll and road money 1s paid here. 

Langlingen, a parochial-village, containing two manors, and lying on 
the river Aller. 

Muden an der Aller, a parochial-village, near which is the manor of 
Dieckborſt ; together with 

Sixteen other villages, and a hunting ſeat belonging to the Prince, at 
which toll and road money is paid. 

3. The Amtfvogtey of Ilten, which is two German miles in length, and 
one broad, being in moſt parts fruitful. This diſtri from time imme- 
morial has been called In Freyen, and agreeably thereto the inhabitants 
ſtile themſelves the Freyen or Free. They are poſſeſſed in conjunction 
with their dwellings, either of hereditary or fief land, or ele hold 
other lands as tenants; and are exempt from the uſual ſervices to their 
Lords, being inveſted likewiſe with the privilege of hunting within the 
dependencies of their village; and may alſo brew and diſtil. In the 
whole Amt ſvogtey are fourteen villages. Of theſe Iten, Sehnde, Lebrte, 
Rethmar, in which is a manor, Heimar and Harber, are parochial. 


4. The Amtfoogtey of Burgwedel, which appears formerly to have been 
a county of itſelf. This Amtfoogtey contains 


Great-Burgwedel, a al-village, having a bailiwick-houſe and a 
manor. 

Engeſen, a village, in which is a poſt-houſe. 

Jſenbagen, a parochial-village, about one German mile in length, and 
which is divided into four Bauer/chafts, namely the Farfte, the Kircher- 
bauerſchaft, the Niedernhagen, and the Hobehor/t. 

Wetmar and Kirchborft, both parochial-villages, with others. 

5. The Amtſvogtey of Biſſenaorf, lying on the Wietze, by which it is 
ſeparated from the preceding Amtſvogtey. This diſtrict is about one Ger- 
man mile and a halt in length, and one and a quarter broad. In ſome 
parts it is hilly, and the ſoil ſandy and tony ; but in others mooriſh and 
tull of ſwamps. The inhabitants carry on a conſiderable trade in horſes, 
horned cattle, fatted hogs, and buckwheat flour ; and likewiſe diſtil brandy. 
They have alſo honey, wax and wool. In this Amtfuagtey are * 
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four villages, of which Biſſendorf, containing the bailiwick-houſe, Mol- 
lendorf, Breblingen, and benſen, are all parochial, At the village of 
I:khorſt is a toll-2th:e called Schlage. 

6. The Amtſvogtey of Efſel, lying on the Aller. Two villages of this 
Amtfoogtey are likewiſe watered by the Leine. The whole diſtrict is one 
German mile in length, and as much in breadth. Its foil is principally ſandy, 
with ſome moor land intermixed, but very little clay ground, All it pro- 
duces is rye, oats, and buckwheat; and it is only along the Leine that 
there is any good paſturage, which occaſions the graſery here to be very 
inconſiderable. To the Amtfvogtey belong eleven villages, among which is 
Eſſel, with the parochial- village of Schwarmſtedt, containing five manors, 
and Bothmer, in which the noble family of Bothmer are poſſeſſed of three 
manors, a church, and a particular miniſter of their own. 

7. The Amtfoogtey of Winſen an der Aller, being two German miles in 
length, and one and a half broad. The ſoil of this diſtrict is heath and 
ſand; and its principal products rye and buckwheat, with a ſufficiency 
however of wool, honey and wax. To the Amifoegtey belong eighteen 
villages, together with two ſingle manors, one fingle farm, and a hunt- 
ing ſeat. In the parochial village of V inſen an der Aller lies the bailiwick- 
houſe, and a manor. Near this place, in 1388, the Saxons and burghers 
of Luneburg were defeated by the Dukes Frederick and Henry. They 
kept poſſeſſion however of the village, where the Luneburghers in 1389 built a 
caſtle, which the Dukes in 1396 burnt down. At Welthauſen, on the 
river Oerze, is a ſalmon-lake, belonging to the Sovereign. 

8. The Amtſvegtey of Fallingbs/tel, ſituated in the Heidmark, on the river 
B:hbme, and being very mountainous. The foil of this Amtſoogtey is ſtony, 
ſandy and mooriſh, with ſeveral heaths. The inhabitants have neither a 
ſufficiency of corn for themſelves, nor hay for their cattle, for which rea- 
ſon they are in a great meaſure ſupplied from the neighbouring bailiwick 
of Abiden. On the other hand they have plenty of oak, beech, pine, and 
fir, and therefore trade in thoſe woods ; as alſo in wool, honey, wax, 
cattle, buckwheat, and juniper-berries. In the Amtfoogtey are thirty vil- 
lages, to which on account of the great number of ſingle farms in it, be- 
long ninety-four places, which are diſtinguiſhed by particular names. The 
moſt remarkable of thele are the following: vig. 

Fallingbc/tel, the ſeat of the Amt/vcgtey, and containing a pariſh-church. 

Between Sudboſtel, in the Bauerſchaft of Oberndorfmark, and Lobe, in the 
Amtſecgtey of Bergen, on a ſmall eminence, ſtand the ſeven Steinbauſer, 
contiſting of large unhewn rugged pebbles, covered with a large flat 
ſtone, each of which was once from nine to twelve feet ſquare, and five 
or lix fcet high. Six of them are now fallen down, but one is yet ſtand- 
ing and en ite. Theſe ſtones are remains of Pagan antiquity. 

Derfmark, once fortified, and a town, and having ſtill a parochial- 


church, with two manors. 
Mm 2 Oſter- 
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Ofterholz, and Duſtorn, in the latter of which was a medical ſpring ; to- 
gether with Meinerdingen, are all parochial. : 

The Bauer/chaft of Vorbrucke, is a fuburb of the town of Walſrode. 

The manor of Wer/e, in the pariſh of Dorfmark, originally gave name 
to the family of Wen/e. 

9. The Amtforgtey of Soltau, in which lies the ſource of the Bobme, 
This Amtſvogtey is two German miles and a half in length, but only two 
ſmall ones broad. Its foil is almoſt every where over-run with fern, and 
therefore produces not a ſufficiency of grain for the inhabitants; but they 
carry on a trade in cattle, wool, wax, deals, laths, and wooden ſpoons, 
bark loads of which are exported to Bremen and Hamburg ; and to thoſe 
cities alſo Soltau ſends canvas. In this Amt ſvogtey likewiſe are ſome 
turf moor. The foreſt of Stubeckfborner has been greatly hurt, but is at 
preſent replanting with great diligence. To the Amtfoogrtey belongs one 
ſmall town, with twenty-one villages, and twenty-two fingle — 
namel | 

Self, a ſmall town, ſeated at the conflux of the Bobme and Soltau, 
and containing one hundred and thirty-two houſes, with a magiſtracy, 
though dependent on the prefet. The whole bailiwick is incorpotated 
with this pariſh. The greateſt part of its inhabitants are clothiers, who 
make bays, pluſh, lindſey-woolſey, and a ſtuff called Meine ſeetuch. Near 
this place in 1519 was — * a very ſignal battle, between Erich Duke 
of Calenberg and Henry Duke of Wolfenbuttel, on the one fide, and Henry 
Duke of Luneburg, and John the Turbulent, biſhop of Hildeſheim, on 
the other. 

Stubecksborn, or Stipshorn, a free Sattelbof, which, in 1699, was en- 
dowed with a charter by Duke George William, out of an opinion of its 
being the original patrimony of Hermann Duke of Saxony, fon to Count 
Billing. 

ag The Amtfvogtey of Bergen, containing twenty-four places, the moſt 
remarkable of which are | 
Bergen a parochial-village, in the records of the Duke and Pfalzgrave 
Henry, bearing date in 1203, touching the inheritance of his brother William, 
reckoned among the cities. It alſo contains a manor-houſe. 

Witzendorf, a parochial-village, fituated on the Witze, with a poſt- 
houſe in it, and three manor-houſes. 

The parochial-villages of Hobne and Sulze. 

Everſen, a village with two manors. 

11. The Amtfvogtey of Hermansburg, lying on the Oerze, which after 
running near Hermansburg, is increaſed by the Witze, the Brunau and 
the W:Jerbach, and becomes navigable to ſmall floats. The ſoil here conſiſts 
of heath, tillage and graſery, yet does not afford the inhabitants a ſubſiſtance; 
but this is in ſome meaſure compenſated by its pines and firs, whereby they 
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are enabled to carry on a very profitable trade in timber, particularly in 
deals. Sheep alſo and bees are bred here. In the Amtfoogrey are ſeven 
Bauerſchafts. Hermannsburg, a place known fo early as the year 1058, 
being the ſeat of the bailiwick, and containing three manors, together with 
Muden an der Oerze, are both parochial.

9. The Amtſvegtey of Soltan, in which lies the ſource of the Bobme, 
This Amtfoogtey is two German miles and a half in length, but only two 
ſmall ones broad. Its foil is almoſt every where over-run with fern, and 
therefore produces not a ſufficiency of grain for the inhabitants; but they 
carry on a trade in cattle, wool, wax, deals, laths, and wooden ſpoons, 
bark loads of which are exported to Bremen and Hamburg ; and to thoſe 
cities alſo Soltau ſends canvas. In this Am!foogtey likewiſe are ſome 
turf moor. The foreſt of Srtubeckſhorner has been greatly hurt, but is at 
preſent replanting with great diligence. To the Amtfvogtey belongs one 
ſmall town, with twenty-one villages, and twenty-two fingle farms, 
namel | 

Selle, a ſmall town, ſeated at the conflux of the Bobme and Soltau, 
and containing one hundred and thirty-two houſes, with a magiſtracy, 
though dependent on the prefect. The whole bailiwick is incorporated 
with this pariſh. The greateſt part of its inhabitants are clothiers, who 
make bays, pluſh, lindſey-woolſey, and a ſtuff called Herne ſeetuch. Near 
this place in 1519 was — 2 a very fignal battle, between Erich Duke 
of Calenberg and Henry Duke of Wolfenbuttel, on the one fide, and Henry 
Duke of Luneburg, and Jahn the Turbulent, biſhop of Hildeſheim, on

The Principality of GRUBEN HAGEN. 


F. 1, A delineation of this principality, is to be found in the maps of 
the dutchy of Brunſwick, but this beſides its ſmallneſs is very 
imperfect. Of the Harz foreſt as far as it belongs to this principality, 
and as it is alſo jointly poſſeſſed by the Elector of Brunſwick, and the 
Princes of Brunſwick-Luneburg, Homann's heirs have engraved a tolerable 
map, which in the Atlas of Germany conſtitutes the one hundred and 
ſixteenth. 

$. 2. The principality of Grubenbagen is ſurrounded by thoſe of Calenberg 
and Wolfenbuttel, the county of Werntgerode, the principality of Blankenburg, 
the county of Hobnſtetr, the lordſhip of Kleftenberg and Eichsfelde, and one 
diſtinct part of it is on all ſides environed by the principalities of Calenberg 

and IVelfenbuttel, and a part of the dioceſe of Hzldeſheim. | 
8. 3. In the bailiwicks of Rotenkirchen, Salz der Helden, Catlenburg, and 
Radolfjhauſen, are ſome fertile tracts producing, wheat, rye, barley, oats, 
peas, beans and buckwheat ; but the greateſt part of this principality being 
mountainous, and little corn growing in the lands bordering on the Harz, 
and none at all on the Harz itſelf, agriculture is fo far from being the prin- 
cipal way of lite purſued here, that it ſtands in need of a ſupply of corn from 
other countries, particularly the bailiwick of Scharzfels and the Harz. 
Moſt of the bailiwicks however grow great quantities of flax, and this 
with the manufacturing of it into thread and linen, is among the principal 
occupations of the inhabitants. In ſome bailiwicks the breeding of horned 
cattle and ſheep turns to a pretty good account, but its principal advantages 
and profits ariſe from the large foreſts, quarries and mines in it. Theſe 
foreſts conſiſt of oak, beech, pines, birch and alder: its minerals and foflils 
are moſtly ſlate, lime, ſtone, marble, gypſum, alabaſter, certain ſpecies 
of jaſper, ſand-ſtone, ſalt, zink, ſulphur and cobalt. Its metals are ſome 
gold, with a great deal of filver, copper, iron and lead. The Herz (in 
Lalin 
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Latin Silva Hercynia) in and on which moſt of theſe minerals are to be 
found, and ſome part of which alſo belongs to this principality, is a moun- 
tain or foreſt extending from the bailiwick of Langelſbeim, in the princi- 
pality of Molfenbuttel and the country of Gar, through the eaſt part of the 
principality of Grubenbagen, a part of the county of Wermgerode and the 
principality of Blankenburg, to the counties of Habnſlein and Stollberg as far 
as Harzgerode in the principality of Anhalt, being in length about twelve 
German miles, and in breadth four or five. In the county of Wernige- 
rode, in which lies the higheſt of all its mountains, namely the Brocken, 
the Harz is divided into the Upper and Under. But this diviſion is not to 
be confounded with another and like diviſion of that part of the Hara, 
which belongs to the electoral houſe of Brunſwick, and of which a more 
preciſe account may be found in the ſequel. The rivers running through 
the principality of Grubenbagen, are the Leine, which in this principality 
receives the Ime, the Rubme which comes from Eichsfelde, the Oder which has 
its ſource in the foreſt of Harz near Catlenburg, and is increaſed by the Stieler, 
after which between _Berke and Elverſhauſen, it receives the Soſe, which ally 
iſſues from the Harz, and then enters the Leine below Ncrdheim ; together 
with the Ocker, which riſes not far from Altenau. 

$- 4. In this principality are two Kanzleys, i. e. cities enjoying both civil 
and criminal juriſdiction, and conſtituting a part of the States of the county, 
together with three mine towns on the Harz, the conſtitution of which 
ſhall be more particularly mentioned in the article of Harz, another mine 
city belonging to the bailiwick in which it lies, and three towns. To theſe muſt 
be added four mine cities on that part of the Upper Harz which the houſe of 
Grubenhagen poſſeſſes in common with the Princes of Brunſwick, and which 
are under the Common mine bailiwick at Cellerfelde, The States of the 
country are compoſed of the abbey of Saint Alexander and that of the b/e//-4 
Virgin at Einbeck, with the nobility, who are ſummoned to the Diets from 
nine manors, and the cities of Einbeck and Ofterede. At the Diets which 
are uſually held once a year in autumn, but at preſent alternately at 
Einbeck and Ofterede, the ſeniors of the two abbies, with two deputies of 
the nobility, and the like number from the cities aſſiſt. The provincial 
ſyndie makes the overtures, the deputies deliver their votes on the ſubjects 
propoſed, and the former then drawing up the protocol, the deputies take 
a copy of it. In this principality are no provincial and tax-counſellors. 

F. 5. Lutheraniſm is the only religion exerciſed here. The forty- 
one pariſh churches in it excluſive of thoſe in Einbeck and Ofterode, are 
ranged under four ſuperintendants. The miniſters in the cities of Eznbeck 
and Oſterode, inſtead of being ſubordinate to any of theſe ſuperintendencies, 
have ſeniors of their own, who act here in quality of country-ſuperinten- 
cant, The chief grammar-ſchools in the principality are at Einbeck, 
Oſteroge and Clauſthal, 
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F. 6. The above-mentioned places carry on alſo ſeveral good manufactures. 
At Einbeck is made, cloth, flannel, bays, ſhalloons, ſerge, crape, calimancoe, 
druggets, dimity, and other ſtuffs, and at its orphan-houſe is a printin 
houſe for the ſtaining of cotton. Ofterode is likewiſe noted for its fine woollen 
cloths, which are wove after the Berlin and Engliſb manner. The wooll 
for this manufacture comes from a particular ſpin-houſe at the Herzberg, 
which houſe was there founded by Mr. Nanne the preſect, purely out of 
public ſpirited views. Other places ſpin great quantities of flax-thread, 
which is alſo wove by them into linen. At Lucas houſe too in the baili- 
wick of Elbingerode is a marble mill for the making of veſſels, and all 
other kinds of performances in that way. On the Harz are iron and 
copper works, together with one for fire arms at Harzberg, and a manu- 
factory of powder-blue at Saint Andreasberg, as alſo works of vitriol, 
ſulphur and Lapis calaminarts. 

The exports of this country are flax, thread, linen, timber, deal, ſand- 

Rone, late, marble-works, iron, copper, lead, falt, vitriol, ſulphur, 
Lapis calaminaris, zink, powder-blue, ſtarch, all kinds of woollen manu- 
factures, and fatted ſheer, 
6. 7. This land become a part of the principality of Brunfwrck, and a 
particular principality of itſelf on the aſſignment of it to Henry tbe Admir- 
able, fon of Duke Albert the Great, whoſe male deſcendants failed in 1 596. 
The principal revolution of this principality are briefly related in the 
general account given above of the electoral houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg, 
and the hiſtory of its particular departments will occur in the ſequel. 

$. 8. This principality entitles to a particular vote in the college of 
Princes at the Diet of the Empire, as allo in the circle of Lower Saxony. 
Its aſſeſſment in the matricula of the Empire is five horſe or ſixty florins. 

$. 9. Appeals from the magiſtrates of the cities of Ernbeck and Offerode, 
and the fovereign's bailiwicks may only be carried to the chancery at 
Hav ver, and not to the juſticiary court there. Phe principality itſelf ſends 
one counſellor to the high court of appeals at Zell, 

$. 10. The immediate revenues of the ſovereign ariſe from the demeſne 
bailiwicks and the regalia. The country, the Harz only excepted, pays 
the licent and furniſhes magazine corn. The licent was introduced here 
in 1686, inſtead of the contribution, but produces more, and at preſent the 
ſurplus at the annual adjuſting of the accounts, is delivered to the States of 
the country. This ſurplus, with ſome ſmall ſums arifing from other in- 
comes, defrays the expenſes of the community, ſuch as the ſalleries of its 
officers, and the counſellor at the high court of appeal at Zell. The con- 
tribution levied towards the ſupport of the houſe of correction at Zell and 
other charges. The Scheffelſchat!z or meaſure tax, which alſo is paid into 
the provincial fund, is at preſent ſo ſmall that it ſcarcely deſerves 
notice, 
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$.11. We ſlall firſt deſcribe the Kanzleyſaſzig towns, next the demeſnebaili- 
wicks, afterwards the juriſdiction, and laſtly give an account of the Harz foreſt. 
I. The Kanzleyſaſzig towns are, 

Einbeck, in ancient aſſignments and writings ſtiled Emb:ike, the capital of 
the principality, lying on the Ime, one branch of which runs through the 
town and the other above it. Both however meet again at the little alms- 
houſe, and at the diſtance of one tenth of a German mile run into the 
Leine. The Krumme Waſſer, as it is called, which coming from the Brunf- 
«ick-IWelfenbuttel bailiwick of Grene, after filling the greater part of the 
town, moats and reſervoirs, is conveyed into the me. The town of 
Einbeck, excluſive of ramparts, bulwarks and towers, is further ſurrounded 
with moats and ſeveral outworks, and contains about ſeven hundred and 
fifty- four houſes, belonging to citizens ſeventy-ſeven public edifices, and 
others not ſubject to the common impoſts, with eight hundred and fourteen 
granaries, ſtables and other out-houſes. At the Grubentagen Diet which is 
held alternately here and at Offerede, Einbeck takes preſidence and furniſhes 
one fifth part of the magazine-corn levied on the principality. Its magiſtrates 
ate poſſeſſed of the whole high and low juriſdiction over the cities (the pre- 
cinct of St. Alexander's abbey, of which we ſhall ſpeak hereafter, excepted) 
within the fortifications and outworks, though with reſpe& to the lower 
juriſdiction within all the city-marches, they have had ſeveral proceſſes with 
the bailiwicks of Salz der helden and Potenkirchen, which proceſſes ſtill remain 
undecided. The city itfelf is divided into three pariſhes, which are called 
the Markt, the New/ffadt and the Munſter. In the two firſt are parochial 
churches, but the laſt has been incorporated with the cathedral of St. 
Alexander, of which more anon. The ſuperintendent here has the inſpec- 
tion over the country clergy, and is alſo one of the city eccleſiaſtics, 
the ſenior of whom acts as a rural ſuperintendent. The grammar ſchool 
belonging to the corporation, and lying not far from the church of the New- 
/tadt, has ſeven maſters. The orphan-houſe in which forty or forty-five 
children are educated, is under the immediate direction of the royal re- 
gency, and not of the magiſtracy, and is alſo maintained out of the 
provincial revenues, whereas the hoſpital of the Holy-Gheff, and the great 
poor-houſe of St. Bartholomew belong to the city. Beſides theſe, there is 
alſo the leſſer poor-houſe here, which is under the adminiſtration of the 
company of traders. The manufactures of Einbect have been ſpecified above 
(F. 6.) The cathedral of St. Alexander was founded by Thierry Count of Catlen- 
burg. It conſiſts of a ſenior and nine canons, with one vicar and four 
vicarit ordinarii, It has likewiſe a church of its own, and forms one 
of the States of the principality of Grubenbagen. The building which 
ſerved for the abbey of the Bleſſed Virgin, formerly ſtood without 
Einbeck, but at preſent is no longer in being. The incomes annexed to it are 
enjoyed by one ſenior and nine canons, and it is likewiſe one of the States. 
Vor. VI, Nn Einbeck 
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Einbeck owes its origin to the cathedral of St. Alexander. On the failure 
of the Counts of Catlenburg it was immediately united with tbe Dutchy on 
the Weſer, and together with the inheritance of Nordbeim divolved to the 
houſe of Welpho. On the partition made in 1203 at the deceaſe of Duke 
Henry the Lion, it came to his eldeſt ſon the Duke and Pfalzgrave Henry, 
and though on Henry the Lion's being put under the ban of the 
Empire, the Counts of Daſſel endeavoured to poſſeſs themſelves of it, 
vet they did not abſolutely attain their ends. For in 1274 the Counts 
Ludolpbus and Adelpbus expreſly renounced all pretenſions to this place, 
which was a town ſo early as the year 1256. In 1447 however by means 
of its quarrel with Milliam Duke of Brunſwick, it was reduced to the very 
br ink of ruin, but ſaved itſelf by a convention. Formerly it coincd money 
in gold, filver and copper, and the table of the incomes of the copper money 
made here, is ſtill conſtantly obſerved in the treaſury accounts, but for a 
long time paſt it has not coined any Pfennige, as being of no advantage to 
it. In 1540 it was entirely burnt down, and in 1549 one hall of it ſuf- 
fered by the like calamity. In 1641 the Inperiliaſis beſieging it, it was 
by a ſevere bombardment compelled to ſurrender. : : 
The old land works here, which incloſe near one half of the city 
grounds, and are fortified by eight towers in the ancient taſte, are 6000 rods 
in circuit, and comprehend a great part of the foreſt as belonging to 
the city. Northward about one tenth part of a German mile from the 
town lies a pretty large mountain called the Hueffe. 

Oſterode, a town ſituated not far from the Hara, into which the little 
river Apenke, which runs through the city, diſcharges itſelf. This place is 
divided into the old and new town, and conſiſts of five hundred and 
eighty-two houſes, with a caſtle, wherein ſeveral Dukes of Brunſwick 
and Luneburg, as likewiſe the regency of the principality of Grubenbagen have 
reſided, but at preſent this caſtle is the ſeat of the bailiwick of Oftereae, 
In the town 1s a ſuperintendency, with three pariſh-churches, and a Latin 
ſchool, as alſo a granery erected between the years 1718 and 1723, at 
upwards of 30,000 rixdollars expenſe, for the uſe of the miners and other 
labourers on the Brunſwick part of the Harz, and from whence they are 
always ſupplied with rye at fixteen groſchen the buſhel, however high 
the market price may be. The manufactures of Ofterode have been taken 
notice of in the introduction, (F. 6.) In 1545 by far the greateſt part of 
this town was deſtroyed by fire. The noble family of Ofterode, by ſome 
writers erroneoully ſtiled Dynaſtæ, have been long ſince extinct. 

II. The demeſne bailiwicks : vig. 

1. The bailiwick of Rotenkirchen, two German miles and a half in length 
and one broad. At Steckbeim this bailiwick is watered by the Leine. The 
Vme enters it at the r«:w-mill not far from Hz{tenſen, and paſſing through 
Hullerſen to Einbeck, at ſome diſtance from thence runs into the * 
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The villages here are divided into the Leine and mountain villages. The 
ſituation of the former of theſe is the beſt, as being in a loamy and not un- 
fruitful ſoil on the plain, whereas the latter are ſituated among or on 
mountains and in a ſoil either ſandy or ſtony. This bailiwick produces 
more ſummer than winter grain, together with buckwheat and flax in 
pretty large quantities, by the latter of which the inhabitants are enabled to 
carry on a very profitable thread and linen trade. It enjoys alſo a ſufficiency 
of wood for fuel, but for want of paſture its graſery does not exceed 
the neceſſities of the inhabitants. The above-mentioned mountain of the 
Hueffe, which lies near the town of Einbeck, is a great inconveniency to 
the common poſt-road from Hanover to Einbeck. Agreeable to the ave 
ſaid diviſion of the villages, in this bailiwick are 

1. Ten mountain villages, of which Daſſenſen, Hullerſen and Avenſbau- 
ſen are parochial. In the village of Wellerſen are two manſion-houſes, 
one belonging to the Daſſen family, who are poſſeſſed of the advowſon of 
the village; and the other, of which the Pollmans are proprietors, entitles to 
a ſeat in the Diet. The village and eſtate of Kwuvendabl belongs to the 
family of Berkefeld. 

The bailiwick-houſe of Rotenkirchen lies near Daſſenſen. About a quar- 
ter of an hour's diſtance from this houſe is a hill called Grubenhagen, on 
which anciently ſtood 

The caſtle of Grubenhagen, whence the principality derives its name. 
Some ſtately remains of this caſtle are till to be ſeen. It belonged to the 
noble family of Gruben, which was in being in 1381, but in the thirteenth 
century was reaſſumed with its appurtenances, by the Lord paramount, 
as an eſcheated fief, and has fince been enjoyed by various poſſeſſors. 

2. 8 Leine villages, among which Odagſen, Jer and Stockbeim are 
parochial, | 

2. The bailiwick of Salz der Helden lies on the Leine, by the inunda- 
dations of which its products are frequently damaged. In dry years 
however, the ſoil here produces good grain and potatoes, and it has like- 
wiſe rich paſtures. Linen weaving is one of the principal occupations of 
its inhabitants. To this bailiwick belongs 

Salz der Helden, a town ſituated on the Leine, and containing the 
baliwick-houſe, with an old caſtle, a manor and a falt-work farmed by the 
electoral treaſury. In the year 1623 this place was wholly deſtroyed by fire. 

Sulbeck, a village, in which the ſovereign is poſſeſſed of very conſiderable 
lalt-works. 

Negenborn, a parochial-village, together with four others. 

The bailiwick of Catlenburg is about one German mile in length and 
the ſame in breadth. The Rubme which comes out of Eichſſelde, at Catlenburg 
is joined by the brook of Catel, and the little river Oder, and between 
Berke and Elverſhauſen receives the Saſe. The Langfaſt, in which ihe 
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Catel has its ſource, is a ridge of hills ſeparating this bailiwick from the ju. 
riſdiction of Hardenberg, the higheſt of which is diftinguiſhed by the 
name of Stellen. The ſoil here is for the moſt part a mixture of loam, 
earth and ſand, The corn lands lie chiefly along the hills, yet are tolerably 
fertile, and produce rye, oats, peas and a little barley. A great deal of flax 
likewiſe grows here. The paſtures, of which here are no want, yield a 
very good hay, though not in great plenty ; and the bailiwick enjoys alto 
a ſufficiency of wood. Its gratery, particularly the breeding of ſheep, is 
conſiderable. The inhabitants manufacture the greateſt part of the flax into 
linen. Anciently this baili a ick was a county of itſelf, under its own pecu- 
liar Counts, who derived their title from hence. - Count Thierry, who 
married Gertrude daughter to Egbert Marggrave of Meſnia, founded the 
abbey of St. Alexander at Einbeck, and his ton, of the ſame name but the 
laſt of the family, in the firſt year of the twelfth century converted his 
caſtle of Catlenburg into an Auguſtine nunnery, and endowed it with the 
village of Waltbrecht/hauſen or Wolbrechtſhauſen with its dependencies. On the 
death of this Count the county of Catlenburg fell to Richenza daughter to Henry 
the Fat, Count of Nordbeim, by whom, together with the patronage of the 
convent of Catlenburg, it came to her conſort the Emperor Lotbarius, but the 
Princeſs Gertrude brought it to her ſpouſe Duke Henry the Magnanimsus, 
and thus it came to the houſe of Melplo. In 1532 on the introduction. 
of the Reformation into the principality of Grubenbagen, the convent of 
Catlenburg was ſequeſtrated, and in 1558 Duke Philip choſe it for his 
refidence. Afterwards however it became the bailiwick-houſe and was de- 
molithed in 1626, but again rebuilt. To this bailiwick belongs 

Catlenburg, the bailiwick ſeat, ſtanding on an eminence on the Rube, 
which at this place is increaſed by the Cate/, from whence the ancient 
caſtle here ſeems to have received its name; as alſo by the river Oder, 
Its hiſtory has been related above. 

- Dubm, a parochial-village lying directly beneath the bailiwick-houſe, and 
ſo called from the Dome or minſter of St. Alexander, now at Einbeck, but 
originally founded here. | 

Wachenhauſen, a village. 

Gillerſheim or Gilderſhein, a parochial-village conſiſting of one hundred 
and one houſes, with the Mark of the village of Wolbrechtſhauſen, which 
being deſtroyed its inhabitants are ſettled at Gz/lerſherm. 

Suterode, a village, where formerly ſtood a caſtle in a moraſs, and which 
with the village, on the failure of the Sc/e family, came to the Lars, and 
from them to the Recks, who in 1453 ſold it to the convent of Catlenburg. 
This convent being diſpoſſeſſed of the caſtle and village, a long quarrel 
enſued thereupon, which was not fully accommodated till the year 1522, 
when the convent was confirmed in the poſſeſſion of it. 

Berke, a parochial-village,

4. The bailiwick of Offerode, as bordering on the Harz, produces 
little grain, but reaps great advantages from its numerous breeds of ſheep, 
which are much valued both for the goodnets of their wooll and mutton, the 
latterof which is noted for its fatneſs and delicious taſte, The Butterberg, as it is 
called, at the foot of which lies the Freybeit or Liberty, abounds in copper oar ; 
and the Buſch oppoſite to it yields a rich iron. Behind the villages of Peter- 
ſteutte and Katzenſtem are large rocks, the ſtones of which being burnt and 
pulverized make a beautiful gyplum. Near them alſo lies a quarry of good 
alabaſter, and the mineral ſpring of Mitlingeroder, ſituated one hour's 
diſtance from the town of Oferade, at the foot of a hill, is of ſuch repute for 
its virtues, and withal ſo pleaſant, that the water of it is exported to ſeveral 

arts. The bailiwick-houſe lies in the town of Offterode, but the bailiwick 
itſelf includes alſo the following villages, namely 

The Fryheit or Liberty, a village, having an eſtate, which entitles to a ſeat 
in the Diet, and belongs to the Hugo family. In this village alſo is a 
copper flatting mill. At Freybeit likewiſe are ſtill ſeen the remains of an 
ancient Burg, which is ſuppoſed to have been the ſeat of the noble 
family of O/terode. 

The villages of Laſzfelde, Peterſbutte and Katzenſ/tein. 

The parochial villages of Ersdorf and Nienſledt. 

Forte, a village having two eſtates, which entitles to a ſeat in the Diet. 
One of theſe eſtates belongs to the Olderſhauſens, the other to the mine 
fund at Clauſthal. 

8. The bailiwick of Harzberg, likewiſe bordering on Harz, whence 
accordingly in many parts it is hilly and ſtoney. Belonging to this bailiwick 
is a large wood on the Rotenberge, which lies on the borders of Schwarzburg, 
Sonderſhauſen and Eichsfelde. The principal employment of its inhabitants 
is agriculture, graſery, and the culture of flax, which laſt enable them to 
carry on a trade in thread and linen. In it is 

Herzberg, in ancient records ſtiled Hirzesberche'or Hertesberge, a large 
town ſituated on the Sieber, with a fine manufacture of arms belonging 
to the ſovereign, and other iron-works. The products of theſe are ex- 
ported in large quantities, Here are likewiſe numbers of linen looms, with a 
farm of the ſovereign's. On an eminence alſo above the town ſtands a 
caſtle, in exchange for which Duke Henry the Lion in 1157, gave away 
all the eſtates in Swabia belonging to his ſpouſe Clementia, to the Emperor 
Frederick the Fit. On the partition made between his ſons, this caſtle 
came to the Emperor Ozho.IV. and from the time of Duke Henry the Ad- 
mirable was the moſt uſual place of reſidence of the Dukes of Grubenbagen. 
Arne abbeſs of Quedlinburg inſerted this houſe in the feudal patent, which 
in 1503 ſhe gave to Duke Erneſt of Grubenhagen, and in 1575 to his 
brother Wolfgang and Philip, but the Emperor Rudolph II. afterwards 
adjudged it to be a fief of the Empire, and not annexed to any ecclefiaſtic 
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foundation. At preſent it is only the ſeat of the bailiwick. Round the 
place are ſeveral pits, among which the Juſ and Ochſenpfubl are the moſt 
remarkable, as being continually full of water, and containing fiſh. The 
outlet of the latter runs into the fout of the hill, on which the caſtle ſtands, 
but where this water ſtops is not known. \ 

Scharzfeld, a parochial-village, fituated on the Oder, a little above one ? 
quarter of a German mile from Scharzfels houſe. 

Polde, in ancient records ſtiled Palitti, Polede, Poelede, &c. a parochial- ; 
village, lying on this ſide of .the Rotenberg, and containing a farm be- ; 
longing to the Sovereign, which was formerly a convent of Præmonſtra- — 
tenſian Monks, but originally of Benedictines, founded in 952, by the Em- ES 
peror Otho I. on the Imperial eſtate of Paliths. 

Wellerſhauſen or Molderſbauſen, a parochial-village, ſituated on the Rubme, 
on the other ſide of the Rotenberg. The Minnigerode are poſſeſſed of an 
eſtate at this place, which entitles to a ſeat in the Diet. 

Hattorf, a parochial-village, ſituated where the Oder falls into the Sie- 
ber. In the neighbourhood of this place lies the beſt land in the whole bai- 
liwick, together with a farm belonging to the Sovereign. . 

- Wlften, a parochial-village, ſituated on the lake of Stein, which is 
formed by the junction of the rivers Oder and Sieber. 

Dorſte, a parochial-village, containing an eſtate, which entitles to a ſeat 
in the Diet, and belongs to the family of Hedemann. 

Schwieger/hauſen, a parochial-village. About one hour's diſtance from 
this place lies 

Duna, a farm belonging to the Sovereign, on a hill near which, by 
ſome called Beber, but by others Kaſiners Kopf, were found, in 1751, ina 
marl pit there, certain large bones of beaſts, which Profeſſor Hollman has 
given an account of in his Comment. Soc. Reg. Scient. Goetting. T. 2. 
P. 215. Some of theſe bones are judged to have belonged to Rhinccer::, 

Elbingerode, a parochial-village, on the Sieber, containing an eſtate 
which entitles to a ſeat in the Diet, and belongs to the family of Meiſg. WV 

Horden, a village, alſo lying on the Sieber, and in which the Berkefels; F 
are poſſeſſed of an eſtate which qualifies to fit in the Diet. bs 

6. The bailiwick of Scharzfels, joining to Harz, and being for 


the moſt part mountainous, and therefore not very fit for tillage. This . 
bailiwick is ſupplied with grain from the lordſhips of Klettenberg, Ner- * 
hauſen, and Thuringia ; but flax thrives here ſo well, that great quantities of 
of it, as alſo of linen, are annually exported from hence into Thuringia, B 


and other parts. The Lauterberg has works of copper and iron ; and 

here are allo chalk pits and quarries, of which great profit is made. The 
places belonging to the bailiwick are 

Scharzfels, a caſtle, ſeated on a mountain, and in ancient n 
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called Scartfeld, or otherwiſe Scharzſeld, but at preſent moſt commonly 
known by the name of Schargfell. When occurring however under the 
former appellation, it muſt not be confounded with the above-mentioned 
village of Scharzfeld. This caſtle ſtands on a high mountain or rather a 
vaſt rock on the borders of the Harz, projeQting to the height of twenty 
common paces above the mountain. The only acceſs to it is by means of 
high ſtone ſteps, at the ſummit of which is a round freeſtone tower of a con- 
fiderable height and thickneſs, but without any roof. In the lower part 
of the caſtle are baracks erected along the wall. This fortreſs is defended 
by a few cannon, and has alſo a ſmall garriſon under the direction of a 
commandant, In it too is a very deep well, the water of which is drawn 
up by means of a large wheel. State priſoners are ſometimes confined 
here. On deſcending northwards from the mountains, after paſſing through 
2 narrow valley, and then aſcending a hill, we come to the famous 
Scharzfeld Cave, which properly conſiſts of five caverns, all lying in a 
row. The firſt of theſe is very large and clear, the ground being ſunk 
in towards the centre, and thus admitting the light; but the others are 
quite dark. In the earth of the firſt and ſecond is found the Eburfaſſile, 
and in the third and fourth is ſeen the ſtalactite or drop ſtone, which on 
the roof reſembles ſo many large icicles. This caſtle was exchanged 
by the Emperor Lotharius, with the fee of Magdeburg, for the abbey of 
Alſieben, In 1157, by another exchange made by the Emperor Fe- 
derick 1. it was transferred, together with the Herzberg, to Duke Henry 
the Lion, The Counts of Scharzfeld are agents to the Duke, as they 
formerly were to the empire, Theſe Counts have been divided into 
two lines, namely into thoſe of Scharzfeld and Lutter, or Lauterberg. 
The former became extinct firſt, and the latter afterwards failed in 1390, 
in the perſon of Count Heyſo, on which the county eſcheated, as a va- 
cant fief, to the principality of Grubenhagen. In 1402 Duke Frederick 
mortgaged it to his ſon-in-law Count Henry of Hehr/tein; and in 1456 
the ſaid Duke inveſted the Count of Hobnſtein with it, reſerving however 
to himſelf the Dominium Directum. In 1490, 1530, 1568, 1586, the 
Counts of Schwarzburg and Stollberg obtained the joint inveſtiture of it; 
but on the extinction of the Counts of Habnſtein, the Dukes of Grubenhagen 
refuſed to cede the county of Lutterberg and Scharzfeld to the Counts of 
Schwarzburg, unleſs with the conſent of their relations; and the latter 
again, on the extinction of the ſaid Counts, would not acknowledge them- 
ſelves bound to the inveſtiture, as having never conſented to it. The 
affair therefore was laid before the Aulick council, who determined it in 
favour of the Dukes of Brunſwick and Luneburg. On what right, and 
what good grounds the Elector of Mentz aſſumes to himſelf the feudal 
Lordihip of Scharzfeld, and inveſts therewith the Princes of Schwarzburg, 
I have not been able to learn. At the foot of the caſtle-hill runs the 
Oder, on the oppoſite bank of which ſtands 
The 
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The bailiwick-houſe of Newbrf, with the farm belonging thereto. 

Lauterberg or Lutterberg, a town ſeated on the Oder. The greateſt 

rt of the inhabitants of this place are employed in the mines and other 
works here. Of the Count and county of Lutterberg, mention has been 
already made under Scharzfells caſtle, Lutterberg is ſtill held as a fief 
of the abbey of Quedlinburg, and in the fifteenth century is ſaid to have 
been offered to it as ſuch, by the Counts of Lutterberg, though, at that 
time, no allodial eſtates of thoſe Counts, but the property of the Dukes 
of Grubenbagen. In the neighbourhood is a copper and iron forge, 
erected near ſome mines of thoſe metals. The latter are called the N. 
nigobutte. The mine and foreſt officers here, together with the miners, 
are ſubje& to the mine-bailiwick of Clau/tbal. 

Barbis and Bartelfelde, both parochial-villages, with two other villages, 
and Nuxey, an inn, fituated on the borders of the Klettenberg. 

7. The bailiwick of Radolfshſhauſen, being very mountainous, yet con- 
taining pretty good corn land, which, in years of no exceſſive wet or 
drought, yield plenty of wheat and rye, together with ſome barley, beans, 
peas, and vetches. This bailiwick produces alſo a great deal of flax, and 


enjoys a ſufficiency of timber, with wood for fuel, as allo good paſtdrage ; 


but notwithſtanding this, its graſery is by no means very conſiderable, the 
inhabitants applying themſelves principally to the culture of flax, which 
furniſhes them with a profitable thread and linen trade. In it likewiſe are 
ſeveral quarries of ſand ſtone, from whence Eichsfeld is ſupplied, which 
lies but at a ſmall diſtance. This bailiwick was held as a fief of the prin- 
cipality of Grubenbagen, by the Barons Pleſſe, but on the extinction of that 
family, in 1571, reverted again to the principality. The places belonging 
to it are 

Radolfshauſen, near which lies 

Ebergotzen, otherwiſe called Evergodde/ſen, a parochial-village. 

Landolfibſbauſen, alſo ſtiled Langerſhauſen, but formerly Ludolfsh/hauſen, 
likewiſe a parochial-village: with 

Two hw villages, three mills, and Rickenrode farm, which is a board 
land belonging to the biſhop of Paderborn, and held by the Wriesberg 
branch of the Barons Gorz, who pay a yearly quitrent for it. 

8. The bailiwick of Elbingerode, lying on the Harz, between the 
county of Mernigerode and the principality of Blankenburg. The agriculture 
carried on here is inconſiderable, but its good paſtures and meadows 
render graſery very advantageous. It has alſo fine woods of pine, which in 
ſome ſmall tracts are intermixed with beech, elder, and birch. This bai- 
liwick not only ſupplies the iron works here, as allo the filver mine works 
at Clauſthal, St. Andreasberg, and Altenau, with wood and charcoal, but like- 
wiſe exports great quantities of timber and deals. The other conſiderable 
products of the country are, a dark-blue flate, which never contracts 
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moſs; together with an abundance of marble, which is converted into 
various uſes; two kinds of jaſper found in the earth and the rivers, 
chryſtallizations, and more particularly an iron ore, out of which is ex- 
tracted an excellent iron. The rivers here are the Kalte, and the Warme 
Bude, with the Sandbach, and the Wormke, from the laſt of which the Wormſ- 
graben has been carried through a hill and rocks to the! Holz-Emme, 
which runs to Halber/tadt, &c. Arendsborn and Scheerenborn are two warm 
ſprings, the waters of which being conveyed to the iron-works, keep 
them going even in the hardeſt winters. This bailiwick devolved from 
the Counts of Habnſlein to thoſe of Stollberg, who, in 1575, mortgaged 
it to A/cben Halle; and he again transferred his right in it to Statins Munch- 
hauſen, who, in 1605, held it as a mortgage, and on advancing a con- 
ſiderable ſum of money to the Counts of Stollberg, obtained it as a fief ; 
but having himſelf contracted great debts, the Duke of Brunſwick ſequeſ- 
trated the bailiwick, which was at farſt managed by a ſteward, but in 
1623 farmed, and from the year 1628 to 1653 managed by Philip Adol- 
phus Munchbauſen, and afterwards by redemption annexed to the princi- 
pality of Grubenhagen. The places belonging to it are 

Elbingerode, an Amtſaſzige town, conſiſting of three hundred and thirty 
houſes. In the year 17 53, the ſeat and bailiwick-houſe here, with all the 
offices belonging to them, as alſo the church, the guild-hall, and the 
other publick edifices were deſtroyed by a fire; together with one hundred 
and eighty- four of the beſt houſes belonging to the townſmen, and all the 
out-houſes ; but theſe have been ſince rebuilt with greater elegance and 
uniformity. 

 Konigſhef, a ſmall village, ſituated at the conflux of the cold and warm 
Bude, and formerly containing iron-works, This place was anciently an 
Imperial reſidence, called Kanigsburg. 

Lucaſhef, a village, in which is a mill for the ſawing of marble, where- 
in, of the marble of this bailiwick, are made tables, ſtoves, &c. which 
are afterwards exported. 

The Rethe Hutte, or red butt, an iron-work, ſituated on the cold Bude, 
and which, with ſeveral other houſes adjoining to it, belongs to the 
Sovereign. | | 

Luderſhof, a flatting-mill, with ſeven buildings belonging to it. 

The Neue Hutte, a flatting-mill, ſituated on the cold Bude, with a chapel, 
ſchool, and other buildings. 

The iron-work at Mandelbolz, which is at preſent fallen to decay, in- 
ſomuch that there are but two houſes remaining here. 

Among the ruined places in this bailiwick is Botfeld on the warm Bude, 
which has been rendered famous by the Kings and Emperors of the Saxon 
houſe, who ſometimes took the diverſion of ſtag-hunting here. In its 
neizhbourhood ſtood the above-mentioned palace of Konzgsburg. The 
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Emperor Henry II. conferred Botfeld, with the whole foreſt belonging to 
it, as alſo Dorenburg and Redber, on the abbey of Ganderſherm, of which 
this country is ſtill held as a fief. 

III. The juriſdiction of Rudigerſhauſen, belonging to the family of 
Hagen, and lying on the Eichsfelde, but belonging to the principality of 
Grubenhagen. This juriſdiction entitles to a ſeat in the Diet. The village 
of Rudigerſhauſen, or Rudigerſhagen, is parochial. 

IV. The Harz, in its moſt comprehenſive ſenſe, has been mentioned 
above in the introduction to the principality of Grubenhagen. In this place 
however we are to ſpeak of the Brunſwick and Luneburg ſhare of the 
Harz, which in a particular and more limited ſenſe is called the Harz. 
The air here is ſo cold, that the winters uſually laſt one half of the year. 
The rains, ſnows and fogs are alſo more frequent than in the levels around 
it, yet thoſe who live and tranſact their buſineſs above ground, and not 
in the mines and forges, arrive to as great an age as the inhabitants of the 
levels. Tillage and the cultivation of fruits turn to no account here, the 
product ſeldom ripening, ſo that the whole harveſt conſiſts of good hay. 
The foreſt which covers the mountain conſiſts one-third of it of hard 


wood, namely, of oak, beech, aſh, aſpin, alder, birch, &c. and two- 


thirds of ſoft wood, among which are firs and pines. This abundance of 
timber, though in itſelf of great importance, yet is the more valuable here, 
as without it the mines and forges could not ſubſiſt. The minerals found 
here are yellow oker, vitriol, falt-petre, ſulphur, Lapis calamimaris, and 
zink ; together with cobalt, for the making of powder blue, lead, borax, 
iron, copper, braſs, filver, and ſome gold. The Brunſwick-Luneburg 
Harz being divided into the upper and lower, the mine-works in 
it are diſtinguiſhed by the like diviſions, which ſhall be more particularly 
mentioned in the ſequel. The Upper-Harz, with its mine-works, places, 
and woods, is particular, or belonging only to the electoral houſe of Brun- 
feoick-Luneburg, or elſe common. According to the tenour of an agree- 
ment concluded in 1635, and the convention of Hildeſbeim, made in 1649, 
between the electoral houſe and that of the Prince, the former 
poſſeſſes four-ſevenths, and the latter three, with venery and maſtage to 
a certain degree throughout the whole tract thus held in common, 

to which likewiſe belongs the ſalt-works near Harzburg. All the Lower- 
Harz, with its mines, 1s alſo held in common. The whole of the Harz 
is divided into mine-bailiwicks, foreſt-bailiwicks, and courts of juſtice. 
The mine-baihwicks are three, namely, one at Clau/thal, for the particular 
Harz, the iron-works in the bailiwick of Elbingerode, and thoſe in Solling 
and Uſ/ar; a ſecond at Cellerfelde, for the common Upper Harz; and a 
third at Goſzlar, for the common Lower Harz. Theſe take cogniſance 
of all affairs relative to the mines and forges, as alſo of any law caſcs 


happening in them, each being divided into two benches. The officers 5 
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the pen ſit on one, and thoſe of leather on the other. The two princi- 

mine-bailiwicks take an oath not only to the Sovereign, but likewiſe 
to the adventurers in the mine-works, though the third only to the for- 
mer. The foreſt-bailiwicks are two, namely one at Clauſtbal, for the 
particular Harz, and one held jointly at Gofzlar, for the common Harz. 
Both theſe are properly inſtituted for the Sovereign, and relate principally 
to the foreſt affairs, determining alſo in all caſes touching the foreſts and 
limits, The courts of judicature in the town look to the adminiſtration 
both of civil and criminal juſtice, as alſo to the polity. In the mine-bai- 


wicks, the foreſt-bailiwicks, and the courts of juſtice for the particular 


Harz, the mine, or vice-mine director, repreſents the Sovereign, as pre- 
ſident; but in the mine-bailiwicks, the foreſt-bailiwicks, and the courts 
of juſtice in the common Harz, the mine-governors of both Princes 
prelide every year alternately ; the electoral officer in the even years, and 
the Prince's in the odd years. The director alſo, for the time being, 
iſſues the orders and inſtructions, remitting them however to his colleague 
for confirmation. Appeals are cartied to the court, which is poſſeſſed. of 
the directory for the year; and here alſo cauſes are finally determined. 
On the vacancy of any employment in the territories enjoyed in cam- 
mon, the directory preſents proper perſons to the non-directorium, which 
generally approves of thoſe thus preſented. A good account of the pro- 
duce and profits of the mine-works in the Harz is to be met with in 


Boſen's general principles of æconemy in mine, forges, ſalt and foreſt affairs. 


The produce of the particular mine-works about the year 1724, reckon- 


ing ſilver, copper, iron, lead and borax, did not amount to leſs than 
706,125 rixdollars. On deducting the charges or payments made out of 
this ſum, the ſurpluſs accruing to the Sovereign amounted to about 
136,000 rixdollars, and that ariſing to the other proprietors to 120, 567. 
The common mine-works in the Upper-Harz uſed to yield annually in the 
above-mentioned ore, about 286,000 rixdollars, of which the ſurplus 
ariſing to the Sovereign amounted to about 53,000 rixdollars, and that of 
the ſharers to 19,707. The commer mine-works of the Lower-Harz, or 
Rammelsberg, have produced annually in gold, filver, copper, lead, borax, 
ſulphur, green and white vitriol, zink, and potaſh, as alſo in braſs and ſalt, 
about 180,608 rixdollars, of which near 96,000 are its neat produce. Thus 
the whole Harz yields annually about 1,172,733 rixdollars, of which, 
to the value of 2880, is gold, which is coined into ducats, and 802,860 
lilver ; which, after a deduction of all charges, the ſurplus or neat pro- 
it arifing from it amounts to 425,274. rixdollars. The other ſums ariſing 
from the produce of theſe mines ſerve for the ſupport of the Harz, and 
are expended chiefly for the neceflaries of life in the adjacent countries, 
particularly at Halberſiadt, Quedlinburg, Nordhauſen, and in the principa- 
lity of Aubalt. The Sovereigns purchaſe the products of theſe mine-works 
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at a certain rate of the proprietors or overſeers. The filver is coined im. 
mediately on the Harz. The other products the mine-offices at Hanover 
and Wolfenbuttel take at a ſtipulated price, — their returns in tallow, 
leather, and other neceſſaries for the mine-works, which are alſo fur- 
niſhed at a certain rate. Theſe returns are reckoned advantageous to the 
Sovereign; the ſums for which the products are diſpoſed exceeding the 
rice paid the proprietors for them, and the ſums the goods coſt being 
25 than what they give. The gain therefore made by it amounts of 
courſe to ſome what conſiderable. 

The inhabitants of the Harz are compoſed of miners, labourers in the 
ſmelting-houſes, wood-hewers, carriers, and the Sovereign's officers and 
ſervants, together with miniſters, ſchoolmaſters, artificers, handicraftſmen, 
and tradeſmen, Theſe neither pay licent, nor contribution money, the 
only impoſts levied on them being that whereby in the towns the owner 
of every houſe is taxed in one rixdollar, and a lodger and a mine-officer 
in half a one, with a ſmall exciſe on beer imported there. But this is 
again applied to the minage and benefit of the miners and labourers in the 
ſmelting-houſes. The workmen at Claufthal pay a ſmall matter towards 


the maintenance of the forty men in garriſon there. The miners and 


labourers ia the ſmelting-houſes on the particular Harz are entitled to 
purchaſe from the grainery at Ofterode, and thoſe of the common Harz 
from that at Goſzlar, rye at ſixteen Greſchens per buſhel, how high ſoever 
the market price may be. We now come to a more particular deſcrip- 
tion of # 

1. The Upper-Harz. The mine-works in this diſtri are divided into 
lines, to each of which belongs a certain number of lodes, and to each 
lode ſo many tax Kuchſz, or proprietors. Theſe lodes are either Ausbeute, 
Frevbau, or Zubuſz lodes ; every Ausbeute lode contains one hundred and 
thirty ſhares, of which, in the particular Harz, four belong to the So- 
vereign, one to the church, and one to the town wherein it lies ; but on 
the common Upper-Harx, one hundred and twenty-four belong to the ſharers 
or overſeers, one and a half to the church, one and a half to the demeſ- 
nes, and three to the Sovereign. A FPFreybau conſiſts of one hundred and 
twenty-eight Kuchſes, and furniſhes a certain quantity of ore for its freedom. 
A Zubuſz or contribution-mine contains one hundred and twenty-eight 
Kuchſes, which are paid for by the adventurers, and four worked gratis, 
for the Sovereign's uſe. The Upper-Harsz is divided into 

1. The Einſeitigen or particular part, which belongs ſolely to the Elector 
of Brunſwick-Luneburg. In this part are the following places, v2. 

Clauſthal, an open ſpacious mine-town, ornamented with broad ſtreets, 
and conſiſting of upwards of nine hundred houſes. In it are about 10,000 
inhabitants, two churches, one grammar-ſchool under the direction of 
nine maſters, and an orphan-houſe, This town is alſo the ſeat of the 
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mine-bailiwick-office for the particular Hara, of a mint, wherein, ac- 
cording to the Leipzig ſtandard, between 4 and 500,000 rixdollars are 
coined, and likewiſe of a ſuperintendency, which is diſcharged by the 
general ſuperintendent of the principality of Grubenbagen. Here is alſo 
a ſmall garriſon of invalides. In 1634 and 1725 it ſuffered extremely by 
fre, no leſs than five hundred buildings being deſtroyed in the laſt men- 
tioned year. At Claufthal is a houſe for the ſmelting of filver. 

Altenau, a ſmall mine-town, ſeated in a vale, and environed by rugged 
mountains and a rock. In this town alſo is a houſe for the ſmelting of 
filver, the Agua fortrs from which runs into the Ochker. 

St. Andreasberg, a mine-town, feated on the Oder, and conſiſting of 
about five hundred and fifty dwelling-houſes, with a hut for the ſmelting 
of ſilver, and a manufactory of powder blue. 

Obſ. One German mile from this place, beyond the Rebberge, lies the 
remarkable Oderteich, into which the Oder, with ſeveral ſprings here, diſ- 
charges itſelf. It is incloſed with a ſtone dam, begun in 1719, and 
finiſhed in 1722, at a vaſt expence. From it the water is conveyed round 
the Rebberg in a lined canal, which is 1600 rods in length, and then by 
means of an aqueduct made through the ſand hill, without St. Andreasberg. 
is carried through all the lines, as alſo through the pitch and ſmelting-works ; 
ſo that in the greateſt droughts they never want water. This reſervoir like- 
wiſe contains very fine fiſh, eſpecially trout. | 

Buntebock, a ſmall place, wholly inhabited by carriers, 

Leerbach and Sieber, two parochial- villages : and 

Four farms, | 

2, Into the l or common part, which is jointly poſſeſſed by 
the Elector and the Prince of Brunſwick and Luneburg. To it belong the 
following places: wiz. | 

Cellerfeld, an open mine-town, ſeparated from Clauſtbal only by a ſmall 
rivulet. This place is the ſeat of the mine bailiwick-office of the common 
Upper-Harz, as alſo of a common mint, in which between 250, ooo and 
zoo, ooo rixdollars are annually coined in filver ſpecie, reckoning according 
to the Leipzig ſtandard. Here is likewiſe a ſuperintendency, with about 
five hundred and fifty-ſeven houſes, a good library at the parochial- church, 
which was the legacy of the reverend Mr. Calvor, general ſuperintendent 
of this place; and a Latin ſchool. Cellerfeld faffered greatly by fire in 
1737 and 1753. | 

Grund, a ſmall mine-town, 

Mildeman, a mine-town, containing about three hundred houſes, which 
ſtand in a vale ſurrounded on all fides by wild lofty mountains. This 
place was firſt built in the year 1529. In it is a houſe for the {melting 
of ſilver, 

Lautenthal, a ſmall mine-town of two hundred and fifty-three houſes. 
At this place alſo is a houſe for the ſmelting of ſilver. Schu- 
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Schulenberg, likewiſe containing a houſe for the ſmelting of - ſilver, 
Bockewiſe, and Habnenblee, all ſmall places. In the laſt is a farm belong. 
ing folely to the Sovereign. 

2. Of the Lower-Harz, or Rammelbergs, which is a ſteep high moun- 
tain of pretty large extent, lying near the Imperial city of Go/zlar. This 
mountain is poſſeſſed in common by the electoral and princely houſes, 
The ores found in it are of a very ſolid texture, and of ſuch reſiſtance 
againſt the hammer and wedges, that for the eaſier diſſolution of them, 
the workmen find it neceſſary to apply fire to the ſeveral paſſages, through 


which they are to come. The Rammelsberg mine works yield lead, copper, 


filver, ſome gold, borax Lapis calaminaris, zink, ſulphur, jet, vitriol and 
yellow oker. On it are twelve mines, of which the magiſtracy of Goſzlar 
work four, though to a diſadvantage, as being obliged to deliver a certain 
portion of the ore gratis to the ſovereign, and to ſell the remainder to him 
at the price formerly ſtipulated between them, which at preſent is too 
low. But on default of this it forſeits its foreſt-right, which it holds on the 
aforeſaid conditions. The Rammelsberg ores are refined in the following 
ſmelting houſes, that is to ſay, the filver, lead, copper and the above-mentioned 


minerals, at the Ocker, or the ſmelting houſe of the Virgin Mary at Geſglar, 


which alſo makes braſs ; the ſilver and lead at Duke Julius ſmelting houſe, 
and that of Lady Sophia at Aftfeld. 


The Principality of CALEN BERG. 


§. 1. A Repreſentation of this principality is to be ſeen in the map of 

the dutchy of Brunſwick, publiſhed firſt by Blaeu in his Atlas; 
and after by Homann and his heirs. This map however will yet admit 
of ſome amendments. 

$. 2. The principality of Calenberg is divided into two parts by a portion 
of the principality of Wolfenbuttel. Of theſe the north part is ſurrounded 
by the principality of Luneburg, in the dioceſe of Hildeſbeim; the princi- 
pality of Wolfenbuttle the counties of Pyrmont, Lippe, Schauenburg and 
Heya, and the principality of Minden. The ſouth part is on all ſides envi- 
roned by the principalities of Y/olfenbuttle and Grubenhagen, and the territorics 
of Eichſteld and Lower-Heſſe. 

F. 3. All the rivers, ſtreams, and brooks in this principality diſcharge 
themſelves either into the Leine or Meſer. The former of theſe waſhes it 
to the eaſt and the latter on the weſt. The Leine has its ſource indeed in 
Ezichſjelde, but the greateſt part of its courſe is in this principality, where it 
is increaſed by ſeveral leſſer rivers, particularly by the Rubme at Nordheim, 
the Ime below E:nbeck in the principality of Grubenbagen, and the Iuncrſte in 
| | | the 
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the dioceſe of Hildeſteim. Near Nelearing at Hanover the channel contract- 
ing itſelf, by means of {Juices it has been rendered navigable, fo that goods 
and merchandiſe may be ſent down it from Hanover into the Aller, from 
thence to the Meſer, and fo on to Bremen, and returns made the ſame 
way. At Munden the Werra is increaſed by the Fulda, after which it is 
again called the Weſer. in Latin Viſurgis, the name it anciently had 
at its ſource, as is already obſerved in the landgravate of Heſſe. Paſſing 
from thence it waters the principality of Ca/enberg in ſeveral parts, but 
the Emmer and Humme are the only rivers of note which it here re- 
ceires. The Weſer is every where navigable. The principal mountains 
in this principality are the Deiffer and Sunte/ in the north, and the 
Solingerwald in the ſouth. But it has alſo many other mountains and 
ſummits. The mountainous and ſtony parts here, as well as the mooriſh and 
ſwampy, with the heaths and ſands, yield very little, but it has a great 
many marſhy, clayey and loamy tracts, mixed with earth and ſand, where 
all kinds of fruits and vegetables are ſeen to thrive, ſuch as wheat, rye, 
barley, oats, lentils, peas, beans, vetches, buckwheat, excellent garden ſtuff, 
tobacco, hops and flax with plenty of good fruit. In it likewiſe are fine 
woods of oak, beech, alder, pine, birch, aſp, &c. which afford timber 
for the building of ſhips and houſes, as alſo wood for fuel and other uſes. 
The maſtage too from the oaks and beech are of great advantage to it. 
We find here likewiſe large breeds of horſes, black cattle and ſheep, with 
no want of veniſon game, and fiſh. At ſeveral places likewiſe in this princi- 
pality are marl pits, quarries of freeſtone, and milſtones, with brick kilns, 
turf and coal-pits, rich iron-ore and ſalt- ſprings. At Rebburg is a medicinal 
water of approved virtue. 

F. 4. In this principality are nineteen cities and ſeventeen towns. Goc- 
tingen, the Alſtadt of Hanover, Nordheim and Hamelen are ſtiled the four 
great cities, the others being called the ſmall. Several of theſe cities are 
poſſeſſed both of the civil and criminal juriſdiction, but in theſe appeals lie 
trom the magiſtrate to 'the upper courts of juſtice, The other cities 
here are entirely dependent on the bailiwick. To many of them alſo the 
regency ſends its reſcripts immediately either on all occaſions or frequently, 
and their accounts are likewiſe immediately received by the privy-council ;; 
but for the reſt the reſcripts ſent them are often, if not always, addreſſed to 
the bailiwick office, which is poſſeſſed of the high juriſdiction over them, 
and in ſome alſo of the proper lower juriſdiction. The eſtates here are divided 
into the Rittermaſzige, which entitle to ſeat and voice in the Diets, and 
are exempt from all contributions, and the Freye, the proprietors of which 
are not ſummoned to the Diets, and therefore are not excuſed from 
public impoſts, unleſs. on proof that ſuch lands are actually parts of 
Rittermaſzige eſtates. In the whole principality are three abbies and fix 
convents, which are all inhabited, that is to ſay, one by men and five by 
women. The States of the country are compoled os 

1. Of 
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1. Of the prelates, who are the abbots of Lockum, Hameln, M unſtorf and 


the convents of Marienrode, Barſing bauſen, Mennigſen, Waljinghauſen, Ma- 


rienwerder, and Marienſce. 2. Of the nobility, which is compoſed of 
one hundred and ſixty-four proprietors of adequate eſtates. 3. Theſe 
two eſtates are divided into three departments, namely into that of Ha- 
nover, Gottingen and Hameln, with the department of Lavenau. The 
eſtates of the latter till the year 1640 belonged to the county of Schau- 
enburg, but on the extinction of the ancient Counts of Schauenburg devol- 
ved to the principality of Calenberg, and in 1701 were incorporated with 
the Hameln diviſion. The Diets are held once a year at Hanover, to 
which place the States are ſummoned by the ſovereign, or at his ſpecial 
command by his regency. The States are divided into the greater or leſſer 
committee. Theſe conſiſt of four land and tax-counſellors, who are the 
abbot of Lockum, and a noble belonging to each of the three departments, 
who ele& a deputy to be preſented by them for the ſovereign's confirma- 
tion. The four large cities, for which a reaſon ſhall be given in the ſequel, 
have no part in the commiſſion of taxes, whereas Munden and Mumder, 
though reckoned among the leſſer cities, nominate each a deputy, who is 


an ordinary member of that commiſſion. Theſe States have their fyndic and 


other officers of whom more particular notice ſhall be taken hereafter, 
Laſtly it is to be obſerved, that out of the nobility of each departments two 
provincial deputies are elected. | 
$. 5. In the whole principality (not to mention thoſe in the county of 
Spregelberg, which is incorporated with it, but has been deſcribed in the 
circle of We/tphalia,) are two hundred and ten Lutheran pariſh churches, 
thirteen ſuperintendencies (out of which the clergy of the four large 
cities and Munden are excepted) and two general ſuperintendencies. The 
Calvini/ts are poſſeſſed of five churches here, and the Roman-catholics of 
ſix churches and chapels. 
$. 6. In the chief cities of this principality are good grammar-ſchools, 
and Gottingen boaſts one of the moſt celebrated univerſities in all Germany, 
as alſo a royal ſociety of ſciences, and a royal German ſociety. 
$. 7. Here is no want of manufactures, fabricks and other ingenious 
employments. Very great quantities of linen yarn are ſpun here, and 
linen itſelf wove not only in a ſufficiency for home conſumption, but like- 
wiſe for exportation, particularly a moſt beautiful damaſk. The printing 
too of linen is brought to ſuch perfection here, that it begins to take 
place of the uſe of chints and callicoes. The oil ſkins, and carpets printed 
and painted here are of the beſt fort. Cotton likewiſe is ſpun here, to an 
extreme fineneſs and knit or wove into ſtockings, gloves and caps. Here 
are alſo tobacco manufactories, where that plant is ſpun and worked either 
for ſmoking or ſnuff. Moſt of the woollen manufactures mentioned 
p. 202 are to be ſeen in this principality and flouriſh more ge 
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larly at Gottingen. Not to repeat the liſt there given of the ſeveral cloths, 
ſtuffs and other appendices to apparel made here of native and imported 
wool; I ſhall only add a few particulars by way of illuſtration. The 
greateſt part and the beſt of the woollen manufactories at Gottingen have 
deen eſtabliſhed there by Mr. Grazel principal commiſſary, and Mr. Scharf 
commiſſary of trade; and the goods made in them, are held in great repute 
both for their goodneſs and the beauty of their colours. Mr. Scharf likewiſe 
makes both light and ſubſtantial fine cloths, and ratnes of the beſt Spaniſh 
wool, after the Engliſh manner, which are ſo vety excellent that they are without 
wrinkle, and excluſive of the liſt are a Brabant * ell wide. Each piece alſo 
makes two ſuits of clothes, and ſuch is the fineneſs of theſe cloths, and fo 
beautiful and laſting the colours, that they equal the very beſt cloths made in 
Holland, and yet are fold at a very moderate rate. The worſted ſtockings 
made at Gottingen are fo diſtinguiſhed for their fineneſs that they deſerve 
particular mention. At Hanover are two celebrated gold and filver manu- 
factories for galloons and laces of all forts, as alſo for fringes, toſſels, em- 
broidery and other works. Among the other manufactures likewiſe are 
filk-ſtuffs, ſtockings and ribbons, with good leather. At Uſar are iron 
works with a mill for the flatting of copper, at Reber in the bailiwick of 
Erzen a braſs foundery and a powder-mill, in ſome parts are glaſs-houſes, 
paper and fulling-mills, and the Duingen ſtone-ware is exported in great 
quantities, At Heinſen in the bailiwick of Polle are built veſſels which are 
employed on the Weſer. The other exports here are likewiſe very confider- 
able. Omitting the natural products and the Gottingen dried ſauſage, which 
is ſent to all parts, large quantities of the goods manufactured here are 
ſent abroad, particularly linen- thread, linen, Gottingen-camlets, baraguins 
and other ſtuffs, in which a large trade is carried on to Bremen, Hamburg. 
Halland, Frankfurt and even to Italy. Its foreign trade is greatly facilitated 
by means of the VMeſer and the country where the Leine has been ren- 
dered navigable. 

§. 8. The principality of Calenberg conſtitutes a part of the dutchy of 
Brunſwick, and is chiefly formed out of counties, lordſhips, and convents, 
as will appear in the detail of its particular bailiwicks and places. The 
country about Gottingen was for ſometime a diſtinct principality, known 
by the name of the principality of Gottingen, and lying as to the ſouthward 
of the Sollingerwald and Harz, was alſo called the Fur/tentum Oberwald or the 
principality beyond the fore; but fince the year 1495, has been under the 
ſame ſupreme government and tribunal as the Calenberg territories. The 
States of theſe two countries have been incorporated, and both are now 
included under the appellation of the principality of Calenberg. The 
other circumſtances relative to its general hiſtory occur under the account 
of the dominions belonging to the electoral houſe of Brunſwick-Lunecburg, 
and all is to be added in this place, is that in the year 1757 it fell entirely into 


n The Brabant or Antwerp ell is three foot three inches and three quarters Engliſb. 
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the hands of the French, but was wreſted from them towards the middle 
of the following year, though afterwards in the ſame year the Gottingen 
departments fell a ſecond time under the like misfortune, and has in 


divers reſpects ſeverely felt the dreadful effects of war. 


9. This principality has a vote both in the imperial college of 
Princes and the Diets of Læwer-Saxony. Its matricular aſſeſſment is twenty 
two horſe and a half, and one hundred and forty foot; or fix hundred and 
eighty- ſix florins. "A 

$. 10. In the principalities of Calenberg, Grubenhagen and Wolfenbuttel, 
the family of Older/hauſen are hereditary marſhals, and by virtue of a 
receſs or convention made in 1495, between the Dukes Henry and Erich, 
are to be inveſted with that poſt by both the reigning Princes of Calenherg 
and Molfenbuttel. The office of hereditary gentleman-ſewer in the princi- 
pality of Calenberg is veſted in the Roſcings, though between the Deiſter 
and the Leine it is held by the Gotzens of Oblenbauſen ; and that of heredi- 
tary cup-bearer of the ſame principality is poſſeſſed as a fief by the Reden 
of Rheden. 

$. 11. At Hancver is a juridical court for the principalities of Calenberg 


and Grubenbagen, and the counties of Hoya and Drepholz. At the ſame 


place likewiſe is a ſupreme tribunal for thoſe counties, Grubenhagen excepted ; 
and to this tribunal the principality of Calenberg ſends two aſſeſſors, but 
the judge is appointed only by the ſovereign, though he muſt be always 
of the Calenberg nobility. The States of Calenberg further depute two 
aſſeſſors to the high-court of appeals at Zell. 

$. 12. The ſovereign's immediate revenues in this country ariſe from 
the demeſne bailiwick and Regalia here, to which may be added the 
exciſe on foreign brandies conſumed in it, and likewiſe on thoſe diſtilled 
in the four large cities, the convents and the juriſdictions of nobles, who are 
proprietors of ſeats, but which are conſumed out of their reſpective dif- 
tricts, with the ſtill- tax levied by the diſtillers of brandy in the demeſne baili- 
wicks, The revenues arifing from the conventual bailiwicks are paid into 
the convent fund. The contribution has been aboliſhed here, and the 
licent introduced in its ſtead, The inſpectors of the latter are nominated 
by the ſovereign but the States appoint the commiſſaries belonging to it. 
Each controlls the licent accounts. Orders alſo relative to it, are ſent to both, 
and both make their reports concerning them. The brewery and impoſts 
are under the care of the inſpectors only, who ſend accounts of them to 
the treaſury, by whom they are laid before the regency, but the holding of 
licent courts on any fraud diſcovered in the licent, or on any information 
of a fraud, is the particular privilege of the commiſſaries. Every licent 
commiſſary has his appointed diſtrict, as every licent inſpector has his place 
of receipt, and under the latter are the licent ofhcers. In the country each 
perſon upwards of twelve years of age mult licent two combs of corn, and 
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thoſe between four and twelve one: accordingly the licent ĩnſpectors once 
a year viſit the ſmall cities, bailiwicks and juriſdictions, and in the preſence 
of the juſtice of the place, examine whether ſuch proportion has been 
univerſally complied with or who is in arrears? but this inquiſition is not 
made with the ſtricteſt ſeverity. To the licent fund is alſo payable the con- 
tributio nobilium (who are exempt from the licent) together with the contri- 
butio forenfium et cleri, but this amounts to no great ſum. The contributio 
firen/ium is paid here by ſuch, who though they live out of the principality 
yet are proprietors of contributing eſtates in it, of which eſtates they ſpend 
the income abroad. Theſe pay one half of the contribution as it ſtood 
in the year 1686. The licent fund alſo receives the ſtamp-duty. The 
former being appropriated for the payment of the army, the receivers of it 
every month pay the neceſſary ſums to the commiſſaries of war, and the 
inſpectors controll the accounts. Theſe accounts are laid before the States 
at the provincial Diet, who after deducting the ſums appointed for the 
maintenance of the forces, aſſume the reſidue into their own hands, to- 

wards defraying the other public expences, ſuch as thoſe of the Gottingen 

univerſity, the high-court of appeals, the court of juſtice, the ſalaries of 
the provincial deputies, and the commiſſioners of the roads, with the 
houſe of correction at Zell, &c. The Schatz was introduced here in 
1614, for the diſcharge of the Sovereign's debts, amounting to 600,000 

rixdollars, which the States took upon themſelves, but this impoſt by 

reaſon of other publick ſervices is ſtill continued. It conſiſts of the Dorf 

or village-tax, as it is called, of the ſheep and meaſure-tax, and of the 

duty on corn and large cattle. It is paid into the land-fund, which alſo 

levies three rixdollars per annum on every brandy-ſtill in the country, thoſe 

in the four large cities excepted ; which are not included in this land-fund, 

on conſideration of their having taken upon them, and paid off, one ſixth 
part of the above-mentioned debt, amounting to 100,000 rixdollars. With 

reſpect alſo to the eſtates they then held they have been declared free from the 

above-mentioned taxes and impoſts, and likewiſe from the exciſe on liquors. 

They have no concern neither with the board of taxes, the buſineſs belong- 

ing to which is denoted by its title, and the members of which are the 

four above-mentioned provincial-counſellors of taxes, (F. 4.) with the 

deputy from the town of Munden, and one from that of Munder. The 

province has alſo a comptroller and ſecretary of the provincial revenue, 

and in each of the three departments a receiver of the Schatz. When any 

general, and more eſpecially when any extraordinary, diſburſements are to 

be provided for, without an additional tax, the requiſite ſums are uſually 

taken out of the land-fund, or in cafe of a deficiency there, recourſe is had 

to a loan on its credit. In ſuch exigencies the four great cities advance 

one fixth part of the ſum to be raiſed, that is to ſay Gottingen one-third, Ha- 

ver one-third, Nordbeim one-fixth, and Hameln alſo one-ſixth.

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of all is the magazine corn, which is annually furniſhed by the principality 
agreeably to a ſtated diviſion; and that ſometimes in kind, but at other

$. 13. In this principality are charter-towns, abbies, convents, fiſcal baili. 
wicks, conventual bailiwicks, and juriſdictions belonging to noblemen. 
Theſe are all divided into the three before-mentioned quarters or depart- 


ments, according to which we ſhall now proceed to a more particular de- 
{cription of the principality. 


I, The HANOPYE R Quarter, 


In which are eight cities, three towns, two abbies, fix convents and 
eighty-one manors, qualifying for the Diet (which laſt pay to the nobility. 
tax three hundred and ſixty-ſix rixdollars, thirteen kruitzers,) and two 
hundred and twelve villages. In the next place follow 

I. The Kantzleyſaſzige cities and among theſe 

1. One of the four great cities, namely | 

1. The Aliſtadt Hanover, commonly called Hannover, but in ancient. records, 
and on the city-ſeal written Honover, formerly the capital of the eleQorate, 


and the proper reſidence of the Elector, but in rank only the ſecond amon 


the four large cities of the principality of Calenberg. This place is the fon 
of the privy-council,as likewiſe of the regency of all the territories belonging to 
the electorate houſe of Brunſwick- Luneburg, of the treaſury, of the war-office, 
of the chief court of juſtice, of the chancery, and of the Diet of the principality 
of Calenberg, whence conſequently it is very populous. It lies on the left 
ſhore of the Leine, which after running in two channels between the old 
and new town, and thus forming an ifland, unites into one ſtream again, 
and thus becomes navigable. The town itſelf is fortified and contains 
about 1200 houſes, among which are divers very large and handſome 
buildings, particularly that of M. Buſch the privy-couſellor, which is a 
moſt ſuperb ſtructure. The Neue Graben or Egidien-Neuſftadt, as it 
is the neweſt, ſo it alſo makes the beſt appearance of any part of the city. 
The Electors palace, ſituated on that fide fronting the Leine, having been 
deſtroyed by fire, in 1741 was rebuilt with great magnificence. In it 
the privy-council and commiſſoners of war hold their meetings. The opera- 
houſe alſo takes up a part of it, and over the kitchen is a theatre for the 
exhibition of plays. In the church belonging to it, which is very 
ſplendid, is kept a treaſure of great value, conſiſting of reliques, gold and 
filver-plate, and gems collected by Duke Henry the Lion in his journey to 
the eaſt in 1171 and the ſucceeding years; which treaſure was at firſt lodged 
in St. Blair's church at Brunſwick, but on the ſurrender of that city to Duke 
John Frederick, was brought to Hanover. The Elector's armoury and fine 
ſtables ſtand in a row along the Leine. The States houſe on the Ofter- 
firafſze or Eafi-fireet is a very grand ſtructure. In this building are held the 
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Calenberg Diets, and likewiſe thoſe of the high court of juſtice. In the fame 
ſtreet allo is the Lockumer Hef, where the abbot of the convent of Lockum 
reſides; and not far from the Azgidtenkrrche, or St. Giles's church, is the 
chancery. The pariſh-churches here are three, namely the Mari, or 
that of St. James and St. George, near which lies the free-ſchoo], St. 
Gil:s's, and the Holy-Rood church. Beſides theſe here is alſo a church for 
the garriſon, with the hoſpital of the Hah-Gbeſt, the poor-houſe belonging 
to the magiſtracy, the ſpinning-houſe, and the houſe of correction; and 
in the Agidien-Neuſtadt is an orphan-houſe, which is a well contrived and 
goodly ſtructure. In the year 1241 this town was transferred by Conrad 
Count of Lauenrode, at that time proprietor of it, to Duke Otho the Child, 
who promiſed the burghers that it ſhould be made unalienable, and re- 
main forever in his houſe, But notwithſtanding theſe engagements, in 
1283, his grandſon, Duke Orho the Severe, was for making it over to the 
biſhop of Hildeſheim, which cauſed an inſurrection, and thus the biſhop 
never got poſſeſſion of it. In 1297, however, a reconciliation was effected be- 
tween the Sovereign and the inhabitants. In 1526 one Broihan, a brewer, 
invented a white and very palatable beer, which to this day bears the name 
of its inventor, being called Broiban. In 1725 an alliance was concluded 
here between Great-Britain, France, and Prufjia, to which, in 1726, 
Holland alſo acceded. In 1757 the French poſſeſſed themſelves of the city, 
but quitted it again in 1758. 

The neighbouring country makes a good appearance, and the number 
of kitchen and pleaſure gardens before the gates, with the elegant build- 
. ings belonging to them, is aſtoniſhing ; particularly without the Steinthor, 

or Stone-gate, where is a moſt delightful viſta, leading to Manbrillant and 
Herrenhauſen, two electoral palaces ; of which more ſhall be ſaid in the 
bailiwick of Langenhagen. 

2. The following ſmall cities, viz. 

1. The Neu/tadt Hanover, lying on the right bank of the Leine, fronting 
the Al:fladt, and communicating with it by means of bridges. This town 
is fortified, and though conſiſting only of three hundred and ſeventy- ſix 
houſes, is very ſightly and populous. Its magiſtracy is poſſeſſed of the civil 
juriſdiction alone. It is the ſeat, however, of the conſiſtory for the electoral 
territories, as likewiſe of the general ſuperintendency of the principality of 
Calenberg, and of a ſpecial ſuperintendency. It contains alſo ſeveral valu- 
able manufactures. In the market-place is a curious grotto, but the wa- 
ter-works belonging to it are fallen to decay. In the ſame part likewiſe 
ſtands the town-church, or the church of St. John's. On the parade is 
a large ſtone edifice, in which are kept the electoral archives and library, 
the latter of which is one of the moſt copious and ſplendid in all Germany. 
The building wherein the conſiſtory aſſembles, lies near the electoral timber- 
yard. The Newtadt further contains a free ſchool for the teaching ot 
5 Latin, 
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Latin, with a German and a French Calviniſt church, another for Reman- 
catholicks, a Jewiſh ſynagogue, and ſeveral hots or palaces, as namely, the 
Furſtenbof,, or Prince's palace, the Oſnabruckbef, that of Count Platen, 
which ſtands in a manor, entitling to a ſeat in the Diet; with thoſe of 
Count Kielmanſegge and Baron Bern/lorff. It exiſted ſo early as the thir- 
teenth century, at which time it was alſo a town. In the fourteenth cen. 
tury it was divided into the Neuſtadt, the Bruel, and Lauenrode houſe, 
The laſt of theſe ſtood on the Berge, (which to this day gives name to 2 
ſtreet here) and was frequently the reſidence of the ancient Dukes both 
of Brunſwick and Luneburg, as appears from the dates of ſeveral inſtru. 
ments. On its demolition in 1371, it was given to the city of Hanwer, 
The old Counts of Lauenrode derived their name from it. The criminal 
Juriſdiction here is lodged in the judge of the King's court. 

2. Munder, a ſmall town, ſituated on the Hamel, and conſiſting of about 
one hundred and ſeventy- ſix houſes, with three manors, qualifying to a 
ſeat in the Diet, and a ſuperintendency. In the year 1519 it was laid in 
aſhes. Its criminal juriſdiction belongs to the bailiwick of Springe, as 
does alſo the civil juriſdiction over the ſuburb, in which is a ſalt- work. 


3. Wunſtorf, anciently called Wongereftorp or Wunnendorp, (and in Latin, 


" Villa amoenitatis) a ſmall town, ſituated between the South and the 


Caſp-Aue, which a little below this place unite, and behind Blumenau 
jointly diſcharge themſelves into the Leine. This town conſiſts of two 
hundred and forty houſes ; is the feat of an abbey (which makes the ſub- 
ject of a particular article in the ſequel) and of a ſuperintendency, excluſive 
of two manors entitling to a vote in the Diet. The criminal juriſdiction 
belonging to it is lodged in the bailiwick of Netſtadt. The abbey church is 
likewiſe the parochial-church of the town. In 1519, this building being ſet 
on fire by a moſt abandoned villain, it was totally conſumed ; and in 1625 
the greateſt part of it ſuffered the like calamity from the Imperialiſts, after be- 
ing firſt pillaged by them. The old Counts of Wun/torf are deſcendants of 
the Counts of Roden or Rothen, and thus of the ſame lineage with thoſe 
of Lauenrode and Limmer, who have been mentioned above under the Neu- 
ftadt-Hanover, In 1247 Count Ludolpbus fold one half of the town of 
Wunſtorf, with its caſtle, &c. to the fee of Minden, from which ſee he 
alſo received the other half as a fief. In 1311 Biſhop Gortfried, confirmed 
its privileges as a town ; but it has ever been a bone of perpetual conten- 
tion between the Biſhops and Counts. In 1315, by the mediation of 
Otho Duke of Brunſwick and Luneburg, the biſhop of Minden, with the 
Counts Jabn and Ludolphus of Roden and Wunſtorf, were brought to an 
agreement, by virtue of which the latter diſcharged the or, reli of 
Wunſtorf from their homage and allegiance to them, and renounced all 
claim and right both to the town and caſtle. In 1317 it was further 
agreed between theſe parties, that the caſtle without Vunſtorf, called 

| Spreenſ- 
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Spreensborg, ſhould be demoliſhed, and never be rebuilt ; but that the 
Counts might erect another caſtle on the ſpot, called the Burg/tate (which 
caſtle afterwards obtained the name of Blumenau) and hold it both by 
themſelves and their heirs: On the other hand, the biſhop and his ſue- 
ceſſots retained Bockelo caſtle. In 1446 the Counts Julius and Ludolphus, 
father and ſon, ſold the town and county of Wunftorf, with the caſtle of 
Blumenau, to Magnus biſhop of Hilagſbeim, for the ſum of 10,000 Rheni/h 
gailders : but Albert biſhop of Minden, in reſentment of this fale, which 
had been tranſacted without his knowledge, declared the Counts to have 
forfeited their half of the town of Vunſtor, and likewiſe of the caſtle of 
Blumenau, which they had hitherto held as a fief of his ſee, and conferred 
them on William the Victorious, Duke of Brunſwick and Luneburg, and 
his ſon, under the ſame tenure as they had been held by the Counts. 
Immediately upon this Duke William purchaſed the biſhop of Hildeſbeim's 
claims to Wunſtorf, for the ſum of 10,850 Rbeniſb guilders. In 1447 the 
ſame Prince made a compact with the ſee of Minden for himſelf, ſons, and 
deicendants, by virtue of which, one half of the town of Wunſtorf, with the 
caſtle of Blumenau, and all the eſtates acquired by the Duke, were for 
ever to remain as the hereditary property of himſelf, iſſue, and poſte- 
rity; beſides which it was further ſtipulated that the Dukes ſhould receive, 
33 a fief of the ſee of Minden, whatever had been manifeſtly and legally held, 
or ought to have been ſo held by the Counts of Wun/torf, and their prede- 
ceflors ; and that they ſhould poſſeſs ſuch fiefs jointly with them, and receive 
and hold the hereditary inveſtiture thereof. But in proceſs of time all Vun- 
foorf came to the Dukes of Brunſwick-Luneburg, on which the feudal tenure 
was ſuperſeded. The male iſſue of the Counts of Wunſtorf failed in 1533, 
in the perſon of George, ſon to the above-mentioned Count Ludolpbus. 


4. Pattenſen, properly called Pattenbauſen, a ſmall town of one hundred 


and fixty-three houſes, and five eſtates entitling to a ſeat in the Diet. 
This place is an appenage of the ſuperintendency of the Newſtadt- Hanover. 
The penal juriſdiction belonging to it is lodged in the bailiwick of Calen- 
berg, Pattenſen was anciently environed with walls, ramparts and moats ; 
and a celebrated court uſed to be held here on the Horn without the town. 
5. Eldagſen, originally and properly written E/dagshauſen, a ſmall town, 
lying not far from the Aller, which at this place receives into it the little 
river Geble, after it has watered the town. Eldagſen conſiſts of two hun- 
dred and eleven houſes belonging to freemen, with four eſtates entitling 
to a ſeat in the Diet. It was formerly ſurrounded with walls, beſides 
which it had alſo a rampart and a ditch. The magiſtracy here pretend to 
demonſtrate, that excluſive of the civil, it likewiſe once held and exerciſed 
the criminal juriſdiction ; but the bailiwick of Calenberg arrogating to itſelf 
the latter, a proceſs is now depending on that head. This town anciently 
conſtituted a part of the county of Hallermund, and the Counts had ones 
| a palace 
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a palace here, from which the Burgplatz is fo called. In the records of 
1282 and 1320 it is termed a Weichbild or precinct, but in another of 
13606 is tiled a city. In the beginning of the ſixteenth century the H. 
deſheim war gave occaſion to its augmentation, the inhabitants of nine 
neighbouring villages, which had been deſtroyed, retreating thither, and 
after ſme time obtaining municipal privileges. It has often ſuffered by fire, 
but in 1552 and 1626 a very ſmall part of it only eſcaped that calamity 
and no longer ago than 1742, one hundred and {ix dwelling-houſes were 
burnt down here, which cauſed the upper-ſuburb to be taken entirely 
into the town, the main-ſtreet to be widened, and all the houſes to be 
rebuilt of an equal height. | 

As Eldagſen not only belonged to the Counts of Hallermund, but was like. 
wiſe their principal place in this country, an account of them cannot he 
more properly introduced than here. The caſtle of Hallermund, in an. 
cient records ſtiled Halremunt, was razed in 1435 by order of Duke // 
liam. The name ſeems to ſignify that it originally ſtood at the mouth ot 
the Haller, or at its influx into the Leine: but the caſtle of Hallermund, 
which was deſtroyed as above, ſtood on the Burgberge beyond the Steiger, 
one hour's diſtance weſt of Eldagſen, towards the Springe. The ancient 
line of the Counts of Hallermund failing in the twelfth century, in the 
perſons of Burchard, Ludolpbus and Willebrand, ſons to Willebrand the Elder; 
Ludolpbus, ſon to their ſiſter Adelbeida, whoſe husband is not known, be- 
came the founder of the modern Counts of Hallermund, and on his de— 
ceaſe in 1255 was interred with his mother in the abbey of Lochum. In 
1282 Count Gerhard of Hallermund ſold his caſtle of Hallermund, with 
one half of its allodial eſtates to Duke Ocho the Severe; and in 1366 the 
Counts Henry, Gerhard, and Ludolphus, diſpoſed of their ſhare in the county 
of Hallermund, both as to property and feoffment, to William and Lewis 
Dukes of Brunſwick and Luneburg : that is to ſay, one half of Haller- 
ſpringe, one-fourth of the town of Eldagſen, the Gobgericht at the Hor}, 
Sichter, and Spelbrink, the verdurerſhip over Oflerforeſt, and other particu- 
lars. This fale was ratified by their uncles, the two brothers and Counts 
Ortho and Gerhard ; but the Dukes gave them back the whole on a feu- 
dal tenure, and there is ſtill in being a record of Duke Magnus with the 
Chain, bearing date in 1372, whereby he inveſts Henry and Ortho, Counts 
of —— with his town of Eldagſen, Hallerſpringe, and the county 
of Hallermund, by which means it appears firſt to have come to the prin- 


cipality of Luneburg, though ſince that time it has been incorporated with 


the principality of Calenberg, In the beginning of the fifteenth century 
the Hallermund line became extinct in the Counts Otho and Willebrand, on 
which the county eſcheated to the Dukes of Branfwick-Luneburg, 3 
Lords of the fief; though Count Ortho was extremely deſirous of transfer- 


ring it to his ſiſter, who was married to Philip Count of Spiegelberg. * 
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the title and arms of the county of Hallermund, with its ſeat and vote in 
the Imperial and circular Diets, came to the Counts of Plate, has been 
ſhown under the lower Rbeniſb circle of Meſphalia, Vol. I. part 3. 

II. The abbies, namely 

1. The abbey of Lockum, anciently called Lucka, and in Latin, Ab. 
batia Luccenſis, which was founded in 1163, by Count Willebrand of 
Hallermund, for Ciſtercian Monks; but at the Reformation became Luthe- 
ran. It confiſts at preſent of an abbot, a prior, three conventuals, a 
preacher, a rector for the ſchool, aud a few hoſpitallers. The abbot of 
it is the firſt prelate, ſtate and provincial counſellor of the principality of 
Calenberg, and uſually reſides at the Lockumbef, in the Aliſtadt Hanover. 
To the abbey itſelf belongs 

The village of Lockum, adjoining to it. 

Miedenſabl, a town, containing one pariſh-church, 

The villages of Munchenbagen and Winzlar. 

A manſion-houſe in the A/zfadt at Hanover; another at Colenfeld, in the 
bailiwick of Blumenau; and a third at Hamelſpringe, in the bailiwick of 
Lauenau. It has alſo tythed barns at Hupede, Ricklingen, and Linderte. 

2. The abbey of Wunſtorf, ſituate in the town of that name, which 
has been already deſcribed, This abbey was founded in 870, by Thierry 
biſhop of Minden, in honour of St. Coſmas and Damian. It is of the Lu- 
theran religion, and forms one of the States. Its conſtitution confiſts of an 
abbeſs and four conventualiſts, who muſt all be of noble birth. It has 
alſo ſeveral canons, the ſenior of whom is ſuperintendent of Wunſtorf. 

III. Of the convents, which are 

1. Marienrode, anciently called Bet/ingerode, and alſo Backenrode, in 
Latin, Novalis beate Marie Virginis, a convent of Reman-catholick 
Monks, lying half a German mile from Hildeſheim, and founded in 1123 
for regular canons of the order of St. Auguſtine. In 1259 the abbot of 
Jenbagen was removed thither, together with his convent of C:/tercians, 
the Auguſtine Monks, and the nuns of this convent, being expelled for 
their immoralities. It conſiſts of an abbot, nineteen patres, and fix bro- 
thers. Its abbot is one of the States of Calenberg. Every new abbot is 
collated in the Sovereign's name, by an eccleſiaſtical and lay commitſioner, 
who are both to be Lutherans, and theſe having, at the altar, declared the 
Sovereign's confirmation, he takes the uſual oath. Neuenbef farm belongs 
to the convent ; beſides which it has alſo a manſion-houſe in the Azad? 
at Hanover, 

2. Marienfee, in Latin, Lacus S. Marie, a Lutheran convent for; ladies, 
ſituated on the Leine, and containing one abbeſs, with twelve conventu- 
aliſts, This convent was founded by Count Bernard Welpho, in 1215, 
under the name of Catenbauſen. The handſome ſtone dwelting-houſe here 
was built in 1726 and 1727. Marienſee is alſo a State of the principality, 


and poſſeſſed of the Vorburg. 
Vol. VI. a Q q 3. Marien- 
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3. Marienwerder, formerly called only Werder, a Lutheran convent, 
fituated on the Leine, and containing an abbeſs, with eleven conventualiſts, 
in whom nobility of birth is not required. Count Conrad ot Roden founded 
this convent in 1114, but it was not finiſhed and properly eſtabliſhed till 
under his ſon of the ſame name. Marienwerder alſo is a State of the prin- 
cipality. 

= Bes a Lutheran convent of ladies, inſtituted for an abbeſs and 
eleven conventualiſts. This convent likewiſe forms one of the States; 
and to it belongs the parochial-village of Vennigſen, in which alſo it is 
poſſeſſed of the lower juriſdiction. | 

5. Barſinghauſen, a Lutheran convent for ladies, conſiſting of an abbeſ; 
and ten conventualiſts. This convent lies below the Deiſter, and forms 
likewiſe one of the States. It was not founded, as is generally faid, in 


the year 1203, by Widekind Count of Stealenberg, having exiſted even. in 


the twelfth century, as a nunnery of Auguſiines, To it belong the vil. 
lages of Bar/inghauſen, with a pariſh-church ; Altenbef and Nienſ/tedt, in 
which allo it is poſſeſſed of the lower juriſdiction. 

6. Wulfinghauſen, a Lutheran convent for ladies, under the direction of 


an abbeſs and eleven conventualiſts. This convent was founded in 1235, 


and is one of the States. Babrenburg wood is ſo called from a caſtle near 
it of that name. 

IV. Bailiwicks ſubject to the Sovereign's treaſury. 8 

1. The bailiwick of Calenberg, is four German miles in length, and 
three broad, extending as far as Hanover. Excluſive of a part of Deiſter 
foreſt, in it alſo are the woody mountains of Lude, Benth, Gehrde, Schulenburg 
and Limberg. The other parts here are level, and, excepting that part bor- 
dering on Deiſter, every where fruitful, The culture of grain and flax is 
the principal occupation of the inhabitants; which renders the graſety 
here of little conſideration. The Leine, in its courſe along the eaſt-fide 
of it, is joined near Mulfingen by the Haller. In the whole bailiwick is 
dne town and ſixty villages. It is divided 

1. Into the amts- diſtrict, conſiſting of 

a. The Huuſvogtey or Vordorfern, with the vogtey of Roſzing. In them lies 

Calenberg houſe, which gave name to the principality. This houſe was 
once the Prince's reſidence, but is at preſent the bailiwick-ſeat. 

Jeinſen, a parochial-village, containing a ſuperintendency. 

Schulenburg, a parochial-village, having an eſtate which qualifies to a 
ſeat in the Diet. Reſzing, alſo parochial ; but of which, only a part is ſub- 
ject to this diſtrict ; with fix other villages. 

b. The vogtey of Adenſen, containin 

Adenſen, a parochial-village, which formerly belonged to the Lords of 
Adencys, whoſe male iſſue became extin& about the year 1331, but their 
eltates deſcended by marriage to the Counts of Hallermund. 

Hallerburg, a village, fituated on the Haller, and which once formed 
a part of the county of Hallermund. | Wulffingen, 
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Wulfingen, a parochial-village, having a manor, to which is annexed 
the lower juriſdiction. | al 

Five other villages, among which is Wittenburg. 

c. The Gobes of Geſtorff and Patten, containing ten villages. Amon 
theſe is Ge/torff, with ſix manors, admitting to a ſeat in the Diet. Huped, 
and Bennigſen, each containing a manor qualifying to fit in the Diet, with 
Holtenſen, which are all parochial. | 

2. The Gehrde Gabe, to which belongs 

a. The vogtey of Ronnenberg, containing 

Ronnenberg, a parochial village, having a ſuperintendency. | 

Wettbergen, allo a parochial-village, with a manor in it, admitting to a 
ſeat in the Diet. 

Ricklingen, a village, containing a manor admitting to the Diet, and which 
muſt not be confounded with another place of the like name; and three 
other villages. | | X 

b. The Gehrden vogtey, in which are five villages : that of Lenthe is 
parochial, and in it are two manors admitting to a ſeat in the Diet. 

c. The Bonnigſen vogtey, conſiſting of ten villages. Among them is 
Leveſte, containing a manor admitting to the Diet; together with Kirch- 
dorf and Wennig/en, the laſt of which is the ſeat of the .above-mentioned 
convent, all parochial. 

d. The vogtey of Golter, conſiſting of thirteen villages, among which 
Great-Goltern and Landringhauſen, each containing a manor qualifying 
for the Diet; together with Hohenboſtel and Barſingbauſen, in the latter of 
which lies the above-mentioned convent ; are all parochial. 

3. Gehrden, a town, containing a pariſh-church, with a manor, and the 
eſtate of Franzburg, which qualifies to the Diet. 

4. The bailiwick is likewiſe poſſeſſed of the criminal juriſdiction in the 
two little towns of Pattenſen and Eldagſen, as has been already mentioned 
in our account of them. 

2. The bailiwick of Wittenburg, ſituated at a ſmall diſtance from Ebre, 
a town lying within the dioceſe of Hi/deſheim, and formed out of a ſe- 
queſtrated convent, but having no villages belonging to it. The bailiwick- 
houſe lies in the village of Wittenburg, which has been mentioned above 
under the Adenſe vogtey, in conjunction with the bailiwick of Calenberg. 

3. The bailiwick of Coldingen, lying on the Leine, and being two Ger- 
man miles in length, though only one and a half broad. This bailiwick 
reaches to the Aadt Hanover. The variety of the ſoil in it cauſes a dif- 
ference alſo in the occupations of the inhabitants. Thoſe who live in 
the fertile parts, apply themſelves to agriculture ; but to ſuch as reſide in a 
| fandy foil, graſing turns to a better account. The Brunſwick Gohe owes a 
great part of its ſubſiſtence to the breweries here; and the people living in 
the garden-grounds without Hanover are either gardners or day labourers. 
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On the borders of Burgwedel, an Amt ſvogtey belonging to Luneburg, is a 
moor affording turf, but fuel it enjoys in no great plenty. 

Coldingen bailiwick-houſe ſtands on the Leine, one German mile and 
a quarter from Hanover, and about a quarter of a mile from Pattenſen.

It has alſo large moors affording great quantities of turf, which are 
conveyed by means of a canal into the Leine, which canal was finiſhed in 
1754, and are thence exported to Hanover and other places on that 
river. The principal ſubſiſtence of its inhabitants ariſes from grain and 
flax, as alſo from graſery, there being a great trade for cattle carried on here, 
It has been obſerved above under the town of Wunſtorf, that the criminal 
juriſdiction of that place is lodged in this bailiwick. To it further belongs 
1. Neuſtadt am Rubenberge, a ſmall town ſituated on the Leine, which, 
a little way out of the town, divides itſelf into two branches. Over the 
main-ſtream is a ſtone-bridge of three arches, and over the ſide- ſtream or 
Schiffkanal is thrown another of two. For the conveniency alſo of ſhi 
ing a fine free-ſtone ſluice has been built on the Leine. On the hill from 
which the town obtains its ſurname, is an old caſtle, which from its 
ſtrength was formerly called Landeſiro/ſ# or the country's comfort, but in 
1675 this caſtle was diſmantled, and at preſent is the ſeat of the baili- 
wick-office. Here is alſo a ſuperintendency. Neuſladt has been often de- 
ſtroyed by fire. The laſt conflagration by which it ſuffered was in 1727, 


Without the Leine gate a new-ſtreet is building. The town once belonged 


to the Counts of Welpe, who from the date of ſeveral inſtruments ap- 
pear to have frequently reſided here, and Count Bernbard Welpe, in the 
foundation-charter of the convent of Marienſee, grants to it a mill at 
Neuſladt. | | 

2. The vogtey of Baſſe, conſiſting of ten villages, among which Baſe 
and Bordenau are both parochial, and the latter has alſo a manor intitling - 
to the Diet. Mecklenborſt and Scharnborſt are two demeſne farms belonging 
to this vogtey, together with Hachland a ſheep-houſe. Theſe are all at 
preſent farmed out for the ſum of two thouſand five hundred rixdollars. 

3. The vogtey of Mandelſlob, conſiſting of ſixteen villages, among 
which thoſe moſt worthy notice are, 

Wieck Mandelſſob or Mandelſlob in der Wieck, and Mandel/lob ubern See, two 
villages, of which the former contains a parochial-church, and has two 
fairs yearly, and in both are fix eſtates qualifying for the Diet. The latter 
owes its name to the frequent inundations of the Leine in winter, when 
the meadows and paſtures are laid under water, and thus form the 
appearance of a lake. 

Marienſee, a parochial-village, in which is the above-mentioned convent. 

The parochial-village of Duenſen, containing an eſtate qualifying for the 
Diet, and belonging hereditarily to the convent of Marienſee ; together 
with the village of Helftorf. 

4. The vogtey of Stocken, containing fix villages. The village of Stocker 
is parochial, and has a yearly fair, with a farm in it belonging to the 
Sovereign. 
| ; 5. The 
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5. The vogtey of Rodewald conſiſting of three villages, among which 
Rodewald, having a yearly fair, and Suderbruch, are both parochial. This 
y formerly belonged to the county of Melpe. 

The bailiwick of Rehburg, which as well as the preceding, borders 
on the Steinbuder Meer, the outlet of which, called the Moorbach, after a 
courſe of one full German mile through the bailiwick, runs into the Weſer 
at Nienburg. This bailiwick is two German miles in length and one 
broad, the ſoil generally ſandy or mooriſh, excepting one ſmall tract of 
good clay land on the borders of the county of Schauenburg. The inhabi- 
tants, excluſive of grain and flax, cultivate alſo great quantities of hops. 
Two whole villages here ſubſiſt entirely by graſery. In it are large woods 
of oak and beech, which both of themſelves and by means of their maſtage 
ſor ſwine bring in great profits. Excluſive too of turf moors the Rebburg 
and Lockum hills yield good pit-coal, though in no great abundance. 
Cloſe by the former and on the borders of Schauenburg, in the above- 
mentioned fertile ſpot is a medicinal ſpring, with ſeveral buildings near it. 
The bailiwick itſelf belonged once to the county of Welpe. In it is 

Rehburg, a ſmall town of one hundred and ſeventy-ſeven houſes, near 
which lies the bailiwick-houſe. 

The village of Schneeren, which is parochial, together with that of 
Mardorf. 

8, 15 bailiwick of Welpe or Wolpe, which is about three German miles 
in length and as many broad, and full of moors and woods, both of great 
utility to it. The principal occupation of its inhabitants is graſery. The 
ancient Counts of Melpe or (as they are ſtiled in the records de Melipe, ot 
Milipa, Welepa, and Wilepa, firſt occur in the beginning ot the twelfth 
century. The moſt celebrated among them was Count Bernhard, a 
faithful adherent to Duke Henry the Lion and his family, and who in 1215 
founded the convent of Marienſee. Beſides this bailiwick the county of 
Melpe, allo formerly included the bailiwick of Rehburg, with the vogtey of 
Rodenwald, the town of Neuſtadt on the Rubenberg, the caſtle of Ottersberg. 
in the Dutchy of Bremen, with other places and eſtates. The Counts alſo 
were poſſeſſed of the juriſdiction of Walsroge as an arrier fief of the Dukes 
of Brunſwick, Otho the Severe, Duke of Brunſwick and Luneburg, was in 
poſſeſſion of this county fo early as the year 1326. Excluſive of the baili- 
wick-houſe of Nope, and the adjacent buildings, to it belongs 

Erichſhagen, a town united with the pariſh of Holtorf. 

The parochial villages of Holtorf, Hemſen, Steimbke, Huſum and Hagen, 
with twenty other villages. 

9. The bailiwick of Blumenau, ſituated on the Leine, and containing 

Blumenau, the bailiwick-houſe, lying on the Aue, which at a ſmall 
diſtance from this place diſcharges itſelf into the Leine. Of the ancient 


caltle here mention has been already made under the county of JYVunſtorf. 
5 The 
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The vogtey of Allem, containing ſeven villages, among which is more 
particularly 

Limmer, a parochial-village ſeated on an eminence near the Leine. 
This place preſerves the memory of the old caſtle of Limmer or Lember 
and its Counts. 

3. The vogtey of Coblenfeld, including the parochial-village of that 
name, together with Cronsboftel. 

4. The vogtey of Great-Munzel, conſiſting of eight villages, particularly 
of Great-Munzel, (in which is a manor qualifying for the Diet) Mirchwebren 
and Stemmen (in the latter of which likewiſe is a manor qualifying for 
the Diet) all three parochial. 

5. The vogtey of Luthe, to which belongs the parochial-village of 
that name. 

6. The vogtey of Seelze conſiſting of five villages. Among theſe 
Seelze is parochial and contains a mannor qualifying for the Diet. In the 
road fronting it ſtands a ſquare pyramid, which from the inſcription, appears 
to have been erected in memory of a Dani/h Lieutenant general named 
Obentraut, who on the twenty-fifth of October 1625 loſt his life in a 


battle at this place. Deenſen alſo is parochial, 


V. Noblemens courts. | 

1. The juriſdiction of Linden, belonging to the Counts Plate of Haller- 
mund, conſiſts of the old and new village of Linden. The former of 
theſe is parochial, the latter lies juſt before the New/tad? at Hanover, and 
contains ſeveral large and beautiful buildings. 

2. The juriſdiction of Roſzing, belonging to the family of that name, 
and comprehending under it the — part of the parochial-village of 
Reſzing, in which is an eſtate qualifying for the Diet. 

3. The juriſdiction of Bredenbeck, belonging to Baron Knigge, and con- 
taining under it the village of Bredenbeck, in which are two eſtates qualify- 
ing for the Diet. 

4. The juriſdiction of Bemerode, ſeated in a village of the like name, 
one fourth of which belongs to Baron Steinberg, one half to the Grefeme- 
ſen family, and the other fourth to the magiſtracy of the Altadt at 
Hanover. 


II. The HAMELYM and LAUENAU Quarter, 


Containing three towns, ten boroughs, one deanery, one hundred and 
twenty-eight villages, and one hundred and ſixty-four eſtates qualifying 
for the Diet, which collectively pay a Ritterſleuer or nobility-tax of one 
hundred and ninety rixdollars, twenty-one kruitzers. 

1. In the Hameln quarter are 

1. The following towns holding of the chancery : vis. 

1. Hameln, in ancient times frequently termed Quern, or _ 

mein, 
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1. Hameln, a town and fortification, reckoned the fourth among the large 
towns of the principality of Calenberg. Hameln lies in a fine country on 
the Meſer, which waſhes it to the welt, and over it is a bridge of nine 
wooden arches, ſupported by pillars of ſtone. The Ver allo forms a 
ſmall iſland at this place; and for the further oonveniency of ſhipping, 
here is an admirable fluice, finiſhed in 1734, under the direction of the 
Baron Munchhauſen, at the expence of 80, ooo rixdollars. The Hamel, 
whence the town obtains its name, runs into the town moats at the 
mill-gate, and continuing its courſe round the walls, behind the Thie mill, 
diſcharges itſelf into the Weſer. In the town, excluſive of fix hundred 
burgher-houſes, are alſo fifty eccleſiaſtical and other ſplendid edifices. Its 
abbey ſhall be treated of beneath, under a ſeparate article, Though the 
whole town conſtitutes but one parith, yet it contains two churches, 
namely the minſter and market church. Near the former lies the Latin 
free-{chool z and at the eaſt-gate is a hoſpital and poor-houſe, erected in 
1728, In the year 1712 its church.allo was inlarged for the uſe of the 
garriſon, The church of the French Caluiniſis here was built in 1690, 
on the ſite of two houſes, The Roman-catholics once a quarter perform 
divine worſhip in a houſe hired for that purpoſe. Under the town- 
houſe is excellent cellarage. The barracks afford lodgings for a whole 
battalion. At Hameln likewiſe is a manor qualifying for the Diet. The 
magiſtracy is poſſeſſed of the civil and criminal juriſdiction. The latter, 
together with the foreſt-courts, right of venery, and Achtwerken, is held 
by them as a fief from the ſee of Fulda ; but the mintage, together with 
certain foreſts here, as alſo the ferry and the police, are held of the chap- 
ter of this place. The patronage of the market-church belongs wholly to 
the magiſtracy, but in that of the minſter, the abbey is likewiſe poſſeſſed 
of a (hare, The town judicature, introduced by their ancient Advocati, is 
lodged in the city judge or vogt. At Hameln are woollen, ſilk and ſtock- 
ing manufacturers, with leather dreſſers. It exports alſo great quantities 
of thread and linen. The town owes its foundation to the abbey, and is 
compoled of ſeveral villages, to which are owing its extenſive bounda- 
ries, its many woods, and the juriſdiction throughout its whole ſovereignty. 
It is probable that it exiſted in the eleventh century, as in a record of 
1109, the Emberns, who were two brothers, ſtile themſelves cives Ha- 
melterſes; and in the twelfth century it had a particular magiſtracy of its 
own. Among the burghery alſo were patricii and gentlemen. The abbot 
ot Fulda was once poſſeſſed of the ſovereignty over it, together with the 
criminal and foreſt juriſdiction. The prior of the abbey held the mintage, 
road-money and police; and the Counts of Eberſtein, as protectors of the 
abbey, enjoyed the tolls and lower juriſdiction. The town-council pre- 
vailed on the two firſt to inveſt them with their rights, and the latter ad- 
mitted them alſo into ſome ſhare of theirs. In 1259 Henry abbot of 

Vor, VI. Rr Fulda 
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Fulda ſold the town, together with the infeoffment of the patronage, to 
Wedekind biſhop of Minden; but in this ſale neither the burghers nor the 
Count of Eberſtein acquieſced. On this the biſhop of Minden prepared to 
compel the burghers to compliance, who cn their part alſo marched out 
in a body againſt him, but were defeated near Sedemunde with great 
laughter. This event is uſually placed in the year 1261, but by M. Scheidt 
is fixed in 1259, and as the reverend Mr. Feins with great probability 
con jectures, gave riſe to the fable of the going out of the children of Hameln, 
which was invented in the fifteenth century. It is falſly aſſerted that ſome 
memorials of it are to be ſeen in the town records. In 1260 the biſhop 
of Minden made over one half of the town, in ſuch manner as he had pur- 
chaſed it from the abbey of Fulda, to Albert and Jobn, Dukes of Brun- 
frwick and Luneburg, In 1265 an agreement paſſed between the afore- 
{aid prelate, on the one fide, and the Count of Eberlein and town of 
Hameln on the other, that the two latter ſhould put the biſhop in 
poſſeſſion, and acknowledge him as Sovereign and Lord of the territory ; 
but the homage was to be deferred till the biſhops of Cullen and Munſter, 
who were choſen arbitrators, had decided whether it ſhould be paid to 


the biſhop or count: and that the town ſhould not come under the Brun/- 


ich government. This agreement, however, was of ſhort duration, 
and at length the Counts of Eber/tein were obliged to part with their 
patronage, and all prerogatives in the town, to Albert Duke of Brunſwick, 
whom the burghers alſo acknowledged for their Sovereign, and who com- 
pelled the biſhop of Minden to renounce all claim to Hameln and the ab- 
bey, though leaving him poſſeſſed of the eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction. In 
1277 Duke Albert confirmed the town in its privileges, and in 1279 
Duke Henry the Admirable conferred the like favour on it; but he alſo 
mortgaged it to Otho the Severe, Duke of Luneburg. Duke Erneft his ſon, 
however, redeemed it in 1334. In 1372 Duke Albert mortgaged it to 
Otho Count of Schauenburg, of whom the Dukes Bernhard and Henry 
acquired it in 1407, by redemption. In 1433 the Dukes Otho and Fre- 
derick mortgaged the town, together with the right of homage, the county 
of Eberſtein, and the lordſhip of Homburg, for the ſum of 30,000 florins, 
to the biſhopric of Hrldeſkeim, on condition however that Hameln and 
Eberſtein houſe ſhould be redeemable for 2000 florins. In the Hildeſheim 
war, and the year 1521, Duke Erich the Elder took entire poſſeſſion of 
the town; but Duke Erich the Younger beſtowed many marks of cle- 
mency on it, and in 1554 reinſtated it in its polity : on his deceaſe it de- 
volved to the elder line of Wolfenbuttel, In 1625 it was firſt beſieged by 
the Danes, and on their departure, taken by capitulation by the Inte- 
rialiſts, who continued there till the year 1633, to the great oppteſſion 
of the place; and in 1630 again put the biſhop of Hildeſteim in poſſeſſion 
of one half of the town, which had been mortgaged to him; but this 
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mortgage being, as we have before obſerved, redeemable for the ſum of 
2000 florins, the loyal burghers raiſed the money, and paid it at the town- 
houſe of Hildeſbeim, of which Duke Chri/tian expreſſed his grateful ſenſe 
to them; and in conſideration of this their zeal, in 1631 granted to the 
town the toll and police. In the ſame year Duke Frederick Ulrich tranſ- 
ferred the town to Duke Chriſtian of the Zell line, to whoſe repreſentatives 
it did private homage. In 1633 the Imperial garriſon ſurrendered it to 
Duke George, as general of the Swediſb forces. In 1643, by the peace 
of Gozlar, it was reſtored to tranquility, and began to recover itſelf, but 
never could attain the proſperity it enjoyed before the year 1625. In 
1757 it was taken on capitulation by the French, who evacuated it again 
the following year. 

2. Bodenwerder, (in Latin, Bodonis Inſula) one of the ſmall towns of 
the principality, lying on the Weſer, by which it is wholly ſurrounded, 
its main ſtream running on the eaſt of it, whilſt a branch from it has been 
carried round the weſt-ſide, and behind the mill on the north joins the 
former, The ſituation of this town among mountains, both on the other 
ſide of the VNeſer and the above canal, expoſes it, almoſt every year, to the 
innundations of that river. On the ſouth-fide, where the Weſer is wideſt, 
formerly ſtood a bridge, but, at preſent, it is paſſed over by means of a 
ferry ; whereas to the north, where it is narroweſt, it has ſtill a bridge. 
In it are two hundred and thirty-eight houſes, and more particularly three 
eſtates qualifying for the Diet; to one of which, namely that of Haak, 
belongs the village of Buchhagen, lying on *the other fide of the Meſer, in 
the principality of Molfenbultel. The magiſtracy is poſſeſſed of both juriſ- 
ditions. Its principal ſubſiſtence - it derives at preſent from the trade 
carried on here jn coarſe linen, which is exported to Bremen and Hom- 
burg. The town of Bodenwerder formerly belonged to the Lords of Hom- 
burg, one of whom, named Henry, in 1287, conferred on it a charter. 

2. The abbey of St. Zunriface at Hameln, conſiſting of a prior, a dean, 
and fome canons, and beiug poſſeſſed of the third feat on the bench of 
prelates in the aſſembly of the States in the principality of Calenberg. The 
foundation of this abbey is attributed to Bernhard von Buren, who is ſaid 
to have reſided on a hill here called the K{utberge, a little without the 
town, on the other ſide of the Neher. The Emperor Charles the Great 
ſubjected the abbey and its eſtates, with regard to temporalities, to the abbey 
of Fulda, but afterwards, in ſpiritual concerns, to the biſhopric of Min- 
den, Among its reliques is an arm of St. Boniface and his goſpel. The 
prior of this abbey was once poſſeſſed of the polity of the town, together 
with the bridge-money, mintage, and other conſiderable privileges. The 
firſt of theſe was fold by him as a fief to the corporation, ſo early as the 
tweltth century. In the ſixteenth century the abbey, after a long oppoſi- 
lition, joined in the Reformation, on which the former ecclefiaſtical 
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functions of the religious here were diſcontinued. The abbey is poſſeſſed 
of the civil juriſdiction over its members, officers and curates, and occa- 
fionally alſo holds a court, in conjunction with the deputies oſ the town- 
council, for the deciding of differences relative to the abbey tenants, 

3. The demeſne bailtwicks: big. 

1. The bailiwick of Springe, being above two German miles and a half 
in length, and one and a half broad, This bailiwick is very hilly, but in 
the levels and towards Hameln is a good clayey foil. The paſtures here, 
which may be laid under water, for which the greateſt part of them are 
very commodiouſly ſituated, are excellent. In it alſo are ſome fine woods. 
It is watered by the Deiſter and Suntel, on the latter of which is found 
good pit-coal; and near it is a glaſs-houſe. In the Munder ſuburb are 
lalt-ſprings, which turn to good account. The Haller has its ſource near 
Springe, and enters the bailiwick of Calenberg. The Hamel comes from 
6 bailiwick of Lauenau, and after receiving in this country the little ri- 

vulets of Altenhagerbach, Steinbach, and Kempe, at Hameln joins the W:{er, 

on which lies Werbergen, a village of this bailiwick. Great quantities of 
thread are ſpun here, and wove in the bailiwicks of Erzen and Lacbem. 
Some villages likewiſe drive a good trade in potters ware. Under the 
juriſdiction of this bailiwick is 

a. The town of Springe; together with Salze, a ſuburb of Munger, and 
the V ordorfer. | 

Springe, formerly called Hallerſpringe, from the ſource of the Haller, 
being near it, is at preſent a ſmall open town, but was once walled, and 
contains no leſs than two hundred and ten houſes. This place lies among 
very high hills, and has good arable and paſture grounds. Its principal 
trade conſiſts in the brewing of beer, particularly in that kind called 
Breihan *. In 1753 a large tract in the Det/ter, and the adjacent wood, 
were conferred on it, together with the foreſt- juriſdiction. Here are alſo 
two eſtates qualifying for the Diet. The town has a magiſtracy of its 
own, yet both in civil and criminal caſes is ſubject to the bailiwick, It 
formerly belonged to the Counts of Hallermund. In a record of 1282, 
in which Gerbard Count of Hallermund diſpoſes to Duke Otho the Severe, 
of his ſeat of Hallermund, with one half of the allodial eſtates belonging 
to it, Hallerſpring, which he reſerves to himſelf, is termed only a villa. 

Salze, a ſuburb of the town of Murder, conſiſts of ſeventy-one houſes, 
with ſalt-ſprings, the ſcale of which boils into a very good ſalt. In the 
town of Munder the bailiwick is poſſeſſed only of the criminal juriſdiction. 

The Yordorfer are the parochial-villages of Volkſen, with two manors 

qualifying for the Diet, Altenbagen. and, the village of Alveſrede. Be- 
tween Altenbagen and Springe ſtood the village of Sedemunder, in which 
the townſmen of Hameln ſuffered the above-mentioned ſevere defeat. 


A ſort of beer made from wheat. 
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b. The Gobe of Hameln, conſiſting of fourteen villages, among which 
Hachmublen, Flegeſen, Holtenſen, Great-Hilligsfeld, and Aferde, are all 
parochial. The ſecond and third of theſe are each poſſeſſed of a manor 
qualifying for the Diet. The village of Bentorf, though in the principa- 
lity of Molfenbuttel, belongs to this bailiwick. 

2. The bailiwick of Lauenftein, being about three German miles in 
length, and two broad. This bailiwick lies among mountains, In ſome 

ris of it the ſoil is fertile, in others tolerable, and in ſome quite bad. 
It has ſpacious woods, of which conſiderable advantage is made both by 
the timber, fuel and maſtage. At Salzhemmendorf is a fine ſalt-work; and 
at Olerwalde, a coal-mine, with a glaſs-houſe, which, by means of the pit- 
coal here, makes a moſt beautiful glaſs. The ſtony matter manufactured 
at Duingen is of a very good kind. Of the flax growing in this bailiwick, 
are ſpun great quantities of thread, which is wove into linen. The Saale, 
which runs through this bailiwick, riſes at Cappellenhbagen, but firſt ob- 
tains that name at Wallenjen, where it receives into it ſeveral waters, and 
a quarter of an hour below Elze, in the dioceſe of Hildeſbeim, diſcharges 
itſelf into the Leine. The bailiwick is divided into two berdes or di- 
ſtricts, vix. 

a. The Niederberde, containing three boroughs, thirteen villages, and 
a farm belonging to the Sovereign, with two manors. The moſt remark- 
able places in it are 

Lauenſtein, in records of the twelfth and thirteenth centuries ſtiled 
Lewenften, It is the capital of this bailiwick, ſeated among hills and 
rocks; and above it are the remains of a caſtle, which was once the reſi- 
dence of the Lords of Homburg. At this place alſo is the bailiwick-houle, 
with the court of juſtice, the council-houſe, a farm belonging to the So- 
vereign, and a parochial-church. It conſiſts in all of eighty-three houſes, 
being improved fince the great fire of 1730. Formerly alſo it was en- 
vironed with a wall, and is now under the direction of a magiſtracy of its 
own, though ſubordinate to the bailiwick. b 

A little way without Lanenſtein is a place called the Damm, but the in- 
habitants of it partake not of the privileges of the town. They chuſe how- 
ever their own burgher-maſter ; and the houſes here are about twenty-eight. 

This borough anciently belonged to the Lords of F:mburg, who had 
their own caſtellans at this place. In 1247 Henry of Hamburg made 
over the caſtle, as a fief, to Duke Otto the Child; but on the failure of 
the Hamburg family, it devolved to the houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg. 
Atterwards the caſtle and bailiwick became for a long time mortgaged 
to the ſee of Hild:ſheim, by whom they were likewiſe transferred to the 
Seldern family. Since the year 1643 they have been wholly and quietly 
poſſeſſed by the houſe of Brunſwick and Luneburg. 


Not far from Lauenſtein ſtood the caſtle of Spiegelberg, which gave title 
to 
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to the ancient Counts of Spiegelberg, mentioned in the ficſt volume of this 
third part, p. 302, but at preſent all to be ſeen here is a mill, with a poor- 
houſe and a chapel. ; 

Eggerſen, a farm, ſituated on the Saale, and belonging to the Sovereign, 
This farm is alſo the dwelling of the principal officer of the bailiwick. 

Marienau, a village with a church, and formerly alſo containing an 
Auguſtine convent. ; 

The Emigrantenhauſer, or Refugee houſes, being fix houſes built by 
Salzburghers, 

Hemmendorf, a village, fituated on the Saale, and likewiſe once belong- 
ing to the lordſhip of Hamburg. In this village, are one hundred and fifteen 
houſes, with one parochial-church ; and its magiſtrate is of its own 
chooſing. Before the building of the provincial houſe in the Altfadt at 
Hanover, the States of Calenberg uſed to meet in the guild-hall of this 
village. 

Oſterxcald, a place ſeated on a hill of the ſame name, and inhabited by 
colliers, who work in the adjacent mines, as alſo by perſons belonging to 


the glaſs houſes here, which are famous for their fine glaſs. 


Eyme, or Einem, containing ſeventy-one houſes, and a parochial-church. 

Oldenderf, a parochial-village, ſituated on the Saale, and conſiſting of 
ſixty-fix houſes. In its pariſh likewiſe is included Ben/torf. 

The parochial-villages of Esbeck and Deinſen, (alſo called Dedenſen) to- 
gether with Selle, anciently named Sevelae, in which is a manor qualify- 
ing for the Diet; and the village of Dorpe, noted for its manufactory of 
a yellow earthen ware, and its black furniture for ſtoves. 

b. The Olerborde, containing under it three boroughs and ten villages, 
the moſt remarkable of which are 

Salz-Hemmenderf, a borough, having a parochial-church, and three 
profitable ſalt-ſprings, for the boiling of the ſoole of which here are twelve 
houſes; three belonging to the Sovereign, and nine to the company. The 
former burn coal, and the latter wood. This town enjoys its own magi- 
ſtracy, together with other conſiderable rights and privileges granted to it 
by King George II. in the year 1732. 

IWallenſen, or Wallbauſen, a borough, having a parochial-church, and a 
magiſtracy of its own. Wallenſen was once a town fortified with walls 
and moats, and had a peculiar charter granted it in 1351, by Sigfid 
Lord of Hamburg. In the years 1483, 1533, 1582 and 1617, it was 
deſtroyed by fire. At this place the Szale firſt receives its name, as being 
joined by the ſalt- ſprings iſſuing from a moor near Wayberge. 

Duingen, alſo written Duin, though more properly Dudingen, a bo- 
rough, having a pariſh-church and magiſtracy, with a farm called Paten- 
Lamp, belonging to the Sovereign. This place derives great advantages 


from its ſtone-ware, which is exported not only over all Germany, but like- 
wiſe to foreign countries. Aſarien- 
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Marienhagen and Hoyerſhauſen, both parochial-villages. 

3- The bailiwick of Oben, being one German mile and a half in length, 
and one broad. This bailiwick lies on the Meſer, which at this place re- 
ceives into it the Emmer. Its ſoil is fruitful, and produces all kinds of 
grain and pulſe, except buck-wheat. The occupation of its inhabitants is 
principally tillage and graſery ; as alſo ſpinning and linen weaving. The 
bailiwick itſelf belonged to the Counts of Eberſtein. In the twelfth cen- 
tury Count Albert mortgaged Obſen houſe to the Counts of Spiegelberg. 


whom William and Otho, Dukes of Brunſwick and Luneburg, are ſaid to 


have deprived of it in 1422. Afterwards it was for ſome time mortgaged 
to the Munchbauſens and others. The von Obſens, who frequently occur 
in ancient records, were at firſt caſtellans, both under the Counts of Eber- 


flein and thoſe of Spiegelberg. The bailiwick-houſe here, formerly called 


Ohſen (eat, ſtands on an iſland in the Meſer, fronting the parochial-village 
of that name, where is a ferry over the river. To this bailiwick likewiſe 
belong four other villages, among which is Tunder, a parochial-village, 
with a large plain near it, very fit for an encampment. 

4. The bailiwick of Grobnde, lying in a vale on the Feſer, amidſt hills and 
woods, and conſiſting for the moſt part of good corn land. Some villages 
here abound alſo in too much paſture ground, while others are ſtraitened 
in that reſpect. The woods, of which here is a ſufficiency, conſiſt of oak 
and beech. The VMeſer in this bailiwick receives into it the Je, the Mub- 
lenbach, and the Allerbach, The principal ſubfiſtence of its inhabitants is 
agriculture, graſery, and more particularly the cultivation of flax, with 
a thread and linen trade. The bailiwick once belonged to the Counts of 
Eberſtein. It comprehends under it a borough and nine villages, the moſt 
remarkable of which are 

Grobnde, a borough, ſituated on the Veſer, over which it has a ferry. 
At this place alſo is the bailiwick-houſe, with a farm annexed to it, and 
a chapel, in which the miniſter of Hagen officiates ; as likewiſe a land 
and water toll, In the year 1421 {not 1422) near this place was fought 
a battle between William Duke of Brunſwick-Luneburg, and Philip Count 
of Spregelberg, and their reſpective contederates, in which engagement fell 
Duke Albert of Saxony, who was a caron of Hildeſbeim; and to his me- 
mory was erected a ſtone monument, which is ſtill remaining, at the welt 
entrance into the place. 

Berrie, a large village, divided into the Upper and Lower-Borrie, each 
of which has its parochial-church, and the former alſo a ſuperintendency, 
with a yearly fair. 

Henle, a parochial-village, the lower juriſdiction of which is veſted 
- the — of Heblen alone, who are alſo poſſeſſed of a ſhare in 
the penal. 

Hayen, a parochial- village. 

5. The 
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5. The bailiwick of Pole, alſo lying on the Weſer, and conſiſting of 
hills and a few vales, whence agriculture and graſery here turn, at beſt, 
to no great account, but this is compenſated by the woods in it, which 
occaſion a very profitable trade; as, beſides the Weſer veſſels which are 
built at Hein/en, large quantities of ſhip-timber and other wood, are carried 
from hence to Bremen. J abbruch pariſh is noted for knit thread ſtockings, 
which are bleached for exportation. Good lime is alſo made at Brevore, 
This bailiwick likewiſe formerly belonged to the Counts of Eber tein, 
In it is one borough, with five villages, and a mill. We ſhall take 
notice of 

Pelle, a borough, ſeated on the Ver. The bailiwick-houſe here 
ſtands on an eminence, and was formerly a caſtle. Here is alſo a pariſh. 
church, with two eſtates qualifying for the Diet, and of which, in 1757, 
one was made feudal. At Palle too is a ferry over the Miſer. 

The parochial-villages of Heinſen, Pegeſterf, and Vabhlbruch, 

6. The bailiwick of Erzen, being two German miles in length, and 
as. many broad. This bailiwick borders on the Yeſer, which in it receives 
the Emmer and Humme, the latter of which is increaſ-d by the Grie/: 
and Bever, The greateſt part of it is mountainous, with few levels. The 
tillage here is inconſiderable, and its graſery leſs ; but the inhabitants de- 
rive great advantages from their woods ot oak and beech, as alſo from 
their flax, thread, and linen. The bailiwick formerly belonged to the 
Counts of Eber/tein. It contains under it one borough, and twenty-two 
villages, of which thoſe moſt worthy notice are 

Ergen, otherwiſe called Erte/ſzen and Arzen, a market-town, ſeated on 
the Humme, and containing a church, which is parochial. In it alſo is the 
bailiwick-houſe, with one hundred and twenty-two freemen's houſes, 

Schreebber, a manor qualifying for the Diet, and belonging to the family 
of Munchhauſen. The garden here is celebrated for the admirable taſte 
in which it is laid out, Its proprietor is patron of Erzen church, and is 
likewiſe poſſeſſed of the civil juriſdiction in the village of Grupenhagen, 
which belongs to him. 

Reber, a village, containing a braſs foundery and powder-mill, 

Great and Little-Berkel, both parochial-villages. 

4. Juriſdictions belonging to noblemen : namely, 

1. The juriſdiction of Limmer, appertaining to Count Kamecke, end 
having its ſeat in the parochial-village of Limmer, beyond a hill called 
the Kull, and containing likewiſe an eſtate qualifying for the Diet. 

2. The juriſdiction of Dehn/en, ſituated in the village of Debnſen or 
Dabnſen, beyond the Kulf, and belonging to the Steinbergs of Brugge, and 
the Bork of Mulfingen. 

3. The juriſdiction of Banteln, belonging to the family of Benny/r, 
and having its ſeat in the parochial-village of Banteln. Ihis juriſdiction 


Contains a manor admitting to the Diet, with a manufacture of tapiltry. 
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4. The juriſdiction of Haſtenbect appertaining to the Redens, and having 
its ſeat in the parochial- village of Haſtenbeck, which alſo contains a manor 
qualifying for the Diet. In the year 1757 a ſmart action happened at this 
place between the armies of Brunſwick and France, which, contrary to 
expectation, turned out to the advantage of the latter. | 

5. The juriſdiction of Obr belonging to the Hakens and ſituated in the 
village of Obr, in which is a Diet manor. 

6. The juriſdiction of Hamelſchenburg, belonging to the family of 
Klenken, and having its ſeat in the parochial-village of Hamelſchenburg on 
the Emmer, containing a manor qualifying to the Diet. This juriſdiction 
belonged formerly to the Counts of Eberſtein. 

2. The Lauenau quarter conſiſting of certain bailiwicks, which, on the 
extinction of the laſt Counts of Schauenburg, devolved to the houſe of 
Brunſwick-Luneburg, under the deſcription of which is to be found a more 
particular account of each. In the year 1701 the States in this quarter 
were incorporated with thoſe of the Hamelen quarter of the principality of 
Calenberg. To them belongs 

1. The bailiwick of Lauenau, which is almoſt wholly ſurrounded by the two 
hills called the Deiſter and Suntel, and is itſelf ſo very hilly that the rain eaſily 
waſhes away the earth in it, wherefore the inhabitants are under a neceſſity 
of replacing it in the fields, before they can be made to produce any thing. 
In the year 1573 Erich Duke of Brunſwick and Luneburg conferred this 
bailiwick as a male fief on his ſon-in-law Ocho V. Count of Schauenburg, and 
on the other hand the Count reſigned to the Duke as fiefs his patrimonial 
ſeats and eſtates of Bokeloh and Meſmerode. Jobi Hermann Count of Schauen- 
burg-Holſtein dying in 1635, and in 1640 the whole male line failing in 
Otho VI. the laſt Count of Schauenburg, the bailiwick of Lauenau with 
Bokelob and Meſmerode, became annexed to the principality of Calenberg. 
The bailiwick contains under it 
Lauenau, a market-town, having a parochial- church and fifty-three houſes 
with two eſtates qualifying for the Diet. 

The parochial villages of Bakede, Bever and Einbeckbauſen, in the laſt 
of which is a manor qualifying for the Diet, together with Hulſede having 
a like manor and Nettelrede. | 
Hamelſpringe, a village, near which lies the ſource of the Hamel. 
Luttriebauſen, a village, having a manor qualifying for the Diet, and 
fourteen other villages. 

2. The bailiwick of Bokelob, the hiſtory of which is already inſerted in 
the preceding bailiwick. The foil is pretty fertile in grain, but till 
more ſo in flax, part of which is exported raw, and the remainder ſpun 
here to thread, This bailiwick conſiſts of the village of Bokelob, in which 
alſo it has its ſeat, together with Jenſen containing a parochial-church, 
Meſmercde having a farm belonging to the Prince, and Little-Heydorn. 
Vor. VI. 8 1 : 3. The 
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3. The bailiwick of Lachem fituated on the Meer. The levels here pro- 
duce grain and pulſe, and the hills are covered with ſpacious woods of 
oak and beech. Its graſery alſo is not inconſiderable, and here are like. 
wiſe woven great quantities of courſe linen for exportation to Bremen. 
This bailiwick together with the town of Oldendorf, and the vogtey of 
Vicheck were formerly mortgaged by the Counts of Wiunftorf to the Counts 
of Schauenberg. In 1573 an agreement was made between Erich Duke 
of Brunſwick and Luneburg, and Otho V. Count of Schauenburg, that this 
eſtate during the lives of any of the male branch of the Counts of Schauer. 
burg, ſhould remain unredeemed, but on the failure of them, devolve to 
the Dukes of Brunſwick and Luneburg, without paying the mortgage 
money or any charge or coſt whatever. On the extinction of the 
Schauenburg male line in the perſon of Orho VI. Chriftien Lewis Duke of 
Brunſwick and Luneburg, and Philip Count of Schauenburg-Lippe in conjunc 
tion with Amelia Elizabeth landgravine of Heſſe Caſſel, entered in 1647 into a 
compact at Lauenau, that Bokelob, Meſmerode and Lauenau ſhould remain 
annexed to the principality of Calenberg. The preſent bailiwick of Lachem 


was likewiſe added to it; and on the other hand the town of Oldenderf, 


and the remainder of the vogteys of Lachem and Visbeck, were afinexed to 
the Heſſian part of the county of Schauenburg, though with a clauſe, that, 
on the failure of the male line of the Landgrave William, the whole Visbect 
vogtey, as it then ſtood, as alſo on the failure of the Rothenburg line, 
the town of Oldenderf ſhould deſcend abſolutely and gratis, to the prin- 
cipality of Calenberg: further that to this end the ſubjects of the ſaid town 
and vogtey ſhould do homage to the ſovereign of the principality of 
Calenberg, at the ſame time as they did it to the landgrave of Feſe The 
bailiwick confiſts of two pariſhes, each of which is ſubdivided into certain 
communities of peaſants, and theſe again into villages and fingle farms: 
namel 

I. The pariſh of Hemeringen, containing the Bauerſchaſten of Hemeringen, 
and conſiſting of two villages, and three farms, with Dehrnkerkerbreek, 
conſiſting of three villages, one farm and a manor qualifying for the Diet, 
ſituated in the village of Poftebs/z, Egge conſiſting of four villages and two 
farms, Holver/lorf of four villages and one farm, and Kerkenderf having 
its ſeat in the village of that name. 

2. The pariſh of Lachemer, containing the two Bauerſchaften and villages 
of Lachem, with Haverbeck, and Heipenſen a manor qualifying to the Diet. 


III. The GorrINGEN Quarter, 


Which is fituated apart from the others, and once conſtituted a diftin& 
principality. From its lying ſouth alſo of the great foreſts of Selling and Herz, 
it was ſtiled the Furſtentum Oberwald or principatity beyond the foreſt, In 
| | | t 
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it are eight towns, with the like number of ſeculariſed convents, fifteen royal 
bailiwicks, and eleven noblemen's juriſdictions, which ſaid bailiwicks and 
juriſdictions contain under them four market towns and one hundred and 
ſeventy- nine villages. The manors here qualifying to the Diet, are forty-eight 
in number and their aſſeſſment amounts to two hundred and fixty-three 
rixdollars, thirty-three mgr. ſixty pfennings. We ſhall begin 


1. With the two large and Kanz/ey/aſzige towns of the principality of 
Calenberg, in this quarter; namely 


1. Gottingen, the chief of the four large towns of the principality of 


Calenberg, ſtuated in a ſpacious fertile and pleaſant vale, along the water 
called the New Leine, which is a canal drawn from the river of that name, the 
town being about a hundred rods from it. This canal ſeparates the Old from 
the New town and the Marſch, beginning a full quarter of an hour's diſtance 
above the town, and at nearly the fame diſtance below it returns again into 
the real Leine. The ramparts round the town, which are about fix hundred 
and ninety- ſeven rods in circuit, command a delightful proſpect of gardens 
of all kinds, with meadows, fields and eminences, and would form a 
moſt delightful walk, were the uſeleſs breaſt works on it removed, the 
wall levelled and planted with lime trees, or rather for the promotion of 
the culture of filk with white mulberry trees, a change which for the 
advantage and recreation of the inhabitants, particularly of the univer- 
fity, were greatly to be wiſhed. The town itſelf conſiſts of upwards of one 
thouſand houſes, and fince the erection of the univerfity has been ſo em- 
belliſhed with new buildings and the old ſo repaired, that it is at preſent 
one of the beſt built towns in all Lower Saxony, and for the fine free ſtone 
pavement on both fides of its ſtreets, may be ſaid to have few equals, as 
in the troubleſome years of 1757 and 1758 the French themſelves acknow- 
ledged. In winter the ſtreets are illuminated with lamps. In the town are five 
parochial churches, among which the principal is that of St. John, together 
with an alms-houſe having a church and particular preacher of its own, as 
alſo another for the Calvin;/ts. The Papiſts here celebrate worſhip in a 
private houſe. The church of the Bare-footed friars is converted into an 
armoury. But the principal ornament and advantage of Gottingen is the univer- 
ſity of Georgia Auguſta founded in the year 1734, by King George Il. (inſtea 1 
of the ancient Gymnaſium in the Pauline or Dominican convent, founded in 
1536) and conſecrated on the ſeventeenth of September 1737, which univerſity 
by the inexpretffible attention, and care of its firſt and preſent curator Baron 
\Munchbauſen has acquired a very diſtinguiſhed reputation, among and above 
the otaer univerſities of Germany, and even throughout the whole republic 
ct letters. Belonging to it is a large ſplendid church, which conſtituted that 
ot the Paulines, with a peculiar paſtor, and to it likewiſe belong a new 
and ſtately ſtructure of ſtone, the ground floor of which ſerves as a hall 
tor public lectures, and that above 4 the library, with the council chamber 
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and other apartments. This library to which conſiderable additions are 
every year made, if conſidered with reſpect to the number, goodneſs and 
value of its books, is one of the moſt capital libraries not only in Germany 
but even in all Europe. It is called the Bulowcan, having received its original 
from a collection of about 10,000 volumes, bequeathed by the late Baron 
Bulow for the public uſe, and by his heirs given to the univerſity.

To them belonged the 
village of Hammen/ted? as a fief of the ſee of Paderborn. The neighbouring 
country was formerly called the Rittega. 

The ancient counts of Nordbeim, and lords of Bomeneburg were deſcen- 
ded from Count Hermann, who lived towards the cloſe of the tenth cen. 
tury. Some hold him to have been a fon of Henry Duke of Bavaria, 
brother to the Emperor Otbo the Great, on whom the ſaid Emperor con- 
ferred all the country along the VMerra on both fides the Weſer, as alſo the 
tract of land, in which lies Nordheim and Gottingen. Others again affirm 
that Count Hermann was ſon to Otho a Count of Sa/zgau, who lived about 
the time of the Emperor Oi bo tbe Great. Hermann's fon was named Count 
Segfrid, who among other iſſue had Count Benno, whoſe fon Otho after 
receiving the Dutchy of Bavaria from the Emperor Henry III. was forci- 
bly ſtripped of it, by the Emperor Henry IV. and died in 1083. In ſeveral 
records this Prince is even ſtiled Duke of Saxony, which has led Leibnitz to 
ſuppoſe that the Dutchy of Saxony was at that time divided into two parts, 
and that Weſtphalia and Engern, belonged to the Billung family, but 


 Olſphalia to this houſe, and further that the dutchy of Ofpbalia was 


the ſame with the Dutchy on the Weſer. Henry III. married Richenza 
widow to Hermann Count of Verla. Of the fruits of this marriage we 
ſhall take notice only of his ſons, Henry the Fat, Segfred and Conrad ot 
Cuno. The firſt of theſe was Count of Nerdbeim, the ſecond of Bamene- 
burg, and the third of Berchlingen, Count Henry the Fat marrying Gertrud: 
daughter to Egbert marggrave of Meiſſen brought to his houſe, the town 
and country of Brunſwick; but in 1101 he fell in a battle againſt the 
Friſons leaving behind him no male heirs ; neither had his brother Conras 
or Cuno any, but their brother Sigrid Count of Bomeneburg (a title de- 
rived from his caſtle of Boineburg or Bomeneburg in Sontra a bailiwick of 
Heſſe) had indeed a fon of the ſame name, but that fon died in 1144, 
without any male iſſue. Richenza daughter to Count Henry the Thick, in the 
beginning of the twelfth century married Lothario of Querfurt Count of 
Supplingburg, and afterwards Duke of Saxony and Emperor, by which mar- 
riage he acquired the large countries of Nordbeim and Brunſwick or th: 
Dutchy on the Meſer, which by Gertrude their daughter came to her 
husband Henry the Magnanimous and thus to the Velpbe family. 

2. The leſſer towns holding of the chancery : as namely 

1. Munden, in the records of the thirteenth century ſtiled Gemunden, 2 
town ſituated in a vale on the Fulda, which a little below this place at the 
point of the Tanzwerders joins the Werra, from which conflux it is called 
the J/eſer. Theſe ſtreams with the meadows along the er, the 
neighbouring gardens, woods and hills form on all ſides a moſt delight- 
ful proſpect, but the town frequently ſuffers by inundations. Over the 


Werra is a long bridge of ſtone, with a ſuperficies of wood to it. The town 
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conſiſts of fix hundred and ſeven houſes, and in it are alſo two Lutheran 
pariſh churches with a Latin free ſchool and an almshouſe. The Calviniſbs 
perform their worſhip in an elegant 3 in which is an organ, but this 
ſtructure is reckoned a taxable houſe. In the town is a double garriſon, 
namely one of four companies maintained by the town, and a regiment 
of the Sovereigns, which quarters in barracks, Theſe barracks are fituated 
in a large ſtone edifice, which was —_—_— a palace built by Duke 
Erich the Nunger. The garriſon has its own chaplain. The front of the 
town-houſe towards the market-place makes a good appearance. The 
burghers of Munden are free af Brunſwick and Oferode and fo vice verſe. 
As the town has above 2000 gardens belanging to it, and little corn land, 
ſo there are only two burghers here, who confine themſelves to tillage. 
It is not without ſome filk and damask weavers, as alfo vinegar brewers, 
tobacco ſpinners and manufacturers, and all the neceſſary artificers; but its 
principal ſupport is derived from its pony traffick and navigation. The 
traffick carried on here conſiſts not only of ſhopkeeping, but ftill more ſo of 
large dealings and commiſſions, which bring money into the country and 
keep it there. The various goods brought hither by land and water from 
Heſſe, Thuringia, Saxony, Frankfurt and Franconia, but more particularly 
from Nurnberg, Bavaria, &c. after a very ſhort ſtay here, are ſent 
down the Weſer ; and what comes up it hither is for the moſt part 
alſo forwarded into the above-mentioned countries. No foreigner, that is 
no one who is not a freeman of Munden, is to trade beyond this town 
but conſign his goods to a factor here, and whatever is brought in a veſſel 
muſt by virtue of the ſtaple- right, granted and confirmed to the town in 
the years 1246, 1279, 1289 and 1292, and further ratified in 1597 by 
the Emperor Rodolphus II. be unladen and laden again. Every Tueſday and 
Friday about nine in the morning a veſſel goes from hence to Caffe! up 
the Fulda, and this river none but freemen of Munden are allowed to 
navigate. The Werra may be navigated by Munden and Heſſian veſſels, 
but the latter on coming off Munden are not to proceed, without a licence, 
and even then to have a Munden maſter, and pay a duty to the town, 
which being done, a licence in writing is granted. The magiſtracy here, 
which conſiſts of two burgher-maſters and fix counſellors is peſſeſſed of both 
the juriſdictions within the town. Munden is the firſt among the ſmall 
towns of the principality of Calenberg, enjoys the directory among them 
in affairs of general concern, and of the Gottingen quarter alone makes a 
part of the lefler committee of the States, as alſo to the tax-college, of 
which their repreſentative is a regular member. The town anciently 
belonged to the eounty, as it was called, on the Merra, and conſequently to 
the Nordbeim patrimony. Its moſt ancient charter now in being bears date 
in 1246, and was granted it by Duke Ortho tbe Child, to whom it had 
ſubmitted, In 1626 it was beſieged and taken by ſtorm, by the Inperialiſts

under Count Tilly, by which ſtorm, excluſive of the numbers of townſmen 
who were killed, its loſs was eſtimated at 3 50, oo0 rixdollars, and on 
borrowing only fifty rixdollars of an inhabitant of Caſſel to redeem ſome of 
their records out of the ſoldiers hands, to raiſe ſo ſmall a ſum, the cor. 
poration was obliged to mortgage all its revenues. In the following years 
alſo till the year 1643, one calamity followed another, excluſive of confi. 
derable expences in which it was likewiſe frequently involved. In 17 57 and 
1758 it was for ſometime poſſeſſed by the French. A large eccleſiaſtical 
inſpection with two ſuperintendents takes its name from this town, though 
without being held here. | 

2. Dransfeld, a ſmall town of two hundred and eight houſes, 
ſituated between Munden and Gottingen, and containing two churches, one 
of which namely that of St. Martin's is under the patronage of Corvey 
abbey. The penal juriſdiction in this town is exerciſed by the bailiwick 
of Munden. 

3. Moringen, a ſmall town watered by the little river Mobr, which at 
Hoclelſbeim runs into the Leine. This town ſtands in a pleaſant hilly 
country ; being at preſent an open place, but was formerly fortified with 


moats, walls and ramparts. Exclufive alſo of the freedom of the bailiwick 


it contains one hundred and forty houſes, with a parochial church, another 
for interments in Oberndorf, a large orphan-houſe built betwixt the years 
1732 and 1745 at the expence of the States of Calenberg, in which 
hitherto fixty- three children have been maintained, and two manors quali- 
fying to ſeats in the Diet. The magiſtracy here is poſſeſſed of the civil 
Juriſdiction, but the criminal is exerciſed by the Prince's bailiff, to whom for 
this purpoſe, the magiſtracy delivers up the offender. On the ſite of the 
preſent bailiwick formerly ſtood Moringenburg, which was fortified with 
moats, walls and baſtions, and was the reſidence of ſeveral dukes. Moringen 
was a town ſo early as the year 1147, one half of which was then poſſeſſed by 
the Lords of Rag, and in 1380 ſequeſtrated by Duke Otho the Quadian, 
together with all their other eſtates and places. In the thirty years war it ſuf- 
fered extremely by pillage and military executions. In 1461, 1491, 1496, 
1506 and 1566 it was burnt down. In 1671, 1679 and 1680 it again 
ſuffered by fire, and till more in 1734, and again, though leſs, in 1747. 
Since the laſt of theſe fires,” it has been enlarged and its ſtreets built in a 
ſtraight line, forty-eight feet wide, fo that the town makes a much better 
appearance than before thoſe misfortunes. 

4. Uſiar, a ſmall town of two hundred and forty-three houſes ſituated in a 
valley, and walled, but the new town, to the building of which Duke Erich 
gave his conſent in 1561 ; is an open place. In the town is a pariſh-church, 
and without it another for interrments, and on an eminence near it ſtands a 
chapel. Here is alſo an eſtate qualifying for the Diet, and from which the 
noble family of ar takes its name, but this eſtate has been transferred 
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by them as an arrier fief, to the family of Neubauſz, and on the failure of 
that family came to the Gotzen of Oblenbauſen. The town itſelf was de- 
ſtroyed by fire in the years 1476 and 1641. In 1575 Duke Erich ordered 
its name to be changed to that of Freudenthal, but without prejudice to its 
privileges. The penal juriſdiction here is exerciſed by the bailiwick court. 

Hardeg ſen, a ſmall town ſeated on the Eſpolde, which at this place 
receives into it the Schortelbeeck. Hardegſen ſtands partly on a rock, out of 
which are hewn the cellars of the houſes in the burg ſtreet. In this town 
are in all one hundred and ſeventy-fix houſes. The head miniſter of the 
pariſh-church here is alſo ſuperintendent of the inſpection named from the 
town. It is noted likewiſe for its good leather, of which it ſells great 
quantities, In the town and the lands without it, belonging to the 

burghers, the magiſtrates exerciſe the civil juriſdiction, the criminal being 

lodged in the bailiwick, to which the delinquent is turned over by 

the corporation. At Hardegſen is a free burgmannſſitz or caſtellany. An- 

ciently it belonged to the Lords of Roforf, but in 1380, together with their 

other eſtates, was ſequeſtrated by Duke Orho, who in 1383 granted it a 

charter, and died here in 1394, having firſt ſettled the caſtle on his 

ſpouſe, as a dowery. Duke William the Younger, alſo made it his princi- 

pal place of reſidence and died here in 1503. In the years 1.566 and 

1579, this town ſuffered greatly by fire. 

3- The ſecularized convents, which are farmed to bailiffs, and the re- 
venues of which àre managed by the conventual chamber: namely 

1. The convent of St. Blafins at Nordheim founded in 1051 by Otho 
Duke of Bavaria, as a Benedictine convent for both ſexes. In 1141 this 
grant was confirmed and augmented by his grandſon Sigfrid Count of Be- 
meneburg, but in 1234, by order of the Duke of Brunſwick, the nuns quitted 
the convent. About the year 1570, it was ſuppreſſed, on which the laſt 
abbot voluntarily left it. At preſent it is farmed to a bailiff, and includes 
under it, the farm of Guntgenburg, lying a little way without the town of 
Nerdbeim, 

2. The convent of Viebrechtſbauſen founded in 1030 as a Benedictine 
nunnery. This convent is likewiſe farmed to a bailiff, and includes under ir 
the manſion-houſe and farm of Mandelbeck in the bailiwick of Brunſ/tein. 

3. The convent of Fredelſſab or Fredeſſob, in ancient records ſtiled Frideſele, 
Frideſſele, Fredelſe or Fredeſle, ſituated in the village of that name, in the baili- 
wick of Meringen, and founded in 1137 by Albert the firſt archbiſhop of 
Mentz, but inlarged in 1141 by archbiſhop Marcelf. This convent was at firſt 
an Auguſtine foundation for both ſexes, but the nuns were afterwards ex- 
pelled from it. On its ſecularization the eſtates belonging to it were 
tarmed to a bailiff. The convent itſelf was burnt down in the thirty years 
war, and 1n 1752 the priory, which had ſerved for the bailiwick houſe, was 
forſaken, a new one having been built there before that year. Its church 
is ſtill in being, 
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4. The convent of Marienſtein or Steina lying on the Leina, which at 
this place is joined by the Eſpolde, and founded in 1108 by Rothard arch. 
biſhop of Mentz, for monks of the Benedictine order. To it belongs the 
village, ſituated near the conventual buildings. Anciently the ruling 
Dukes of Brunſuick and Luneburg held Diets at this convent, with the 
States of the country of Gottingen, and their territories along the Leine; 
and in one of theſe Dicts, in the year 1408, the principality of Gottingen 
was transferred to Duke Erich the Eider. 

5. The nunnery of Meende, ſituated in the village of that name belong. 
ing to the bailiwick of Har/te, and ſaid to have been founded towards the 
year 1300. It ſtood originally at Nikelausberg and is farmed to a bailiff. 
To it belongs a farm at Nikelausberg in the bailiwick of Har/te, and likewiſe 
Reinheldsbof, a ſeat, formerly called Reinboldſbauſen, in the bailiwick of 
Friedland. 

6. The ancient nunnery of Mariengarten, ſituated in a pleaſant valley, and 
having a parochial- church. This nunnery is at preſent farmed. To it 
belongs the farm of Wetenborn, in the bailiwick of Friedland. 

7. Bursfelde convent lying on the Veſer, and anciently one of the 
molt celebrated monaſteries of Benedictine Monks in all Germany: It was 
founded in the year 1093, by Henry the Fat Count of Nordherm, on the 
Mei mende eſtate, which was purchaſed by that Prince of Albert Inſul. The 
Emperor Henry IV. granted it the privilege of electing its own patron and 
abbot, as likewiſe that of coinage and; holding a market. Its firſt monks 
came from Corvey abbey. The excellency of the diſcipline, which, in the 
fifteenth century was introduced here, gained this convent ſo ſingular a repu- 
tation, that many other Benedictine convents entered into a connection with it, 
and adopted its ſtatutes of reformation, and thus gave riſe to the celebrated 
union and congregation of Bursfelde, which congregation was confirmed by 
the council of Baſel in 1440, and afterwards by the bulls of ſeveral Popes, 
In the fixteenth century the convent profeſſed Lutberaniſm. Its lands are 
indeed farmed to a bailiff, but the title of abbot of Bursfelde has for ſome- 
time lain dormant. | | 

To this convent once belonged the juridical village of Lipprechtrode in 
the principality of Halber/tadt, at preſent farmed to a bailiff of the Elector 
of Brunſwick. | 

8. The nunnery of Hilwardſbauſen or Hildewardeſhauſen on the Weſer. 
A proof of the antiquity of this nunnery is that the Emperor Otto I. in 
the year 973 at Grone burg confirmed a large donation made to this convent 
by a wealthy lady of the name of He/mburg. At preſent it is farmed to a 


bailiff, and has alſo a farm belonging to it at Diemarden, in the bailiwick 
of Friedland. | 


4. The demeſne bailiwicks, among them is 
1. The juriſdiction of Leineberg, being a semnant of the ancient court 


palatine 
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palatine at Ge, of which notice has been taken in the account of the 
town of Gottingen. This juriſdiction is properly ſtiled das landgericht auf dem 
Leineberg bey Gottingen, or the land- court of Leineberg by Gottingen, and 
the firſt mention of it occurs in an inſtrument ſigned by Poppo Lord of 
Plſſ in the year 1241, At preſent it extends only to the parochial villages 
of Grone and Ryftorf (in the latter of which was a burg belonging to 
the lords of that name, whoſe lands were reaſſumed in 1330 by Duke 
Orbe the Quadian as a forfeited fief, on account of Chriſtopher of Reftorf 
having murdered his brother Frederick. Upper-TFeſa, Settmarſhauſen, and 
the villages of NR and Holtenſen. It is held at Grone in the 
Sovereign's name by the juſtitiary of Gottingen, but the bailiwick of 
Munden has alſo a concurrens juriſdictio therein. In this tract alſo lies 
the Diet manner of Oblenbauſen, belonging to the noble family of the 
G:t2-n of Ohlenbauſen, who beſides this hold likewiſe the eſtate of Heiſſentbal 
in this bailiwick, as a fief of Gottingen. 

2. The bailiwick of Munden, which is the largeſt and moſt conſiderable 
in all the Gottingen quarter. This bailiwick is very hilly, but has withal fine 
woods. The bailiwick-houſe lies in the town of Munden, in which town 
the part called the liberty is under its juriſdiction. It is alſo poſſeſſed of 
criminal juriſdiction in the town of Dransfeld, and under it likewiſe is 

Hedemunden, a ſmall town ſituated in a vale on the Werra, and wholl 
ſurrounded by the adjacent mountains. This place conſiſts of one hundred 
and forty-two houſes, and is the ſeat of a ſuperintendency, which forms one 
of the two inſpections, into which the inſpection of Munden is divided. 
Great quantities of linen alſo are woven and fold here. Formerly it belonged 
to the abbey of Kauffungen in Heſſe. 

This bailiwick is further divided into the Upper and Lower. 

1. In the Upper are twelve villages, and to it likewiſe belongs one half 
of the village of Niete, the other half being dependent on Heſe. The 
moſt remarkable places here are 

The parochial villages of Landwernhagen and Lutterberg, at the latter of 
which in 1758, a body of Hanoverians and Heſians were attacked by the 
French, and by reaſon of their vaſt ſuperiority of numbers obliged to retreat. 

The parochial-villages of Uſch/ag and Speele. 

Sichelgein, (in Engliſh Sickleftone) a village where formerly ſtood a caſtle, 
which in 1370 was refortified by Duke Obo the Quadian, on his invaſion 
of Heſſe; and Hermann Landgrave of Heſſe erected another caſtle fronting 
it, to which he gave the name of Senſenſtein or Sitbeſtone. 

2. The lower bailiwick conſiſting of fixteen villages, beſides one ſixth 
of the Leineberg juriſdiction, the bailiwick of Munden being alſo poſſeſſed 
of a concurrens juriſdictio therein. The parochial villages here, are Gimbte, 
Hemeln, Furſtenbagen, Buhren, Jarleſen, and Great-Wierſhauſen. The 
village of Ellerſhaufen vor dem Walde, in which the family of Stockhauſen 
Tt 2 are

are poſſeſſed of an eſtate, admitting to the Diet, is not to be confounded 
with the village of Ellerbauſen mentioned under the account of Leineberg 
juriſdiction, | 

3. The bailiwick of Bractenberg, conſiſting of four villages. This 
bailiwick is very mountainous and ſtoney, but contains valuable woods. 
The inhabitants traffick in oxen for draught, linen and ſheep. Brack. 
enberg the bailiwick-houſe ſtands near the eminence, on which was ſituated 
the old caſtle of that name, called Od Brackenberg. Below the village 
of Lippold/hauſen is a quarry of good ſtone. Meenſen is a parochial- village; of 
that of Mollenfelde one half lies in Heſſe. 

4. The bailiwick of Friedland, ſituated on the Leine, which in this 
bailiwick receives the Dramme, Garte, &c. The inhabitants excluſive of 
graſery grow alſo a great deal of grain and flax, and weave linen. To it 
appertain ſeventeen villages and three conventual farms, the moſt remark- 
able of which are 

Friedland, a village containing the bailiwick houſe. A ſtrong caſtle was 
erected on a mountain at this place by Duke Otho the Quadian, but in 1743 
the old ruins of it were entirely pulled down. 

The parochial villages of Lutgen or Little Schneen, in which is a manor 
qualifying for the Diet, Great-Schneen containing two churches and a farm 
belonging to the Sovereign, Lower-Jeſa, Reiffenbauſen, Sieboldſoauſen, 
Reckerſhauſen and Ballenbauſen. 

Diemarden, a parochial-village, in which the convent of Hildwardſbauſen 
was poſſeſſed of a farm, and the lower juriſdiction, which were purchaſed 
by it in 1234 of the abbot of St. Michael in Hildeſkeim. This place was 
once remarkable for two courts held here. 

5. The bailiwick of Reinbauſen, which is every where hilly, and near 
one half of it taken up by a foreſt of beach, oak and other trees. To it 
belong the villages of Reinbauſen with the bailiff's office, I/chenrode, Ganſe- 
teich and Lichtenhagen, in the laſt of which the Bu/zingſleben family are 
poſſeſſed of the upper and lower juriſdiction. 

6. The bailiwick of Nzedeck, to which belongs the houſe of that name, 
together with the villages of Great and L:ttle-Lengden, in the former of 
which is a pariſh-church, five vaſſals at Benniebauſen, and Ker/tlingeroderfeld. 

7. The bailiwick of Brun/tein, conſiſting more of mountains than levels, 
and lying on the Leine and Rubme. The principal trade of the inhabi- 
tants conſiſts in thread and linen, for which purpoſes, excluſive of the flax of 
their own growth, they import alſo great quantities from abroad. Since the 
beginning of the eighteenth century the bailiwick-houſe of this name has 
ſtood three quarters of an hour's diſtance from Nordbeim, in a hilly ſpot 
called Klingenhagen. To the bailiwick belong fix villages, of which 
Heltenſen or Langenholtenſen, Edeſheim, Hobnſtedt containing a ſuperinten- 
dency, and Eiver/hauſen having a manor qualifying for the Diet, are all 
parcchial. 8. The 
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8. The bailiwick of Wefterhofe, conſiſting chiefly of a good corn and 
flax land, and having alſo fine woods. This bailiwick contains nine 
villages. In Meſterbefe is the bailiwick-houſe and a manor qualifying for 
the Diet. Eboldſhauſen, Kablefeld, Echte, Dogerode, Harriehauſen and 
illerſbauſen are all parochial villages, and in the laſt alſo is a manor qualify- 
ing to a ſeat in the Diet. 

9. The bailiwick of Meringen, terminating both on the Leine and the foreſt 
of Solinger. The villages in this bailiwick, which lye low, enjoy good 
corn-land, and thoſe on the bleak rocky mountains make up the want of 
that advantage by the weaving of linen. Here are alſo fine quarries of mill- 
tones, whetſtones and freeſtone, and the lime-ſtone in the Weper hill 
burns to excellent lime. Of timber and other wood here is likewiſe a 
ſufficiency. The bailiwick-houſe lies in the town of Moringen, where 
alſo the bailiff exerciſes criminal juriſdiction. Among the twelve villages 
belonging to the bailiwick thoſe moſt worthy of notice are Oberderf, which 
begins immediately without the Obern-gate of Moringen, and contains a 
manor qualifying to the Diet, Fredeſſab with the above noticed convent, 
and Evenſen which conſtitutes one pariſh with the village of Szrotb, under 
the name of Trogen. In this bailiwick likewiſe may be reckoned the 
village of Hockelbeim not far from Nordbeim, and from which the Lords 
of Hockelheim or Huckelum took their name, who as Mr. Scheidt conjec- 
tures were progenitors to the Plæſ family, to whom alſo it once belonged. 
On the failure of the latter the houſe of Heſſe Caſſel took poſſeſſion both of 
the convent and the village. This occaſioned however a proceſs betwixt 
it and Brunſwick Luneberg, but while the ſuit remains undetermined it 
is agreed, that all juridicial affairs thall be determined jointly by the bailiffs 
which both houſes have at Moringen. | 

10. The bailiwick of Hardegſen, one half of which lies in the foreſt 
of Sollinger, being very rocky, ſtoney and clayey, and conſequently not very 
tertile. The greateſt part of the mountains here, are covered, however with 
toreſts of oak and beech. It yields alſo fine quarries of ſtone. The 
growth of corn here is much leſs conſiderable than that of flax, as from 
the latter the inhabitants procure their principal means of ſubſiſtence. 
The chief ſtreams that water this bailiwick are the E/polde, which comes 
from the bailiwick of U/ar, and after receiving into it the Schorrelbeeck, 
and other rivulets falls into the Leine near the convent of Steina; the 
 Schwulmſcbe which iſſues out of the Szeyberg, and running into the 
balliwick of lar, at Lippoldsbergen joins the Weſer ; with the Bellerbach 
which ſeparates the bailiwicks of Hardeg/en and Liar. 

The bailiwick-houſe ſtands on a ſmall eminence above the town of 
Hardegſen, and was once environed with walls and moats. The bailiff is 
poſſeſſed of the penal juriſdiction over the town. 

The nine villages belonging to this bailiwick are divided into the Upper 
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and Lower, of the former of which here are fix. Of theſe Elligerode is parochial, 
Of the three latter Hevenſen and Lutterſbauſen are both parochial villages, 
In the parochial-village of Molhrecliſbauſen the civil juriſdiction belongs in all 
caſes to the Papen family. In this bailiwick are alſo two,farms of the Prince's, 

11. The bailiwick of Har/te, confiſting of fourteen villages :; the moſt 
remarkable of theſe are 

Hurſte, a parochial-village, in which lies the bailiwick-houſe, and a 
ſuperintendency with a manor qualifying for the Diet. Harte once 
belonged to the lords of Ro/torf. 

Gladebeck, a parochial-village containing a farm of the Prince's, and a 
manor qualifying to a feat in the Diet. This place. alſo belonged once to 
the lords of Ro/torf, from whom the Gladebeck family are deſcended, 

The parochial villages of Lenglern, Elliebauſen, Parenſen and Weend:, 
with the N:iko/ausberg a village. 

12. The bailiwick of Mar, ſituated in the midſt of the foreſt of Sollinger, 
and being of courſe mountainous and rocky. The grain produced 
here is inconſiderable, but it grows a great deal of flax, and has ve 
profitable woods. The bailiwick-houſe ſtands without the town of lar, 
the criminal juriſdiction of which is lodged in the bailiffs court. The iron 
founderies, which lie at a ſmall diſtance from the town, are ſupplied with 
iron ore from the Harz foreſt, the bailiwick itſelf affording none. Hereis 
alſo a copper mill. Of the fifteen villages of this bailiwick Bollenſen, Sch1- 
ningen, Offenſen and Velpriehauſen are all parochial. 

13. The bailiwick of Lauenforde, ſituated on the Weſer, and containing 
little corn-land, but having large foreſts. The only place in this bailiwick 
is Lauenforde a market-town along the Veſer, on which river a toll is 
paid at this place. Formerly it belonged to the counts of Daſſel: 
among its pariſhioners are the Lutherans living near it, though in the dioceſe 
of Paderborn. This bailiwick once formed a part of the bailiwick of 
Nienover, but was diſmembered from it and mortgaged to the Siegel 
family. On its redemption, however, it continued a diſtin& bailiwick, but its 
records are kept at Nienover, to which place the vaſſals of Lauenforde baili- 
wick alſo carry their proceſſes and indictments. 

14. The bailiwick of Nienover, conſiſting principally of woods, whence 
the tillage carried on here is inconſiderable. This bailiwick anciently 
belonged to the counts of Daſſel. Count Ludolphus of Nienover and his 
brother's ſon, Count Adolphus of Daſſel, in 1269 ſold the burg of Niencorr 
to Albert the Great, Duke of Brunſwick. Nienover, the bailiwick-houte 
ſtands on a hill almoſt in the centre of the bailiwick, where alſo is 1 
hunting ſeat. At the foot of the mountain lies the vogt's or prefect's dwell- 
ing, and an inn, and not far from it is a mill belonging to the Sovereign. 


| Theſe ſeveral edifices are ſurrounded with the bailiwick eſtates, which 


border on all ſides, on the lands belonging to the foreſt, To this bailiwick 
is annexed Bedenfelie, 
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Bodenfelde, a market-town ſituated on the Weſer, and having a falt- 
ſpring, but this at preſent is not worked. 

Wahmbeck and Schonhagen both parochial, together with the village of 
Cammerborn. he | 

' 15. The bailiwick of Erichsburg, conſiſting of three parts, which are 
ſeparated from each other by the bailiwick of Hunneſruck, in the dioceſe of 
Hildeſheim : namely 

1. The part to the north of Sollinger foreſt, which was formerly ſtiled 
the bailiwick of Lutbor/?, and in the year 1389 was taken as a forfeited 
fef from the noble family to whom it gave name, by their feoffees the 
lords of Hamburg, but on the extinction of theſe lords devolved to the 
dukes of Brunſwick and Luneburg. About the year 1539 Duke Erich the 
Elder procured it from Duke Henry the Elder, by exchange in lieu of 
Hilzmunden, and added it to his ſeat of Erichsburg, built by him between 
the years 1525 and 1530, on which it was united with the bailiwick of 
Lauenberg, and both together named the bailiwick of Erichsburg. The 
corn- lands here are not only environed on three ſides by mountains, but 
lie alſo for the moſt part on eminences being ſtoney and barren. Thoſe 
however in the levels enjoy a clayey foil mixed in ſome parts with a red, and 
in others with a greyiſh kind of loom. Thus, in this part of the bailiwick 
flax thrives better than grain. In 1754 a rich iron ore was found in 
Bedeſau and the Heimberge, and pit-coal, very lately at Portenhagen on 
the borders of Hildeſbeim. In this part of the bailiwick lies 

Ihe ſeat of Erichsburg, in which is the bailiwick office. 

Luthorjt, anciently called Luthardeſſen a parochial-village, with Porten- 
hagen, alſo a village. 

2, The part fituated in the foreſt of Sollinger, was formerly ſtiled the baili- 
wick of Lauenberg, and belonged to the counts of Daſſel. On their failure it 
came to the dukes of Brunſwick and Luneburg, and in 1 539 was united with the 
bailiwick of Lutborſt, under the common name of Ericbsburg. The arable 
lands here lie for the moſt part along ſteep mountains, whence conſequently 
the tillage of them is difficult, but they bear all kinds of grain and good 
flax. Lauenberg yields a fine free-ſtone, and a good clay for bricks. To 
this part of the bailiwick belongs the parochial-village of Lauenberg or 
Lauenburg, with one half of the village of Hikoartſhauſen, the other half 
being within the Hildeſbeim bailiwick of Hunneſruck ; the little village of 
Happenſen, the lower juriſdiction of which is veſted in the Daſels ; and 
two foreſter's lodges. | 

3. Relliebayſen farm, which joins to the foreſt of Sollinger, and is wholly 
ſurrounded by the bailiwick of Hunneſruck. The buildings belonging to the 
tarm conſtitute a ſmall village. 

5. Juriſdictions belonging to noblemen: viz. 

1. The Hardenberg juriſdiction, appertaining. to the family of that 


name, 
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name, who are poſſeſſed of two votes, viz. one for Hardenberg Vordernhauſe 
and one for Hinternhauſe. Both thete houſes alſo are poſſeſſed of a ſhare in 
Leverſhauſen farm, but under the latter alone are included the farms of $t, 
Margaraten and Greſzen-Rode. The other places belonging to this court are 

Norten, a market-town fituated near the Leine, with a Roman-catholic 
collegiate abbey in it, ſubject to the archbiſhop of Mentz. 

Lutgenrode and Biſhauſen two villages containing Pop:ſh chapels, 

Groſzen-Rede, Hillerſe, Buble and Suderſhauſen, all Lutheran parochial. 
villages. 

The villages of Sudbeim and Lower-Billingſtauſen, the latter of which 
is not improbably the place of the Comeciæ Billingeſtadt, where, as likewiſe 
at the town of Eimbecł the counts Ludolphus and Adolphus of Daſſel uſed 
in 1274 to receive all addreſſes and memoirs. Billingſbauſen formerly 
belonged to the Pleſſe family, but anteriorly to that of Billing or Billung, 
from whom it received its name. Upper-Billingſhauſen lies in Bovenden 2 
bailiwick of Heſſe. 

2. The juriſdiction of Ger/mar, alſo belonging to the Hardenberg, 
whom it entitles to ſeat and voice in the Diet. This juriſdiction conſiſts 
of the parochial-village of Geiſmar, in which is a manor qualifying for 
the Diet. 

3. The juriſdiction of Adelebſen, appertaining to the Adelebſen family, 
who, by virtue of it are intitled to two votes in the Diet, viz. one for the 
upper houſe of Adelebſen, and one for the under houſe. Both the houſes lie 
in the town of Adelebſen, in which is alſo a parochial-church. Excluſive 
too of this town the bailiwick includes under it ſeven villages, of which 
Barterode is parochial. 

4. The juriſdiction of Alten-Gleichen, belonging to the Mar family, 
Henry of lar having in the year 1208 obtained a grant of Alten-Gleichen 
houſe from Orho IV. and come allo to an agreement with the Count of 
Gleichen, who had been diſpoſſeſſed of it. This juriſdiction contains under 
it the old mountain caſtle of Alten-Gleicben, together with the manors of 
Sennickerode, Upper and Lower Appenrode, Vegelſang, Elbickerode, Welmer- 
ſhauſen, with a village annexed to it, Gelgebauſen a pariſh, the parochial- 
village of Bremke, and the village of Bengebauſen. The old ſeat here with 
the ſeven manor-houſes, entitle them to eight votes in the Diet. 

Obſ. The ancient mountain caſtle of Nzen-Gleichen, with the farm cf 
Mitmarſhof, and certain revenues in the villages of Alten-Gleichen juri- 
diction belong to the ſhare of the houſe of Heſſe-Rheinfels in Lower Heſſe, 
which levies thoſe revenues, and exerciſes palatine juriſdiction over them. 
The Elector of Hanover however does not allow that houſe to be their 
Sovereign, nor that the bailiwick of Mitmarſbef ſhould be termed Newen- 
Gleichen, other villages having been added to that Heſian bailiwick. See 
Vol. I. of this third part. | 

5. The 
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5. The juriſdiction of Imb/ſen belonging to the Scochbauſens, and compre- 
hending under it the villages of 1mb/en with a demeſne, which was mort- 
gaged to that family; Lowenbagen containing a manor, Dankel/hauſen hav- 
ing a parochial-church and a manor, and the manor of Wellerſen, which 
four eitates entitle the Szockhauſens to the like number of votes in the Diet. 
The criminal juriſdiction within this diſtrict is lodged in the bailiwick 
of Munden. 

6. The juriſdiction of Gartendorfer, belonging to Baron Gorzen of M ries- 
berg, and containing under it the villages of Rert or Ri?tmarſhauſen, with a 
manor qualifying to the Diet, Kerſtlingerode having a pariſh-church, 
Beyenrode, Meiſſenborn and Biſchhauſen, in the laſt of which alſo is a 
pariſh-church, 

7. The juriſdiction of Maacte, appertaining to the Wangenheims, and 
conſiſting of the parochial-village of Waacke, in which is a manor qualifying 
tor the Diet. 

8. Inbſbauſen juriſdiction belonging to the Baroneſs of Kzepen, and containing 
under it the parochial-village of Imb/hauſen, alſo having a manor qualifying 
to the Diet, which village is a bord-land of Paderborn. In this juriſdiction 
likewiſe lies the village of Lager/hauſen. 

Jubnde juriſdiction, appertaining to Baron Groten, and comprehend- 
ing the villages of Jubnde, in which is a parochial-church, and a manor 
qualifying to the Diet, Barlieſen, Mengerſhauſen, Volkernde and Little- 
IWierſhauſen, together with Oer/hauſen farm. 

10. The juriſdiction of Ue/z:nghauſen, belonging to the Heinſiuss, and 
conliſting of U?/zinghauſen a village, in which is a manor qualifying to a 
ſeat in the Diet. 

11. The juriſdiction of Olderſhauſen, belonging to the Olderſtauſens, and 
containing under it the villages of Olderſbauſen, with a manor qualifying for 
the Diet, Echte having a parochial-church, Duderode alſo having a paro- 
chial-church, and a manor qualifying to fit in the Diet, Olenrode, Willenſen, 
and Yogelſang farm.

8. . THE principality of molſenbuttel, in Latin improperly called 
Principatus Guelferbytanus, is a part of the dutchy of Brunſwick, 


and accordingly repreſented in the maps of that dutchy. The dioceſe of 
Hilde/hetm, and the principality of Halber/tadt divide it into two parts. 
The north part is environed with the principality of Luneburg, the Mark 
of Brandenburg, the dutchy of Magdeburg, the principality of Halber/tadt, 
and the dioceſe of Hildeſleim. The ſouth part alſo lies between the two 
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laſt of theſe territories, the county of Mernigerode, the principalities of 
Grubenhagen and Calenberg, Corvey and the county of Lippe. 

$. 2. The eaſtern half of the ſouth-part, which lies between the Leine 
and the Ecker, or the county of Wernigerede, contains under it a part of 
the Hara, the mine and falt-works which the Prince holds in common 
with the Elector of Brunſwick Luneburg, as is ſhewn in the above deſcrip. 
tion of the principality of Grubenbagen. In the weſtern half of this 
ſouthern part, fituated between the Leine and Weſer, is a part of the foreſt of 
S-llinger, conſiſting of oak and beech, with a chain of mountains, covered 
with woods, which towards the ſouth are called the Hilti, and northwards 
the 1hdt or Nied? (anciently Tgatb) and laſtly the hills of Lauenſfein. 
Thus the ſouthern part of the principality conſiſts chiefly of hills and 
woods, with little arable land, but on the other hand has a great plenty of 
timber, iron and glaſs-houſes, the manufactures of which are greatly ad- 
mired, particularly thoſe of looking-glaſs; with a fine porcelaine manu- 
facture, and the very rich mine and falt-works in the Harz. The north 
part of the principality is more level and produces abundance of grain, 
flax and hemp, together with all kinds of pulſe and fine fruit. Their graſery 
here turns likewiſe to very good account, beſides which it has a falt-work. 
The culture of filk too is now followed here, and premiums are afligned 
by the Prince for the encouragement of it. The above deſcription ſhews 
the Weſer and Leine to be the principal rivers in this ſouth-part of the 
principality. Here alſo as well as in the Harz, run the Inner/te and Ocher, 
the former of which ſoon reaches the dioceſe of Hildeſbeim, whereas the 
latter paſſes through the north part of the principality, where it is 
joined by the Schunter (alſo having its ſource in it near Neubrucł above 
the Warberg bailiwick of Repke) and this river is ſuch an increaſe to it 
that at a ſmall expence it might be made navigable as far as the Allr, 
Duke Charles has already cauſed this to be done between Volfenbuttel and 
Brunſwick, and to him likewiſe is owing the Schunter canal, drawn be- 
tween Querum and Gliſſenrede, with its fluice, which is fo very convenient 
for floats and veſſels, and which was opened in the year 1750. The Aller 
runs through the bailiwick of Wolfsburg. 

F. 3. In this principality are ten boroughs, eight market-towns, three hun- 
dred and eighty-fix villages, and ſeventeen ſees and convents. The States 
here are compoſed, 1. Of the deans of the ſees and the priors of the 
convents. 2. Of the nobility, who are poſſeſſed of manors within the 
country, among whom the principal ſtate is that of the provincial com- 
mander at Lucklum, 3. Of the deputies of the oldeſt tows, which are 
Brunſwick, Helmſtedt, Scheningen, Konig /lutter, Seeſen, Sanderſbeim, Oldenderf 
and Holzminden. The leſſer committee is compoſed of the Dean of St. 
Blaſius at Brunſwick, who is alſo premier provincial and financier coun- 


ſellor, with two or three financier counſellors of the nobility, and the fitſt 
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burgher- maſter of Helmſtedt. The larger committee conſiſts of four pre- 
lates, nine nobles, and the repreſentatives of the towns of Brunſieic, 
Konig/lutter, Seeſen and Scheningen. The principal officers are a ſyndic, 
receiver and others. The Diets are held at the provincial houſe at Brunſ- 
wick, and meet four times a year. The duke's propoſals are delivered to 
the States by a privy-counſellor. 

$. 4. The eſtabliſhed religion here is Lutberaniſin, and both the paſtors 
and congregations are at preſent ranged into ſuperintendencies, which latter 
are under the five general ſuperintendants of Wolfenbuttel, Brunſwick, Helm- 
/edt, Sceſen and Holzmunden. At Brunſwick both the Calviniſis and Papiſts 
ace permitted the uſe of a an 

$. 5. Not to mention the ſpinning of thread and the weaving of linen, 
here are alſo divers manufactures in wool and filk, with houſes for the 
bleaching of wax. Tobacco likewiſe is prepared in ſeveral ways, and 
Turkey and other forts of leather dreſſed here. Its porcelain, lead, iron and 
ſteel foundaries too are in great repute, and the glaſs-houſes are much 
admired for the beauty of their productions. The trade of the county 
conſiſts in theſe manufactures and fabricks, as alſo in minerals which come 
from the common parts of the Harz in Brunſwick : Walnut tree, turnery 
and cabinet- makers ware, Cc. with the celebrated Brunſwick mum, and 
Konig lutter beer, called Duchſtein, and other home-made commodities. 
Brunſwick has two noted fairs every year. 

$. 6. For the inſtruction of youth, beſides other good Latin ſchools, in 
this country is a Collegium Carclinum at Brunſwick, and an univerſity 
at Helmſtedt. 

$. 7. The country of Brunſwick was antiently under lords of its own, 
who poſſeſſed it as their abſolute and hereditary property, and derived their 
lineage from Ludolphus Duke of Saxony, and conſequently by his grand- 
mother Haſala or . from Duke Witikird, whoſe daughter ſhe was. 
From King Henry I. grandſon to this Ludo/phus was deſcended his ſon 
Henry Duke of Bavaria, among whoſe iſſue was Count Bruno, on whom 
the Emperor Otho conferred a tract of land in Saxony near Brunſwick, 
namely Melverede and Hobenwart. Count Bruno his fon inlarged Brunſwick, 
and his fon Count Lud/phus, on the demiſe of the Emperor Henry II. 
was the firſt that obtained the full ſovereignty over Brunſwick and Tank- 
arderode, and died in 1038. His ſon Egbert I. became Margerave of 
Touriagia and Miſuia, and his ſon Egbert II. likewiſe attained to thoſe dignities. 
This laſt Prince being killed in battle in the year 1091, his ſiſter Gertrude 
ſucceeded to the country of Brunſwick, which country ſhe brought to her 
ſecond husband Henry the Fat, Count of Nerdbeim, and by their daughter 
Fichenza it came to her husband Lethario count of Supplingburg, and 
atterwards Emperor. By his daughter Gertrude it deſcended to her husband 
Henry the Magnanimous, Duke of Bavaria and Saxony, and thus to the 
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houſe of Welpho. The remaining part of its hiſtory, as alſo that of the 
ducal houſe, has been related before. 
$. 8. The Prince's title is only Duke of Brunſwick and Luneburg, but his 
arms are more extenſive, as conſiſting of thirteen fields: The firſt ru 
a ſem&e of hearts topaz, and a lion ſaphire, for the dutchy of Luneburg. 
The ſecond alſo is ruby with two leopards topaz, for the dutchy of 
Brunſwick. The third is ſaphire with a lion pearl, crowned 1 for the 
county of Eberſtein. The fourth ruby chequee, pearl and ſaphire with 
a lion topaz, for the lordſhip of Homburg. The fifth topaz a lion ruby, 
crowned ſaphire, for the county of Drepholz. The fixth ruby with a 
lion topaz, in chief, and four feſſes of the ſame, but through miſtake only 
three are marked, and theſe in the tenth field. The ſeventh is topaz, two 
bears claws expanded, for the county of Hoya. The eighth is quarterly 
party per feſſe chequee ruby and pearl; underneath pearl and ſaphire 
girony, for the county of Bruchlauſen. The ninth ſaphire an eagle pear], 
and forms the lower half of the Diepholz ſhield. The tenth is chequee 
ruby and pearl, for the county of Hobnſtein. The eleventh pearl, a ſtag's horn 
ruby, for the county of Regenſtein or Reinſtein. The twelfth pearl, a ſtag 
diamond, for the lordſhip of Kl/ettenberg. The thirteenth is alſo pearl, a 
ſtag's horn diamond, for the county of Lauterberg. Among the five 
crowned helmets, the chief or that in the centre, has a pillar pear], 
crowned and ſurmounted with a peacock's tail, in which is a ſtar topaz, 
and in the middle a horſe pearl betwixt two ſickles reverſed and decorated 
in five places with peacocks feathers. 
§. 9. The principality of Molfenbuttel is poſſeſſed of a vote among the 
Princes both in the college of the Princes of the Empire, and likewiſe in the 
Diets of Lower-Saxony, in each of which by virtue of an agreement concluded 
in 1706, when the ſeniority lies in the houſe of Brunſwick Wolfenbuttel, 
it precedes thoſe of the Elector of Brunſwick and, Luneburg for Zell, 
Grubenhagen and Calenberg, but otherwiſe comes after them : further the 
houſe of Volfenbuttel, when ſenior, obtains the joint directory of the 
Circle of Louer-Saxony. The taxation of this principality in the matricula 
of the Empire and Circle is twenty-two horſe and a half, and one hundred 
«nd five foot; or nine hundred and fixty florins one gr. and a half and to 
a ſingle Raman month the Prince for all its territories pays ſeven hundred 
and thirty-four florins, and to the chamber at Wetzlar two hundred and 
ſeventy- eight rixdollars, thirty-ſix kruitzers and a half. He has the ſame 
right as the Elector of Brunſwick to depute an aſſeſſor in the revenue court. 
$. 10. The hereditary court-offices are four. The O/der/bauſen family 
is hereditary marfhal of the principalities of Calenberg, Grubenhagen and 
Wilfenbuttel ; that of Veltheim hereditary ſewer, that of Schlieſtedt here- 
ditary cup-bearers, and that of Cramm hereditary treaſurers. 
$. 11, The lupreme college of the Princes, is the privy-council, * 
as 
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has the direction of all ſtate affairs, as alſo the general government of the 
country laws and ordinances, with the polity, grant of privileges, nomi- 
nation of magiſtrates and law officers in the towns and other important 
concerns: The reigning Duke afliſts as preſident. The Prince's revenue and 
all matters relative to it are either under the inſpection of the treaſury, in 
which alſo the Sovereign preſides, or of the convent office, Brunſwick is 
the ſeat of the two firſt colleges, whereas the laſt, together with the 
chancery, the high court of juſtice, (in which the Prince elects and appoints 
an aſſeſſor from each Curie of the country) and the conſiſtory are held 
at Welfenbuttel. 

$. 12. The Prince's immediate revenues ariſe from the treaſury-bailiwicks, 
the conventual eſtates, the regalia, the impoſts of the Circle and Empire, 
contributions, legation and fortification monies, ſervice and quotas of 
proviſions. The lefler committee of the States or the tax-college ſuper- 
intends the ſheep-tax, land-tax, convent-tax, town-tax, tythe-tax, meaſure- 
tax, and mill-tax, with the exciſe on malt, beer, wine, brandy and ſtamp- 
paper; as alſo the licent which has been introduced into Brunſwick and 
Walfenbuttel. 

F. 13, The military force lately maintained by the Duke, con ſiſts 
generally of four regiments of foot, each of two battalions, a body of 
horſe-guards, a regiment of dragoons, a militia regiment of five compa- 
nies, each company containing one hundred and eighty men, with 
a corps of engineers and matroſſes. The invalids alſo form one regiment. 

$. 14. In this principality are towns, abbies and convents, together with 
princely bailiwicks and noblemens courts, but divers of the latter have been 
purchaſed by the Sovereign for himſelf. The whole country is divided 
into four diſtricts, namely into thoſe of Wolfenbuttel, Schening, the Harz 
and the Weſer. 


IL The FOLFENBUTTEL Diiſtrict 


Lies on both ſides the Ocker, and contains under it 

1. The following towns: vis. 

Brunſwick, anciently called Brunfwyck, a fortified town, and the capital 
of the country, as alto the place ot relidence to the Sovereign. It lies on 
the Ocker, which enters the town by two branches, but within. it divides 
telt into a greater number, all which unite again, in one ſtream at the 
iſſue of the Ocker out of the town. Its preſent fortifications were begun 
under Duke Anthony Ulrich and compleated under Duke Charles. The 
ramparts are planted with mulberry-trees. The town is large, but its 
buildings are for the moſt part in the old taſte. Of late however it has 
trom time to time been beautified with new buildings and its ſtreets. 
better paved, The number of inhabitants here is not proportionate to its. 
extent 
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extent. The Prince's palace called the graue Hef, was in 1731 the court 
of Elizabeth, Sophia Maria widow to Duke Augu/tus William, That 
learned and pious Princeſs erected a ſplendid library here, the 
principal curioſity of which confiſts in a very valuable collection of ſcarce 
and curious bibles, or parts of bibles, in ſeveral languages, to the number 
The dutcheſs lives in the left wing of 
the palace, having in 1736 quitted the right wing, except the palace. 
church to the reigning Duke, who makes it his uſual place of reſidence. 
The garden belonging to this palace is laid out in an exquiſite taſte, 
The graue Hof itſelt ſtands in a ſtreet called the Boblueg, in which like. 
wiſe is the academy for martial exerciſes, with the Cavalierbaus, and 
armoury, all new and fightly buildings. The laſt of theſe was once the 
Pauline church. On the Hagenmarkt is ſeen the Collegium Carolinum, 
which is a noble ſtructure built in 1745. The founder of this college was 
Duke Charles. The ſtudents, particularly thoſe of good families, are taught 
all the neceſſary arts, ſciences, languages and exerciſes. In it too is a good 
library, and on the fame market-place ftands the opera-houſe, which 
likewiſe makes a very good figure. The old burg, at preſent called the 
Miſtbaus or Maſbef lies on the Ocker in the fite of the village of Tankwar. 
d:rode. Before it on a high and broad pillar of tree-ſtone ſtands a braſs 
lion, erected in 1166 by Duke Henry the Lion, which falling to ruin in 
1616 Duke Frederick Ulrich cauſed it to be repaired. On the burg-platz is 
the new play or pantomine-houſe. At the packbofe all goods imported or 
exported are rated and taxed, which is faid to produce above 200,000 
rixdollars per annum. In the new town lies the council-houſe, where the 
magiſtracy of the town meet, as the treaſury-board does in the council 
houſe of the old, and during the fair time the paſſages round it are crowded 
with toy-ſhops. Near it alſo ſtands the building called the Autorſbof, in 
which was a chapel dedicated to a Saint named Autor, but in 1681 this 
chapel was aſſigned to the foreign dealers at the fair, for the ſecurity and 
more convenient ſale of their goods. In the Heyden ſtreet is the mint, 
and in the Green-market the main-guard. The work-houſe or houſe of 
correction here, was rebuilt by Duke Charles, having at firſt been formed 
out of the hoſpital, which was originally dedicated to the Virgin Mary. 
The orphan-houſe excluſive of its largeneſs is an excellent foundation, 
and fince the year 1753, has had a Latin-ſchool annexed to it, with a 
printing-houſe and book-ſhop. It was formed out of the Alcxhouſe, ſo 
called from the Alexians or Fratres Cellitæ, whoſe manſion it was. The 
Lutherans are poſſeſſed of ten churches here. The cathedral of St. Bla/tus 


which ſtands on the Burg ſquare, was erected in 1172 by Henry the Lion, 
on his return from the Heoly-Land, inſtead of the church of St. Peter and 
St. Paul, which was then fallen to ruins.

treaſure 
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treaſute of teliques and curioſities, but of theſe by far the greateſt part 
was in 1671 carried to the palace-church at Hanover. In it excluſive of 
two fine large monuments of that Duke and his ſecond conſort, are 
kept the records of the electoral family of Brunſwick Luneburg, and the 
vault of the Dukes of the Bevern-line. The paſtor of this church is 
immediately under the Sovereign's conſiſtory, and not under the town 
ſuperintendent. The latter preaches to the inhabitants in general every 
Sunday in the afternoon in the Brudern-kirch, in which at preſent is kept 
the library for the town clergy, but in other reſpects his proper pariſh is 
St. Martins. The other churches here are thoſe of St. Peter, St. Michael, 
St, Laurence and St. Fobn (in the laſt of which the paſtors of the Bru- 
dern-kirche preach every quarter of the year) St. Mary's or the church 
of our Lady, with St. Giless, in which is a convent for twelve ladies and 
a prioreſs, but its ſchool was ſuppreſſed in 1758, and added to the great 
orphan-houſe. This laſt alſo ſerves both for the aforeſaid convent and the 
town garriſon, To theſe are to be added St. Magnus's, St. Catharine's and 
St. Andrew's in the new town. The Dutch and French Calviniſis are 
poſſeſſed in common of St. Bartbolomew's church in the Schutzen's ſtreet, 
but each under their reſpective paſtor; and to the Roman-catholics is 
aſſigned the church of St. Nicolas at the Steintbor or Stone- gate. Their 
prieſt is to be collated by the Sovereign. The Tempelbef on the Bohkoege near 
the Grauenbofe is an antique building, which formerly belonged to the knights 
templars, but on their ſuppreſſion paſſed to thoſe of St. Fobn, and parti- 
cularly to the commandery of Supplingenburg, which in 1367 diſpoſed 
of it together with the chapel of St. Matthew at that time ſtanding on 
it, to Kaland St. Jurgen, but the dean thereof is to be confirmed by the 
commander of Supplingenburg. The Dean and camerarius are eccleſiaſtics, 
and the two lay members are uſually magiſtrates. Theſe four compoſe the 
ſociety. In the town are two Gymnaſiums, namely that of St. Martin and 
St, Catharine, with an anatomy and ſurgery-ſchool, the latter of which 
was founded by Duke Charles, and opened in 1751. Here is allo a 
college forthe ſtudy of phyfic inſtituted in 1747, and reckoned a princely foun- 
dation, as depending only on the Duke and his privy-council. The large 
lazaretta near the Fallerfleb gate was likewiſe built by the ſame munificent 
Prince. St. Leonard's hoſpital without the Stene gate has a pariſh-church 
belonging to it, but incorporated with that of ow. Lady. The town it- 
elf is well provided with a variety of ingenious artizans, and has ſeveral 
manufactures and fabrics. Its ſtrong beer invented by Chriſtian Mummen, 
and called after his name, is exported to all parts, even as far as A/a. 
The firſt ſpinning wheels were invented here in 1530 by Jurgen a ſtone- 
cutter and ſtatuary. Brunſwick has two yearly fairs, and thoſe alſo ve 
confiderable ones. The patricians here uſed formerly to wear gold or filver 


rings, according to the diviſion of ancient and modern to which they 
belonged, | | ; us 
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Its magiſtracy is poſſeſſed of the high and low juriſdiction, and alſo ap- 


points the bailiff over its four villages of Lehnd5»rf, Oclper, Rubningen and 


Rubne, which lie in the bailiwick of Eich. The town has likewiſe its own 
ſpiritual court conſiſting of the corporation and town paſtors. The ruling 
burghermaſter is preſident, and next to him the ſuperintendent. It is 
alſo the ſeat of one of the five general ſuperintendencies of the principality, 
Brunſwick, appears to have been in being ſo early as the eighth century, 
For not only John von Eſſen, in Mr. Scheidt's Biblicth. hiſt. Goetting. part I, 
p. 38. ſays that in the year 775, the Emperor Charles the Great, came to 
the Ocker, which runs through Brunon's vicum (or Brunſwick) but alſo 
in the Acla Sanctorum for the month of February part I. p. 312, it is relat- 
ed that in the beginning of the eighth century Biſhop Swibert, with his 
rieſts and other religious went to Saxony, and coming to a large town 
called Brunſwick, they preached there and converted great numbers. Thus 
it is not improbable that the place was founded by Duke Bruno ſon-in- 
law to Duke WWitiztnd, if not by his very father Duke Bruno of Engern. 
Somewhat more of its hiſtory may be ſeen above in the introduction to 
the hiſtory of this principality, F. 7. So early as the days of Henry the 
Lion, Brunſwick conſiſted of five precincts, namely the Al/ad?, the Neu- 
ftadt, the Sack, Hagen and Alten Wick, each of which was environed with 
its own diſtinct wall, till the ſame Duke in 1177 incloſed them all within one. 
In 1314 Duke Ortho #he Severe diſcharged the burghers of Brunſwick from 
all kinds of villanage, and the two brothers Dukes Magnus and Erneft, 
were pleaſed to grant to the town of Brunſwick, and its beloved citizens 
an exemption from all villanage. Formerly the Duke's governor of the 
old Burg was inveſted with both juriſdiftions over the town, but in 1345 
the citizens by mortgage acquired this government, and by degrees arro- 
gated to themſelves ſtill greater immunities and privileges, inſomuch that 
at length they preſcribed to the Sovereign the conditions on which they 
would do him homage, in conſequence of which very tedious conteſts 
aroſe between them, and the Duke. Accordingly in the years 1492, 1542, 
15 50, 1553, 1605, 1615 they were beſieged by the latter, but not re- 
duced, and the compacts of 1535, 1553, 1559, and 1615 became void. 
At length, however, namely in 1671 Duke Radolphus Auguſtus made 
himſelf maſter of the town after a ſhort ſiege, in which, the very 
cannon it had lent him were employed againſt it. In 1757 it was poſſeſſed 
by the French, who quitted it again in 1758. It was anciently the head 
town of an anſeatic department. 
The Lutheran convent of Heiligen Kreuz on the Rennelsberg without 
St. Peter's gate, conſiſts of a prior, a domina, and twelve ſecters, with a 
church of its own, 
Under Duke Charles the Ocker was made navigable from this place to 


Walfenbuttel, and the road between the two towns raiſed and well nk 
exclulive 
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excluſive of a viſta of trees planted all along it, which renders it extremely 
ightful, 
K. Wolfenbuttel, a fortified town ſituated in a low and marſhy country on the 
Ocker. This is a pleaſant place, and contains many ſightly houſes in it, beſides 
which it is alſo the ſeat of ſome of the head colleges of the principality of 
Walfenbuttel, as namely of thechancery, the chief court ofjuſtice, the conſiſtory, 
the convent chamber, the bailiwick-office and a general-ſuperintendency. The 
caſtle here was for the moſt part the uſual reſidence of the Dukes. On the 
Schloſsplatze ſtands an ancient armoury. The Dukes library which is one 
of the beſt and moſt copious in all Germany, and even in Europe, ſtands 
in a particular building compleated in 1723, and in the lower part is a 
riding-ſchool. The Gymnaſium here is ſtiled the ducal great School, In the 
great church which is dedicated to cur Lady, are to be ſeen an old and new 
burial place of the ducal family. Since the year 1740 Trinity church has 
been aſſigned to the garriſon. The Augu/ad? contains a particular church. 
The name of the town was indeed anciently tranſlated vadum Lupi, but 
is as little derived from Wolfen, as from Welphen or Welfen, and therefore is 
erroneouſly termed Guelpberbytum. In the moſt ancient accounts of it, 
which bear date in the eleventh century, it is called Yulferbutle, and very 
probably owes that title to the firſt builder of its ancient palace, whoſe 
name might have been Wolf, Molfer or Wolfhard. This palace belonged 
to the Velſenbuttel family, which with that of Peine made but one houſe, 
and of this houſe the Aſeburgs and Bartenſelens, are like wiſe ſaid to be 
branches. Gunzel of Molfenbuttel was ſteward of the Emperor's court. 
In 1253 King William granted to his ſon-in-law Albert the Great, Duke of 
Brunſwick and Luneburg, the reverſion of all Guter's feudal eſtates, and 
in 1254 declared Gunzel, to have forfeited them by contumacy and dit- 
obedience, whereupon Duke Albert in 1255, made himſelf maſter of 
IWWolfenbuttel palace, which he demoliſhed. In 1283 this palace was 
rebuilt by Duke Henry the Admirable, and thus became a ducal reſidence. 
Duke Henry the Younger, at a ſmall diſtance without the caſtle between the 
branches of he Ocker built Heinrichſtadt, which was ſo called from him after 
his deceaſe. Duke Julius inlarged it, and in 1579 for the reception of the 
goods of foreign traders built the town of Gode/lager, or Gut/lager) not Gtflager 
as it is now called) and in 1584 the Juliugfriedenſtadt. His ſon made new 
additions to the town. From 1626 to 1643 the Inperialiſis were in poſſeſſion 
of it. The founder of the Auguſiſtadt was Nuke Auguſtus. Thele ſeveral 
parts at preſent compoſe the town of Yolfenbuttel, In 1757 it was in 
the hands of the French, but in 1758 they abandoned it. | 
3. Scheppenſtedt, anciently called Sciphinſtede and Scaphinſiede, a borough 
ſeated on the Altenau, which traverſes the whole length of the town 
trom eaſt to weſt. Since the great fire in 1743, by which eighty-four 
aouſes were deſtroyed, this town has been rebuilt with greater ſymetry and 
Vor. VI. X x beauty 
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beauty than before, and is continually inlarging. In it is a ſuperintendency, 
In 1418 the village of Weftendorf was annexed to it, and municipal priyi. 
leges conferred on it: the ground of the three ruined villages of Twelkey, 
„ and Neindorf, was likewiſe added to its territory. In 1474 it was 
ſtill a borough, but in 1744 its juridical conſtitution was ſettled on a 
different footing. | 

2. The following religious foundations : namel 

i. The Lutheran armoury of St. Blaſius at the cathedral of Brunſwick, 
conſiſting of a-provoſt, a Dean, a ſenior and ten canons with ſeveral infe- 
rior prebendaries and vicars. This canonry has the nomination of the paſtors 
of the cathedral of Delper, Alen, &c. Its provoſt is poſſeſſed of particular 
eſtates and the advowſon of ſeveral livings. The Dean is the principal 
member of the States. 

2. The Lutheran foundation of St. Cyriac which ſtood on Monch hill with. 
out the gate of o/d St. Michael, at Brunſwick, but its buildings and church 
having been demoliſhed in 1545 by Duke Henry the Younger, the canons 
at ' preſent reſide within the town of Brunſwick, and enjoy their revenues 
without performing any particular divine ſervice. Their houſe is exempt 
from impoſts. They hold their chapter in St. John's chapel in the cathe- 
dral, where they alſo keep their records. The Dean is one of the States 
and likewiſe of the great committee, and the living of St. Peter at Brunſ- 
wick alſo is in his gift. The canons belonging to this foundation are five 
in number. | 

3. The Lutheran abbey of Steterburg fituated at a ſmall diſtance from 
Molfenbuttel, and conſiſting of an abbeſs, a provoſt, and a convent for 
ladies. It ſends alſo a repreſentative to the States, This abbey was 
founded in the year 1000 by the widow, and daughter of Count Altmans 
of Olsburg, and formed out of their ſeat. In 1542, 1626 and 1641 the 
buildings belonging to it were all deſtroyed. To it is annexed Nortenbef. 
Not far from Steterburg in 1641 the Inperialiſts and Bavarians were 
defeated by the Duke of Brunſwick and Luneburg. 

4. The Lutheran convent of Riddagſhauſen lies about half a German 
mile from Brunſwick, and conſiſts of an abbot, a prior, and a convent 
with a good library. Its firſt founder was Ludolphus Wenden in the year 
1145, but in 1146 Duke Henry the Lion endowed it with the lands and 
manſion-houſe of Riddagſhauſen, to which alſo it was ſoon afterward re- 
moved as a monaſtery of Ciſtercian Monks. It compoſes one of the States, 
and is alſo a member of the greater committee. In the years 1542, 1545, 
1552, 1606 and 1615, it was plundered and laid in aſhes. To it belong 
the villages of R:iddagſhauſen, Glieſſenrode, Harweſe, Hondeln, © Maſcherade, 
Mebrdorf, Querum and Monch or Little Scteppenſtedt, as alſo Unſeburg in 
the dutchy of Magdeburg. 

5. The Lutheran convent of Sal/zdalum, which will occur hereafter 


under the account of that place, 3. The 
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The following bailiwicks and courts belonging to the Sovereign, viz, 

1, The reſidential bailiwick of Molfenbuttel, formerly conſiſting of nine 
vogteys and Gobgrefſchafts, in which were included fixty-five villages, but of 
thoſe Rotenbof, Salzdalum and Winnigſtedt, at preſent diſtinct bailiwicks, 
were ſeparated from it by Duke Charles. This diſtrict is managed by a 
Great-vogt or chief bailiff aſſiſted by a bailiff and other perſons, and con- 
tains under it the vogteys of Bettmar, Denkte, Eveſen and Scheppenſted!, 
together with the Gohgrefjchafts of Sauingen and Biewende. In the fuſt 
of theſe vogteys is Fur/tenau, formerly called Haſſelnbof, and Sephienthal. 

2. The bailiwick of Rotenhef, which in the year 1756 was ſeparated 


from the reſidence bailiwick of Molfenbuttel, and conſiſts of the red and 


grey farms, as they are called, lying a little without Molfenbuttel, together 
with the eſtate of mon plaiſir, and the vogteys of Leiferde and Fummel/e. 
At Thiede is a ſuperintendency. 

3. The bailiwick of Winnig/tedt, alſo diſmembered from the reſidence 
bailiwick of Molfenbuttel, and to which were added the eſtate and court of 
Great-Winnigſtedt. 

4. The bailiwick of Salzdalum, likewiſe ſeparated from the reſidence 
bailiwick of which it once formed a Gobgrefſchaft. In this bailiwick is 

Salzdalum a village, fituated about one hour's diſtance from Wolfenbuttel, 
and fo called from a conſiderable ſalt-work in its neighbourhood, which 
was diſcovered ſo early as the thirteenth . At this place alſo were 
formerly held the Diets of the principality, and at preſent it is famous for 
the ſplendid and beautiful ſeat built here by Duke Anthony Ulrich. Omitting 
the coſtly embliſhments and magnificent furniture of this feat, with the 
elegant and delightful garden belonging to it, I ſhall only fay that the 
great gallery, which is two hundred feet long, fifty broad, and forty high, 
contains a very valuable treaſure of above a thouſand excellent pictures by 
the beſt maſters, and that the leſſer gallery, which is one hundred and 
lixty feet long and twenty broad, is likewiſe full of maiterly paintings. 
At the end of it to the right is a large cabinet conſiſting of above one 
thouſand pieces, as plates, for inſtance, of bottles and ſalt-ſellers of in- 
comparable beauty, being enamels of Raphael de Urbino, and placed to the 
greateſt advantage. On the left ſide of the ſmall gallery facing the 
above-mentioned cabinet is a large China cabinet containing above 
8000 pieces, ſuch as cups, diſhes, eſpargnes, &c. all moſt exquiſitely 
arranged. Adjoining to the large gallery are fix ſmall cabinets filled with 
curioſities of art and nature. The chapel here is alſo very grand. Near 
this chapel and contiguous to the great orangery is a convent dedicated to 
the Virgin Mary, founded by Duke Anthony Ulrich and his conſort, for a 
domina and fifteen ſiſters of noble families, who perform divine ſervice 
twice a day in the chapel belonging to the palace. It has alſo a provoſt, 
and ſends a repreſentative to the States. |

At Alum is a ſuperintendency. 

5. The bailiwick of der Eich, conſiſting of eleven villages, among 
which are Betrfeld, Broitzen, Den/lorf, &c. with a farm. 

6. Lichtenberg bailiwick comprehending under it nineteen villages, one 
farm, and two manors. This bailiwick derives its name from the 
old mountain caſtle of Lichtenberg or Alten Lichtenburg, which in 
1552 was raſed by Volrad Count Mangfeld. New-Lichtenburg, which 
has been built at the foot of the mountain, on which this ruined caſtle 
ſtood, is the bailiwick-houſe, and lies between the villages of Upper and 
Lewer-Freden. Barum is a village the ſeat of a ſuperintendency. 

7. The bailiwick of Gebbaraſhagen, commonly called Gebber/hagen, con- 
fiſting of five villages. 

8. Neubruck bailiwick, conſiſting of Neubruck, which is the bailiwick 
office, and ſituated in an ifland on the Ocker, with a village, and five other 
villages, as namely Venden, where in the days of Henry the Lion was 2 
ſtrong Burg, Bevenrode, &c. | | 

9. The bailiwick of Campen, lying on the Schunter, and excluſive of the 
bailiwick-houſe of Campen, containing under it fourteen villages and two 
manors. In the year 1348 the old Weolfenbuttel-line diſpoſed of this baili- 
wick to that of Luneburg. At preſent it belongs to the new Wolſenbuttel. 
line of the houſe of Brunſwick and Luneburg. The ten parithes in it 
conſtitute a particular ſuperintendency. 

10. Salder bailiwick formerly a manor, and containing only the villages 
of Salder and Watenſtedt. | 

11. The juriſdiction of Achen or Achim, confiſting of the village of that 
name, and belonging to the Steinberg family. 

12. The juriſdiction of Barnſtor, including the village of that name, 
and being formerly a manor court. 

13. The juriſdiction of Kiſſenbruct or Hedwigsburg, belonging to the 
hereditary Prince, and formerly conſtituting a manor and court. In it is a 
ſuperintendency. | 

14. The juriſdiction of Wendhauſen, formerly alſo a manor court. 

15. Schandeln of the like nature. | 

16. Vechelde, the fame. At YVechel, in this juriſdiction is a ſeat. 

4. The following juriſdictions belonging to noblemen, vi. 

1. The juriſdiction of Brunſrode, conſiſting of the villages of Great and 
Little-Brunſrode, and belonging to the family of Bucs. 

2. The juriſdiction of Burgdorf, conſiſting of the village of that name, 
and belonging to the Knieftedt family. In this juriſdiction is a ſuperin- 
tendency. 

3. Doſtedt juriſdiction, conſiſting of the villages of Arkerode, Deftedt, 
Hemkercde, Kremlingen and Schulenrcde, and belonging to the Yelthern 


4. The 
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4. The juriſdiction of Engerode, containing the village of that name, 


and belonging to the Buſſch. | 
The juriſdiction of Nueitlingen, with the village of the like name, 


and belonging to the Cramms. 

6. Kubbelingen juriſdiction, including the village of that name, and apper- 
taining to the Schliedſtedt family. 

7. The juriſdiction of Linden, belonging to the families of Botticher and 
Muller. 

8. The commandery of Lucklum, appertaining to the Saxon grand maſter- 
ſhip of the Tentonicł order, and being the reſidence of the provincial com- 
mander, who forms one of the States of this principality. Lucłlum houſe 
with its appurtenances was conferred on the Teutonick order in 1260 by 
Volrad Biſhop of Halber/tadt : to it belongs the village of that name. 

9. The juriſdiction of Netndorf, fituated in the village of that name, 
and belonging to the family of Lobneiſen. 

10. The juriſdiction of Oberg, extending over the villages of Duttenſteim 
and Eda ingbauſen. 

11. Oelper juriſdiction, including the village of that name, and belong- 
ing to the Cramm family. 

12. The juriſdiction of Salzdalum, comprehending under it the villages 
of Upper and Lower-Dalum, and belonging to the Honrodts of Veltheim on 
the Obe. 

13. Schlieftedt juriſdiction, extending over the village of that name, and 
belonging to the family which takes appellation from it. 

14. The juriſdiction of Lewer-Sictte, having its ſeat in the village of 
that name, and belonging to the family of Ludeck. 

15. The juriſdiction of Great-Valbberg, ſituated in the village of that 
name, and appertaining to the Weferling family. 

16. The juriſdiction of Little Jablberg, having its ſeat in the village of 
that name, and belonging to the Schwarzkops. 

17. Veltheim juriſdiction, containing under it the villages of Feltheim cn 
the Obe, and Little-Veltheim, and belonging to the Honrodts. 

18. Watzen juriſdiction, fituated in the village of that name, and 
appertaining to the Meferling family. 


II. The SCHENING Diſtrict, including 


I. The following towns: namely 

1. Helmſtedt, a town, containing two ſuburbs called the Neuemark and 
O/enderf, with three churches, of which the principal is that of St. Stephen, 
and a grammar-ſchool. Here is alſo a celebrated univerſity founded by 
Duke Julius, and conſecrated on the fifteenth of October 1576. In 
1745 the EleQtor of Brunſwick reſigned his ſhare in this univerſity in 


favour: 
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favour of Duke Charles and this auguſt family, ſince which the Julian 
univerſity, as it was formerly called, has been more properly termed Aca- 
demia Julia Carolina, as this Prince has omitted nothing which could 
conduce to its proſperity and honour. Excluſive of its library and com- 
plete phyſic garden, the buildings in it are ſpacious and elegant. Here is 
alſo a German ſociety, with a ſeminary of divines conſecrated on the firſt 
of January 1750, and a general ſuperintendency. The building of the 
town had its firſt beginning in 789, and is attributed to St. Ludger, who 
alſo founded the Benedictine convent of that name in the Oftendorf, ſuk- 
jecting it to the independent imperial abbey of Verden in the Circle of 
W:/tphalia, ſo that the ſame perſon is abbot to both. This convent 
of St. Ludger is alſo poſſeſſed of the ſupremacy over the town of Helmſtegr, 
Both the convent and town, however, were under the ſovereignty of the 
Dukes of Saxony, from whom they devolved to the pfalzgrave of Sommer cher... 
burg, and on the failure of theſe to Duke Henry the Lion, and his deſcen- 
dants the Dukes of Brunſwick and Luneburg. In 1199 the town was 
deſtroyed by the archbiſhop of Magdeburg. From the year 1345 the 
Dukes have ſeveral times mortgaged their ſupremacy to the corporation, 
who at length have got it into their own hands as their abſolute right 
and inherent property. In 1489 the abbot of Verden, fold the town to- 
gether with the abbot's manſion-houſe in it, to Duke William the Younger, 
on condition that the ſaid abbot and his deſcendants ſhould be inveſted 
both with that and the patronage of St. Ludger's convent, as fiefs of the abbey 
of Werden, which condition is obſerved accordingly to this very day. 

In 1751 a chalybeate ſpring of ſingular virtue was diſcovered, at about 
an hour's diſtance from the town, not far from the timber-mill on a 
very ſpacious meadow environed on all fides with pleaſant hills and woods, 
and having walks of trees leading to it from Helmſted?. 

2. Scheningen, in ancient records ſtiled Scenighe, a ſmall town containing 
an old ſeat of the Princes and two manors, of which one is a demeſne. 
In this town is a ſuperintendency and a good Latin-ſchool, to which in 
1751 Duke Charles made a preſent of the library of the convent of Ma- 
rienthal, Near the town is a falt-work. In the years 1553, 1563, 1567 
and 1644 it was deſtroyed by fire. Of this bailiwick and the convent 
without the town, particular articles will occur in the ſequel. 

3. Konigſlutter, a ſmall town ſeated on the rivulet of Lutter, and owing 
its origin and name to the convent without it, of which as well as of the 
bailiwick an account ſhall be given under ſeparate articles. The town 
and convent ſtand both on a rock of Duckſtein (in Latin tophus) being a 
gritty kind of ſtone ; and the celebrated beer here brewed of the river 
water, which is remarkable for its tranſparency, is alſo known by the name 
of Duckſtein. The convent nominates to the town living. Here are allo 
three manors and a ſuperintendency. In 1571 the town was totally con- 
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ſumed by fire, and in 1613 the greateſt part of it was deſtroyed by the ſame 
calamity. In 1640 the Imperial, Bavarian and other troops commit- 
ted ſuch ravages at this place, that for near ſix months after neither man 
nor beaſt were to be ſeen in it. 

II. The following convents: namely 

1. The Lutheran convent of Komgſlutter, ſituated without the town 
of the ſame name, and firſt founded as an Auguſtine nunnery in the year 
1110, by Bernbard Count of Haldeſkeben, but in 1135 converted by the 
Emperor Lotharius into a monaſtery of Benedictine Monks, which ſaid 
Emperor alſo lies buried in its church, on which account the name of the 
convent was changed from plain Lutter to Konig gſlutter. Richenza the Empe- 
ror's conſort, and Duke Henry the Magnani maus alſo lye interred here, and in 
1708 the abbot John Fabricius, with the conſent of Duke Anthony Ulrich 
erected for theſe three illuſtrious perſons a new monument of white and 
black alabaſter, which monument ſtands almoſt in the centre of the 
church fronting the great choir. At preſent the convent conſiſts of a 
Lutheran abbot, a prior, and four conventuals. As an imperial founda- 
tion it takes precedence of all the convents of the principality of Molfen- 
buttel, is one of the States and belongs to the grand committee. It is 
likewiſe proprietor of the Vogts of Freybof and the Hegehof, the latter of 
which ſtands one quarter of a German mile from it, and is poſſeſſed of 
the advowſon of four churches, with the diſpoſal of ten fiefs. 

About one quarter of an hour's diſtance from the convent on a ſtoney hill 
very near the foreſt of Elm, the rivulet of Lutter iſſues from ſeven ſprings, but 
no tophus is found here, the ſtratum of that ſtone beginning near the convent, 
and running both under it and the town, as far as Rottorf. In 1708 the 
above-mentioned abbot Yobn Fabricius erected a dome of free-ſtone over 
theſe ſprings. 

2. The Lutheran abbey of Marienthal, in Latin Monaſterium Vallis Marie, 
fituated in a pleaſant valley, one half of a German mile from Helmſtedt, 
and founded in 1138 by Frederick II. pfalzgrave of Sommerſchenburg, 
as a monument of Ciſtercian Monks, but in 1569 became Lutheran. 
It conſiſts of an abbot, a prior, and four conventuals, is one of the States 
and likewiſe one of the great committee. Duke Julius founded a ſchool 
in it, where a certain number of young people are maintained and in- 
ſtructed gratis. To the convent belong the villages of Barmeke, Grafzleben 
and Quernhorſt, It is poſſeſſed alſo of four villages in the dutchy of 
Magdeburg. ; 

3- The Lutheran convent of Maroon, (in Latin Monaſterium montis 
Mariæ,) or the convent of our Lady's bill, ſeated on an eminence, on 
the weſt fide of Helmſtedt, and founded as an Augu/tine nunnery in 1181 
by IW:ifram abbot of Werden and Count of Kirchberg. At preſent it con- 
lilts of a domina, a provoſt and conventualiſts, and is likewiſe one of the 
States. 
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States. The village and manſion houſe of Alena in the dutchy of Mag. 
deburg belong to it. 

4. The Lutheran convent of St. Laurence, ſituated without the town of 
Scheningen, and originally founded at Kaſwve, in the O!d Mark, by a 
counteſs of the name of Oda, but in 1120 Reinbard biſhop of Halberftadt 
removed it to its preſent place, converting it into a canonry of Augu/tines. 
The Sovereignty of this convent belonged originally to the pfalzgraves of 
Sommerſchenburg, on the extinction of whom it devolved to Duke Hen 
the Lion, and his heirs. At preſent it is compoſed of a Lutberan provo 
a prior, and conventuals, and likewiſe forms one of the States. 

3. The following bailiwicks belonging to the Sovereign: vis. 

1. The bailiwick of Konig/utter, having its ſeat in the town of Konig. 
utter, and containing under it eight villages, among which are Upper. 
Lutter, Rottorf, Bornum, &c. with one farm and three manors. 

2. The bailiwick of Scheningen, having its. ſeat in the town of that 
name, and containing thirteen villages with two manors. Above the village 
of Twieflingen, at the foot of the foreſt of El, ſtood Elmsburg, which is 
mentioned in the twelfth century as a commandery of the Teutonick order. 
On its demolition the reſidue of its lands were annexed to the comman- 
dery of Lucklum. 

3. The bailiwick of Jeræheim, which excluſive of the village of Jerxbein, 
and the bailiwick-houſe of that name, includes alſo fix other villages and the 
paſs of Nievitadamm, one half of which belongs to the principality of Halber- 
/tadt, the paſs being the boundary of the two principalities. Jerxbeimburg 
is ſaid to have been the ancient reſidence of the counts to whom it gave title. 

4. The bailiwick of Heſſen, conſiſting of three villages, viz. Heſſen, 
Heſſendamm and Pabſtorf, but of the latter one half belongs alſo to the 
principality of Halberſtadt. At Heſſen or Heſſem is a palace of the Prince's 
with a beautiful garden. The Lords of Heſſenum or Heſſenem, who an- 
ciently lived at this place, are firſt mentioned in the twelfth century, and 
fuled in the fourteenth, on which Heſſen-houſe appears to have eſcheated 
to the counts of Reinſtein; as Lords of the fief, and theſe ſold it to the 
Dakes of Brunſwick. | 

5. The bailiwick of Voigtſdalum, conſiſting of Voigtiſdalum, the bailiwick- 
houſe, with the villages of Great and Little-Dalum. Veoigtſdalum formerly 
belonged to the vogts of Brunſwick, who ſtiled themſelves of Wenden 
and Dalem, and failed towards the end of the ſixteenth century in the perſon 
of Hans don Menden. : 

6. The bailiwick of Warberg, conſiſting of four villages, and having 
been anciently a lordſhip belonging to the Lords of Warberg, who held 
the juriſdiction over their villages as a fief of the Sovereign, but in proceſs 
of time involved themſelves greatly in debt, by which means their cir- 
cumſtances of courſe were greatly impaired. Henry Julius of 2 

marric

married a native of Scbligſteat, and after reſiding for ſome time at the 
ſeat of Warberg, died at Halberſtadt, leaving behind him a ſon and four 
daughters, but what became of the firſt of theſe, who privately withdrew, 
is not known. Duke Augu/tus as Sovereign of the land and lord of the 
fief paid off the debts contracted on it, and converted the lordſhip into 
bailiwick. 

: 7. The bailiwick of Bardorf, conſiſting of the village of Bardorf, in 
which lies the bailiwick-houſe, with fix other villages, 

8. The bailiwick of Neubauſz, comprehending under it Neuhauſz the 
bailiwick-ſeat, with Rei/2/1ngen and Yolkmarſdorf, both villages. 

9. The bailiwick of Yorsfeld, conſiſting of Wolfsburg, or as it is called 
the Weolfsburgiſchen Werder once a manor court, ſituated on the weſt-ſide 
of the marſhy foreſt of Dromling, of which alſo a part belongs to the baili- 
wick. It includes likewiſe under it the Vipper-lake, which is half a German 
mile long and abounds in fiſh. The foil here being for the moſt part 
ſandy, the grain principally cultivated in it is buck-wheat. Between Vor 
feld and Grafhor/t, as alſo in Dromling it is poſſeſſed of conſiderable 
woods. It belonged once to the Bartenſlebens, and on their failure paſſed 
to the counts of Schulenburg, from whom it became an eſcheat to the So- 
vereign, who converted it into a bailiwick. Wolfsburg lies near the Aller in 
the precinct of Breyer-Herren. 

Vorsfeld, anciently called Farsfeld, is a market-town ſituated on the 
Aller, and containing a ſaperintendency. In the bailiwick are fifteen 
villages. 

1 The bailiwick of Calvorde, which lies ſeparate, being on all ſides 
ſurrounded by the Old Mark and the dutchy of Magdeburg, and anciently 
belonging to the Alten Mark, from which, it was probably diſmembered 


either at the cloſe of the fourteenth, or towards the beginning of the 


fifteenth century, and Cams & te Dukes of Rewhoick. It has been fre- 


quently mortgaged, and laſt of all to one of the Bulows, from whom 
Duke Julius redeemed it in 1571, and placed officers in it as a bailiwick, 
The villages belonging to it are 

1. Calvorde, in ancient records ſtiled Callenvorde and Calveri, a ſmall 
town ſituated on the Obre, joining to the Dromling, but the inhabitants 
hare nearly cleared theit ſhare of its wood, for the ſake of acquiring more 
paſture ground. On the eaſt-ſide of the town ſtands a very ancient walled 
caſtle ſurrounded by a marſh. In 1688 and 1700 it was almoſt totally 
deſtroyed by fire, and in 1745 ſuffered alſo greatly by the ſame calamity. 

2. Nine villages, among which are Uthmoden and Zobbenitz or Sobnitz, 
lituated in what is called the Halbgericht, as belonging both to the princi- 
ality of Wolfenbuttel, and the archbiſhopric, at preſent the dutchy of Mag- 
deburg, which dutchy with reſpec to the paſtures, commonage, ſervices, 
contribution, felling of timber, hunting, juriſdiction, lodges for deer, and 
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other privileges, carried on a conteſt for above two hundred years, till at 
length in 1707 a complete partition and limitation was agreed on, and 


the part aſſigned to the houſe of Brunſwick, for ever incorporated with 


the bailiwick of Calvorde and the Pruſſian ſhare, with the dutchy of 


Magdeburg. 


11. The juriſdiction of Langeleben. In the village of that name is a 
manor court, which at preſent belongs to the demeſne chamber. 

4. The following juriſdictions belonging to noblemen. 

1. The juriſdiction of Ambleben appertaining to the Bottichers. 

2. The juriſdiction of Buſſedt containing the manor of that name, to- 
gether with the villages of Velpke and Warſtedt, and belonging to the 
Benerhauſen. | | 
3. The jurifdiftion of North-Stermke, belonging to the Kneſebecks. 
4. The juriſdiction of Sambleben, appertaining to the Cramms, 

5. The juriſdiction of Great-Si/zbeck, in which lie the villages of 
Great-Siſzbeck and Great-Twulpftedt, both belonging to the Conringens. 

6. The juriſdiction of the villages of Altenau, Mcackendorf and Salftorf 


all belonging to the Spiegels. 


7. The commandery of Supplingenburg, (otherwiſe called Supplingburg 
or Supplinburg, belonging to the Sonneburg grand-maſterſhip of the order of 
St. John. This juriſdiction forms a part of the ancient lordſhip of that name, 
which lay in Darlingau, between the counties of Brunſwick and Son- 
merſchenburg. In the eleventh century it was held by Count Gebbard, 
whoſe mother Ia was of the Qgerfurt family, but who her husband, his 
father was, is not known with any degree of certainty, though ſome, and 
that too not without great probability, ſuppoſe him to have been the 
Pfalzgrave Ortho Duke of Swabia, whoſe father the Pfalzgrave Exo or 
Ehrenfried married Matilda daughter to the Emperor Otho II. The above 
Count Gebhard had for wife Hedwis Counteſs of Formbach, who 
a few days before his death, which happened at the battle on the Un/trut 
in 1075, was delivered of a ſon named Lothario, who afterwards arrived to 
be Duke of Saxony, and at laſt Emperor. In the year 1130 this Prince 
conferred his patrimonial caſtle of Supplingenburg on the knights-templars, 
who converted it into a commandery, which, on their extirpation was 
transferred to the knights of St. John. The Dukes of Brunſwick and the 
grand-maſters of Sonneburg are poſſeſſed of the alternate diſpoſal of it, 
but this muſt be always to a Prince of Brunſwick, who has been Ry 
created a knight. At Supplingenburg-houſe is a village, excluſive of whi 
the commandery is alfo proprietor ot the village of Great-Steinen. | 

III. The Harz diſtrict, containing under it a part of the Harz-foreſt, 
and lying between the Leine and the Ecker. To this diſtrict belong 

- 1. The following towns : vis. 

Ganderſbeim, a ſmall mean town, ſituated in a valley along the little 

river 
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river Gande, and containing a ducal ſeat erected by Duke Julius, together with 
a bailiwick-houſe and a Latin free-ſchool. In the year 1569, and in lieu 
of the Franciſcan convent, Duke Julius founded a padagogium here, which 
was conſecrated in 1571, but in 1575 removed to Helmfted? and raiſed to 
an univerfity. To the abbey here the town owes its original, to which 
alſo till the fourteenth century it was ſubordinate, but under the abbeſs Ma- 
tilda II. came to the Dukes of Brunſwick and Luneburg, who to this day 
continue Sovereigns of it. | 

At this place alſo lies the Imperial, ducal, free, ſecular foundation of 
St, Anaſtaſius and St. Innocent, which was firſt founded in the year 848 by 
Ludolphus Duke of Saxony, at Brunſhauſen, where his grand-father Bruno 
Duke of Engern had built a church, but in the year 856, being removed 
to the fide of the Gande, it acquired the name of Ganderſheim, This 
abbey is at preſent Lutheran, and compoſed of an abbeſs, a dean and eleven 
canoneſſes. Theſe have no particular dreſs, but wear a croſs of the order 
enamelled black and red, on which are repreſented the inſtruments uſed at 
the crucifixion of our Saviour. On the top of it is a cluſter of diamonds, 
and at the bottom a death's head enamelled white. This croſs is faſtened to 
a broad watered ribbon of a pale-blue, diverſified at the edges with narrow 
black ſtripes, and hanging from the right ſhoulder quite down below the 
waiſt to the left. To this celebrated foundation alſo belong eight canons 
and capitulars, of whom a full account will be given in the ſequel. The 
Dukes are patrons and proteCtors of the abbey, notwithſtanding which the 
abbeſs hath both ſeat and voice in the Diet of the Empire, and likewiſe 
among the prelates of the Rhine. The abbey is poſſeſſed of four heredi- 
tary bailiwicks, and to it likewiſe belong the adjacent convents of Brun/-- 
bauſen and Clus, as alſo the juriſdiction of Bernumbauſen, concerning which 
more will be ſaid hereafter. + 

2. Seeſen, anciently called Seehuſen, Seu/i or Sefi, and in Latin Seſa, a 
litle town ſo named from an adjacent lake, but which is gradually 
dwindled to a very ſmall place. The houſe of Seeburg or Seebuſenburg 
being fallen to ruin, the bailiwick-houſe here has been erected in its ſtead. 
Ever fince the year 1728 here has been a general ſuperintendency. Be- 
longing to it alſo are three manor-houſes. In 1620, 1664, 1673 and 1701 
it ſuffered very greatly by fire. 

2, The following foundations and convents belonging to the States of 
the country: vis, | 

1. The abbey of St. Anaſtaſius and Innocent at Gander/heim, that is to 
lay, as far as regards the canons and capitulars there. In 1665 the num 
ber of reſidentiaries in this abbey was ſettled at four, and in 1714 the 
abſentees alſo at the like number. 
2. The convents of Brunſhauſen, and Clus or Claus, the former of which 
hes about half an hour's diſtance north of Gander/heim, and conſiſts of a 
Yy 2 Lutheran 
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Lutheran domina, with three conventualiſts. The latter lies within one 
quarter of an hour of it to the welt, and was anciently a monaſtery of 
Benedictine Monks, but ſince the fixteenth century has had no convent, 
and fince the ſeventeenth has been without an abbot. Theſe foundations 
had belonged for ages to Gander/herm abbey, but at the Reformation were 
{eparated from it, and in 1695 again reſtored to it by the Dukes Rodelphus 
Auguſtus and Anthony Ulrich, with a reſerve however of the ſovereignty 
over them. They are ſubject alſo to the public impoſts. 

3. The monaſtery of Frankenberg, having its ſeat in the Imperial town 
of Geſzlar, without which town it formerly ſtood, and conſiſting of 2 
domina, a provoſt and a convent of ladies. To this foundation belongs 
the village of Bodenſtein. 

3. The following ducal bailiwicks, namely 

1. The bailiwick of Ganderſteim, having its ſeat in the town of 
that name, and conſiſting of twenty-one villages. Among them is Neuer. 
derf, which lying juſt without the town, looks like a ſuburb, OM. Gand 
eim, Rittigerode, with a manor belonging to the demeſne chamber, Gs. 

2. The bailiwick of Segen, having its ſeat in the little town of Segen, 
and containing fix villages, together with one half of the village of Li- 
Ruben, the other half belonging to Hildeſbeim. In this bailiwick alſo lies the 
farm of Klingenbagen not far from Segſen, and the new Wilbelmabutte at no 
great diſtance from Bornum. 

3. The bailiwick of Stauf , in which is 

Stauffenburg, an ancient caſtle ſituated on a high-rock near the Harz. 
At a quarter of an hour's diſtance, from this town lies the farm of Fur- 
flenbagen. 

Gittelde or Gittel, a town having a manor. At this place alſo is an iron 
foundery, belonging in common to the EleQtor and Prince of Brunſizict 
and Luneburg, and which furniſhes very good-iron for the common mine- 
works of the Upper and Lower-Harz. The iron ore uſed here is brought 
hither from the mine town of Grund. 

The village of Ablſtauſen, in which is a ſuperintendency, together with 
thoſe of Sicverſhauſen, Badenbauſen and Munchbef, and the iron foundaries 
called the Upper and Under-Teich-Hutte. 

4. The Harzburg bailiwick, which derives its name from the very 
ancient and fortified caſtle of Hartesburg or Harzburg, which ſtood on 
Burgberg-hill in the Harz foreſt, but in 1650 and 1651 was demoliſhed, 
and its fine ſpring ſtopped up. The accounts which occur in ſeveral 
books relative to the Harzburg cave and its curioſities are mere fictions. 
On the Radau below the Harzburg, lies the village of Newſtad? having the 
appearance of a town. Accordingly its inhabitants deal little in tillage, 
affect the dreſs uſed in towns, and cannot well digeſt the being called pea- 
ants. In it is @ parochial-church, and it is alſo the ſeat of a ſuperin- 
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tendency. One part of the place conſtitutes the Schulenredethal, which lies 
wholly among mountains, and conſiſts of twenty-fix houſes, the greater part 
of which are inhabited by he wers of wood. Wens are very frequent among 
the people living here. A little weſtward of the ſouth- end of the new town 
lies the falt-work of Fulius-Halle, ſo called from Duke Julius, under whom 
in 1569 the ſpring was diſcovered and the works erected. It belongs in 
common to the Prince and Elector of Brunſwick. A pound of ſoole affords 
three ounces of ſalt, but in very dry ſummers or a ſevere winter it yields 
little of that commodity. The bailiwick-houſe is ſituated in the village of 
Buntbeim. Of the five other bailiwick villages here, I ſhall only mention 
Ocker, which is divided into the gemeinſchaftliche and einſeitige. The latter 
is a village, but the former only a mine-work, moſt of the inhabitants of 
which belong to the founderies here, of which one is of braſs-wire, another 
of lapis calaminaris, with a copper flatting-mill and a mine-ofnce. At the 
papet-mill on the river Ocker, fronting the town is a quarry, of very hard 
and beautiful marble. 

5. The bailiwick of Langelſbeim, conſiſting of a country town called 
Langel/heim or Langeſbei m, and the villages of 4/ife/dand Wolf/hagen. At the 
firſt of theſe places, and on the Octer is a houſe for the making of pot- 
aſh, as alſo the Julius foundery, the Frau Sogphien foundery, and the 
Marien-Seiger foundery, of all which mention has been made under the 
common Harz. 

6. The bailiwick of Lutter am Barenberg, ſo ſurnamed from a lofty 
eminence called Barenberg, though its proper name is P or 
Bawenberg. On this eminence formerly ſtood a caſtle. Lutter village alſo, 
in which lies the bailiwick-office and a manor, is ſometimes called Lutter 
dor dem Bawenberg. Near this place in 1626 Count T:/ly the e. ge- 
neral defeated Chriftian IV. In the bailiwick are likewiſe included fix 
other villages. In Neu-Walmoden are ſome houſes belonging to the ſee of 
Hildeſherm, Iron ore is alſo dug here. 

4. The following juriſdictions belonging to noblemen: namely 

I. The juriſdiction of Bodenburg appertaining to the Steinberg family, 
and containing the town of Bodenburg, with the village of Oeftern. 

2. The juriſdiction of Bornumbauſen, in the village ſo called, but 
otherwiſe named Bornbuſen, which in 1701, on the deceaſe of Jahn Adol- 
Plus of Steinberg, was held as an open fief by the canonry of Ganderſheim, 
and added to the abbeſs's bord-lands. It is alſo claimed however by the 
cpunts of Schulenburg of Heblen and the counts of Walfsburg. 

3. The juriſdiction of Hacbenbauſen, belonging to the Ludeks, 

4. That of Helmſcherode, appertaining to the Cleves. 

5. That of Hilbrechtſhauſen, belonging to the Brunings. 

6. That of Thayſen, belonging to the Campens. 


7+ That of Kirchberg, alſo belonging to the Campens. 5 
That 
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8. That of Mienbagen, appertaining to the Brabechs. 

9. That of Rimmerode, belonging to the Grangi nes. 

10. That of Schachtenbeckh, formed out of the lands of St. Mary's con- 
vent at Neuendorf near Ganderſbeim, and conferred by Duke Julius on the 
univerſity of Helmſtedt, the convictorium of which is ſupported by the reve. 
nues ariſing from it. 

11. The juriſdiction of Volterſbeim, containing the village of YVolkerſheim 
and two manors, named the Upper and Under-hof. his juriſdition 
belongs to the Cramms. / 

12. The juriſdiction of Windbauſen, appertaining to the Koch family. 

13. That of Wolperode, belonging to the Brunings. | 

IV. The Weſer diſtri, lying between the Meſer and the Leine, and 

compoſed of remnants of the old lordſhips and counties of Homburg, 
Ehber/tein and Daſſel. The laſt of theſe places having been as it were the 
capital of the two former, a previous, but ſhort account of them is in ſome 
meaſure neceſſ The lordſhip of Homburg conſiſted of the vogteys of 
Homburg, Heblen, Hohenbuchen, Greene and Lauenſtein, which included 
the ſeveral caſtles, towns and boroughs of Homburg, Lauenſtein, Boden- 
werder, Stadt, Oldendorf, Wallenſen, Hemmendorf, Eſcherſhauſen and Lu- 
thor/l. The lords of Homburg (for counts they were not) according to 
Mr. Scheidt's very plauſible conjecture, are deſcended from Berthold of Heom- 
burg, who occurs in 1141 as a witneſs to an inſtrument of Sigfrid count 
of Bomeneburg, and in whoſe comecia the caſtle of Homburg ſtood, as appears 
from a record of Bernhard biſhop of Hildeſbeim. This Berthold was of the 
high nobility, but withal a vaſſal to the potent Count Hermann of Winzen- 
Burg. Henry Lord of Homburg in 1247, offered his houſe of Lauenſtein 
as a fief to the Emperor Otho the Child, and another Henry, the laſt of 
his family, who was murdered in 1409, in the very ſame year ſold his 
lordſhip of Homburg to Duke Bernhard of Brunſwick and Luneburg, who 
accordingly at his deceaſe took poſſeſſion of it. Count Maurice of Spiegelberg. 
and his ſon of the like name, to whom, during the life of the laſt lord of 
Homburg, the lordſhip had previouſly done homage, in the ſame year re- 
nounced all their rights and pretenſions to this lordſhip. The lords of 
Schauenburg alſo laid claim to it, and their demands eſcheated to the Harden- 
berg family, who in 1414 receded from them. At length, namely in 1631, 
the abbey of Ganderſbeim allo dropped the pretenſions which it had made to 
this lordſhip. Hamburg ſeat ſtood on a ſteep mountain above Wickenſen 
the bailiwick-houſe, but towards the year 1542 the greateſt part of it was 
pulled down by way of ſerving for materials for the bailiwick-houſe. 

The counts of Eberſtein were probably deſcended from the counts of 

the ſame name, who poſſeſſed the county of Eberftein in the Circle of 
Swabia, though there are other conjectures relating to their lineage. The 
territories of theſe counts were of conſiderable extent, as among them 
were 
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were the bailiwicks of Forſt, Furſtenberg, Ottenſtein, Grobnde, Erzen and 
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Ohſen, together with the juriſdiction of Polle, Hamelſcheburg, the town 


of Holzmunden, the vogtey of Hameln, and the burg of Jubnde, exclufive 
of other places and eſtates ſituated about Gottingen, on the Harz foreſt, 
and in the dioceſes of Paderborn and Fulda, as alſo in the abbey of Corvey 
the counties of Lippe, Pyrmont, &c. Eberſtein caſtle ſtood on a ſteep 
mountain above Sobach, and was called the burg or Worberg. Some of 
the walls of it are ſtill remaining. In the year 1435, William Duke of 
Brunſwick having made himſelf maſter of this caſtle, laid it in ruins. 
Duke Albert the Great cauſed Count Thierry to be hanged up, as a diſtur- 
ber of the public peace, but his ſon Count Orbo acquired the lordſhip of 
New-Garten in Pomerania, and proved the founder of the Pomeranian 
line. Count Hermann the laſt of his race (who died in 1413, though 
others ſay in 1423, and others again in 1433,) conferred his lordſhip of 
Eberſtein as a portion on his daughter Eizabeth, who in 1408, was 
married to Orho the Lame, ſon to Bernhard Duke of Brunſwick and 
Luneburg. | | 

We now proceed to the deſcription of the Weſer diſtri, in which are 

1. The following towns, namely | 

Holzmunden, anciently called Holteſminne and Holtſmyne, a ſmall and at 
preſent an open town on the Yeſer, which at this place receives into it 
the river Holts or Holtſche, from the mouth of which the town takes its 
name. Holzmunden is continually improving, and the ſeat of the 
ſuperintendency of the Meſer diſtrift, and in it is a Latin-ſchool to which 
were added the ancient ſchool and library of the convent of Amelunxborn, 
Duke Charles alſo purchaſed for it the collection of books left by the cele- 
brated Jacob Bernhard. In this town are divers manufacturers, and the 
iron and ſteel works here vend great quantities of excellent ware. The 
manſion-houſe is at preſent poſſeſſed by the barons of Mriesberg. A toll is 
paid here by veſſels paſſing on the Weſer. Towards the end of the twelfth 
century the lords of Holteſminne, who failed in the fourtenth century made 


over the place, with reſerve of the fief of Corvey-houſe, to the counts 


of Eberſtein, under whom it obtained a charter, which in 1245 was confirm- 
ed to it by Count Ortho. In 1410 the town became abſolutely dependent on 
Duke Otho, whoſe ſon Ortho in 1414 ratified its charter and all its other 
privileges. In 1640 the greateſt part of it was burnt down by the In- 
perialiſts. | 

Stadt-Oldendorf, in ancient records ſtiled vetus villa, urbs vetus villa and 
Oldendorf civitas, a little walled town of about two hundred houſes, ſtanding 
on a hill, and containing a manſion-houſe and a ſuperintendency. The 
abbot of the convent of Amelunxborn is poſſeſſed here of a Heger- vogt, 
who preſides in the annual Heger court, where alſo the town council 
aſſiſts. Formerly the town belonged to the lords of Homburg, but in 
1410 it devolved to the Dukes of Brunſwick, as a vacant fief. 


5. 2, The 


general 
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2. The following convents, viz. 

1. The Lutheran convent of Amelunxborn, properly called Amelungs. 
born, ſtanding in a little wood between Wickenſen and Bevern. The tif 
founder of this convent was Sigfrid Count of Bomeneburg a deſcendant of 
the Counts of Norabeim, and who in ancient records is alſo ſtiled Count of 
Homburg. It was originally founded about the year 1120 for Ciftercian 
Monks. The abbey has for a long time been connected with the general 
ſuperintendency of Holzmunden, and thus one perſon is inveſted with both. 
The priorſhip here has been ſuppreſſed, but the rector of Ganderſheim is always 
ſubprior. The conventual eſtates are managed by the bailiff, who is alſo 
poſſeſſed of the lower juriſdiction over the conventual villages of Hoblenberg, 
Lobach and Negenborn. The higher juriſdiction is divided between the 
bailiwicks of Victenſen and Forſt. To the convent further belong certain 
farms at Eimbeck, Erzhauſen in Greene bailiwick and Schnedinghauſen, in 
the bailiwick of Moringen, excluſive of ſome feudal eftates at Landring- 
banſen in the bailiwick of Calenberg, and a foreſt court at Stadt, Oldendarf. 
The conventual ſchool which had a rector and chanter with twelve pen- 
fioners maintained out of the revenues belonging to the convent, is re- 
moved to Hola munden. The conventual church is ſerved by the paſtor 
of Negenborn. 

2. The convent of Kemnade, in Latin Caminata, ſituated near the town 
of Bodenwerder. This convent was anciently a nu and an imperial 
foundation, confirmed by the —— Henry II. Conrad III. conferred it on 
the abbey of Corvey, which occaſioned great animoſities. Duke Henry the 
Lion retained the ſupremacy over it. At preſent its lands are mortgaged. 
Adjoining to the convent is a village containing a church. The paſtor of 
Bodenwerder is alſo paſtor of Kemnade, and its dead are buried in Kemnade 
church-yard. 

3. The following bailiwicks : namely | 

1. The bailiwick of Wickenſen, being the largeſt in all the Veſer diſtri, 
and containing under it the ancient vogtey of Homburg. Wickenſen, the baili- 
wick-houſe, formerly called F/ichenhaufer, ſtands on the borders ofthe mountain, 
on which once ſtood Homburg-houfe, and was erected out of the ſtones of 
that building: In 1022 this place was called Wickinafeldifion. The 
bailiwick is divided into | 

1. The Oberborde, in which are fourteen villages, with Eſcher/hauſen a 
market-town ſeated on a hill near the fide of the Lenne. In this town are 
about one hundred houfes, and in 1751 a magiſtracy and juſtice were 
appointed over it. In an inſtrument of the Emperor Henry IV. this 
place is termed Aſcherefhuſen. 

2. The Unterborde, containing thirteen villages, among which are Halle, 
and Kirchbrack, with two manſion- houſes, Henrichſhagen, Heyen, &c. 

Not far from Heyen in Hegerholz towards Linſe is a little eminence 

| | called 
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called Lauenburg from a caſtle of that name, which formerly ſtood on it, 


and of which ſome remains are ſtill to be ſeen. 

2. The bailiwick of Greene, conſiſting of twenty villages, and being once 
a vogtey of the lordſhip of Homburg. The bailiwick-houſc here lies in the 
large parochial-village of Greene on the river Leine, which village is allo 
the ſeat of a ſuperintendency. On a hill in the foreſt are ſtill remaining 
ſome towers, and other parts of the old caſtle, which after being demo- 
liſhed in 1553 by Count Mansfeld was rebuilt, but greatly damaged again 
in the thirty years war. In the village of Erzhauſen, anciently called 
Erdiſbuſen, is a farm belonging to the convent of Amelunxborn. Not far 
from Delligſen is an iron foundery named Kariſbutte. The ore uſed in this 
foundery is dug in Hils hill, which is covered with woods, and where alſo 


is a looking-glaſs manufactory called the grune Plan, famous for the 


beauty of its glaſs of which it makes great quantities, Above the little 
village of Hobenbuchen ſtands Hobenbuchen or Hotmboken-houſe in Latin Alla 
fago, which gave title to ſome lords, but in 1355 the lordſhip devolved to 
thoſe of — 

3. The bailiwick of Forſt ſituated on the Weſer. The bailiwick-houſe 
of the like name, but formerly called Vanſtan, lies beneath the burg or 
Morberge, on which ſtood the caſtle of Eber/tein. Adjoining to the baili- 
wick-houſe is a ſmall-church. To the bailiwick alſo belong ſix villages. 
Of theſe the — * is Golmbach, which is parochial. 

4. The bailiwick or juriſdiction of Bevern, formerly belonging to a 
noble family ſurnamed from it, but which failed in the laſt quarter of 
the fixteenth century. This bailiwick was conferred as a fief on Statz von 
Munchbauſen, who built the preſent ſeat there, but his ſons by reaſon of 
their narrow circumſtances were obliged to reſign the fief to the Sovereign 
in conſideration of a ſmall ſum of money. Duke Ferdinand Albert fixed 
his reſidence at Bevern and became the founder of the Bevern line. This 
juriſdiction contains under it only one place, viz. 

Bevern, a market- town ſituated on the weſt fide of the burg or Mor- 
berg below Sollingerwalde, and lying on the little river Bever. In this 
town ſtands the above-mentioned ſeat of the Prince's; as alſo a ſuper- 
intendency. 

5. The bailiwick of Allerſbeim, containing four villages. The baili- 
wick-houſe of Allerſheim or Allerſſen lies one quarter of an hour's diſtance 
from Bevern. It was anciently called Ellerſen, and was a farm of the 
convent of Amelunxborn, which making an exchange of it, a bailiwick was 
thereby formed by annexing it to ſome of the adjacent places. Brack village 
was formerly called Novale, as the parochial-village of Aarholzen was 
named Adelloldeſſen, Adelolldesſbeim and Aderoldeſſen. In the Sollingerwalde 
lies the farm of Neubauſs. 

6. The bailiwick of Furſtenberg, conſiſting at preſent of only two 
Vox. VI, 2 2 parochial 
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parochial villages, namely Bovzen or Beoffzen, i. e. Boveſheim, and Derenthal. 


The aneient ſeat of Furſtenberg ſtands on a rock of confiderable heighth, 
being fortified with a ſtrong wall and two draw bridges, and com- 
manding a beautiful proſpect. At preſent a fine porcelain is made here, 
Not far from it lies the bailiwick-houſe. The bailiwick itſelf belonged 
formerly to the counts of Daſſel, but in 1130 with the conſent of the abbot 
ot Corvey, who is lord paramount, theſe counts diſpoſed of it to thoſe of 
Eberſtein. 

7 The bailiwick of Ottenſtein, ſituated on the other fide of the Meſer. 
Otten/lein houſe was firſt built by Orbe II. Count of Eberftein, and is at 
preſent the ſeat of the bailiwick. It ſtands high with a market-town ad- 
joining to it. The bailiwick further includes under it the village of Grave 
on the Weſer, with Lichtenbagen and Habe, the laſt of which is parochial, 

4. The following juriſdictions belonging to noblemen, viz. 

1. The juriſdiction of Biſperode, containing the village of Biſperade, 
anciently 1 and in Latin 123 with Beſzingen. This 
juriſdiction belöngs to the counts of Metternich. The upper. juriſdiction 
in it belongs to the bailiwick of Wickenſen. 

2. The juriſdiction of Deenſen, having its ſeat in the parochial-village 
o? Deenſen, anciently called Deitereſbeim, and belonging to the Campen family, 
who are poſſeſſed of both juriſdictions. Near the village in the Sollinger- 
walde, cloſe by Schornborn dyke is the glaſs-houſe of Schornborn noted for 
its fine glaſs. 

3. The juriſdiction of Harderode, ſituated in the parochial-village of that 
name, and belonging to the Nol/tings, who are poſſeſſed of the low jutiſ- 
diction, the high juriſdiction being lodged in the bailiwick of Wickenſen, 

4. The juriſdiction of Heblen, belonging to the counts of Schulenburg, 
who are inveſted with both juriſdictions over the villages of Heblen, 
Brockel and Daſpe. In the firſt of theſe is a ſeat and a parochial-church, 

5. The juriſdiction of Meinbrexen, fituated in the parochial-village of that 
name, which alſo contains a feat. This diſtrict belongs to the Mantaberg 
family, who are poſſeſſed only of the lower juriſdiction, the upper being 
lodged in the bailiwick of Fur/tenberg. 

6. The juriſdicton of Brunkenſen, containing a parochial-church, toge- 
ther with the village of Lutgen (or Little,) Holzenſen, as alſo Koppengraben or 
Coppengrave, and belonging to the Barons Garz of the name of Mriesberg. 
The high juriſdiction here is annexed to Greene bailiwick. 

7. The juriſdiction of Wefterbrack having its ſeat in the village of that 
name, and belonging to the Grone family. The bailwick of Wickenſen is 

inveſted with the upper juriſdiction. ' 
- * 
The houſe of Brunſwick-Welfenbuttel is alſo poſſeſſed of a part of the baili- 


wick of Thedinghauſen, the hiſtory and fituation of which has been related 
| under 
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under the article of the county of Hoya-in the circle of We/iphalia. To this 
juriſdiction belong the villages of Burger, Hagen, and Weſterwiſch. 
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The Principality of HALBER STADT, 
with its incorporated Counties and Lordſhips. 


$. 1, O the principality of Halbenſtadt, Homann's heirs publiſhed a very 
good map in 1750, deſigned by Rieſe with Maier's improvements, 

ſo that now the other maps by Zetter, copied by Blaeu, Jauſſon, Funk, 
Schenk, Valk and others, both with and without amendments, is become of 
little uſe. Of the bailiwick of Veferlingen, which is not to be found in 
theſe maps, Walther has given us a good repreſentation in his Magde- 
burgiſchen Mergwur dighetten, Vol. V. 

$. 2. This country is ſurrounded by the principality of Wolfenbuttel, the 
dutchy of Magdeburg, the principality of Anhalt, the county of Mansfeld, 
the abbey of Quedlinburg, the principality of Blankenburg, the county of 
Mernigerode, and the dioceſe of Hildeſhetm. According to the above- 
mentioned maps its greateſt extent from weſt to eaſt is about nine geogra- 
phical miles, and from north to ſouth ſeven. The bailiwick of Werferlingen 
lies ſeparate on the Aller. 

$. 3. This principality is for the moſt part level, but contains alſo ſome 
eminences, though few hills. Of theſe the largeſt are in the county of 
Regenſtein, about Weſterhauſen and Thal : the others are but ſmall. The 
ſoil is extremely fertile both in grain and flax, with rich paſturages and 
meadows, particularly in the neighbourhood of Bruch, which is the hay 
magazine of the whole principality. The graſery here alſo is conſiderable, 
and their large breeds of ſheep afford plenty of wool. On the other hand 
the woods are continually leſſening, and at preſent the want of fewel there 
is ſo great that the very poor have turf from the See/and and Thal grounds, 
and even ſtraw and ſtubble is uſed for it. The coal-pits in the Falken- 
lein bailiwick are of no great importance, and the A/cher/leb ſalt- work is 
at a ſtand, but there is now a project on foot for renewing the copper mine- 
works at Thal. Of game and fiſh the country has not even a ſufficiency, 
neither is there a river in it of any conſiderable bigneſs. The principal is 
the Bode or Bude, which comes out of the principality of Blanken- 
burg, not far from the convent of Heder/leben. The Selle riſes in the 
principality of Anbalt near Guntersberg, and after receiving the Holz-Emme 
at Nienbagen, which iſſues from the county of Wernigerode, runs into the 
dutchy of Magdeburg. The Ie comes from the county of Mernigerode, 
and paſſing through the weſtern part of this principality, from thence 
continues its courſe into that of Wolfenbuttel, where it joins the Ocker. 
The Aller only touches on the bailiwick of Oſcher/{eben, but runs quite 
Zz 2 through 
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through that of Weferlingen. The Vipper alſo courſes along a part of the 
principality not far from Aſeberſſeben, where it receives into it the Eine. 

$. 4. In this country, including the county of Regen/tein and lordſhip 
of Derenburg, are three Haupſtadte, as they are called, which ſend repre. 
ſentatives to the Diet, together with ten ſmall towns and ninety-nine coun 
towns and villages. From 1750 to 1757, one year with another, the 
number of burials here amounted to 2770, whence that of its inhabi- 
tants may be eſtimated at upwards of 200,000. The States are 
compoſed 1. Of the prelates, who are, 1. The chapter of Halberſtadt as 
Clerus primarius, which ſends its dean or a provincial-counſellor, 2, The 
Clerus ſecundarius, as namely the four collegiate foundations and three 
Roman catholic convents of Monks, viz. Haysburg, Hammerſleben and St. 
John of Halberſtadt. 2. The nobility, who are ſettled in the country and 
poſſeſſed of manors. 3. The magiſtrates of the three Haupſtadte, namely 
Hallerſtadt, Aſcherfleben and Ofterwtick, of whom one is ſometimes ap- 
pointed provincial- counſellor, but muſt be confirmed by the Sovereign. 
The Diets here are uſually held every Ember week. The repreſentatives 
take an oath both to the Sovereign and the country. 

$. 5. The greateſt part of the inhabitants are Lutherans. The churches 
of that religion are divided into eleven inſpections, over which is a general 
{uperintendency. The Calviniſts and Reman catholics are pretty nearly 
equal in number. The latter are prohibited from making converts, as 
the convents, by an ordinance of 1702, are from purchaſing immoveable 
eſtates. The Jews are tolerated to a fixed number of families. 

F. 6. The woollen manufactures eſtabliſhed in this country are in a 
thriving condition. Its exports are principally grain and broihan. 

§. 7. The principality of Halber/tadt derives its origin from the ancient 
biſhopric of that name. The Emperor Charles the Great is ſaid to have 
intended the erection of the ſee, but it did not take place till under his fon 
Lewis I. and its firſt biſhop was Hildegrin, who was conſecrated in the 
year 814. At the treaty of Wefiphalia in 1648 the dioceſe was transferred 
to the electoral houſe of Brandenburg as a temporal principality. But it 
was at that time in a bad fituation, moſt of the eſtates and bailiwicks 
belonging to it being alienated. By good management however, theſe were 
gradually redeemed. How the late biſhopric, and the new principality 
attained to its preſentextent, by the incorporation of the counties and lord(hips 
of Faltenſtein, Aſcberfleben, Lora, Klettenberg, Regenſtein, Derenburg and 
other bailiwicks, places and eftates, will appear in the following more 
particular deſcription. 

$. 8. On its devolution to the houſe of Brandenburg, it was placed both 
in title and arms, before any of the other principalities. Its arms are 
party fer pale ruby and pearl. 

§. 9. It enjoys a vote among the Princes both in the Diet of the 


Empire 
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Empire, and that of the circle. To a Roman month it furniſhes fourteen 
horſe and fixty-fix foot, or four-hundred and thirty-two florins, exclufive 
of the aſſeſſment of the lordſhips of Lora and Klettenberg, and likewiſe 
of the county of Regenſtein. It is rated each payment to the chamber at 
J/etzlar in one hundred and fixty-twa rixdollars'twenty-four kruitzers. 

$. 10. Two hereditary poſts of this principality are ſtill ſubſiſting, viz. 
that of hereditary marſhal, which is enjoyed by the family of Roſzing, 
and that of hereditary cup-bear, held by the Schenks of Flechtingen. 
The office of hereditary-treaſurer belonged to the counts of Hoym, but 
that family having in 1713 fold all their lands in this country to the So- 
vereign, the faid office was aboliſhed. 

$. 11. Halber/tadt, the capital, is the feat of all the State-courts and 
offices, as alſo of the regency, which likewiſe conſtitutes the chamber of 
fiefs, and with the addition of a certain number of ecclefiaſtics the con- 
ſiſtory. In this town are held the war and demeſne-offices, to which 
belongs the bailiwick of Forſt, as alſo the criminal court and the court 
of minors. . 

$. 12. The annual revenue ariſing to the Sovereign from this principality 
and the incorporated counties and lordſhips, including likewiſe the county 
of Wernigerode, amounts to about 500,000 rixdollars. For the more conve- 
nient levying of the impoſts and aſſeſſments, the principality is divided into 
fix circles, namely thoſe of Halberſtadt, Ofterwick, Aſcberſleben or Aſcan, 
Ermſleben or Faltenſtein, Neſterbauſen or Reinſtein and the Harz or Hoben- 
ſtein circle. The laſt of theſe having been deſcribed at the end of the 
Upper-Saxony circle, in which lie the lordſhips of Lora and Klettenberg, 
only the five firſt remain to be treated of, which we ſhall do in the follow- 
ing order, viz. 

1. The Halberftad? circle contains under it 

1. Halber/tadt, the capital of the principality lying on the Holz Emme. 
In the year 1752, the walls which environed near one balf of this city 
were pulled down, and the moats filled up fo as to form a level, which 
has been converted into a plantation of mulberry trees. The buildings here 
are old faſhioned and irregular. The inhabitants do not much exceed 
1300, notwithſtanding which within and about the town are fixteen churches. 
Peterſpof, formerly the epiſcopal reſidence, is at preſent the place of all the So- 
vereign's offices, and the records, together with the funds of ſeveral taxes and 
likewiſe of the demeſnes are alſo kept there. The Commiſſe am Markt 
was an epiſcopal palace, which was rebuilt in 1606 by Biſhop Henry 
Julius, but in 1685 the Sovereign demanded it of the cathedral chapter 
as a borde eftate, and thus at preſent it is coverted into the town-houſe, 
the toll and exciſe-offices. The cathedral or St. Peter's is an old but 
ſtately building conſiſting of a very hard free-ſtone. The chapter is com- 
poled of a provoſt, a dean, a ſenior and ſubſeniors and ſixteen 


canons, 
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canons, of whom four are Roman catholic, but all the others Lutheran. 
To it alſo belong eight Minores præbendati and twenty-two Electi. In 
1754 Fredrick II. conferred on the chapter a diſtinguiſhing croſs of gold 
enamelled with white, and divided into eight points. In the centre on 
one fide is the Pruſſian black-eagle, and on the other the image of St. 
Stephen. This croſs is faſtened to a deep ſcarlet ribbon, bordered with 
black. The cathedral being poſſeſſed of the burg juriſdiction, it exerciſes 
that right by means of a burgvogt. On the ſquare named from it, which 
is very ſpacious, ſtands the priory, and a nunnery, the latter of which wag 
rebuilt in 1754, with ſome handſome houſes for the canons and prebenda- 
ries. Fronting the cathedral is the Lutheran collegiate church of our Lady, 
To them alſo belong the collegiate churches of St. Boniface and Maurice, 
and St. Peter and Paul, St. Martin's to which the general ſuperintenden 

of the principality is annexed, St. John's, the hoſpital or Holy-Ghoft church 
and likewiſe that of St. Elizabeth's hoſpital, the laſt of which lies near the 
new town without the walls. The German Calvini/ts are poſſeſſed of the Hy 
kirche, formerly called St. Peter's chapel, near the Peter/hof, and to the 


. French Calvinifts is aſſigned the church on the Antonſhof. The Roman- 


catholics are poſſeſſed of three convents of monks and two nunneries, 
one of which together with its church ſtands without the town, and to 
theſe is to be added the chapel of the voluntary poor. The Fews too are 
allowed a ſynagogue. In Halberſtadt are three public Lutheran Latin ſchools, 
namely thoſe of the cathedral, St. Martin and St. Johns. Near the Dominican 
convent is an orphan-houſe, and at Harſzleber gate lies the Bridewell, 
which is a large free-ſtone building. The magiſtracy are poſſeſſed of the 
civil juriſdiction ; the criminal juriſdiftion is lodged in the city judge 
and Schoppens, The conventuals hold the juriſdiction over the houſes 
within their reſpeCtive liberties, the bailiwick of Majorey, and all places 
without the town-walls, and the French colony has alſo its own judge. In 
1179 the town was reduced to aſhes by the troops of Henry the Lien, in 
revenge of an injury done to him and his territories by Biſhop Ulrich. In 
1203 it was walled and moated. The increaſe of its inhabitants occafioned 
the building of the ſuburbs of Veſtendor f and YVogtey, the houſe-keepers in 
which are put on the ſame footing with the town burghers. Towards the 
beginning of the preſent century was added to it the ſuburb called the 
Groper on the other fide of the Ho/z-Emme. In 1758 Halberſtadt was very 
ſeverely treated by the French, who demoliſhed its gates, and likewiſe its 
walls for eight hundred rods in length. 

2. The following bailiwicks of the Sovereign: viz. 

1. The bailiwick of Majorey, lying within the town of Halberſtadt, and 
poſſeſſed of the right of juriſdiction over its Feldmark or territories, as 
alſo over the village of Webr/ted?, which conſiſts almoſt entirely of gardens, 


tcgether with the village of Great-Quenſtedt, in which are two churches, 
Little=Quenſ/iedt and Sarkſ/tedt. 2, The 
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2. The bailiwick of Gruningen, containin 

Gruningen, better written Groningen, a town or rather 1 
ſituated on the Bode; At this place is a ſtately ſeat erected by Biſhop Henry 
Fulius, between the years 1586 and 1590, the chapel of which is orna- 
mented with moſt beautiful paintings. It has alſo ſome manſion-houſes. 
So early as the year 936, Groningen in the record relating to the foundation 
of the abbey of that name, is ſtiled a town, but at what time it fell to 
the ſee of Halberſtadt is uncertain. Biſhop Albert III. in 1371 redeemed 
it from a mortgage, and endowed it with a charter. 

South-Gruningen, a parochial-village lying near the foregoing town. 
North-Gruningen, the name of another village here, has been long fince 
deſtroyed. 

Krappenſtedt, a ſmall town or precinct. Its twenty-eight reuters or 
troopers, of whom each is poſſeſſed of a huf of land, and who are all nomi- 
nated by the regency, are deſcended from Ludolpbus archbiſhop of Magde- 
burg, who was a native of this place. Theſe perform the duties of 
troopers and guards, and on any ſolemnity or other occaſion are to appear 
on horſeback with complete uniforms and accoutrements. But ſince the 
year 1716 ſome burghers have been exempted from theſe cavalcades, 
though in confideration of their immunity they annually pay one hundred 
rixdollars, to the bailiwick of Gruningen. In 1713 this little place ſuffered 
extremely by fire. 

Rochtedt, a ſmall town or precinct, ſituated not far from Hatelwald. At 
this place was a manſion-houſe, which being purchaſed by the Prince in 
1732 he converted it into a bailiwick, adding to it ſome of its appurte- 
nances. Rechfted? anciently belonged to the county of Aſcberſleben. 

Wegeleben, a ſmall town or precinct, ſeated on the Goldbeck, which 
formerly belonged to the county of Aſcbenſſeblen. The two brothers Otho 
and Henry counts of Anbalt in 1267 made a tender of this place as a fief to 
to the fea of Magdeburg. In 1288 they mortgaged it to the biſhopric of 
Halber/iadt, which afterwards acquired the entire poſſeſfion of it. At this 
place are ſome manſion-houſes belonging to noblemen. VMegeleben burg 
was for a long time poſſeſſed by the Heym family, but is at preſent become 
a demeſne, which is farmed to a bailiff. | 

The Ciftercian nunnery of Aderfleben founded in 1282 by Biſhop 
Albert I. of the houſe of Anbalt, whilſt only a canon. 

Schwanebeck, a ſmall town, ſituated on the Limbach, and formerly containing 
a palace, which, together with its appurtenances, the Counts Ulr:ch and 
Albert of Reinſtein, conferred, in the year 1270, on Albert the Great, Duke of 
Brunfwick, and his brother Jobn. Near it lies a Popiſb chapel, to which after 
Corpus Chriſti day is a great reſort of pilgrims. | 

Three other villages and a farm. 

3. The conventual bailiwick of Gruningen, formed out of a convent of 


monks, 
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monks, which anciently ſtood without the town of Gruningen, and had 
been founded in the village of Meſter-Groningen, by one Count Siegfrid, who 
alſo endowed it, as appears from a record dated in 936 of Folkmar abbot 
of Corvey, to which abbey it belonged. In 1593 Henry Julius Duke of 
Brunſwick obtained it from the abbey by exchange, and though it was 
afterwards conferred on the ſee of Halber/tadt, yet did the dukes of Brunſwick 
and Luneburg, endeavour to get it again into their hands, on the ceſſion of the 
dioceſe to the eleoral-houſe of Brandenburg, and accordingly at the peace 
of 1/:/tpbalia it was aſſigned to them. But the Elector Frederick William 
by virtue of a ſum of money ſoon re-annexed it to the principality of 
Halberſtadt, and converted it into a bailiwick. Its village conſiſts of up- 
wards of fifty houſes. 

4. The bailiwick of Schlanſtedt, which was ſold to the ſee in 1344 
the counts of Reinſtein. In this bailiwick lies the large village of Dixgeſſtedt, 
with ſix other villages, and likewiſe one half of the village of Pab/torf, the 
other half of it belonging to the principality of Wolfenbuttel. To it allo is 
annexed the convent of Huysburg, being a foundation for. Benedi#ine 
Monks, ſituated on the Huyberg in the midſt of the foreſt. Beſides theſe 
it has ſome fine buildings and farms, and forms likewiſe one of the States, 

5. The bailiwick of Oſcberſleben, in which excluſive of three villages, is 

Oſcherſleben, a ſmall town and ſeat, lying on the Bode, and which has 
frequently ſuffered by fire, particularly in the years 1601, 1659, 1680, 
1681, 1688 and 1717. | 

Hadmerſleben, a Benedictine nunnery, ſituated without the little town 
of Hadmerſleben or Hoimerſleben, in the dutchy of Magdeburg. 

Hamerſleben, a convent of Auguſtine Monks, lying beyond the New 
Damm, which runs through the Bruch. In 1720 the refractorineſs of 


this convent was the occaſion of its being ſequeſtrated for a time. Ham- 


merſleben is one of the States. 

Obſ. This bailiwick lies in the Bruch, being a tract of land beginning 
at the Octer, to the northweſt of Hornburg, and running through the 
whole north fide of the principality to O/cher/leben, from thence along the 
Bode, through a part of the dutchy of Magdeburg, and even to Bernburg, 
in the principality of Aubalt. In breadth too it extends to the principality 
of Molſenbuttel. This tract having been interſected with large and ſmall 
ditches, and the water thus carried off into the Bode, it became converted 
into the fineſt meadows, paſtures and willow grounds, inſomuch that it 
may be ſtiled the hay magazine of the whole principality. The dams in 
it are only three, namely the Heſſendam, the Krewitzdam, and the 
Neuedam. Of the two firſt mention has been made in the principality 
of Welfenbuttel. 


6. The bailiwick of Krottorf, ſituated on the Bade, and conſiſting of 
four villages. 


7. The 
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7. The bailiwick of Weferhng, lying without the principality on the 
Aller in the Holzland, and being environed with the principality of Yolfen- 
buttel, the Old Mark, and the dutchy of Magdeburg. The foil here is 
bad, but of wood it enjoys even a ſuperfluity. Formerly it belonged to 
the Honlage family, which held fiefs both of the dukes of Brunſwick, and the 
biſhops of Halberſtadt, till on account of the depredations committed by 
Laurance Honlage, Biſhop Erna in 1487 laid fiege to his caſtle, and 
having taken it, in 1491 came to an agreement about it with the Dukes of 
Brunſwick : Since which time this bailiwick has been annexed to the 
dioceſe of Halber/tadt. In 1650 the Elector Frederick William parted 
with it to John Chriſtapber Count Konigſmark, who in 1662 diſpoſed of it 
to Frederick landgrave of Heſſe- Homburg, and he in 1701 again to King 
Frederick I. for the ſum of 40,000 rixdollars, who in 1706 conferred it 
on Chriſtian Henry Marggrave of Culmbach. In 1715 it was reafſumed 
and has ever ſince been managed by the King's officers. To it belongs 
Weferlingen, a market ſituated on the Aller, and containing an inſpection, 
with eleven villages, two farms, and Walbeck a Lutheran abbey founded by 
Count Luther of Walbeck, who likewiſe bequeathed to it the tenth part of 
his eſtates. This abbey was dedicated in the year 997. Adjoining to it is 
a village. 

3. The cathedral bailiwick of Harſſeben, having its ſeat in the village of 
the like name, ſituated not far from Halber/tadt. 

4. Aderſtedt, Beckendorf, Emmeringen, Emerſleben, Gunſleben, Langenſlein, 
Neindorf, Nienburg and Nienſtedt, all villages belonging to noblemen. 

II. The circle of Aſcberſleben or Aſcan, comprehending the tract which 
once formed the Aſcbenſſeben or Gaterſleben lake, being near two German 
miles in length and about half a one broad. Between the years 1703 and 
1709 this lake was drained, and is thus become at preſent good corn ground 
and paſture- land. The town of Aſcbenſleben refuſing to be concerned in the 
draining of this lake, twenty-eight hufs of land were aſſigned to it, inſtead of 
the one hundred and thirteen, which it would otherwiſe have had. The Prince 
of Anbalt-Bernburg's ſhare conſiſted of one hundred and thirty-eight hufs 
and a half, the remainder was added to Seeleben a farm of the Princes, or farmed 
out to the town of Aſchenſleben and the adjacent villages. To this circle belongs 

1. Aſcherſleben, in Latin Aſcharia, ſituated on the Eine, and forming the 
ſecond ſtate town in the whole principality. Belonging to it are three 
churches, of which one is common both to the Lutherans and Calviniſts. 
It was once the capital of a county to which it gave name, and was alſo 
one of the moſt ancient provinces of the houſe of Anbalt. Biſhop 
Albert 1. Prince by birth of Anhalt, having made himſelf maſter of this 
town, 1n 1319 annexed to it the dioceſe, fince which all the endeavours 
of the houſe of Anbalt to recover it have proved ineffectual, and though in 
the year 1547 it was taken by Prince Wolfgang, yet he kept poſſeſſion of 
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it, but for a ſhort time. It has ſuffered greatly both by fire and war. At this 
place was once a falt-work, which was diſcontinued towards the end of 
the ſeventeenth century, but a perſon of the name of Schmettau having fitted 
it up again he ſold it to two Leipzig merchants, who after a vaſt expence 
to little purpoſe made an fale of it; at which one half was pur- 
chaſed for 30,000 rixdollars by Mr. Zech privy-counſellor to the King of 
Poland, and a perſon named Heidenreich paid 20,000 for the other. But 
the charges exceeding the profits, this work has again been diſcontinued 
and the buildings pulled down. 

Within the juriſdiction of this town, is included the village of Great- 
Schierſtedt, which though ſituated at a ſmall diſtance from it, yet lies in 
the dutchy of Magdeburg. | 

Not far from this town alſo formerly ſtood the caſtle of Aſcanian, of which 
at preſent there are very ſmall remains. 

2. The following bailiwicks belonging to the Sovereign : viz. 

1. The bailiwick of Gatenſleben, containing the village of Gaterſleben 
on the Selle, together with the village of Hederſleben allo ſituated on the 


 Selke, and in which is a Ciftercian nunnery with four others. 6 


2. The bailiwick of Neindorf, having its ſeat at Hauſz-Neindorf, and 
containing ſome noblemens farms. 

3. The bailiwick of Schneidlingen, belonging to the cathedral chapter, 
and comprehending under it the village of Schneidlingen, with Upper and 
Lower-Bornecke. 

4. The bailiwick of Minningen, appertaining to the Prince of Heſſ- 
Homburg, and conſiſting of the villages of Winningen and Wilfkeben. This 
bailiwick once belonged to the convent of Micbaelſtein, but in 1623 was 
mortgaged by the Duke and abbot Chriſſian for the ſum of 36000 rix- 
dollars to Lewis Prince of Anbalt, from whom it deſcended to the counts 
of Konigſmark, and from them came again to the Landgraves of Heſſe- 
Homburg, who ſtill keep poſſeſſion of it, though not without a very 
chargeable proceſs with the above-metioned convent. 

5. Viftorſeck, a farm belonging to the Prince of Anbalt-Bernburg-Hoym. 
To this farm alfo appertain one hundred and thirty-eight + hufs of land 
which in 1710 were by meaſurement aſſigned to the Prince of Anbalt- 
Bernburg, out of the land accruing from the draining of the Aſcher/leben- 
lake. This portion of land was given him in lieu of a demand of 
80,000 rixdollars, which he had on the county of Tecklenburg. 

6. Weſtorf on the Eine, belonging to the Stammer family. 

III. The Ermſleben or Faltenſtein Circle, including 

1. The following bailiwicks belonging to the Sovereign: wiz. 

I. The bailiwick of Ermſieben, containing 

Ermſleben, a (mall town, having a ſeat on the Selke, and once belonging 


to the counts of Faltenſtein. In the year 1332 Count Burchard made an 
| abſolute 
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abſolute and perpetual donation of this place, together with the caſtle of 
Fealkenſtein to the ſee of Halbenſtadt. Till 1684 it was held by the Heym 
family, but in that year devolved to the Sovereign. In 1717 a great fire 
happened at this place. | | Saw 

Sinſsleben, Neu-platendorf and Niederdorf, all villages. 

2. The bailiwick of Conradiburg, which is ſo called from Canradiburg a 

farm ſeated on a hill not far from Ermſieben. This bailiwick alſo in 1684 
devolved from the family of Hoym to the Sovereign. 
2. The bailiwick of Fallenſtein, belonging to the Aſeburg family and ſo 
called from the very ancient caſtle of Fallenſtein, which ſtands on a high 
hill without the Hara. It once gave title to counts, who are mentioned 
in the twelfth century, and appear to have failed in the perſon of Count 
Burchard, from whom in 1332 the ſee of Halberſtadt received this burg, 
together with the town of Ermſleben, as a free donation, The counts of 
Rein/tein laid claim to it, but in 1338 compromiſed matters with the ſee. In 
1428 Biſhop John-mortgaged the burg to Count Manseld, but it was 
again ſoon redeemed, and conferred as a fief on the Aſeburg family, who 
ſtill pay it. Among the five villages included in it is Mezsdorf, containing 
a coal-pit,  _ 

IV. The Weſterbaus or Reinſtein cirele, conſiſting of the county of 
Reinſtein, and the lordſhip of Derenburg. 

1. The county of Regen/tein or Reinſtein lies for the moſt part without 
the Harz foreſt, and ſome part of it even on it. Anciently it formed but 
one county in conjunction with that of Blankenburg, the counts of Re- 
genſtein and Blankenburg being derived of the ſame ſtem. Both Reinſtein 
and Blankenburg were among the hereditary lands of Duke Henry the Lion, 
and in 1203 fell to his youngeſt ſon Prince William of Luneburg, The 
counts to whom it gave title were alſo vaſſals to the Nukes of Brunſwick 
and Luneburg. Sigfrid and Conrad ſons to Poppo Count of Blankenburg 
founded two lines, viz. The former that of Blankenburg and the latter 
that of Reinſtein. The latter alſo had a fon named Frederick in the 
perſon of whoſe ſon named Cenrad, the old Reinſtein line became extinct 
towards the middle of the thirteenth century. Count Sigfrid of Blan- 
kenburg had two ſons, namely Sigfrid the Elder and Henry the Younger, 
the former of whom founded the Blankenburg-line, which afterwards failed, 
and the latter the younger Rernſtein branch, which branch in the brothers 
Henry and Ulrich was further ſubdivided into thoſe of Reinſtein and Heimburg. 
Of theſe the latter in proceſs of time, became poſſeſſed of the whole 
county, that is to ſay, both of Blankenburg and Reinſtein. They generally 
aſſumed the title of Reinſtein, but failed in 1599 in the perſon of Count 
John Erneſt, upon which Henry Julius Duke of Brunſwick and Luneburg, 
as lord paramount, took poſſeſſion of theſe countries. The counts of 
Reinſtein however were further poſſeſſed of certain eſtates, which hey 
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held as fiefs from the + biſhop of Halherſtad?, and of theſe eſtates the 
above-mentioned Duke, received in 1583 a reverfionary grant from - his 
father, as preſumptive Biſhop of Halberſtadt, which grant occaſioned the 
county of Reinſtein to be afterwards efteemed a fief of that ſee. On the 
deceaſe of Duke Henry Julius the county of Reinſtein, with the other 
lands belonging to the principality of Wolfenbuttel fell to his fon Duke 
Frederick Ulrich, and on his deceaſe Duke Auguſtus of Zeil took poſſeſſion 
of it in the name of the whole princely houſe, and made the firſt advances 
towards an agreement with the Swedi/h governor of Halberſtadt, who 
gave him ſome moleſtation in his new acquiſitions. In 1635 it was 
conferred on Duke William of Haarburg, who continued in poſſeſſion of it 
till his death in 1642, when Frederick Duke of Zell, and Auguſtus Duke of 
Molfenbuttel jointly took poſſeſſion of it: but Leopold Wilkam archduke of 
Auſiria having in 1641 made himſelf maſter of the dioceſe of Halberſtad: 
by open force, and looking on the county of Reznſtein as a fief, which 
had devolved to him, he conferred it on William Leopold count of Tatten- 
bach, who was not only ſupported by the cathedral chapter, but alſo by the 
Emperor Ferdinand III. and in 1660 confirmed by the Emperor 


It had likewiſe been ſtipulated at the peace of Meſipbalia, that the Elector 


of Brandenburg ſhould renew the inveſtiture of the county of Reinſtein, to 
the counts of Tattenbach. The houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg ſo far ac- 
quieſced in the firſt inveſtiture of the Count, that Duke Auguſtus of Mol- 
fenbutte] with the conſent of his relations, in the years 1643 and 1644 
alſo inveſted him with thoſe parts, which the counts of Reinſtein had held 
as fiefs of Brunſwick and Luneburg, which inveſtiture he again renewed 
in 1650. Count Tattenbach being beheaded in 1670, the Elector of Bran- 
denburg reaſſumed the whole county of Reinſtein as a forfeited fief of 
Halberſtadt, and retains it to this day, notwithſtanding the demands of the 
houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg relative to a reſtitution of that part of the 
county, which the counts of Tattenbach had held as its fiefs. This has 
given riſe to a proceſs, which is ſtill depending before the aulic council. 
The uſual aſſeſſment of the counts of Reinſtein and Blankenburg to a 
Roman month was twenty-four florins. In the preſent county is 
1. Regenſtein or Reinſtein, formerly a ſtrong caſtle fituated not far from 
Blankenburg, but which lay for a long time in ruins till the Elector Frede- 
rick Wilkam in 1671 cauſed it to be repaired. In 1757, it was taken by 
the French, but in 1758 ſurrendered again to the Pruſſians, who raſed it. 
2. Weſterhauſen a bailiwick belonging to the Prince and containing 
under it | 
Weſterhauſen, a town, which till the year 1675 was the ſeat of the 
regency of the county of Reinſtein, but at that time became annexed 
to Halberſtadt. 
Thal, a village ſituated without the Harz foreſt and having a copper 
f mine - 


* 
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mine-work, which it is thought will be repaired this preſent year 1759, 
Its neighbourhood is a good turf country. 

The villages of Warnftedt and Wedderſleben. 

3. The bailiwick of Stecłlenberg, appertaining to the Sovereign. In it are 


the villages of Menſtedt and Suderode. 


4. The bailiwick of Meſterburg, lying on the Bruch (of which a ſhort . 


deſcription is given above) and to the north of Dardeſſen. At the peace of 
Weſtphalia the rights of the houſe of Brunſwick and Luneburg to this 
bailiwick were reſerved. About the middle of the ſeventeenth century it 
was held by Frederick Schenk of M interſtedt, to whom it had been mort- 
gaged by the Steinberg family, who became proprietors of it in 1633, which 
ſaid Frederick being ſupported by the Dukes of Brunſwick and Luneburg, 
care was taken at the peace of We/ipbaliato confirm him in the poſſeſſion of it. 
But in 1701, on the death of von Steinbergs, Frederick I. King of Pruſſia, 
conferred it on the Marggrave Albert Frederich, whoſe ſon the Marggrave 
Frederick Charles Albert is its preſent poſſeſſor. It conſiſts of the caſtle of 
W:jterburg, and the village of Rorſbeim, as alſo of a part of the villages of 
Dedeleben, Dingelſtedt and Drerſbeim. | 

2. The lordſhip of Derenburg, which in the year 1008 was conferred 
by the Emperor Henry II. on the abbey of Ganderſteim, which abbey in 
1383 diſpoſed of one half of it as a fief to the Marggraves of Bran- 
denburg, and in 1481, of the ſecond half to the ſee of Halberſtadt. The 
counts of Reinſtein being involved in this purchaſe on account of their 
feudal tenures, to this day the houſe of Brandenburg receives it as a fief 
from the faid abbey. In the ſeventeenth century the lords of Veltheim 
obtained it by way of mortgage, which mortgage was liquidated by the 
Elector Frederick III. It never was properly incorporated with the dioceſe of 
Halberſtadt, being rather reckoned a part of the Old Mark, though ſubject 
to the Prince's colleges at Hulbenſtadt. In it is 

Derenburg, a (mall town with a ſeat on the Holz-Emme.. 

Danſtedt, a village, and two farms. 

V. The Oflerwicł Circle, containing 

1. Ofterwtck on the Ilſe, the third municipal town of the principality, and 
having ſeveral woollen-manufactures. Some think this town was an- 
ciently called Seligenſtadt, but this has not been proved, and where the 
place ſo called really ſtood is ſtill unknown. 

2. The following bailiwicks belonging to the Sovereign : viz. 

1. The bailiwick of Hornburg, containing 

Horenburg or Hornburg, a ſmall town, having a ſeat on the ſe. This 
ſeat was once fortified, and has been ſeveral times. beſieged and taken, In 
its neighbourhood are great quantities of hops. 

Veltheim, Rhoden and Ofterode, all villages. 


2. The bailiwick of Wulperode, comprehending fix villages. 
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3. The bailiwick of Stotterlingen, conſiſting of two villages. Stotterlin-

3. Zilly, a cathedral bailiwick, in which lies the town of Zilly, toge- 


ther with Bader/leben, a village containing an Auguſtine convent, that of 
Stropke, the inhabitants of which are noted for their {kill at cheſs, Abben- 
rode a village, with four others and the farm of Mulmke. 

4. Dardeſſen farm, belonging to the deanery of the cathedral. In it 

Dardeſſen, properly called Dardeſheim, a little walled town ſituated on 
the Ortsberge, which is a hill containing good ſtone-quarries. The ſtone dug 
in theſe quarries is noted for its infinite variety of petrifications. Nothing can 
exceed the proſpect of the Harz foreſt from this place. | 

Vogelsdorf, Rocklum and Huy-Neinſtedt, three villages : with 

Borſel and Deer/heim, two villages containing manors.

The Dutchies of SCHWERIN and Gus r Ro, 
or the Dutchy of MECKLENBURG. 


Ws T* E maps of theſe dutchies, which are engraven by de Mitt, Covens, 


Mortier, Homann and others, are far from being ſo accurate as 
could he wiſhed. That of Homann conſtitutes the one hundred and nine- 
teenth in the Atlas of Germany. At preſent an accurate map of them may 
be formed with the greater eaſe, in that the compact of inheritance of 
1755, of which ſomething more occurs in ſection 4, has occaſioned 
an exact menſuration of the country. 

$. 2. Theſe lands, to the north lie on the Baltzck, eaſtward on Pome- 
rania, ſouthward on the mark of Brandenburg, and weſtward on the dioceſe 
of Lubeck and the principality of Luneburg, as alſo on Lauenburg and 
Ratzeburg. Geographers and hiſtorians difter greatly in their accounts of 
its extent. Beebrs in his Reb. Mecl. makes its length fifteen German 
miles, and its breadth twelve ; whereas Franke in his Mecklenburg gives it 
(and that too excluſive of the lordſhip of Stargard) a length of eighteen 
ſuch miles, but reduces its breadth to nine, and according to Cluvier it is 
from twenty-four to thirty long, with a breadth of nine, ten and eighteen. 
The laſt computation ſeems to approach neareſt to the truth, but till the 
exact meaſurement of the country be compleated, and the reſult of it 
publiſhed in a map, no preciſe determination can be made. Within it 
alſo lie the principality of Schwerin, and the Swediſh town of W:ſmar, 

with its dependencies. 
§. 3. With reſpe& to the nature and goodneſs of the country the 
Mecklenburghers 
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Mecklenburghers themſelves diſagree: Some extolling it and others again 
depreciating it. According to the remonſtrance of the nobility in 1718 to the 
imperial court againſt the contribution required of them, and which is cited 
and confirmed by Beebr in his eighth book de reb. Mecleb. This country is 
full of large and ſmall lakes from one to three German miles in length, 
and from one to one and a half broad, yielding alſo little or nothing. 
There are likewiſe large and deſolate heaths here, with moors, woods, fens 


and quarries. One half of the country conſiſts of a ſandy fail, which 


when aſſiſted with the beſt manure, will produce only a little rye and oats, 
and the paſtures and meadows make but a very indifferent appearance 
if compared with thoſe of Holſtein and Pomerania, whence of courſe the 
graſery here is at a low ebb, and chiefly conſiſts in the breeding of ſheep. 
Of the other arable lands here, when well manured, one half, or at beſt, 
a third bears barley, but produces very little wheat. In general the ſoil yields 
only four for one. But quite different is the account given us b 

Cluvier in his deſcription of this dutchy, and likewiſe in Franke's hiſtory 
of it. According to them, near one tenth part of the country is ſandy, 
and the very worſt of the ſandy-land in it produces excellent rye, and 
when it lies fallow there cannot be better ſheep-walks ; but the country in 
general is incomparable, and nothing in Pomerania or Holſtein (unqueſtion- 
ably they mean the champaign country there) can exceed it. When well 
tilled and dunged it yields barley and wheat, and at the very leaſt produces 
four fold, but generally, five, fix or eight. The country is interſperſed 
with delightful eminences, very pleaſant and profitable woods, and good 
fruit- trees are not wanting in it. Several foreſts have been afforted, ſens 
drained, and together with moors and quarries improved into arable and 
paſture-land. The commons and meadows in moſt parts are not at all 
inferior to thoſe of Holſtein and Pomerania, and are capable ſtill of further 
improvement. Its graſery too is ſo conſiderable that the country exports 
ſome thouſands of cattle. The lakes and rivers yield large revenues, as they 
abound in fiſh, particularly in eels and craw- fiſn. It muſt be acknowledged 
that by art and labour, the face of the country might be greatly improved. 
The Mark of Brandenburg, to which it lies contiguous, and bears a great 
reſemblance, ſhews their marſhy, ſandy waſtes may be converted into a 
fertile, pleaſant country; and Baron Lube, who was chief adminiſtrator of 
theſe dutchies, publiſhed a piece in 1730, wherein he affirms that the 
nobility by a ſkilful oeconomy, have improved their lands to double or 
treble their goodneſs : eſtates, which, at the beginning of the eighteenth 
century, coſt only 12 or 20,000 rixdollars, ſelling for 60 or 80,000, 
Now, as in 1632 the nobility eſtimated the collective value of their eſtates 
at 10,323,317 guilders, according to this computation- the preſent value 
of them muſt at leaſt amount to twenty-one millions. In it are alſo ſalt- 
ſprings, with alum, iron and ſome copper. 
The 
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The Elbe waſhes the borders of this country to the ſouth-weſt, where it is 
joined by the Elde, which has its ſource here, as iſſuing from the Plauer 
lake: at Lubz it receives a river omitted in the maps, above Parchim 
divides itſelf into another branch called the Loctenitæ, and through the 
Prignitz runs into the Elbe, but on the confines of the county of Schwerin 
receives the Stor, which makes the outlet of Schwerin lake, and at Eldena 
divides itſelf again into two ſtreams, the eaſtern of which, after forming 
ſome ſmall iſlands, and the weſtern not far from Domit again dividing itſelf 
into two branches, they all afterwards loſe themſelves at that place, in the 
Elbe. The Reckenitz riſes in the principality of Venden, at the village of 
Reckenitz, one German mile from Guſtro, and having paſſed by Sulte forms 
the limits between Mecklenburg and Pomerania. At Damgard it runs into 
a lake, and laſtly near Daſſerort diſcharges itſelf into the Baltrck. The 
Peene alſo riſes in the principality of Wenger near Grubenhagen, and paſſing 
through the lake of Malchin, joins that of Cummero, then forms the bounda- 
ries between Mecklenburg and Pomerania, after which it leaves the former 

a little above Demmin. Its further courſe has been mentioned under 
Pomerania. The Tollenſe iſſues out of the lake of that name and running 
into the lordſhip of Stargard after watering a part of Pomerania joins the 
Peene. The Warns riſes almoſt in the centre af the country, not far 
from the village of Herzberg, and continuing its courſe towards 
Sternberg, Butzo and Schwan, receives the Milnitz and Nebel, after which 
having formed a lake and harbour at Roſtock it falls into the Baltic near 
Warnemunde. The Redegaſt riſes at Stellenz, runs by Gadebuſch and Rhena, 
after which it is called the Stapenitz, and having under this name croſſed 
the lake of Daſſau, unites its ſtream with the Drave, and thus terminates 
in the Baltick. The Havel iſſues out of the Barn-lake near Ankerſhagen in 
the principality of Venden, and runs into the Mark of Brandenburg. In 
the ſeventeenth century a project was formed for making a navigable canal 
from iſmar to the lake of Schwerin, and fo on through that lake, and 
along the Ster and Elde, in ſuch a manner as to open a navigation between 
the North ſea and the Baltick, without paſſing through the Sund: but 
the delign was dropped, or at leaſt has not yet been carried into execution. 
The country has only one harbour on the Baltick, namely Ro/tock, but it 
were no difficult matter to make another at Neu-Bucko, and a third at 

Ribnitz, the advantages attending which would abundantly over-ballance 

the expence. 

F. 4. In both dutchies, excluſive of Roftock, are forty-five great and 
ſmall cities, with three convents belonging to the nobility and States of 
the country, and five hundred and ninety-four manors. The peaſants are 
under villanage. In the year 1628, the number of farms belonging to the 
Sovereign were one thouſand and one, thoſe appertaining to the nobility ſeven 
hundred and twenty-ſeven, and thoſe to convents ſeven hundred and m— 

| eight, 
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eight, whence conſequently in the whole country they amounted to 2496, 
and according to a repreſentation of the nobility in 1669 and 1670, both 
dutchies made 12,545 hufs of land. | 

Parchim, Guſiro and New-Brandenburg are ftiled the Verderſtadt (or 
Metropoles) Parchim being indeed the capital of the Mecklenburg Circle, 
Gu/iro the capital of that of Menden, and Neu- Brandenburg of the Stargard. 
Each alſo convokes the towns of its own Circle, preſides in the aſſembly and 
acts in its name. 

The nobility are accounted a free State and enjoy very conſiderable pri- 
vileges. In the convention of Rygffoc# dated the eighteenth of April 1755, 
between Duke Chriſtian Lewis and the nobility and commons, it was 
agreed that all and every eſtate or parcel of land belonging either to the 
nobility, the three convents of the country, the diſtrict of Roſloct, the 
dependencies of the municipal towns and oeconomies ſhould be meatured 
and reduced into hufs, one half of which on performing the ſeveral ſer- 
vices reſerved in feudal and allodial patents, ſhould be exempt from the 
contribution, but the other half remain ſubje& to it, and agrecably thereto 
pay the annual aſſeſſment. Whether ſuch meaſurement has ever taken 
place, I know not. The States are compoſed of the nobility and towns. 
In 1523 the nobility and commons of the two dutchies of Schwerin and 
Gu/tro entered into an indiſſoluble compact of union, which has been ac- 
knowledged and confirmed by the Sovereigns, both in the Hamburg con- 
vention of the eighth of March 1701, and likewiſe in the hereditary compact 
of Roſtock. This union conſiſts as well in a conjunction of the provinces 
as in that of the States of which each is compoſed. With teſpect to the 
tormer, it was agreed that all the free ſettled inhabitants of both dutchies, in- 
cluding the whole of the Stargard Circle, ſhould enjoy an undiſturbed equality 
in rights, privileges, and immunities, in ſuch manner that theſe three circles 
ſhould be governed by the ſame laws, ordinances and compacts, and that on 
ſuch an equality and communion, both in the civil and eccleſiaſtical go- 
vernment, diets, contributions and provincial convents, as was agreeable to the 
tenour of the ſaid union, and of courſe in all other rights, privileges and 
immunities, and that in all caſes and exigencies they ſhould be duly 
aiding in council and action. The latter or the conjunction of the no- 
bility and towns implies an irrevocable participation and community of all 
the rights and prerogatives appertaining to the nobility and States, and con- 
ſequently that Roſocł and the other towns ſhould not be curtailed, detri- 
mented or excluded from their ſhare in the Diets, courts of juſtice, leſſer 
committee, convents, and all other cuſtomary rights and duties. Further 
one State ſhall not without the knowledge or conſent of the other make 
any contract relative to common rights, and all contracts ſo made are 
declared null and void. In another inſtrument, oppoſite to the former, the 
union of 1523 is not to be brought in plea nor be of any validity either 
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directly or indirectly, nor ſhall the ſovereignty of the country be impaired 


or weakened thereby. 
The Diets are annually ſummoned by the Sovereign, in order to ſettle 


the yearly contributions, or to iſſue proper directions relative to the taxes of 


the Empire, Circle, and portion of the princeſſes, and to deliberate on any 
neceſſary edicts, as likewiſe that all affairs or any grievances may be diſ- 
cuſſed under the Prince's permiſſion. To theſe Diets are ſummoned the 
ſeveral States of the three Circles, whoſe place of aſſembly is alternately held at 
Sternberg and Malchin: at the former on the Judenberg without the town, but 
at Malchin the place of their meeting is the town-houſe. Theſe Diets are com- 
monly held in autumn, but on urgent emergencies the Sovereign may 
convene them at any time of the year. The articles to come under con- 
fideration, are ſpecified in the public ſummons four weeks before the Diet 
aſſembles. The propoſals of the Diet are made at once at the uſual place, 
and then being digeſted in writing ſigned by the Prince's commiſſaries, 
and the ſeal of the Diet-chancery affixed to them, are ſent to the nobility 
and States, who uſually remit their anſwer within three days. The 
dutchy of Schwerin appoints four Landratts or provincial-counſellars, and 


the dutchy of Guftro the ſame number, who muſt be all actually ſettled in 


the two dutchies and of a certain rank and eſtate therein. On the vacancy 
of a provincial counſellor, the nobility and States of the dutchy where the 
vacancy happens, preſent three qualified perſons, of whom the Soverei 
nominates one, who thereupon takes a particular oath. Four of theſe are 
appointed aſſeſſors at both the tribunals. The motions, opinions and re- 
preſentations of every provincial counſellor are ſigned in his own name and 
with his own hand, and the wrapper ſealed with the prefident's ſeal. The 
opinion and ſignature of any particular provincial college is of no validity, 
Each Circle has an hereditary marſhal of its own, who in the circular 
convocations prefides according to the order of time and place introduced 
among them. The provincial counſellors rank according to ſeniority with 
the Duke's actual privy-counſellor, and the marſhals of the Circles with 
the colonels. 

The leſſer committee of the nobility and States conſiſts of two provin- 
cial counſellors, that is to ſay one from each dutchy, with three deputies 
of the nobility, being one from each Circle, one deputy of the town of 
Roſtock, and three from the Yorder/tadte of Parchim, Guſtiro and Næu-Bran- 
denburg, making in all nine perſons, but this number the nobility and 
States may increaſe at their own expence. This committee is by a royal 
edict inveſted with the weight and rights of a college repreſentative of 
the whole body of the nobility and commons. The choice of the mem- 
bers is left entirely to the free- will of the nobility and commons. 

With regard to ordinances relative to the whole country (the nobility and 
commons included) the opinion of the latter is firſt demanded, and no- 


thing. 
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thing enacted in prejudice of their rights. The meetings of the nobility in 
the ſeveral bailiwicks are under no reſtrictions: but other aſſembles or 
Landes-Convente, as they were called, which may be thought neceſſary, 
muſt be convened by writ from the Sovereign. 

$. 5. The inhabitants of both dutchies are Lutherans. The churches 
and ſchools here, are divided into fix rural ſuperintendencies, and under 
their ſuperintendents are provoſts. In this country are alſo ſome Calviniſt 
congregations, and in Schwerin the Roman catholics are permitted the private 
exerciſe of their worſhip. 

The towns have grammar-ſchools, and at Roftock is an univerſity. 

$. 6. The country is not without woollen-manufaQturers, tanners, leather- 
dreſſers, tobacco-ſpinners, and other trades, but the number of them is 
not ſufficient. Its exports are corn, flax, hemp, hops, wax, honey, cattle, 
butter, cheeſe, wool and ſeveral kinds of wood. 

$. 7. The Vandalt having in a great meaſure quitted this country in the 
fifth century, the Vendi gradually ſpread themſelves in the habitations 
which they had abandoned, and mingled with the remaining inhabitants, 
The moſt conſiderable tribe of the Vendi, who ſettled here was that of the 
Obotrites, which had its own particular Princes. Under Charles the Great 
the Obotrites conſtituted a part of the German Empire, but after the deceaſe 
of the Emperor Lewis, they detached themſelves from their ſubjection to 
it. In 1161 Henry the Lion Duke of Saxany and Bavaria, having reduced 
this country, he held it not as belonging to the dutchy of Saxony, or a fief 
of the Empire, but as his own property. On his falling however under the 
ban of the Empire, he was diſpoſſeſſed of it. That Prince appointed 
ſome of the nobility as counts and judges over it, and divided the country 
into four parts, of which the county of Schwerin alone retains its 
former conſtitution. Duke Henry having in 1165 reſtored the other 
Obetrite lands to Pribiſlau, a Prince of the Vendi, as his patrimonial in- 
heritance, and that Prince on the other hand promiſed fidelity to him, 
embraced the Cbriſtian religion, rebuilt Mecklenburg the ancient capital of 
the Obotrite Princes, and took his title from it. His ſon Henry Borwin 
married Matilda natural daughter to Henry the Lion by a lady of quality, 
and from this marriage is deſcended the houſe of Mecklenburg, the truits of 
it being Henry and N7#olet, the latter of whom left no iſſue but the former 
propagated his lineage. Of his ſons I ſhall take notice only of Fobn and 
Nikclet, the firſt of whom was the founder of the Mecklenburg line, and 
the latter that of Venden, which becoming extin& in 1436, the principality 
of Menden devolved to the Mecklenburg branch, which in 1348 was raiſed 
to the dignity of Duke by the Emperor Charles IV. Duke Fobn who died 
in 1592 had two ſons namely Adolphus Frederick and Jobn Albert II. who 
inheriting the whole country in 1611, and more definitively in 1621 made 
a partition of it, by which the former was to obtain the Schwerin, and the 
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latter the Guftro part. But the town of Reftock with its univerſity and hoſ. 


pital, as likewiſe the monaſtic lands remained in common, and were 


termed the Roftock common-places. At the peace of We/iphalia in 1648 
the town of Viſnar with the bailiwicks of Pobl and Neuchſler were 
ceded to the Swedes, but on the other hand, the dioceſes of Schwerin and 
Ratzeburg were converted into temporal principalities, and the commendaries 
of Nemero and Miro appertaining to the order of St. John of Malta, were 
like wiſe aſſigned to the dukes. The Guftro line failed in 1695, on which 
Duke Frederick VMilliam of the Schwerin branch laid claim to the ſole in- 
heritance of the dutchy of Guftro ; but his father's youngeſt brother Adal- 
phus Frederick Duke of Strelitz oppoted him. In 1701 however this con- 
teſt was adjuſted at Hamburg, by an agreement importing that the princi- 
pality of Guſtro ſhould be added to his principality of Schwerin, and that 
Duke Adolphus Frederick befides his dutchy of Strelitg ſhould hold alſo 
the principality of Ratzeburg, with the lordſhip of Stargard, the ancient 
commanderies of Miro and Nemero, and a yearly penſion of gooo dollars 
in ſpecte out of the Bortzenburg toll. At the ſame time likewife the right of 


primogenitureſhip, and the lineal ſucceſſion was eſtabliſhed in both houſes, 


and the compact ratified by the Emperor Leopold. There are (till ſub- 
fiſting two lines of the Dukes of Mecklenburg. The Schwerin line commenced 
in the above-mentioned Duke Frederick William, who was firſt ſucceeded 
in the ſovereignty by his brother Duke Charles, but in 1728 that Prince was 
depoſed by the Emperor Charles VI. for his obſtinate diſobedience to him, 
and the adminiſtration of the country conferred on his younger brother Duke 
Chriſtian Lewis, who in 1747 on the demiſe of his elder brother became 
Sovereign, and in 1755 concluded a remarkable and fundamental conven- 
tion with his nobility and States, but dying in 1756 was ſucceeded by his 
eldeſt ſon Duke Frederick. The Strelitz line began in the above-mentioned 
Duke Adolphus Frederick II. whoſe grandſon Duke Adolphus Frederick IV. 
entered on the government in 1752. 

§. 8. The title aſſumed by both the dukes, is Duke of Mecklenburg, 
Prince of Wenden, Schwerin and Ratzeburg, Count of Schwerin and the 
country of Reftock, and lord of Stargard. Their ſhield is party per pale, two 
bends divided it into fix fields, excluſive of an eſcutcheon. The firſt of 
theſe fields is topaz a buffaloe's head gardant ruby, crowned with horns 
pearl, with a ring of the ſame through its noftrils for Mecklenburg. The ſecond 
is ſaphire a griffin topaz for Wenden, The third party per feſſe barry of 
two ſaphire with a griffin pearl, and a lozenge amathyſt. Both theſe are 
held by Bechr to be the arms of the lordſhip of Reffcck. The eſcutcheon is 
party per feſſe ruby and topaz, which according to Beebr denotes the arms 
of the county of Schwerin. The fourth is ruby a croſs wavey pearl, for 
the principality of Ratzeburg. The fifth ruby an arm cloathed pearl, and 
bound with a ribbon of the ſame, iſſuing from a cloud, and holding up a 


ring 
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ring topaz with a ſtone infixed, for the lordſhip of Stargard. The ſixth is 
topaz, a buffaloe's head diamond with a crown topaz, and horns pearl, 
panting and placed oblique, but to what this alludes is not certain. The 
Electors and Marggraves of Brandenburg alſo uſe the title and arms, as 
being on the total extinction of the male-ftem of the dukes of Mecklen- 
burg, the next heirs to all the territories of Mecklenburg, in conſequence 
of the agreement of F/77/tock concluded in 1442, at which time that houſe 
performed homage to Brandenburg for its lands, and Brandenburg, receded 
trom its feudal right. | 

$. 9. The Duke of Mecklenburg, Schwerin, has by virtue of the dutchies 
of Schwerin and Guftro two votes among the Princes, both at the 
Diet of the Empire, and likewiſe in that of the Circle of Lower-Saxony. 
The aſſeſſment for theſe countries in the matricula of the Empire, is forty 
horſe and fixty-ſeven foot, or ſeven hundred and forty-eight florins to a 
Roman month; but from this ſum by virtue of a decree of the Diet dated 
May 6, 1696, the portion payable by the towns of Viſmar and the baili- 
wicks of Poll and Neublſter, is to be deducted from the houſe of Mecklen- 
burg, and added to Sweden. To the chamber of Wetzlar its payment for 
the dutchy of Schwerin is two hundred and forty-three rixdollars, forty 
three kruitzers and a half, and a like ſum alſo for the dutchy of Gu/tro. 

$. 10. The ſupreme college here belonging to the dukes is that of the 
privy-council of regency. The revenue is managed by the demeſne cham- 
ber, and theſe two aſſemblies refer all diſputes and proceſſes brought before 
them, to the country courts of juſtice. From the three law-courts at 
Schwerin, Roſtock and Strelitz, as likewiſe from the Roffock conſiſtory 
appeals lie to the high and provincial-court of juſtice, ſome particular caſes 


excepted, in which appeals are precluded either abſolutely or in part. 


Ever fince the year 1701, this high and provincial court of juſtice aſſembles 
at Gy/tro, holding its ſeſſions four times a year. This court is common not 
only to the two ducal lines, but the nobility and States likewiſe have a 
ſhare in its adminiſtration. The preſidents and vice preſidents with four 
aſſeſſors are nominated by the dukes. The nobility ſends to it four extra- 
ordinary aſſeſſors and one ordinary, but the three other ordinary aſſeſſors 
come from the principality of Schwerin, the univerſity of Roſtoct and the 
town of Roſtock. Proceſſes as far as comports with the privilege granted 
to the dukes de non appellando, may be removed from thoſe courts to the 
high tribunals of the Empire. The nobility and States continue unmo- 
lelted in the juriſdiction granted them, together with their fiefs and eſtates, 
as likewiſe the magiſtrates in that appertaining to them in the towns, 
namely of being inveſted with the firſt hearing of cauſes. 

$. 11. The annual revenues of the Schwerin line, arifing from the 
demeſne bailiwicks and regalia here, are conſiderable, and Duke Frederick 
Malliam has publickly ſaid that they brought him in 300,000 rixdollars per 


annum, 
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annum. The provincial contribution, conformably to the perpetual agree- 
ment of 1755, is paid by half the hufs, the number of which was determined 
by an exact meaſurement, (F. 4.) every taxable huf paying annually nine 


rixdollars in new + pieces, but this impoſt the Sovereign is not to augment on 


any pretence whatſoever. The yearly tax of free-men living in the manors and 
monaſtic lands in the diſtrict of Roſtock, as alſo of thoſe in the eſtates and 
villages belonging to towns, and of private perſons without any of the hufs is 
likewiſe fixed. With theſe ordinary contributions of the nobility and 
country, the Sovereign is to be ſatisfied for defraying the expences of 
garriſons, fortifications, envoys, Diets, extraordinary aſſemblies and pay. 
ments to the chamber at Wetzlar. The contributions of the towns to the 
ſame ends are alſo ſtated. The Sovereign to theſe annual contributions of 
the country, adds a ſubſidy from his bailiwicks and demeſnes on the ſame 
footing as the taxable hufs, that is not under nine rixdollars per huf, pay- 
able in new g pieces, in like manner as from the taxable hufs of manors. 
Of theſe contributions public notice is annually given at the general Diets, 
and thereupon levied by an ordinance of the Sovereign. Thoſe paid by 
the monaſtic lands and manors, the ſeveral places in the diſtrict of Roſacł, 
the eſtates and villages belonging to the towns, the demeſnes and thoſe of 
private perſons, as alſo the taxes of the freemen living on the lands out of 
the hufs are paid into the provincial-cheſt, and from thence remitted to 
the Prince's treaſury, but the contributions from the Prince's bailiwicks and 
the towns are under the immediate direction of the treaſury, without 
coming into the provincial-cheſt. The terms of payment are Lent and 
Chriſlmas. The produce of the taxable hufs may in ſome meaſure be 
gueſſed at, from the number of hufs ſpecified above (F. 4.) as likewiſe in 
that during the menſuration of the country, the duke proviſionally com- 
puted the dutchies of Schwerin and Gu/tro, including five hundred and 
thirty-five hufs and three quarters for the Circle of Stargard, at 4700 taxable 
hufs, on which it was reſolved that the ſum of 40,000 rixdollars ſhould be 
levied. Beyond the above ſpecified annual contributions the Sovereign 1s 

to make no demand either on the nobility, their vaſſals or the towns, 

except taxes for the Empire, Circle or princeſſes, from which there is no 

exception. A notification of theſe articles is given at the general Diet, 

where the duke communicates to the nobility and States an authenticated 

copy of the reſolutions of the Empire and Circle, as a teſtimony that 

what he requires of them is no more than the Empire and Circle have 

demanded as neceſſary. The nobility however pay nothing to the impoſts 

of the Empire and Circle, unleſs the demands of Emperor in behalf of 
the Empire and Circle, exceed in one year, two hundred Roman months, 

and the States pay only when ſuch demands exceed three hundred. If the 

demand be under two hundred Roman months the Sovereign himſelt 


paid 
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paid by the nobility equally with the Prince's eſtates and the towns. The 
inceſſes tax is fixed at 20,000 rixdollars current money, and levied on the 
whole country without exception, the demeſnes, the eſtates of the nobility 
and the towns paying each one third. The contributions of the exemptees 
of whatever title or condition in the monaſtic villages, the town of Roftock 
and its diſtrict, to the imperial, circular, and princeſſes taxes amount to 
the above-mentioned contributing parties each one third. In ſuch years as 
a tax for the Empire or circle is demanded, no princeſs's tax is required. 

The free-gifts here are conſented to and regulated, either, 1. In the 
meetings of the nobility of each bailiwick, or by the towns among them- 
ſelves, at the aſſemblies of the towns, or, 2. By general conventions of de- 
puties from the nobles, or jointly by the nobility and States, or, 3. In 
general Diets and convocations of the nobility among themſelves, or in ſuch 
25 are compoſed both of the nobility and States. To all theſe ſubſidies, 
the Sovereign cauſes to be added the proportionate contribution from all 
manors by which his demeſnes have been augmented ; and the convents, 
with the lands in the diſtrict of Ro/fock, the villages and parcels of land 
belonging to corporations, as alſo the vaſſals of the clergy are likewiſe 
obliged to pay their aſſeſſment to theſe free-gifts; though the laſt three 
only, when they manifeſtly appear to have belonged to the nobility. The 
town of Roſtock excluſive of its lands and villages, furniſhes one twelfth to 
the aſſeſſments of the nobility and States for the common ſervices, and 
likewiſe to thoſe which are required of the town. 

The public expenditures or Necęſſarien as they are termed, are either 
ordinary and annual, or extraordinary. To the former the Sovereign, for 
his demeſnes has engaged to furniſh the ſum of 6000 rixdollars, and a 
like ſum alſo for all his patrimonial towns collectively, but the nobility 
pay their proportion according to the number of their taxable hufs. The 
annual quota of the town of Rofteck is 2000 rixdollars. The exraordinary 
charges levied for the public ſafety and benefit, are defrayed by impoſts 
agreed on between the Sovereign, the nobility and the States, and of theſe 
the Prince's demeſnes, as well as the eſtates of the nobility and towns, 
contribute all in common one third; whereas the expences which are levied 
tor the concern of one State only, are defrayed out of its own particular purſe. 

With reſpect to the revenues of the dukes of the Mecklenburg 
Strelitz line, the Stargard circle, out of the land, and other taxes produces 
annually between 70 and 80,000 rixdollars. In the Hamburg act of 1701, 
the revenues of the demeſne bailiwicks of this Circle were eſtimated only 
at 31,000 rixdollars, but under Duke Adolpbus Frederick IV. they are ſaid 
to have been improved to above 20,000 more. From the principality of 
Ritzeburg and the Boitzenburg toll (out of which it levies gooo dollars in 


ipecie, the Duke receives about 46,000 rixdollars; and conſequently in the 
whole. about 126,000. rixdollars. 


F. 12. For 
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& 12. For the maintenance of the duke's troops, no payment is required 
either of the nobility or States, the convents or places in the diſtrict of 
Roftock, the Duke taking on him to defray all the expence of the military 
eſtabliſhment out of the annual contributions agreed on. The nobility 
and their vaſſals are alſo exempted from quartering and maintaining the 
militia, as the municipal towns are from quartering the horſe. Except alſo 
in urgent caſes, and ſuch as threaten the ſafety of the Empire, Circle or 
country, the nobility and States are exempt from furniſhing magazines or 
ſummoning. their vaſſals, and dependents to work at any fortifications, or 
to carry neceflaries thither, or to pay money in lieu of ſuch ſervices. The 
towns however quarter the foot and pay ſervice : 

$. 13. The two dutchies are divided into three circles agreeably to 
which we ſhall now give an account of them. 

1. The Mecklenburg Circle forms the dutchy of Schwerin, and conſiſts 
of the ancient dutchy of Mecklenburg, the county of Schwerin, the weſtern 
part of the principality of Wenden, and a ſmall part alſo of the lordthip of 
Rojtock., In it are 

1. The following towns : viz. - 

Parchim, the Vorderſtadt (or Metropolis) of this Circle, ſituated in the 
principality of Venden on the river Elde, which at this place divides itſelf 
into two branches. Theſe branches in ſeveral parts run eaſt and weſt, through 
the town, dividing the old town from the new. Parchim ſends a deputy 
to the leſſer committee of the States, and in both the towns is a parochial- 
church. Anciently alſo here was a caſtle. In 1218 Prince Henry I. rebuilt 
this town under his own inſpection. In the fourteenth century it had a 
mint. In 1586, 1684 and 17—2 it ſuffered very greatly by fire. 

Schwerin, in Latin Suerinum, the uſual refidence of the dukes of the 
Schwerin line ſituated on a pleaſant lake abounding in a variety of fiſh, 
and which beſides ſurrounding the greateſt part of the town, alſo gave name 
to it. It is nearly ſquare, and conſiſts of three parts, namely Schwerin, 
the New Town and the Meor. Schelffe indeed lies fo cloſe to it, that 
it ſeems a part of the town, but is notwithſtanding a diſtinct place, and 

belongs to the principality of Schwerin. The Dukes palace ſtands on an 
iſland in the lake, being fortified and communicating with the town by 
means of a bridge. Some parts of it command a moſt delightful proſpect. 
The collection of paintings in this palace is very valuable and its garden 
laid out in a fine taſte. The town church is called the Domkzrche, it 
having been the cathedral of the ſee of Schwerin, which was founded in 
1170 by Henry the Lien Duke of Saxony and Bavaria, who created Berno 
the monk its firſt biſhop, which creation was confirmed by the Emperor 
Frederick I. in the fame year, and in 1177 by Pope Alexander III. At 
the ſame time alſo Schwerin obtained a charter from the faid Duke, but 
the fortifications of the town had been undertaken by him in 1161, 


at 
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at which time likewiſe he appointed Gunzelin its grave or count. 
Such therefore is the origin of the county of Schwerin, which was held 
for above two hundred years by the deſcendants of Gunzelin, and, at 
length, namely in 1355 (or according to others) in 1360, on the death of 
Oths the laſt count, devolved to the Dukes of Mecklenburg, who bear it in 
their title. In 1531, 1558 and 1658 ſome terrible fires happened here 
The freedom of this place was formerly of great conſideration. 

Gadebuſch, a ſmall town fituated on the river Radegaſt, in the ancient 
dutchy of Mecklenburg, and having a caſtle, Its name is ſaid to ſignify 
lucus or ſaltus deaſtri, and that Radegaſt the idol of the Wendi was wor- 
ſhipped here in a wood. In 1218 it obtained the Lubeck right. In 1712 
the Swedes defeated the Danes near this place. 

Rhena, a ſmall town, fituated on the river Radegaſt in the ancient dutchy 
of Mecklenburg, and formerly containing a Benedictine nunnery founded in 
1236, but which together with its lands has been converted into a 
bailiwick. 

Greveſmublen or Greviſmohlen, in ancient records ſtiled Comitis mola, a 
town ſituated in the ancient dutchy of Mecklenburg, and which obtained 
the Lubeck right in 1359, but in 1583, 1659, 1725 and 1756 ſuffered 
extremely by fire. 

Buko, a ſmall town alſo called New-Buks, by way of diſtinction from 
Old-Buko a neighbouring church-village. This town lies in the ancient 
dutchy of Mecklenburg. 


Kropelien, a ſmall town, ſituated in the ancient dutchy of Mecklenburg, * 


and totally deſtroyed by fire in 1378, at which time alſo its charter was 
loſt by the ſame calamity. Duke Albert II. however the very fame year 
reſtored to it the Lubeck right, which it had before enjoyed, and that too 
with ſome additional privileges. In1 580, it was again almoſt entirely deſtroyed 
by fire; but afterwards in 1588 and 1609 received a new confirmation 
of its privileges. 

Bruel, a ſmall town, fituated in the ancient dutchy of Mecklenburg, 
and formerly belonging to the Plefſens, but afterwards to other noble 
tamilies, till in 1754 it was purchaſed by the Sovereign. In 1340 Reimar 
Pl:ſſen raiſed it from a village to a town. In 1504 its charter was confirmed 
to it by Henry Pleſſen, and in 1578 the like was done by Duke Ulrich IV. 
In 1485 and 1726 the greateſt part of it was deſtroyed by fire. 

Kriewitz, a towa ſituated in the ancient county of Schwerin. This 
place alſo ſuffered by fire in the years 1573 and 1660. | 

Sternberg, a ſmall town ſeated on a lake, in the principality of Menden. 
In 1508 a conſiderable part of this town was deſtroyed, and in 1659 the 
whole. Without it, on the Judenberge is a place called Buchbolz, where 
and at Malchin the Diets are alternately held. 

Banzko, a mean place, fituated in the ancient county of Schwerin not 
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far from the Stor, but not mentioned in the matricula among the towns 
of the province. 

Wittenburg, a {mall town, in the county of Schwerin and containing a 
ſeat. In 1319 this place obtained the Zubeck rights. In 1659 and 1726, 
great fires happened here. | | 

Boitzenburg, a ſmall town, ſituated in the ancient county of Schwerin, 
where the little river Boitze which gives name to it runs into the E/be, 
Mention is made of this town ſo early as the twelfth century, though at that 
time only an open country place, and not walled till the fourteenth. 
In 1267 it obtained the Lubeck rights, and in 1709 was almoſt entirely 
deſtroyed by fire. In it is a priory, and a toll paid here on the Elbe pro- 
duces annually upwards of 40,000 dollars in ſpecie, of which by virtue 
of the convention of Hamburg in 1701, the houſe of Mecklenburg-Strelitz 
receives ooo. How it came as a mortgage to the houſe of Brunſwick 
Luneburg, will appear in the ſequel. 

Hageno, a ſmall town, lying in the ancient county of Schwerin, and 
entirely deftroyed by fire in 1538. 

Domitz, a ſmall town, fituated in the old principality of Menden at the 
entrance of the Elde into the Elbe, on the latter of which a toll of very 
conſiderable produce is paid at this place. In it alſo is a fortified caſtle, 
In 1590 and 1664, this town was deſtroyed by fire. 

Grabo, a ſmall town, ſituated on the Elde in the principality of Menden, 
and being originally only a village, which was raiſed to a town in 1255 by 
Volrad Count Danneberg. This Count dying without ifſue the town fell 
to Otho Marggrave of Brandenburg, and after him to the EleQor Wal- 
demar I. both of whom confirmed its charter, that is to ſay the former 
in 1293, and the latter in 1317. From 1321 till the beginning of the 
fifteenth century, the Lutzo family were proprietors of it. The ſeat here 
is aſſigned to the dutcheſs dowager. In 1725 both the town and ſeat 
were deſtroyed by fire, 

Neuſtadt, a ſmall town, ſituated on the Elde, and containing a ſeat, In 
1728 this town alſo was deſtroyed by fire, 

Lubz or Lubitz, a ſmall town ſituated on the Elde, which at this place 
receives another river ifſuing from Neucigſer and Kriwitz. In the year 
1660 a great fire happened in this town, and in 1703 the beſt part of it 
was deſtroyed by the ſame dreadful calamity. 

2. The following bailiwicks belonging to the Prince: viz. 

1. The bailiwick of Schwerin, having its ſeat in the village of that name. 

2. The bailiwick of Walmublen, fituated in the ancient county of 
Schwerin, and in which at the paſs of Walmmublen, an action happened in 
1719 between the Mecklenburg troops and thoſe of the Circle. 

3. The bailiwick of Dempzten or Tempzien, in the dutchy of Meci/en- 


burg, and formed out of a convent. In this bailiwick is a ſalt-work. 


4. The 
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4. The bailiwick of Gadebu/ch, the ſeat of which is in the town of 
that name. 
The bailiwick of Zarrenthien, in the ancient dutchy of Mecklenburg, 
— out of a monaſtery and the lands belonging to 5o 
6. The bailiwick of Wittenburg, having its ſeat in the town of that name 
deſcribed above. 
7. Bakendorf, bailiwick or Gamlin, lies contiguous to the foregoing. 
8. The bailiwick of Boitzenburg, having its ſeat at the town of that 
name above-mentioned. 
9. The bailiwick of Rhena, having its ſeat in the little town of that name. 
10. The bailiwick of Greve/mublen, ſo called from the town of that name. 
11. The bailiwick of Mec&/enburg, having its ſeat in the church-village 
of Mecklenburg in the neighbourhood of Viſnar. Mecklenburg was an- 
ciently the capital of the Obotrites and called Mecklenburg. Some old 
hiſtorians call it Megapolis, and as generally ſuppoſed on account of its 
very great extent. Formerly it contained three convents, and in 1058 a 
biſhopric was founded here. In 1164 Pribiſſau II. the laſt King of the 
Obetrites made himſelf maſter of the town, and laid it in aſhes, but in 
1170 rebuilt it, though it never after attained its ancient proſperity, and 
fince the founding of Viſinar, has inſenſibly ſunk to a village. 
At the village of Proſeke or Prozeken the Wendi, who had ſettled there 
ſubmitted to be baptized in 789, after a ſevere defeat given them by the 
Charles the Great, but ſoon apoſtatiſed. At Nienburg anciently 
was a fortified burg. The village of Lubo gives name to a priory. 
Obſ. The revenues ariſing to the treaſury from the eight laſt bailiwicks, 
i. e. from number four to eleven, together with the toll of Boitzenburg, 
were in 1734 made over by the Emperor to the houſe of Brunfwick- 
Luneburg, in conſideration of its expences in executing the ban in the 
year 1732, of which the Brunſwick ſhare alone amounted to 789,8 56 rix- 
dollars, twelve kruitzers, the Duke of Brunſwick's to 268,7 5 5 rixdollars, and 
the ſum total to 1,018,272, excluſive of 50,000 rixdollars advanced by 
the Elector of Brunſwick for the Salzburg troops, which makes the whole 
ſum amount to 1,108,611 rixdollars, twelve kruitzers, exclufive of the charge 
incurred in quelling the laſt tumult here. Theſe demeſaes are eſtimated 
at 60,000 rixdollars per annum, and with them five per cent. intereſt is to 
be paid beſides ſome part of the capital, but with reſpect to the ſovereignty 
and juriſdiction of theſe bailiwicks, the houſe of Brunfeick is not poſſeſſed 
of the leaſt ſhare, theſe continuing as before to the bailiwick of Mecklenburg, 
and in their former union and connection with the Mecklenburg territories. At 2 
the ſame time alſo the Emperor ordered that the gooo dollars in ſpecie, 1 
payable to the Duke of Mecklenburg · Strelitx as his ſtipulated ſhare of the 1 
Boitzenburg toll, ſhould be duly remitted to him without any delay or 
oppolition, This mortgage is ſtill in force.

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12. The bailiwick of Buko, having its ſeat in the little town of that name. 

13. The bailiwick of Debberan, in the lordſhip of Roſtock, fituated 
about half a German mile from the Baltic, and formed out of a celebrated 
Ciſtercian monaſtery founded in 1170. In 1179 this monaſtery was de- 
moliſhed by the Vendi, but rebuilt in 1186. Its church is very large, and in 
it lie interred two Kings of the Obetrites, with twelve lords of Merle, ſeveral 
Princes of Mecklenburg and other perſons of note. At preſent the convent 
is converted into a hunting ſeat, and out of the produce of its lands and 
ſome ſalt- works at Luneburg, which were bequeathed to the univerſity of 
Roſtock, the profeſſors were paid their ſalaries. To this bailiwick belong 
thirteen vogteys, namely Kammerhof, Nienhager, Altenbof, Rabenhorf,, 
Lambrechtſhager, Marienehiſche, Hutter, Vorder-Bolbager, Hinder-Bolhager, 
Tennenvitzer, Bruſower, Retſchower and Sato. Along the Baltick coaſt in 
this neighbourhood runs the celebrated Heiligen Damm, being a natural 
wall of ſtones of moſt beautiful imagery and colours.

Guſtro, the capital of the Circle, ſituated in the principality of Fender 
on the little river Nebel, and being one of the largeſt and moſt pleaſant 
towns in the whole country, as alſo the ſeat of the chief courts of 
judicature and a ſuperintendency. In this town is a good palace of the- 
Prince's, atzd in the church belonging to it lies the vault of the dacal 
family. It contains likewiſe a cathedral and one pariſh-church. In 1220. 
it obtained the Schwerin right, but in the years, 1503, 1508 and 1512 
iuffered greatly by fire. 

Krako, a ſmall town, ſeated on a lake in the principality of Venden, 
to which lake alſo it gives name. In the year 1698 this place was deſtroyed 
dy fire. It is ſaid to have formerly belonged to the order of St. John. 

Goldberg, a ſmall town, fituated in the principality of Venden, and 
built in 1248, but by its frequent fires now fallen to decay. 5 
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Plau, a ſmall town, alſo ſituated in the principality of Venden on + 
lake, which takes its name from it, and out of which at this place 
iſſues the Elde. In this town is a ſeat. It was built in 1228, but in 1696 
deſtroyed by fire, | 

Malcho, a ſmall town, alto lying in the principality of Venden, between 
the Plau and Calpin lakes. It is an open place, but on all fides ſurrounded 
with water. Its convent ſhall be treated of under a ſeparate article. In 
1697 and 1721, Malcho ſuffered greatly by fire. 

Mabren, a ſmall town, ſeated on the lake of Calpin, in the principalit 
of Menden, and in 1518 totally deſtroyed by fire, as alſo in 1671, thoug 
others fay in 1699. 

Robel or Rabel, a ſmall town lying in the principality of Venden, on 
the lake of Muritz. The origin of the old town here is unknown, but 
the new one appears to have been founded towards the beginning of the 
thirteenth century, and in 1261 obtained the Schwerin right. In 1727 
Robel was deſtroyed by fire. | 

Penzlein, a ſmall town, fituated in the principality of Venden, and 
which in 1263 obtained Lubeck privileges. In 1558 one half of it was burnt 
down, and in 1727 the whole entirely deſtroyed by fire. In 1517 the 
Dukes conferred it as a fief on the family of Maltzabn, who on their part alſo 
engaged that the burghers ſhould continue in the enjoyment of all their 
rights and privileges. 

Stavenhagen, a ſmall town, ſituated in the principality of Venden. In 
the year 1282 Bogi/laf Duke of Pomerania, transferred this place to Nicolas 
Merle, in conſideration of the afliſtance granted him in war by the faid 
Nicolas, but on the failure of his family it devolved to the dukes of 
Mecklenburg. 

 Malchien, a ſmall town, ſituated in the principality of Venden, not far 
from the borders of Pomerania, at the influx of the river Peene into the 
Cummeroe lake. Moalchien alternately with Sternberg is the ſeat of the 
Diet. Formerly it belonged to Pomerania, but in 1663 was deſtroyed by fire. 

Tetero, a little town, ſituated near a ſmall lake in the principality ef 
N enden. This town has been twice deſtroyed by fire, the latter of whi 
happened in 1722. 

Neukalden or Neukablen, in ancient records ſtiled Nien-Kaland, a ſmall 
town ſituated in the principality of Wenden and founded in 1281, but 

deſtroyed by fire in 1362, and in 1666 a ſecond time a great ſufferer by the 
ſame calamity, 

Gnoyen, a ſmall town lying in the en of Roſtock, and the greateſt 

rt of which was burnt down. in 1659. In 1323 Chriſtopher King of 

enmark, and his ſon Erich conferred this town as a fief on Duke Hur). 
In 1350 it obtained Lubeck rights. 


Sulte or Sulze, a ſmall town, alſo lying in the lordſhip of Roſteck, and 
con- 
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containing falt-ſprings and boiling houſes. In the year 1298 this place 
likewiſe obtained Lubeck rights. In 1450 Duke Henry X. inveſted the 
family of Lube with the government and juriſdictions of this town 
and Mario. 

Marlo, a ſmall town, fituated in the lordſhip of Roſtock, on the river 
Reckenitz. This town came to the family of Lube at the ſame time, and 
in the ſame manner with Sulte, and in 1459 obtained from Duke Henry X. 
Lubeck rights. 

Ribbemite or Ribnitz, a town, fituated in the lordſhip of Roſtock on a 
lake formed by the river Reckenitz. This place was built in 1271, and at 
the ſame time alſo obtained Lubeck rights. In 1455 it was almoſt totally 
deſtroyed by fire, and in 1538 ſuffered again greatly by the ſame calamity. 
Its convents ſhall form a particular article in the ſequel. 

Te/zien, a ſmall town alſo ſituated on the Rectenitæ, in the lordſhip of 
Roſtock, 

= a ſmall town likewife lying in the lordſhip of Roſtocł. 

Schwan, in ancient records called Cygnea, a ſmall town ſituated on the 
Warn, and containing a ſeat. In the year 1323 Chriſtopher King of 
Denmark and his ſon Erich conferred this place as a fief on Duke Henry. 
It has thrice ſuffered irretrievably by fire. neighbourhood abounds in 
an excellent clay for bricks, which are tranſported by means of the Warns 
to Roſtock, fince the brickkilns there have failed through want of wood.

4. The town of Ryſteck and its diſtrict, 

1. Roſtock, anciently called Rofztoch, is the largeſt town in both dutchies, 
but inſtead of forming one of the States is reckoned only among the nobi- 
lity, nor was it included in the partition made in 1621 between the 
Dukes Adolphus Frederick I. and Jobn Albert II. its diſtrict remaining in 
common to both princes and dutchies. Roſtock lies on the Warno, at the 
mouth of which it has a harbour named Warnemunde, and thus enjoys allo 
a convenient ſituation for trade. It conſiſts properly of three parts. A* 
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Auſtadt or old town ſtands on an eminence towards the eaſt, and contains 
the churches of St. Nicolas, St. Peter and St. Catharine. Of theſe the two 
firſt are parochial. In 1677 the greateſt part of this place was deſtroyed by 
fire, but has been fince rebuilt with greater regularity and conveniency. 
The mittlere fladt or middle town is ſeparated from the Alſtadt by a 
branch from the Warno. In it lies St. Mary's church, being a ſtately ſtruc- 
ture, in which are preſerved the entrails of the celebrated Grotius, who 
died in 1645. In this part alſo is the church of St. John, containing a 
library with the council-houſe. In the Neſtadt or new town lies St. James's 
church, which was formerly collegiate, and contained a library together with 
that of the Holy-Ghoſt, having a rich alms-houſe ; the church of St. Michael 
and that of the Hoely-croſs, at the laſt of which is a convent for young 
ladies natives of Roffock. The town-prior of this church is choſen by the 
conventualiſts and burghermaſters, and confirmed by the dukes. The 
univerſity lies likewiſe in the new town. This was jointly founded by the 
dukes, and the town in 1419, and privileged by Pope Martin V. whoſe 
bull was afterwards confirmed by the Emperor Ferdinand I. In 1437 the 
town falling under the ban both of the Emperor and Pope, the profeſſors re- 
moved to Greif5walde, from which place they returned not again till the 
year 1443- In 1487 a miſunderſtanding having ariſen between the dukes 
and the town, the univerſity was removed to Lubeck, but reſtored again in 
1492. This place has not only ſuffered thrice, and that too very conſider- 
ably by the peſtilence, but at the beginning of the Reformation was almoſt 
entirely forſaken by its profeſſors and ſtudents, till in 1530 Arnold Buren 
vigorouſly ſet about the reſtoration of it, and in 1560 the Emperor 
Ferdinand endowed it with a new charter. Purſuant to a convention made 
in 1563 between the dukes and the town, the former nominate and pay 
fifteen profeſſors, and the town nine. The ſenate of the academy conſiſts of 
nine ducal profeſſors, and the nine appointed by the magiſtracy. In the 
{ame convention it was agreed that the dukes ſhould annually contribute the 
ſum of 3000 florins, and the town five hundred towards the ſalaries of 
the profeſſors. Here is alſo a public free grammar-ſchool. The twelve mi- 
nifters of the town in conjunction with the ſuperintendent form the 
confiſtory, from which appeals lie to the two ſupreme courts of juſtice. 
The dukes are poſſeſſed of the manſion-houſe, which formerly belonged 
to the abbot of Debberan, and on account of their frequent reſidence in 
it, ſtile Roftock their reſidence town. The magiſtracy conſiſts of three 
burghermaſters, one ſyndic, twelve aldermen, one ſecretary and a protho- 
notary. It is endowed with the right of coining copper, filver and gold, and 
in conſequence thereof has a mint. It ſends a deputy to the leſſer com- 
mittee, and an extraordinary aſſeſſor to the two ſupreme courts of juſtice. 
Both the civil and criminal juriſdiction are veſted in the magiſtracy, though 
with right of appeal to the two ſupreme courts of juſtice, or the magiſtracy, 
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except in thoſe caſes, where no appeal is allowed. The town enjoys 
other conſiderable privileges, yet is hereditarily ſubject to the dukes, to 
whom as an acknowledgment of its ſubjection, it annually pays the ſum 
of fifty-five rixdollars as an Urbor, (or tributum originale,) as likewiſe the 


ſum of ſix hundred florins, in confideration of the grant of an 


exciſe, Of its contribution to the public expenditures, mention has been 
made in the introduction. Roſtock carries on a large trade. About the 
year 1030 it was erected into a town, and in 1160 inlarged and fortified 
out of the remains of the town of Min, which once ſtood in its neigh- 
bourhood. In the year 1218 Lubeck rights were conferred on it, and in 
the ſame century alſo it was admitted into the anſeatic confederacy. About 
the ſame time too it had ſtill its own lords. Beneath Nicolas the laſt of 
theſe lords, it fell under the dominion of the Marggraves of Brandenburg, 
but eight years after threw itſelf on a diſguſt, under the protection of 
Erich King of Denmark ; from whom about ten years after this event, that is 
to ſay towards the middle of the fourteenth century, it likewiſe detached 
itſelf. This gave riſe to a hot war, both with the Danes and Henry Duke 
of Mecklenburg, during which the burghers in a tumult, killed their magiſ- 
tracy and choſe others in their ſtead. But being beſieged by Duke Henry 
in 1314, they came to an accommodation with him, and acknowledged him 
for their Sovereign. In 1323 Duke Henry procured himſelf to be inveſted 
with the lordſhip of Roftock by Chriſtopher King of Denmark and his fon 
Erich. In 1428 they again depoſed their magiſtracy, but for this being 
excommunicated in 1437 by the council of Baſel, and put under the ban 
by the Emperor, they reſtored them two years after to their former dignity. 
In 1487 they again revolted againſt the dukes, which gave riſe to a five 
years war. In the ſixteenth century new animoſities broke out between 
the town and the dukes, but in 1573 and 1584 theſe were compoſed by a 
perpetual convention. In 1620 a compact was concluded for the town 
exciſe, ſtrandmonies and eſtates, and in 1715 another relating to the right 
of garriſoning, venery and exciſe. 

2. The diſtrict of Reſtocł, as well as the town itſelf, was on the partition 
made in 1621 between the reigning dukes of Schwerin and Guſtro, left 
in common between the two princes, under the title of der gemeinſcbafti- 
certer, but in the convention of 1755 this title was laid aſide for that of the 
Reftockiſcher diſtrict. It conſiſts of the lands belonging to the town of 
Roftock, the alms-houſe and the convents, which are

and Ever/hagen. Theſe ſeveral places form the Diet and on other occa- 
ſions are repreſented by the town of Ro/tock. 

Obſ. Warnemunde haven, with the place near it, containing a church, 
belongs to Reffock, though the crown of Sweden levies a toll of two rix- 
dollars and a half on all ſhipping paſſing that way, which when the com- 
merce of Roſtock was in a more flouriſhing State, amounted to upwards of 
$0,000 rixdollars per annum, whereas at preſent it ſcarce exceeds 6000. 
This toll was impoſed by Sweden in the thirty years war, and the toll-right 
in the ports of Pomerania and Mecklenburg, having been granted to it at the 
peace of Meſipbhalia, they retained this, and for the further ſecurity and 
levying of it, erected a fort here. This fort the dukes of Mecklenburg 
have complained of, alledging that the toll-right is to be underſtood 
only of the harbours of the towns, which were ceded to Sweden. That 
crown however has kept poſſeſſion of it, but about the year 1740 mort- 
gaged it to the Duke of Mecklenburg. 

5. The three following Lutheran convents for ladies, appertaining to the 
nobility and States of both dutchies, and by the Reverſalia of 1572, and 
the perpetual convention of 1755 to be maintained in their reſpective pri- 
vileges. The nobles and States chuſe, nominate and change at pleaſure, 
the purveyors and other officers of theſe convents, though with the prince's 
confirmation, but if this be not done within a year and a day, ſuch delay 
is deemed a confirmation. The accounts belonging to them are annually 
controlled by the Sovereign, and the ſeveral deputies of the nobility and 
States. The town's ſhare in them, purſuant to the act of the nobility and 
States at the Diet of Gu/tro in 1737, and the perpetual agreement of 1755 
conſiſts herein, viz. that in the three places belonging to the convent of 
Dabbertin, they raiſe the full ſum, and in fix other places one half, that is 
to ſay two of each convent, each to be computed at ſixty rixdollars yearly, 
but nothing more, and thus of courſe neither dwelling nor proviſions. 
The convents may not without the joint conſent of the Prince, nobility 
and States purchaſe or acquire any parcel of land, thovgh they are allowed 
to exchange or with their ſavings to buy whatever land they pleaſe out of the 
dutchies. The jus primarium precum remains inviolable to the convents 
by the ſolemn promiſes, both of the dukes and their conſorts. Both they 
and their eſtates too are repreſented on all occaſions by the nobility and 
States. Next follow the convents themſelves, vlg. | 

1. The convent of Dobbertin, fituated on a ſmall lake in the princi- 
pality of Venden not far from the Goldberg. This convent was founded by 
Duke Henry I. as a monaſtery of Benedictine Monks, but in 1222 was 
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converted into a nunnery of that order. On the Reformation it was ſe. 
queſtrated, but in 1572 the dukes John, Albert and Ulrich transferred it to 
the States. Belonging to it are twenty-eight villages. 
2. The convent of Ribnitz, the town of which name is deſcribed 
above. This convent was founded in 1323 by Duke Henry IV. In his palace 
in the ſaid town is a nunnery for ladies of the order of St. Clere. In 
1572 the Sovereigns transferred it to the States. Under it are thirteen 
villages, and it is likewiſe poſſeſſed of the patronage of St. Mary's church 
in Ribnits, as allo of thoſe of Schwan, Darſo, Wuſtro and Mario. Lately alſo 
with the Sovereign's conſent it made a purchaſe of the Wulf/hagen eſtate. 
3. The convent of Malcho, the town of which is deſcribed above. 
This convent was originally intended for a Dominican monaſtery, but its 
monks afterwards exchanged it with the Augu/tine Nuns of Rabel. In 1572 
the Sovereigns made a grant of it to the States. Belonging to it are fourteen 
villages, together with the patronage of the town of Malcbo, and likewiſe 
thoſe of Lexo and Grufſo. 

III. The Circle of Stargard, which forms a part of the dutchy of Guftro 
and conſiſts of the ancient lordſhip of Stargard. This country was the 
ſubject of long conteſts between the Princes of Mecklenburg and the Marg- 
graves of Brandenburg. In 1283 the Marggrave Albert IV. gave it with 
his daughter Beatrix to Duke Henry IV. who in 1303 ſtill paid an 
acknowledgment of 5000 marks for it. In 1317 the Elector Waldemar I. 
made a ſecond donation of it to Duke Henry IV. and in 1349 a like ceſſion 
was made by the Elector Leuis II. to the Dukes Albert II. and Fohn VIII. 
and laſtly in the year 1377 the Emperor Charles IV. annexed it for ever 
to the dutchy of Mecklenburg. In 1621 it became a part of the dutchy of 
Gu/iro, In 1701 at the convention of Hamburg, it was transferred by 
Frederick William Duke of Mecklenburg-Schwerin to Adolphus Frederick II. 
Duke of Mecklenburg-Strelitz “ cum omni jure principum imperii, in ſuch 
manner that the ſaid Duke ſhould without reſerve exerciſe in it the fur 
territorii & ſupertoritatis, in all cauſes and affairs, whether civil or eccle- 
ſiaſtical, and by whatever name diſtinguiſhed ; as alſo that as dominus 
feudi directus, all Mecklenburg vaſſals ſhould hold of him; but the States 
in it were to remain in an indiſſoluble union with the whole body of the 
States and nobility of Mecklenburg, to be continued in the enjoyment of 
their votes at the Diets, and remain capable of being choſen for provincial- 
counſellors, aſſeſſors in the high-courts of juſtice, and adminiſtrators cf 
certain convents.” The nobility and towns of this Circle are ſummoned 
to the Diets and other aſſemblies by the Duke of Mecklenburg- Schmerin, 
who acquaints however the Duke of Mee&lenburg-Strelitz of its ſpecifying 
alſo the articles to be laid before them, and has likewiſe the power of ſending 
a repreſentative to inſpect the ſeveral neceſſities of the Circle. The taxes 
and collections levied in this Circle as agreed on in the general Diets or 
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meetings of the nobility and States are remitted to the common treaſu 
of the province, but the Stargard quota contributionts is refunded. The courts 
of juſtice and the conſiſtory are uſually held in the Duke of Schwerin's 
name, but in cauſes relating to the inhabitants of the Szargard Circle, the 
citations, injunctions and ſentences run in both titles, and the Duke of 
S:relitz may appoint his aſſeſſor at the courts, and his ſuperintendent of 
Stargard to fit in the conſiſtory. In this circle are 

1. The following towns: v2. 

New-Brandenburg, the capital of the circle, ſending one deputy to 
the leſſer committee of the States. This town ſtands on a rivulet, which 
at a ſmall diſtance loſes itſelf in the lake. It is quite circular and orna- 
mented with ſtrait broad ſtreets, containing twa churches, a grammar- 
{chool, and the ſuperintendency of the circle. In its neighbourhood grow 
great quantities of hops. It was founded in 1248 by Herbord von Raven 
under Join I. Marggrave of Brandenburg : in 1675 was totally deſtroyed by 
fire, and in 1737 two hundred and eleven of its beſt houſes were conſumed 
by the ſame calamity. 

Friedland, a ſmall town, ſituated on a lake in a fenny country. This 
church is parochial, and belongs to the village of Sandhagen in the baili- 
wick of Stargard, and likewiſe to the magiſtracy of Schwichtenberg a 
village in the bailiwick of Friedland. The town itſelf was built in 1244 
by Jahn I. and Orbe III. Marggraves of Brandenburg. In 1444, 1556, 
1583 and 1703, it ſuffered greatly by fire. 

Weldegge or Moldecł, a ſmall town, which in 1443 was entirely burnt 
down, and greatly reduced afterwards by many ſubſequent fires, 

Stargard or Old-Stargard, a town giving name to the lordſhip or 
circle. In 1676 this place was deſtroyed by fire. On an eminence above 
it ſtands a palace of the Prince. 

Strelitz, a town, ſituated in a marſhy neighbourhood. This place was 
erected in 1349 by Otho and Ulrich counts of Furſtenberg. In 1575 and 
1676 it was entirely deſtroyed. by fire. Duke Adolphus Frederick choſe 
the palace here for his reſidence, but on its being burnt down in 1712, that 
Duke built another palace a little way out of the town, at a place 
called Glienke, and in 1733 alſo founded a town adjoining to it, under the 
name of New-Strelitz, taking it for granted that in time it would inlarge 
to as that Old and New-Szrelitz would become one place. 

Furſtenberg, a ſmall town, ſituated between two branches of the Havel, 
and once the reſidence of the ancient counts of Furftenberg or YVorſtenbach. 
The county of Furſtenberg was erected in 1349 by the Dukes Jahn and 
Albert, with a view of conferring it on their faithful adherent Otho Dewrtz 
and his male heirs, whom the Emperor Charles IV. had for that purpoſe 
created a Count; but in 1369 Duke Albert reaſſumed it, James and Ger- 
bard brothers and counts of Furſtenberg ſiding with Pomerania in oppoſition 
to 
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to him. Beſides the town, to this county have further been added the 
houſe and town of Abrensberg, as alſo the houſe and village of Strelitz with 
nine other villages. 

Weſenberg, a ſmall town, taken in the war of 1276 by the Marggrave Orhy 
from the lords of Merle, and added to the country of Stargard. Duke 
Henry IV. made a grant to this place, as its territory, of the fertile ſpot of 
ground called Pome/. In 1676 and 1706 it was almoſt totally deſtroyed 
by fire, and a third time alſo in 1737, when near one half of it was con- 
ſumed by the ſame dreadful calamity.

Miro, a ſmall town or rather a borough holding of the bailiwick, and 


containing a ſeat of the Princes. In the year 1730 this town was almoſt 
entirely deſtroyed by fire.

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The following places and diſtricts, formerly belonging to the dutchy 
of Schwerin, at the peace of Meſipbalia were ceded to the crown of 
Sweden : namely | 

1. Wiſmar, in ancient records ſtiled Wiſemer and Wiſmer, a town ſeated 
on a bay of the Baltick with a good harbour. This is one of the beſt and 
largeſt places in all theſe countries, as beſides its fix churches it has alſo a 
particular conſiſtory of its own, with a grammar-ſchool under the direction 
of eight maſters, and is the ſeat likewiſe of a Swed;/þ court of juſtice 
erected in 1653, both for the diſtrict and Swediſh Anterior Pomerania. 
This court conſiſts of a preſident, a vice-preſident, and four aſſeſſors. 
IWiſmar till enjoys a middling trade. It was formerly allo a Hanſe-town 
and poſſeſſed of the privilege of coining. Its annual contribution amounts 
to 3000 rixdollars, the licent to about 3500, and the rent of the 
ground here, which formerly compoſed a part of the works, with that lying 
in other places, produces fix or ſeven thouſand rixdollars. The firſt origin of 
this town is not known with any degree of certainty. In 1238 it was in- 
larged, and in 1266 obtained the Lubeck right. In 1261 it was annexed 
to the dutchy of Schwerin. In 1627 the Inperialiſts got poſſeſſion of it, 
but in 1632 were driven out by the Swedes, to whom it was abſolutely 
ceded at the peace of Weſtphalia in 1648. In 1675 the Danes took it, 
but in 1680 reſtored it, whereupon between the years 1681 and 1711 its 
fortifications were increaſed. At the end cf the year 1711 it was bombarded 
by the Danes. In 1715 it was blockaded, andin 1716 taken by the northern 
confederates, who from the winter of the year 1717 to 1718 blew up and 
raſed the fortifications, particularly Walſiſch fort, which ſtood on an iſland. 
In 1758 the Pruſſians raiſed large contributions here. 

To it belong; the villages of Banto, Benz, Clutzendorf, Dammenhauſen, 
Martensdorf, Peplo, Stavin, Triwald or Triwalk, Vorder and Middle- 
Wendorf, as alſo Great and Little-Woltersdorf, with ſeveral farms and mills. 
The contributions from theſe villages and thoſe of the Peel and Neu- 
&/:ter bailiwicks, bring in about four hundred rixdollars per annum. 
2. The bailiwick of Poel, being an ifland, which at the peace of 
W:/tphalia likewiſe went to the crown of Sweden, but is at preſent mort- 

ged to the town of Wiſmar. This iſland lies towards the mouth of 
the harbour of Wiſmar, at the diſtance of full one German mile from 
the town. On it are the villages of Febrdorf, Nienderf, Kirchdorf, Tim- 
mendorf, Golvitz and Malcho, together with tour farms; beſides which it 
contains likewiſe the villages of Seedorf, Weitendorf, Brandenbuſen and Wan- 
gern, but theſe laſt belong to the Holy-Gbo/t hoſpital at Lubeck. 

3. The bailiwick of Neuklefter, fo called from a monaſtery, which in 
1233 was removed hither from Sonnenkamp near Heſtenbrugge. This 
bailiwick was alſo ceded to the crown of Sweden at the peace of HYe//-

Here are no hills which 
may be properly ſo called. The principal inland rivers are the Eyder, the Stor 
and the Trave, the laſt of which among other rivers receives into it the 
Schwartau, the Schwentin, and the Pennau. 

\. 4. In this dutchy, the lordſhip of Pinneberg and the town of Altena 
included, are fourteen towns and cighteen boroughs. The peaſants in the 
prince's bailiwicks, (thoſe of Ci/mar and Oldenburg excepted) and the mo- 
niftical lands are a free-people, whereas thoſe belonging to the nobility are 
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under villenage, and obliged daily to per form ſoccage ſervices, nor are 
even to ſtir off the eſtates; though in the marſhland the peaſantry of the 
nobility are free. The Ho//tern nobility form one body with that of Slefwick, 
and enjoy in common the ſame rights and privileges, the joint regency and 
tribunals excepted, of which at preſent the Holſtein nobility alone is 
capable, as ſhall be ſhown more at large in the ſequel. The nobility and 
other proprietors of manors. are poſſeſſed of both juriſdictions, and exempted 
from the licent and toll, for the products of them, or for things brought 
to them for their own uſe, as alſo from the duty on ſtamp-paper, and 
are further poſſeſſed of the right of hunting. The nobility are proprietors 
of the three convents of 1zehoe, Preetx and Ueter/en, which places 
enjoy equal privileges with the nobility, and the conſtitution of which 
ſhall be ſpoken of beneath. Formerly the prelates, ſollicitors and priors 
of the noble convents, with the nobility and the towns were ſummoned 
to the Diets by the Sovereign, of which the uſual places were Niel, Rend:- 
burg, Slefwick or Flensburg, but fince the years 1711 and 1712, when the 
laſt Diet was held, and that excluſively of the towns, they ſeem to be 
entirely laid aſide. The Rittertage or meeting of the nobles, however 
ſtill exiſt, and are convened by the prelates, and generally held at Kel. A 
provincial ſyndic is alſo continually maintained for the greater conveniency of 
them. The Hol/tein manors are divided into four diſtricts, namely thoſe 
of Oldenburg, Preetz, Kiel and Iaebee. Each of theſe has a deputy, who 
receives information from the prelates, when a meeting or general conſulta- 
tion of the nobility is neceſſary, that each deputy may ſignify it to his diſtri, 
§. 5. The predominant and eſtabliſhed religion here is Lutheraniſm, the 
churches and paſtors being under the inſpection of provoſts, who are ſub- 
ordinate to the general ſuperintendents, namely the King's, who preſides 
over the King's ſhare in the dutchies of Sleſwick and Holſtein, and the 
great prince's who rules the churches within his part of the latter. Theſe 
churches in common are viſited every year by the ſuperintendent of the 
ruling Prince, for ſuch year. At Gluckflad? and Altona are both Calvini/t 
and Popiſb churches. At the latter the Mennonites alſo are poſſeſſed of 
two churches, not to mention other ſets which are tolerated there. Nel 
too has a Greek chapel for the Ruſſians, and at Gluckfladt, Rendiburg, Kiel 

and Altona the Jeus likewiſe are permitted the exerciſe of their religion. 

$. 6. In the towns are Latin-ſchools, and Altona excluſive of a padago- 

gium contains alſo an academical gymnaſium. In Kizel is an univerſity. 
§. 7. This country is not without ſeveral manufactures and fabricks, 
particularly in the towns of Altona and Gluchſtadt, but theſe might be 
conſiderably augmented. Its advantageous ſituation too for commerce, as 
bordering on the Baltick and German oceans, with its navigable rivers, 
are not improved to a proper degree. Hamburg and Lubeck ſupply the 
inhabitants with moſt foreign commodities. The principal inland trading 
| towns 
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towns are Altona, Gluckfladt and Kiel, Its exports are grain, malt, grots, 
ſtarch, buckwheat, peas, beans, rapeſeed, horned-cattle, ſheep, rams, 
\wine, horſes, poultry, butter, cheeſe, veniſon and fiſh. 

8. 8. The dutchy of Hoi/tein conſiſts of the ancient provinces of Holfern, 
Stormar, Ditmarſh and Magria. The three firſt of theſe were formerly 
called Nordalbingia or Saxony beyond the Elbe. The Saxons of theſe coun- 
tries were a free people till ſubdued by Charles the Great, who carried 
away above 10,000 families of them, whom he ſettled on the other fide 
the Rhine in Flanders, Brabant and Holland. In proceſs of time this 
country came under the dutchy of Saxony, and Duke Lotharius after- 
wards Emperor, in 1106 erected Holſtein and Stormar into a county, 
conferring it as a fief on Adulpbus I. Count of Schauenburg, under whoſe 
ſon Count Adolphus II. Wagria alſo became incorporated into the dutchy 
of Holſtein. The ſame count likewiſe permitted the Vendi, who till that 
time had inhabited Magria, to tranſplant themſelves into the country about 
Lutjenburg, Oldenburg and the tracts on the Baltick; aſſigning the other 
parts to the new emigrants, whom he invited thither out of Flanders, 
Holland, Utretcht, Weſtphalia and Friefland. Some parts alſo were con- 
ferred on the Holſteiners, who ſettled at Segeberg about the Trave, along 
the Schwentin, and from the Schwale to the Ploen lake. Henry the Lion, 
Duke of Saxony and Bavaria, being put under the ban of the Empire, 
Adolphus III. Count of Holftein and Schauenburg, at firſt diſplayed a zea- 
lous attachment to the Duke, but reſenting his refuſal of the property of 
the priſoners taken in the action againſt the Veſpbalians he forſook him, 
who in 1180 however diſpoſſeſſed him of all his territories on the other 
ſide of the Elbe, infomuch that the ſaid Count was obliged to retire to 
Schauenburg. On the return of the Duke from England in 1189 after he had 
recovered the county of Stade, and was croſſing the Elbe towards Holſtein, 
the Holſteiners in conjunction with the inhabitants of Stormar, Count 
Adzlpbus being at that time abſent in Paleſtine, declared for the Duke, 
but in 1192 the count returned and applied to the Emperor Frederick 
tor reſtoration of his territories in Holſtein and Stormar. This Emperor 
eſpouling his cauſe made him ſeveral preſents, on which the count entered 
into an alliance with Bernhard the new Duke of Saxony, and the Marggrave 
O0tho of Brandenburg, by whoſe aſſiſtance he was again put in poſſeſſion of thoſe 
countries. On the deceaſe of Duke Henry the Lion, he became reconciled 
to his ſon the Duke and Pfalzgrave Henry, who beſides granting him the 
tief of Gamme, his patrimonial eſtate, which lay along the Elbe, likewiſe 
made over Lauenburg to him. But in 1203 Waldemar II. King of Den- 
mark overran all theſe countries, and taking count Adolpbus priſoner, 
compelled him to renounce them by oath, on which he retired a ſecond 
time into the county of Schauenburg. His ſon Count Adolphus IV. in 1224, 
again reduced them under his * and in 1227 defeating 4 aluemer, ll. 
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at Bornhovet ſecured himſelf in the quiet poſſeſſion of them. This Prince 
ſubmitted to Albert Duke of Saxony, who had aſſiſted him in the reſcuing 
the country from the dominion of the Danes ; but at length entered into 
the order of bare-footed Friars. His ſons the Counts Jobn I. and Gerhard J. 
made a partition of his territories, in purſuance of which the former ob- 
tained Wagria and Kiel; the latter Holſtein and Stormar, and afterwards 
alſo the county of Schauenburg. The firſt of theſe lines became extinct in 
1390, in the perſon of Count Adolphus X. on which Wagria was again 
united with Heol/ftein. The Holſiein line which deſcended in the manner 
above-mentioned from Count Gerhard I. again became divided into two 
lines in his two ſons the Counts Gerhard II. and Henry I. Of that 
which had the latter for its founder, deſcended Count Gerhard VI. on 
whom in 1386 the King of Denmark conferred the dutchy of Sleſwick as 
a fief, which was alſo held by his fon Adelphus VIII. (or XII.) which 
Prince in 1448 the Danes were even for making their King, but he declined 
the dignity. His death put an end to his line, and in 1459 Chriſtian I. 
King of Denmark being by the States of the dutchy of Siet and the 
county of Holſtein, elected Sovereign, that monarch came to an agree- 
ment with Orho II. Count of Schauenburg deſcended from the above- 
mentioned Count Gerhard I. who, in 1460 in conſideration of the lordſhip of 
Pinneberg, to which at that time belonged the preſent county of Ran- 
zau, and the ſum of 43, ooo Rheniſh gnilders, renounced all claim and 
title to the dutchy of Sleſu ic and the county of Holſtein. 

King Chriſtian I. in 1474 permitted the countries of Holſtein, Stormar and 
Ditmarſh, to be erected into a dutchy by the Emperor Frederick III. At this 
time Wagria was reckoned as included in Holſte:n and Stormar, but the Dit- 
marſhers would not ſubmit to him. Chr1/t:an left two ſons behind him, namely 
King John and Duke Frederick I. who made a partition of the dutchies of 
Slefwick and Helſtein, but King Chriſtian II. ſon to the former having loſt 
the crown, and with it his part of the dutchies, the latter ſucceeded both to 
the crown and territories, and in his two ſons King Chri/tian III. and 
Duke Adolphus founded the two capital lines, viz. the royal and princely 
line, or that of Gottorf. In 1533 King Chriſtian III. formed the celebrated 
union of reciprocal affiſtance, which in 1623 was renewed at Rendsburg. 
In 1544 he divided alſo his part of the dutchies between his two brothers 
Duke Jobn the Elder and Adolphus, the convents of nobles with the nobility 
and towns continuing under their joint regency. Frederick II. ſon and ſucceſſor 
to Chriſtian III. and the Dukes John and Adolphus at length, namely in 1559 
totally ſubdued the Ditmarſbers, and divided the land among themſelves. 
Duke Joln the Younger the King's brother, alſo came in for a ſhare ot 
the King's part of the dutchies, and founded the S:nderburg line. On the 
deceaſe of the ſaid Duke John the Elder, his ſhare of the country was di- 
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The King's part of Huſtein ſtill remains veſted in the royal family and the 
houſe of Holſtein, Of the Sonderburg line, which became ſubdivided into 
thoſe of Sonderburg, (of which the lines of Anguſtenburg and Beck are colla- 
teral) Norburg, which is extinct, and Ploen, the laſt only is at preſent 
poſſeſſed of a ſhare in Hoſſtein, which by virtue of the compact made in 
1756, on their failure is to be annexed to the King's part. 

Duke Adolphus, ſecond ſon to King Frederick I. and founder of the Got- 
torf or princely line, bequeathed his ſhare in the dutchies of S/efwick and 
Hiiſtein to his ſons, of whom only the third, namely Duke TFohn Adolphus 
had iſſue. This Prince alſo introduced the right of primogenitureſhip, and 
dying in 1616 his ſon Duke Frederick III. had likewiſe for ſucceſſor 
Duke Chriſtian Albert, who was allo ſucceeded by his ſon Duke Frege- 
rick IV. whoſe ſon Charles Frederick in a ſecond marriage, eſpouſed Anne 
the eldeſt daughter of Peter I. Emperor of Ruſſia, but was ſoon after not 
only diſpoſſeſſed of all his territories, but at the peace in 1720 likewiſe en- 
tirely loſt his patrimonial ſhare of the dutchy of Slz/wick. This Prince 
dying in 1739, his ſon Duke Charles Peter Ulrich was, in 1743, by his 
mother's ſiſter Elizabeth Empreſs of Ruſſia, declared great Duke of Ruſſia, 
on which he aſſumed the name of Peter Feodorow!ts. 

F. 9. The counts of Holſtein were vaſſals of the dukes of Saxony, and 
that both of duke Henry the Lion, and the ſucceeding dukes of the Aſcanian 
line, of the latter of whom in 1380 they received the county of Ho//tein and 
Stermar in fief, It appears however that on the extinction of the electors of 
Saxony of the Aſcanian line, the counts of Helſtein detached themſelves 
from all feudal duty to Saxony, and alſo that they neither ſollicited an in- 
veſtiture from the Empire, nor from Erich V. Duke of Saxe-Lauenburg, 
though the latter in 1414, had permitted them to receive the inveſtiture of 
the counties of Holſtein and Stormar from the Emperor Sigiſmund. About this 
time too John Scheele Biſhop of Lubeck ſurreptitiouſly procured from the ſame 
Emperor a commiſſion for himſelf and ſucceſſors, to confer the inveſtiture 
on the counts of Holſtein in the Emperor's name, but the counts of 
Hz//tein did not thereby become vaſſals to the ſee of Lubeck or loſe any 
part of their immediate dependency on the Empire. Accordingly at firfl 
they did not offer to oppoſe that grant of the privilege to the biſhops of 
Lubeck, it being at that time rather of no ſmall advantage to them, as 
furniſhing them with an opportunity of detaching themſelves abſolutely 
from the electors of Saxony, and likewiſe of becoming ſimply vaſlals of 
the empire, nor could they receive the inveſtiture from the biſhops of 
Lubeck within their own territories, and therefore muſt conſequently obtain 
it with little trouble and expence ; and their exemption from all impoſts 
of the Empire, in which they had before been included, continued in this 
manner till 1548. But King Chriſtian II. obtained from the Emperor 
Charles V. that for the future the inveſtiture of Ho!/tein ſhould be conferred 
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in the Emperor's name, by himſelf and his ſucceſſors. And notwithſtand- 
ing Duke Frederick immediately made a warm oppoſition to this privilege, 
and King Chri/tian II. himſelf voluntarily reſigned it in the treaty of Bordiſtolm 
of 1522, yet the ſee of Lubeck has never been able to recover the diſpoſal 
of the fief, though its intereſt was eſpouſed by the Kings Chri/tian III. and 
Frederick II. as alſo by the Dukes John and Adolphus ; it being the Em- 
peror's unalterable pleaſure, that the inveſtiture of Holſtein ſhould be con- 
ferred by the Emperor's immediate perſon, which has accordingly continued 
ſo ever ſince. 

F. 10. The King of Denmark by virtue of his ſhare in this country 
ſtiles himſelf Duke of Hol/tein, Stormar and Ditmarſb. All the dukes of 
Holſtein and Slefwick, both of the royal and princely houſe ſtile themſelves 
heirs of Norway, Dukes of Slefwick, Holftetn, Stormar and Ditmarſh, and 
Counts of Oldenburg and Delmenborſt. The arms of the Duke of Hl. 
ftein, conſiſt of five fields, and an eſcutcheon. The firſt of theſe is only 
a lion crowned topaz in his paws a bent halberd pearl, for Norway. The 
ſecond topaz two lions paſſant ſaphire for Slefro:ck. The third ruby a nettle 


leaf expanded and divided into three parts pearl, with an eſcutcheon party 


per bend ruby and pearl, having round it three nails argent, placed between 
the three parts of the nettle leaf, for Ho//tern, The fourth is ruby a ſwan 
pearl and crowned, being topaz about the neck, for Stormar. The fifth 
is ſaphire a horſeman armed topaz with his ſword drawn, and a horſe 
pearl, capariſoned diamond for Ditmarſher. The eſcutcheon is quarterly, 
the firſt and fourth topaz barry ruby, for Oldenburg; and the third and 
fourth a croſs wavey topaz for Delmenborſt. All theſe ſeveral parts occur 
in the King of Denmark's coat in the manner and diſpoſition deſcribed 
under the article Denmark. Magria though it form no part either of the 
title or coat, has in its arms topaz an ox's head ſaphire quadrant. 

$. 11. The King of Denmark by virtue of his ſhare in the dutchy of 
Holftein, enjoys both ſeat and voice in the college of the Prince's of the 
Empire, as does alſo the grand Duke of Ruſſia for his portion. The vote of 
the former is called the vote of Holſlein-Gluciſtadt, and that of the latter 
Holſtein-Gottorf. Both alſo under the fame titles, fit and vote in the 
Circle of Lower Saxony, and together with Mecklenburg, preſent in their 
turn an aſſeſſor for this Circle in the Aulic chamber. The aſſeſſment of 
the whole dutchy in the matricula of the Empire is forty horſe, and eighty 
foot or eight hundred florins. To the chamber at Wetzlar, Holltern- 
Glucktadt pays one hundred and eighty-nine rixdollars, thirty-one kruit- 
zers and a half, and Holſtein-Gottorf the like ſum. 

8. 12: Holſtein has an order bf knighthood, namely that of St. Anne, 
which was founded in 1735 by Duke Charles Frederick. The enſign of 
this order is a red croſs enamelled, on the right ſide of which is the word 


Anne written in a cypher, and on the left the letters A. I. P. F. alſo in a 


cypher, 
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cypher, which are explained by the ſubſcription: Amantibus Juſcitiam, 
Pietatem, Fidem. This croſs is worn pendant at a red ribbon edged with 
yellow, ſloping from the left ſhoulder down to the right ſide. 

$. 13. The King of Denmark appoints a Stadtholder over his part of 
Holſtein and the dutchy of Slefwick, and every Sovereign has his col- 
leges of State. At Gluckſtade is held the King's regency-office, which 
in 1648 was erected at Flensburg on its preſent footing, but in 1649 was 
removed to Gluckſtad?, and in 1752 received ſome alterations. Beſides the 
preſident, who is always Stadtholder, the members of this office are a chan- 
cellor, a vice chancellor, five counſellors, having falaries, and three ſe- 
cretaries, the third of whom is alſo keeper of the records; and this court 
is held four times a year. To it ſince 1737 has been annexed the Ober- 
amtsgericht or ſupreme bailiwick-court, which on the riſing of the 
chancery-court, is held by the members of the regency-office, though 
in the protocol of cauſes thoſe of the Ober-amtsgericht have a ſeparate 
regiſter, This court receives appeals from the lower bailiwick-courts, but 
from thoſe two courts no appeal lies, except to the King alone. The upper 
conſiſtory is always held during the vacation of the chancery and bailiwick 
courts. Its members, excluſive of thoſe of the other courts, are the gene- 
ral ſuperintendent (if ordained to be preſent) the provoſts of Munſterdorf, 
and Pinneberg-Altona, and the court chaplain at Gluckftad?f, Ever ſince 
the year 1754 the regency court has been made the ſupreme criminal 
court, and an end put to ſending the acts to civilians living out of the 
country, The high courts of Pinneberg, Altona and Ranzau ſhall be 
ſpoken of in our account of thoſe countries. 
The ſeat of the great duke's privy-council and regency-court, together 
with the chief conſiſtory, which is united to it, is Kiel. 
With reſpect to inferior courts, the ſeveral cauſes in the towns are tried 
by the magiſtracy, from whoſe ſentences an appeal lies to the court of 
regency, Every town alſo has a petty court of its own, conſiſting of two 
counſellors, who take cognizance of criminal cauſes, as likewiſe of ſmall 
debts, defamatory words or wrongs, &c. and from theſe an appeal lies to 
the magiſtracy. There are alſo other courts here, which for brevity's ſake I 
omit, In the bailiwicks the Krirchſprekvogts are allowed to mediate a re- 
conciliation, and the bailiff has the firſt inſtance. The who thinks 
himſelf aggrieved thereby, in the Gee/t bailiwicks appeals to the Ding 
and Recht, which judges in criminal and civil cauſes, and is held by 
certain houſe-keepers or peaſants ſtiled fromme Holſtein, by the Dingvogt 
who fits with a drawn ſword, the arbitrator and the interceſſor. The 
bailiffs have indeed a right to ſee that their procedures be regulated according 
to law, but that without any vote. The clerks of the bailiwick conduct the 
regiſter. In Segeberg bailiwick the high bailiwick court has been intro- 
duced inſtead of the Ding and Recht. In Kremper and Wilſtermar/c 
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the lower court is called the Lodding (or more properly the Landding, or 
court held for a certain tract of the country) from which court an appeal lies 
to the Goding, properly called the Gauding, being a court extending itſelf 
over a whole Gau, in (Latin Pagus) or province, which is a middle judi- 
cature. Of the lower courts in the lordſhip of Pinneberg a ſufficient ac. 
count is given in ts proper place. There are beſides theſe, ſeveral inferior 
courts or confiſtories here, which ſhall be taken notice of under the ſeveral 
bailiwicks and towns to which they belong. | 

F. 14. The convents and nobility in the dutchy of Holfein and the 
tenants of both are ſubject to the joint-government, to which every Michael. 
mas the King and Duke alternately ſucceed. The perſon in whom the 
direQory is lodged adminiſters it by his office of regency, which in all caſes 
requiring diſpatch, or not admitting of an appeal to the provincial court, 
after previous notification to the other Sovereign's office of regency, iſſues 
forth orders and citations to the provincial-court, and that in both their names, 
but always gives precedence to the King's. The law affairs of the ſubjects 
are uſually carried firſt before the joint Quartal court, which is held fix weeks 
before the ſeſſion of the provincial-court, and is at it were a preparative to 
the next provincial court for the greater diſpatch of affairs. Theſe are 
brought from thence to no other than the provincial-court, which, when 
thought neceſſary, is ſignified by letters patent under the ſeals of both 
Sovereigns, and then are held alternately at Riel and Gluckſtadt, The 
ditectory of this court appertains to the ruling Sovereign for the current 
year, It is compoſed of four of the King's counſellors, and the like 
number of the Prince's, who muſt be all nobles; as alſo of four men of 
letters for each Sovereign, who are generally taken from the regency 
or offices, aſſiſted by a chancellor, who is alternately appointed by the 
Sovereigns, and who in conjunction with the recorder of the Landgericht takes 
an oath to both Sovereigns. Its other members are a ſecretary from each 
Prince. In this court the cauſes of the prelates, nobility and paſtors in the 
churches of the nobility have their firſt hearing, and hither likewiſe come 
all appeals from the courts of the nobility and convents. Eve thing is 
tranſacted verbally, but in appeals to the aulic council or chamber at 
Wetzlar, which in ſome caſes are allowed, all the acts and proceedin 
muſt be in writing. The moſt recent Landgericht way convened at Gluckſtad? 
in 1753. At the breaking up of the Landgericht is held the joint general 
conſiſtory, at which the two general ſuperintendents affiſt, A joint criminal 
court is alſo cuſtomary. | | 

With regard te the leſſer courts of the convents and nobility, the former 
either fit on the conventualiſts, and are held by the abbeſs or prioreſs and 
the ſenior members of each convent, the agent or prior aſſiſting ; or are 
courts eſtabliſhed in civil cauſes over the vaſſals of the convents. Theſe are 
ſometimes heard by the abbeſs or prioreſs or the agent or prior, from whom 


they 
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hey may appeal to the Ding and Recht, and again to the joint Landge- 


richt, but at the convent of Uterſen the Goding muſt be previoully 
applied to. The convents here have alſo a criminal judicature. The no- 
bility and proprietors of manors are likewiſe poſſeſſed of both juriſdictions 


over the people of their eſtates whether freemen or vaſſals. In criminal 


caſes, the acts are ſent to the univerſity, but the nobility inflict the puniſh- 
ment due to the offence. | 

F. 15. The principal ordinary revenues of the Sovereigns ariſe from 
the demeſnes, the regalia and the ſeveral impoſts on the ſubjects, which 
are the contribution, licent and ſtamp-paper, with the furniſhing of rye, 
oats, hay and ſtraw. The contribution is paid by the towns, balliwicks, 
convents and manors, according to the number of pflugs, but the number 
of morgens reckoned to a pflug is according to .the nature of the eſtates, 
being ſometimes twenty-four, twenty-five, twenty-ſix, twenty-ſeven, twenty- 
eight, twenty-nine and a half, and even thirty-ſix. A morgen is one 
hundred and twenty rods in length and three and three-fourths broad, a 
rod is ſixteen feet, and a foot twelve inches. There is no exact terrar or 
real number of pflugs belonging to each town, convent, bailiwick and 
manor, Some are aſſeſſed too high and others too low. The convents 
and proprietors of manors pay three rixdollars per menſem contribution for 
every pflug, one halt of which goes to the King, and the other half to the 
Duke or great Prince, as he is ſtiled. Thus the yearly contribution of 
ſeveral manors amounts to, or rather exceeds 2000 rixdollars, and the con- 
rent and manor pflugs in the dutchy of Ho/fein, which pay contribu- 
tion to the Sovereign being about 2625, their contribution alone produces 
100,000 rixdollars, which is paid every month by the manors and convents 
immediately into the military cheſt of each Sovereign. In the towns it is 
collected by the magiſtracy, and in the bailiwicks by the greffier thereof. 
The princęſſienſteuer or Princeſſes tax is a dollar for every pflug. 

§. 16. The King of Denmark uſually keeps here ſome regiments of foot 
and one of horſe. The provincial regiment of Schleſwig-Holſtein raiſed in 
1739, is generally formed out of the King's part of the dutchy of Holſtein, 
though in 1755 an exemption was granted to Kremper and Wilſtermarſch, 
the lordſhip of Pinneberg and the county of Ranzau. Out of every three 
pflugs and three fourths is choſen a committee man, who muſt be between 
lixteen or 2 and thirty-ſix years of age, and ſerve fix years.

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1. The following towns : viz. 

 Gluckfladt, in Latin 8 a town and fortreſs ſituated in Stormy, 
and lying on the E/be, which at this place receives into it a ſmall river 
called the Rhein. Gluck/tadt is regular and well built. The market-place 
looks into the main-ſtreetss The adjacent country being hollow and 
marſhy, a ſtone cauſe-way of near three quarters of a mile in length has 
been carried along it from Krempe. On the landſide the town may be 
hid under water. There being no ſprings here, the greateſt part of the 
houſes have ciſterns for the receiving of rain, and thoſe which are without 
ſuch conveniences are obliged to uſe the harbour water or that of the new 
moat. Storms and inundations being frequent in theſe parts, the inhabi. 
tants have not been negligent in making proper fences. That this town 
is the ſeat of the King's regency, and the offices and courts connected 
with it, appears from the above introduction, (F. 13.) and here alſo is 
the joint Landgericht, when _ in the 2 N 1 

riſon and palace congregation frequent towyn- church. is alſo 
© tive grammar-ſchool. The Bridewell with a work-houſe erected in 1739 
has a particular factor of its own. The Calviniſis are permitted a church, the 
Roman-catholics a chapel, and the Jews a ſynagogue. In 1738 a commercial 
college was inſtituted here by King Chr:ſt:an VI. it being a place of ſome 
trade, and in 1750 King Frederick V. eſtabliſhed an office for keeping of the 
harbour in good condition. Adjoining to this harbour is a baſon for the 
reception of veſſels. Gluckſtadt was built in 1620 by permiſſion of Chri/ 
tian IV. in a waſte called the wilderneſs, who in the patent granted to it 
gave orders that it ſhould be named Gluckſtad?, or the fortunate town, con- 
ferring on it at the ſame time many cuſtoms, rights and privileges, as en- 
joyed by the town of Milſter, and ſoon after it was inveſted with the Lubect 
and Hamburg rights. The palace of Glucksburg here, which was erected 
by the ſame King, has been long fince pulled down. The town has been 
ſeveral times beſieged, particularly in 1628 by the Imperialiſts, but has 
never been taken. 

Krempe, a imall town, alſo ſituated in the Stermar marſhland, along 
the little river Wempe and fortified in 1535, but diſmantled towards the 
cloſe of the ſeventeenth century. The walls here being pulled down, and 
the moats filled by the people of Kremper and Wilſtermarſch, the ground 
gained thereby was conferred on them ag an hereditary property, and 
added to the Steinburg bailiwick. Krempe was erected into a town in 
1271 by Count Gerhard I. with the inveſtiture of Lubeck rights, which 
were confirmed to it in 1306 and 1363. 

Wilſter, a ſmall town, ſituated in Holſtein on the river Wilſter. Its church 
lies within the precin& of the bailiwick of Steinburg. Count Gerbard II. 
erected this place into a town in 1282, conferring on it the Lubeck rights. 

Lzeloe, a town ſituated in Holſtein, on the navigable part of the — 
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and divided into the old and new. The latter of theſe is partly ſurrounded by 
the main ſtream of the Stor, and partly alſo by the artificial branch drawn from 
it, which ſeparates it from the old town, In this part alſo lies St. Laurence s 
church, which is a ſtately edifice, and near it is a convent for ladies of 
noble birth, which will make a ere article in the ſequel. St. George's 
alms-houſe has a chapel to it. In the new town lies St. Nicalas's chapel, 
with the town houſe and Latin free-ſchool. In 1738 King Chri/tien VI. 
inſtituted a commercial college here, The town derives its origin from an 
order iflued in 809 by the Emperor Charles the Great to Count Egbert, that 
on the Stor, at a place called Eſesfeld, he ſhould build a town and fortreſs 
againſt the Danes. This fortreſs afterwards obtained the name of Eſebo 
or Etzeboe, which in the fourteenth century was changed into that of 
[:zehoe. In the year 1200 the Burg, and no ſmall part of the adjoinin 
place was deſtroyed ; but the latter was rebuilt, and for its greater ſtren 
ſurrounded by water, a wide canal being drawn to it from the Stor. In 1238 
Count Adolphus IV. erected it into a town, conferring on it Lubeck rights, 
and in 1260 the Counts Jobn and Gerbard made it a ſtaple, fo that all 
ſhips coming up the Ster out of the Elbe and from Wii/ter are to unlade 
here, and offer their goods to fale, and not to proceed farther upwards 
without the permiſſion of the magiſtracy. On account of the above- 
mentioned rebuilding of this place, all that part of the town environed 
by the Stor is called the New-/own, though in reality more ancient than 
that named the Old, which did not obtain municipal rights till 1303, 
though part of it eſcaped the deſtruction of the year 1200. The old Burg was 
indeed rebuilt at the end of the thirteenth or the beginning of the fourteenth 
century, but in proceſs of time is fallen to decay, and its fite annexed to 
the bailiwick of Steinburg. In 1643 Ifzehoe was taken and fortified by 
the Swedes, but wreſted from them again in 1644. In 1657, however, 
they reduced it entirely to aſhes. . f 
Obſ. About a quarter of an hour from the town is a place conſiſting 
only of two houſes called Nordo, where in 1578 Henry of Ranzau, out of a 
fondneſs for glory, cauſed a ſtone pyramid to be erected on an eminence. 
Rendsburg, a town, having a fort in Holſtein, on the river Eyder, and 
ſituated on the confines of the Empire of Germany. This place confiſts 
of three parts. The Altelad. or Old-town lies on an iſland in the Eyder, 
which runs in two branches through the town. It was formerly matter of 
conteſt whether this iſland belonged to the dutchy of Schlefwis or Holſlein. 
Over the old Holſtein gate, which looks towards Holſtein, and leads to the 
mine-work beyond the Lower-Eyder, is _— the following penthameter, 
viz : Eydora Romani terminus imperii. In 1690 when King Chriftian V. 
beſides incorporating the ſuburb of Yindizier made conſiderable additions 
both to the Schleſwig and Holſtein fides, this old town was conſiderably in- 
larged; a ſociety of the inhabitants of Yindizzer after fencing the ground 
Fff2 before 
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before the ſite of the ruined caſtle, called the Schleuſziuble building, on it, 
which buildings form the ſecond part of the town, and are ſo named from 
the ſluice without the Schigſioig gate. The Eyder ſeparates itſelf at this 

lace in ſuch a manner that the branch which runs above the Old-town is 
called the Upper-Eyder, and the main ſtream the Lower-Eyder. The 
Schleuſs Kuble ſtands within the fortifications of the Old-tmon. The third 

art of the town, which is the neweſt, is called the Newewerk, and lies on 
the other ſide of the Lower-Eyder in the Holſtein territories, being regular, 
handſome, and having particular fortifications of its own, which environ 
the Old-town in form of a half moon. The whole place conſiſts of fix 
hundred houſes, and is Raney well garriſoned. In it is the royal ar- 
moury with the carriage-houſe, and the granary, which are all large build- 
ings. Rendsburg contains two pariſh churches, namely, one in the Old-town, 
near which ſtands the Latin free-ſchool, and the other in the Neuenwers, 
In the latter of theſe the Emperor is ſtill prayed for, but not in the former. 
It has alſo its own conſiſtory, and is the Rat likewiſe of the King's general 
ſuperintendents over Holſtein or Schlefwig, and the bailiwick of Rendsburg, 
as far as to its juriſdiction belong the houſes between the Mublenlrucle and 
Schleuſzkuble. In this town too is a commercial college eſtabliſhed in 1738 
by Chriſtian VI. It is poſſeſſed of the Lubeck rights, and owes both its 
name and origin to the ancient caſtle of Reinholdsburg, erected by 
Count Adolphus III. in the year 1200, but repaired and improved in 
1320 by Count Gerhard the Great. Several counts of Holſtein have made 
it their refidence, but on the taking of the town of Tonningen it was 
totally demoliſhed. In 1627 Rendsburg was taken by the Imperiali/ts, 
and in 1643 by the Swedes, who evacuating it the Danes again took poſ- 
ſeſſion of it, and in 1645 defended it againſt the Swedes with great bravery. 
In 1675 a conventian was concluded at this place between Chriſtian V. 
and Duke Chriftian Albert. 

Segeberg, a ſmall town, fituated in Fagria, and containing about one 
hundred houſes excluſive of the ſuburb of Gieſchenbagen, a part of which 
lies in the bailiwick of Segeberg, belonging to the King, and a part of the 
Travendabl bailiwick appertaining to the Duke of Holſtein-Ploen. Segeberg 
lies at the foot of a chalk-hill, formerly called the Alberg, and where in 
1137 the Emperor Lother erected a caſtle under the name of Stegelberg, 
which in time became changed to Segeberg. This caſtle ſtood feveral 
fieges, but at length fell to ruin. The town has been ſeveral times de- 
ſtroyed, but has always recovered itſelf. Before the year 1244 Count 
Adolpbus IV. conferred on it Lubeck rights, which were confirmed to it in 
1260. In 1620 a mecting was held at this place of the Proteſtant Princes 
and their envoys. 

A little without the town Henry Ranzau cauſed a pyramid to be erected 


in 1588, and in 1590 an obelitk, with inſcriptions on each. Beneath the 
| former 
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former is a chapel, in which an annual ſermon is preached every Whitſunday, 
and money diſtributed among the poor. os his in | | 

Oldefloe, an old little town, fituated in Magria, and enjoying Lubeck 
rights. This place was in good circumſtances till the fifteenth century, 
when it ſuffered ſeveral times by war and fires, inſomuch that it has never 
ſince been able to recover itſelf. At Olagſſoe is a ſalt-ſpring of great anti- 
quity, which was ſtopped by order of Henry the Lyon, till one Vieregg. who, 
had obtained the King's patent, in 1750, undertook to ſet it on foot again. 

Lutjenburg, an ancient little town lying in Fagria, and which in 1275 ob- 
tained Lubeck rights. Theſe rights were conferred on it by Count Gerbard I. 

Heiligenbafen, a ſmall town alſo ſituated in Wagria, on the coaſts of the 
Baltick, oppoſite the iſland of Femern, between which and the town lies 
the Femern Sund, being about one German mile in breadth. The harbour, 
of which it bears the name, ſtands about one-eighth of a German mile to 
the eaſt of it. The ra of its building was probably in the twelfth century, 
and it may be ſuppoſed to have received its charter and Lubeck rights from 
Count Adolphus IV. which were confirmed to it in 1305, by Count Ger- 
bard II. In 1390 this place was entirely deſtroyed by fire: 

II. The following bailiwicks and provinces, in each of which was 
erected a chamber of œconomy in the year 1738 : namely, 

1. The bailiwick of Steinburg, which lies both in Stormar and Holſtein, 
and is the moſt confiderable of all the bailiwicks, as comprehending under 
it the Kremper and Wilſtermar/ch. Both theſe marſhes have their inſpectors 
and dykegraves, among the latter of whom the bailiff of this place is 
reckoned the higheſt. Cauſes alſo are firſt tried before him, but from 
him lies an appeal to the Lodding, which is held by ſixteen houſe-keepers 
and the Dingvogt, utterly independent of the bailiff. The Lodding of the I- 
ſtermarſch is held in the open airy on the market-place of ¶ iſſter town, and 
that of the Krempermarſch, in the council houſe of the town of Krempe ; but 
from each of theſe a further appeal lies to the joint Goding appointed for both 
marſhes, which confiſts of twelve fichern Holſtein, as they are called, who 
are appointed for life, that is to ſay fix from Kremper and the like number 
from Wilſtermarſch. This court is held either at Krempe or on the Burg of 
[tzehoe, and from it cauſes are moveable to the upper bailiwick cours. 
The churches and preachers of this bailiwick are ſubordinate to the Mun- 
fterdorf conſiſtory, under which likewiſe are the miniſters in the towns of 
Gluck/ladt, Krempe, Welſter and I[tzehoe, with the paſtors in the manour 
churches within the precin& of this bailiwick, and likewiſe thoſe of the 
churches on the Hort. The prefident of this conſiſtory is the bailiff of Stein- 
burg, and the aſſeſſors (not to mention the provoſt, who is generally the 
chief paſtor of 1zehoe) are compoſed of the principal paſtors of the four 
towns above-mentioned, and likewiſe of thoſe in the country pariſhes, to 


the number of twenty-one, excluſive of the deacons, and its. ſecretary is 
the 
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the adminiſtrator of the bailiwick of Steinburg. The bailiff has for ſome 
time paſt held his courts at Taeboe. We have above obſerved that under 
the bailiwick of Steinburg is included the land gained by the demoliſh. 
ment-of the fortifications of Krempe, and that part of the new town of 
Fzehoe called the Burg. It further conſiſts of 

1. The Vilſlermarſeb, and in this part are fix Nirchſpielvogteys or paro- 
chial governments : namely 

The Alte Seite, in ancient records ſtiled Vetus Terra, lying to the north 
and eaſt of the town of Vier; and 

The New Seite, ſituated to the ſouth and weſt of the faid town 
both which are incorporated with the town church of Vilſler, which lies 
within the precinct of the Steinburg bailiwick. 

Beyenfietk, having its church in the village of the like name. 

Wewelsfleth, the church belonging to which alſo lies in the village of 
the ſame name, ſituated at the conflux of the Stor into the Elbe, on which 
account toll, licent and beaconage are levied here on foreign veſſels. 

Brocktorf, and 

St. Margarethen, the churches belonging to which lie in the village ſo 
called, and at both ſhips pay toll. . 

2. Of the Krempermarſch, conſiſting of eight Xirchſpielvogteys, namely 
Neuenbrucł, having its church in the village of that name. 

Hohenfelde, ſituated in a champaign country, and having its church in 
the village of the like name. 

Grevenkop, which is incorporated with Krempe, and at the extremity of 
which lies the fort of Steinburg, with its village. This fort gives name to 
the bailiwick, having been formerly the reſidence of the bailiff. In it is 
kept a ſmall garriſon. 

Suderau, the church belonging to which lies in the village of that name. 

Kammerland, which is incorporated with Suderau. 

Elskop, and | 

Krempdorf, the latter of which is incorporated with Krempe. 

Borsfleth, having its church in the village of the like name. 

2. The bailiwick of Segeberg, lying partly in Wagria, and partly in 
Stormar. Its juridical conſtitution, both in civil and eccleſiaſtical cauſes, was 
eſtabliſhed in 1743, by a particular ordinance of the King. The Amtsge- 
richt or bailiwick court here, contiſts of the bailiff as prefident, affiſted by 
the ſteward, the Haus and Kirſchpielvogt of Segeberg, Leetzen and Bornbovet, 
with the Nirchſbielvogts of Bramſtadt and Kaltenkirchen, as aſſeſſors. This 
court is held twice a year, for which Segeberg is the ſeſſions town. The 
bailiff on an equality is poſſeſſed of the caſting vote, and the ſteward is 
alſo clerk of the court. The inferior conſiſtory of the bailiwick, and the 
four towns of Segeberg, as namely, O/deſlcve, Lutjenburg and Heiligenbafen is 

compoſed of the bailiff, as preſident, who when the votes are equal pro- 
nounces 
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nces deciſively, aſſiſted by the provoſt and of Segeberg, with 
— paſtors of Leetzen, Bornbovet, Marder and Pronftorf. — theſe, 
who are ſtated members of it, the other paſtors of the provoſtſhip of Sege- 
berg may whenever they Fr but at their own expence, make their a 
arance at the court, and at ſuch times their vote is al to that of " 
other ordinary members. The ſteward of the bailiwick, as clerk of the 
confiſtory, is likewiſe regiſter. This court is held three times a year, and 
as well as the former is kept at Segeberg. Under this bailiwick are included 

The King's ſhare in Gieſchenbagen, which is a ſuburb of the town of 
Segeberg. The church here, together with the ſchool buildings and the 

altors houſes ſtand on the baili wick lands. 

The Kirchſpielvogtey of Leetzen or Leetzing. 

The Krrchſpielvogtey of Bornbovet. Near the parochial village of Born- 
hover, in this vogtey an engagement happened in 1227 between Waldemar II. 
King of Denmark, and Count Adolphus IV. to the diſadvantage of the former. 
Here alſo under the open air was wont in ancient times to be held the 


aſſemblies of the Holſtein nobility. 
of Bramſtedt derives 


The Kirchſpielvogtey of Bramſtedt. The m_—_ 
its name from the navigable water of Bram. It conſiſts of about one 


hundred and twenty houſes. In an open place in the centre of it ſtands a 
Rolands pillar. In the year 1681 near this town was diſcovered a medi- 
cinal ſpring, the happy effects of which in ſeveral diſtempers are manifeſt, 
and almoſt inſtantaneous. In the neighbourhood of this place happened an 
action between Count Gerhard the Great and Adolphus Count of Schauen- 
burg, in which the latter was defeated, and taken priſoner, under a bridge, 
where he had concealed himſelf. To theſe is to be added 

The Kirchſprelvogtey of Kaltenkirchen. | 

3. The bailiwick of Rendsburg, ſituated in Holſtein. The bailiwick or 
court-houſe lies in the town of Rendsburg, at which alſo the Ding and 
Recht, were wont to be held for every pariſh by its reſpective jurats and 
other qualified perſons. In the year 1750 it was previouſly determined by 
the King, that inſtead of that former ſeat of juſtice, a bailiwick-court 
ſhould be introduced here, reſembling that which had juſt been eſtabliſhed 
at Segeberg, but whether this innovation has actually taken place I am not 
yet certainly informed. The bailiwick churches lie within the provoſtſhip of 
Rendsburg, and of courſe are under its confiſtory, but no country paſtor fits 
in it. The bailiwick itſelf conſiſts of fix Kirchſpielvogteys or parochial 
governments, which are,

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The Kirchſpielvogtey of Kellinghuſen, having its church in the market. 
town of Kellinghuſen, at which is a bridge over the Stor. This place firſt 
obtained a charter in 1740. The manour of Sar/buſen is at preſent a 
royal demeſne, of which Baron George William of Solenthal is to enjoy the 
uſufructuary poſſeſſion during life. 

Obſ. I cannot any where more properly introduce the manour or bailiwick 
of Hanrau, to which belongs the pariſh of Hademarſch than at this place, It 
was firſt held by the Ranzaus as a fief, but in 152 5 was fold to them. In 1613 
the treaſury purchaſed it again for the ſum of 111,000 rixdollars, but fold 
it a ſecond time to Paul von Klingenberg, though with a reſerve of the contri- 
butions. It was alſo ſtipulated that it ſhould be ſubject to the ſovereignty of 
the Prince alone, and accordingly it is under the regency of Gluckflad!. 
At preſent it belongs to one of the name of Rumobr. 

4. The province of South-Ditmarſch, but in this place I ſhall firſt ſpeak 
of © Ditmarſch in general. This country lies on the German ocean between 
the Elbe and Eyder, being ſeven German miles in length, but ſcarce four 
broad. In the matricula of this province it is eſtimated at 1425 pflugs, 
each containing twenty-three =, morgens, of which ſcarce one third con- 
fiſts of marſhland, and two thirds of champaign. It exports a great deal 
of wheat, rye, barley, oats, and buckwheat, as alſo of, rapeſeed, peas, 
beans, fatted cattle, ſheep and geeſe, together with butter and cheeſe. Of 
fiſh too it enjoys a very great plenty. King Henry I. committed this coun 
to the government of the Counts of Stade. Rudolphus the laſt of theſe 
counts, being murdered by the Ditmarſhers in 1144, the county of Sad: 
fell to Henry the Lion, Duke of Saxony, who in 1148 revenged Rudsl- 
phus's death and quelled the Ditmarſters. On this Prince's being put 
under the ban, Hartwig archbiſhop of Bremen took poſſeſſion of the county 
of Stade, and the Emperor Frederick I. having in the year 1180 given the 
country of the Ditmarſhers to his archbiſhopric, that prelate reduced them 
to obedience. But they ſoon revolted again, and put themſelves under the 
protection of Waldemar biſhop of Schieſioig. It was not long however 
before this ſovereignty alſo ſat uneaſy on them, fo that ſhaking off his yoke, 
they ſubmitted themſelves to the eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction of the archbiſhop of 
Bremen. The counts of Ho/ftein frequently endeavoured to reduce the 
Ditmarſhers under their dominion, but were never able to effect it, Chri/- 
tian I. King of Denmark received Ditmar/ch from the Emperor Frederick Ill. 
as a fief to be incorporated with the dutchy of Heo//tein, but the Ditmar- 
ders inſtead of ſubmitting to him, addreſſed themſelves to Pope Sixtus IV. 
who in 1476 ratified the Emperor Fredericb's grant of their country to 
the archbithopric of Bremen, and accordingly they admitted a Stadtholder 
from the archbiſhop, but in effe& continued a free people. In the year 

1500 John King of Denmark made an unſucceſsful war on them, but at 


length, namely in 1559 the Emperor Frederick II. and the Dukes Joln and 


Adolphus 
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/pbus made a deciſive conqueſt of them, and in 1568 divided the country 
— equal parts. On the deceaſe of Duke Jobn in 1580, King 
Frederick II. and Duke Adolphus made a partition of the faid Duke's lands, 
which partition continues to this very day, the King of Denmark poſ- 
ſeſſing the ſouthern part of the country conſiſting of ſeven hundred and 
twelve pflugs and a half, and the Duke or great Prince the northern part 
which is preciſely of the ſame extent, 

Over South Ditmarſch the King appoints a governor and chief juſtice. 
The former of theſe is uſually. the King's Stadtholder of Scbleſwig and 
Holfein, The chief juſtice in conjunction with the pariſh juſtices executes 
the civil and criminal juriſdiction, but the protocol is kept by the recorder. 
The country receiver levies and accounts for one part of the royal reve. 
nues ; the other being immediately paid into the exchequer by the pro- 
vince itſelf by the hands of its fiſcals, who give a receipt for it to the parochial 
collectors. Some expenditures are furniſhed to the King by the province 
in general, and not levied in every particular pariſh. The lower con- 
ſiſtory of this province is held at Me/dorf, and in it preſide the chief-juſtice 
and provoſt. The aſſeſſors are alternately compoſed of the compaſtors of 
Melkerf, and three country miniſters, and the veſtry-clerk of Meldorf is 
ſecretary. Of the Kirchſprelvogteys ſome are in the Marſbland, others in 
the champaign. 

I. Thoſe in the Marſh are the — VIZ, 

1. and 2. The ſouth and north vogtey of Meldorf. The principal place here 
is Meldorf a market- town, fituated on the Miele, and built before the con- 
queſt of the country. This town had once a burghermaſter corporation and 
charter of its own. It is now the ſeat of the temporal and ſpiritual court. 
In 1500 and 1559 it was taken by ſtorm. In 1538 one half of it was 
deſtroyed by fire. The parochial villages of Windbergen and Buſenwurtb 
belong to the ſouth vogtey. Near Delfbrugge the Holfteiners in 1403. 
built the fort of Marienburg, but on the defeat of King Jabn this forti- 
fication was demoliſhed by the Ditmar ſebers, and named Schlatetald. 

3. The Kirchſpielvogtey of Wobrden, in the King's part, containing under it, 
the market-town of Wobrden, otherwiſe called Oldenworden, which is of a 
middling bigneſs. The Friderichsgabe-Kog, here is a large piece of land, 
which was incloſed in 1704. 

4. The Kirchſpiekvogtey of Barlt. 

5. The Kirchſpiekvogtey of Marne. The parochial-village of this name 
had formerly a convent called Marienche, which by contraction gave riſe to 
the appellation of Marne. St. Michaels Donnen is likewiſe a parochial vil- 
lage. In this Kirchſpiebvogtey lies the Sophien- Kog, which was incloſed in 1717. 

7. The 2 of Brunsbuttel. The market - town of this name 
ſtands on the Elbe, over which it has a ferry. 

7. The Kirchſprekvogtey of Eddelack. 
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2. On the Geeft or champaign are the following Kirchſptelvogteys, vjz. 

1. The Nirchſpielvogtey of Burg, at which formerly on the Wolverſau ſtood 
the ſtrong caſtle of Bocklenburg, which was raſed in 1559. 

2. The Kirchſpietvogtey of Suderhadſtedt. ; 

3. The Kirchſpietvogtey of Nordbadſtedt, ſituated in the King's part, but 
Rieſewwold foreſt which is now greatly diminiſhed, belongs jointly to the 
King and great Prince. | } 

4. The Kirchſpielvogtey of Albersdorf. | 

5. The Kirchſpielvogtey of Hemmingſtedt, containing ſome marſh land. At 
this place it was where in the year 1500 the Ditmarſchers gained the fignal 
victory which is fo well known. 

2. The Holſtein Plon part in particular. 

Duke Joachim Frederick dying in 1722 without male iſſue, Frederick 


Charles the preſent Duke of Hotein-Plon, aſſiſted by the King of Denmart, 


took poſſeſſion of this country. This poſſeſſion was indeed oppoſed by 
Duke Joabn Adolphus Erneſt Ferdinand, who reſided at Rebtwiſch, but he 
likewiſe dying in 1729 without heirs, on this, in 1731 Duke Frederick 
Charles was further inveſted by the Emperor with his part of the dutchy 
of Holſtein. The Duke having no male heirs, and the Dukes of Augu/- 
tenburg and Glucksburg renouncing their hereditary claims to the Pin terri- 
tories, King Frederick V. in 1756 entered into a convention of inheri- 
tance, by which in caſe of his dying without heirs, his lands are to devolve 
to the crown. This country lies in Magria, and conſiſts of the five 
following bailiwicks : namely 

1. The bailiwick of Plon, containing 

Plon, a town which is for the moſt part environed by the great and 
ſmall-lake, and divided into the ola and new. The laſt of thele belongs 
to the bailiwick, and in the former is the pariſh church and a Latin- 
ſchool, Without the Lubeck gate is a ſuburb, The ducal palace here 
which was rebuilt with greater regularity than before by Duke YToachinm 
Erneſt, ſtands high and commands a beautiful proſpect. Weſtward of it, 
but adjoining to the ſtable is a garden lately made, with a park at the end 
of which is an hydraulic machine for the conveyance of the water to 
the palace. On one fide of it is a ſpacious kitchen garden, and in an 
iſland farther up the lake is a delightful pleaſure-garden. In 1236 Count 
Adolphus IV. conferred on it the Lubeck right. Plon has been four times 
entirely deſtroyed by fire. 

Fegetaſch, at which a toll is paid. . 

2. The bailiwick of Abrensbeck, comprehending under it 

Abrensbeck, a market-town containing a feat, a park, and a farm ct 
the Soveteign's. 

The pariſhes of Gniſſau, Gleſchendorf, Kurau and Suſſel. 

The manours of Gronenberg, Gnifſau and Wulfsfelde, by virtue of a com. 


pact 
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pact made in 1681, between King Chriftian V. and John Adolphus Duke 
of Plen, are exempted from the uſual impoſts, and with reſpect to all their 
rights are reckoned on a footing with the bailiwick 'of the Duke of Plon. 
They are annexed alſo to the bailiwick. | 

3. The bailiwick of Rhernfeld, in which is 

The market-town of Rbernfeld, fituated on a pleaſant wood, and having 
an old palace belonging to the Prince : with 

The parochial-church of Zarpen. 

4. The bailiwick of Travendahi, including the noble ſeat of Travendabl, 
fituated in the village of Great-Gladenbrugge, not far from Segeberg, 
where the famous peace of 1700 was concluded. To this ſeat is to be 
added the duke's part of Gre/chenhagen at Segeberg, with the chalk-pits on 
it, as alſo thoſe on Herrnmuble on the Trave, and ſeveral villages. 

5. The bailiwick of Reb/xoifch, in which is 

Rebtxwiſch, a village and feat, lying on the other fide of the Drave, not 
far from Oldefloe. This place is properly a manour : with | 

The pariſh of We/enberg. | 

6. The manour of Szockſee, enjoying the ſame privileges as the above- 
mentioned manours, and added to the bailiwick of Abrensboct. The Duke 
is further proprietor of the manours of Clevetz, Peemen and Schlammien. 

II. The preat Prince's part ot the dutchy of Holſtein, being about half as 
large as that of the King's, and bringing in the Duke a revenue of 200,000 
rixdollars. This part contains 

1. The following towns: viz. 

Kiel, in Latin Kilia, or as ſome will have it called Chilonium, the capital 
of the great Prince's part of Holſtein, fituated on a bay of the Baltick. 
and having a convenient harbour. This place is well built, and contains 
a palace of the Prince's, and the ſtate colleges mentioned in the intro- 
duction are held here. Excluſive of the town church, here is alſo a 
convent church, with that of the palace for the court, and a chapel at 
St. Jurgens at the farther end of the ſuburb. Kzel has a particular conſiſtory of 
its own, from whence an appeal lies to the upper conſiſtory. The univerſity 
here was founded in 1665 by Duke Chriſtian Albert, The proſperity of 
this place is not a little promoted by the annual reſort to it, which conſiſts of 
the meetings of the nobility and perſons of wealth in Halſlein and Schlefwig, 
tor the transferring, placing out, and redemanding of their monies. This 
pecuniary intercourſe laſts eight days, and at the ſame time allo is held a 
confiderable fair, which is rung in on Twelfth day, and on the eve of 
the Purification terminated by a ſecond ringing of the ſame bell. The 
cave trium regum or'the pay days as they are called, laſt properly from 
the ſeventh to the fourteenth, but are uſually held till the ſeventeenth of 
January or St, Anthony's day. Debt-bonds and mortgages are always dated 
111 ectavis trium regum, but ſometimes on a certain day in or after them, with 
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aſſurance of repayment in the ofavis trium regum of the enſuing year. 
The town originally made uſe of the Schwerin law, but Count III. 
conferred its Lubeck rights, which in 1232 were confirmed to it by 
his ſon Adolphus IV. It was anciently one of the hanſe- towns, and the 
ſtaple likewiſe for all goods exported or imported from Denmark, an ad- 
vantage which Count John III. procured it in 1321 from Chriſtopher II. 
King of Denmark. 

Oldenburg or Altenburg, a ſmall town, fituated in Wagria, but formerly 
of greater account than at preſent. About the middle of the tenth century 
the Emperor Otho I. founded an archbiſhoprick at this place, which by 
Albert archbiſhop of Hamburg was in 1108, without the conſent of the 
Emperor Henry III. ſplit into three biſhoprics, via. into thoſe of O 
Ratzeburg and Mecklenburg. The firſt of theſe was by Duke Henry the 
Lion tranſlated to Lubeck, which tranſlation was probably reſolved upon 
in 1158; but it was not till 1164 that the preſent ſee was conſecrated. 
town was deſtroyed by the Vends about the year 1065, and again in 1160, 
fince which the like calamity has befallen it ſeveral times. In 123 5 Count 
Adolpbus IV. conferred on it Lubeck rights. : 

Neuſtadt, a ſmall town, ſituated in Wagria on the coaſts of the Baltick, 
on which it has a deep and ſpacious harbour. The caſtle here has of late 
been uſed as a place of confinement for ſtate priſoners. In the year 1293 Count 
Jobn II. confirmed this town in the enjoyment of the Lubeck rights. 

2. The following bailiwick and province: vig. 

1. The bailiwick of Kzel, lying partly in Holftein, and partly in 
Wagria, and enjoying a fertile ſoil. In it is the market-town of Brun/- 
wyck or Braunſchweig, which forms as it were a ſuburb to Kiel, with 
almoſt the whole of the parochial village of Schonkircben, and eight other 
villages, beſides ſeveral houſes in two villages and a large farm. To it 
have likewiſe been added the manours of Cronsbagen and Warleberg. 

2. The bailiwick of Bordeſholm, ſituated in Holſtein, and conſiſting of 
a delightful tract, yielding plenty of timber and other wood. In this baili- 
wick are twenty-three villages, half of which are divided into the pariſhes 
of Bordeſholm, Brugge and Flintbeck. To it likewiſe belongs the village of 
Sachſenbund on the Wilfter and certain farms. Bordeſholm, which is the ſeat 
of the bailiwick ſtands on a delightful eminence, and was formerly a 
monaſtery, which was removed hither from Neumunſter, but in 1566 was 
converted into a Gymnaſium, which falling to decay, its revenues were ap- 
propriated to the univerſity of Kzel. The pariſh church belonging to it 
is very handſome, and among many other curioſities has a chapel, in which 
are depoſited the remains of Duke Charles Frederick. In the year 1622 
a convention was made at this place between King Chriftian II. and 
Duke Frederick, 


3. The bailiwick of Neumunſter, the ſoil of which is moſtly wy 
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and full of heath, but breeds good ſheep. This bailiwick lies in Holfetn: 
and contains under it one market-town with twenty —_— and half, viz. 

Neumunſter here, is a market-town lying on the Schwale, and divided into 
the greater and the leſſer. The former of theſe was anciently called Fal- 
dera, and in it, Vicelin an Auguſtine Monk founded in 1125 a convent for 
monks and nuns of his order, which convent in 1328 or 1332 was re- 
moved to Bordeſholm. The latter bore the name of Wippendorf or Morpen- 
dirf, and in it lies the pariſh-church, to which are annexed ſeventeen 
villages and a half in the bailiwick. On the ſite of the convent is now 
built a houſe of correction. At Newnarkt is a manufacture for cloth. 

Great-Aſpe, a parochial-village, to which two of the bailiwick villages 
are annexed. 

4. The bailiwick of Oldenburg, ſituated in Vagria, and deriving its 
name from the little town above-mentioned. This bailiwick contains under 
it nine villages and four farms. The bailiwick vaſſals are at preſent ſub- 
ject to villanage. 

5. The bailiwick of Ci/mar, alſo ſituated in Wagria; the vaſſals of 
which are in the ſame ſtate with-thoſe of the former. The bailiwick- 
houſe here was anciently a Benedictine convent founded by Count Adol- 
pbus IV. in 1237. Within the bailiwick are the market-towns of Grube 
and Grombs, formerly called Grobenitæ, both which are parochial, together 
with Lenſaen a parochial-village, and Roſe/au once a manour, but now a 
farm under the direction of the bailiff. 

6. The bailiwick of Trembsbuttel, lying in Stormar, and formerly only 
a manour, which Luder Holſie, with the conſent of King Chri/tian I, and a 
proviſo of redemption alienated in 1474 to h Duke of Saxe-Lauenburg. 
In 1571 Adolphus Duke of Schleſwig and Holſtein lent money on this baili- 
wick by way of mortgage, and in 1649 in conſideration of a further ſum, 
an abſolute ceſſion of it was made to Frederick Duke of Holſtein. In it is 
the parochial-village of Barchtebeide, with that of Trembsbuttel thirteen 
other villages, and a manſion-houſe. 

7. The bailiwick of Trittau, alſo lying in Stormar. In this bailiwick. 
ace the parochial-village of Trittau, containing the bailiwick-houſe, Eck or 


Eicbede, Bargſtedt and old Kalef/tedt, with upwards of twenty other villages. 


8. The bailiwick of Rernbeck, likewiſe lying in Stormar. Reinbeck houſe 
which is the ſeat of the bailiwick, was a convent till the year 1530. 
Excluſive of the parochial-villages of Steinbeck and Sieck or Sicke, this 
bailtwick further contains twenty-three common villages, with ſeveral. 
farms and mills. | 


9. The province of North-Ditmarſh. The affairs of this province are 
under the direction of the Vorſſebers of the country, as they are called, who 
ate the Pfennigmeiſter or treaſurer, with the Kirchſpielvogte or pariſh-uſtice, 


of whom there is generally one in each pariſh, and the 1 or 
pleni- 
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plenipotentiaries, of whom each pariſh has two or three, and who are 
likewiſe ſtiled provincial and parochial plenipotentiaries. In petty proceſſes 
the Kirchſpielvogts have ſome power, but in matters of importance appli- 
cation is to be made firſt to the Landvogt, who every Saturday hears the 
parties and endeavours to adjuſt their difterences. From his ſentence the 
cauſe may be carried before the whole court, which conſiſts of the Land- 
vogt, the recorder, and all the Nirchſpielvegts, and from theſe a further 
appeal lies to the great Prince's chancery at Kze/, but the court is divided 
into that of Lunden and Heyde, being held at thoſe two places. The 
diſtrict belonging to each court contains its own particular villages. Each 
likewiſe has its own recorder, who beſides keeping the regiſter levies the 
Sovereign's revenues within his diſtrict. The under conſiſtory or Caland, as 
it is here called, meets every year alternate'y at Lunden and Heyde, and conſiſts 
of the Landvogt, the provoſt and all the clergy. The regiſter is kept in the 
hands of the recorder, We now proceed to the Xirchſpielvogtey into 
which this province is divided. | | 
1. The {rchſpiefvogtey of Lunden, contains under it 
Lunden, a market-town, lying not far trom the Eyder, and which after 
obtaining a charter in 1529, loſt it again in 1559. This place is the ſeſſions 
town for one half of Nortb-Detmarſch. To its church are annexed nine villages. 
St. Annen, a parochial-village. 
2. The Kirchſpiekvogtey of Neuenkirchen, in which lie the parochial- 
villages of Newenkirchen and Hemme. 
3. The Krirchſrefoogteys of Weſlingbubren, containing 
Weſlingbubren, a pretty-market town, having a new pariſh-church, con- 
ſecrated in 1738, and which is the handſomeſt in all the country. 
Scbulperſiel, a port of great reſort. 
4. The Kirchſpielvogtey of Buſum, once an iſland, which has gradually 
become joined to the continent. | 
5. The Kirchſpretvogtey of Heyde. The town of this name, which 
makes a very good appearance, contains a ſpacious market-place, and is 
likewiſe the ſeſſions-town for the other half of Nortb-Ditmarſch. 
6. The Kirchſpiekvogtey of Wedding/tedt. In it ſtood the ſtrong caſtle 
of Stellerburg. 
7. The Kirchſpietvegtey of Tellingſtedt, in which once ſtood Trelenburg caſtle. 
8. The Kirchſprelvegtey of Delve, which has loſt a great deal of marih- 
land by inundations. The parochial-village of Delve lies at no great dil- 
tance from the Eyger. 
9. The Kirchſpiekvogtey of Henſtedt, containing the parochial-villages 
of Henſtedt and Schlichting. 
10. The Kirchſpretvogtey of Worden, in the great Prince's department. 
III. The convents and manours held in common; among which are 


1. The Lutheran convents for ladies of noble birth, Thad 
ele 
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Theſe ate appropriated to the nobility of Holſtein and Schlefwig, foreign ladies 
being excluded from them, or if admitted it is done as a very peculiar favour, 
or by grant from the Sovereign, by virtue of the jus primariarum precum, 
which he enjoys in every convent. The foundation of 1rzehoe is under the 
direction of an abbeſs, and thoſe of Preetz and Ueterſen under a prioreſs. To 
the former is joined an orator, and to the latter provoſts, who occaſionally 
viſit the convent and ſuperintend their accounts and privileges. All theſe 
with the inferior officers of the convents, are appointed by the free choice 
of the conventualiſts, and at preſent the former are confirmed by the So- 
vereign. With reſpect to the convent themſelves, 

1. The convent of gelbe was once a Ciſtercian nunnery ſituated at 
Tvenfleth in the Kremper Marſh, which nunnery in 1263 was removed to 
Borsfleth, and before the year 1272 to the Alſtadt in [tzebve, and near 
both to Paſchburg, which is an ancient ſeat of the counte, till giving 
name to the country, and St. Lawrence's church, This foundation conſiſts 
of an abbeſs and nineteen conventualiſts. Its orator is the firſt of the 
four prelates of the dutchies of Holſtein and Schlefwig. The conventua- 
lilts live ſeparate in the town, either in houſes of their own or hired ones. 
In proceſſes their firſt application is made to the convent, though in caſes 
relative to honour, injury or equity, and exceeding two hundred Lubecł 
marks *, they appeal to the provincial-court. But in matters of ſuſpen- 
tion, diſcipline or debts, not exceeding two hundred marks no appeal is 
allowed. The firſt hearing of civil cauſes among the conventual vaſſals, 
belongs partly to the abbeſs and partly to the orator, whoſe ſentence is 
valid, unleſs an appeal be immediately moved for, but even though this 
be done, if the plantiff oppoſes the appeal, it is not allowed. The Dirg 
and Recht court is held by the Dingvogt, arbitrator and other members at 
the court. In it the arbitrator ſuperintends, and the convent recorder keeps the 
regiſter. But from hence a further appeal lies to the provincial- court. In cri- 
minal caſes the examination belongs to the inquiſition, and the fiſcal and 
attorney Carry on the trial before the penal court, which court either pro- 
nounces ſentence, or which is moſt uſually done, remits the acts. The convent 
is poſſeſſed of the advowſon of the church of St. Laurence at zehce, and 
likewiſe of thoſe of Heiligenſtedt and Norddorf. The following villages with 
the juriſdiction over them, belong ſolely to the convent: as namely, Becæ- 
borſe, Everſtorf, Ebtiſcbenwiſeb, Langwedel, Meinerſtorf, Sude, Siſſen, Ve- 
chelſiorf and Weſtermublen, but in the following it is only poſſeſſed of a part: 
viz. in Armſtedt, Aſpe, Aitenderf, Brockrege, Heerfarth, Beyderbeeck, Beyen- 
fieth, Bunzen, Edendorf, Fitzbeck, Little-Flinabecb, Gronhede, Hodorf, Hen 
ſeeat, Heiligenſtedt, Homfeld, Indien, Kellingbuſen, Neuenkirchen, Norddorf, 
Overndorf, Ottenbuttel, Poyenberg, Peiſſen, Quaremſtedt, Rebtwiſch, Kade, 
Kidders, Schonmobr, Mobrdeich, Stordorf, Weſtedt, and Miedenbeſtel. The

2. The convent of Preetz, fituated in Holſtein, on the little river Born- 
beck between Kiel and Plon, and founded about the year 1216, by Albert 
Count of Orlamunde, and in 1226 confirmed by Count Adolphus IV. 
At preſent it conſiſts of forty perſons under the direction of a prioreſs and 
provoſt. The ſenior conventualiſts have their reſpective houſes-free, whilk 
the others are obliged either to be at the charge of building or purchaſing 
of the heirs of the deceaſed ladies, or of hiring apartments of the other 
members. The conventual buildings are ſeparated from the town of 
Preetz by the above-mentioned little river, and the convent has its own 
church and paſtor. The proceſſes among the vaſſals, in the priory-villages 
as they are called, of Ratjenderf, Warnau, Babrmiſſen and Ellerbeck, which 
have been lately purchaſed by the convent, are firſt brought before the 
prioreſs, though in other reſpects the provoſt is inveſted with the juriſdiction, 
and in conjunction with the recorder of the convent, and ſome civilians 
forms the ordinary conventual court of judicature, but from this an appeal lies 
to the provincial-court. The precinct of the convent includes under it two 
hundred and ſixty- eight pflugs, which contribute to the Sovereigns, and contain 

1. The Prob/tey as it is called, lying in Vagria on the coaſts of the 
Baltick, and reaching from the entrance of the Kzelerforde eaſtward, to 
the manor of Schmol, and being on the land fide environed by the manors 
of Schmol, Salzau, Doberſtorf, Haagen and Schrevenborn. In this probſtey lies 

The pariſh of Schonberg, with the villages of Schonberg, Stackendarf, 
Krumbeck, Gaderſtorf, Hondorf, Fiefbargen, Barsbeck, Crokau and Wiſch. 

The pariſh of Haagen, with the villages of Haagen or Probfleyer, Hagen, 
Fahren, Paſſade, Prauſtorf, Lutterbeck, Broderjtorf, Laboy, Steen, and 
Wendtorf, together with 

The villages of Ratjendorf and Bentfeld, which are incorporated with 
the church of Greckau. 

2. The Walddorfern or foreſt villages lying in Holſtein, and extending 
in a chain along the Depenau Aue and Schwentin as far as Kiel. 

In the pariſh of Preetæ, in this diſtrict are the following places belong- 
ing to convents : VIZ. 

Preetz or Pretze, a town ſeparated from the convent by the Bornbect; 
together with 

The villages of Schelhorn, Wackendorf, Rayſtorf, Pobnſtorf, Sieverſtorf, 
Poſzfeld, Nettelſee, Loptien, and the large farm of Scharſtorf. 

To the pariſh of Elmſchenhagen, belong the following conventual 
villages, viz, Elmſchenhagen, Clausdorf, Ronne, one half of Garten, with 
Ellerbeck, and the manſion-houſes of Neuwubren and Kroog, as alſo the 
old decayed buildings at Schlusbeck. 

To the pariſh of Bartau, belongs the parochial-village of my 

La nalen, 
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Lanaſten, with the conventual villages of Great Barkau, Warnau, Bahr- 
mien and Honnigſee, as likewiſe the eſtate in Barkau, and at Havigbor /t. 
0-ndirf is an eſtate bequeathed to the patronage. 

The village of Taftorf, in the country of Neumun/?er, with three hufs of 
land in Gadelandt. 

3. The convent of Ueterſen lies near the market-town of Ueterſen in the 
lordſhip of Pinneberg, having been founded in 1235 by Henry of Bram/tedt, 
and by the Emperors Maximilian II. and Red iphus II. taken into the particular 
protection of the Empire. This convent conſiſts of a prioreſs and fifteen 
114/cs, with a provoſt. Such of its vaſſals as in their proceſſes will not 
2cquizice in the verdict of the provoſt or priocels appeal to t ie conventual 
Ding and Recht, from whom a further appeal lies to the Goding, and 
tom thence again to the provincial-court of judicature. The convent is 
alleſſed at twenty-eight pflugs and a half. 

2. The manours and eſtates belonging to noblemen. 

Theſe ate divided into four diſtricts : viz, 

I. In the diſtrict of 17zeboe, are the following, namely, 

1. The lordſhip of Breitenburg, which is an hereditary eſtate of the 
rounger line of the ancient and celebrated family of Ranzau, who were 
ticſt raiſed to the dignity of counts of the Empire. Detlev Count of 
Ranzau in 1669 directed that in caſe he or his deſcendents ſhould die 
without male heirs this lordihip, as well as the county of Ranzau, ſhould 
elcheat to the royal family of Denmark, and accordingly Count Cbriſtian 
Detlev of Ranzau, being in 1721 ſhot in a murderous manner, at the 
inſtigation of his brother William Adolphus, and the latter condemned for 
it to perpetual impriſonment, King Frederic IV. took poſſeſſion both of 
the county of Ranzau and the lordſhip of Breitenburg, the latter of which 
is conferred on the only ſiſter of the above-mentioned counts, named 
Catharine Hedwiga, who was married to John Frederick Count of Caſtell- 
Rudenbauſen, and her deſcendants, and thus it came to her daughter Frede- 
rica Eleencra conſort to Charles Frederick Gettlieb Count of Caſtell-Rem- 
lingen and her children. To it belongs 

The feat of Breitenburg, ſituated on the Ster about a quarter of a Ger- 
man mile from [tzeboe, which ſeat was greatly inlarged by Henry Ranzau, 
It was once fortified, and in 1627 taken by the Inperialiſis (word in hand. 
The old caſtle here is at preſent utterly fallen to ruin, but a new manſion- 
houſe has ſince been erected near it. 

Munſterdirf, a parochial-village. The Kaland of this place as it was 
once called, now forms the preſent Mun/terdorf conſiſtory, of which ſome 
account has been given under the bailiwick of Steinburg. It receives its 


name indeed from this place, but is always held where the provolt reſides, 
The parochial villages of Breitenburg and Stellau. 
Neuendorf, a manour and parochial-village ſituated in the Marſch. 
Gro/ſen- 
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Groſſenbrode, a manour and parochial- village, lying in the Baltick. 

Arfrade, a manour ſituated in the pariſh of Bornhover. 

The Paſchburg at Itzehoe and Welling : together with 

Barenfleth, belonging to the Blomes, and including under it the parochial 
village of Newenkirchen, 

3. Krummenteich, appertaining to the Barons of Meurern, and compre. 
hending under it the parochial-village of Krummenteich, with Beckbof and 
Beckland, two ſmall eſtates. 

4. Heiligenſtedt, belonging to the Blomes, and containing a part of the pa- 
rochial village of Heiligenſtedt. 

5. Beckmund, appertaining to the family of Brockdorf, and including under 
it a part alſo of the parochial-village of Heiligenſtedt. 

6. Drage, which in conjunction with Wedeldorf, was conferred by King 
Chriſtian VI. on Frederick Erneſt Marggrave of Brandenburg-Culmbach and 
Stadtholder of Holſtein and Schleſwig, on which the old caſtle here was 
pulled down, and in 1745 a ſeat built in its ſtead called Fiderichſrube. In 
this place is a ſmall chapel conſecrated in 1751. Behind the garden alſo is a 
park.

13. Borſtel, appertaining to one of the name of Buchwald, and com- 
prehending under it the parochial-village of Sw/fe/d. 

14. Jerbeck or Girisbech, belonging to one of the name of Alefeldt, with 
a beautiful pleaſure garden near it, and including likewiſe the Stegen eſtate. 

15. Schulenburg, appertaining to the Pebler.

Appendix concerning the Lordſhip of PLYVNEBERG 
and the Town of AL TOM A. 


1. The lordſhip of Pinneberg. 

The Schauenburg line of the Counts of Holſtein, Stormar and Schauen- 
(ug were proprietors of the lordſhip of Pinneberg, ſo early as the begin- 
ning of the fourteenth century. But it was wholly ſeparated from the 
county of Helſlein, when on the deceaſe of Count Adolpbus X, the laſt of 
the IVagria and Kiel line, the ſons of Count Nicolas II, and his brother 
Henry II, in conjunction with Count Orbe I. and his brother and fons 
b:came poſſeſſed both of the lordſhip and county of Schauenburg. On this 
occaſion the Schauenburg line acquired of the inheritance of the deceaſed 
Count Adslphus, the Schauenburg houſe at Hamburg, with the iſland of 
6/04, and all the iflands dependent thereon, as alſo other lands, beſides 8009 
Lubecł marks, which were bequeathed them by Count Nzce/as. In a compact 
concluded in 1640, betwixt Chr:i/tian I. and Otho II. count of Schauenburg, 
me tormer promiſed both for himſelf and ſucceſſors, that the latter and 
lus deſcendants ſhould be protected by them in the poſſeſſion of the lord- 
tap of Pinneberg. After the Holſtein lands came to be erected into a dutchy, 
tis detached part was frequently called the county of Holſtein. Ole VI. 
Count of Schauenburg dying in 1640 without male iſſue, Chriſtian IV. King 
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of Denmark took poſſeſſion of Pinneberg, and ſhared it with Frederick 111, 
Duke of Holſtein-Gottorp. Both too by the agreement of Flensburg in 1641, 
jointly paid to Elizabeth mother of the laſt count of Schauenburg, the 
ſum of 145,000 rixdollars, in conſideration of her claim to this lordſhip, 
The whole inheritance and lordſhip were divided into five parts, of which 
the King previouſly ſeized upon one in conſideration of his expences, and of 
the remaining four he obtained alſo two, and the Duke the other two, 
that is to ſay Barmſtedt and Elmeſhorn ; but the latter inſtead of receiving 
both his ſhares in the land and people, obtained only the bailiwick of 
Barmſtedt, contenting himſelf with a ſum of money from his Majeſty, in 
lieu of the Schauenburg houſe at Elmeſhorn, and the toll at Hamburg : the 
Schauenburg prebends and vicarages in the chapter of the cathedral there, 
remaining in common. Of the Schauenburg debts on the lordſhip, the 
K nz took on himſelf two thirds, and the Duke one third. In 1649 
King Frederick III. gave orders that his part of the lordſhip of Pinneberg 
ſhould not be incorporated with the Holſtein government, but continue in 
itz indepenJency, diſtin government and exemption from the impoſts 
levied in Ho/ſtein. The whole of it is under a Droſt or chief governor, 
The proceſſes of the ſubjects here are firſt tried by the country-court, 
which conſiſts of the Dingvogt or juſtitiary, and eight jurats nominated by 
the Droſt, and is held twice a year in every vogtey. From hence an appeal 
lies to the Geding, which is alſo held twice a year by a juſtitiary, aſſiſted 
by twenty-ſix jurats, who are ſelected out of all the vogteys. From this 
court likewiſe, as well as from the ſentences of the Droſt and bailiff, 
cauſes may be moved to the high-court of appeals at Pinneberg, which was 
firſt inſtituted in 1649, under the appellation of an upper bailiwick-court. 
It is held at G!uci/tad?t by thoſe members of the court of regency, in whole 
warrant it is ſpecified, and the Dr9ft of the lordſhip of Pinneberg ſits as 
preſident, if this office be likewiſe expreſſed in his commiſſion. In 1754 
it was further erected into a high criminal-court, and the Pinneberg Lan- 
droſt or diſtrit-juſtice referred to foreign lawyers. Even from this court in 
certain caſes appeals to the aulic council, and the chamber at Wetzlar zre 
allowed, but inſtances of ſuch appeals are rare. The lordſhip has a par- 
ticular under- conſiſtory of its own, which is compoſed of the Draſt, the 
provoſts of the lordſhip of Pinneberg, and thoſe of the town of Altona, 
aſſiſted by the clergy of the lordſhip. The upper conſiſtory is connected 
with the high-court of appeal. Ever fince the detachment of the lordſhip 
from Holſtein, it has conſtantly enjoyed an immunity from the imperial 
and circular taxes. In it is

town of Pinneberg on the Pinnau, with the parochial villages of Reliing 
and Ruckebrn.

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the juriſdiftion of the town of Altona, To the vogtey belong the fol- 
lowing iſlands in the Elbe, wiz. Auf der Hefe, or Kaitenhof, to the welt of 
which lie the Peute, Feddel, Grevenbef or Schrevenhsf, with Grieſenwerder 
and the Pagenſand. 

4. The vogtey of Hattesburg. The vogtey-houſe of this name was 
once a caſtle, Medel here, is a market-town containing a parochial- church. 
At this place alſo is a ferry croſs the Elbe. On an iſland in the Elbe 
ſtands Hitler ſchanze with a commandant, a ſmall garriſon and a church. 
The parochial-village of Newen/tadt. At the village of Blankeneſe is a 
ferry over the Elbe. The village of Dockenbuden is mentioned in Gretius's 
letters, who himſelf reſided there in 1632. 

5, The vogtey of Ueter/en, containing the market-town of Ueterſen, in 
which lies the convent above deſcribed. 

6. The vogtey auf der Hor/t, containing a parochial-church. 

7. The lordſhip of Hertzhorn. In 1671 King Cbriſtian V. made an 
ablolute and perpetual ſale of this lordſhip in conſideration of the ſum of 
153,480 rixdollars to Ulrich Frederick Guldenlowe, Stadtholder of Norway, 
who, in 1697 again ceded it to the King, the Landereynen of I ildniſa 
excepted. Upon this it deſcended to a r of the name of Brock- 
dorf, and then to Ortho Blomen; from whom it came to Queen Auna Sophia, 
till at length King Cbriſtian VI. reaſſumed it to himſelf. It is under the 
adminiſtration of the county of Ranzau. The vaſſals here firſt carry their 
cauſes before the Schopfengericht, which is compoſed of the Landſchulze or 
jaltitiary, and twenty-one Schopfen, and from them may be immediately re- 
moved to the high-court of appeals at Pinneberg. To it belong two vogteys, viz. 

1. The vogtey of Herzhern, which is ſeparated from the bailiwick of 
$21nburg by the little river Rhein. In the village of Herzhorn is a paro- 
chal-church. The Wildniſzlandereyn as they are called, without Gluck/tadt, 
le between the Rhine and Herzborn, and conſiſt of five hundred and 
tourteen and a half morgens of land. Of this tract the Count of Dau- 
nſetold-Laurwigen is proprietor. | 

2. The Scmmerland vogtey, conſiſting of Sommerland, Grenland, Lam- 
mrland and Druckermuble. This vogtey is incorporat:zd with Suderau in 
tne Steinburg bailiwick. 

2. The town of Altona. 

Altona, is a large town fituated in a moſt delightful country, on a high 
lore of the Elbe, and not above cannon ſhot diſtance from Hamburg. It 
belongs neither to the dutchy of Holſtein nor the lordſhip of Pinneberg. In it 
are about 3000 houſes, containing upwards of 30,000 inhabitants, with two 
Lutheran churches, and the like number for Calviniſls, namely one German, 
and one Dutch church, together with a fifth for the Calviniſi French, a ſixth 
tor Roman catholics, and two Menonite churches, excluſive of other 
kits, who are permitted the free exerciſe of their religion. The 
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Feros allo who are very numerous here have a large ſynagogue, but 
pay the ſum of 2000 ducats per annum as protection-money. The provoſt of 
this town and the lordſhip of Pinneberg, with the Lutheran town 
reacher, and the paſtor of Orzenſen, compoſe the under conſiſtory, in 
which the upper-pretident enjoys the chiet-ſeat. The Calviniſts have 1 
particular conſiſtory of their own. Here is alſo a royal Gymnaſium, to 
which the town ſchool is united. On one fide of the houſe of correction 
and work-houſe lies the anatomical theatre, beſides which here is an orphan 
and poor-houſe, with a variety of manufactures and fabrics, and three 
docks for the building of ſhips. Its trade too is far from being incon- 
ſiderable. The government of the town is veſted in an upper-prelident, 
who is nominated by the King, the burghermaſters and corporation. The 
court of appeals for Altana is held at Gluckſladt, where it meets twice a 
year immediately after that of Pinneberg, and conſiſts of the fame mem- 
bers, who with the addition of the provoſt of Altona, further compoſe the 
upper-conſiftory in that town. Among its ornaments is the mall, which 
being planted with four rows of trees forms an agreeable walk. Along 
was originally a village incorporated with the church of Oztenſen, but when 
in 1640 it came in conjunction with the lordſhip of Pinneberg, under the 
dominion of Denmark, it ſoon increaſed to a town, and in 1664 obtained 
a charter. In 1710 it loſt two hundred houſes by a conflagration, and in 
1712 was brutally ſet on fire by the Swedes. In 1714 
The parochial-village of Ortenſen was put under the juriſdiction of 
Altona, which, including the protection- money paid by the eus, brings in 
to the crown a yearly revenue of about 27,000 rixdollars. 
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The Dioceſe of HILDESHEIM. 


§. . 1 dioceſe of Hildeſbeim is to be ſeen in all the maps of the 
dutchy of Brunſwick, and there are alſo particular maps cf it. 
The firſt was that deſigned by Grgas and publiſhed by Valk and Schenk, 
which is very clear and exact, but imperfect. The ſecond was the work of 
Mr. counſellor Roſenthal, and is inſcribed to Biſhop Teſeph Clemens. This 
map is very accurate and beautiful, but at the ſame time very ſcarce, 
having never been engraven. The third we owe to Mr. Arenbold ſecte- 
tary to the Duke of Brunſwick, and this has been engraven by Hymann's 
heirs. It is an elegant and complete map if we except a few ſmall over- 
ſights in it, which may be eaſily rectified. In the Atlas of Germany it con- 
ſtitutes the one hundred and ſeventeenth. 
$. 2. The dioceſe of Hildeſteim is environed by the principalities of 
Calenberg, Welfenbuttel, Grubenhagen, Halber/tadt and Luneburg : tet mi- 
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nating likewiſe on the county of Wernigerodg. The bailiwick of Hundeſruck 
hies ſeparate from it amidſt parts of the principalities of Calenberg and 
Grubenbagen. Its greateſt extent from eaſt to weſt is about ten geogra- 
phical miles, and from north to ſouth ſomewhat above eight. 

$. 3. The greateſt part of this dioceſe conſiſts of a good foil, which is 
very fit for tillage, and yielding alſo large quantities of flax and hops, 
together with garden ſtuff, but of cattle, ſuch as horſes, beeves, ſheep and 
hogs, it affords only a ſufficiency. The ſouth part is hilly, but for the 
molt part covered with fine woods of oak, beech, ath, and birch, as con- 
taining under it a conſiderable part of the Sollingerwalde foreſt, with the Sieber: 
Berge, the Sackwalde, the Heinberg, Sundern, Hildiſheimwalde, and the 
Eſclenberg, as alſo the e, the Yordertolz, the Hamerwald, and the 
Heimerwalde; and ſuch of the mountains as are bare contiin valuable 
quarries with iron ore, in conſequence of which ſome iron foundaries 
have been built here. In this part are alſo ſome good ſalt works, but 
theſe are not ſufficient to ſupply all the demands of the dioceſe. The 
Leine traverſes the weſtern part of it, and at Rulte is joined by the 
Innerfle, which comes from Clauſthal in the foreſt of Hara. The Fuſe 
riſes below the convent of Heiningen, and runs into the principality of 
Luneburg. The Ocker which has its ſource in the principality of Gruben- 
hagen, traverſes the eaſtern part of the dioceſe, and after receiving the Ecker, 
enters the principality of Molfenbuttel. But notwithſtanding theſe rivers 
fiſh is ſcarce here. | 

$. 4. In the dioceſe are eight boroughs, with four market-towns and two 
hundred and forty-eight villages, and in the nobiliary of 1731, were rec- 
koned ſeventy-five manours, the proprietors of which are admitted into the 
aſſemblies of the nobility, and qualified for the Diet. The States of the 
country conſiſt, 1. Of the cathedral chapter. 2. Of the ſeven abbies, 
namely thoſe of the Holy-Gheft, St. Maurice, St. Michael, St. Gethard, 
St. Bartholomew at Sulze, St. Andrew and St. John, and 3. Of the nobility. 
4. Of the towns of Hildeſheim, Peina, Elze and Alfeld. The Sovereign 
alone convenes the Diets, though the chapter have frequently pretended 
that their conſent was neceſſary. Theſe Diets are generally held in the 
nobles-hall at Hildeſbeim, and in the beginning of the new year. They 
are opened by the Biſhop's chancellor, and a Secretary reads over his pro- 
poſals, on which each claſs return thanks to the perſon of its Syndic, with 
an aſſurance that the propoſals ſhall be taken into conſideration and a 
proper anſwer returned. After this the deputies of each claſs lay the pro- 
poſals before, and then a general reſolution is formed. 

$. 5. At the time of the Reformation the greateſt part of the biſhopric 
belonged to Brunſwick-Luneburg, who after taking it from Biſhop Jh, 
when under the ban of the Empire, obtained the inveſtiture of it, Though 
theſe Dukes were ſo far from promoting the Reformation in theſe parts, 
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that they obſtructed it to the utmoſt of their power; yet almoſt the whole 
country ſoon made open profeſſion of Lutheran;/m. The leſſer ſee did the 
like, and the Biſhops granted the vaſſals freedom of religion, but in the 
beginning of the thirty vears war, the Lutheran miniſters were driven out of 
the leſſer biſhopric of Z:/deſberm, and the Lutheran churches in the greater az 
much oppreſſed, but the Dukes of Brunfwick and Luneburg, having by a 
convention in 1643, ceded the latter to the Biſhop, it was ſtipulated that the 
Lutherans ſhould at certain times, and under certain limitations enjoy the 
tree exerciſe of their religion; but during the tranſactions of the treaty of 
We:/?ptalia, they endeavoured to procure a formal abolition of the diſadvan- 
tageous part of this convention, that their religious freedom in conſequence 
thereof might be ſettled on a fure and laſting footing, and they themſelves 
enjoy the ſame rights, with the other Lutheran ſubjects of catholic So- 
vereigns : which ends they at length effected. All the convents were left 
to the Roman catholics, but they were totally deprived of the joint exerciſe 
of religion in thoſe places, where in 1624 Lutheraniſm alone had been 
uſed. All this was ratifred in 1651 by a decree of the conliſtory, and 
again by the act of 1711. Of the Lutheran religion are all the towns, 
with the greateſt part of the nobility, and moſt of the villages, but on 
the other hand, the Sovereign, with the cathedral chapter, the convent, 
almoſt all the epiſcopal officers, a part of the nobility, and many perſons 
both in the towns, and country are Roman catholics. The leſſer biſhopric, as it 
is called, has no Lutheran ſuperintendency, whereas in the greater there are 
no leſs than four, namely thoſe of Alfeld, Bokenem, Himſtedt and Fer- 


ſedt. The town of Hildeſbeim has a particular ſuperintendency of its own. 


$. 6. The principal Latin ſchool here is the town Gymna/ium of Hildeſheim. 
Of manufactures and fabrics, this dioceſe has but few, and theſe of ordi- 
nary cloth, good linen, worſted ſtockings, a coarſe porcelain, with all 
kinds of iron wares. Its exports are corn, wood, hops, wool, hogs, rams, 
thread, linen and falt. 

$. 7. The biſhopric of Hilaeſbeim was founded in 822, by the Emperor 
Charlemain. Biſhop Bernhard I. added to it Winzenburg, Jebn I. Peina, 
Sigfrid II Daſſel, Otbo II. Woldenberg and Henry III. Schladen. In 1519 
Bilhop John began the Hildeſbeim Felde or war, by attacking with an

F. 8. The arms of this ſee are party per pale ruby and pearl. In the 
Di:t the Biſhop of Hilagſteim fits among the ſpiritual Princes between the 
Bithops of Augsburg and Paderborn, and in the Diet of Lewwer-Saxony, fits 
likewiſe and votes among the Princes. His matricular aſſeſſment according 
to the former appurtenances of the biſhopric was eighteen horſe, and 
cighty foot or five hundred and thirty-ſix florins, but of this the principality 
of Calenberg pays fafty-three florins, and that of Molfenbuttel tour florins, one 
er. fix pfennings. To the chamber at JYetzlar the ſee pays leventy-two rix- 
dollars, thirty-eight kruitzers and three fourths, and for the lands wreſted 
from it, the ſingle payment of the Elector is rated at two rixdollars, twenty- 
five kruitzers and a half. 

$. 9. The cathedral chapter conſiſts of forty-two members, who elect 
the Biſhop, and on a vacancy of the ſee take the reigns of government into 
their own hands. The chapter is allo the firſt ſtate of the dioceſe, and is 
poſſeſſed of very conſiderable revenues. | 

$. 10. Belonging to the ſee of Hildeſheim are four hereditary offices of 
State.

The chancellor of the regency, or in his abſence a ſtate counſellor, reprelents 
the Sovereign, and is poſſeſſed of the firſt ſeat and voice in it, but is not 
to ſtyle himſelf a confiſtorial preſident. His vote likewiſe does not extend 
to Certain caſes, in which on account of the difference of religion, he 
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that they obſtructed it to the utmoſt of their power; yet almoſt the whole 
country ſoon made open profeſſion of Lutheran;/m. The leſſer ſee did the 
like, and the Biſhops granted the vaſſals freedom of religion, but in the 
beginning of the thirty vears war, the Lutheran miniſters were driven out of 
the leſſer biſhopric of F:/d:ſberm, and the Lutheran churches in the greater az 
much oppreſſed, but the Dukes of Brunſwick and Luneburg, having by a 
convention in 1643, ceded the latter to the Biſhop, it was ſtipulated that the 
Lutherans ſhould at certain times, and under certain limitations enjoy the 
tree exerciſe of their religion; but during the tranſactions of the treaty of 
We/phalia, they endeavoured to procure a formal abolition of the diſadvan- 
tagecous part of this convention, that their religious freedom in conſequence 
thereof might be ſettled on a fure and laſting footing, and they themſelves 
enjoy the ſame rights, with the other Lutheran ſubjects of catholic So- 
vereigns : which ends they at length effected. All the convents were left 
to the Roman catholics, but they were totally deprived of the joint exerciſe 
of religion in thoſe places, where in 1624 Lutherani/m alone had been 
uſed. All this was ratifted in 1651 by a decree of the conſiſtory, and 
again by the act of 1711. Of the Lutheran religion ace all the towns, 
with the greateſt part of the nobility, and moſt of the villages, but on 
the other hand, the Sovereign, with the cathedral chapter, the convent, 
almoſt all the epiſcopal officers, a part of the nobility, and many perſons 
both in the towns, and country are Roman catholics. The leſſer biſhopric, as it 
is called, has no Lutheran ſuperintendency, whereas in the greater there are 
no leſs than four, namely thoſe of Alfeld, Bokenem, Himſtedt and Fer- 


ftedt. The town of Hildeſbeim has a particular ſuperintendency of its own, 


$. 6. The principal Latin ſchool here is the town Gymnaſum of Hildeſheim. 
Of manufactures and fabrics, this dioceſe has but few, and theſe of ordi- 
nary cloth, good linen, worſted ſtockings, a coarſe porcelain, with all 
kinds of iron wares. Its exports are corn, wood, hops, wool, hogs, rams, 
thread, linen and ſalt. | 

$. 7. The biſhopric of Hildeſheim was founded in 822, by the Emperor 
Charlemain. Biſhop Bernhard I. added to it Winzenburg, Jebn I. Peina, 


Sigfrid Il. Daſſel, Ortho II. Woldenberg and Henry III. Schladen. In 1519 


Biſhop Jobn began the Hildeſbeim Febde or war, by attacking with an 
armed force the Dukes of Brunſwick and Luneburg of the Old Molfenbuttel 
and Calenberg line, but in 1521 the Emperor putting him under the ban, 
the dukes took the beſt part of his biſhopric from him, leaving him only the 
cathedral, with the bailiwicks of Steuerwald, Marienburg and Peina, which 
were confirmed to him at the convention of Quedlinburg in 1523, under 
the title of the leſſer biſhopric. The dukes of Brunſwick remained in 
poſſeſſion of the larger biſhopric till 1643, but in that year Biſhop Ferdinand by 
virtue of a compact recovered the greateſt part of it, the dukes of Brunſwicł 
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Zell line, together with the bailiwick of Zutter on the Barenberg, afterwards 
given to the Wolfenbuttel line, and the bailiwicks of Coldingen and WW: /ter- 
þ;fen, which were incorporated with the principality of Calenberg, though 
they are all held as fiefs of the biſhopric of Hildeſteim.

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cannot act as judge. The confiſtory is uſually held but eight times a 
year. Its juriſdiction purſuant to the above-mentioned conſiſtorial con- 
vention includes the whole biſhopric, together with the bailiwicks of 
Peina and Steuerwald belonging to the leſſer biſhopric, though the latter 
is diſputed by the bailiwick- office. The town of Hildeſbeim has a con- 
ſiſtory of its own. A 

$. 12. The epiſcopal revenues here are under the direction of the treaſury, 
and ariſe from the demeſnes and regalia, excluſive of the ſums annually 
granted by the Diet. Here is alſo a tax-office for the country, into which 
are paid the contributions, with the land, meaſure, ſheep and village taxes, &c, 

$. 13. The whole military force of this ſee conſiſts of one company of 
foot, as a garriſon to the town of Peina and a few troopers. 

§. 14. The dioceſe contains the following parts: viz. 

1. The town of Hilaeſbeim. 

Hildeſheim, in Latin Hildefia, and by ſome called Bennopolis, though more 
anciently Hi/deneſlLeim, is the capital of the dioceſe and ſtands on a rugged 
declivity near the Innerſte. It is pretty large but old faſhioned and itre- 
gular, and conſiſts of the old and new town, which in 1583 were united; 
as allo of the liberty, under the juriſdiction of the cathedral chapter. The 
magiſtracy together with the greateſt part of the burghers are Lutherans, 
but the reſt Roman catholics. The cathedral belonging to the latter, be- 
fides its fine paintings is richly ornamented, and among its antiquities is 
the idol Irmenſul, which ſtands fronting the grand choir. Over the croſs- 
way is the nobility's hall, which is finely painted in freſco and the 
place where the Diet is opened, together with the chapter room, the 
treaſury and a library. Near the cathedral ſtands the chancery, which 
was once the reſidence of the Biſhop, but at preſent of the Stadtholder. 
The cathedral yard, where ſeveral of the canons have their dwellings, is 
planted with rows of trees, On the ſame place alſo ſtands the Jeſuits college, 
which excluſive of other ornaments, is remarkable for its fine hall. 
The Gymnaſium belonging to it conſiſts of nine clafſes. Hzly-crofs abbey is alſo a 
ſtately edifice, having a ſplendid church. St. Mictael and St. Gothard are 
both convents of Benedicthine Monks. At Hild:ſheim alſo is a Cartbuſſan 
monaſtery, with another for capuchins and two nunneries. The collegiate 
church of St. John was taken down in 1547, and the canons of it at 
preſent are incorporated with the cathedral. The Lutherans are poſſeſſed 
of eight parochial churches, of which the principal is that of St. Andrew in 
the Old- toun, where likewiſe reſides the town ſuperintendent, and in which 
part alſo lies the Gymnaſium Andreanum, being a large elegant. ſtructure 
erected by Peter Timpe, and contain a on library which was conſiderably 
increaſed by a legacy of Dr. Gerbe. This church was once collegiate, but 
in 1542, on its being ceded to the Lutherans, the deans and canons were 
removed to the Liberty, where they tilt reſide and hold their meetings 
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every year, but never enter the choir. The Latin ſchool of St. Lambert 
has only four maſters belonging to it. The Jeus likewiſe have their ſy- 
nagogue. Though in 1583 the Neuſtadt was united to the town of Hilde- 
ein, now called the A/z/tad?, yet each retains its own council, which is 
choſen by the burghery at the beginning of every year, and conſiſts of 
two orders. The Samtrath or joint council, which ſuperintends affairs 
relating to the two towns, is compoſed of the magiſtrates of -both. 
Each of theſe magiſtracies is poſſeſſed of the civil and criminal juriſdiction. 
From the corporation of A//adt appeals lie either to the regencies Kanzley 
or the Hofgericht, and from that of the Næuſtadt, firſt to the cathedral, and 
then to the epiſcopal court. The town of Hildeſbeim has alſo its own 
conſiſtory, in which the Syndic of the two towns preſides. The aſſeſſors 
here are the ſuperintendent aſſiſted by two of the A//tad? miniſters, one of 
the Neu/tadt, the two ſenior A//tadt counſellors, and the ſenior counſellor 
of the Neuſtadt. The regiſter is kept by the town-clerk of the A//aat. 
Hild:ſheim was the capital of Henry the Lion, and the electoral houſe of 
Brunſwick-Luneburg has ſtill the hereditary patronage of it, and keeps a 
company of foot here, but theſe are maintained by the corporation. The 
town acknowledges the Biſhop for its Sovereign, but does no homage to 
him, whereas the New/tadt does homage to the provoſt of the cathedral. 
In the taxes to the Empire and Circle the town pays one third of the 
third part of the ſum raiſed by the whole dioceſe. The magiſtracy impoſes 
and collects the duties, and applies them likewiſe to the public uſes, makes 
edicts and iſſues ordinances, &c. It was anciently one of the anſcatic towns. 
The calamities it ſuffered by war in 1632 and 1634, in both which years 
it was ſeverely beſieged and taken, have been of irreparable prejudice to it. 
At a ſmall diſtance from Hildeſteim eaſtward lies the Augu/tine abbey of 
St, Bartbolomew of Sulze (fo called from a falt-ſpring formerly there) and 
on a hill to the weſtward ſtands the rich abbey of St. Maurice. On the 
tide of this mountain once ſtood a caſtle called Benneburg, and at the foot 
of it Dammflecken, both which were demoliſhed in 1339 by the burghers 
of Hildeſheim. 

JI Of the leſſer dioceſe, in which is 
i. Peina, a town, ſituated in a marſhy country on the Fuſe, and for- 
merly reckoned among the fortreſſes. The greateſt part of the inhabi- 
tants here are Lutherans. The patronage of the Lutheran town and parochial 
church is lodged in the Biſhop. Its garriſon conſiſts of one company of 
foot, who are in the Biſhop's pay. In a corner of the town ſtands the 
epiſcopal palace, with a Capuchin convent, and near them is a ſuburb called 
the Damm, which is chiefly inhabited by ſhopkeepers and Fews. The town 
enjoys both the high and low juriſdiction, and has a ſeat alſo in the Diet. 
What is written of an ancient county of Peina, and of counts bearing the title 
of it, proceeded from a miſapprehenſion of the ſenſe of the word Comecie. 
Burchard 
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Burchard of Wolfenbuttel and his ſons, in an inſtrument of 1258, acknow. 
ledged to have received one half of the town of Peina, together with the 
Comitia or the juriſdiction thereof, as a fief from the Biſhop and church of 
Hildeſbei m. The church family of Wolfenbuttel for ſome time ſtiled themſelves 
from this town, The Advocatus de Peina of whom mention is made, was 
very probably poſſeſſed of the adminiſtration of the bailiwick of Peira, and 
for this reaſon might ſometimes be termed count. In 1523 the town held 
out a ſiege, but in 1711 was taken without any difficulty, by the Elector 
of Brunſwick's troops. | 

2. The following bailiwicks belonging to the Prince, vis. 

1. The bailiwick of Peina, confiſting for the molt part of a plain, re- 
markably fertile in grain, and containing alſo a large common called the 
lange Wieſe. In this bailiwick lie 

Great-Solſche and Hohen-Hameln, two Lutheran parochial villages, which 
are the beſt livings in the whole dioceſe, together with 

Roſenthal, in Latin Reſarum vallis, a village containing a Lutheran 
pariſh-church, and once fortified. 

2. The bailiwick of Steuerwald, in which is 

Steuerwald, the bailiwick-houſe, ſituated on the Innerſte. This place 
was originally a palace, built in 1312, by Biſhop Sigfrid. 

Himmelſthar, anciently called Himdiſduri, Himedeſdore, &c. a village 
ſituated in a pleaſant country at the foot of the hill of Krela. At this 
place formerly was a favourite ſeat of Biſhop Fodocus Edmund. 

Eſcberde, a Benedictine nunnery poſſeſſed of the patronage of the pariſh 
church of Great-Eſcherde : together with 

Dingler, a village, where in 1366 a battle was fought between Biſhop 
Gerhard and Magrus Duke of Brunſwick. 

3. The Domprobſtey, which is a diſtrict of nine villages under the juril- 
diction of the provoſt of the cathedral, as namely Great-Algermiſſen, Alje!, 
1:zum or Jem, near the laſt of which lies the paſs of ner. 

4. The bailiwick of Marienburg, containing ten villages - belonging to 
the chapter. The baliwick-houſe in it, which is called Marienburg, ſtands 
on the Innerſte, and was built in 1349 by Biſhop Henry, the citizens cf 
the Allſtadt at Hildeſheim alſo contributing towards it. Among the villages 
here are Ochterſen, Barrienrode, Detfurt an der Lamme, &c. 

5. The following eſtates and juriſdictions belonging to nobles and 
qualifying for the Diet. | 

1. Without the gate at Peina, which leads to Brunſwick, is a fine eſtate 
of Baron Schwicheld, called the Marſcbalſbof, on account of its being 
enjoyed by him as hereditary marſhal of the ſee. To its eſtate belongs the 
parochial- village of little Z/e or 1/ede. ; 

2. Schꝛoicheld, a manour and parochial-village, the patronage of which 
is veſted in St. Gothard's abbey at Hildeſteim. This manour gave name . 

the 
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the Schwicheld family, but was wreſted from them in the war of the fifteenth 
century by the Dukes of Brunſwick and Luneburg, and ſold to the Obergs, 
who are its preſent proprietors. 

3. Oberg, a manour and parochial-village from which the family of that 
name, were firſt called, 

4. Gadenſtedt, a large 1 having three manours, and both 
belonging and giving name to the Gaden/tedts. 

5. Great-Iſſe or Tiſede, a manour and village appertaining to the Gadenfed?s: 

6. Eguord, a manour and parochial-village the property of the Barons 
of Hammer/tein. 

Oedelem or Oeblen, a manour in a village of the ſame name, belonging 
to the Konig family, but the living of which is in the gifts of the abbey of 
Lockum in the principality of Calenberg. 

8. Netlingen, a manour and parochial-village of the Salders, but ar 
preſent mortgaged to the Woberjnau family. 

. Kemme, a manour and parochial-village belonging to the Cramms. 

10. Wendhauſen, a manour and parochial- village, which are the property 
of the Weybens. _ | 

11. Rautenberg, a manour of Baron Frenz, ſituated in the village of 
the like name, the patronage and ſudicium cenſiticum of which is veſted in 
the abbey of Ganderſteim. 

12. Ding-Elve, anciently called Elvede, a manour and village belonging 
to the Veltbeims, as being annexed to their hereditary poſt of cup-bearer, 

13. The Rautenberg, eſtates appertaining to the Barons Frenz. 

III. Of the larger dioceſe, in which are 

1. The following Diet towns : namely 

1. Alfeld, a town, ſituated on the Leine, which after running through 
the town, receives into it the VNarne. To the benefice of the town church, 
the advowſon of which belongs to the Elector of Brunſwick by virtue of the 
convent of Marienrode, is uſually added a ſuperintendency, and the dignity 
of a conſiſtorial counſe'lor, and the ſuperintendent thereof bears likewiſe 
the title of general tuperintendent. The magiſtracy are poſſeſſed both of the 
lower and upper juriſdiction. In the church-yard without the Holger gate 
the council and lords of Steinberg annually hold a provincial court, as alſo 
another under the lime trees without the Leine gate. From this town is 
originated the noble family of A feld, which (till flouriſhes in Ho//ern. 

2. Elze, anciently called Aulica, a ſmall town, fituated on the Saale, 
which at a ſmall diſtance from hence joins the Leine. This town is poſ- 
ſeſſed both of the high and low juriſdiction, The Bockes of Mulfingen 
ave a manour here qualifying for the Diet, and within the precinct of this 
mauour enjoy alſo the low juriſdiction. Elze has frequently ſuffered by fire, 
particularly of late. 1692, 1706, 1708, 1734 and 1743. The Emperor 


Charles the Great had a palace here, and in 1706 made it his head-quarters. 
3. Bekenem, 
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3. Bokenem, a ſmall town, the magiſtracy of which is poſſeſſed of the 
upper and lower juriſdiction. The benefice here belongs to the Elector of 
runſwick, it having been ceded to him by the convent, and to it is generall 
annexed a ſuperintendency, with the dignity of conſiſtorial counſellor, the 
ſuperintendent of which is ſtyled a general ſuperintendent. The Cramms 

are poſſeſſed at this place of a manour admitting to the Diet. 

2. The following bailiwicks belonging to the Sovereign: wiz. 

1. The bailiwick of Rubte, ſituated on the Leine and Innerfte. In this 
bailiwick is | 

Rubte, a beautiful ſeat lying at the conſtux of the Inner/e and Leine, and 
ſerving for the bailiwick-houſe. 

Sarſtedt, a ſmall town, ſeated on the Innerſte, and in which Baron 
Weichs is poſſeſſed of a manour qualifying to the Diet. 

2. The bailiwick of Poppenburg, ſituated on the Leine, and formerly 
a lordſhip, which by Biſhop Ozho was annexed to the dioceſe. The baili- 
wick-houſe of this name ſtands on the Leine. In this diſtri. alſo lie the 
parochial-villages of Burg and Nord-Stemmen, together with that of Heyer- 
en, at the laſt of which is a falt-ſpring belonging to the Brabes, as alſo 
the village of Meble, having a Pruſſian poſt-ſtage, and near it Hikewiſe is a 
hill containing coal mines. 

3. The bailiwick of Gronau, comprehending under it 

Gronau, a ſmall town, fituated on the Leine, and containing a Dominican 
convent, with five manours 2 for the Diet, of which two belong 


to the Bockes of Wulffingen, one to the Bennigſens, one to the Engelbrecht:, 
and a fifth to the Campens : together with 


Eberholtenſen, a parochial-village. 

4. The bailiwick of Minzenburg, ſituated on the Leine, and being the 
largeſt in the whole biſhopric. This bailiwick is full of hills, of which 
thoſe called the Siebenberge are the principal. It yields good hops, but the 
principal advantages of the inhabitants are derived from their woods. That 
Winzenburg was anciently a county has not been proved, but it is certain 
that the wealthy Count Hermann the Younger, whole great grandfather was 
a Bavarian Prince, reſided in the now ruined mountain caſtle of Winzen- 
burg, which gave name to the bailiwick. In 1151 this count and his 
ſpouſe were both murdered, and leaving no heirs behind them, the caſtle 
fell to the biſhopric as a vacant fief. The moſt remarkable places in it are, 

Lamſpringe, a market-town, ſituated on the Lamme, which has it ſource 
in the garden of the Engliſh Benedictine ſeminary here. Its abbot is 
poſſeſſed of the lower juriſdiction in the town, and is likewiſe patron of 
the Lutheran church. 

Freden houſe an epiſcopal farm lying on the Leine, above which for- 
merly ſtood the ſtrong mountain caſtle of Freyden, together with 

Seble, a parochial-village. 


5. The 
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5. The bailiwick of Bilderlab, fo called from Bilderlah the bailiwick- 
houſe, above which on Hever hill formerly ſtood Moldenſtein caſtle, 


which was raſed in 1522 by the Duke of Brunſwick. This bailiwick - 


belonged to a line of the Counts of Woldenberg. Dablum or Dalem a 
village in it, is an ancient place, and Great-Rubden contains a ſalt- work. 

6. The bailiwick of Moldenberg, ſituated on the Trner/te, and anciently 
belonging to the counts of Woldenberg. This bailiwick was united to the 
dioceſe by Biſhop Osho the laſt count of that houſe, and in it lies 

The old ſeat and bailiwick-houſe of Woldenberg, which is fituated on a 
lofty eminence : together with | 

Derenburg, a convent of Ciſtercian monks, 

7. The bailiwick of Liebenburg, which lies on the Innerfle, and is of 
conſiderable extent. The moſt remarkable places in this bailiwick are 

Liebenburg, formerly called Levenborch, a new ſeat ſtanding in a pleaſant 
country, and anciently ſerving for a caſtle. 

Slzliebenhall, a market-town, containing a pretty good ſalt- work, and 
belonging to the houſe of Brunſwick-Luneburg. 

Jerſtedt, a parochial-village, which is the ſeat of the ſuperintendent. 

Ringelheim, alſo called Ringelen, and Ringeln, a convent of Benedictine 
Monks, with a village annexed to it, ſituated on the Iunerſte. This con- 
vent was originally a nunnery founded about the years 919 or 921. 

Graubef or S. Georg Khloſter, and Richenberg all convents of regular 
Auguſtines, ſituated near Goſzlar : together with 

Heiningen and Dorſted!, two nunneries, having villages annexed to them. 

8. The bailiwick of Schladen, lying on the Ocker. This bailiwick for- 
merly belonged to the counts of Schladen, on the failure of whom, Biſhop 
Henry III. in 1345 annexed it to the ſee. The old caſtle of Schladen 
ſtood near Oblendorf, but the preſent village of Schladen, in which alſo is 
the bailiwick-houſe, lies on a little river, which below it runs into the Octer. 

To the parochial-village of Burgtorf belongs the Feldmark or territory of 
Warle, a ruined village, where according to the convincing proofs 
adduced in the eleventh and twentieth piece of the Hanoverian memoirs of 
literature of 1751, ſtood Werla, a palatine town of the Emperors, in which 
reſided the Kings and Emperors Henry I, Oths I, II, and III, together 
with Henry II. and Conrad I. Aſſemblies of the Empire have alſo been 
convened here, and in this place likewiſe reſided the Dukes of Saxony of 
the Billung houſe, and the Saxon Princes and States uſed to hold their 
conſultations here, for the election of a King. Burgtorf probably bears the 
name of this burgh, which is now no longer in being. In 1086 after its 
demolition, the Emperor Henry IV. conferred it, together with Gitter and 
Inmenrode two villages annexed to it, on the fee of Hildeſheim. The 
lords of Burgtorf held a part of the lands belonging to the palatine of 
Werla, as a fief of the Empire. Ia this tract is 
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Orum, anciently called Orchem, a parochial- village ſituated on the Octer. 

9. The bailiwick of Vienenburg, alſo lying on the Ocker. The on 
villages belonging to this bailiwick are Vienenburg, and Lochtum in each of 
which the Konig family are poſſeſſed of an eſtate qualifying for the Diet, 
and even the bailiwick itſelf is mortgaged to them. 

10. The bailiwick of Hundeſruck, which is ſeparated from the others 
and environed by certain diſtricts of the principalities of Calenberg and 
Grubenhagen. It forms a part alſo of the county of the now extin counts 
of Daſſel, who from its ſituation, in the raub or rugged foreſt of Sollin- 
ger were alſo ſtiled Raugrafen. The county itſelf belongs to the dutchy on 
the Meſer, and thus in conjunction with the inheritance of Norghein, 
eſcheated to the Melpbo family; but the counts, eſpecially on Henry the 
Lion's being put under the ban, endeavoured to free themſelves from 
menial tenure. . Count Simon of Daſſel, the laſt of his family, in the be- 
ginning of the fourteenth century fold Sigfrid Biſhop of Hildeftein 
the laſt remains of his patrimony, that is to ſay Hundeſruck ſeat and the 
the town of Daſſel; and in 1310 this purchaſe was confirmed by the 
Emperor Henry VII. The moſt remarkable places here are 

Hundeſruck, or the Dogsback, the bailiwick-houſe, ſeated on a high rock, 
and not far alſo from it ſtood the caſtle of the ſame name. 

Daſſel, a ſmall town, ſeated in a deep vale on the Spoling, which near 
it diſcharges itſelf into the Ie. At this place are two manours qualifying 
for the Diet, one of which belongs to the Rauſchenplats, and the other to 
the Hacks. 

Mark Oldendorf, a market-town, ſeparated by the 7me from the village 
of Oldendorf. The parochial-church for both theſe places ſtands in the 
latter, but the former has alſo a chapel. The benefice and deanery here 
are in the gift of the Elector of Brunſwick, as provoſt of St. Alexander's 
abbey at Einbeck. 

3. The following bailiwicks belonging to the cathedral chapter: viz. 

1. The bailiwick of Steinbrucꝶ, ſituated on the Fuſe, and containing the 
bailiwick-houſe of the ſame name. In the year 1388 Biſhop Gerhard, 
erected a ſeat at this place. Hoben- Eggelſen is a large parochial-village with 
two churches in it, and Great-Himſtedt another parochial-village here, is 
the ſeat of a ſuperintendency. | | 

2. The bailiwick of Miedelab, lying on the Ocker and Ecker. IWiedelah 
the bailiwick-houſe fronts the former of theſe ſtreams. In this bailiwick 


lies Moltingerode, a Ciſtercian nunnery founded out of an old ſeat of the 
counts of Woldenberg. 


4. The following eſtates and juriſdiftions : namel 


1. Gleidingen, ſituated in the parochial-village of that name, and belong- 
ing to the Redens. 


2. Bledelem, lying in the parochial-village of the ſame name, and apper- 
taining to the Bulous. | 3. Bolzun, 
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3. Bolzum, having its ſeat in the parochial-village of that name, and 
belonging to Baron Frenz. 

4. Lobke, the property of the Metternichts. 

5. Reden, two eſtates fituated in the parochial-village of the ſame name, 
and belonging to the Redens. 

6. Bruggen, with a parochial-village on the Leine, appertaining to the 
Steinbergs, who are poſſeſſed of a moſt beautiful ſeat at this place. 

7. Wiſpenſtein, allo containing a parochial-village, and belonging to the 
Steinbergs, who are likewiſe proprietors of Horſum another parochial- 
village here. . 

8. Sals Detfurt, a market-town and manſion ot the Steinberg family, 
having good falt-works. | 

9. Harbarnſen, alſobelonging to the Steinbergs, and including under it Netze. 

10. Wrisbergholtenſen or Wrisbergholzen, having its ſcat in the parochial- 
village of the ſame name, and belonging to Baron Mrisberg, who has a 
fine villa at this place. 

11. Weſtelm, alſo belonging to Baron Mrisberg. 

12. Sellenſtedt, having its ſeat in the parochial-village of that name, 
likewiſe the property of the above Baron. 

13. Dot2um, appertaining to the Bennigſen family. 

14. Almſtedt, having a parochial-village belonging to the Rhodens. 

15. Mebrſtedt, containing a parochial-village, which is the property of 
the Stoplers. | 

16. Sack, having a parochial-village belonging to the baronneſs of Kzeper. 

17. Meimerbauſen, containing a parochial-village, which is the property 
of the Konig family. 

18. Armenſul, having its ſeat in the village of that name, and belonging 
to the Wrisbergs. | 

19, Great Heerde, having its ſeat in the parochial-village of the lik 
name, appertaining to the Sorrent. | 

20, Hennekenrode, ſituated in the village of that name, and being the 
property of the Buchholz family. 

21. Walmoden, which, together with the two eſtates of Heinde and Honrode, 
the villages of Old and New-Walmoden, Heinde, Liſtringen and Honrode 
belongs to the Walmodens. 

22, Lech/tedt, containing a parochial-village, and | 

23. Binder, alſo having a parochial- village; both belonging to the Szoplers. 

24. Soder, appertaining to the Brabeck family, which has a moſt elegant 
ſeat at this place. 

25. Steinlah, ſituated in the parochial-village of that name, and belong- 
ing to the Hauſz. 

26. Kmeſtedt, three eſtates lying in the village of the like name, and 
appertaining to the Knieſtedt family. The hill at the foot of which the 
village lies yields fine iſing-glaſs. 8

27. Hlacbs- Stoctbeim, containing a parochial: village, and belonging to 
the Schwichelds. This place is allo noted for the goodneſs of its flax. 

28. Eaſft-Lutter, belonging to the Schwicbelas. 

29. The commandery of Weddingen or Weddie, which is annexed to the 
Saxon grand-maſterſhip of the Teutonick order. This commandery was 
originally founded at Go/z/ar in 1227, but on the acquiſition of a conſider- 
able tract of land about Weddingen in 1297, 1298, and the following years, 
was removed to this place. Its church is annexed to the parochial- 
church of Beuchte, of which the commander enjoys the patronage. 

30. Webra or Werder, belonging to the Steinbergs. 

31. Hoppenſen, appertaining to the Daſſe/s. This manour lies in the 
parochial-village of that name, which forms a part of the Erichsburg in 
the principality of Calenberg. 

32. Friderichſbauſen, ſituated in the bailiwick of Hundeſruck, and be- 
longing to the Garmſſen family. 

33. Garmſſen, lying in the bailiwick of Steinbrucb, and alſo belonging 
to the Garmſſens, who enjoy the gift of the living alternately with the 
pariſhioners. 5 

34. Abrbergen, appertaining to the Schilleren family. 8 

35. Olber, the property of the Cramms : together with 

36. The manours of Banteln, Bodenburg, Brunkenſen, Esbect, Limmer, 
Nienhagen and Reſzing, having all their appurtenances in this country, on 
account whereof they are reckoned among its nobility, though they 
themſelves lie in the principalities of Calenberg and Wolfenbuttel.

The Dutchy of SAXE-LAUENBURG. 


§. 1. Or the dutchy of Lauenburg, the younger Hamann publiſhed a 

map in 1729, which is in many points juſt, but its errors and 
imperfections amount to a greater number, and the bailiwick of Steinbcr/! 
in particular is omitted in it. 

F. 2. This dutchy is environed by that of Holſtein, the dioceſe of Lubeck, 
the territory of the city thereof, the principality of Ratzeburg, the dutchies 
of Mecklenburg and Luneburg, and the Vier-Landen or four countries, as they 
are called, and belongs jointly to the cities of Hamburg and Lubeck. 

§. 3. The fac: of the country is for the moſt part level, and the foil 
according to its different goodneſs divided into wheat-land, barley-land, 
ſand-land and heath. In general it requires much labour to yield five or ſix 
fold. It produces however large quantities of flax. Great advantages allo 
are made of its woods, and the maſtage of the oak and beech here, in good 
ſeaſons turns to a conſiderable account. It affords allo turf. Graſery es

here ſo well that the Hollanderyen, as they are called, obtain in moſt noble. 
men's in like manner eſtates as in Holſtein and Mecklenburg. The Hollander or 
cattle farmer pays five or ſix rixdollars per annum for each cow. A conſiderable 
tract of the dutchy lies on the Elbe. The Bille forms the limits between this 
country and Holſtein, and near Hamburg joins the Elbe. The Steckenitz 
unites the Elbe and Trave, and by means of fluices has been rendered 
navigable. This river is properly called Secknitz only from Mollen to 
Lubeck, and on the other hand from Mollen to Lauenburg, the Delvenau, 
which is formed by the junction of the rivulets of Steinau and Lina. 
The Wackenitz iſſues out of Ratzeburg lake, being alſo navigable, and at 
Lubeck enters the Trave. The w_ lakes here, are thoſe of Ratzeburg 
and Schall, of which latter the northern point belongs to the principality of 
Ratzeburg, and the ſouthern to the dutchy of the Schwerin. Both the 
lakes and rivers here abound in variety of fiſh. 

$. 4. In the whole dutchy are three borouhgs, one market-town, and about 
zb, ooo ſouls. The States here are compoſed of the nobilty and towns. 
The manours are twenty-ſeven in number, but of theſe four not being 
admitted in the union of the country, enjoy no ſeat nor voice in the Diets, 
whilſt the other twenty-three, which _ to thirteen noble families, 
are *poſſeſſed of twenty-five votes in the Diet, two of them qualifying 
each to two votes. The /olemn Diets are held at Buchen, and the particu- 
lar meetings at Ratzeburg, in a chamber of the regency-office. The poſt 
of Landmarſchall is enjoyed by the Bulows, by virtue of Gudow fief, 
to which it is annexed. The Landmarſchall is at the ſame time firſt pro- 
vincial counſellor in conjunction with three others, but for ſeveral years paſt 
two of theſe places have continued vacant. The nobility and commons 
have their diſtin Syndic. The privileges of both are derived from the 
Lauenburg act of 1702, which their Majeſties King George I. and II. have 
been graciouſly pleaſed to confirm in all its ſeveral articles. 

$. 5. The whole country profeſſes itſelf of the Proteſtant religion, as 
taught by Luther. In general here are thirty-five pariſh churches, and 
Krrehſprele vorbanden, as they are called, which are under the inſpection of a 
ſuperintendent, appointed by the Sovereign. The general viſitations of the 
churches, which however ſeldom happen, are performed in pariſhes belonging 
to the Sovereign, by a member of the regency, (who is nominated by him, 
and acts as prefident,) by the ſuperintendent, by a nobleman, (the laſt of 
whom is at the ſame time alſo a member of the confiſtory) and by the 
officer of the bailiwick, in which the church lie: bat in pariſhes belonging to 
the nobility by the patron, and in the towns by a deputy from each. In 
p:rticular viſitations, which, for ſome years paſt, have taken place of the 
tormer, only the ſuperintendent is employed in conjunction with the 
magiſtracy of each hamlet, and ſuch viſitations are annual in every pariſh, No 


place of any note here is deſtitute of a Lalin- ſchool for the inſtruction of youth. 
$. 6. Manu-, 
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F. 6. Manufactures and fabrics are but little known here. The exports 
of the country, according to the eſtimate of a friend well verſed in theſe 
matters, amount yearly to about one thouſand laſts of rye, and two 
hundred tons of butter, reckoning each ton at two hundred and twenty- 
four pounds, four hundred and fifty hundred weight of cheeſe, ſeven 
thouſand ſtone {or ſeventy thouſand pounds weight of wooll;) timber and 
wood for fuel to the amount of twenty-thouſand rixdollars, and ſome 
hundred dollars worth of fiſh. 

8. 7. This country was anciently a part ot Slavia tranſalbina, and its inha- 
bitants, who were a tribe of the weſtern Sevi or Wendt, as confining on 
the Elbe, were named Polabers. Henry the Lion, Duke of Saxony and 
Bavaria, ſabdued thefe Polabers, and held their country as his abſolute 
property ; inſomuch that when unjuſtly put under the ban of the Empire, 
he could not be deprived of this acquiſition, as being no fief thereof. 
However Bernhard, who had been created Duke of Saxony in his ſtead, 
was not wanting in endeavours to make himſelf maſter alſo of this country, 
and accordingly in 1182, while Duke Henry was in England, built the caſtle 
of Lauenburg, out of the ruins of Erteneburg a ſeat of Duke Henry's, 
This caſtle indeed was afterwards demoliſhed by the Counts of Holſtein, 
Schwerin and Ratzeburg, but by the Emperor's order they were obliged 
to rebuild it. In 1189 Henry the Lion made himſelf maſter of it, and 
maintained both that and the whole country againſt Duke Bernhard. In 
the partition made of his territories, by his ſons, it was annexed to Duke 
William of Luneburg's ſhare, who notwithſtanding does not appear to have 
been ever in actual poſſeſſion of it, Adolphus Count of Hoi/tein immediately 
ſeizing it, and in 1197 actually received the inveſtiture of it from Henry 
Duke and Pfalzgrave. But in 1203 this Count was obliged to cede it as 
his ranſom to Waldemar II. King of Denmark, who created his fiſter's ſon, 
the brave Count Albert of Orlamunde, governor of Lauenburg ; but this 
Prince being taken priſoner at the battle of Bornbovet by the Count of 
Schwerin, he yielded up Lauenburg to him in conſideration of his liberty, 
on which the latter made a preſent of it to Albert Duke of Saxony, in 
conſideration of his aſſiſtance in the war. Thus it was this Duke who 
firſt brought to his houſe the caſtle and country of Lauenburg, neither 
were they in ary reſpe& a part of the dutchy of Saxony, which had been 
3 to his father; and as the Princes of Anhalt are not deſcended 

rom this Duke Albert, but from his brother Count Henry the Fat, they 
have no claim from conſanguinity to any inheritance of thoſe countries, which 
the poſterity of the former have lately acquired, unleſs they can prove 
themſelves included by him in the inveſtiture thereof. But this country of 
Lauenburg from the time it. came to Duke Albert has been a particular 
rincipality or dutchy, and the poſſeſſors alſo ſtiled Dukes of Lower-Saxcny. 
he houſe of Brunſwick and Luneburg has never renounced its claim » 
this 
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this ancient property of Duke Henry the Lion. In 1369 alſo the Dukes 
JWillam and Magnus came to an agreement with Erich Duke of Saxe- 
Lauenburg, that on the failure of the Lauenburg line, the dutchy ſhould 
devolve to the Dukes of Brunſwick and Luneburg, and accordingly they 
then received the conditional homage of the States of the country, This 
fulure happening in 1689 by the deceaſe of Duke Julius Francis, George 
IVilliam duke of Zell, took poſſeſſion of the dutchy, and in 1697 came to 
an agreement with the Elector of Saxony, who on account of the rever- 
ſion granted to his anceſtors by the Emperor Maximilian I. laid claim to it, 
and on the death of the laſt Duke of Lauenburg firſt took poſſeſſion 
thereof. The ſeveral pretenſions of the Dukes of Saxony of the Erneſtine 
line, together with thoſe of the Princes of Arbalt, the Dukes of Mecklen- 
burg, the electoral houſe of Brandenburg, and the Lauenburg allodial heirs, 
are with great force and erudition overthrown by Mr. Strube in his diſ- 
courſe de vindiciis juris Brunſuicenſis & Luneburgenſis in ducatum Saxo Lauen- 
burgicum publiſhed in 17 54, as delivered at Gottingen, before the honourable 
Mr. Ayrer court counſellor. Duke George William of Zell dying, Lauenburg 
delcended to Erneſt Auguſtus Elector of Brunſwick-Luneburg, in favour of 
whom, in 1706, the line of the Princes of Brunſwick-Wolfenbuttel relin- 
quiſhed their claim to the joint poſſeſſion of the dutchy, but the imperial 
inveſtiture for it, together with its ſeat and vote among the Princes of the 
Empire was firſt obtained by King George I. in 1716, and in 1738 and 
1739 his Majeſty King George II. reannexed to it the bailiwick of Steznborſ?. 

F. S. This dutchy entitles the King of Great-Britain to ſeat and voice 
in the college of the Princes of the Empire, and likewiſe among thoſe in 
the Diet of Lower-Saxony. In the matriculas of the Empire and Circle 
its contingent is eight horſe, and thirty-foot or two hundred and ſixteen 
florins; and to the chamber at Yetzlar, it pays two hundred and forty- 
three rixdollars, forty-three kruitzers and half. 

$. 9. The dutchy of Saxe-Lauenburg, though dependent on the privy 
council at Hangver, yet has its own particular regency, which conſiſts of 
the Landdre or chief governor for the time being, and three regency- 
counſellors. It has alſo its own tribunal, which is compoſed of a judge, two 
provincials and two counſellors at law, with the like number of other Moors, 
who are not in the Sovereigns ſervice. The choice of the judge (in which 
the Sovereigns have graciouſly promiſed to have a regard to the nobility 
of the country, and particularly to the landmarſhal at tuch times in office,) 
of the counſellors at law, and of one of the aſſeſſors is lodged in the Sove- 
reign alone; but the two provincial counſellors, with the other aſſeſſor are 
preſented by the nobility and States of the province, and confirmed by 
the Sovereign. From the above tribunal appeals lie to the high-court of 
appeals at Zell, which determines in dernier reſort ever ſince the year 1747, 
when the Elector of Brunſwick obtained, with reſpect to this dutchy, an 
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unlimited imperial privilegium de non appellando. Laſtly the dutchy of 
Saxe-Lauenburg has alſo its own conſiſtory, the members of which are 
the Landdreft for the time being (who is preſident,) one aſſeſſor preſented 
by the nobility, one counſellor at law, the ſuperintendent, another miniſter 
preſented by the body of the clergy, and an aſſeſſor, whom the towns pre- 
ſent alternately at the expiration of every year. All theſe ſeveral colleges 
meet at Ratzeburg. 

F. 10. The nobility and magiſtrates of the towns, are inveſted both with 
the high and low juriſdiction within their reſpective diſtricts. Civil cauſes 
may be moved from the town courts to the regency, as alſo from the 


| Sovereign's bailiwicks, but appeals lie from the courts Baron to the provin- 


cial tribunal, 

$. 11. The immediate revenues of the Sovereign ariſe from the demeſne 
bailiwicks and the regalia. The nobility and States (but not their depen- 
dents, nor the burghers of towns) are exempt from paying toll, bridge, 
dam and road monies, the cuſtomary paſſage money at Artelenburg and 
Dargau excepted, with the bridge money at Ratzeburg, which are paid 
by every body without exception. The ſum of the contributiogs is deter- 
mined by the nobility and States, who alſo regulate the aſſeſſments and 
diviſions for collecting it. The proportion in the ſeveral payments of the 
contribution is as follows : When

In this ſcheme the new acquired bailiwick of Steinborſt is omitted among 
the contributions. The Sovereign, beſides paying the taxes to the Empire 
and Circle, defrays likewiſe all the public expenditures of the country. 
§. 12. We now proceed to a more preciſe deſcription of the dutchy, 
according to which it conſiſts of 8 i 
1. The 
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1. The following towns, the magiſtrates whereof are poſſeſſed both of the 
high and low juriſdiction: vig. 

1. Ratzeburg, a ſtrong town ſeated on an iſland in the large and deep 
lake of the ſame name, and from which, as alſo from the Wackenetz a river 
iſſues by means whereof boats go to Lubeck with goods and paſſengers. In 
1693 this place was laid in aſhes by a bombardment from the Danes. 
Since that time the ſtreets have been regularly laid out. The greateſt 
part of the houſes are built after the Dulch manner. On the market-place 
{tands the regency-office, where alſo is held the chief-court of Juſtice and 
the conſiſtory. The town church has for its firſt miniſter the ſuperintendent 
of the dutchy. The garriſon are quartered in barracks. Near the lake 
to the north-weſt of the town, where boats go off to Lubeck, is a delight- 
ful walk of limes and aſh-trees, named Belvedere. One part of the town 
appertains to the principality of Ratzeburg in Mechlenturg-Strelite and 
makes a particular article. The bridge on the Mecklenburg fide is above 
four hundred paces long, and the rebuilding of it coſt at leaſt 10,000 rixdol- 


lars Lubeck money; but the town is to keep it in repair. Anciently Ratze- 


burg had counts of its own, the firſt of whom was Henry of Badewide. 
Duke Henry the Lien being put under the ban of the Empire, and the 
Marggrave Albert the Bear, endeavouring to poſſeſs himſelf of the duke- 
dom of Saxony, he drove out Adolpbhus Count of Holftein, who ſided with 
Duke Henry, and conferred his county on this Henry of Badewide, but he being 
afterwards obliged to relinquiſh it in his turn, Henry the Lion's mother con- 
ferred Magria on him, and this alſo being reſtored to count Adolphus of 
Hallein, Henry the Lion inveſted Henry of Badewide with Ratzeburg, and 
the country of the Polabers as a fief. His ſon Bernhard after revolting 
from Duke Henry, returned again to his former attachment and ſteadily per- 
ſevered in it, Count Bernhard II. his ſon, left a fon behind him named Bern- 
beard III. who died young, and thus the line of the counts of Ratzeburg 
became extinct in the beginning of the thirteenth century. 

2. Lauenburg, a ſmall town, ſituated on a hill near the Elbe and Stecke- 
it. Divers of the houſes here are built ſo low that the upper ſtory lies level 
with the ſtreets, while the ground floor of others is ſome ells higher than 
it. This town thrives by ſhipping and its traffick in corn and wood, It 
is alſo a great thoroughfare for goods brought up the Elbe, which are con- 
ſigned dowa the Steckenitz to Lubeck. Here is likewiſe a toll on the Elle 
cf very conſiderable produce, and in the town formerly ſtood a palace of 
the duke's erected on an eminence. Of this palace one wing till re- 
mains, and in it is held the court of the bailiwick of Lauenburg. The 
proſpect from it is incomparable, Concerning its origin and moſt ancient 
| hiſtory notice has been taken of theſe articles above. 

3. Millen, a ſmall town, almoſt entirely ſurrounded by two lakes be- 
longing to it. The Szeckenitz canal or the Delvenau runs weſtward by 
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Hanenburg through the lake of Mollen. In this town are two hundred and 
ſixty-two houſes belonging to the burghers, with ſeveral public edifices 
and other buildings appertaining to the Sovereign. Here too lies the mo- 
nument and other remains of the Eule nſpiegel or the artful ideot, of which 
monument it makes no ſmall boaſt. In 1359 Mallen was mortgaged re- 
deemably to the Imperial town of Lubeck, but in 1683, after a long pro- 
ceſs was reſtored to the Duke of Saxe-Lauenburg. 

II. The following bailiwicks belonging to the Prince: namely 

1. The bailiwick of Ratzeburg, being near five German miles in length 
and four broad, and containing under it the pariſh- church of St. George, which 
ſtands on a hill without Ratzeburg, together with Grunau a market-town, 
thirty-nine villages and fix farms belonging to the Sovereign. 

Among theſe villages, Berkenthien, Breitenfeld, Crummeſ and Muſtien, 
are all parochial. | 

2. The bailiwick of Lauenburg, being about three German miles long 
and as many broad, and excluſive of the Obenbrucke, Hoblenweger and Unterberg 
congregations which are incorporated with 2 containing under it 
ſeven marſh, with twenty-two champaign villages, fix farms belonging to 
the Sovereign, and two lordfhips. The moſt remarkable places here are 

Artelnburg, Attelnburg or Atlinburg, a parochial-village lying on the 
Elbe, over which it has a ferry. At this place formerly ſtood the caſtle 
of Erteneburg, which was demoliſhed by Duke Henry the Lion. 

Juliusburg, a village and farm belonging to the Sovereign, and where 
formerly ſtood a ſeat of the Dukes of Lauenburg. | 

Franabagen, a village having a farm belonging to the Sovereign, and 
formerly containing a manfion-houſe of the appenaged line of the Dukes 
of Holftein-Sonder rg, which line failed in 1709, and thus the houſe is 
fallen to ruins. 

Buchen, a parochial-village, in which the Diets are held. 

Hitbergen, Jobannwarden, Potrau and Lutau, all parochial-villages. 

3. The bailiwick of Neubauſz, conſiſting of thirty-two villages, which 
are divided into three vogteys : viz. 

1. The Haus vogtey comprehending five villages. The bailiwick-houſe, 
in which Duke Francis Charles refided, lies in Neubauſæ a parochial-village 
on the river Elbe. 

2. The Haarer vogtey, including under it fifteen villages, among which 
more particularly is that of Haar and the pariſh of Stapel. 

3. The Pinnauer vogtey containing twelve villages, more particularly 
Pinnau and Tribbekau. 

4. The bailiwick of Schwarzenbeck, being two German miles and a halt 
in length and two broad. The Sachſenwald here is a large foreſt. With- 
in the bailiwick are twenty-one villages, together with two copper-mills 


and one paper-mill. The parochial- villages in it are Schwarzenbeck, Hoben- 
horn and Rudde worde. . 5. The 
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5. The bailiwick of Steinbonſt, which was fold in 1575 by Francis the 
Vunger, for the ſum of 27,000 rixdollars to Adolphus Duke of Holſlein 
and Scbleſivig. Towards the cloſe of the eleventh century this bailiwick 
was again transferred to one of the name of Alefeld, from whom it after- 
wards paſſed to a branch of the Wedderkops. In 1738 the line of Holſtein- 
Gottorf relinquiſhed its claim to this bailiwick in favour of the Elector, as 
Duke of Saxe-Lauenburg, and on the other hand Wedderkop, who was in 
poſſeſſion of it, transferred the right of ſucceſſion to the King of Denmark, 
who on an intention of WYedderkop's to alienate the ſame, appointed a 
commiſſion of adminiſtration, and ſent a party of ſoldiers into Steinborſt, 
but theſe were driven out again by order of the Elector of Brunſwick, 
who put a garriſon in the place. This occaſioned an open rupture, which 
in 1739 was accommodated by a preliminary treaty, and in 1740 definitively, 
when it was agreed that the Elector of Brunſwick ſhould remain in poſ- 
ſeſſion of the bailiwick, on paying down a certain ſum of money to Denmark. 
This bailiwick is hilly. Excluſive of Sfeinborft the bailiwick-houſe, it contains 
alſo twelve villages of which Sangdeſneben and Siebenbaumen are parochial, 

III. The following manours and juriſdictions, which are ſubdivided into 

1. Thoſe which qualify for the Diet. 

1. To the Bulo family belongs 

1. Gudow, a fief annexed to the poſt of hereditary landmarſhal. In 
1470 the Bulow family purchaſed this fief of the Zulens, for the ſum 
4300 Rheniſb golden guilders, and in 1471 were by Duke Jobn inveſted 
both with that and the office of marſhal. It conſiſts properly of two eſtates, 
namely Gudow and Segran, and for this reaſon enjoys two votes in the 
Diets. To it belongs Gudow, having a parochial-church, Beſenthal, Berg- 
botz, Drufing, Gottin, Grambeck, Leeſten, Lehmrade, Roſenthal, Sophienthal, 
and Waſſerkrug or Zernekow. 

2. Marſchacht, a fief, including under it one half of the parochial-vil- 
lage of that name, | 

3. Preten, an allodial eſtate. 

4. Webningen, a fief, to which belongs the parochial-village of the 
ſame name. | 

2. To the Witzendorf family belongs | 

1. Zecher, a fief and fidecommmiſſum, ſituated on the Schallſee. This 
lake, which abounds in fiſh, and from north to ſouth extends upwards of 
two German miles, lies almoſt entirely in the dutchy of Lauenburg. 
but belongs for the moſt part to this eſtate, the ſhare of which in 
it is called the Butenſee, and excluſive of ſome ſmaller iſlands contains under 
it, alſo that of Zecher. To this bailiwick likewiſe belong the villages of 
Great and Little- Zecher, with the farm of Marienſtedt. | 

2. Sezdorf, a fief, alſo lying on the Schallſee, and to which belongs a part 
of this lake, as namely the lake villages of the Binnen and Kuchenſee, 2

. Turow, a fief ſituated on the Goldenſce, one half of which belongs to it, 
wich a half alſo of the village of Little-TJurot, the other half both of the 
lake and village being within Dutzow, a manour of Mecklenburg. 

3. To Baron Bern/torf belongs 

1. Bernſlorf, a fief, which gave name to the family. To this fief is 
annexed a part of the Schallſee, which is otherwiſe called the Bernſftorf 
Binnenſee, together with the village of Hackendorf on the Schallſee and 
Altebutte a farm, on which formerly ſtood a glaſs-houſe. 

2. Stintenburg, a fief, ſituated on a narrow flip of land running into 
the Schallſee, and thus Joining the large iſland of Steintenburg, which lies 
on the continent. The manſion-houſe here is a new and very fine building. 
To it belongs the parochial-village of Laſſan, with Techin farm. 

3. Weterſen, a fief, containing the parochial-village of Siebeneicben. 

4. Lanken, a fief, including Sams a parochial-village, together with 
Elmenhor/t and Great-Pampau, all belonging to it. 

4. To the Wackerbart family appertains 

1. Kagel, a fief, entitling to a couple of votes at the Diet, as conſiſting 
of two joint eſtates, which are freehold and fief. King George II. has re- 
ceived 22,500 rixdollars (freehold money) as fines from them. This fief 
contains under it the parochial-village of S erley, with two farms at Salem. 

2. Tuſchenbeck, a fief, to which belongs the village of Horſtorf. 

5. To the Pleſſe family appertains | 

1. Baſtborſt, with the parochial- village of the ſame name. 

2. Daldorf, having a village of the like name. 

6. Niendorf am Schallſee, an allodial eſtate, belonging to the Hevell, who 
are likewiſe proprietors of a part of the Schallſee, called the Niendor Bin- 
nenſee, and of the Goldenſee farm, with the lake of that name. 

7. Niendorf an der Steckenitz, belonging to Baron Albeayl. 

8. Colpin or Culpin, a fief, appertaining to the Schrader family, and 
comprehending under it the villages of Colpin and Gollnitz. 

9. Schenkenberg, appertaining to the Wetthens. 

10. Muſſen, an eſtate of the Dannenberg family, and to which are an- 
nexed the villages of Muſſen and Nurſau. 

11. Gulzau, belonging to the counts of Kielmanſegge, and conſiſting of 
three rich farms, together with the parochial-village of Gulzau, and the 
villages of Collau and Borſe. 

12. Ludersburg, containing the parochial-village of the ſame name, lying 
on the Elbe and being a fiet of the J/:ttorfs.

Appendix concerning the Country of HADE LIV. 


This place is of all others the moſt proper for introducing the country 
of Hadeln. For though it does not at preſent belong to the dutchy of 
Saxe-Lauenburg, yet formerly the Dukes of Saxe-Lauenburg were Sove- 
reigns of it, and even till appeals lie from its chief court of juſtice to that of 
Saxe-Lauenburg at Ratzeburg, ſo that this country may very juſtly be de- 
ſcribed here by way of appendix, 4 

It lies on the Elbe and borders on the dutchy of Bremen, and the baili- 
wick of Ritzebuttel belonging to the city of Hamburg, being about two 
German miles in length, but hardly ſo many broad. The river Meden 
which traverſes it and below Otterndorf is conveyed by three fluices into 
the Elbe, iſſues from the rivers Goſche and Aue, which unite at Pedingworth. 
The other rivers here, though ſmall, yet are very commodious to the inha- 
bitants. The country is ſecured from inundations by a large dyke of great 
ſtrength. It contains about 47,700 morgens of land, being very fertile 
and abounding in grain, fruit, cattle and fiſh. It was conquered by the 
Emperor Charles the Great. Afterwards it came under the counts of Stade, 
and laſtly devolved to the Dukes of Saxe- Lauenburg, firſt as a fief and 
then as their actual property. On the extinction of theſe Dukes the Em- 
peror ſequeſtrated it, which ſequeſtration continued till 1731, when it was 
taken off and the country ceded to the Elector of Brunſwick. Since the year 
1326 the inhabitants have profeſſed Lutheraniſm. The pariſhes here are 
ten in number, belonging to which are twenty-ſix miniſters, who are 
ranged under two ſuperintendents. Theſe annually hold a Kaland or 
ſynod, in which the Grefe prefides. The country conſiſts of three Stands 
or States, the firſt of which is the Hochland or the diſtrict, particularly ſo 
called, the ſecond the Siet (or /ow land) and the third Weichbild or the town 
of Ottendorf. The two firſt of theſe are divided into twelve pariſhes, each 
of which has a Schu/theriſz, or judge, with two or four aſſeſſors, who ad- 
miniſter juſtice according to the common country law, but at Ottendorf 
the court of judicature is held by the magiſtracy, who are directed by the 
town-laws. The other courts here are the confiſtory, which is held every 
fourth Monday; the country court of the firſt State, which aſſembles on 
the Tueſday after the conſiſtory; the Vier court of the ſecond State, 
which fits on Wedneſdays ; the Obergericht or high tribunal, which com- 
mences on Thurſdays and continues till the rifing of the other courts ; the 

| | Execution 
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Execution court, which is held on Fridays; the upper town court, which 
meets on the Saturday of the week, wherein the conſiſtorial court is held; 
and the upper town court of appeals, which aſſembles on the Saturday, 
on which the town court falls. From theſe ſeveral courts cauſes ma 
be carried to the Lauenburg high-court of judicature at Ratzeburg. The 
Grefe who is nominated by the Sovereign, and is generally the firſt counſellor 
of the college of the Bremen and Verden regency, is preſident of all the 
courts in this country. The Sovereign alſo appoints a court director, who 
ſits in the ſeveral courts, together with the bailiff, who in all the courts 
acts as his counſellor. 

Every twelfth or fourteenth year the Grefe holds the Satzung or aſſeſſment 
for the contribution, which each inhabitant is to pay in proportion, to his 
ſubſtance and chattels. Whilſt this aſſeſſment continues in * the con- 
tribution muſt be paid according to it, notwithſtanding any change for the 
better or worſe in the circumſtances of every particular inhabitant, This 
contribution which is payable by every burgher, is levied by the court- 
director, but the land-tax by the bailiff. The annual revenues of the 
whole country amount to about 10, ooo rixdollars. 

The more particular deſcription of each of the Stands here ts as follows, 

I. The firſt Stand, otherwiſe called the Landſchaft, and likewiſe the 
Hochland; conſiſts of ſeven pariſhes, which are marſhland, but from this 
the inhabitants derive great profit. The order obſerved among them is as 
follows: viz. | 

1. The pariſh of Altenbruch or Oldenbrock, to which belong all the in- 
habitants from Wordings-Acker to Groden and the Altenwalde. 

2. The pariſh of Ludingworth extending from Franzenburg farm to 
Doringworth. | 

3. The pariſh of Nordlege, ſituated between the Emmelke and the Wettern. 

4. The pariſh of Newenkirchen, lying between the river Medem and 
D 

5. The pariſh of Ofterbruch, comprehending under it the houſes ſituated 

between the Landmark and damm of Uthwall or Auſſenwall. 

6. The pariſh of Ofterende Otterndorf, including all the houſes and 
farms to the eaſt, north-eaſt and ſouth-eaſt of the town of Otterndorf, 33 
far as the Beblumerbaum, as namely the Vorſtadt or long ftreet, with the 
manour 25 Wallingsbuttel, Marienthal, a farm of the Sovereigns, Mardorp 
a village, Cc. 

7. The pariſh of Wefterende Otterndorf, containing under it all to the 
welt of the ſame town beyond the river Medem. 

II. The ſecond Stand or that called the Sietland or Low-land, conſiſts of 
five pariſhes, all lying in a dry foil, and ranged in the following order, vis. 

1. The pariſh of Weſt-I/genworth, or I/genworth-Weſter-Ende. 

2. The pariſh of Ea/ft-Ugenworth, or Ilgenworth-Ofter-Ende. 
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3. That of Steinau. 

4. That of Wanna, 

5. The pariſh of Odiſbeim. 

III. The third Stand confiſts of 

Otterndorf, a precinct or ſmall town, ſituated on the Medem, and con- 
taining a ſeat of the lord's. Its magiſtracy is compoſed of two burgher- 
maſters, four counſellors, two aſſeſſors and a clerk.

The Archbiſhopric of LUBE CK. 


5. 1. PHE archbiſhopric of Lubeck lies in that part of the dutchy of 
Holſtein, which was anciently called Vagria. Its fee was firſt. 
erected by the Emperor Och I. at * a city of Hol/tein, in the year 
951 for the converſion of the Wendi, who inhabited this country. In 
1058 Adalbert archbiſhop of Hamburg of his mere motion, without the 
approbation of the Emperor Henry III. divided the dioceſe into three 
biſhoprics, namely, into thoſe of Oldenburg, Ratzeburg and Mecklenburg. 
The firſt came to a period in 1066 on the extirpation of chriſti- 
anity in theſe parts by the Vendi, and was not reeſtabliſhed till 1149, 
when Hartwich archbiſhop of Bremen conſecrated a prieſt named F;celin 
biſhop thereof. This prieſt having petitioned Henry the Lion Duke of 
Saxony for the inveſtiture, received it at Luneburg, but at the ſame time was 
reprimanded for aſſuming the title of biſhop of Oldenburg, without the 
Duke's permiſſion. About the year 1158 the Duke determined to remove the 
cathedral from Oldenburg to Lubeck, and accordingly in 1164 it was conſe- 
crated there. On the Duke's falling under the ban of the Empire, the Biſhop 
of Lubeck obtained permiſſion to hold immediately of the Empire. The 
Reformation of the dioceſe was begun under Biſhop Henry of Bocbolt, and 
being forwarded by his ſucceſſor Detlev of Reventlau, who was promoted 
to the ſee in 1535, as alſo by the ſucceeding proteſtant biſhops, it was 
accompliſhed in 1561. In 1586 the chapter for the firſt time, elected a 
Prince of the houſe of Holſtern-Gotterf for their biſhop, which afterwards 
became a ſtanding rule, and that houſe feconding the ſollicitations of the 
chapter, that the ſee might not be ſecularized, in the year 1647 it was 
accordingly confirmed, in acknowledgement of which the chaptes engaged, 
on the deceaſe of Duke Jobn the ruling biſhop, and his coadjutor Duke 
Jebn George, to elect fix biſhops fucceſſively out of the houſe of Holſlein-Got- 
torf. In 1648 at the peace of Weſtphalia this ſee was confirmed to the 
proteſtant church. In 1667 the elected coadjutor Duke Chriſtian Albert, 
in a convention at Gluckſtadt with Frederick III. King of Denmark, pro- 
miled, © that whenever an opportunity offered, he would uſe his utmoſt 
« endeavours 
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&© endeavours to obtain a formal promiſe from the chapter that the election 
« ſhould remain in the royal and princely houſe of Hoſſein, in ſuch 
© manner, that for the future on the failure of the illuſtrious perſons and 
generations mentioned in the convention of 1647, one of his Majeſty's 
i deſcendents, by divine favour then living ſhould alternately be pro- 
e moted to the ſce.” The compact of 1647 being diſſolved by the election 
of Biſhop Adolphus Frederick, afterwards King of Sweden, or at leaſt by the 
recommendation of his brother Henry Frederick Auguſtus the preſent biſhop, 
the chapter made uſe of its own abſolute freedom in the election of an 
epiſcopal coadjutor, and accordingly on the fourth of October 1756, 
made choice of Frederick Prince of Denmark, ſon to King Frederick V. by 
a ſecond marriage, 

$8. 2. The Biſhop of Lubeck, though a Prince of the Empire, yet in the 
college of Princes, fits neither on the ſpiritual or temporal bench, but on 
a particular one placed croſs-wiſe, and laid there purely for him and the 
Biſhop of Oſnabruck, when a Lutheran. He has alſo a vote among the 
Princes of the Circle of Lower-Saxony. In the matricula of the Empire, 
he is aſſeſſed at three horſe or thirty-ſix florins, and his quota to the 
chamber at Welalar is forty rixdollars, fifty-two kruitzers and a quarter. The 
arms of the ſee are ſaphire, a croſs wavey topaz, ſurmounted with a mitre. 

$. 3. The cathedral ſtands in the imperial city of Lubeck, where how- 
ever it is inveſted with no manner of authority. The chapter confiſts of thirty 
perſons, who, four Roman catholics excepted, are all Lutherans, The 
dean is always elected from among the members of the chapter. The 
provoſt of the cathedral is choſen alternately by the latter and the city 
of Lnbeck. 

$. 4. The biſhop reſides at Eutin, which is alſo the ſeat of his offices, 
as namely of the regency, the treaſury and the conſiſtory. 

F. 5. The more particular deſcription of the biſhopric includes 

I. The biſhop's bailiwicks, namely 

1. The bailiwick of Eutin, the moſt remarkable places in which are 

Eutin, anciently called Utine, and in Latin Utina or Oitinum, a ſmall 


town moſt delightfully fituated on a lake, which ſupplies it with a plentiful 


variety of fiſh, In 1689 the palace being deſtroyed by fire, it was re- 
built by Duke Augu/tus Frederick at that time biſhop, but received great 
improvements from his ſucceſſor Duke Chri/tian Auguſtus, who added to it a 
moſt exquiſite garden. The town church is collegiate. In 1155 Adoiptus 
Count of Holftein and Schauenburg, at the requilition of Duke Henry ile 
Lion, ceded this place to Biſhop Gerold, who erected it into a town, and 
built himſelf a reſidence there; and in the thirteenth century Biſhop Jn 
von Dieſt conferred on it the Lubeck right. |

2. The bailiwick of Schwartau, including the village of Schwartau, on 
the river of the ſame name, which at a ſmall diſtance from it joins the 
Trave, together with Renſefeld a parochial-village. 

z. The biſhops of the Hol/tein-Gottorf line, have hitherto been poſ- 
{ed of the allodial eſtates of Lenſaen, with the parochial-village of that 
name, as alſo Stendorf and Munchen-Neverſtorf. 

II. The chapter's lands, in which are included almoſt the whole of the 
diſtricts called the Ho//ten-Ort and Travemunder-Winkel. The hufs belong- 
ing to theſe lands have been diſpoſed of to free perſons, as an hereditary 
property, and given in fief, though with reſerve of the Dominium directum 
to the chapter, which annually levies a certain impoſt on them, beſides 
other rights and pecuniary caſualties. Of all the places dependent on it 
Lanchow and Gennin are the moſt ancient. 


The Principality of SCHWERIN. 


HIS country which is almoſt ſurrounded by the dutchy of Schwerin, 

borders alſo on the lordſhips of Wiſmar and Roſtock. Its length is about 
five German miles, and its breadth one and a half. It was formerly a biſhopric, 
and the laſt of the three ſees erected by Henry the Lion, Duke of Saxony 
and Bavaria, who founded it in 1170 at the town of Schwerin, whence it 
has obtained its name. At the peace of We/tphalia it was in 1648 converted 
into a temporal principality of the Empire, and aſſigned to the Dukes of 
Mecklenburg of the Schwerin line, with right of ſeat and voice in the 
college of the Princes of the Empire, and likewiſe in that of the Circle 
of Lower-Saxony, Its matricular — is ſix horſe and the like number 
of foot, or ninety- ſix florins, and to the chamber at We7z/ar it contributes 
ei ghty- one rixdollars, fourteen kruitzers and half. In it are 

I. The following towns : namely 

Bul zo, a ſmall town, containing a caſtle, which was formerly the reſi- 
cence of the biſhops of Schwerin, inſomuch that the biſhopric itſelf was 
irequently named from this place. In 1697 and 1716 it was deſtroyed by 
fre. In the time of Duke Frederick William a colony of French refugees 
came thither, and ſet up ſeveral manufactures. 

VWabrien, a ſmall town, which is not to be confounded with Vabren in 
tue dutchy of Gu/tro. 

Tae Schelffe or Neuſtadt, alſo a ſmall town lying ſo cloſe to Schwerin, 
t12 relidentiary place, that it appears to be only a part of it, though in 
act a diſtinct town, and under its own magiſtracy. In 1705 Duke Frederick 
Hallam conferred divers privileges and favours on the new ſettlers here.

The Principality of RAT Z E BURG. 


TH principality lies between the dutchies of Saxe-Lauenburg and 
Schwerin, and the precinct of the imperial city of Lubeck, being 


about one German mile and a half in kagth, and as much broad. It was 


formed out of a biſhopric, erected in 1154 by Henry the Lion Duke of 


Saxony, at the town of Ratzeburg, but which at the peace of Ve. 


phalia in 1648, was converted into a temporal principality of the Em- 


pire, and ſettled on the Dukes of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, with right of ſeat 
and voice in the college of the Princes of the Empire, and likewiſe in 
that of the Circle of Lower-Saxony, By the convention of Hamburg in 
1701, it has paſſed to the Szrelitz line. Its matricular aſſeſſment is one 
horſe, and three foot or twenty-four florins, and to the chamber at Metalar it 
pays ſixty- ſeven rixdollars, fifty-four kruitzers and three quarters. To this 
principality belong | 

1. The bailiwick of „containing that part of the town of 
Ratzeburg, which is annexed to the principality. The cathedral is till in 
being, together with a chapter, and in the croſs two apartments have been 
built for the Duke's board of treaſury and the conſiſtory. Adjoining to this is 
the old chancery where the regency fits. Here are alſo ſome other buildings 
belonging to the Duke ; but more particularly the Palmberg, which is a 
large ſquare area adorned with walks of lime-trees. 

2. The bailiwick of Scłonberg, ſo called from Schonberg a ſeat which 
was once the reſidence of the Biſhops of Ratzeburg, but now ſerves as 
the bailiwick-houſe. Beneath it is a {mall town of the name. 


3. The bailiwick of Stove, the court belonging to which is held at the 
houſe of that name. 


4. The manour of Horſt, comprehending under it the villages of L:ttle- 


 Herſt and Oldenburg, with Chriftinenthal a farm and ſheep walk. The 


proprietor of this manour is M. Meier private fgcretary to the Elector of 
Brunſwick,

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The Principality of BLANKENBURG. 


$. 1. * beſt repreſentation of this principality is to be met with in 

the map of the principality of Halbenſtadt, publiſhed by Ho- 
mann's heirs in 1750. It lies partly on and without the Harz, being envi- 
roned by the lordſhip of Derenburg, the county of Regenſtein, Gunthersberg 
a bailiwick of Aubal, the county of Sto » 1/feld an epiſcopal bailiwick, 
Benkenftein a bailiwick — to Hobenſtein, the principality of Wolfen- 
buttel, Elbingerode a bailiwick en and the principality of Wer- 
nizerode, In length it is about five German miles, but its breadth in 
general does not exceed one and half, though jn the ſouthern part it is 
upwards of four. 

$. 2. The northern part without the Harz conſiſts of a very good corn 
land, which is wanting to the greateſt part of the principality lying within the 
Harz. It abounds however in woods, and a very hard and beautiful marble, 
of which all kinds of ornaments are made, as alſo in iron ore. Concernin 
the celebrated Baumannſhoble here, ſome mention is made of it benea 
under the bailiwick of Stiege. A conſiderable part of the country is wa- 
tered by the Bode. 

$. 3. This principality was anciently a county, which was formed out of 
lands belonging to the anceſtors of Brunſwick and Luneburg, and therein 
more particulary of the county of Regenſlein or Reinſtein, though afterwards 
diſmembered from them. Poppo the moſt ancient Count of Blankenburg 
of whom any mention is made, had three ſons, namely, Reinhard a canon 
of Halber/tadt, Sigfrid Count of Blankenburg, and Conrad Count of Rein- 
ſtein, The line of the latter failed in his godſon Conrad. The ſons of the 
ſecond ſon, named Sigfrid, and Henry, founded two different branches, 
the former that of Blankenburg, and the latter that of Reinſtein, of which the 
Heimburg line was a collateral branch, but on the extinction of the Blan- 
kenburg and Reinſtein lines, towards the end of the fourteenth century the 
whole dutchy devolved to it. At length, namely in the year 1599, the 
whole family failed in the perſon of Count John Erneſt, whereupon Duke 
Henry Julius poſſeſſed himſelf of the county of Blankenburg as a vacant hef. 
In 1690 it was conferred as an appenage on Duke Lewis Rudolphus, and 
in 1707 by the Emperor Jeſepbh erected into a principality of the Em- 
pire. Since the year 1731 it has belonged to the reigning houſe of 
brunſwick-Wolfenbuttel, 

5. 4. Though the reigning Duke of Brunſwick-Welfenbuttel has not 
hitherto been able to obtain either ſeat or voice in the college of the 
Princes of the Empire, by virtue of this principality, yet he refrains fitting 
zmong the counts thereof as belonging to Wei 
mm 2 
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Heimburg and Benzingerode. The ancient caſtle of Heimburg has long

of the Circle of Lower-Saxony ever come into uſe again, a vote and ſeat 
among the Princes would unqueſtionably be allowed him. B 7 
and Neinſtein formerly paid twenty-four florins to a Roman month, but at 
preſent Blankenburg alone pays only twelve. 

8. 5. The government of this principality is under the direction of the 
privy-council at Brunſwick, but it has likewiſe a diſtin& court of juſtice, 
from which appeals lie to the counts of the Empire, as alſo its particular 
conſiſtory, from whence lies no appeal to that of Yolfenburtel. 

$. 6. To the principality belong two towns and four bailiwicks, viz. 

I. The town and bailiwick of Blankenburg, confiſting of 

Blankenburg, a town, in which are held the courts of judicature, and 
the conſiſtory, with the ſuperintendency of the principality. It lies below 
the Duke's palace which ſtands on an eminence. 

The villages of Huttenrode, Kattenſtedt, Wienrode and Timmenrode, which 
are all parochial. 

IT. The bailiwick of Heimburg, conſiſting of the two parochial-villages of 


ſince been laid in ruins. 

III. The bailiwick of Bornecke, conſiſting of the parochial-village of that 
name with a few hills. 

IV. The bailiwick of Stiege, including 

Haſſelfelde, a ſmall town, fituated on the Harz, and containing a hunt- 
ing ſeat of the Princes. | 

Stiege, Alrode, Drudenſtein, Tanne and Braunlage, all parochial-villages. 

Rubeland, a place lying in a very pleaſant valley on the warm Bode. 
Near it is the famous cave called Baumannſboble, the only paſſage leading 
to which is by aſcending a very high hill; but Duke Lewis Rudolpbus has 
ordered the entrance to be ſhut up with a door. It conſiſts of fix or ſeven dark 
caverns, which are diverſified with a vaſt variety of figures in drop-ſtone. 

The Lutheran convent of Michaelſ/tein, ſituated about an hour's diſtance 
from Blankenburg, and compoſed of an abbot, who is generally profeflor 
of divinity at Helmſtedt, one ſenior and three collegiates. 


The County of RAN Z A v. 


C 1. T HIS county lies in the dutchy of Holſtein, being two German 

miles and half in length and one and a half broad. The 

greateſt part of it is champaign, with ſome marſhland. The Aue which riſes 
not far from Heede and traverſes the county is both deep and navigable. 

§. 2. In the whole county are two market-towns and twenty-ſix villages; 

which ſeveral places are divided into three pariſhes under the inſpection of 

a provoſt, | | &. 3. It 
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. 3. It was formerly called the bailiwick of Barm/ted!, and conſtituted 
a part of the lordſhip of Pinneberg. On the diviſion made of it, in 1640 
between Chriſtian IV. King of Denmark and Frederick III. Duke of 
Hzlltein-Gottorf, the latter obtained this bailiwick, which, however, in 1649 
together with the ſovereignty, and all rights, privileges, dues and pre- 
rogatives, in ſuch manner as it had been held by the Counts of Holſtein 
and Schauenburg, the ſaid Frederick ſold to Chriſtian Ranzau, Stadtholder, to 
the King of Denmark for the ſum of 201000 ſpecie rixdollars, which ſum 
b.ing pa d him in ready money and land, he renounced both for himſelf, his 
heirs and deſcendants, all claim and right thereto. In 1650 this ſale was con- 
firmed by the Emperor Ferdinand III. who, at the ſame time raiſed the 
Stadtholder Ranzau, and his defcendants to the degree of Counts, and erected 
the bailiwick of Barmſtedt into a county of the Empire. The houſe of Ran- 
2au deriving a very conſiderable part of its grandeur from the favours of the 
Kings of Denmark, Detlev ſon to Chriſtian, the firſt of theſe counts, in 1669 
' drew up an inſtrument which in 1671 was confirmed by the Emperor Leopold, 
by which inſtrument in caſe he or any of his deſcendents ſhould die without 
male heirs, the county of Ranzau, together with the lordſhip of Breitenburg, 
were to devolve to the royal family, though with a proviſo that this county 
ſhould always continue ſeparate from the lordſhip of Pinneberg, and for 
ever retain the name of Ranzau. In 1706 the houſe of Gottorf was for 
recovering the county on the payment of the purchaſe money, and actually 
took poſſeſſion of it, but by an expreſs order from the Emperor they were 
obliged again to reſtore it to Count Detlev. A violent conteſt aroſe afterwards 
between him and his brother, who in 1721 hired certain aſſaſſins to ſhoot 
him, and then took poſſeſſion of the county; but by virtue of an order 
of Frederick IV. King of Denmark he was ſeized in his way to Hamburg, and 
carried to Pinneberg, where being brought to a formal trial he was ſentenced 
to perpetual impriſonment in Norway, where he afterwards died. Upon 
this in 1726 the King by virtue of the teſtament of Count Detlev took 
poſſeſſion of the county, leaving the lordſhip of Breitenburg under certain 
conditions, to the fiſter of the two laſt unhappy Counts, named Cathe- 
ine Hedwig, who was by marriage Counteſs of Caftell- Rudenhauſen. 

$. 4. At a circular Diet held at Luneburg in the year 1662 this county 
was admitted to be a State of the Circle of Lower-Saxony, but whether 
the King of Denmark, by virtue of it, takes place among the counts of 
Meſipbalia, Jam not yet certainly informed. Its aſſeſſment in the matri- 
cula is not to be found; but to the chamber of Wezlar it pays twenty- 
tour rixdollars, ſeventy-fix kruitzers and a half. 

F. 5. It is governed by an adminiſtrator of the King's own nomination.. 
The Ding and Recht alſo obtain here, and are compoſed of twenty-one 
houſe-keepers elected from among the pariſhes. From this court cauſes 
may be moved to the county court of appeals, which was inſtituted in. 
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1734, and is held at Ranzau houſe by the adminiſtrator as preſident, 
ilſiſted by two members of the regency of Gluck/tadt, who are particularly 
appointed to this office and this court of appeals, and who with the addi. 
tion of two more counſellors of the Gluckflad? regency, conſtitute by a 
royal edit of 1754, what is called the criminal court. This county has 
alſo its own particular conſiſtory, the members of which, are the adminiC. 
trator as preſident, aſſiſted by the provoſt and alſo the clergy of the county, 

F. 6. The annual revenues ariſing from it amount to about 14, ooo rix- 
dollars, which are levied and accounted for by the adminiſtrator. 

$. 7. The moſt remarkable places here are 

1. Ranzau houſe, anciently called the Barm/ted? oof the buildings ap- 
pertaining to which ſtand in a wood on three ſmall iſlands formed by the 
Aue in its courſe from Barmſtedt. On one of theſe iſlands is the bailiwick- 
houſe, on another the court-houſe, and on the third the manſion-houſe, in 
which the adminiſtrator reſides. 

2. Barmſtedt, a market-town, created ſuch in 1736, and lying on the 
Aue. This town conſiſts of about one hundred and twenty houſes and is 

rochial. : 
3. Elmſhorn, alſo a market-town, ſituated on the Aue. In the year 1750 
a fire deſtroyed forty-ſeven dwelling houſes and nine barns at this place, 
but they have been rebuilt to great advantage. The whole number of 
edifices here is about one hundred and fifty. The head miniſter of its 
church, is provoſt of the county, ever ſince the removal of the-provoſtſhip 
hither from Barmſtedt. The poor-houſe and hoſpital, which was founded 
in 1663 by Count Chri/tian, and wherein at preſent eighteen poor people 
are maintained, has a chapel and a particular preacher belonging to it, who 
is alſo catechiſt to the parochial-church, and the whole place. The inha- 
bitants have a great many ſmall veſſels, in which they carry on a traffick 
along the Aue to the Elbe, but that chiefly in turf, Charcoal alſo is brought 
trom Kaltenkirchen to the Kruck near Elmſhorn, and there ſhipped off 
for Helland. 

4. Hornerkirche, which was conſecrated in 1752. Near this church, 


excluſive of the patronage and ſexton's houſe, are ſeveral other dwellings 
belonging to mechanicks and labourers.

The Imperial City of LUBECK. 


THE free Imperial city of Lubeck, anciently written Lubecke, ſtands 

within the limits of Holſein on the river Trave, which is a navigable 
river, and above the city receives the Stectenitz, another navigable ſtream, 
by means of which it communicates with the Eibe, but below it the 
Mactenitæ, which is likewiſe navigable and iſſues from the lake of Ratze- 


burg. 
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zurg. After joining the Schwartau in its progreſs, this river falls into the 
Baltick. By means of theſe ſeveral ſtreams long and flat bottomed veſſels 
paſs from the Baltick along the Trave, the Steckenitz and the Elbe into the 
German ocean. The town ſtands on the two ſides of a long hill of mo- 
derate height, the eaſtern part extending itſelf down the declivity towards 
the Wackenitz, as the weſtern does towards the Trave. Excluſive of walls, 
towers and Fauſſe brayes, it is further ſurrounded with ſtrong ramparts, 
(which being planted with trees form a very delightful walk) and to theſe 
has the addition of wide moats. The ſtreets are for the moſt part ſteep, 
and the houſes all of ſtone and old faſhioned. Ever ſince the year 1530 
Lutheraniſm has been the eſtabliſhed religion of the place. Beſides the 
cathedral of its ancient ſee before mentioned, it has alſo four parochial- 
churches. The principal of theſe is the church of St. Mary, which is a 
large ſtructure having the ſuperintendency of the city annexed to it. The 
other churches here are thoſe of St. James, St. Peter and Paul and St. Giles. 
St. Clement's church is ſubordinate to that of St. James, and St. Laurence's 
ſtands without the city in the church-yard belonging to the peſt-houſe. 
The nunnery of St. John is compoſed of an abbeſs or Domina, a prioreſs 
and twenty-two conventualiſts, and has likewiſe its own church and 
chaplain, The convent of Mary Magdalen in the old Burg, was at the 
time of the Reformation converted into a poor-houſe, which alſo has its 
articular chaplain and church. In the ſuppreſſed convent of St. Catherine 
an been founded a grammar-ſchool of ſeven claſſes, and in this convent 
is alſo the public library. The church belonging to it is a filial of 
that of St. Marten. The convent of St. Anne has been converted into 
an alms-houſe and houſe of correction, both which are handſome buildings 
and under excellent regulations. Here is alſo a hoſpital dedicated to the 
Holy-Gheft, to which are annexed villages on Pol, an iſland near W:ſmar, 
an orphan-houſe, a houſe for the entertainment of poor ſtrangers, a 
ſmall-pox hoſpital, and many other charitable foundations. The papiſts 
likewiſe are poſſeſſed of a chapel near the cathedral, and the Caluini/ts of 
a church without the Ho/ftein-gate. The city armoury ſtands cloſe by the 
cathedral. The corporation conſiſts of four burghermaſters and fixteen 
counſellors which may either be men of letters, patricians or tradeſmen. The 
whole burghery (graduates, and ſuch as have employments in the ſchools 
and churches excepted) conſiſt of twelve companies, each of which has 
2 vote in the public deliberations. This city was the head of the hanſe- 
towns, and in the town houſe is a large hall called the Hanſeſaal, where 
their deputies uſed to meet. An alliance (till ſubſiſts between Lubeck, Hamburg 
and Bremen, and under the ſtile of hanſe-towns they negotiate treaties ot 
commerce with foreign powers. They had alſo their envoy at the treaty 
of Utrecht in 1713. Further the Emperor Francis engaged in his capi- 


tulation, © In the moſt effectual manner to countenance, ſupport and 
« detend 
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“ defend in their navigation, traffick, rights and immunities, according to 
© the inſlrumentum pacis, all trading towns in general, particularly the cities 
ce of Lubeck, Bremen and Hamburg, from whoſe maritime commerce the 
e public reaps ſuch great advantages.” Its trade ſtill continues to be very 
conſiderable, for which its ſituation as above deſcribed, is extremely com- 
modious. In it alſo are divers manufactures. On the ſpot where the cit 
now ſtands was formerly a town, named Bucu, on the demolition of which 
about the year 1144 Adolphus II, Count of Holſtein and Sbaues burg, laid 
the firſt foundations of the celebrated city of Lubeck. Its ſpeedy increaſe 
and the reſort thither of all the merchants from - Bardewick created ſuch 
umbrage to Henry the Lyon, Duke of Saxony, that he gave orders that nothing 
ſhould be ſold at this place but proviſions. In 1156 Lubeck being burnt down, 
Duke Henry after a long negotiation prevailed on Count Adolpbus to give 
him the town, which having rebuilt he erected it into a free-port, and in 
1158 conferred on it the Szadtrecht or municipal right, which took its 
riſe from that of Sze/t, and was then become very famous. This right 
was confirmed to it in 1188 by the Emperor Frederick I, and in 1226 b 
Frederick II. and afterwards by the ſucceeding Emperors. Alſo ever ſince 
the year 1254, the towns in the countries adjacent to the Baltict᷑ have been 
continually labouring to obtain this right. The Duke further removed hither 
the ſee of Oldenburg, and in 1164 its cathedral was conſecrated. But Henry 
being afterwards put under the ban, this city in 1182 ſubmitted to the Em- 
peror Frederick I. to whom however it originally owes the title of Imperial. 
In 1189 it was recovered by Duke Henry, but in 1192 eſcheated to Adolphus 
Count of Holſtein and Schauenburg, from whom in 1202 it was wreſted by 
Waldemar Duke of Schlefwig, and afterwards King of Denmark, under 
whoſe ſovereignty it continued till 1226, when it threw off the yoke. 
But that Albert the Great Duke of Brunſwick had afterwards ſome prero- 
gative over it, is manifeſt from the privileges granted to it by Henry King of 
England at his ſollicitations, which privileges, according to the words of the 
patent, were to continue in force, whilſt the burghers and merchants of Lubeck 
remained under the dominion and protection (ſub dominio et protettione) of 
the Duke. In 1276 the whole city was deſtroyed by fire, five houſes only 
excepted. In the Diet of the Empire it is poſſeſſed of the third ſeat 
among the Rheniſh Imperial cities; and in the Circle of Lever-Saxony 
has the firſt. In the matricula of the Empire its contingent is four 
hundred and eighty florins; and to the chamber of Vetalar it pays five 
hundred and fifty-ſeventy rixdollars and eighty-eight kruitzers. 

Among its dependencies are 

1. Travemunde, a ſmall town, with a fort, fituated at the influx of the 
Trave into the Baltick. In the year 1320 the city of Lubeck purchaſed 
this place of Jahn III. Count of Holſtein. In 1477 one half of it was 
deſtroyed by fire, and in 1522 almoſt the whole. The city of Lubeck 


appoints 
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appoints a commandant here, who was formerly ſtiled Jagt. Travemunde 
lies two German miles from it. 

2. Sclbukup, a filhing-village, ſituated on the Trave, one German mile 
from Lubeck. 

3. Ritzerau, a bailiwick, containing the parochial-village of Nufſe. 

4. Beblendorf, a bailiwick, having its feat in the parochial-village of 
that name. 

5. The bailiwick of Bergedorf, in which is Bergedorf, a ſmall town, 
fituated on the Bilie, and the Vier Lande, as they are called, which lie on the 
Elbe, and belofiging in common to Lubeck and Hamburg, being an acquiſition 
made by their joint forces from the dutchy of Saxe-Lauenburg, which they 
retained by the convention of Perleberg in 1420. This country being level 
and interſected by rivulets and ditches, is extremely fertile, and in ſum- 
mer time inexpreſſibly delightful, but at certain ſeaſons ſubject to be 
overflowed. At the manfion-houſe of Bergedorf reſides the bailiff, who is 
nominated by the two cities. In the Vier Lande are the pariſhes of Kirch- 
werder, Old and New-Gamme, Korflacke and Gei/t- Hachede or Geefthacht, 
with a toll-houſe on the Elbe called Zellenſpiecker, where is alſo a ferry 
over the ſame river.

The Imperial City of GoSZLAR. 


(G25 ZLAR a free Imperial city, lies without the Har, at the foot of the 

Rammelberg on the river Ge, which at a ſmall diftance from the 
town empties itſelf into the Ocker, It is environed by the bailiwick of 
Liebenburg, in the dioceſe of Hildeſheim, and likewiſe by thoſe of Langel- 
ſheim and Harzburg in the principality of Wolfenbuttel, The buildings 
here are all in the old taſte, excepting that part of it, which - was burnt 
down in 1728, which has been rebuilt in the modern manner. The 
eſtabliſhed religion is Lutheraniſm, and in this city are four pariſh-churches, 
namely thoſe of St. Coſmas and Damian or the great-church, St. Stephens, the 
Frankenberg and that of St. James. Here are alſo two Lutheran founda- 
tions holding immediately of the Empire. That of St. Simon and St. Jude 
was founded as a canopry of Auguſ/iines in the year 1040 by the Emperor 
Henry III, and its eſtates were under the juriſdiction of the canons of thatorder, 
but the Emperor Frederick I. curtailed their overgrown power, particularly 
in 1188, when he confirmed the ſee in its immediate tenure on the Em- 
pire, as alſo in its juriſdiction in civil caſes, declaring it exempt from all 
power and authority of the lord of the country. This independency has 
been ſucceſſively confirmed by the Emperors, and the ſee continues with- 


out moleſtation to exerciſe its juriſdiction both in proceſſes and arbitrations, 
Vol. VI. Nun | but 
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but the city of Gar having ſeveral times ſtarted difficulties on this head, a 
proceſs is now depending between theſe two bodies before the Aulic-council. 
The Imperial foundation of Petersberg alſo received its riſe from the muni- 
ficence of the Emperor Henry III. and his conſort Agnes in honour of St. Peter, 
It ſtands to the eaſt of the city on the Ka/kberg, the name of which on 
account of this foundation, was changed into that of Petersberg. It was 
originally endowed with the village and diſtrict of Bartunlep, which till 
conſtitute a part of its revenues. The edifice itſelf was conſecrated in the year 
1057. In 1512 the canonry made over the adminiſtration of it to the city 
magiſtracy in conſideration of an yearly ſtipend, and one half of the ca- 
ſualities, which term has from time to time been prolonged, but this ad- 
miniſtration is limited to places under the immediate ſovereiguty of the 
foundation, and ſtanding on St. Peter's hill. In 1527 the burghers of Goar 
pulled down every part of the building on the Petersberg, inſomuch that the 
canons were afterwards obliged to ſing canonical hymns at firſt in the church 
of the preceding foundation, but fince the year 1603, the chapel of 
St. Catharine has been affigned them. The canonry is Lutheran, and 
their principal officer a Dean. The Emperor is ſtill poſſeſſed of the jus 
primariarum precum over it, which he made uſe of in 1754, at which 
time alſo the Emperor Francis confirmed to them the exerciſe of theic 
religion according to the Augsburg confeſſion, and further promited his coun- 
tenance and protection to the canonry, as long as it obſerved the eſtabliſhed 
uſages. Here are two other Lutheran convents. That of Frankenberg, which 
conliſts of a domina and three conventualiſts, belongs to the principality 
of Wolfenbuttel, to which it devolved in 1523, when the greateſt part of 
the dioceſe of Hildeſbeim, in which it was included, came under the do- 
minion of Brunſwick-Luneburg. The church there, which however does 
not belong to it, has been mentioned above. The nunnery at Nevenwerk 
is dependent on the magiſtracy, and has a church of its own. The city 
derives its principal ſubſiſtence from the mines in the Rammelsberg, which 
have been taken notice of above under the principality of Grubenhagen, its 
breweries of beer and its trade for proviſions to the Har. Its foundation it 
owes to the Emperor Henry I, who began it in the year 922. In the 
Koningsbof (or King's court) ſeveral Kings and Emperors of Germany have 
kept their court, and have alſo held here many general aſſemblies of the 
Empire and ſolemn judicatures. Thus Gar from its firſt commence- 
ment has always been an Imperial city. Duke Henry the Lion obtained it 
of the Emperor Frederick in conſideration of his affiſtance in the wars of 
Lalr, and in 1180 walled it round, to denote its being an Imperial city, 
tho” it had ſided with the Emperor his enemy. In 1542 it was belieged 
by Henry the Younger, Duke of Brunſwick and Luneburg, but an amicable 
accommodation taking place, the ſiege was raiſed. In the Diet it is po- 
leſſed of the ſeventh ſeat on the bench of the Imperial cities rd 
ir 
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Circle of the Rhine, but among thoſe of Lower-Saxony has onl 
ſecond. Its matricular aſſeſſment formerly amounted to four hundred florins. 
In 1568 and ſeventy-one this aſſeſſment was reduced to one hundred and 
twenty, but at preſent is only fixty. Its quota to the chamber at Verzlar 


the 


is one hundred and eighty-four florins, ſeventy-nine kruitzers. The Duke 


of Brunſwick-Wolfenbuttel is hereditary protector of it, and as ſuch it pays 
him an annual ſum of money,

The Imperial City of MUHLHAUSEN. 


THE free Imperial city of Mublbauſen lies in Thuringia, on the river 
Unſirut, being divided into the upper and lower. The firſt of theſe 
was formerly called the Neuſtadt and the latter the Aiſtadt. The George 
ſuburb in ancient records called O/d-Mublhauſen, ſhews it to have been 
the firſt beginning of the city. Here are two Lutheran churches, with 4 
Roman catholic foundation of Auguſtine Nuns, to which is annexed the eſtate 
of Tirenrode. The proper zra of the building of Mublbauſen is little known, 
and till the thirteenth century nothing can be ſaid either of the place or its 
territory, In 1180 it was laid in aſhes by Henry the Lion Duke of Saxony 
and Bavaria, and in 1422 and 1487 ſuffered again extremely by fire. It 
appears to have held immediately of the Emperprs from time immemo- 
rial, In the years 1332 and 1337 it purchaſed of the Emperor Lew:s 
the office of Imperial judge in the city and its precinct. In the Diet it is 
poſſeſſed of the ninth place among the Rheni/h bench in the college of 
the Imperial cities thereof, and of the third in the Diets of Lower 
Saxony, In the matricula- of the Empire it is aſſeſſed at one hundred 
and fixty florins, and to the chamber at Wetzlar contributes one hundred 
and thirty-five rixdollars, twenty-three kruitzers. Within its diſtrict are 
twenty places: namely, Ammern, Bolſtedt, Dachreden, Dorne, Emmelhauſen, 
a lazaretta, Eigenrieden, on an eminence above which ſtood a burg, 
Felchta, Germar, Grabe, Hongede, Holmbach, Hoſmar or Hor ſchmar, 

ſerſtagen, Lengefeld, Pfaffenrode, Reiſern, Salfeld, Sampach, Solſtedt and 
Windeberg, excluſive of thirteen other places which are now deſtroyed. Its 
precinct to the north and weſt is environed by moats and a quick-ſet- 


hedge, as alſo by towers, but to the eaſt and ſouth is only marked with 
limit ſtones. 
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The Imperial City of NORDHAUSEN. 


HE free Imperial city of Nordbauſen lies between the county of 
» Hohnſtein and the lordſhip of Klettenberg on the Zorge, being of 
middling extent, and divided into the old and new. In it are ſeven La- 
tberan churches belonging to which are ten minſters, and a well-built 
orphan-houſe. The Holy-rood convent with its church is poſſeſſed by the 
Roman catholics. This city carries on a good corn trade to the Upper 
Harz, and diſtils great quantities for brandy, not to mention its curious 
works in marble and alabafter, the materials for which are brought from 
Stollberg and Heohenſtein, In the year 1180 it was burnt by Henry the 
Lion Duke of Saxony. In 1234, 1540, 1612, 1710 and 1712 great fires 
happened here. It has been a free Imperial city ever ſince its firſt founda- 
tion. In it reſide an Imperial vogt and judge. The former of theſe 
offices, or that called the penal judicature, was held by the ancient 
counts of Hobnſtein, at leaſt in the fifteenth century; but on their failute 
the Emperor Rodolphus II. in 1600 conferred it on the electoral houſe of 
Saxony, which in 1697 made an abſolute and perpetual ceſſiom of it to the 
electoral houſe of Brandenburg. The juſtitiary was anciently a Landgrave 
of Wuringia. From him this dignity paſſed to the Dukes and Electors of 
Saxony, who in 1697 likewiſe ceded it to the Elector of Brandenburg, but 
in_1717 that houſe in confideration of the ſum of 50,000 rixdollars tranſ- 
ferred to the city of Nordbauſen and its magiſtracy, the two aforemen- 
tioned offices of vogt and juſtitiary, with all rights prerogatives and 
emoluments. In the Diet of the Empire it enjoys the tenth ſeat on the 
Rheniſh bench of Imperial cities, and the fourth among thoſe of the Diets of 
Lower-Saxony. The matricular aſſeſſement of Nordbauſen is eighty florins, and 
to the chamber at Vetzlar it pays ninety-four rixdollars, ſixty-two kruitzers 
and a half.

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The Imperial City of HAMBURG. 


"PHE free Imperial city of Hamburg, in Latin Hamburgam Hammenta, 28 
derived from the old German word Hamme ſignifying a wood, appears 
to have been a town of the Nordalbingers, before the days of the Emperor 
Charles the Great, but ſince the year 808, when that Emperor built a 
fort there, under the name of Heochbuchi or Hobenbuchen (in Engliſh high 
beaches) has been much better known. It ſtands on the borders of that 
part of Holſtein, called Stormar, being about eighteen German miles from 
the influx of the Elbe into the ocean, and properly ſituated on the rivers 


bl 
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Eibe, Aller and Bille. The firſt of theſe claims a more particular de- 
cription, the Bille being now ſcarce practicable, and the After ſerving 
only for parties of pleaſure, a few barges excepted for the conveyance of 
wood; but the Elbe, which at the city, the werders or little iſlands in- 
cluded, is not lels than a German mile in breadth, beſides forming two 


ſpacious harbours, runs through moſt parts of the city in canals, which 


being generally pretty broad and deep are of prodigious conveniency to the 
merchants, whoſe houles ſtand on them. In theſe canals, as well as in the 
river itſelf, even to the diſtance of ſome German miles above Hamburg, 
the tide ebbs and flows twice a day, which is alſo in many reſpects of ſervice 
to the inbabitants, though not without the frequent and great inconveniency 
of inundations occaſioned by the northweſt winds, at which times the 
lower buildings and cellars are filled with water to the mighty detriment 
of their proviſions and merchandiſes, eſpecially if theſe inundations happen 
on a ſudden guſt of wind from the ſouth to northweſt. The bridges over 
the canals are computed at eighty- four, and that not without probability, 
many of them not being ſo much as diſtinguiſhed by ſtrangers, as being 

wed like the ſtreets, with which they are generally on a level, and not 
a few alſo adorned with houſes on each fade. 

The ſtreets are for the molt part of pretty conſiderable breadth, but the 
houſes recommend themſelves more by their inward conveniences, and 
the gardens with which they ace interſperſed, though more eſpecially till 
by their ſituation for trade, than by any outward ornaments of architecture. 
Some of theſe ſtreets. however make a grand appearance, but on the 
other hand ſeveral of them are very narrow, and there is ſtil} a greater 
number of lanes here, wherein many families live together ; ſo that the 
circuit of the city is by no- means proportionate to the number of its inhabi- 
tants. Round the ramparts it is but an ealy two hours walk, and the 
n umber of inhabitants within this circuit, excluſive of Jews, is eſtimated at 
100,000. On a calculation taken of the inhabitants of Hamburg, compared 
with thoſe of other large cities, and made from their regiſters of births and 
burials, they ate found to be to thoſe of Paris, as one to four, to thoſe of 
Auſterdam as four to ſeven, to thoſe of Vienna as eight to thirteen, and 
to thoſe of Copenhagen nearly on a par. 


It is natural to be imagined that in ſo populous a place, there muſt be 


great numbers of poor, and this has by degrees given occaſion to ſo many 


public ſounds ions that in this point, as well as for its excellent regulations, 
with regard to fires, Hamburg is greatly admired by foreigners. With 
reſpec to the firſt, what principally deſerves mention here is the Armen-Ord- 
nung, which though like all other public foundations it be enriched by 
charitable. donations and legacies, yet derives its greateſt wealth from the 
voluntary contributions made towards it. Next to this is the Zuchtheus or 
houte of correion, which isa-very large building, and in matters relative to 
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the ditection of it connected with the AÆmen- Ordnung. The perſons com- 
mitted to this place, among whom are all who are found begging in the 
ſtreets, are put to various kinds of labour, but chiefly to the raſping 


of Braſil and other kinds of cod. To theſe is to be added the Warſenhaus 


wherein orphans are carefully maintained and educated ; the Pe/thsf, which 
lies without the town, and where all perſons difordered in their ſenſes and 
other patients are received, to the amount ſometimes of near a thouſand in 
number; St. Job's hoſpital, or as it is vulgarly called, the Pockenbaus, erected 
for ſuch as labour under contagious diſtempers; the Spinnbaus where prot. 
titutes and ſuch like offenders are confined, who in other places are con- 
demned to the public works; the Gafthaus, the Schiffer- Armenhaus, with 
the alms-houſes of the Holy-Gheft and St. George, which are all inſtituted for 
the relief of the delerving poor. I ſhall only mention the Gottestaſton in the 
churches, the many private charitable foundations, among which are the 
Gotteſwohnungen, as they are called, with the free-ſchools, wherein children 
are educated gratis; the cloiſters of St. obn and St. Mary Magdalen; the 


- convent where unmarried women may be admitted for a ſmall ſum, and 


comfortably maintained during the refidue of their lives ; and laſtly founda- 
tions for the redemption of ſea-faring perſons taken by the Coffairs of Bar- 
bary, with many others no leſs deſerving of commendation. With ref 

to the regulations made here relating to fires, every perſon who can be of 
any aſſiſtance either far or near, knows preciſely the part he is to act, particu- 
larly the engine-workers, who belong either to the fire-office, the artillery or 
ſhip engines, and who at certain ſtated periods are exerciſed; the militia alſo, 
of whom ſome muſt always be ready, on the leaſt alarm with fire buckets in 
their hands, and others, as a reſerve who ſtand at places appointed for them. 
Further the inſtitution of the Brandwachen or fire-watchmen, which was 
made about twenty years ſince is alſo very worthy of obſervation. Theſe 
conſiſt of certain perſons diſtinguiſhed like the engine-workers, by 
their white frocks and large fire-caps, who both during the winter and 
ſummer months, when the wind is high, or when by the long continuance 
of it at caſt the canals are grown dry or ſhallow, are obliged to patrole 
the ſtreets all night, and to make a clattering on the ſtones with the poles 
which they carry in their hands. For other concerns relative to the ſecu- 
rity of the city, watchmen go their conſtant rounds. The buſineſs of 
theſe is only to keep a look out againſt any appearance of fire, and by 


theſe means many ſmall fires are got under at their firſt breaking out. 


The fortifications of the city are in the old Durch taſte, the moats being 
deep and wide, the ramparts lofty, and planted with trees, and of ſuch 
a breadth too, that ſeveral carriages may go abreaſt, On theſe ramparts 
every one has the liberty of taking the air. The number of baſtions round 
the town is twenty-four, with ſome out-works, particularly thoſe called 
the Sternchanze and. the Neuewerk, The latter is properly only a line _— 
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lacly fortified and incloſing the ſtreets, houſes and gardens, by ſome called 
the Neuen Merk or the ſuburb of St. George. The Hamburgerberg may 
be ſtiled a ſuburb, but this is not environed by any works, and the 
houſes on it extend almoſt as far as Altona, inſomuch that it is only a ditch 
which ſeparates the one from the other.. 

To the city are four capital gates, namely the Deichthor towards the 
eaſt, the Steinthor and Dammibor looking towards the north, and the 
Millernthor to the weſt. But beſides theſe there are too ſmaller ones to- 
wards the ſouth, namely the Brocitbor and the Sandtbor, both leading to 
the Grasbreck, but theſe are not ſo much frequented, as the two entrances 
in the ſame quarter by water from the Elbe, that is to ſay the Upper and 
Lower-Baum. Through the latter paſs all ſhips going to or coming from ſea. 
Every morning at the opening of it is ſeen a multitude of boats and ſmall 
barks, whoſe cargoes conſiſt of milk, fruits, and all kind of proviſions, all 
ruſhing in at the ſame time. And in this manner the country people, who 
are for the moſt part under the neighbouring juriſdiction, together with 
a greater number of others on the land fide in carriages, as likewife moſt 
of the neighbouring peaſantry daily bring in part of the ſubſiſtence ' neceſ- 
ary to the city, and on the other band return home with their own. 

To the north of the tewn is alſo another entrance by water, or a Baum from 
the Alter, which in this part runs into the city, fo as to form a kind of lake 
init, which is included however within the fortifications. Here alſo in ſummer 
time the inhabitants divert themſelves in barges, of which the larger ſort that 
have a cabbin, are called At. Near this part too of the Alter is a walk, 
conſiſting of a double row of trees of conſiderable length, which in ſummer 
evenings is crowded with people, and called the Junfernſtieg (or the young 
ladies walk) and from hence the ſtreet in which it lies has obtained the 
ſame name. 

The Alter thus entring the city brings with it this advantage, that it not 
only drives ſome mills within the town, in like manner as others are driven 
by the Ele, but likewiſe by means of aqueducts is conveyed into ſeveral 
houſes, yet ſo that by the fluices near the mills, on any dangerous inun- 
dation of the Alſter lake it may be let into the E/be, as this latter on the 
appearance of a flood, may be turned into the Aer. 

The churches of Hamburg with their lofty ſteeples make a grand ap- 
pearance. The moſt remarkable of theſe is the Great-church, or that of 
St. Michael in the Neuſtadt, which latter, together with the church itſelf, 
was deſtroyed by lightning in the year 1750, and as yet the church is not 
entirely completed, nor any thing done to the tower. The four principal 
churches in the Alſtadt are thoſe of St. Peter, St. Nicolas, St. Catharine 
and St. James. The tower belonging to the cathedral is about the ſame 
height with thoſe above-mentioned, and though it leans as if juſt falling, yet 
on account of the beauty of its architecture the danget attending it has bitherto 
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been overlooked. Excluſive of theſe capital churches, the largeneſs of 
which may be conjectured from the ſmallneſs of their number, there are 
others annexed to them, as namely thoſe of St. John, St. Mary Magdalen and 


St. Mzcchael, the laſt of which is a ſmall new church, together with thoſe 


of the H:ly-Gheft and St. Gertrude. Some of the alms-houſes here have alſo 
churches annexed to them, particularly the Orphan-bouſe and the Bridewe!!. 
In all theſe ſeveral churches is ſomething or other worthy of notice, ſuch 
as tombs, ſplendid altars, pulpits, organs, paintings and the like. The 
tower of St. Peter has two ſets of chimes belonging to it, one of which 
plays by clock-work ; but thoſe of St. Nicolas far ſurpeſs them. The 
latter play every morning very early, and hkewiſe at one o'clock in the 
afternoon, as alſo on all feſtivals and ſolemnities: they bear ſome reſem- 
blance to the celebrated chimes at Dormſtadt, and are ſaid to be the work 
of the ſame artiſt. St. Catharine's tower is very like that of St. Mary's at 
Zwickau, and diſtinguiſhed for the elegant grandeur of its archnecure, 
and the gilt crown on its ſpire. 


The public edifices of the city are wanting in nothing ſo much a in 


outward ſtatelineſs. The Guildball cannot be viewed without wiſhing 


Hamburg had a better, though it has lately received ſome embelliſh- 
ment from the new court-houſe erected there. The other ſtructures 
here are chiefly worth ſeeing for their utility, and the prodigious quan- 
tity of ſtores in them, ſuch as the building yard, the arſenal and two 
armouries ; and a ſtranger who has never ſeen a number of large ſhips 
together at one time, cannot but behold the Baumbayſe on the Elbe with 
aſtoniſhment. The lovers of old Rheniſb, who have not. before ſatiated 
themſelves at Straſzburg or Bremen, will not fail to viſit the corporation 
cellar here. There are indeed a great number of inns in the town, but 
of theſe few are large enough to entertain foreigners with all their atten- 
dants, every part of the city being ſo cloſely built upon, and the inſides of 
the houſes withal not ſo judiciouſly diſpoſed as in other places of a more 
modern date, ſo that the want of conveniency in this reſpect, does by no 
means correſpond. with the plenty of all kinds of proviſions and liquors in 
it. With regard to the conſtitution and form of government here, it has, 
and that more eſpecially in 1708, when the perpetual diſturbances at 
Hamburg occaſioned an Imperial commiſſion to be ſent thither, been 
ſettled on a footing the moſt agreeable, that is its former laws, cuſtoms 
and equity, inſomuch that it exhibits a perfect model of a well con- 
ſtituted State. . 

The exerciſe of certain Regalia here appertains ſolely to the magiſtracy, 
but in all affairs of general concern the burghery aſſiſt at the deliberations, 
and in order to give validity to any motion made by the magiſtracy in 
caſes relative to the joint aſſembly of the magiſtracy and people, the 
conſent of both ſides is required. All points touching the impoſition of 


taxes 
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taxes and new laws, are by the magiſtracy laid before the firſt college of 
the burghery, then before the ſecond, next before the third, and laſtly 
before the whole body, and on the approbation of both clafles is termed 
a decree of the magiſtracy and burghery, or ſimply a Receſs. 

The magiſtracy is at preſent compoſed of thirty-ſeven perſons, or more 
uſually of thirty-ſix, that is to ſay, four burghermaſters, four ſyndics, 
twenty-four aldermen, and four ſecretaries, of whom one is prothonotary, 
and another acts as recorder; but the votes are limited to the burghermaſters, 
and the aldermen, of the firſt of whom one muſt be a trader, and of the 
latter thirteen traders and the reſt graduates. All members of the magiſtracy 
are choſen by the burghermaſters and aldermen only, the former of whom 
are elected out of the body of the aldermen, and theſe again out of the 
common council, and both by ballot ; but the ſyndics and ſecretaries are 
choſen from among the graduates in the common council, and that by a 
majority of votes. Any perſon elected into the magiſtracy, and declining 
the office muſt depart the city. 

The burghery of Hamburg are divided into five pariſhes, agreeably to 
the five capital churches above-mentioned. The firſt college of the 
burghery is compoſed of the Oberalten, which conſiſts of three out of 
each pariſh ; the next is the college of the Sechziger, being of every pariſh, 
beſides the Oberalten, nine Diacont, who are ſo called as holding ſome 
office in the pariſh where they reſide, and for which they are elected. 
Next to theſe is the college of the Hundertachtziger, which conſiſts of the 
Sechſeigert and twenty-four ſubdeacons of each capital church. To theſe 
every pariſh further adds fix adjun#i, who are obliged to make their ap- 
pearance only at the meeting of a general common council along with the 
former, and into ſuch parochial aſſemblies are likewiſe admitted all 
burghers who are ſo inclined, provided they are poſſeſſed of the qualifica- 
tions required, the principal of which is the Erbgeſeſſenbeit or hereditary 
ſettlement, the meaning of which is, that a burgher thall dwell in a houſe of 
his own within the city, and be at leaſt poſſeſſed of 1000 rixdollars in 
lpecie, or of 2000 in immoveable goods within the juriſdiction of the 
lame, and that too in free money, over and above the ſum for which it 
may be mortgaged. | 

The management of the public revenues is committed to ten burghers, 
wo out of every pariſh, who continue in office fix years, at the expiration 
ot which a new election comes on, which is performed partly by votes and 
partly by ballot, Theſe are ſtiled die Verordnete der Kammerey or deputies 
of the treaſury, Of theſe and the above-mentioned offices, as alſo of 
others belonging to the city, which are for the moſt part filled by members 
of the magiſtracy or common-council, a particular account may be ſeen 
in the Hamburg State Almanacks. KO: 

It is now above two hundred years ſince Lutheraniſm has been the 
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eſtabliſhed religion of this city, and no other public exerciſe of religion is 
tolerated here. In the mean time both Papiſts and Calvinrts have an op- 
portunity of attending worſhip at the envoys of the Emperor, and other 
Sovereigns, to the Circle of Lower- Saxony who reſide in the city; and the 
Engliſh, whoſe merchants form a company here, have divine ſervice per- 
formed in a building called the Engliſb-bouſe. The Hamburg clergy, thoſe 
of the country included, amount in all to fifty-three perſons, Each of 
the five capital churches has a head miniſter, and three or even four 
Diaceni belonging to it. The principal ecclefiaſtic here is ſtiled the Seniar, 
who is choſen by the magiſtracy, and is uſually the eldeſt of the five head 
miniſters. On Sundays there are four ſermons in moſt of the churches, 
and on every week day one at leaſt in three places. The regulations reſpect- 
ing church affairs, ſuch as the appointment of faſtdays, feſtivals and the 
like, are determined by the magiſtracy in conjunction with the above- 
mentioned college of the Sechzigers. Thoſe caſes which in other parts are 
termed conſiſtorial, at Hamburg come under the recognizance of the 


civil power. 


Having mentioned its eccleſiaſtical State it will be proper to ſay a word 
of the cathedral chapter here. Its conſtitution can no where be better 
ſeen than in the words of the tenth article, F, 7, of the peace of Vet- 
phalia, according to which his Imperial Majeſty with the conſent of the 
whole Empire, wholely and abſolutely ceded to the crown of Sweden, all 
the powers and prerogatives which the archbiſhop of Bremen enjoyed over 
the chapter of Hamburg .and its dioceſe, with a reſerve however of the 
ſeveral rights belonging to the houſe of Holſlein, the city of Hamburg and 
the chapter itſelf. But the dutchies of Bremen and Verden being by the 
peace of the north, transferred in 1719 to the electoral houſe of Brunſwick- 
Luneburg, the chapter of Hamburg was involved in this revolution. But how 
this chapter came to be ſubject to the archbiſhops of Bremen is a point of very 
ancient hiſtory. The Emperor Charles the Great had formed a defign of 
erecting an archbiſhopric at Hamburg, and that all the northern nations 
ſhould be comprehended in its province. This devout ſcheme his ſon the 
Emperor Lewis the Pious in ſome meaſure accompliſhed. The name of 
the firſt archbiſhop of Hamburg, who was called Anſcharius, is ſtill preſerved 
there, ſeveral places being ſtiled after him, as for inſtance the Schar market 
the Schar gate, and the Sctar gate bridge. But the archbiſhops of Hamburg, by 
the frequent aſſaults of the adjacent pagan nations were at length obliged 
to ſeek ſafety at Bremen, and this afterwards occaſioned long and violent 
conteſts between the two churches relative to the real place of their ſee, 
till in 1223 it was decided that the arch-epiſcopal dignity ſhould from 
that time be held by the church of Bremen. The chapter at preſent con- 
liſts of nobles and men of letters. The principal officer in it is the provoſt 
of the cathedral. Next to him is the Dean, who preſides in the chapter, 
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with eleven canons, a ſyndic and a ſecretary. To it allo belong ſome 
minor canons, as likewiſe a certain number of vicarii immunes, who are 
under the juriſdiction of the chapter, whereas the other vicars are ſubject 
to that of the city; but the former forfeit this immunity if they marry a 
burgher's daughter. 

The Hamburg courts are divided into extrajudiciary and judiciary in- 
ances, and no cauſe can be brought before the judiciary, unleſs referred 
thither by an extrajudiciary, or unleſs a citation to ſuch court has been 
granted. The chief extrajudiciary inſtance is to the magiſtracy by pre- 
ferring a petition to them, but there are ſeveral others, ſuch as to the 
two burgher-maſters, who are changed every year, to the two prætors, to the 
lords of manors, &c. The judiciary courts are the following, viz. the 
court of admiralty for naval cauſes, the bailiwick. court for the companies 
of trade, the country courts, the Nzedergericht or lower court for all other 
affairs of the city, and the Obergericht which is compoſed of the magi({- 
tracy. Any party who thinks himſelf aggrieved by the inferior courts may 
appeal to the Obergericht, from which noappeals lie but to the Awic-cquncil 
or other Imperial colleges. | 

The court of admiralty beſides taking cognizance of naval cauſes, is 
inveſted, jointly with the city treaſury, with the care of the ſupport and 
improvement of its navigation. The treaſury is particularly to ſee that all 
proper meaſures be taken for the ſafety of ſhips, eſpecially thoſe of bur- 
den going out or coming in on the Elbe, from the city to the river's 
mouth. For the Elbe being full of ſand banks, and theſe often ſhifted 
by the force of the waters waſhing away the ſand, beſides great attention, 
certain marks alſo of theſe alterations are neceſſary to point out the 
places, where the depth of water affords a ſafe channel, as well as the ſaid 
thoals and flats, fo that there are conſtantly floating in the Elbe a hundred 
large buoys, ſome white and others black, all fortified with iron hoops and 
terminating at the lower part in a point. Theſe buoys are moored with 
chains and ſtones.

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it, and called the Neuewerk. Theſe latter are large and for the moſt 
part built of wood, being diſcernible alſo a good = off, and having on 
one of them a light-houſe. The pharos or Helgeland is maintained there 
by the city with the King of Denmar#'s permiſſion. Laſt of all is to be 
mentioned the ſpacious harbour of Ritgebuttel, otherwiſe called Cuxharen, 
where on any exigencies all ſhips either outward or homeward bound 
find a ſafe retreat. The immenſe charges of all theſe regulations are de- 
frayed by the admiralty and treaſury, ſome jointly, but others ſeparately, 
The right of tolls as granted by particular patents from the Emperor 
took its riſe, as the tolls alſo do their name, from the above-mentioned 
Neuewerk, and the beacons, though the toll-office agreeably to the 
aforeſaid patents has been removed from Cuxbaven to the city. Thus 
the motive for granting thoſe patents was to encourage and ſupport the 
eſtabliſhments formed by the city at the mouth of the Elbe, for the gene- 
ral advantage of commerce. 

Excluſive of thefe tolls Hamburg has alſo impoſts of divers kinds, as on 

beer, brandy, wine, fleſh and meal, but all very moderate. That on 
meal is called Matten, being a /ow-german word ſynonimous with Mauth, 
which ſignifies an impoſt or gabel. Here are likewiſe ſtated* contributions 
which are paid annually, particularly the aſſeſſment on effects and im- 
moveables, but moſt of theſe, ſuch as the tax on burials, and head money, 
with the Quartprocent, and the like, muſt be previouſly agreed to in a 
common council of the magiſtracy and burghery. 

Formerly the principal occupation of the inhabitants (commerce excepted) 
conſiſted in brewing and the cloth manufacture; and even to this very 
day, the companies, of which each has its appointed patron in the corpota- 
tion, enjoy many privileges. 

At preſent the principal manufactory here, is beyond diſpute, the ſugar 
refinery, for which, whether it be owing to the quality of the water, or 
whatever be the cauſe, Hamburg has hitherto been diſtinguiſhed. The 
cotton, ſtocking, gold-thread, ribbon and velvet manufactures here, with 
others, are greatly eſteemed abroad. 

With reſpect to its ſeveral branches of commerce, linen, cloth, ſilk- 
ware, wine, ſugar, coffee, colours, ſpices, metals, tobacco, wood, leather, 
grain, dried and falt-fiſh, train oil and furs are accounted the moſt con- 
tiderable of them; though this point is not eafily aſcertained, the mer- 
chants here buying up all kinds that offer, and the convenient fituation of the 
city drawing thither a great variety. Here we are not to omit the Preiſcouran! 
publiſhed at certain ſtated times as a news paper, and ſpecifying the courſe 
of exchange, with the price which every commodity and merchandiſe bore 
laſt on the exchange. The multitude of Hamburg merchants, among 
whom are not included any felling by weight or the ell, with the no lets 
number of brokers, Chriſtians and Jews, can at no time be better _—_ 
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than about one at noon, that being the hour of full change. This building 
which fronts the guildhall is half covered and half open, being compoſed of a 
covered piazza and an area. A particular commiſſion is appointed to examine 
all affairs, immediately relating to the advantage and improvement of com- 
merce. The members of this commiſſion are merchants, one of whom 
oes out of office every year, and a ſenior of the maſters of ſhips. Theſe 
are called the commercium, and meet in a place adjoining to the exchange, 
where the commercial library is kept. If the books in this library are not 
very numerous, they are nevertheleſs all valuable for their uſefulneſs. 
Another uncommon benefit to the merchants of Hamburg is the ſpecie 
bank, erected there in 1619, and which for the goodnets of its credit 
and prudent regulations is by no means inferior to any even the moſt 
fouriſhing. With the bank is connected the corn money, by which the 
granaries are kept well ſtocked for ſupplying the poor with meal at a low 
rate, as alſo the mintage. This laſt royalty, which it holds by charters from 
the Emperors, it has always exerciſed, Hamburg ducats being to be ſeen of 
every year for a long time paſt, not to mention the Bance- Portugaleſer, of 
which thoſe called whole, weigh ten, and the half ones five, ducats. Of 
filver money it coins alſo very large quantities. The ſtandard obſerved here 
is preciſely the ſame with that of Lubeck, that is to ſay, that in the large and 
ſmall pieces down to the Doppelſchillings or heavy good Greſchers, incluſive, 
the mark of fine filver, make no more than eleven rixdollars and three 
quarters. Accordingly the ſame reſpective coins are current in each of 
theſe two cities. 

With regard to the ſtate of carving and the fine arts at Hamburg, it 
may be affirmed that they are held there in great eſteem, and nothing 
omitted for the encouragement of them. The memoirs of the learned 
mention but a ſmall number of perſons natives of Hamburg, who were 
eminent for their knowledge in all the branches of ſcience ; but far greatec 
is the number of thaſe whoſe merits were known only to their fellow 
citizens. Hamburg may be ſaid to abound in libraries, there being icarce 
a Church in it without one; but that of the Gymnaſium is indiſputably the 
largeſt, as having received a very noble addition by Mr. Wolf's donation. For 
the private libraries, the number of which may be concluded from the 
frequency of auctions of books here, that of Mr. Richey is the moſt con- 
ſiderable. Belonging to the Gymnaſum are fix profeſſors, and lectures are 
read there, as at the univerſities, though without any public or ordinary 
introduction to the three chief faculties, which deficiency however is in 
ſome meaſure ſupplied by extraordinary lectures. The principal ſchool at 
Hamburg is that of St. John, which as well as the Gymmnaſium is under the 
inſpection of the Scholarchi, who are an aſſembly compoſed of the eldeſt 
members of the magiſtracy, with the five paſtors of the head churches, 
and the whole body of the Oberalt-a, This ſchool conſiſts of eight claſſes 
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the firſt of which has both a rector and corretor. There are beſides 
here ſeveral other public (choo's, as for inſtance thoſe of the other churches, 
among which that of St. Michael is one of the largeſt, with many charity. 
ſchook. In a word few places equal Hamburg in its ſeveral inſtitutions, 
both for the liberal and religious education of youth. Among the fine arts 
muſic is particularly encouraged here, but its patrons are under great 
apprehenſions, that the 22 opera- houſe which laſt year had few equals 
in Germany, is now ſo far decayed that it muſt be pulled down. Painting 
alſo is not without its admirers and connoifleurs, and it were well for the 
public if architecture and mechanics were a little more in vogue, and that 
the commendable meaſures purſued for that purpoſe may be attended with 
the deſired effects. | 

The ordinances made from time to time for the better oeconomy of the 
State, and the amendment of the polity are fo numerous, that a general 
mention of the principal only, would require a volume, but the regula- 
tions which immediately relate to its ſafety are not to be wholly omitted. Of 
theſe the principal is the Burgerwachen or militia, which is ranged according 
to the five pariſhes it is compoſed of, each pariſh bearing its own particular 
colour in its enſigns. Thus there are five colonels, who are elected out of the 
magiſtracy, with the ſame number of lieutenant-colonels choſen out of 
the burghers, and in all fifty-ſeven captains, having each a company. The 
board of war is compoſed of the eldeſt burghermaſter, affiſted by the five 
colonels, the commandant, three Oberalren, two burghers of the treaſury 
and eight other burghers, who are ſtiled commiſſaries at war. The regular 
forces of Hamburg, conſiſting of twelve companies of infantry, and one 
troop of dragoons, are all under the commandant, who is uſually a foreigner 
and has ſerved with reputation in the quality of general. The company of 
artillery is under the direction of two members of the magiſtracy and two 
burghers. The night guard, which, like a regular corps, has its ſeveral 
officers, parades every evening, when it marches off to the various poſts 
aſſigned it in the city, and in the night calls the hours. This guard is 
ſubject to the two members of the council, who are juſtitiaries, as colonels, 
aſſiſted by ſix Oberalten and two treaſury burghers. 

Within the juriſdiction of Hamburg are ſeveral villages and eſtates, ſome 
of which like the city itſelf, as conliſting of well watered grounds and 
being conſequently ſomewhat more fertile, are called the Marſcb, but others 
which lie higher and have a dry foil are diſtinguiſhed by the name of Geeſt. 
Among the marſhlands thoſe more particularly worthy of notice are the Bil- 
warder, the Hamm and Horn, moſt of the Hamburg gardens lying in them. 
The bailiwick of Nitzebuttel at the mouth of the Elbe has been mentioned 
before, as has likewiſe the little town of Bergedorf, with the Yierlanae, 
which laſt are held in common with Lubeck, and are taken notice of under 
the article of that city. But the lateſt, moſt authentic and complete 
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account of the city of Hamburg, with the ſeveral privileges from time to 
time conferred on it, as alſo of its dependencies, and plans of the ſame, is 
to be met with in a Latin piece, juſt publiſhed by Mr. Kieſeter the ſyndic, a 
gentleman who has deſerved greatly of his native city. The title of this 
piece is Cure Geographice, and in p. 117 is a map of the iſlands in the 
Elbe, fituated near Hamburg, in p. 119, &c. maps of the city and its diſtri 
and in p. 458, Cc. plans of the three Hon/e-towns of Lubeck, Bremen and 
Hamburg. In p. 479, Cc. the laſt and more eſpecially what relates to 
its geography is treated of in a very judicious manner. 

The charters conferred by the len of Germany, the Kings of 


Denmark, the Dukes and Counts of Holſtein and other powers, on Hamburg 


as connected with the Han/e-towns, and for itſelf in particular, are fo nume- 
rous that it would be tedious to recount them all. Its immediate dependence 
on the Empire, which was adjudged to it at Speyer in*1618 by a decree 
of the aulic-council, is indeed till diſputed by the houſe of Ho/fein, par- 
ticularly by the King of Denmark, and it forbears voting at the Diet 
though conſtantly ſummoned thereto, ever fince the above decree. It 
however exerciſes every branch of municipal and territorial prerogative 
without any moleſtation, and a good harmony betwixt it and the crown of 
Denmark has been eſtabliſhed on a ſolid footing, by the agreement obtained 
in 1736 from Chriſtian VI. in which agreement, as likewiſe in the con- 
vention of Altona in 1740, relating to the limits of their reſpective terri- 
tories, the principal differences are removed, ſuch as the mintage, the 
Schauenburg houſe within the city and the boundaries of Altana. Its moſt 
eſſential charters have received the confirmation of his preſent Imperial 
Majeſty, and together with Lubeck and Bremen, Hamburg ſtands recom- 
mended to the Emperor's particular protection, in the two moſt recent 
capitulations of election (ſee Art. 7. F. 2.) 

In the matricula of the Empire of 1521, this city is aſſeſſed at twenty 
horſe and one hundred and twenty foot; and in the laſt matricula of the 
chamber at Wetzlar is rated at four hundred and thirty-nine rixdollars, 
fifty kruitzers and a half. | 
Its arms are a caſtle crowned with three towers, or rather as may be 
ſeen on the ducats and other coins ſtruck here, a open portal, ſurmounted 
with three towers and a portcullis after the ancient manner. With reſpect 
to the notion, that there ſhould be a ſtinging nettle at the opening of the 
portal, the confutation of that belongs to anriquaries and politicians.

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THL city lies on the Weſer, by which it is divided into the Old and 
New. Both theſe however are joined by a large bridge, and another 
ſmaller one over a little branch of the ſame river. Its fortifications are pretty 
good. In 1744 all the buildings and inhabitants here were numbered, and 
in the Old and New town (excluſive of the ſuburbs) were counted four 
thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy- eight inhabited houſes, with five hundred 
and ſixty-five other edifices, ſuch as meuſes, brewhouſes, ſtore-houſes, and 
the like; three hundred and eighty-ſeven inhabited cellars, four thouſand 
and ninety-nine married couples (that is to ſay one thouſand five hundred 
and eighty-nine Calviniſis, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy- tuo 
Lutherans, ſix hundred and twenty-nine mixed, eighty-one Papiſts, and 
twenty-eight mixed,) two hundred and eighteen widowers, one thouſand two 
hundred and thirty-nine widows, two hundred and thirty-three ſingle men 
houſe-keepers, and three hundred and fifty-nine ſingle women houſe-keeper:, 
The old town, which is the largeſt and moſt populous is divided into four 
pariſhes or quarters, according to the four Calviniſt capital churches, of Our 
Lady, St. Anſgarius, St. Stephen and St. Martin. In this part alſo ſtands the 
cathedral, which belongs to the dutchy of Bremen, and has been deſcribed 
above in our account of that dutchy. This church is frequented by the 
Lutherans, and under its choir is the Bleykeller, or lead-cellar fo remarkable 
for the undecayed corpſes there. To theſe is to be added the convent cf 
St. Jobn, with its church, the celebrated academical Gymnaſium of the Cal- 
viniſts with its ſpacious library, the Pædagegium, the Guildhall, the Exchange, 
der Schutting der Aelterleutte or Conventiculum Seniorum, the armoury, the hoſ- 
pital, in which is alſo an anatomical theatre, the Bridewell and the workhouſe. 
The water-wheel under the larger Weſer bridge, by means of which the water 
is raiſed to certain pipes laid under the ſtreets, and thus conveyed to a great 
many houſes in the O/d-town is worthy obſervation, both for its dimenfions 

and 
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and conſtruction. At the other end alſo of this bridge is a moſt ingenious 
fulling mill. Ia the New-town is St. Paul's a Calvinift church, and in 
the ſuburbs are two more. The Caluiniſi is the eſtabliſhed religion here, 


the whole body of the 3 at preſent profeſſing it, though with 
reſpect to numbers the Lutherans nearly equal them. The Papiſts attend 


divine worſhip at the chapel belonging to the Emperor's reſident. The 
corporation is compoſed of four burghermaſters and twenty-four counſellors 
or aldermen. It is the centre of all power, and confiſts of merchants and 
men of letters. The merchants and tradeſmen have their Helterleute or 
elders, but theſe enjoy no ſhare in the government of the city. In affairs 
of moment and the impoſition of an extraordinary tax, the Mittbeit (or 
wiſdom) is aſſembled, the members of which are the Helterieuten, and 
burghers paying to the aſſeſſment. The corporation is inveſted with both 
juriſdictions, but the Elector of Brunſwick and Luneburg by virtue of the 
dutchy of Bremen, appoints a Stadtvogt, who in capital cafes pronounces 
ſentence with certain ceremonies. The garriſon conſiſts of about fix 
hundred men. Here are ſeveral manufactures exclufive of a very con- 
ſiderable trade, and Bremen till bears the title of a Hanſe-town, as has 
been obſerved before under the article of Lubeck, 

One diſadvantage it labours under is that ſhips of burden inſtead of 
coming up to the city with their cargoes, are obliged to unlade at Brake or 
Elsfleth, which lie three or four German miles below it. 

This city was anciently the ſee of the biſhopric, and afterwards of the 
archbiſhopric of that name, but ſo early as the thirteenth century, frequent 
diſputes aroſe between it and the biſhops and chapter. In the time of 
Archbiſhop Chriſtopher, Bremen was in great danger. For having in 
1522 embraced Lutberaniſm, pulled down the Pauline convent without 
the city, and in 1530 forcibly diſpoſſeſſed the Papiſts of the cathedral ; the 
archbiſhop after the battle of Maub/berg, which was ſo fatal to the Proteſtants, 
cauſed it to be beſieged by the Inperialiſis; but it made a ſtout defence, 
and was relieved by Count Mansfeld and the Hamburghers. It was with 
great difficulty, however, that after the treaty of Paſſau, the city recovered 
the Emperor's favour. In 1562 under archbiſhop Geerge Albert, Harden- 
berg openly preached the Calvinift doctrine here, and being countenanced by 
burgher-maſter von Buren and great numbers of al! ranks, violent diſtur- 
bances aroſe thereupon, and even part of the magiſtracy left the place. 
This affair being brought before the Diet of Lewer-Saxony then held at 
Luneburg, Hardenberg was filenced, and in 1568 an agreement made 
between the abdicated and the new magiſtracy. The former, however, 
never returning to the city, the Calviniſ docttine has ever ſince retained its 
luperiority. Frederick the laſt archbiſhop of Bremen was frequently at 
variance with the city, as oppoling its appearance at the Diet though 
:ormally ſummoned thereto, and in 1639 he conferred the cathedral on 
Vol. VI. P p p tlie 
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the Lulberans, which had been ſhut up ever ſince the year 1568. Theſe 
differences notwithſtanding were in ſome meaſure adjuſted by the treaty of 
Stade. In 1640 Bremen was ſummoned to the Diet and allowed a ſeat and 
vote on the Rhenifh bench in the college of Imperial cities. In 1648 at 
the peace of Meſipbhalia both the city, its dependencies and vaſſals were 
confirmed in their State freedom, rights and privileges, as well eccleſiaſti- 
cal and civil; and it was further ordained that all diſputes at that time 
ſubſiſting or which might hereafter ariſe between the city, the dutchy of 
Bremen and the chapter ſhould either be amicably compoſed, or decided by 
a court of judicature, each party, in the mean time, remaining in poſſeſſion 
of what it had. But the conſtruction of theſe words, and the partition 
of the lands belonging to the collegiate foundations of St. Stephen, St. 
Wilbad and St. An/garius, together with the homage which the city uſed 
to perform to the archbiſhop, and other incidents, occaſioned various con- 
teſts, which broke out into hoſtilities, inſomuch that in 1654 and 1666 the 
city was warmly beſieged by the Swedes. The ſeveral parties, however, 
came each time to terms of accommodation, though the city's freedom 
of the Empire was left undecided. The arrival of the houſe of Brunſwick 
and Luneburg to the poſſeſſion of the dutchy of Bremen was leſs ſevere, 
as in 1731 it voluntarily granted the city that freedom, and all other diſ- 
putes, particularly thoſe relating to the half contributions, ariſing from the 
four Gehes, for which Bremen had for ſome years paſt been in arrears, and 
which were now accommodated, the city in 1741 making an entire ceſſion to 
the dutchy of the bailiwick of Blumenthal, and Neuk:rchen juriſdiction, to- 
gether with the farms and ſalt-houſes on the Duve//moor. In 1757 the 
French got poſſeſſion of the city, but in 1758 haſtily quitted it, and were 
ſucceeded by a body of Hanoverians. In the Diet of the Empire Bremen 
poſſeſſes the eighth feat on the Rheni/ bench in the college of Imperial 
cities. Its matricular aſſeſſment is three hundred and twenty florins, and 
its contingent to the chamber at Vetzlar, one hundred and forty-eight 
rixdollars, fixty-ſeven kruitzers and a half. 

The territory of Bremen is divided into four Gobes, viz. the Upper-Vieland, 
the Lower-Vieland, the Werderland, and the Holler and Bloctland with the 
diſtrict of Borgfe/d; but the ſovereignty of eight villages lying in the 
Merderland, and the diſtrict of Borgfeld appertains to the dutchy, and their 
cauſes may be moved from the city-courts to the high-court of juſtice at 
Stade. In theſe Gohes are nine pariſhes. To the city alſo belongs Yegeſack 
a harbour on the Meer, with the civil juriſdiction over the village there, 
and the juridical examination and punithment of petty offences. Any party, 
however, thinking himſelf aggrieved by the ſentence of the magiltrates, 
may, appeal to the high court of juſtice at Sade. -

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The Imperial Lordſhip of SCHAUEN. 


1 lordſhip is ſituated between the 1 of Halberſtadt and 
the county of Wernigerode, at no great diſtance from Ofler wick. The 
beſt repreſentation of it is to be ſeen in the new map of the principality of 
Halberſtadt. It lies in the Circle of Lower- Saxony, but is not en amo 
the States thereof. It was formerly only a farm with a manſion-houſe to 
it, belonging to the abbey of Walkenried, but in 1528 abbot Paul ſold it 
with all its appurtenances, for the ſum of 3000 Rheniſh gold guilders, to 
Botbo Count of Stollberg and Wernigerode, with a reſerve, however, of the 
tight of redemption at the expiration of a certain number of years. Aﬀer- 
wards, the counts of Stollberg intending to make over ſome of its lands 
to their creditors, ſuch intention was ſtrongly oppoſed by Sebaſtian Poll- 
mann prior of Walkenried, who to prevent the ſaid alienation, in 1611 
came to an agreement with Satg von Munchbauſen, that on depoſiting 
the ſum of 5 500 rixdollars he ſhould be put in poſſeſſion of the farm of 
Schauen, and hold the ſame as a fief from Duke Henry Fulius, biſhop of 
Halber/tadt, and adminiſtrator of the abbey of Walkenried, but that the 
Duke and Biſhop on every vacancy of the fief, ſhould pay unto the abbey 
two hundred rixdollars, which the latter was to transfer to the ſaid Stat von 
Munchbauſen or his heirs. But on the extinction either of the Duke and 
his heirs, or of Starz von Munchhauſen and his heirs, the abbey of Wal- 
lenried was not to re-enter into poſſeſſion of this farm, till it had firſt 
paid down the ſum of 2000 Rleniſb golden guilders, either to the Duke's 
relations or to thoſe of Stafz von Munchhauſen. Duke Frederick Ulrich 
redeemed the farm out of Munchhauſen's hands, for the ſum of 6 5000 rix- 
dollars, and ſettled it on the chapter of Halber/tadt, in return for their election 
of him to the biſhopric. But afterwards the Dukes of Brunſwick and Lune- 
burg loſing all hopes of acquiring the biſhopric of Halber/tadt, renewed 
their pretenſions to the farm, and at the treaty of Weſtphalia in 1648 it was 
definitively adjudged to belong to them, as a fief which they were to hold of 
the Emperor and Empire ; and the inveſtiture thereof was accordingly 
granted them in 1651 by the Emperor Ferdinand III. and again in 1668 by 
the Emperor Leopold. At length, namely in 1672, the Dukes George William 
and Erneſt Auguſtus, and in 1680 Duke Rodolphus transferred this lordſhip, 
with the whole ſovereignty thereof to George Frederick count of Waldeck, 
in conſideration of his affiſtance in reducing the town of Brunſwick. Ac- 
cordingly in 1684 he received the Emperor's inveſtiture, but in 168g with 
the Emperor's conſent, fold it again to Ortho Greten, whole deſcendants 
are Barons, and at preſent the proprietors of it. 
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By way of concluſion to this Circle it is not wholy improper to take 
notice of a certain ridiculous article, in the matricula of the Empire, 
which is no ſmall blemiſh to it. Among the States of Lower-Saxony it 
reckons the dutchy of Maaſz, with a matricular aſſeſſment to it of twelve 
horſe, and one hundred and thirty-five foot, or of fix hundred and ei hty-four 
florins, yet obſerves that the Duke or Dutchy of Maaſ is no 5 in 
being, and that the King of Poland is the preſent poſſeſſor of it. Here the 
Dutchy on the Maaſæ or of Bouillon, being by a very ſtrange miſtake inſerted 
in the matricula of Lower-Saxony, is confounded with Maſovia in Poland. 
At firſt the ſituation of the faid dutchy was not known, but on a ſuppo- 
ſition of finding it in Maſovia, no difficulty was made in demanding of the 
King of Poland, as poſſeſſor of it, a contribution towards the fund for 
carrying on the war againſt the Turks.

The Principality and County of MUMPELG ARD, 


L between the dioceſe of Baſel, the county of Burgundy, (otherwiſe 

called Franche Comte) the dutchy of Lorrain and the Sundgau. The beſt 
view of it is to be had in the maps of the county of Burgundy, namely 
in thoſe publiſhed by Jaillat, Sanſon, Viſſcher, Hamann and others. 
Neither the Circle of the Upper-Rhine nor that of Swabia admit it among 
their States. It had anciently particular counts of its own, who came to 
a period in 1395, in the perſon of Count Henry, whoſe daughter Henrietta 
being married to Count Eberhard, the younger, of J/urtemberg, the county of 
Mumfe!gard eſcheated to him and his poſterity, and afterwards became 
an appenage of the Princes of Wurtemberg. The laſt Mumpelgard line 
had for its founder Duke Leopold Frederick, who dying in 1631, 
was ſucceeded in the government one after the other, by his two ſons 
Leopold Frederick and George, the latter of whom had for ſucceſſor his fon 
Leopold Eberbard, who died in 1723. In 1723 and 1739 the barons 
and baroneſſes de / Eſperance were by the Aulic council, declared incapable 
of the princely dignity or of inheriting the principality of Mumpelgard, and 
in 1747 the King of France alſo paſſed a ſentence of illegitimacy againſt 
them, annulling all their claims to the lordſhips appertaining to the 
county of Mumpeigard within the French territories, and aſſigning — 
only 
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only a bare ſubſiſtence out of the ſame. At length, namely in 1758, an 
Imperial commiſſion being appointed for a deciſive accommodation 
between them and Duke les Eugene of Wurtemberg, it was decreed 
that they ſhould upon oath renounce all claim to the arms and name of 
Mumpelgard, on condition that the faid Dukes ſhould annually pay them the 
ſam of 14,000 florins. + 

The reigning Duke of Vurtemberg appoints a governor over this country;

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 


THE free nobility holding immediately of the Empire, are according 
to Mr. My/er's account of them in his delineation of the preſent po- 
litical conſtitution of the Germanic Empire b. 5. c. 2. a body or foci 
united under certain regulations and endowed with divers privileges. Of them 
ſome are counts, but the greater barons, or perſons deſcended from 
noble families, who together with their eſtates, generally hold immediately 
of the Empire and Emperor. They are divided into the three Circles of 
Swabia, Franconia and the Rhine. All the three have one general directo- 
rium which is triennial and held alternately by each, but to every Circle is 
aſſigned a particular director; and further each place or canton has its own 
director or captain, with certain appropriated diſtricts, or directorſhips 
annexed to it. The meetings of the nobility are either general, 
as when the directoria or even the committees of the three ſeveral Circles 
of the nobility or of every canton afſemble ; or particular, that is to ſay of 
a ſingle Circle, when the directories meet ſeparately or jointly with the 
committees of all the cantons of a Circle, or elſe when a local convention 
is held, at which are preſent all the reſpective members of a canton, or as 
is moſt uſually the caſe, when a committee Diet meets, which is com- 
poſed of the directors and committee men of each canton only, aſſiſted by 
the conſultants, &c. belonging to it. The admiſſion of new members 
depends wholy on the pleaſure of the nobility, which has gradually 
obtained confiderable privileges of the Emperors. Though they fit not 
in the Diets of the Empire and Circle, yet are they in ſome reſpects ac- 
counted a ſtate thereof. In a preſſing exigency or general war made upon 
the Empire, they are tied up to perſonal ſervice, but not to any contribu- 
tion of men or money, though at preſent they are diſpenſed even from the 
firſt, in conſideration of a ſum of money to be paid to the Emperor under 
the title of Charitativ-Subfidien, and under an inſtrument that the ſame (hall 
not be to their detriment. This money they levy on their vaſſals, and 
the Emperor receives it without placing it to account. They pay nothing 
to the chamber at Metzlar. For their other privileges, I refer the reader 
to the above-mentioned work of Mr. Moſer. At preſent I am not able to 
furniſh an entire and complete liſt of the ſeveral eſtates belonging to 
every Circle, canton and place. Beſides which I alſo want room to ſpecify 
their fituations, to give deſcriptions of them and to name their proprietors. 
A detail of theſe particulars requires a ſeparate volume, but in the mean 
time, the reader will kindly accept of this firſt eſſay towards a particular 
account of the ſtates and places holding immediately of the Empire.

The Nobiliary Circle of FRANCONIA. 


T's nobility of Franconia, holding immediately of the Empire 
are divided into fix places or cantons, with a captain or chief to each. 
Every ſix places hold a Ritterrath or ſynod of the nobility, which is com- 
poſed of four nobles, two civilians, one ſecretary, one recorder and two 
clerks. Of the four nobles, Odenwald elects one, Geburg, Rhon, Werra 
and Baunach two, and Steigerwald and Al:mubl one. The civilians, ſecretary 
and recorder are preſented by the ſynod, for the approbation of the prin- 
cipal perſons in the ſeveral places. This ſynod of nobles takes cognizance 
of all affairs relating to the body of the nobility. The Directorium every 
two years changes the four noble members, and Schweinfurt an Imperial 
town, is the place where this convention meets. It fits alſo generally 
three times a year. The charges of this convention are defrayed out of a 
particular cheſt kept at Schweinfurt. The actual counſellors and captains 
of places here were in 1718, admitted by the Emperor Charles VI. into 
the number of counſellors of the Empire, and the fix captains preſented 
with a quadrangular gold croſs enamelled black, ſurmounted with the Im- 
perial crown, and having in the centre, the ſpread-eagle with this inſcrip- 
tion, virtuti et fider, engraved within the name of the Emperor Charles, 
as the firſt author of ſo diſtinguiſhing a favour. |

The FRKIE DBE A & Burg. 
* IE DB ERC, a free burg holding immediately of the ſacred Raman 


Empire, is a Lutheran State thereof, conſiſting of a genuine and 
auent nobility, who are both military and eccleſiaſtical. Its name it 
cerives from the Burg, or caſtle, which ſtands on a rock above the im- 
perial town of Friedberg in the Wetterau, being very ſtrong both by nature 
«1d art, This caſtle has a caſtellan, with regent-burgmen and a great many 
common burgmen. The deſcendants of a burgman, though by the 
mother's fide, are entitled to the freedom of the Burg. Its rights in the 
town of Friedberg have bcen taken notice of under the account of the 
latter.

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latter. To it alſo belong the county (or comecta) with the Freygericht of 
Kaichen. The Burg, though it acknowledges itſelf a member of the 
Rheniſh nobility collectively, and concurs in the ſubſidies or Charitativ 


Gelder, payable to the Emperor, yet will not allow itſelf to be an incor- 
porated member of the canton of the Middle-Rhine.

The GAN-ERBSCHAFT of STADEN 
in the WETTERAU. 


TI E ſeat and juriſdiction of Staden on the river Nidda in the Wetterar, 

to which is annexed the little town of Szaden, with the villages of Upper 
and Lower- Mockftatt, Hegbeim, Stambeim, and Upper and Lower-Fli/tatt, 
of which the three firſt are fiefs of Menz, but the others, as likewiſe the 
town of Staden, fiefs of the fee of Fulda, was purchaſed in 1405 by 
Fohn Count of Jſenburg in conjunction with ſome noble independent 
families, of Jahn of Limpurg and his conſort Hildegard of Saarwerden, 
In the ſame year the purchaſers made a diviſion of this jnheritance into 
four parts, but till 1662 held the juriſdiction and other privileges in com- 
mon. In that year the ſole juriſdiction of Mockftatt was abſolutely and 
wholely ceded to the houſe of Jenburg. Till 1729 the co-inheritance of 
Staden was divided in the following manner: viz. the firſt quarter was 
poſſeſſed by the Counts of Jenburg, of the ſecond quarter five eighths by 
the Carben family, and three eighths by the Burg of Friedberg, the third 
quarter was the ſole property of the Corbens, as the fourth was of the Liens 
of Steinfurth, but the male line of the Corbens failing in 1729, the houſe 
of Tſenburg intended, by virtue of a compact made in 1709 with the coheirs, 
to divide the Corben ſhare with the Lowens pro rata preportionts ſue. The 
Burg however took poſſeſſion of that ſhare, which occaſioned a proceſs, 
but whether it be terminated, or what is the preſent ſtate of the coheritages, 
we are not certainly informed. 


The Burg of GC ELN HAUSE N. 


T Burg ſtands near the town of Gelnbauſen, deſcribed above under 
the county of Hanau. It is ſaid to have been erected by the Em- 
peror Frederick I. and to have been inhabited ſome time before the year 
1444. The preſent coheirs to it are the Formeiſters of Gelnhauſen, the 
Kemps of Freudenſtein, the Schelmes of Bergen, and ſome others. It 8

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INTRO DUCT ION. 


F. 1. HE firſt map of Sila was publiſhed in 1561 by Martin 
Helwig on four large ſheets. This map is alſo to be ſeen in 

Ortelius's theatrum orbis terrarum, and Cellarius's ſpeculum orbis geographi- 
cum, and has heen inſerted with amendments and diviſions in the ſubſe- 
quent editions of Munſter's Coſmography, and likewiſe in Blaeu's atlas. In 
1738 alſo it was reprinted by Baumann of Breſlau from the original copper 
plates, which are till in being. Mercator in his atlas has given us 
another, but this has been far ſurpaſſed by a more recent one delineated 
by Jonas Scultetus and publiſhed by Blaeuw, Hond, Fanſſon, the Waes- 
terges, Schenk and Valk. The ſame Scultetus has likewiſe deſigned 
particular maps of Lewer-Silefia, and the principalities of Breſſau, 
Grithau, (more properly called Neyſze) Lignitz, Oels, Wolau and Glogau 
all appertaining to it. Further we have from Jauer and Schweidnitæ by 
Kluncto the fame maps as thoſe firſt publiſhed by Blaeuw and Janſſon, 
but which were afterwards greatly improved by Schenk and Valk. Another 
good map of the principalities ef Schwerdnitz and Jauer is that drawn ” 
K:hler, Who was the author of a map entitled, Abri/ſs der Land- 
ſelaft Schlefien, ſammt den angranzenden Konigreichen und Landen, which 
appeared in 1627, is uncertain. The Dankerts, Schenk, Homann, Covens 
and Mortier have likewiſe publiſhed new maps of Sz/z/a, but theſe are all 
lo detective and erroneous, that a more correct one would be highly ac- 
ceptable to the public. In 1724 Nigrinus delineated a map of the prin- 
cipality of Teſchen, and even engraved it himſelf on a copper-plate, which 
vcing ſuppreſſed, Schenk put forth a much more elegant edition of it. By 
order of the Emperor Charles VI. Mr. Muller a captain of engineers 
tamous 
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famous for his excellent maps of Bohemia and Moravia, in 1720 ſet about 
a map of S/lefia, but his death, which followed in 1721, put a ſtop to ſo 
deſirable a work. Hereupon in 1723, the Emperor gave a like com- 
miſſion to Mr. #7eland lieutenant of the engineers, who finiſhed it at the 
expence of the Princes and States of Stiga; but his work ſtill abounding 
with hiſtorical errors, and his premature death preveniing him from 
making the intended amendments, it was put into the hands of Mr. Sch. 
barth, at that time lieutenant, afterwards major of the engineers, and the 
engraving and publication of it committed to Hmann's heirs, under the 
inſpection of Count Haugwitz. Theſe employed profeſſor Haſe to rectify 
the ſcale, and other errors of Wieland in the admeaſurement of degrees, 
beſides which they inſerted all Mr. Schubarth's amendments. The faults 
however committed in the menſuration were not to be teme died. The pub- 
lication of particular maps of this country firſt took place in 1736 but 
the Sileſſan war breaking out in 1740, and the greater part of Silgeſa 
falling under the power of Pruſſia, the publication of the faid maps was 
by order of the King deferred till 1750, when it was permitted on condi- 
tion that the maps ſhould be publiſhed as they were, and no further 
amendments made in them. Thus in 1751 (though the title page ſays 1750) 
Fl:mann's heirs put forth an Atlas Silefie in a larger ſize than the uſual 
maps of that houſe, containing Meyer's map of all S:/e/i2a dated 1749, 


with a map of LZawer-Silefia, publiſhed in 1745, one of Upper-Silefie 


dated 1746, one of the dioceſe of Breſlau dated 1751 and fixteen of the 
particular principalities of Sies. Among the latter fourteen are dated 1736, 
and two 1739. Wieland's maps of the principalities of Oels, Munſter- 
berg, Oppeln, Ratibor and Teſchen were not corrected by Mr. Schubarth, 
though by miſtake ſaid to be ſo in the titles of the two former. In the three 
general leaves of S:/c/ia are alſo ſome important errors. In the leaf con- 
taining the whole dutchy of Siiſſa, the diviſion of the county is erroneoully 
marked, and even three governments of Pruſſian Sileſia not very accu- 
rately delineated, the principality of Jauer belonging to the prefecturate of 
Brejlau, and the county of Glatz, not incorporated with Silefa, though 
under the judicature of the prefecturate of Breflau, whereas the illumina- 
tory ſtrokes include it within that of Brieg. The two leaves alſo of Lower 
and Upper-Sile/ia are erroneous in making the principalities of Næyſge and 
Munſterberg parts of Upper-Sileſia, ſeeing they actually belong to Lower- 
Sileſia, and it is not the obſervation of this in the leaf of Upper-5S!/7ia 
that can ſufficiently corr=& fo groſs an overſight The faults common to 
all the three leaves are that they ſtill place the diſtrict of Kat/cter in 
Miravia, whereas by virtue of the peace of Berlin it appertains to Sileſa, 


and they ſtill call the preſent principalities of Trachenberg and Carolatb 


State-lordſhips, the principality of Bzlicz an inferior lordſhip, and the 
State-lordſhip of Gb, an inferior lordſhip. It is hoped however that

we ſhall ſoon fee theſe errors cortected by the induſtry of Homann houſe, 
which when done, this atlas notwithſtanding the above-mentioned inaccu- 
racies, with ſome others of leſs conſequence, will deſerve the character of 
an uſeful and valuable performance. During the times when its publi- 
cation in the manner above-mentioned was permitted, Schleuen of Berlin 
put forth a general map of all Sie, and likewiſe ſixteen ſeparate half 
ſheets of its principalities, ſome of which are tolerable, but others full of 
blunders. In 1757 was publiſhed at Vienna, a ſet of maps entitled 
Noviſimum Silefie Theatrum ſtudio et opera Io. Tac. Lidlii, which if the 
title may be believed, are quite new and excellent beyond all others, though 
in reality they are only copies of Homann's general maps of Upper and 
Lower-Silefia, with the addition of a few names of places borrowed from 
more particular delineations. This map has been republiſhed by Covens 
and Mortier of Amſterdam, but both theſe alſo have their defects. Another 
edition of the atlas of Stlefia has been given us by Mr. Julien, and pub- 
liſhed in 1758 at Paris in the firſt part of his Atlas topegrapbique et militaire. 

$. 2. Sileſia terminates to the eaſt on Poland, on which fide likewiſe 
the country is wholly level and open, ſouthward is ſeparated from Hungary 
by a chain of mountains, and a wild thicket in ſome parts a German mile 
broad, and in others more or leſs, which thicket properly belongs neither to 
Sil:ia, the principality of Teſchen nor Hungary, though both countries 
have frequently attempted to make it their own. But as neither are to part 
this wilderneſs ; and it has but one way to it, namely the main road, which 
has been cut through the ſame, it remains a natural and impenetrable 
barrier both to Szleſra and Hungary. Towards the weſt it joins Moravia, 
Brhemia, Luſatia and the county of Glatz. From the two firſt of theſe 
it is ſeparated by a vaſt chain of hills, concerning which we ſhall ſay more 
in the ſequel, but towards Lu/atia is level and open. Northward it 
borders on the Mark of Brandenburg, on which fide likewiſe it is level 
2nd open. Its whole extent is about fix hundred and fifty geographical 
guare miles. 

5 3. To the weſt and ſouth Siga is environed by a chain of hills, 
for height and extent ſome of the moſt remarkable in all Eurcpe. This chain 
is called the Sudetiſche Gebirge or Montes ſudeti, and commences at Friedherg 
on the Quers in Upper-Lufotra, forming two ridges. The firſt of theſe, which 
is in Lower-Silefa, paſſes through the principality of Jauer and Scheer dni!z 
into the principality of Munſterberg and the county of Glatz, being about 
$fteen geographical miles in length, and dividing Sefa from Brhomig 
and Glatz, on which account it is generally called the Bcheimiſche Gebirge. 
A conſiderable part of it, however, lying in the principality of Jauer is 
known by the name of the Ricſengebirge, or montes gigantæi, the higheſt 
peak of which is the Schneecppe (or ſnow bead) otherwile called the Rie- 
frikeppe (or giant's bead.) 1 his ridge, or rather a part of it, is likewiſe 
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ſtiled the Montes Riphei, or more properly Rhiper, but its other appellation 
of Montes Cerconeffi is devoid both of ſenſe and property, as being coined 
from Krkonoſs, a Slavonic word ſignifying a mountain. To this ridge in 
the principality of Schweidnit belongs the mountain called the Eule or 
Owl. The ſecond ridge of the Sudet chain begins in the principality of 
Munſterberg, at the end of the firſt, and paſſing through the principalities 
of Neyſze, Jagerndorf, Treppau and Teſchen, terminates at Jablunta, 
being about twenty-four geometrical miles in length. This ridge is called 
the Mabriſche, (or Moravian) Gebirge, and of it the Reichenſleiniſche 
Gebirge in the principality of Munſterberg, with the Geſenke, or Montes 
Demerſorii, between the county of Glatz and the principality of Troppau, 
are two branches. Near Fablunka alſo in the principality of Teſchen begins 
the Hungarian or Carpathian chain, in Latin Carpates, and Montes Sar- 
matici, which afterwards divides Poland and Hungary. Below it alſo, in 
the middle of the Zotenberg, is the higheſt mountain in the principality of 
Schweidnitz. Among the other mountains here the moſt remarkable is 
the Spr/zberg, lying in the principality of Lignitæ, the St. Georgenberg 
cloſe by Strigau, the Gratzherg in the . of Lignitz, the Rube- 
berg ſituated between Schweidnitz and the Refchenbach, or Jabnſdorfer- 
berg in the principality of Brieg. 

$. 4. In the above-mentioned mountains and all over that part of Upper- 
Stlefia lying towards Moravia and Hungary, the winter ſets in earlier, is 
of longer continuance, and much more ſevere, than in the levels. In 
thoſe very months, when, at the foot of the Rze/engebirge and the Geſenk 
every thing is covered with ice and ſnow, the trees at Breſlau are in full 
verdure in winter. The inhabitants of the mountains are not only con- 
fined to their houſes by the ſnows, but like the Laplanders and people of 
Carniola uſe a kind of ſkaites, by the help of which they paſs over the ſnows 
with amazing ſwiftneſs. The ſandy parts in the principality of G/ogar, and 
beyond the Oder towards Poland, with the mountainous tract, which is of 
conſiderable extent, produce but little, beſides which their grain alſo is 
far ſhort of a ſufficiency for the inhabitants. This deficiency however in 
good years is compenſated by the fertility of the other and larger part of 
Sileſia, which excluſive of wheat, rye, barley and oats, yields lkewiſe 
maize or turkey wheat, ſpelt, buck- wheat, millet, linſeed, peas and beans. 
The culinary vegetables, about Breſlau, Brieg, Neyſze, Frankenſtein and 
Lignitz are excellent, and the neighbourhood of Grunberg and Leower- 
Beuthen afford plenty of fine fruits. Such ſpots likewiſe as are unfit for 
tillage or not duly improved that way, either make good paſture grounds, 
or are covered with wood, inſomuch that there is ſcarce any part of 
Silefia, which may be ſaid to be abſolutely uſeleſs and barren. Even in 
the circle of the principality of Oppeln, which lies contiguous to Poland, 
and bears ſo indifferent a character, are many ſubſtantial families, who live 
. in 
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ia the molt deſirable affluence. Perſons of rank are alſo ſeen to pur- 
chaſe eſtates there, and in thoſe purchaſes it is always an article of their 
agreement that the eſtates ſhall yield fix per cent. but of many, after ſome 
years, the produce amounts even to ten or twelve. Of flax too here is 
abundance, but hemp not in ſuch plenty as is wrought, conſiderable 
quantities of that commodity being imported from Hungary and Poland, 
Himmel, which is alſo ſpun here, is already become ſuthciently known. 
Hops likewiſe are ſeen every where, but principally abound near Munſterberg. 
Madder which was firſt brought hither in the ſixteenth century, by a 
Flemiſh merchant, is cultivated with ſuch ſucceſs about Breflau, Lignitz, 
Oblau and Strelen, as to form one of their moſt conſiderable . exports. 
Scharte, a yellow die is gathered by cartloads, beſides which here are to- 
bacco plantations, but the ſaffron of this country has little to recommend 
it. In many ſeaſons the wine here is ſuch as may be drank with pleaſure, 
eſpecially when it has continued for ſome years in the cellar. In the 
mountains and Uyper-Sileſia, tar, pitch and relin is made from the pine, 
fr, and beech, and the larch tree yields turpentine. From theſe teſinous 
trees, eſpecially the trunks of the coarſer pines, the inhabitants among the 
mountains make a lamp black. Yet however great the plenty of wood for 
all uſes may have been in Sileſia, and in many places ſtill continues; in 
other parts, particularly on this ſide the Oder, it ſenſibly diminiſhes. 
Terra /igillata is found near Strigau and many other places, but inſtead of 
being uſed as a medicament is principally applied rowards the making of 
an earthen ware. In the mountains are found agate, jaſper and even ſome 
gems, particularly amethyſts of an uncommon hardneſs and beauty ; and 
the diamonds of Prieborn in the principality of Brieg. Of lime here is a 
ſufficiency; but a greater plenty of blocks of ſtone, which are formed into 
grave ſtones, pillars, decorations, millſtones, &c. and at Newſalz in Lewer- 
Jileſia the King has even a factory of the latter, in which a windmill ſtone four 
Rheniſh fret and a half in length, ſells for twenty-ſeven rixdollars, a 
watermill ſtone four Nleniſh feet long for twenty-two, and a ſhorter one 
of three Rheniſh feet and a half for nineteen. The principality of Schei- 
tz yields plenty of pit-coal, which is likewiſe found in the principalities 
of Neyge, Munſterberg, Jauer, and among the hills of Upper-S:le/ra.. In 
the level parts are good turf moors, particularly in the principality of 
Bre/iau near Neumark at Flemijchderf, and a German mile's diſtance from 
Brieg, on the other fide the Oder, where the turf is excellent. Formerly alto at 
Beniſcbhau and Wirbentbal, in the principality of Treppau, were ſilver mines, 
and on the Engelsberge, ſome miles from Oppeln town, one of gold. In the 
principality likewiſe of Ney/ze near Zuctmantel, as alſo in that of Schwerd- 
vit at Striegaus Gottesberg and Zetenberge, at divers places in the princi- 
palities of Jauer and Lignitz, at Lrgnitz, the Goldberg and Nikoltadt, 
4 alio in the principality of Brieg, were gold and ſilver mines of conſiderable 
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produce, and even at preſent at Tarnowitz, the S:/berbery and Reichenſlein 
ſome of the latter are ſtill worked. Vitriol is alſo found here in ſeveral 
places. At Kupferberg too, or the copper bill, in the principality of Jauer, 
are mine works of copper and lead; at Rude//{adt alſo ſome of the former, 
and at Maſſel of the latter, exclufive of great numbers of iron foun- 
daries. Warmbrun one German mile from Hirſebberg has a warm bath. 
In the principality of Scheveidnitæ and other parts are ſeveral mineral ſprings. 
Their breeding of horned cattle extends no further than what is juſt neceſſary 
for the plough and a ſufhciency of milk, butter and cheeſe, and their oxen 
are ſtill fewer in number, on which account the markets are principally 
ſupplied from Poland and —_— The moſt noted of theſe ox markets 
are thoſe of Brieg, Breflau and Schweidnitz, where formerly at the annual 
fair, it was uſual to ſee ten, twelve or fifteen thouſand head of Poliſb and 
Hungarian cattle, and ſometimes even more. The ſtuds here breed many fine 
and ſtout horſes ; but the country does not afford a ſufficiency of this ſpecies of 
cattle, wherefore beſides thoſe bought up at Francfort fair, great numbers 
are brought hither likewiſe from Litbuania. The inhabitants of the hilly 
tracts keep goats, and eſtimate the profit of two good ones to be equal to that 
of a cow, a great deal of cheeſe being made of their milk. The breed 
of ſheep here alſo is very profitable on account of the excellency of their 
wool. Theſe ſheep are (horn by them twice a year, but the ſummer wool 
is reckoned preterable to that of winter, though ſomewhat lighter. The 
molt frequented wool fairs are kept twice a year at Breſlau. Of veniſon 
and game ſome parts enjoy a tolerable plenty, whilſt in others they are 
ſcarce, The wild beaſts of this country, whoſe ſkins are valuable, are 
lynxes, which frequent only the mountainous parts, foxes, weaſels, otters 
and beavers, but thoſe in no great number. In the Oder are caught 
ſalmon and ſturgeon, the latter of which are ſometimes fix or ſeven ells 
in length, Zante, ſkate from forty to fifty pounds and upwards, lam- 
preys, Sc. The other rivers here, but more eſpecially the lakes and 
ponds abound in various kinds of fiſh, ſuch as pyke, carp, trout, mullets, 
Se. The breeding of bees in this country is not fo confiderable as to 
anſwer the conſumption of honey and wax, for which reaſon great quan- 
tities of both are imported from Poland, but their culture of ſilk is in a 
tair way of being carried to its utmoſt extent. 

The Oder or Ader, in Latin Odera, Viadrus, and Viader, has its courſe in 
Moravia, but is not of any conſiderable bigneſs till it reaches Sie, which 
it traverſes nearly from end to end, and at Ratibor becomes navigable. Its 
depth is very unequal and no leſs uncertain on account of its ſandy 
bottom; beſides which, as the ſhifting of theſe ſands cannot be prevented, and 
great numbers of oaks undermined by the torrents fall into the rivers, eſpe- 
cially in Upper-Silefia, where its courſe lies principally through foreſts of that 
wood; the gravel gathering among them occaſions ſhoals and banks. Its 
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marzins too are generally low and ſandy, - infornuch that it frequently 


overflows them, to the great damage of the adjacent country. Into it 


run all the leſſer rivers of this territory, as namely, the Oppa, the Offer or 


O/travice, the Elſe, the Ney/ze, the Oblau, the Stober, the Lobe, the Weyde, 
the Bartſch, the Bober, &c. the courſe of which through the Mark. 


of Brandenburg and Pomerania has been already deſcribed in thoſe coun- 
tries. Two other rivers, viz. the Viſtula and Elbe have · theit ſource alſo in 
this dutchy, the former iſſuing from three ſprings or rivulets fituated 
among the lofty mountains in the principality of Teichen on the frontiers 
of Poland, after which it runs northward through the principality of 
Teſchen, from whence meandring eaſtward it paſſes through the 
ſtate· lotdſhip of Pl into Poland. The ſource of the Eibe, though 
generally placed in Bohemia, yet lies in reality within Silgia, and therein 
on the Rieſengebirge or giant's hill in the principality of Jauer. However 
it immediately enters the circle of Konigſgratz in Bohemia, where it is 
further increaſed. 

$. 5. With reſpe& to the number of cities in S:/efa, even the hiſtorians 
and geographers themſelves, who are natives of that country, differ. 
Schwenkfeld reckons one hundred and thirty walled cities and towns; 
Schickfus computes them at one hundred and fifty, but this Lucas makes 
2 difficulty of aſſenting to. The Silefiographia, as cotrected by Fibiger, 
enumerates in all Siieia, the dutchy of Croſſen included, one hundred and 
ſeventy-feven cities, excluſive of five charter · places, though at preſent in low 
circumſtances. Sommer affirms that Sileſa actually contains one hundred 
and ſeventy- three large and ſmall places endowed with city charters, and 
profeſſor Burk is of opinion that this computation is right, to which he 
adds, that thus in the whole of S:/e/ja and the county of Glatz are one 
hundred and eighty cities and market towns, but concerning theſe laſt 
words two things are to be obſerved ; v/z. firſt that market-towns are not 


cities; and ſecondly that the county of Glatz contains nine of the latter, 


whence of courſe the true number of places there, endowed with city 
charters amounts to one hundred and eighty-two; from which if we 
deduct the cities in the dutchy of Croſſen and the county of Glatz, one 
hundred and fixty-nine would remain ſtill to Sileſa in its preſent ſtate. In 
the Atlas of Sileſia we find one hundred and eighty-two places marked as 
cities either walled or open: and in all Sie, the principality of Croſſen 
and the county of Glatz excluded, I have reckoned one hundred and fixty 
nine Cities walled and open, with fourteen market-towns. No leſs va- 
riation is there in the number of its villages, but inſtead of propagating 


the abſurd exaggerations of ſome writers, we ſhall only obſerve that' 
Henelius of Hennenfeld aſſerts that the number of villages returned, after a 


formal computation of them in 1613, amounted to 4701. Fibiger in a note 
upon this author is for correcting him, and thinks that their number muſt 
be 
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be nearly 6000 more or leſs; but profeſſor Burk very juſtly gives us to 
underſtand that this computation carries .a conſiderable exceſs with it, 
and that the number ſet down in the regiſter is about 5000. This bei 
ſuppoſed true, and the deduction made of the villages. on the dutchy of 
Croſſen and the county of Glatz, which ate included therein, the number 
for Sileſia, in its preſent Kate will be found to amount pretty nearly to 
that given by Henelius, which we therefore adopt as the moſt exact and 
probable. The Homann's of Nurnberg in their Atlas of Silefia have been 
at the pains of numbering all the cities, towns, villages, leats, farms, 
ſheephouſes, forges, mills, pitch and glaſs-houſes therein, together with 
the convents and chapels, and in a word all places diſtinguiſhed by any 
particular appellation, the ſum total of which is 6397. To theſe we 
ſhall add that the largeſt and moſt wealthy villages here, with the 
greateſt number and beſt of the ſmall cities, as alſo thoſe that enjoy tha 
molt thriving trade, with the richeſt likewiſe of the nobility and com- 
moners, are all ſituated in the hilly parts. That the number of people 
in Sileſia exceeds one million and a half will appear from the follow- 
ing probable computation. In our account of the Mark of Branden- 
burg we have aſſerted from unqueſtionable authority, that betwixt the 
years 1750 and 1756, the annual number of burials in all the King 
of Prujſjia's dominions amounted to 125,348 one year with another. 
Now Mr. Suſzm:/ch in his work entitled die beſtatigte gottliche ordnung in 
den Beranderungen des menſchlichen Geſchlechts or an illuſtration of Gods 
flated method in the change of the human race, p. 79, ſays that during the 
aforeſaid years, there died annually in the ancient Pruſſian territories, ex- 
cluſive of Sils and Eaftfrie/ſand 78,000 perſons, which ſum being ſub- 
ſtrated from the foregoing, the yearly number of deaths for Pruſſian Silefia 
and Eaſtfrigſſand will amount to 47,348. For Eaſtfrieſand may be reckoned 
equal to the Bohemian part of Sila. Deducting therefore this number of 
annual burials from all Sie and the county of Glatz; let us next ſup- 
poſe that in theſe countries, of thirty-eight living perſons, there annually 
dies four, then muſt the number of the living of courſe amount to near 
1800000, Thus we hope we have made good our aſſertion. The prin- 
cipal nations in Sileſa are the Germans and Poles. Of the latter are chiefly 
compoſed the country people in Upper-Sle/ia, but in the principalities of 
Troppau and Fagerndorf, with the Germans and Poles, are intermixed ſome 
Moravians. Formerly the country dialect here was the ſame with that 
ſpoken in Poland, but Sileſa devolving to the fon of Ladiſſaus II. and 
great numbers of foreigners, particularly Germans, ſettling in the country, 
the old language not only became gradually changed to a Slavonic, 
and very diſferent from the Poliſh, but the German has alſo diffuſed itſelf 
among them. Till the fourteenth century all law inſtruments, as well as 
all writings both public and private were drawn up in the . or 
im, . 
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Latin, but at that time, and more eſpecially in the year 1352, the German 
was introduced into their offices, and to this very day is ſpoken by molt 
of the inhabitants, though in Upper-Silefia and beyond the Oder the 
Slavonic is very common, but in ſome places bears a nearer affinity to the 
Poliſh, but in others to the Moravian. Further, in all the courts within 
the principalities of Oppeln, Ratibor, Troppau and Teſchen all proceedings 
are carried on in the Bobemian language. 

Excluſive of the clergy, in S:/efia reſide dukes, princes, counts, barons, 
ge ntlemen, citizens and peaſants, with all either immediately or mediately 
ſubject to the grand duke or ſovereign of Silefia. The dukes or princes 
here, with the free Standoſberren or State lords, aſſiſted by the nobility, who 
are immediately ſubject to the ſovereign of the country, both in the Erb- 
furſtentumern, or hereditary principalities, and the chief cities of thoſe prin- 
eipalities, compoſe the States of the dutchy of Sila, which in general 
are called Purſten or Princes, and Stande or States, and their general 
aſſembly, from the firſt rank thereof, is diſtinguiſhed with the title of 
Furſtentage. Whilſt Sileſia was under a ſovereign of its own the Fur- 
ſentage were generally at Bre/lau. Its dukes or princes till the year 1740 
were only five, namely the Biſhop of Breſlau, who is always firſt Duke 
or Prince, the Prince of Oe/s and Bernſtadt, who is Duke of Wurtemberg 
and Teck, the Prince of Troppau and Fagerndorf, who is Prince alſo of 
Lichtenſtein, the Duke of Sagan, who is Prince of Lobkowitz, and the 
Duke of Munſterberg and Frankenſtein, who is likewiſe Prince of Auers- 
berg. To theſe, fince the King of Pruſſia has been fovereign of it, are 
to be added the Prince of Carolatb, who is Count Schonarch, with the 
Prince of Trachenberg, who is likewiſe Prince of Hatzfeld. In the 
Bobemian part of Siiga the Minderberrſchaft or inferior lordſhip of Bilitæ 
has been raiſed to a principality under the title of Sulkowsky. The free 
Stand:ſherrſchaften here were formerly fix ; viz. Wartenberg, Militſch, Pleſs, 
Trachenberg, Beuthen and Carclath, but of theſe the fourth and fixth are 
now principalities. On the other hand, the Minderberrſchaft of Goſchutz 
is at preſent a Stande/herrſchaft. The proprietors of the free Minderherrſchafts 
(or Status minores) were (and indeed are ſtill) poſſeſſed of divers privileges 
above other Counts and Barons, but are not admitted to the Diet. The 
Princes and States here when aſſembled in Diet were divided into three 
daſſes or councils. The firſt conſiſted of the Princes and free Standes- 
lerren, in which each Prince had a diſtin& vote, whereas all the free 
Standeſherren collectively have now but one. The ſecond council was com- 
poſed of the nobility in the hereditary principalities, and capital of Breſſau, which 
unitedly enjoyed but nine votes, that is to ſay the nobility of the prineipali- 
ties of Schwwerdnitz and Jauer jointly one, thoſe of Glagau one, thoſe of Oppeln 
and Ratibor one. thoſe of Breſſau one, thoſe of Lignitz one, thoſe of Brieg 
one, thofe of Molau one, thoſe of Teſchen one, and the city of Breſlau 
Ul» one. The members of the third council were the eight 8 
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of the cities of Schweidnitz and Jauer, with their precinct towns; of 
Glegau with the precinct towns' of the principality of the fame name; of 
the cities of Oppeln, Neumark and Namſlan, with thoſe of Ligmts, Brieg 
and Molau; but the greater part of Si falling under the Priſſan domi- 
nion, this form of government was ſuperſeded, and no longer any Fur- 
| flentage held. This innovation, however, was mitigated by his maſeſty's 
confirmation of the Furſtenrecht, — , which more in the ſequel. 


Wich reſpect to the Incolat in the dutchy of Sila, and county of Glatz, 
King Frederick II. in 17 54 iſſued an edit to the following purport. viz, 
that the families of nobles ſettled there, ſhould at all times be at liberty to 
| diſpoſe of their eſtates to other noblemen ; but that al}, both natives and 
| aliens not deſcended of a noble family of uncontroverted antiquity, that is to ſay 
| of ſuch as were ennobled before the year 1701, and at the ſame time poſſeſſed of 
| eftates in S:/efia, or between that year and the preſent time, have been favoured 
with the 7ncola:fdiploma, for the attainment of the Tnco/at privileges (ſuch 
not being ranged under any particular rank) muſt qualify themſelves at the 
ſeveral courts to which their eftates are ſubjeted, which courts are im- 
powered to grant ſuch licence. Nobiliaty eftates alfo at preſent enjoyed by 
noble families ſhall be alienated only to nobles; but on the other hand, nodbi- 
hary eſtates of which the preſent proprietors are commoners ſhall remain 
in the hands of commoners. Further, commoners who have obtained the 
Sileſian incelat in its full extent, ſhall be capable of purchaſing other fuch 
nobiliary eſtates. | 
$. 6. The inhabitants of Si/effa are of different ſects in their religion. 
His majeſty King Frederick II. was pleaſed at the peace of Berlin in 1742 
to promiſe that the popiſh religion ſhould continue in fatw quo, though 
without detriment to the freedom of conſcience of the proteſtant inhabi- 
tants, or to his own prerogative as ſovereign. This promife has accord- 
ingly taken place fo happily that all parties enjoy 2 perfect liberty of con- 
ſcience. The greateſt number of papiſts are in the dioceſe of Breſſeu. 
Though the principality of Treppau belongs to the dioceſe of Olmuts, yet the 
part of Siga bordering on the Poliſh Woywwodſchaft of Poſer is under the 
Biſhop of Pon; and the eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction of the Biſhop of Cracow 
extends throughout the dutchy of Teſchen, the free Standeſherrſchaft of Pleſz, 
and the country bordering on the dutehy of Severia. This fee was firlt 
tounded in 966 at Schmoger (or Szmegrow) in the precin& of Namſau, 
but in 1041 removed to Pisſeben, though ſoon after to Breſau. Formerly 
its biſhop was a ſuffragan to the archbiſhop of Geſnia in Poland, but at 
preſent holds immediately of the Pope. He is always the firſt among the 
princes or dukes of Sileſa, and as firſt duke thereof receives the principality of 
Neyſze, which belongs to him, in fief from the King of Pruſſia, to whom he 
does homage for it, and takes an oath of ſubmiſſion, fidelity and allegiance. 
King Freaerick II. has alſo declared the Biſhop vicar-general of all the 
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p opiſh clergy within bis dominions. In 1751 a, map of the biſhop's dio- 
ceſs in Sileſia was publiſhed by Hemann's heirs from a draught of Felbiger, 
and is to be ſeen in the Atlas of Silefa. This dioceſe or the biſhopric itlelt 
is divided into four archdeaconries, namely thoſe of Breflau, Glogau, 
Oppeln and Lignitz, which, excluſive of the cathedral of Breſlau, com- 
prehend under them ſeven collegiate churches, with ſeventy-ſeven arch-preſ- 
byteries, fixteen priories, five hundced and ſeventy-ſix pariſhes, and eighty- 
fix convents, that is to ſay ſixty- eight of monks and eighteen nunneries, of 
which, however, ſeveral are exempt from the biſhop's juriſdiction. All eccleſiaſ- 
tical benefices here, not even excepting the ſee of Breſlau are in the King's gift. 

The reformation in Sil was firſt introduced in the year 1522 by the 
principality of Lignitz, under the auſpices of Frederick II. Duke of 
Lignitz, and ſoon extended itſelf from thence into the hereditary princi- 
pality of Brieg. The city of Bre/lau, which had before ſequeſtrated ſome 
monaſtical lands towards charitable uſes, likewiſe embraced Lutherani/m, 
and its example was followed by the city of Schweridnitz, as it was alſo 
afterwards by the Dukes of Munſterberg, and Oels with great numbers of 
their vaſſals, next by the principality of Sagan, and then by the hereditary 
principalities, ſo that by degrees the reformation became propagated all 
over Szle/ia. In 1609 the Emperor Rodelphus II. granted to the Princes, 
States and vaſſals of the Augsburg confeſſion in Upper and Lewer-S:le/ia the 
Majejtatbrief, by which the free and unmoleſted exerciſe of their religion, 
with the poſſeſſion of their churches, ſchools and confiſtories were confirmed 
to them, as well as permiſſion to build others, c. but on the deceaſe of that 
Emperor violent meaſures were uſed for bringing back the Lutherans to popery. 
In 1635 the treaty of Prague ſeemed to promiſe them quiet and ſafety, but 
theſe bleſſings were of ſhort duration, though ſo far reſtored by the peace of 
Meſiphalia in 1648 that it was therein expreſly ſtipulated, that the Princes of 
Sileſa profeſſing the Augsburg confeſſion, that is to ſay, the Dukes of Brieg, 
Lignitæ, Munſterberg and Oels, with the city of Bręſſau, ſhould continue 
potleſſed of their former privileges, as alſo of the free exerciſe of their religion, 
in ſuch manner as was permitted them before the war. To the counts, barons, 
gentiemen and vaſſals of Upper-Szlefia, profeſſing the Augsburg confeſſion, his 
imperial majeſty is pleated to permit, that they may perform divine 
worſhip in their neighbouring places, and if not voluntarily diſpoſed to depart 
the country, they are allowed to remain there. To thoſe of the Augs- 
bang contettion in the cities of Schweidnitz, Jauer and Glogau, he grants 
to build three churches, &c. The Lutherans, however, thus loſt not onl 
tae above- mentioned dutchies and the city of Bre//au, together with their 
churches, the three new built churches excepted, but their oppreſſions 
Ao were ſoon renewed, and prvailed on too many to embrace popery. 

Theſe conveniencies fell heavieſt on the Lutherans in Upper-Silefia, who had 
many miles to go to the neareſt Lutheran church, and in the principality of 
Lochen and Troppau, even above twenty German miles. By the protection 
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however of Charles XII. the religious ſtate of the Lutherans in Silefa was 
greatly amended, that monarch in the convention concluded between him 
and the Emperor Jeſeph at Old-Ranſladt in 1707, obtaining for them, 
beſides other religious liberties, licence alſo to build fix new churches, which 
were diſtinguiſhed by the appellation of the Gnadenkirchen, with the reſtitu- 
tion of one hundred and eighteen more in the principalities of Lignitz, Brieg, 
Molau, Munſterberg, Oels and the city of Breſlau, which they had been 
deprived of, fo that they became poſſeſſed of three hundred and twenty-five 
churches, to which one was afterwards added under the Emperor Charles VI. 
Theſe benefits were confirmed in 1709 by an act of State at Bre/lay, 
though it is to be obſerved that they coſt the Lutherans no leſs than 
487000 florins, partly as a loan to the Emperor, and partly as a gift. Laſtly, 
under the auſpicious government of the King of Pruſſta, a perfect liberty of 
conſcience has been granted them, with permiſſion likewiſe to build new 
churches under the title of Bethbauſer or oratories, which have increaſed to 
the number of two hundred and thirty. But in places where the benefices 
are in the hands of the popith clergy, the Lutherans pay the jura flolz (or 
ſarplice fees) to the incumbents, though the miniſterial functions are per- 
formed by miniſters of their own ſect. On the other hand in Lignitz 
the papiſts pay the /axam ſtolæ, or pariſh dues, to the Lutherax miniſters, 
as the eſtabliſhed incumbents. 

The Calvini/ts were alſo formerly poſſeſſed of churches in divers parts of 
Sileſia, with the free exerciſe of their religion; but the papiſts having 
gradually ejected them out of the former, the extirpation of the latter ſoon 
enſued. After the convention of Old- Ranſtadt, in which no expreſs men- 
tion was made of them, they likewiſe petitioned for the reſtitution of 
their churches, but though they did not want mediators, their petition proved 
ineffectual. Frederick II. however granted them the privilege of public 
worſhip at Breſſau, and many other places. 

The Huffites or Bobemian Reformed have alfo ſome congregations in 
Silefra, as at Munſterberg, and Huſzinetz near Strelen, at Friederichſtabor and 
Zista, not far from Wartenberg, and likewiſe at Friederichgraſz, near Oppeln. 
Ot theſe fome being Lutherans, and others Calviniſis each ſect has its own 
diſtin paſtors. The Herrnhuthers or Moravian brethren, ſo early as the year 
1742, obtained a grant from King Frederic II. to ſettle in Sila, with an 
entire freedom of conſcience and public worſhip, as alſo of their peculiar 
church diſcipline. Their minifters in ſpiritual and eccleſiaſtical matters ac- 
knowledge no conſiſtory, as being under the King's immediate ſovereignty 
and protection, and ſubject only to their Biſhop. For this reaſon in 
1746 the King on his confirming to them the above-mentioned privileges, 
aſſigned likewiſe to them for ſettlements the following places : viz. New- 
falz, Bubrau, Rojnitz, Upper-Peyle and Greſzkrauſchke, out of the boun- 

daries of which not a ſingle family of this ſect within all SH is to ſettle 
| | | A 
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or teſide. The Schwenkfelders like wiſe, by a royal edict dated in 1742, had 
liberty to return into Lorver-Siigſia, where they were taken into immediate 
patronage. At Breſlau is a Greek church, beſides which the Jews alſo are 
permitted their ſynagogues, | 

$. 7. Silefia has ever been famous for producing men of learning, of 
whom not a few. have very eminently diſtinguiſhed themſelves : among 
them is that great improver of philoſophy Baron Wolf. The Lutherans 
for the inſtruction. of youth, beſide ſome Latin ſchools, ſuch as thoſe in the 
new town at Breſlau, Lignitz and other places, are further poſſeſſed of two 
Gymnaſiums at Breflau, and of one at Brieg. Among the papiſts the ptin- 
cipal ſeminaries are the Jeſuits colleges, with the univerſity at Bre//av, and 
at Lignitz is an academy, where young gentlemen of both religions are 
inſtructed in martial exerciſes. 

$. 8. The principal manufacture, and at the ſame time one of the greateſt 
means of ſubſiſtence in Sia, is that of thread, twine, linen, flax and 
damaſk, for which Landeſbut, Hirſchberg, Schmiedeberg, Greiffenberg, and 
other places in the hilly country, as well towns as villages, are the molt 
noted. The printing of linen in water and oil colours, is allo at ſome 
places here carried to great perfection, beſides which canvaſs and buckrams 
of ſeveral kinds are made of thread and worſted, and for this laſt manufac- 
ture Reichenbach is the ſtaple. The plain, ſtriped and flowered veils, with 
a mixture of red Turki/þ thread, are made in this country of ſuch fineneſs 
25 to ſell for four florins and upwards per ell. For theſe manufactures the 
moſt famous place is H:rſchberg. Laces are alſo made here of tolerable 
fineneſs, and of paper, Sileia makes more than for its own uſes. Strong 
woollen cloths of a middling fineneſs are wove at Breflau, Brieg, Grun- 
berg, Luben, Steinau, the Goldberg, Parchwitz, Strelen and other places. 
Betides ſtockings too and hats, here are likewiſe manufactures of linſey- 
woolſey, ſerge, druggets, plain and figured fuſtians, pluſh, calamanco, and 
other ſtuffs; as alſo of cotton, ginghums, Cc. beſides which leather-drefling 
is well underſtood here.. In their glaſs-houſes too, which are numerous 
enough, are made thoſe beautiful kinds of glaſſes known by the name of 
Kriſ/tall, and Xreiden or chalk glaſs; and in no country is glaſs more exqui- 
litely poliſhed and cut. In S:/e/ia alſo are great numbers of powder-mills, 
with a greater number till of iron mills and manufactures of that metal. 

F. 9. The principal exports of this dutchy are madder, millſtones, 
thread, yarn, linen, veils, wool and woollen cloths, with ſtuffs and paper. 
The Silgſian merchants deal likewiſe largely in wax, honey, hides, leather, 
and furs, which are for the moſt part brought them from Poland, Hungary, 
and Ry/ia. On the other hand, they import Poliſb wheat, oxen, horſes, 
and rock-ſalt, with wines, though chiefly from Lower and Upper-Hungary, 
Maravia, Auſtria, the countries about the Rbine, and France; black cattle, 
and horſes from Hungary, boiled falt from Hall and Schonebeck, ſpices, drugs, 
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manufactures and fabrics, beſides many other commodities.” Since S 
has fallen under the dominion of the Kings of Pruſſia, commerce has been 
confiderably improved, divers excellent regulations having been made for 
that purpoſe. With reſpect to its coin, accounts here are made up ſome. 
times in rixdollars, filver groſchen and Denaren ; ſometimes by florins or 
Rheriſh guilders, kreutzers and hellers; and frequently, one ſees Tumpſe or 
fix Bobmers, five of which make a rixdollar of twenty-four good groſchen. 
Befides theſe all manner of Pruſſian and Saxon money is current here. It i; 
not very long ſince rixdollars were known in this country, till which S ughan 
dollars and Weiſzgroſchen only were uſed. In ſome computations they even 
ſtill go by them. A filver Groſchen or Bobmer is three Kreutzers, twelve 
Denare, nine and three fifths Meſuian Pfennige, or four Groſchel. Five (il. 
ver Groſchen make four good Groſchen, one Kreutzer makes four Denare, 
one Groſchel three Denare, or two and two fifths good Pfennige; thus the 
filver Gro/chen with the addition of a Greſcbel makes exactly one good 
Groſchen. A kreutzer is equal to fix hellers, eighteen of which go to a 
Katrfergroſchen. A Weiſzgreſchen contains only two Kreutzers, and thus is 
nearly one Kreutzer leſs in value than the Silbergroſchen, which gave occa- 
ſion to the difference between a ſchweren (heavy) and leichten (light) mark: 
the former of theſe containing thirty-two Silber groſcben, and the latter only 
the like number of Neiſægroſcben, and thoſe which are very light being 
equal only to twenty-four Weiſægreſcben. By a Mark Geldes is commonly 
underſtood a heavy mark, and by a Mark Groſchen a light mark of thirty- 
two and ſometimes only of twenty-four Wei/zgroſchen “. 
$. 10. The ancient inhabitants of this country were the Lygii and Quadi, 
tilt about the middle of the fixth century, when the Slavi having overrun 
the country of the latter, a part of it came to Poland, and was called Zlezia, 
the Polacks ufing the Slavonic word Zlezi to denote the meaning of the ap- 
pellation of Quad: ; the latter in the old Teutonick language, as well as Zi 
in the Sclavonic, importing evil, whence to this very day, the Poles ſtile the 
Stlefians Zleſakas. Under the Poliſh ſovereignty Stiga received the Poliſh 
language, manners and uſages with the Chriſtian religion; the laſt of which 
was confirmed in it its footing there by the See, which Mrece/ians I. in 966 
founded at Schmoger. This See was afterwards removed to Bitſcben, and laſt 
of all to Breſſau. In the year 1138 by the partition made of the territories 
of Boleſſaus III. King of Poland among his ſons, the eldeft named M ladiſſaus 
II. befides the provinces of Cracau, Siradia and Pomerania, obtained like- 
wiſe S:/e/ia, with the chief ſhare in the government. Attempting however 
to deprive his brothers of their portion, he was driven out of Poland, and 
his brother Bole/laus IV. took poſſeſſion of his lands and dignity, but in 
conjunction with his other brothers, in 1163 ceded to Boleflaus ſurnamed 


For the underſtanding of theſe coins we muſt refer the Reader to the notes on the coins 
in other parts of Germany ; which with the help of the computations here made by the Author 
himſelf, will eaſily enable him to come at their value. : 
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altus, Mieciſlaus, and Conrad ſons of JHTadiflaus II. the territory of SH. 
which at that time was not exactly bounded by the ſame limits as at pre- 
ſent. Theſe three — the country among themſelves in ſuch a 
manner that the firſt obtained the middle part, the ſecond the upper, and 
the third the lower. The middle part of Silgſia in thoſe days included the 
preſent principalities of Ney/ze, Brieg, Oels, Munſterberg, Breflau, Schweid- 
nitz, Jauer, Lignitz and Molau, as alſo Militſch, Trackenberg and Morten- 
berg. To Upper-Stleia belonged the preſent principalities of Teſchen, Rati- 
br, Oppeln, Pleſz and Beuthen. Laſtly, under Lower-Sileſia were included 
Glogou, Sagan, Croſſen, Beuthen, Schwiebus, and all the country between the 
Mark of Brandenburg to the Varta. Conrad dying in 1178 without heirs, 
Bol ſlaus ſeized on all Lower-Silefha, and kept poſſeſſion thereof againſt the 
oppoſition of his brother Mieciſſaus. From this æra the title of Middle- 
Silefia again became obſolete, and Lewer-Stefia, which was thereon an- 
nexed to it, was rendered almoſt twice as large as the Upper, How the 
ſeveral principalities in Sila came to be erected by the deſcendants of Ba- 
Haus and Mieciſlaus, who all ſtiled themſelves Dukes of $S:/z/za, ſhall be 
related under the particular deſcription of each, only obſerving here, that 
every appenaged Duke named his own portion, or principality from the 
chief town. Jobn King of Bobemra availed himſelf of theſe diviſions and 
occurrences, by which Sf had been weakened, to bring it under his do- 
minion, in which he ſucceeded ; for from the year 1327 all the Dukes of 
Sileſa, two only excepted, ſubmitted one after another to hold their territo- 
ries in fief from him, with a reſerve only of the moſt conſiderable Regalia. 
His ſon and ſucceſſor King Charles IV. by virtue of his conſort Arne, inhe- 
rited the ſtill ſubſiſting principalities of Schwerdnitz and Jauer, and thereon 
in 1355 incorporated all S:/e/ia with the. Bobemian dominions, Caſimir the 
Great, King of Poland, in 1335 and 1338, and his ſucceſſor King Lewis in 
1356 and 1372 reſigning their claim to it. Under the Bohemian governors 
great revolutions happened in Sea. The doctrines of Hz, Luther, 
Schwenkfeld and Calvin found their partiſans, who ſometimes by formal 
compacts were permitted the public exerciſe of their worſhip. The Ober or 
Furſtenrecht in Latin (ſupremum tribunal principum atque ordinum,) granted 
in 1498 by King Wiadi/laus to the Dukes and States of Silgia, united the 
ſeparate dutchies into a cloſer connection with each other: but the power of 
taeſe dutchies was continually declining, and that of the governor's increaſ- 
ing. Further the Dukes of the Piaſta family failing, a part of their lands 
tell under the immediate vaſſalage of the governors, though other parts 


indeed were conferred on Dukes and Princes, but on a much worſe tenure 
than that by which the Przaſta race held them. Thus all things in Szlefia 
came gradually to be put on the German footing, and many German families 
of all ranks removing thither, they introduced a better economy, with great 
improvements in trade and manufactures; and the proſperity of the ny 
woul 
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would have been, carried till higher, had the Proteſtants been treated leſg 
rigorouſly, and the natives inveſted, with a proper (hare of the employments 
in the court of the governors., The death of the Emperor Charles VI. in 
1740, produced alſo great changes in Sia, Frederick II. King of Pruſſia 
laying claim to the following principalities: vig. Firſt, to the principality of 
Fagerndorf, which in 1524, with the approbation of Lewis King of Bobemia 
and Hungary, was purchaſed by George Marggrave of Brandenburg from the 
houſe of Schellenberg, and bequeathed by him to his fon George Frederick, 
from whom by agreement it devolved to Joachim Frederick, EleQor of 
Brandenburg, who left it to his ſon John George, whom the Emperor Ferdi- 
dinand II. put under the ban of the Empire, by which in 1623 he loſt the 
principality of Jagerndorſ, the Emperor, notwithſtanding a proteſt from the 
ſeveral branches of the whole houſe of Brandenburg, conferring it on the 
Prince of Lichten/tein. Indeed the Elector Frederick William in 1686 re- 
nounced his claim to it, in conſideration of the circle of Schwibus being made 
over to him; but this, in 1695, his ſon Frederick reſtored to the houſe of 
Auſtria in lieu of the ſum of 250,000 florins: but King Frederick II. main- 
tained by ſeveral arguments, that thoſe ceſſions and compacts on which they 
were founded, were invalid. Secondly, to the prindipalities of Lignitæ, Brieg 
and Molau, by virtue of the compact of inheritance entered into in 1537, 
between Frederick Duke of Ligniiz and Brieg, and Joachim II. Elector of 
Brard-nburg, by which the tormer was tully empowered to ſeize it by virtue 
of the privileges granted the Kings of Bobemia in the years 1329, 1505, 
1511, 1522, 1524, and 1529, to his anceſtors and himſelf, notwithſtanding 
the Emperor Ferdinand I. in 1 546, had declared ſuch compact of inheritance 
void, Theſe principalities therefore had been unjuſtly withheld from the 
electoral houſe of Brandenburg, ever ſince the failure of the Dukes of Lig- 
nit. The above claims were fo effectually ſupported by the march of an 
army into S:/e/ia, that Maria Therefia daughter and heireſs to the Emperor 
Charles VI. and Queen of Hungary and Bobemia, by a preliminary treaty at 
Breſlau, which was, ſoon followed by a ratification of the ſame at the peace 
of Berlin, did on behalf of herſelf, her heirs and ſucceſſors of both ſexes, tor 
ever cede to the King of Prujza and his heirs and ſucceſſors of both ſexcs, 
with intire ſovereignty and independency of the crown of Babemia the coun- 
tries of Upper and Lower-Silgſia, together with the diſtrict of Katſcher, for- 
merly belonging to Moravia, as allo the county of Glatz, reſerving, how- 
ever, to herſelt ſome parts of Upper-Si/efia, forming at moſt about ninety 
or one hundred geographical ſquare miles, that is to lay, the principality of 

| Teſchen, with the lordſhips annexed thereto, the part of the principalitics of 
Troppau and Fagerndorf, beyond the Ogpa, the part of the principality ot 
Ney / ze, bordering on Moravia, and a diſtrict, which, though ſurrounded by 
Upper-Sileſia, belongs to Morawa, and contains under it the lordſhip of 
Henner/dorf, with Hozenploz, Jobannſilal and other places. On the = 
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hand, the King of Pruſſia, for himſelf and ſucceſſors renounced all demands 
on the Queen of Hungary, and took on himſelf the diſcharge of the Stlefian 
debt due to the ſubjects of Great-Britain, Holland, and the ſtates of Bra- 
hant. The ſame year alſo the limits between Pruſſian and Auſtrian Sileſia 
were ſettled and diſtinguiſhed by one hundred and thirty-eight pillars, with 

lates of lead affixed to them. This peace however, in 1744 was inter- 
rupted by a new war, which, was terminated by the treaty of Dreſden, on 
the twenty-fifth of December, 1745, wherein thoſe of Bręſſau and Berlin, 
with the convention of 1742 were renewed and ratified. The year 1756 
produced the third Silgſan war, which till continues to the very great de- 
ſolation of that country. 

F. 11. The King of Pruſſia is ſtyled ſouveraine and oberſte herzog von 
Schlefien, and in his title, theſe words immediately follow that of Elector. 
By the treaty of Berlin, the Queen of Hungary and Bohemia has alſo re- 
tained to herſelf her heirs and ſucceſſors the title of Sovereign Dutcheſs of 
Silefa, but the Empreſs Queen Maria Therefia properly ſtyles herſelf Dut- 
cheſs of Upper and Lower-Silgſia, placing this title immediately after Bur- 
gundy, The arms of the dutchy of Sea are topaz, an eagle crowned, 
diamond with a half moon pearl on its breaſt, the ends of which are ſome- 
times in form of an acorn and ſometimes reſemble little croſſes. 

F. 12. Silefia was never immediately connected with the Empire, having 
at no time been an imperial fief, nor obtained a feat or vote in the diet. 
Neither has it been ever ſubject to the ſupreme tribunals of the Empire, ſo 
that here the imperial laws are of no force, and though in the antient ma- 
triculas of 1431, 1447, 1471 and 1481, it ſtands aſſeſſed with Bohemia, 
Moravia, and Lufatia, this was afterwards diſcontinued ; yet when it came 
to be annexed to the crown of Babemia, it acquired a mediate conjunction 
with the empire; and in 1708 when the Emperor Foſeph reaſſumed his ſeat 
and vote in the electoral college as Elector of Bohemia, he ingaged both for 
that kingdom as well as for all the territories appertaining thereto (conſe- 
quently therefore for S:/zfia alſo) to pay to the ſeveral impoſts and taxes of 
the Empire and the Circle the aſſeſſment of an Elector, with three hundred 
guilders befides, annually to the chamber of Werzlar. On the other hand, 
the Germanic body obliged itfelf to take into its defence and protection the 
kingdom of Bobemia with all its incorporated territories, and of courſe Si- 
fa; in which mediate conjunction with the Empire the Babemian part of 
Si/efia ſtill continues, whereas the King of Pruſſia having obtained the 
greater part of this country with intire ſovereignty, and abſolutely indepen- 
dent of the crown of Bohemia, (ſee F. 10.) governs it accordingly, as a ſtate 
abſolutely free and diveſted of the leaſt connection with the Empire. But 
in 1751, the Empire becoming a guarantee to his Pruſſian majeſty for the 
fecure poſſeſſion of the dutchy of Szlefia; a proviſo was made for its rights 
conſequential to ſuch an engagement. 

| F. 13. 
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F. 13. In lieu of the ancient courts in the immediate principalities, ſuch 
as thoſe of the Oberamt of Breſlau, as far as it is juridical, with the 
Landeſhauptmanneyen, the Manngericht, the Zwolfergericht, the Zaudenrecht;, 
the Ritterrechts, the Hof and all other courts held in the ſovereign's name, the 
King of Pruſſia in his part of Sileſia, has erected three Oberamtſregierun- 
gen, that is to ſay thoſe at Breſlau, Glogau and Oppeln, but in 1756 the 
laſt of theſe was removed to Brieg. To the firit belong the immediate 
principalities of Breflau, Schweidnitz, Jauer and Brieg; under the ſecond 
are Glagau, Molau and Lignitz; and the third includes Oppeln and 
Ratibor. To theſe Oberamtſregierungen is alſo in a delegatory manner com- 
mitted the care of the adminiſtration of juſtice in the mediate principa- 
lities, with the Standeſberrſebaften or ſtate lordſhips, and the city of Breſt, 
and on any complaint to them of a denial or delay of juſtice, the papers 
of the proceſs are to be delivered to the chief preſidents of the Oberam/- 
regierungen, who thereupon preſcribe the method and manner of the pro- 
cedures. But by the diſtribution of the regency of the mediate principa- 
lities and Standeſherr/chafts among the Oberamtſregierungen, under that of 
Breſlau are the principalitics of Oels and Mun/terberg, with the free Stande. 
herrſchafts of Wartenberg, and the town of Breſlan: under that of Giagau, the 
principalities of Sagan, Trachenberg and Carolath, with the free Standeſherr/- 
chafts of Militſch and Goſchutz ; and under that of Brieg, the Pruſſian part in 
the principalities of Troppau, Jagerndorf and Neyſze, with the free Standeſ- 
herrſchafts of Pleſſe and Beuthen. Each Oberamtjregierung is compoſed of an 
Oberpreſident, a preſident (excepting that the third has no ſuch officer) a director, 
counſellors, referendaries, ſecretaries, regiſters and clerks. Theſe take 
cognizance of all civil criminal, feudal and finanical caſes; and hear 
appeals likewiſe from the courts in the M:nderberrſchafts, the royal caſ- 
tellanies, magiſtrates and other inferior places of judicature, but from 
them alſo, when the ſum exceeds five hundred rixdollars, cauſes may 
be moved to the court at Berlin. Before theſe Oberam!ſregierungen, all perſons 
whoſe cauſes both in perſonals and reals were cogniſable by the ſupreme 
tribunal in every principality, have their firſt hearing. The principal rule 
of proceeding in theſe courts is the Codex Fridericianus in formalibus et ma- 
terialibus, Next to this are the royal ordinances and reſcripts, with 
Brachvoge!'s collection of the imperial ſanctiones pragmatice, beſides which 
there are certain particular conſtitutions in every principality and lordthip, 
and even in every town. The old Saxon law is alſo called in as far as it 
ſuits with the preſent times, as likewiſe the Roman and canon law ; but 
in the principalities of Treppau and Fagerndorf the former is become almoſt 
obſolete, having in a great meaſure been ſuperſeded by the Moravian inſti- 
tutes of 1627, The.Luthberan churches and ſchools are under the inſpec- 
tion of the Upper-confiſtories at Breſſau, Glogau and Brieg with right of 


appeal to the tribunal at Berlin. The members of theſe conſiſtories - 
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the prefidents and counſellors of the reſpective Oberamiſregierungen, with 
an eccleſiaſtic to each, but the principality of Oe and the city of Bre/lar 
have their own diſtin& conſiſtories. Church affairs among the papiſts are 
cogniſable by the Biſhop's court at Breſſau, from whence alſo appeals lie 
to the tribunal of Berlin. | 

The princes with the free Standeſherren and the city of Breſſau have 
their own regencies and courts both in civil and penal cauſes, from which 
no appeal lies to the Oberamtſregierungen, excepting that when the ſum in 
queſtion amounts to upwards of one hundred rixdollars, a cauſe may be 
moved to Berlin. The Ober or PFurſtenrech! granted to the Princes and 
States in 1498 by King Wladiflaus, and in 1528 augmented and confirmed 
by the Emperor Ferdinand I. was in 1742, with ſome limitations and a 
pew preamble, further ratified by King Frederick II. and the Prince of 
tual preſident of the Oberfurflenrecht, At preſent 
it conſiſts of the following privileges, viz. that the deputies of the princes 
and Standeſberren ſhall aſſemble twice a year at Breſſau, and that theſe together 
with the Oberamtſregierung of that city, and the above-mentioned perpe- 
tual preſident, ſhall make enquiry into, and decide all conteſts which may 
have ariſen among the princes and Standeſberren, concerning a principality 
and a Standeſherrſchaft or any tract of land once belonging thereto, but fo 
that the party which thinks itſelf aggrieved may apply to the King in 
perſon, though before the country came under the Pruſſian government 
both the Ober and Furſtenrecht judged without appeal. 
Princes and Standeſherren, both in perſonals and in reals, when ſued on 
account of the rights or properties of others, or in diſputes between 
themſelves and their vaſſals or ſubjects, muſt ſtand trial before the Oberam!/- 
regierungen under their reſpective preſidents, to which ſuch cauſes are 
referred by ſpecial delegation, The Mzrnderherrſchafts, inferior lordſhips, 
Burglebens and other country corporations and magiſtracies with the upper 
and lower courts, are held, without any controll or moleſtation, excepting 
that in capital or penal cafes they require the royal confirmation; and in 
others may be appealed from to the neareſt Oberam!ſregierung. 

The regency of the Bohemian part of Silgſia has been etected at Teppau, 
but of its conſtitution we are able to ſay nothing particular. 

$. 14. Whilſt S/ , was annexed to the crown of Bohemra, the ſo- 
vereign by his commiſſioners uſed to lay before the Diets of the Princes 
and States, demands of pecuniary ſupplies, which were taken into con- 
ſideration and the reſolution of the Diet notified to the ſaid commiſſioners, 
as well as to all the principalities and towns, by their reſpective deputies. 
Hereupon meetings were held in the principality to deliberate on the 
beſt means of raiſing the quota, which each principality was to pay 
towards the ſum agreed to at the general Diet. One principality paid 
it out of the tax on cattle, another out of the duty arifing from liquors, 
n mills, eſpecially in caſe of extraordinary 
demands, 
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demands, and when the taxes on lands and houſes were in force. Sometimes 
alſo head- money was demanded of the States, and from this neither Dukes 
nor Princes were exempt. The whole produce of the contributions and 
taxes levied by the collectors of the Princes and States in their ſeveral prin- 
cipalities and lordſhips were remitted to the general ſubſidy office at 
Breſſau, which was dependent on the ſaid Princes and States, and paid the 
monies ſo received either into the ſovereign's treaſury or war- office, but 
monies granted for the ſovereign's free uſe were {ent to the place of his 
reſidence, and paid to the treaſurer of the houſehold. The Princes 
and States aſſembled in the Diet uſually reſerved out of the ſupplies or 
ſometimes out of the reſidues a certain ſum to be expended for public ſer- 
vices. From the year 1729 to 1740, that is within twelve years, they 
granted to the Emperor the ſum of 28,6062 56 florins, which totidem 
annis ptoduced at leaſt 2,020000 florins, and at moſt 2,769369. florins. 
The principal ſource from whence theſe ſums were derived, was the exciſe, 
which having been introduced both into the country and towns, produced 
within the ſaid twelve years no leſs than 16,406348 florins, ſo that to 
make up the grants only 12,199908 florins remained, or every year one 
with another 1,0166659 florins, though the impoſts were always laid 
higher. This method of taxation, however, together with the ſubſidy 
office were abrogated at the ſame time with the Diets by King Frederick II. 
and two war and domain treaſuries erected at Breſlau and Glogau for the 
management of the ſeveral branches of the public revenue. The exciſe 
here is on the fame footing with that in the old dominions of Pruſſia, and 
limited to the walled towns; whereas the contributions or payments in 
the open towns, villages and ſeats were fixed and continue at- the ſame 
height both in peace and war, Every principality or lordſhip, as alſo every 
circle into which they are divided, receives notice of its annual and 
monthly contingents, which are payable to the contribution. The two 
war and domain offices, each of which has its preſident, directors, coun- 
ſellors and other officers, ſuperintend the contributions, cauſe them to be 
duly received and accounted for by the receiver general's office, and in the 
particular receivers offices of the principalities and Stendeſherr/chafts, take 
care that ſuch an œconomy be obſerved as that the contributional and 
ſubſidial aſſeſſments may be laid and reviſed in the fame preciſe manner, 
the ſeveral ſums notified for collection, and duly paid every month into 
the provincial receiver's offices and from thence remitted to the receivet- 
general's offices at Breſlan and Glagau, or diſpoſed of by the fore-mentioned 
offices, as circumſtances may require. Under the war and domain trea- 
ſury at Breflau are the principalities of Bre/lau, Brieg, Schweidnitz, Neyſze, 
Oe!s, Munſterberg, Oppelu, Ratibor, Jagerndorf and Troppau, on this fide the 
Oppa, with the tree Standeſterrſcbafts of Wartenberg, Geſchutæ, Beuthen and 
Pleſſe, and the free Minderberrſchafts of Neuſchloſs, Freyban, Sulau, * 
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half of Oderberg and Loſzlou, To the war and dotain treaſury of 
Glogau belong the principalities of Glagau, Sagan, Molau, Lignitz, Jauer, 
Trachenberg and Carolath, with the free Standeſberrſchaft of Miliſch. 
The Landeſalteſien or elders have been ſuperſeded by the Landrathe or 
counſellors of the King's nomination, who are governors of the circles and 
ſuperintend the revenues of the receivers and other inferior officers under 
them, all of whom have a ſettled annual falary excepting the Landrathe, 
who is always a nobleman of good eſtate in the Circle. The nobles of each 
Circle alſo chooſe from among their own body, a Marſchcommiſſair, with 
two Deputirten, who however muſt be confirmed by the war and do- 
main offices. Their office is to affiſt the Landratbs in levying and taking 
account of the impoſts, for paying the contingent of the Circle, regulating 
the marches of troops and other iary affairs thereof. The country of 
Lower-Silefia pays annually 1,181044 rixdollars, according to the fixed 
and invariable regulations, but of the amount of the contribution in 
Upper-Silefia we have no preciſe account. It is generally ſuppoſed, how- 
ever, that all Pruffian Silefia in conjunction with the county of Glatæ, the 
produce of the domains, regalia, exciſe, contribution, falt-works, the 
duty on ſtamp-paper (which is much eaſier now than formerly) and the 
rights of the ſovereignty all included, -bring in above four millions of 
rixdollars per annum. That part of Sila which has: continued incorpo- 
rated with Bobemia was in 1743 compelled to raiſe 186000 rixdollars. 
F. 15. Ever fince the cloſe of the twelfth century Siga has been di- 
vided into the Upper and Lower, as may be ſeen in F. 9. and this 
diviſion is ſtill in uſe. Antiently, excluſive of the dutchy of Creſſen, 
which has been long a part of the Mark of Brandenburg, it conſiſted of 
ſixteen principalities and fix free Standeſberſchaften, of which eleven of 
the former and four of the latter were reckoned in Lower-S:lefia, the 
five other principalities and two Standeſherſchafts conſtituting the Upper. 
But at preſent two Standeſherſchafts having under the pt, ot ves np 
been raiſed to principalities, and a Minderſherr/chaft to a Standeſherrſchaft, 
Lywer-Silefia contains thirteen principalities, the names of which are as 
follow, viz. Breflau, Brieg, Glogau, Jauer, Lignitz, Munſterberg, Neyſze, 
Oels, Sagan, Schweidnitz, Wolau, Trachenberg and Carolath, 2. the free 
Standeſherr ſcbafts of Wartenberg, Militſch and Goſchutz, and 3. divers Min- 
derherrſchaften. To Upper-Silefia belong 1. the fix principalities of Teſchen, 
Troppau, Jagerndorſ, Oppeln, Ratibor and Bilitz, 2. the free Standeſberrſchafts 
of Pl and Beuthen, and 3. certain Minderberrſchafts. Silefia being at 
preſent under two ſovereigns, the capital diviſion muſt neceffarily be into 
that of Pruffian and Bohemian. Tue appurtenances of the latter have 
been ſpecified above (5. 10.). Though the King of Prufia has ranged his 
part under three Oberamtfregierungs or prefecturates (ſee F. 13) yet I know 
not whether on that account it may properly be divided into Upper, Middle 
Yyy 2 - "and 
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and Lower-Silefia, At leaſt Abels opinion that this diviſion agrees with the 
firſt conſtitution of the dutchy of S:/e/ia is groundleſs, the antient diviſion 
into the Upper, Middle and Lower-Silefia, which continued for ſome time 
in the twelfth century relating to all S:/efa, and differing widely from the 
preſent one into Oberamtſregierungs, as will evidently appear on comparing 
F. 10 and 13. In our opinion the Pruffian part of Sileſia cannot be better 
divided than into thoſe of Lower and Upper, and each of theſe parts again 
ſubdivided into immediate principalities, which belong to the ſovereign or 
firſt Duke, after that into mediate principalities, Standes and Minder- 
berrſchafts. The more preciſe political diviſion of Sz/efia is into Weich- 


Bildern, which in the Prufjian 
and over each of theſe is a Landratb, and ſometimes even two. 


t are commonly called Kreiſe (or circuli) 
On the 


other hand ſeveral circles are under one Landrath. Theſe officers are always 
choſen from among the nobility, and each has two gentlemen belonging 


to him as affiſtants, under the title of Commiſſarii perpetut. 


Next to thele 


is the circle receiver, who ſuperintends the levying of the taxes in the 
country. The States of the Circle are ſuch towns as are poſſeſſed of any 
lands, and the proprietors of manors within the Circle, this dignity not 
deſcending to meaner tenures. The officers of the Circle are ſubordinate 
to the war and domain offices at Breſlau or elſe to thoſe of Glogau, In 
the Bobemian part of Sila the principal officer of the Weichbilds retains 
the antient appellation of Landęſalteſten or elder of the land. 

We now proceed to the deſcription of 

1. The Pruffian part of Silefa, which conſiſts of 

A. The greater part of Zower-Sile/ia, and includes under it 

1. Seven immediate principalities, Viz. 


a The Principality of BRESLA V. 


F. 1. THE principality of Bręſlau, excluſive of the Circle of Namſſau, 


which though belonging to it, lies ſeparate, to the north bor- 


ders on the principalities of Oe/s and Volau, weſtward on thoſe of Lignitz 
and Schweidnitz, ſouthward joins the principalities of Schweidnitz and 
Brieg, and eaſtward the latter alſo and Oels. Namſiau circle, to the north- 
ward borders on the free Standeſherr/ſchaft of Wartenberg, weſtward on 
the principalities of Oels and Brieg, ſouthward on thoſe of the latter and 
Oppeln, and eaſtward on certain diſtricts of the principalities of Oels and 
Brieg, and likewiſe on Poland. 

F. 2. The Oder in its courſe through this country receives the little 
rivers Ohlau, Lube, Weyda and Weiſtritz, the laſt of which at Romberg 


is joined by the Polſaitz, which comes from the principali 
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ity of Schwerd- 
The circle of Nam/lau is watered by the Weyda and Stober. | The 
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principality itſelf is every where flat and level, and the parts near the Oder 
and other rivers either ſandy or ſwampy. It is notwithſtanding an excellent 
corn country, and not devoid of rich paſture grounds, the Namſiau Circle 
alone excepted, but this abounds again both in timber and wood for fuel, 
which are ſo ſcarce in the other Circles, that the country people uſe ſtraw, 
with the ſtalks of thiſtles and burdoc, as alſo thoſe of ſun-flowers and 
potatoes, which in ſummer ſupply the place of hedges. In many places 
which are ſuitable to tbat purpoſe, willows are planted merely for burning. 
In moſt parts they have good cattle and ſheep, and the breeding them 
turns to very great account, but the moſt celebrated kine are the Krauter- 
kube herbeows about Breſſau, which are of an uncommon ſize and yield 
a proportionate quantity of milk. The parts near the rivers are well 
ſupplied with fiſh, of which every where elſe there is a ſcarcity. The 
neighbourhood of Bręſſau produces great quantities of madder. The 
roads are very bad, and where the ſoil is black in wet weather ſcarce 
paſſable, and for want of timber and quarries of ſtone not to be 
repaired without great difficulty and expence, and even at beſt not 
thoroughly. One ſingle mile, known by the name of the 5/ack mile, 
ſometimes takes up all the Schweidnitz, Reichenbach, Frankenſtein, Strelitæ 
and Bobrau carriers a whole day or more. The city of Breſſau, how- 
ever, in order to facilitate its intercourſe with other places, has at a pro- 
digious expence, cauſed dykes to be made along all the roads, with 
ditches, canals and bridges over them, and the roads themſelves to be 
payed with ſtones, a work of ſeveral years labour. Some of theſe dykes 
are not leſs than a mile in length, and the keeping them in repair is an 
annual charge of ſome thouſands of dollars. 
$. 3. If the villages of this dutchy are not very large, the deficiency is 
made up by the great number of them, as being every where placed with- 
in cannon ſhot of each other. Of cities it has nine, and two market- 
towns, 
$. 4. On the partition of Silgſa in 1164 between the ſons of Miadiſlaus II. 
Breſlau came to Boleſlaus, ſurnamed Altus. In 1202 this Prince was 
ſucceeded by his ſon Duke Henry the Long-bearded, who dying in 1238 
likewiſe had for ſucceſſor his third ſon Henry II. who created the Biſhop of 
Breſſau Prince of Ney/ze. His ſon Bole/laus II. or the Bald, made an exchange 
of the territory of Bre/lau with his brother Henry III. who after conferring 
many benefits on the city died in 1266; on which Bre/lau deſcended to his ſon 
Henry IV. and on his demiſe in 1290 to Henry V. ſon to the above-mentioned 
Boleſlaus the Bald. The ſons of this Prince dividing their patrimony, the 
principality of Breſſau fell to the ſecond ſon named Henry VI. who applied to 
Jebn King of Bobemia for affiſtance againſt his elder brother Bolefaus III. 
and fold it him, together with the county of Glatz, during his life, and 
wich this clauſe annexed to it, that in caſe of his dying without heirs the 
principality 
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incipality of Bres/au ſhould eſcheat to the King, on whom he conferred 
it as a fief, Accordingly Henry dying in 1335 King John incorporated 


the principality of Breslau with the crown of Bohemia, endowing the 


city at the ſame time with divers important privileges. 

F. 5. The Kings of Bohemia always appointed governors over this 
principality. In 1337 King John made a grant of that poſt to the city 
of Breſlau, which grant was confirmed by his ſon King Charles. IV. and 
in 1505 King Wiadiflaus transferred the judicature of the whole principality, 
as well as of all the Weichb:ilders or diſtricts hereditarily on the city, 
by which means the nobility no leſs than the commoners were rendered 
ſubject to the governors. The premier counſellor of the city was always 
at the ſame time governor. In 1635 it was obliged to ſurrender up to the 
Emperor Ferdinand III. both the government and judicature, with all other 
rights appertaining thereto, and that Prince reſerved to himſelf the diſpoſal 
of all offices in the regency. On this footing things continued till the 
Pruſſian ſovereignty, and at preſent the principality is under the royal 
Oberamtsregierung, with the war and domain treafuries at Breslau. 

F. 6. It is divided into four Circles or Veicbbilders, viz. 

1, The Circle of Breslau, which name, though actually ſubſiſting, yet 
is omitted in Schubarth's map of this principality. In it is 

I. Breslau, in Latin Fratislavia, the capital of this circle and principa- 
lity, and likewiſe of the whole dutchy of Sefa. It lies on the Oder, 
which on the north fide runs cloſe by the walls, and in that part receives 
the Oblau, after its winding courſe through Old Breslau. In 1241 this 
laſt mentioned place was ſet on fire by the Tartars, and is moſt probably 
thought to have ſtood above the Dominſe/ or cathedral iſland, on the 
Old-Oder near Scheitnig, if not beyond it in the country of Gruneich, ſome 
conſiderable remains of the caſtle being ſtill to be ſeen near St. Martin's 
church on the Dominſel. The preſent old city was formerly environed 
by the Oblau, as with a moat, all without the Oblau to the walls of the 
= in their preſent poſition, that is to ſay from the Schwibbogen arch 
behind the Ketzerkunſt to the Burgfeld fronting the hoſpital, called aller 
Heiligen, being additions made by the Emperor Charles IV. The 
Neuftadt, that is all within the Schwibbogen or gate at the Ketzerkunſt and 
the Ziegel or gate hill, beyond the armoury at Blind gate is more modern, 
and fince the year 1529 has been included within the fortifications. Theſe 
ſeveral parts, which are comprehended under the ſimple appellation of 
Breslau, are collectively of great circuit, and if to theſe be added its 
large ſuburbs, viz, that of St. Moritz without the Oblauer gate, the ſuburb 
before the Schweidnitz gate, that before the Nichols gate, the Burger- 
werder, the Elbing ſuburb, the ſuburb before the Sand gate or the Sandinſel 
(in Engliſb the ſand iſland) with the ſuburb of Poland on the other fide 
the Oder, the whole circumference is not leſs than two long German miles. 
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The fortifications of the city are of no aut importance. It has ſeveral 
large and regular ſquares, The main ſtreets alſo are broad, and beſides 
many ſtately public edifices, it contains likewiſe numbers of very elegant 
houſes and other private buildings. The Dominſel though lying without 
the circuit.of the town, is fortified with low walls and ſome baſtions. In it 
ſtands the Dom or cathedral of St. John, which in 1759, together with the 
deanery was deſtroyed by fire, In the fame part likewiſe is the Biſhop's 
library forming a particular building, with the abbey of the Holy Creſi, hav- 
ing under it another church called Crypta St. Bartholomai, St. Martin's, St. 
Peter's and Paul's, all ſmall churches, the Biſhop's palace a very ſpacious 
edifice, the Prebend's dwellings, ſome of which have very beautiful gardens 
belonging to them, and the electoral hoſpital for poor children of both 
ſexes. On the Sandinſel is St. Mary's church, a very beautiful building, 
wherein the regular Auguſtine canons, who, in 1181 were removed from 
Zotenberg to Gorkau, and in 1190 invited hither, have a ſplendid convent, 
with a large library; St. Jamess church containing an Auguſtine nunnery, 
and St. Anne's belonging to the canons of St. Mary. Beyond the Sandinſel, 
at the end of the Leimdamm is St. Micbaels, a popiſh parochial-church built 
of timber. Near the Sandgate lies the ſuperb Præmonſtratenſian monaſtery 
of St. Vincent, and adjoining to it is the no leſs magnificent nunnery of 
St, Clare. Near theſe fine ſtructures ſtands alſo the beautiful abbey of 
St. Matthias, with a pariſh-church and a valuable collection of books, 
belonging to the red Star prebends, and fronting this laſt is St. Agnes's 
church. In the ſame ſtreet likewiſe, which is called the Schubbrucke, is 
an Urſeline nunnery. The Jeſuits college with its ſplendid church ſtands 
on the ſite of the caſtle, which was once the reſidence of the Dukes of 
Breſſau, but by the Emperor Lecpold given to the Jeſuits. The other 
popiſh churches and convents in the city are the Franciſcan or barefort; A 
c:mvent dedicated to St. Anthony, to which is annexed alſo a regul:,c built 
church; St. Hedwiga's belonging to a capuchin convent ſtanding behind it, 
St. Dorsthy's, of which the Minorites are in poſſeſſion, the parochial-church 
of the holy corpſe belonging to the Jobannite commandery-hovſe facing it, 
which is alſo poſſeſſed of a right in a common near Brefax, but lying within 
the dutchy of Schawerduitz ; the parochial-church of St. Adalbert near the 
Diminican convent, together with the beautiful chapel of St. Cr/aus conti- 
guous to it; as alſo St. Foſeph's a ſmall church, where is another Dominican 
convent, with the nunnery of St. Callerine. To theſe are to be added the 
manſion-houſe of the ſiſters of St. Elabeth, though no regular convent nor 
poſſeſſed of any particular church; St. Nickels's church before the Nicke!/- 
gate, St. Maurice's without the Olau gate, the ſmall hoſpital church of St. 
Lazarus, with the church and convent of the bons hommes, 

The churches here belonging to the Lutherans are the following, wiz. St. 
Eliſabeth's which is the principal, and St. Mary Magdalen's, both in the Ola 
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town, and containing valuable libraries; to which ate to be added, St. Ber- 
nardine's in the New town, likewiſe having a good collection of books; St. 
Barbara's church appropriated to the uſe of the garriſon, three hoſpital- 
churches, and that of St. Chriſtopher's, not to mention a large hall in the 
houſe of correction, wherein alſo the Lutheran ſervice is 1 and 
without the town, the Lutherans are ſtill poſſeſſed of the church of St. Sal. 
vator on Schweidnitz common near the city moat, which ſerves for the ſol- 
diery who are quartered without the city, with that of the eleven thouſand 
virgins on the Steindamme without the Odergate. The Calvinifts aſſemble in 
a building on the other fide of the Oder, which was once the general tax 
office. The Greek chriſtians, the greateſt part of whom are Armenians, have 
alſo a church here, and the Jews their ſynagogues. The popiſb univerſity, 
which by the Emperor Leopold was committed to the care of the Jeſuits, is 
a noble ſtructure. The Lutherans at St. Eliſabetb's and St. Mary Magdalen's 
have two flouriſhing Gymnafiums, each under the direction of eleven profeſ- 
ſors, with a grammar ſchool at St. Bernardine's in the New town, The 
council houſe is a large old-faſhioned building, and the Oberamt houſe like- 
wiſe makes no very grand appearance; but the exchange adjoining to it is 
an elegant ſtructure. On the Burgfelde is an armoury and another alſo at 
the Sandgate. The city befides a governour, has an Oberamtſregierung 
with which are connected an upper conſiſtory, and Pupillen collegium, or 
court of wards, an aulic and criminal court of judicature, a court of exche- 
quer, the war and domain office, with thoſe for ſalt, for cuſtom, exciſe and 
trade, as likewiſe the war domain and tax treaſuries, a college of phyſicians, 
a mint, Sc. King Frederick II. granted to Breſlau the third place in rank 
among all his capitals, that is to ſay, to be next to Berlin and Konigſberg, 
with two fairs, beſides its two yearly markets and two high markets for 
wool. The magiſtracy is Lutheran, and conſiſts of a town court and a 
council: Its conſiſtory likewiſe is Lutheran. This city is at preſent the centre 
of all the trade in Sz/e/za, and carries on divers manufactures. It was in 
the year 1741 that it fell under the Pruſſian government. In 1757 a ſmall 
Pruſjian army under the command of Duke Auguſtus William of Brunſwick 
Bevern fortified itſelf in this neighbourhood, and being attacked on the 
twenty-ſecond of November by the Auſtrian forces, made a moſt vigorous 
reſiſtance till evening, but in the night quitted their camp and again croſſed 
the Oder, on which the city ſurrendered to the Auſtrians. On the twentieth 
of December, however, it was retaken by the King of Pruſjia, and the Au/- 
trian garriſon, which amounted to near 138000 men made priſoners of war. 
In the loſt fiege divers of its churches were damaged, and St. Mary Magds- 
lens library demoliſhed by the falling of a bomb. The greateſt part like- 
wiſe of the ſuburbs ſuffered extremely, and that part lying without the Sand- 
gate was entirely burnt down. 


To the city belong the following villages: namely, Bobmiſchdorf, on” 
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Dambſdorf, Domſlau, Kleinburg, Klettendorf, Kriettern, Micbelwitæ, Pretſch, 
Ranſcr on the Oder, where in 1614 ſeveral Pagan urns were dug up, Rign:- 
berg, Old and New-Scheitnig, Schneoitſch, &c. Elbing eſtate, &c. 

To the city treaſury belong the eſtates of Hauſſen, Fackel, Riemberg and 
Voigtfwalde. 

2. Auras, a royal Kammeramt, which till the year 1745 was a Burglebn, 
contains under 1t 

1. Auras, commonly pronounced Auris or Aures, and in Latin Auraſium, 
an open little town ſituated on the Oder, near which is alſo a ſeat ſtanding 
on the ſame river. In this town is a popiſh church with a Lutheran oratory. 

2. The eſtates of Lubenau, Sorgau, Henningsdorf and Kunzendorf. 

3. The following royal Burglebns : viz. 

1. The Burglebn of Liſa, belonging to the princely abbey of the holy 
Croſs of St. Matthias in Breflau. 

Liſſa is a market town here, with a ſeat on the Meiſbritg. 

2. The Burglebu of Malkwitz, fo named from a church-village and ſeat 
on the Weiſtritæ, belongs to the Oberg family. 

3. The Burglebn of Krolkwitz, which alſo receives its name from a 
church village belonging to Count Burg baus. 

4. The Greſzburger Halt, in 1234 conferred on the fee of Lebus by 
Duke Henry the Long bearded, whence accordingly on the ſequeſtration of 
the biſhopric by the Elector of Brandenburg, this diſtrict was included 
therein, and granted by the Elector as a fief to the Canitz family, who till 
poſſels it. Belonging to it are five villages, vig. Gro/zburg, containing a 
Lutheran church and ſeat, Little-Lauden, Schweinbraten, Ottwitz and 
Krentſch. 

5. The Burglehn of Bagenau, ſo named from a village in it, and belong- 
ing to the Counts of Sternberg. 


6. The Burglebn of Kreyka and Weygwitz, appertaining to the lords of 
Bachſtein. 

4. To the Biſhop of Breſſau, within this circle belongs 

1. Pagel Halt, containing the villages of Great and Lzttle-Pogel, both ly- 
ing on the Oder, B/chanz, Neudorf and Stuben. 

2. Lange, Meleſchwitz, Rattwitz and Kottwitz, all villages, lying in a 
direct line on the other fide of the Oder. 

3. Divers ſcattered villages, as namely, Piſuiiz, Waſſerjentſch and Les- 
foldrwitz or Liebenthal, all three lying on the Lobe, with Lani/ch on the 
Oder &c. 

5. The chapter of the cathedral is likewiſe proprietor of many ſcattered 
villages here, ſuch as, Alibef, Biſchwitz, Cammelteitz, Caſel on the Oder, 
Fexerſdorf, Kentſchkau, Kuntſchuts, Maſſen, Mandelau, Great-Mechber, Me- 
ireitz, Oltaſchin, Opperau, Paſchwitz, Great and Little-Piſchiowitz, the 
mer of which is htuated on the Veyda, Piſiebl or Puſchkewva, Pelniſch- 
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Neudorf, Polanowitz, Poguſlawitz, Little-Raſſekvitz, Radwanitz, Repplin, 
Siebenhubau, lying not far from Breſlau, Little-Sirmg, Litth-Tjchanſeh, 
Tjchauchelwitz and Tjchirnau on the Oder. 

* 6. Dybrenfurt, an open town ſtanding on the Oder; and which till to- 
wards the end of the ſeventeenth century was only a village known by the 
name of Pig. But about that time, by the ſollicitation of its proprietor, 
George Abraham Baron of Dybr, it obtained a charter, and he called it by 
his own title. At preſent however, it is in the Sternberg family. In this 
town is a Lutheran oratory, with a J7ewiſb printing houſe. 

7. Borau, an open little town, or Stadtmarkt, ſituated on the Lobe, and 
belonging to Count Poſadowſky. 

8. Rothen/irben, another open town ſeated on the little river Setine, which 
joins the Lobe. This place obtained its charter in 1608, but at preſent looks 
little better than a village. 

9. Feltſch, a fort and paſs on the Oder appertaining to the Barons Sauer- 
mann, who took their riſe from it. This pals is frequently mentioned in the 
hiſtories of former wars. 

10. A village not far from the Weyda belonging to Count Neidbard, whoſe 
gardens here are very beautiful and celebrated all over this country. 

11. Goldſchmieden, a village appertaining to Count Karwarth, and likewiſe 
containing fine gardens. ; 

12. Rathen, a village having a moſt exquiſite garden, laid out at the ex- 
22 and under the direction of Baron Mudrach, head ſurveyor of the 
ing's works in this country. 


13. Weyde, a village and important paſs on the Veyda, one long German 
mile from Breſlau. 

14. Fackſchenau, Marſchwitz, and Stabekvitz, with other eſtates and 
places belonging to nobles. 

II. The Newmark circle, containing 

1. Neumarkt, the circle town, and a place of ſome antiquity, as having 
been burnt in 1250 by Bele/laus the Bald Duke of Lignitz. In this town is 
a popiſh church with a convent of Minorites, and a Lutheran oratory. In 
1747 there were fifty-four buildings here, lying in ruins. Its antient man- 
lion- houſe, with the eſtates of Stephanſdorf, Faſchkendorf and Keobeinick, de- 
pendent thereon, belongs. to the city of Bre/lau. Neumarkt is alſo noted for 
its carriages. The eſtate of Schlaup belongs to the town-treaſury. In 1757 
an action happened at this place between a body of Auſtrian and tome 
Pruffan pandours and huſſars, in which the ſecond ſuffered greatly. 

2. Flemiſchdorf, a village near Neumarkt, and belonging to the village of 
Rebel. Its neighbourhood yields plenty of turf. 

3. Keſtenblut, a ſmall town belonging to St. Vincent's abbey at Breſſau. 
4. Great-Peterwitz, a royal Burglebn and parochial-village on the Sr:g4% 
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5. Rommengu, a royal Burglebn and village. 


6. Leuthen, a village, where on the fifth of December 1757, the Pruſſian; 


obtained a fignal victory over the Auſtrians. In this village is a Lutherar: 
oratory. 

. Stephanſderf, a village belonging to Count Schlegenberg, whole ſeat 
here is particularly noted for its fine gardens. 

8. Nimpła, a village, with a manor houſe, appertaining to the Jeſuits of 
Breſlau 

Il. The Circle of Canth, under the ſame Landrath with that of Neu- 
markt, and belonging to the Biſhop of Breſſau. 

1. Canth or Kant, the circle town lies on the Schweidnitz water, being 
ſmall, and its feat very old. It belonged to the Dukes of Oels, and was 
more particularly the reſidence of Conrad V. who alſo took his title of Duke 
from it. After being mortgaged to the fee of Breflau, in 1471 it was in- 
tirely made over to it. In 1428 it ſuffered much by the Hufites, and in 
1512, Duke Barthel of Munſterberg was defeated there by the people of 
Brejlau. In 1752 it was almoſt totally deſtroyed by fire. 

2. The royal Kammeramt of Furſtenau, fo called from the village and ſeat 
of Furſlenau; which formerly belonged to the Dukes of Hoftein. This 
diſtrict lies on the Schweidnitæ water. | 

3. Borganie, Lorzendorf, Viebau, Lower-Struſe, &c. villages and eſtates 
belonging to noblemen. 


IV. Namflau circle, lying a-part from the others. The beſt view of this 


circle is to be met with in the map of the principality of Brzeg. 

1, Namſiau or Nambſiau, the circle town, lies among moraſſes on the 
river Weyda, and contains a ſeat, with a popiſh church and a Franciſcan con- 
vent, a Poliſh church, and two Lutheran oratories, one for Germans the other 
for Poles. This town once belonged to the Dukes of Breſſau, next to thoſe 
of Glogau, and afterwards to the Dukes of Lignitæ, till in 1348 Duke Men- 
claus ſold it to the Emperor Charles IV. who in 13 50 walled it in. The 
Emperor Wenceſlaus included it under the ſame government with the princi- 
pality of Breſſau.

VI. The Prinapality of BRIEG. 


F. I. T* Principality of Brieg is on all ſides environed by thoſe of Oelt, 

Breſſau, Schweidnitzs, Munſterberg, Neyſse and Oppeln, a detached 
piece excepted which borders alſo on Poland. It is one of the largeſt prin- 
cipalities in all S a. | W 

$. 2. The Oder traverſes the Veichlilder of Brieg and Oblau, and on the 
confines of the principality of Oppeln receives the Ney/ze, after which in its 
further courſe it is joined by the Steber. The Oblau, which comes from the 
principality of Munſterberg, paſſes through the Werchbilds of Streblen and 
Oblau, into the principality of Breſſau. The ſource of the Lobe is in the 
circle of Nimmptſch. The higheſt hill in the whole country is the Jahbnſdor- 
ferberg, not far from Langen Oels, which is ſeen at the diſtance of many 
miles. With reſpect to grain it is one of the moſt fruitful principalities in 
„II S. Streblen likewiſe, and Oblau cultivate madder and tobacco. In 
the Merchbile of Brieg and Oblau are large foreſts of oak, beech and pine; 
2nd in the Galgenberge, a hill not far from Szreblen, quarries of a very hard 
and durable ſtone. 

8. 2. In the whole principality are nine cities and two market towns. 
The firſt Duke of Brieg was Boleſſaus III. eldeſt fon of Duke Villlam the 
Fat, to whom this principality came by the partition made in 1314 with his 
brothers, and ſoon after was added to it his third brother's portion, that is 
to ſay, the principality of Lignizz. In 1328 this Prince made a tender of 
his lands as a fief to Jchn King of Bohemia. His ſons Wenceflaus I. and 
Lewis I. in 1359, came by the mediation of the Emperor Charles IV. to 
an agreement that the former ſhould have Lignitz, and the latter Bricg. 
Duke Menceſlaus II. youngeſt ſon to the above-mentioned Wenceſſaus, in 
1418 ceded the principality of Lignitz to Lewis II. grandſon to Leuis I. 
In 1523 Frederick II. Duke of Lignitz and Brieg embraced Lutheranijm, 
in 1524 purchaſed the principality of Wolau, and in 1537 concluded a 
compact of fraternity and ſucceſſion with Jcachim II. Elector of Branden- 
Surg. In 1529 he divided his territories among his ſons, giving Lignitg to 
Dake Frederick III. and to Duke George I. Brieg with the WWeicoh1id ot 
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Molau. In 1596 Joachim Frederick and Jobn George ſons to the latter, in- 
herited alſo the principality of Lignitz, and by a partition made in 1611 
between Jahn Chriſtian and George Rudolphus ſons to Foachim Frederick, the 
former obtained Byrzeg, and the latter Lignitz and Molau. George Rudslphus 
dying without iſſue in 1652, the ſons of John Chriſtian divided the lands, 
by which diviſion George III. acquired Brieg, Lewis IV. Lignitz, and Ghri/- 
tian Molau. The laſt however ſucceeding to the territories of his two bro- 
thers, left the three principalities to his ſon George William; who dying in 
1675 in the 15th year of his age, the line of the piaſſa Dukes of Sileſia thus 
came to a period; and on this the Emperor ſequeſtrated the principalities 
of Lignitz, Brieg and Wolau. 

F. 4. The principality of Brieg is under both the Oberamtſregierung, as 
well as the war and domain offices of Breſſau. Its diviſion is into fix circles 
or Weichbilders. 

I. The circle of Brieg is divided by the Oder into two almoſt equal parts. 

1. Brieg, in Latin Brega, the circle town and the capital of the whole 
principality, ſtands high on the river Oder, whence accordingly in the pa- 
tent granted by Duke Henry in 1250 it is ſtiled Civitas altae ripae. It is 
one of the largeſt, handſomeſt and moſt conſiderable cities in all Sileſa, and 
is likewiſe well fortified. It has a very long, lofty and ſtrong built wooden 
bridge. Without the Bre//au gate lies the ſuburb of Rathen, without the 
Briegiſchdorf gate another large ſuburb, without the Oppeln gate that of the 
Neubauſe, and ſince its falling under the dominion of Pruſſia, a fourth 
ſuburb has been built on the other fide the Oder. The caſtle here which 
was once the reſidence of the Dukes of Brieg, was burnt down during the 
ſiege of the city in 1741. In 1756 the Oberamtſregterung of Upper-Silęſia 
was removed from Oppeln hither, and with it is connected the conſiſtory of 
Upper-S1/c/ja. On the ſouth fide of the town ſtands the abbey of St. Hed- 
wiza, which the papiſts are in poſſeſſion of, beſides which here is alſo a 
Tejuits college and a Franciſcan convent. To the Lutherans belongs the 
parochial-church of St. Nzcc/as, over which, as the chief, is appointed a 
loperintendent, and they have likewiſe a Gymnaſium illuſire, founded by 
Duke George II. with the church of the Hzly Trinity, where the Peli/þ 
congregation hold their meetings. Further, here is a houſe of correction, 
and in this town 1s made a good cloth. In 1618 a great fire happened 
here, In 1643 it held out a fiege againſt the Swedes; but in 1741 the 
Pruſjians made themſelves maſters of it in four days. 

Half a German mile north of Brieg is a large foreſt of oak, beech and 
pines, partly belonging to the city. Alſo between this foreſt and it is a 
tpacious meadow to which the Poles bring many thouſand head of cattle, 
and on St, James's day hold a great kine and horſe fair. Through the 
middle of the meadow runs a high and broad dike paved with ſtones, being 
very little ſhort of a quarter of a German mile in length. 
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Abrabamſgarten here is a ſmall iſland ſurrounded by the Oder and 
overrun with buſhes, and in extent alſo about one fourth of a German mile. 

Beſides the above-mentioned ſuburbs and the villages of Rathen and 
Briegiſchdorf, with their farms, to this city likewiſe belong, 1. the 
villages of Gter/dorf, Schonfeld, Pogarel, Alzen (the laſt of which has a ſeat) 
and all four containing Lutheran oratories. To theſe is to be added Bob. 
miſchdorf, with its Lutheran church, one half of Schuſſeldorf, the other halt 
belonging to the cathedral of St. Jobn in Breflau, Schreiberſdorf and one 
half alſo of Leupaſch or Leubiſcb, a Lutheran parochial-village fituated in 
a turf country. 2. The lordſhip of Canterſdorf, containing the village and 
ſeat of that name, with the village of Little-Neudorf. 3. The lordſhip of 
Scbonfeld, in the village of which ſo called, is a Lutheran oratory and a farm. 

2. The royal Kammerburgamt of Brieg, to which belong Gruningen, 
Linden, Bankau, Zundel, Berzdorf, Brieſen, Paulau, Great-Neudorf, 
T/chepplowits, Michelwitz, Scheidelwitæ and Dobern. 

3. The royal Stift or abbey amt of St. Hedwiga at Brieg, forming alſo 
a Kammeramt, Its villages lie in the Weichbiids of Brieg and Olau, in 
the former of which are, Conradſwaldau, Laugwitz, Pampitz, all three 
having Lutheran oratories, with Jagendorf and Scbonau, containing churches 
belonging to the ſame ſect; in the latter, Great-Peiskerau, Frauenbayn and 
a part of the village of Octig. 

4. The royal Kammeramt of Carlſmarkt, taking its name from Carl. 
markt a town on the river Sober, having a Lutheran oratory. This diſtrict 
was formerly called the Ketzerndorf amt from Ketzerndorf caſtle, which 
ſtood on the Bober. The village of Coln, alſo lying in this amt, is the 
original eſtate of the Counts of Bees to whom it belonged, as well as the 
ancient lordſhip of Ketzerndorf, The other villages in the amt are Kauern, 
Raſchwitz, Tarnowitz and Stcberau. 

5. Lowen or Loben, otherwiſe called Lewin, a ſmall town on the Ney/ze, 
containing a Lutheran oratory, and belonging-to the Counts of Bees as a 
Majorat. 

6. Michelau or Upper-Michelau, a town, which obtained its charter in 
1615, and having a Lutheran church. This place, together with Lower-M:- 
chelau, belongs to the abbey of Camensz. 

7. Schwangwitz, a village having a manor-houſe, and which with 
Prambſen another place here both contain Lutheran oratories, and belong 
to the Waldau family. 

8. The commandery of Loſſa, appertaining to the order of St. Jobn, as 
likewiſe does Loa a large village here, with Feſchen, Buchitz and Ruſftels. 

9. Molwitz, a village having a Lathberan church, and belonging to the 
abbot of St. Vincent in Breſlau. In 1741 Frederick II. King of Pruſſia 
gained his firſt victory at this place over the Auftrians, Hermſdorj 2 
neighbouring village alſo belongs to the above-mentioned abbot.

This laſt being Duke of Lignitæ 
and Brieg, the Dukes of thoſe countries are accordingly joint propricturs of 
them, notwithſtanding which they are reckoned within the principality of 
Brieg, though in no particular circle thereof. 

1, In Reichenftein is a free mine-town, having a Lutheran and popitl 
church. In this town is likewiſe a royal mine-othce. To the ſouthweſt 
of it alſo in a hill called the Goldene Eſel or the golden afs, is a ſilver 
mine-work, in which is dug a kind of white arſenical gold ore. 

2. Silberberg, a mine-town, alſo containing a Lutheran and popiſh 
church. This place is ſo named from a filver mine near it, in which is found 


2 ſoft lead ore containing a great deal of ſilver. 
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c. The Principality of SCHWETDNTTZ 
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F. I. THE principality of Schweidnitz borders to the eaſt on the princi- 
palities of Brieg and Breflau, northward on thoſe of Lignirz 
and Jauer; weſtward alſo on the laſt; and ſouthward on Bohemia, the 
county and principality of Munſterberg. It is one of the largeſt, moſt 
populous and beſt principalities in all Sila, and in conjunction with the 
principality of Jauer, is ſuppoſed to form one eighth of the dutehy. 
$. 2. It is ſeparated from Bohemia by the Sudet mountains, among 
which is the high mountain called the Eule. With this chain, the 87, 
chendorf and Langenſeyfferſdorf hills, as alſo the * 1 2 or Mons vultu- 
rius intervening, is joined the celebrated Zottenberg or Zothenberg, the 
moſt ancient and beſt known Latin name of which is that of Mons Sa- 
bothus or Zabothus, which very probably owes its name to Zobten a ſmall 
town at the foot thereof. It is however likewiſe called Mons Zotenfis, 
Zobtenſis, Silenfis and Silentius, as alſo Sequax, and Bochart is of opinion 
that it is likewiſe the Mons Aſciburgius mentioned by Ptolemy. It lies in 
the circle of Schwerdnitz, two German miles from the town of that name, 
and five from Bre/ſlau. Towards the north, eaſt and weſt, it is environed 


by a plain of conſiderable extent, but ſouthward borders on the before- 


mentioned Geyersberg. Bochart judges its perpendicular height to be 2109 
Rheinland feet, but Henry the jeſuit makes it 2125, and Luca gives it a 
circuit of 10400 paces. On its loftieſt ſummit once ſtood a caſtle, which 
Peter Mast, who is ſuppoſed to have been a Daniſh Count, and whoſe 


father William N laſt reſided here, in 1108 or 1110 transferred to the 


fraternity of Augu/tine regular canons, who however afterwards withdrew to 
Gorkau, and in 1181 from thence to Breflau. After this the Dukes of Schweid- 
nitz uſed to ſpend ſome time here, and laſt of all it became a refuge 
for robbers, till in 1471 it was deſtroyed as ſuch, by the people of Brolau 
and Schrweidnitz. Inſtead of it the abbot auf dem Sande at Breflau, in 
1702 cauſed to be built a ſmall church with an aſcent of fixty ſtone ſteps 
to it. To this church on Annuntiation day, a very numerous train of 
pilgrims repairs from Zobten. Southweſt of it is a rocky peak of ſo vaſt a 
height that it commands a view of by far the greater part of Sl . 
This amazing ſummit is covered with a thick foreſt. That this is the Fu, 
tenberg or Prince's hill, which the antient Dukes of Schweidnitæ bore in 
their title, is a miſtake ; this lordſhip of Furſtenberg, together with the 
town which gives name to it, lying in Luſatia. In the principality is 4 
ſufficiency of grain, timber and fruit, and it abounds in game of all 
kinds, as alſo in cattle and pit-coal. Beſides theſe commodities here is likewilc 
excellent flax with good wool, and it gives place to no part of Siga in 


an induſtrious improvement of them by a variety of manufactures, - 
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this being moſtly done in the hilly parts of the principality, its greateſt 
trade is carried on thete. It has no large rivers, the principal of them 
being the Weiſtritxæ, Polſnitz and Bober. The firſt of theſe or the Weiſtritz 
iſſues from the Rumpel, a ſpring in the Sudet mountains near Upper-Gier/- 
dorf, and running to Schweidnitz, paſſes from thence into the principa- 
lity of Breflau, where it has been already taken notice of under the 
title of the Schweidnitz water. The Polſuitæ, ſometimes called the Zirla, 
riſes in Barengrunde, and directing its courſe towards Haldenburg and 
Freyburg, receives the rivulet which runs by Striegau, after which it enters 
the principality of Brau, where it joins the Meiſtritæ. The ſource. of 
the Bober lies near Schatz/ar in Bobemia, from whence it ſoon enters the 
circle of Landeſbut in the principality of Schweidnitæ, and fo continues its 
courſe to Jauer. | | 

$. 3. In the whole principality are fourteen towns. The ancient Dukes 
of Schweidnitz were deſcended from the line of Lignitz-Brieg, By the 
partition of this country made in 1278 among the ſons of Duke Henry the 
Bald, Boleflaus I. obtained Munfterberg, and in 1286 Henry IV. Duke of Breſ- 
lau gave him Schweidnitz in conſideration of the Glogau war. His bro- 
ther Henry the Fat in 1291 alſo ceded to him Jauer, Striegau, Franken- 
ſtein, Reichenbach and Streblen, and in 1296 left him Zobtenberge caſtle, with 
the guardianſhip of his children. Bunzlau he wreſted by force of arms 
from Conrad Duke of Glogau. His three ſons, though they governed 
jointly, yet reſided at different places; that is to ſay Bernhard at Schweid- 
nitz, Henry I. at Jauer and Bole/laus II. at Munſterberg. Bernhard left 
behind him two ſons, of whom the eldeſt named Boleſlaus III. ſucceeded 
his father in the government of the principality of Schueidnitz. On the 
ſecond called Henry II. his father's brother Henry I. conferred the princi- 
pality of Jauer, which by his death eſcheated to his elder brother; whoſe 
only ſon dying before him, and Anne daughter to Henry II. marrying 
King Charles IV. it was agreed between him and Boleſſaus, that on his 
deceaſe, the principalities of Schweidnitæ and Jauer ſhould devolve to the 
King and crown of Bohemia, which accordingly came to pals in 1368. 
Hereupon King Charles IV. conferred ſeveral important privileges on both 
principalities, which privileges the ſucceeding Bohemian Kings augmented, 
from whence it is that the nobles and other inhabitants of theſe territories, 
in feudal and other concerns, ſtill enjoy ſeveral immunities ſuperior to 
thoſe of the other principalities. 

F. 4. The principality itſelf is under the oberamtſregierung and the war 
and domain treaſuries at Breſſau, and divided into five circles or Meicb- 
bilders, Of theſe 

1, The circle of Schweidnitz is the largeſt. 

1. Schweidnitz, in Latin Suidnicium, the circle town and the capital 
of the principality, is a ſtrong fortreſs ſituated on the Meiſtritæ, in one ”

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the moſt delightful countries in all Sf, Its ſtrength. formerly; conſiſted 
in a triple wall, but in 1748 King Frederick I. cauſed: it to be furtifieti with 
regular and very ſtrong works. The pariſh- church here is in tha hands of 
the Jeſuits, who got footing in this town in 1629 and are likewiſe poſſeſſed 
of a college and ſeminary adjoining to it. The Dominican, Minorite; and 
Capuchin monaſteries, with the Ur/e/ine nunnery have alſo all their reſpective 
churches. St. Michael's church without the lower gate is a: Commentdam of 
the red Star prebends of St. Matthias at Breflau. Without the town is a 
Lutheran church, the head miniſter of which is inſpector of the churches 
within the circles of Schwerdnitz, Reichenbach and Striguu, as alſo within the 
principalities of Munflerberg. Schweidnitz was firſt walled in by Duke Bac 1. 
in 1295, but in 1716 the greateſt part of it being burnt down, it has ſince 
been rebuilt with much more beauty than before and all entirely of ſtone. 
The new town-houſe in particular, is a moſt elegant ſtructure. In 1757, 
however, it was taken by the Auſtrians, after a fiege of ſixteen days, during 
which it was in a great meaſiire deſtroyed by the bombs, - bullets, and fires 
occaſioned by them. In 1758 the Pruffians recovered it after a ſiege of the 


ſame continuance.

It has frequently ſuffered by fire; the 
laſt of which was in 1741, when two thouſand Tolpatſches and Pandzurs 
headed by Colonel Trend, having been routed by two companies of Pruſſian 
grenadiers, in revenge pillaged and ſet fire to the town, ſo that the greateſt 
part of it was conſumed. To this circle likewiſe belongs the village of

3. Furſtenſtein, a ſeat ſtanding on a hill, of which as well as of the lord 
ſhip appertaining thereto, the Counts of Hechberg- Furſtenftein are proptie- 
tors, it having been mortgaged to them in 1509, and under the Emperor 
Rodolpbus II. the property of it acquired by them. Within this lordſhip ate 
the villages of Dornhau, -Upper- Rudolphſwaldau, Niederwuftegir ſchdorf, Ober- 
wnſtegirſchderf, Dor fbach, Falkenberg, Lomnitz, and Kaltwaſſer: + 

4. Freyburg or Freyberg, ſurnamed unterm Furjlenſtein, a'tmall town fitu- 
ated on the Palſnitæ, and belonging to the Count of Hochberg-Furſtenſtein. 
In this town is a popiſh church with a Lutheran oratory. In 1427 the 
Huſzites attempted to ſtorm it, but were repulſed. ROC © 

Near it lies the village of Eirlau, which is under the ſame proprietor

6. Friedland, a ſmall town on the river Steinau, and containing a popiſh 
church with a Lutheran oratory. This place belongs to the Counts of 
Hachberg- Fur ſtenſtein; was built about the year 1325, in 1427 burnt down 
by the Haſz:tes, and in 1639 pillaged by the Swedes; The lordſehip of 
Friedland alſo includes under it the diſtricts of Raſpenau and Neudorf. 

7. Waldenburg, commonly called Wallenberg, a ſmall town fituated on 
the Palſnitæ, and belonging to the Zettritz family. In this town is a popiſh 
church with a Lutheran oratory. | 

8. Rudelſtadt, a mine town lying on the Bober, not far from the confines 
of the principality of Jauer, and appertaining to the Barons Schwergdnuitz. 
At this place are ſome copper mines. Till the year 1754 it was only a 
village named Rudel/dorf. To the fame proprietor likewiſe belong the 
neighbouring villages of Jagerndorf and Stern-Kunzendorf. 

9. Salzbrunn, a village, one ſhort German mile from Fur ſtenſtein, and 
hitherto the only known place in all Siiſia where any traces of a ſalt-pit 
tor culinary uſes have been found, but the ſpring which produces this is 
alſo reckoned medicinal. In this village is a Lutheran oratory. 

10. Kinſberg or Konigfberg, in Latin Regiomontium, a caſtle ſtanding on 
a hill, at the foot of which runs the Veiſiritz. This is one of the oldeſt 
caſtles in all Siſea, and with its lordſhip belongs to Aaron Eben. Southward 
behind the caſtle is a valley called the ſchlefier Wal or Silefian valley. The 
lordſhip, among other eſtates, includes under it alſo that of Dittmannſdorf. 

11. Tannhauſen, a village ſituated on the Weiſtritz, and appertaining to 
* Seer-Thoſz. Near this village is a chalybeate ſpring called Charlorten- 

runn. | 

12. Weaſlritz, a village on the river of the ſame name, in which ſome 
reſearches have been lately made for the diſcovery of gold. 

13. Domans, a ſeat on a rock with the Meiſtritx running between. Its 
proprietor, as well as of its lordſhip, Count Opperſdorf. In the village of 
this name is a popiſh church with a Lutheran oratory. 

14. Kratzig or Kratzgau, and Roſenau, two ſeats of Baron Zedlitz. 

15. The feats and manors of Schwenkfeld and Teichenau, a Saxon fief 
held by the Lucke family: Wurben, whence the old Counts of Warben had 
their title; but now belonging to the abbey of Griſſau, Great-Mobnou and 
Portſchkenhayn. : a 

16. Altwaſſer, a village half a German mile's diſtance from Maldenburg, 
and containing two chalybeate ſprings: Cloſe by this ſeat are very profitable

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17. M-rzdorf and Stephanſhayn, lying to the north-eaſt of Schwerdnits, 
Between theſe villages in 1642, a body of Inperialiſtt was worſted by ſome 
Swedrſh forces. | | | 

II. The Circle of Striegau. | 

1. Striegau, in Latin Stregovia, Stregonum, and Trimontium, the circle 
town, lies on a river by ſome called Cxiſſa, by others the Striegau water, 
which joins the Polſuitx. Its pariſh-church belongs to the commandery of 
the order of St. Jobn in this town. Here is alſo a Carmelite convent, with a 
Benedictine abbey and a Lutheran oratory. Its charter was conferred on it in 
1289 by Duke Boleflaus the Martial. The pillages this town underwent in 
1633, 1639 and 1642, with the fire in 1718 have very much reduced it. 
Formerly the terra figillata dug in the Georgenberge here, and marked with 
three hills, was in much greater requeſt than at preſent, the magiſtracy ſel- 
ling it at twenty-four Silvergreſcben per pound. Fa 1745 between this town 
and Hohen-Friedverg, a pitched battle was fought, in which the Pruftians 
obtained a complete victory over the combined armies of Auſtria and Saxony. 

To the town belongs the village of Haydau. 

2. The royal Kammeramt of Oelſe, was formed out of Oelſe, Ullerſdorf, 
and Teichenau, &c. eſtates of Chunt Niemptſch, and at preſent belongs to 
Prince Henry. In Oelſe village here, is a Lutheran oratory. 

3. Saſterbauſen, an eſtate at preſent belonging to Griſſau abbey. 

4. The manors and villages of Damſderf, Geulau, Pleſchwitz, Great- 
Roſen, Stanowitz, Taubnitz, Rubnern, &c. 

III. Bolkenhayn circle, which is united with the following, and under the 
ſame Landrath. 2 

1. Bolkenhayn, in Latin Bolconis fanum, the circle town, is ſmall, but con- 
tains a popiſh church, with a Lutheran oratory. Above this town ſtands a 
caſtle, which, together with the — and rights belonging thereto, was 
mortgaged in 1703 by the Zedlitz family to Griſſau abbey, though with 
power of redemption. 

2. Haben- Friedberg, a ſmall town having a caſtle, with a popiſh church 
and Lutheran oratory. This town obtained its charter from King Wenceſ- 
laus in the year 1409. The battle above-mentioned happened in 1745, 
between this place and Sriegau. 

3. Ronſtcck, a feat of Count Hochberg. 

4. The manors, ſeats and villages of Nimmerſat and Wederau, containing 
a Lutheran oratory; Schweinbauſæ, Kauder, Rudolphſdorf and Guſzmannſaerf, 
the laſt alſo having an oratory of Lutherans. 

IV. The circle of Landeſbut, united with the former, and containing 

1. Land:ſhut, the circle town ſituated on the Bober, which at this place 
is joined by the little river Zieder. In this town is a popiſh church, with 2 
Lutheran, Gnadenkirchz or Permiſſfve-charch, (the head miniſter of which 1s 
inſpectot of the united circles of Landeſhut and Bolkenhayn,) and a —

ſchool. This toleration of the church and ſchool was purchaſed by a loan 
of $0990; florins to the Emperor, beſides a preſent of 12000. The town 
itſelf was founded in 1292. In 1638 the greateſt part of it was deſttoyed 
by fire, and in the following year it was pillaged and demoliſhed with ſo 
much barbarity, that only two perſons remained there. It enjoys, however, 
a flouriſhing linen trade. In 1745 a fmart ſkirmiſh happened here be- 
tween the Auſtrians and Pruſſians; and in 1757 a body of the former in 
this neighbourhood defeated one of the latter. 

The hill here called the Burgberg ſtands cloſe by the town, and in it is 
a good ſtone quarry, with a ſmall fort, where formerly ſtood a guard or 
watch-houſe. It owes its name of the Burgberg to a Burg or caſtle which 
once ſtood here. | | | 

2, Liebau or Lubau, an open little town ſeated in a valley. In this town 
is a popiſh church, but the place itſelf belongs to Gruſau abbey. 

3. Shonberg or Schomberg, another open little town ſituated among hills 
and wilderneſſes, and having a popiſh church. This place likewiſe belongs 
to Griſſau abbey, by which it was purchaſed in the fourteenth century. In 
1426 it was ſet on fire by the Huſzztes. 

Griſſau or Gruſſan, an abbey of Ciftercians, on the little river Zieder, 
but firſt founded in 1242 for BenediFine monks, by Anna widow to Henry 
Duke of Lignitz, purſuant to the will and intent of her fon Boleflaus. In 
1292, however, Duke Bolco placed a ſociety of Ciſtercians here from Hen- 
richau monaſtery. Its abbot wears a mitre, and is Vicar general of Si/z/ia. 
In 1633 its convent was burnt down by the Swedes and Saxons, With: this 
foundation is incorporated the priory of NMarmbrunn. Beſides the above- 
mentioned towns of Schonberg and Liebau, with the ſeats of Boalkenhayn and 
Murben, the abbey is likewiſe proprietor of the neighbouring villages of 
Zieder and Reich, or Great-Hennerſdorf, and ſeveral others. 

5. Kreppelbef, a ſeat of Count Prommtz. | 

6. Schwarzwaldau, a ſeat of the Zettritz family. 

V. The circle of Reichenbach, abounding in manufactures, and containing 
under it 

1. Reichenbach, the circle town ſituated on the little river Peil. In this 
town is a commandery of the order of St. John, (to which belongs the pa- 
tronage of its parochial- church, which is popiſh,) and a Zutheran oratory. 
Without the Franken/tein gate alſo is a priory dedicated to St. Barbara, 
and appertaining to the red Star Prebends at Neyſze, and without the 
Schweidnitz gate a hoſpital having a ſmall church. In 1632 Reichenbach 
was pillaged by the Saxons, in 1633 by the Imperiah/ts, and in 1634 ſuf- 
fered ſtill greater calamities from the Croats. In 1642 it was ſacked by the 
Swedes, and in 1643 the Imperial garriſon here demoliſhed upwards of one 
hundred and fifty fouta for fuel. In this town are ſome contiderable 


manufactures of linen, canvaſs and fuſtian.

iy HE principality of Jauer borders to the eaſt on the principalities 
5 T of Ltr und Sho ecites ſouthward on Bobemia, From which 
it is ſeparated by a branch of the Sudet chain, weſtward alſo is bounded by 
Bobemia and Upper-Luſatia, and northward by. the principalities of Glogau 
and Sagan. It is one of the largeſt and moſt populous territories in all Si- 
lea. With reſpect to the Bohemian limits in the circle of Hirſchberg, in 
1701 the lordſhips of Starkenbach, Brauna and Hobenelb, belonging to 
Count Harrach, and lying in Bobemia, had a conteſt with Rynaſt and Greif- 
Fenſlein two lordſhips appertaining to Count Schafgottiſch, and conſequently 
with the dutchy of Sila, concerning a tract of land five German miles in 
length and in many parts upwards of one broad; which ay infiſted formed 
a part of Bobemia; but judgment was given in favour of Sleia. 
$. 2. The whole principality is in general mountainous. The branch of 
the ſudet chain, which to the ſouth and weſt ſeparates it from Bohemia, con- 
ſiſts of the * 7 Fu Abendburg, the Mb and Rieſengebirge, to which 
belong the Serfenberg, the Krumbubel, the z. the Schneekoppe and 
other ſummits. The Schnee or Rieſenkoppe is the higheſt of all the Rieſen 
or Giant chain, as well as of all in Siehe; to which we may add, that it is 
one of the loftieſt mountains in all Europe. It exalts its head giant-like far 
above all the neighbouring mountains and for the greateſt part of the year 
is covered with now. Thoſe who have climbed it compute its aſcent, from 
the foot to the higheſt ſummit, at three German miles ; and Mr, Schilling 


late rector of Hirſchberg, is ſaid to have diſcovered by means of mathemati- 


cal inſtruments, that its perpendicular height is not leſs than 30 Stades or 
22500 Rheinland feet. Were this height duly aſcertained, this mountain 
would be the very higheſt in all Europe, but we much queſtion the accu- 
racy of the menſuration. For if this mountain was of Fich a height, its 
ſummit would not only be covered with ſhow for the greateſt part of the 
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vear, but alto perpetuaſly loaded with it, beſides which the cold would de 
much mare intenſe and ſevere than it is in reality found to be. Its Ioftieſt 
part is a ſteep ſtony rock of conſiderable circum e, and on this part in 
1668 Chriſtopber Leopold Count of Schafgotſch, to which family this moun- 
tain belongs, built a chapel, which was conſecrated in 168 1 and dedicated 
to St. Lawrence. In this chapel maſs is celebrated five times a year, namely, 
on Trinit Sandy,  Annunciation day, St. Laurence's, the Nativity and 
ane, of the /irgin Mary. This lofty ſummir is ſaid to be 4500 feet 
higher than all the circumjacent mountains, and the way to it, which is 
from another ſummit called the Kamm or Comb, is reckoned one ſhort 
quarter of a German mile ; but the ſtone ſteps by which we aſcend it, at 
cleven or twelve thouſand. Y | ann. 

If this pcincipality does not produce a ſufficiency of corn for the great 
number of its inhabitants, (though the Lemberg and part of the Bunzlau 
circle abound in it,) yet it has other reſources and natural advantages. Its 
mountains are — with wood, and its foreſts in the Bunz/au are not to 
be equalled in all Lower-Sileia. It yields likewiſe pit-coal and mill-ſtones: 
The mountains contain various ores, with numerous mines of iron and cop- 
per which are actually worked. In this principality too is a mineral ſpring, 
with ſome warm baths, which are much frequented. The Hirſcbhberg circ 
affords an infinite variety of natural curioſities. Its many fabrics and manu- 
factures ſhall be ſpoken of hereafter. | | 

That the Elbe has its ſource in the Rięſengebirge has been obſerved above 
in our general Introduction to Sie. Befides that, the Jer alſo riſes here 
in the 1ſerwieſe below the Rieſengebirge, from whence it haſtens into Bobe- 
mia. The principal river which traverſes the whole length of the princi- 
pality, that is to ſay, from ſouth to north, is the Bober, which comes out of 
the principality of Schweidnitz, and enters that of Jauer near Kupferberg, 
but leaves it again below Leſchen, where it paſſes into that of Glogau. The 
Weis, in Latin Quiſſus, has its ſource alſo here from two ſprings; one on 
the Jſerwieſe, which runs to Fegebeutel, Queiſe and Friedberg; the other 
beyond the village of Grebren, or even beyond Egelſdorf, and directing its 
courſe to Steinau and Querſbach, after which at Friedberg it joins the ſormer. 
Theſe two ſtreams. being thus united, the Qyers forms the limits between 
the principality of Jauer and Upper-Luſatia, and laſtly, in the principality 
of Sagan mingles with the Bober. The Wutende or raging Neyſze, other- 
wiſe called the Jauerſebe Waſſer, paſſes by the town of Jauer with a gentle 
current, but is ſometimes ſo ſwelled by the ſnows and rains, that it does 
conſiderable damage. The Zaken ifſues from the Reeſengebirge, being 
formed by the three following currents, one of which commonly called 
the Zakals, comes from the Zakelberge, whence it precipitates itſelf down 
a beight of two ells, and after that from the Krenichfeerreſe. The ſecond 
or Great-Zaken riſes not far from Katzenftein near the Pumpelwieſe, and 
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r paſſing through the Au,, or Monty Foreſt! at Upper-Pmerſucr/, 
falls 2 Zalen. Theſe united fireams paſs — 
Hirſebberg, where they join the Boer. Near this laſt mentioned place 
alſo, this river is further increaſed by the Lomnirz' which' iflues likewiſe 
rom the Rieſengebirge. The Katzbach has its riſe beyond Kerfcbderf in 
the cirele of Hirſchberg, and paſſes into the principality of Lignitx. 

$. 3. Excluſive of twelve towns, in this principality are villages a-Germa 
mile in length, and in general the largeſt and longeſt in-Si/2/e;” particularly 
thoſe in the circle of Hirſcbberg. Some of theſe villages contain two hun. 
dred families and upwards; and among their inhabitants are artificers, par- 
ticularly linen and veil weavers, whoſe goods are bought up for exportation. 
The Bunzlau earthen ware alſo is much eſteemed. | 50 

§. 4. The hiſtory of this principality being included in that of the prin- 
cipality of Schwerdnitz, we ſhall omit it here. The diſtrict itſelf, which iz 
under the Oberamtsregierung, and the domain and war treaſuries of Ghoran, 
is divided into four Meicbbildi or circles : namely 
I. The circle of Jauer, which is the ſmalleſt. In this circle is 
1. Jauer, in Latin Iauravia, Iauravium, Iavorta and Tavorium, the circle 
town and the capital of the principality, lying on the Wutenden Neyſze or 
Fauerſchen Waſſer. Its old caftle, which was the reſidence of the ancient 
Princes of Jauer, was burnt down in 1648, but built again by the States of 
the principalities of Jauer and Schweidnitz. The houſes on the market 
place have a range of piazzas along the front for ſhelter from the rains, but 
theſe befides disfiguring both the buildings and the town, render the fore- 
part of the ground floor of little or no uſe. The pariſh-church is popiſh, 


befides which, here is another ſmall church r oy to the fame religion, 


with a Franciſcan convent having likewiſe a church; and without the Gola- 
berg gate, the Calviniſts are poſſeſſed of another church and a grammar 
ſchool. In the year 1640 the town was taken by the Inperialiſts tword in 
hand and plundered. 

2. Brecbelſtef, Brechekoitz or Brechelſdcrf, a large village belonging to 
Leubus abbey, and improperly called a priory.

remarkable -for their diſpoſition, economy and decorations, - The con-

preſbyteries z and a reſidence of Jeſuits. Without the town the Lutherans. 
have a large and handſome: Gnadenkirche, called zum-Kreuz Chrijir, (the 
head miniſter of | which is likewiſe inſpector cf the Hirſchberg and Lawen- 
berg circles) as alſo a ſchool. For the grant of this church and ſchcol the 
Lutherans paid 30,000 ducats as a gift to the Emperor, and advanced him 
a loan of 100,000 florins beſides. Next to Breslau Hirſchberg is the prin- 
cipal place of trade-in all Silgia, as having a very extenſive commerce for 
its linens and veils. In 1549 it was burnt down: In 1633 pillaged 
by ſome Saxon troops, and in 1634 laid in aſhes by the Impertiali/ts. 

Not far from the town are two mountains, one called the Hausberg, 
on the top of which ſtood a caſtle: the other known by the name of the 
Sattler. Theſe mountains ſome Hir/chbergers, ſons of the Muſes, have en- 
deavoured to give celebrity to by erecting on it, with great toil, what they 
call a Parnaſſus, built entirely of ſtone. wa Þ 

2. Schmiedeberg, an open free mine town of conſiderable. trade, ſeated 
among hills, ſome of which are half a German mile in length. This place 
owes its origin to the vaſt quantity of iron ore found in its neighbour- 
hood. Among the inhabitants are a great many lock and gunſmiths, 
with other artificers in the iron branch. Here is alſo a damask manu- 
facture, which makes linen, with half and whole filk damaſks. It likewiſe 
deals largely in linen. The -parochial-church here is in the poſſeſſion of 
the papiſts, but the Lutherans at preſent have alſo an oratory. The towa 
once belonged to Count Tſchermn ; till in 1747 King Frederick II. pur- 
chaſed it for 144000 rixdollars. Formerly very few of the inhabitants were 
free from wens, which was imputed to the vitriolic and ferrugineous 
quality of the water in the mine trenches; as fince the diſuſe of that 
water for drinking and drefling of victuals, they are become much leſs 
frequent. In 1746 it ſuffered greatly by fire, but theſe damages were 
immediately repaired. 

3. Kupferberg, a ſmall mine-town ſeated on an eminence near the Bober, 
and owing both its building and name to the copper-works near it, the 
profits of which however are greatly declined. This town belongs to the 
Furſt family, and contains a Lutheran oratory. | 

4. Schonau, an open town ſituated in a country envitoned on all ſides 
by mountains. It ſtands on the Katzbach,, which has ſometimes done 
the town conſiderable damage by its inundations. The pariſh-church 
here once belonged to the Lullerans, but about the year 1680 was given 
to the Jeſuits. At preſent, however, it is in the hands of the ſecular 
prieſts. The Lutherans likewiſe have an oratory here. Fire, war, pillage,

In this 
town is a popiſh parochial-church belonging to the order of St. Jobn, with 
a commandery, a Franciſcan convent, alſo having a church, and a Lutheran 
oratory, It was once famous likewiſe for its manufactures of cloth. In 
1704 it ſuffered much by fire, and ſtill more in 1732, during Which the 
pariſh-church and commandery houſe were both conſumed. As long fince 
as 1746 here were no leſs than eighty empty houſes.

and belonging to Count Schafgotſch, who hes a bailiage office here. 
The caſtle is divided into three parts lying one above the other. In an 
adjacent fpot of ground, called the Rabenau, is found a dark red amber. 


4. Friedberg am Queis, an open little town, like the two laſt, belonging to 


Count Schafgorſeh. The parochial- church here is in the hands of the papiſts, and 


the Lutherans have likewiſe an oratory: This town has been deſtroyed by 


fireno leſs than five ſeveral times, viz. in 1558, 1583, 1621, 1626, and 1642. 


5. Liebentbal or Lubentbal, called alſo Lowentha!, a ſmall town ſeated * 
in a moſt delightful vale, about one Sean nite from Greiffenberg, and 


belonging to the neighbouring nunnery of BentdiZines. © The prieſt of the 
parochial-church is à prior and arch-prieſt.

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6. Laln, a ſmall town ſituated on the Beber, and containing! a: popith 


parochial-church with a' LitLeran oratory; In the year 142 4his place 


was ſet on-fire by the Hufrites, in 1622 pillaged by the Inperialiſls and 
in 1640 laid in aſhes by the Swedes. The gtound whereon-it-is ſaid to 
have been firſt built, which was in the year 1214, was called Birtenuue. 
It belonged to Labnbaus or Lebnhaus, a neighbouring caſtle on a lofty 
eminence, but which after the peace of Weſfipbalia was raſed. In 1660 
Adam vin Kublhaas purchaſed the town and caſtie, near the lalter of 
which he built him a handſome manſion-houſe with a church. 

7. Holſtein, a caſtle ſeated on a high rock, half a German mile's diſtance 
from Lowenberg, and once forming a fortreſs of great importance, It 
belonged formerly to the Lefls, from whom it to the Counts of 
Gall. Annexed to it are the villages of oy mm and Grerſdorf. 

8. Plagwitz, an old caſtle belonging to Count Schefgot/ch, and environ- 
ed with a deep and marſhy moat. 

9. Stebeneichen or Seven oaks, a handſome village having a ſtately ſeat, 
not far from the Bober. | 

10. Zobten, a village and ſeat not far from the former and lying on the 
Bober, At this place alſo is a Lutheran oratory. 

11. The villages and eſtates of Langen-Oelſe, Neuland, Varta and 
Wemg-Rackwitsz.

1. Bunzlau, in Latin Boleſſavia, the circle town ſituated in a fertile coun- 
try on the Bober. The building of this town is placed in the year 1190. In 
it is an old caſtle laid in ruins by a fire, with a Dominican convent, a 
church belonging to the papiſts, a Lutheran oratory and an orphan-houſe. 
On the ſite of St. Quirin's hoſpital once ſtood a commandery houſe belonging 
to the order of St. John. In the year 1739 great part of this place was 
deſtroyed by fire. Bunzlau exports great quantities of its beautiful brown 
earthen ware. Not far from it is the Qyeckbrunn or Quick ſpring, the 
limpid and falubrious waters of which have been frequently celebrated by 
Silefian bards. 

2. Naumburg am Queis, a walled town lying on the frontiers of Luſatia, 
and built in 1202. In this town 4s a popiſh church under the direction of 
an arch- prieſt, with a nunnery of regular Augu/tine canoneſſes at St. Maria 
Magdalena de pænitentia, to which nunnery the town belongs. At Naumburg 
likewiſe is made a very beautiful brown earthen ware, and beſides this place, 
the convent is alſo proprietor of the adjacent village of Upper-Thiemenderf. 

3. Great-Krauſche, a village containing a Morawian ſeminary. 

4. The eſtates and villages of Seiffer/dorf, Gi/zmenderf, Ottendarf; &c.

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F. 1, 983 principality of Lignizz to the weſtward is bounded by that 
of Jauer, ſouthward by the two principalities of Jauer and 
Shweidnitz, eaſtward borders on thoſe of Breslau and Wolau, and north- 
ward on the principalities of Molau and Glogau; being one of the largeſt 
in all Silefia. | | 

$. 2. The only conſiderable mountains here are the Spitaberge and Gratæ- 
berge. The Oder waters it for near two German miles, running along the 
borders of the principality of Molau, where it is joined by the Katzbacb, 
the largeſt river in all the country, but which by its inundations has fre- 
quently been very detrimental to it. Into this river run the wutende Neyſge, 
with the Schwarzwaſſer and the Werilach. The principality itſelf is one of 
the moſt fertile in all Si/efia, and contains fome large woods. The horſes 
bred here are alſo very good and ſtrong ; and the villages about Lignitz 
grow madder. 

F. 3. In the whole country are five towns. The firſt Dukes of S:lefia, 
as namely Boleslaus, Henry Long beard and Henry the Good, reſided at 
Lignitz. Boleslaus II. or the Bald, fon to the latter, ſucceeded to the prin- 
cipality of Lignitz, and in 1277 Duke Henry IV. left him Breslau, with 
many other towns. Lignitz at firſt came to his third ſon Beles/aus Ula- 
diſaus, but afterwards to the eldeſt named Boles/aus III, Dukes of Brieg; 
from whom were deſcended the Dukes of Lignitz, Brieg and Molau, 
who failed in 1675, as is obferved above under the principality of Brieg. 

$. 4. This diſtrict is both under the Oberamtſregierung and the war and 
domain chambers at Bres/au and divided into four circles, with one fingle 
amt or prefecturate.

This palace ſince the fire 
in 1711, by which it was nearly deſtroyed, has been repaired. The States of 
the provinces aſſemble here in a very ſtately ſtone edifice.. The Lutheran; 
have two churches here, called St. Peter's and St. Paul's or the Oberkirche, 
ſtanding on the market; the chief miniſter of which is a ſuperintendent. 
The other is that of owr Lady or the Niederkirche, lying in the lower town 
at a ſmall diſtance from the Brſlau gate. The papiſts are in poſſeſſion of 
the collegiate church of St. 2 * which in 1698 was taken from the Lu- 
therans, and being given to the Jeſuits was entirely rebuilt; and the ſuperb 
burial chapel of the Dukes of Lignizz and Brieg of the Breflau line added 
to it. Beſides theſe, they have a college of ſuitable magnificence, with other 
religious popiſh foundations, ſuch as the Benedictine nunnery of the Holy 
Croſs with its church, the parochial-church of St. Nepomuct, not far from 
the Nieder Kirche, and the Franciſcan church and convent lying without 
the Goldberg gate. St. Nicolas's hoſpital without the ſame gate belongs to 
the Red Star prebendaries at Breſſau, who ſince the year 1417 have relin- 
quiſhed the temporal care of it to the 22 in conſide ration of an 
yearly penſion. Here is alſo a ſpacious academy founded by the Emperor 
Joſepb, for the inſtruction of young gentlemen of both religions in military 
exerciſes. The church of St. Peter and St. Paul is the Vereinigte Konigliche 
and Evangeliſche Stadtſchule, which are ſo named from the Prince's ſchool 
at St. Jabn's church, which in 1657 was incorporated with it. Here is 
moreover an epiſcopal court. Lignitz carries on a pretty trade in its cloths 
and madder, and is alſo one of the moſt antient towns in all S:/efia. In the 
year 1241, after the unfortunate battle with the Tartars, the inhabitants 
themſelves ſet the town on fire and quitted it, but againſt the caſtle the 
Tartars vented their rage in vain. In 1338, 1411, 1438, 1495, 1532, 
1558, 1609, 1639, 1648 and 1672, it was either wholly deſtroyed by fires 
or ſuffered variouſly by them. In 1741 the Pruffians took it without oppo- 
fition. In 1757 while in the hands of the Auſtrians its works were aug- 
mented, notwithſtanding which, towards the end of the ſame year it capi- 
tulated to the Pru//ians. To the town belongs the eſtate of Neudorf, with 
the villages of Prinkenderf, Greibnig, Hummel and Tentſchel.

The papiſts are in poſſeſſion of 
the collegiate church of St. 2 which in 1698 was taken from the La- 
therans, and being given to the Jeſuits was entirely rebuilt ; and the ſuperb 
burial chapel of the Dukes of Lignizz and Brieg of the Brefſau line added 
to it. Beſides theſe, they have a college of ſuitable magnificence, with other 
religious popiſh foundations, ſuch as the Benedictine nunnery of the Holy 
Croſs with its church, the parochial-church of St. Nepomuck, not far from 
the Nieder K:rche, and the Franciſcan church and convent lying without 
the Goldberg gate. St. Nicolas's hoſpital without the ſame gate belongs to 
the Red Star prebendaries at Bre/lau, who ſince the year 1417 have relin- 
quiſhed the temporal care of it to the hy in conſideration of an 
yearly penſion. Here is alſo a ſpacious academy founded by the Emperor 
Joſepb, for the inſtruction of young gentlemen of both religions in military 
exerciſes. The church of St. Peter and St. Paul is the Vereinigte Konigliche 
and Evangeliſcbe Stadtſchule, which are ſo named from the Prince's ſchool 
at St. Jobn's church, which in 1657 was incorporated with it. Here is 
moreover an epiſcopal court. Lignitz carries on a pretty trade in its cloths 
and madder, and is alſo one of the moſt antient towns in all S:/zfia. In the 
year 1241, after the unfortunate battle with the Tartars, the inhabitants 
themſelves ſet the town on fire and quitted it, but againſt the caſtle the 
Tartars vented their rage in vain. In 1338, 1411, 1438, 1495, 1532, 
1558, 1609, 163 9 1648 and 1672, it was either wholly deſtroyed by fires 
or ſuffered vatiouſly by them. In 1741 the Pruffians took it without oppo- 
fition. In 1757 while in the hands of the Auſtrians its works were aug- 
mented, notwithſtanding which, towards the end of the fame year it capi- 
tulated to the Pru//ians. To the town belongs the eſtate of Neudorf, with 
the villages of Prinkenderf, Greibnig, * and Tentſchel. 

2. The firſt Lignitæ circle, or vor der Heide, in which is 

1. The royal Kammeramt, or treaſury prefecturate of Lignitz, containing 

1. All the meal, fulling, paper, ſawing, tan and powder mills, in and 
about Lignitz. 

2. Thier, a farm lying without Lignitz, and once conſtituting a Cartbuſian 
monaſtery. | 

3. Kunitz and Koſchwitz two villages. In the former is a manſion- houſe 


to which belongs a part of the village, and in the ſecond a —_—

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church. Each has a lake belonging to it, and between them lies the high- 
way. Theſe lakes beipg ſuppoſtd to communicate with each, other by 
ſubtetranedus paſſages, br as forne fay, this ſuppoſition having been proved 
by fin with marks on them, the tract of land between them has been 
diſtinguiſhed by the ſingular appellation of the Sroν] bridge in all Silefia.

3. Great Mandris, a village, having the prefeQurate-office, with a Lutheran 
oratory. py 
4. Nicteiſtadt, a village and demeſne formerly famous on account of the 
great expectation in 1342, that a gold mine of inexhauſtible richneſs was 
diſcovered here: This ſuppoſition in 1345 procured it a charter, but in 
1364 all the riches of the mine came to a period, and the works were diſ- 
continued. | 
g. Great-Tins, a village, containing a Lutheran oratory, with a royal de- 
meine, and ſituated on the little rivulet of Leiſe. 
3. Kemmer witz, an epiſcopal village. 
4. The eſtates and villages of Jeſchendorf, Kummernig, Mertſchutz, having 
a Lutheran oratory, Peterſdorf, Prinſenig, Rauſze, Serferſdorf, Little-Wan- 
dris, &c. | | 
5. Barſchdorf, a village half a German mile's diſtance from Lignitz, and 
where in 1757, for the ſpace of two hours and a half, the Auſlrians and 
Pruſſians cannonaded each other with great fury. 
3. The ſecond Lignit circle or vor der beyde, containing 
1. Scphientbal, a royal farm lying without the Glogau gate at Lignitz, 
and ſo named from Auna Sophia dutcheſs by birth of Mecklenburg, and 
conſort to Duke Lewis, who in 1657 embelliſhed it with a beautiful ſeat. 
2. Little-Schweimtz, a village partly belonging to the King's rent cham- 
ber in Lignitz. In the year 1570 this place paſſed away from the Schwei- 
1:72 family, whoſe moſt ancient patrimonial houſe is in Szefia. 
3. Goldenhube and Lindenbuſch, two villages near L!ignitz, between which 
in 1634 the Saxon army defeated the Imperiah/ts. S 
4. Waldau, one of the largeſt villages in the whole principality, and con- 
taining a Lutheran church. Near this village in 1452, the people of Lig- 
nitz defeated Duke John. In 1664 George III. Duke of Brieg parting here 
with his only daughter Dorethy Eliſabetb, conſort to Henry Prince of Na/- 
al- Dillenburg, and the ſeparation drawing a flood of tears from the eyes of 
Vor. VI. 4 C both,

both, he cauſed an elegant ſtone pillar with an inſcription to be erected on 
the ſpot, to which alſo he gave the name of the Tranenthal or vale of tears. 

5. Rethirch, in ancient inftruments uſually called Ruff ecclefis, one of the 
moſt ancient villages in the country, and famous for a very obſtinate battle 
fought there in 1216 between the Dukes Henry II. and Conrad, both bro- 
thers, to the advantage of the former. In this village alſo is a Lutheran 
oratory. | 

6. Wablltad: i. e. the field of battle, a large village belonging to the pre- 
late of Braunau in Bchemia, and near which in 1241 a moſt bloody battle 
was fought between Duke Henry II. and the Tartars, wherein the Duke 
being ſlain the victory fell to the latter. In memory of this event the vil- 
lage was built, and the narrative of this engagement is annually read to the 
people from the pulpit in the Lutheran church. 

7. Schlauphof, a priory belonging to Leubut abbey. 

8. Great-Janmetz, a village, where in 1669 ſome reſearches were made 
after gold mines, but the produce turned out to be only terra: figillata. 

9. The ſeat and village of Cain, where, in 1684 ſeveral urns were 
up; together with Dolma, Eichbolz, Little-Fanowitz, Kroitſch, having a Lu- 
theran oratory, Lubenau, Oils or Oyas, containing an oratory of Catvini/ts, 
Schmechwitz and Siegendorf. 

3. The third Liguitz circle, or vor der Heyde, comprehending two large 
foreſts or Heydes, viz. thoſe of Katzenau and the Stadtheyde. The latter was 
fold by Duke Rupert in 1401, with all its rights and appurtenances, to the 
town of Lignitæ, which in 1281 had alſo purchaſed the Heyde of Henry V. 
and in 1359 another part from Duke Winceſiaus I. Its moſt remarkable 

laces are: 
l 1. Grunthal, a royal farm near Lignitz, where, in 1710 was diſcovered a 
warm ſulphureous bath, which has been fitted up with proper accommoda- 
tions for uſe. 

2. Brauchitſchdorf, a royal Kammeramt, once an eſtate and manor of the 
Brauchitſch family. The village of the ſame name is divided into the 
Upper and. Lower. 

3. Panthen, a manor, ſeat and village, belonging to the Barons Kottw:ts. 

4. Bienctoitæ and Mublradlitz, ſeats and villages. 

5. Kaltwaſſer, a manor and village having a Lutheran church, and be- 
longing at preſent to the abbey of Braunau. 

6. Great-Ketzenau, a village and feat of the Counts of Reder. The ſeat 
was formerly a good fortification. 

7. Little-Kotzenau, a market town having a ſeat, and alſo belonging to 
tne Counts of Reder. 

8. Krebſberg, Ruchelberg, Polſchillern, Seebnitz, Schweidnig and Sprot!!- 
chen, villages and manors. Near the laſt mentioned place lies the ſource of 
the Sprottau. 

II. The circle of Go/dberg, which is united with the following 


[Lage 
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1. Goldberg, in Latin Aurimontium, the circle town, with the Katzbach 
running near it, ſtands in a delightful country and next to Lignitz, is the 
beſt town in the principality. It is ſituated on a hill, which within the town 
is not every where level. The parochial-church here belongs to the Lu- 
therans. In the ſixteenth century it had alſo a celebrated Gymnafium, the 
building uſed for which had been a Franciſcan convent, but, in 1704 it was 
reſtored to that order, ſo that the Lutherans have only a common grammar 
ſchool here. In this town is likewiſe a commandery of the order of St. 

n. The place itſelf derives its name from a very rich gold mine for- 
merly worked here. Its foundation is ſuppoſed to have been in the twelfth 
century. The terra figillata dug here is at preſent little eſteemed. The 
Katzbach is a great convenience to the town, yet its ſwellings have fre- 
quently, and particularly in 1608 and 1736, done it very contiderable da- 
mages, beſides which it has likewiſe more than once ſuffered very much by 


fire. 2 it belong the villages of Lower- Au, Koppiſch, Kaſendau and the 
Haynwald. 

2. Rochlitæ, a royal demeſne and village ſituated on the Katzbach, and 
having a Lutheran church. 

3. The Gratzberg or Graditzberg, formerly known by the name of the 
Georgenberg, a mountain of no common height, and on the ſummmit of 
which once ſtood a caſtle, which was built by Duke Frederick I. in 1473, 
but in 1523 one half of it was burnt down, and towards the conclulion of 
the thirty years war it was totally demoliſhed. At the foot of it now ſtands 
a ſtately ſeat of Count Frankenberg's. 

4. Harperſdorf and Probfthayn, two large villages having Lutheran ora- 
tories. The inhabitants of theſe places are moſtly Schwenkfeldifts. 

5. Adelſdorf, Alzenau, Gierſdorf, Hermſdorf, Neudorf, Pilgramſdorf, all 
large eſtates having villages, containing Lutheran oratories. 

6. Roth (or Red) Brinigen, an epiſcopal village. 

7. The Spitzberg or pointed hill, ſtanding on the confines of the princi- 
pality of Jauer, and which at a diſtance has the appearance of a green 
pyramid. 

III. The circle of Haynau, united with the foregoing and containing 

1. Haynau or Hayn, in Latin Hainovia, the circle town, ſituated on the 
little river Deichſa; and having a caſtle which was once the uſual reſidence 
ot the dowager princeſſes of Lignitæ, but the greateſt part of it now lies in 
ruins. The Lutherans are in poſſeſſion of the parith-church here, but the 
papiſts have another. In 1427, 1503, 1581 and 1651, this town was de- 
ſtroyed by fire, and in 1661 and 1672 ſuffered again greatly by the ſame 
creadful calamity. To it belong the villages of Miclelſderf and Polfwinkel, 
with Hayn heath. | 

2. The royal Kammeramt of Haynau. 

3. The villages and eſtates of Beerſdorf, Kaiſerſioaldau, Kreibe, ,

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Pantbenau, Reijicht and Sieudnitz, having Lutheran churches and oratorics; 
as alſo Buchwald; Kenradfdorf, Upper-Golſchau, Reificht and Vorhaus. _

IV. The Luben circle, containing ag 8 

1. Luben, the circle town, ſeated in a plain, which though ſomewhat 
ſtony, yet is not unftuittul. The town of itſelf is ſmall, but its ſuburbs, 
Called the Hlaſtaut and Malmitz, are large, and in them are ſome farms 
belonging to the town treaſury. Of the ancient palace of the Princes 
here little more than the walls are now to be ſeen. Near this palace is 
a ſmall popiſh chapel. The pariſh-church and ſchool are in the hands 
of the Lutherans. Here are a great number of cloth weavers, but by no means 
ſo many as formerly. In 1431 it was ſet on fire by the Hu/zates, on which 
occalion a very ſmall part eicaped the flames. In 1453 another dreadful 
fire broke out here. To it belong the village of A/t/fadt and Lubenſbeatl. 

2. The royal Kammeramt of Luben. 

3. Ofzig, a village, having a Lutheran oratory and a ſeat. In this vil. 
lage was born the celebrated Caſpar von Schwenkfe!d, but the tombſtone 
in the church is that of a brother's ſon of his of the ſame name. At 
preſent it belongs to the Jebn/ton family. 2 

4. The villages and eſtates of Braunau, Dietersbach, Great-Kriechen, 
Petjchkendorf, Pilgramsdorf and Schwarzau, having Lutheran oratories, 
with Ziebendorf. | 

V. The royal amt or prefecturate of Parchwitz, which is annexed to nocircle, 

1. Parchwitz, a ſmall town on the Katzbach, without the Lignitz 
gate, has a ſuburb, in which is the Lutheran pariſh-church, with another 
ſmaller one alſo Lutheran, and an almshouſe adjoining. On the other 
ſide of the Katzbacb is a ſeat formerly ſerving for the Prince's reſidence, and 
containing a chapel for the uſe of the papiſts. In this town are made 
good cloths. It was founded in 1280, by a gentleman of the name of 
Parchwitz, from whom it paſſed to the Dukes of Lignitæ, and from them 
to the Zedlitz family, but in 1563, reverted again to the Dukes, who in 
1568 mortgaged it to Fabian von Schenarch, but in 1597 redeemed it. In 
1683 the greateſt part of it was deſtroyed by fire. 

2. Pirl, Lower-Heyde, Upper-Heyde and Heinerſdorf, four villages, 
which lying near each other form a ſtreet of near a mile in length. 

3. Dame, an epiſcopal village.

8. 1. THE principality of Molau to the ſouth borders on the princi- 
palities of Breslau and Lignitz, weſtward on thoſe of Lignitz 

and Glogau, northward alſo joins the latter, and eaſtward Poland, with 
the principalities of Trachenberg, Oels and Bres/au, 74 
2. Its 
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$. 2. Its foil is for the moſt part either dry, marſhy or overrun with 
woodsand buſhes ; though ſeveral tracts alſo yield good corn land. The Oder, 
which traverſes the whole principality from ſouth to north, on the borders 
of Lignitz is joined by the Katzbach, where it likewiſe receives the 
little rivers of Kaltenbach, Fuſeritz and ſeveral other ſtreams with which 
the principality is watered. 11 J. 

. 3. In the whole country are fix towns; but anciently it formed no 
particular principality, the towns and diſtricts of which it is at preſent 
compoſed being divided among other principalities; as for inſtance, 
Molau belonged to the principality of Oels, and Steinau to that of Glogau, 
In 1524 Frederick Duke of Lignitz and Brieg purchaſed that part of 
which the preſent principality of Molau conſiſts. His ſons making a par- 
tition of his lands, George Il. obtained the principality of Brieg with the 
Molau wweichbilders, and theſe continued a long time annexed to the prin- 
cipality of Brieg, till the partition between his grandſons Duke John 
Cbriſtian and George Rodolphus, when the Wolau weichbilders came to the 
latter, together with the principality of Lignitg. On his deceaſe the 
Molau weichbilders were erected into a particular principality, which 
fell to Chri#tan, the third ſon of Duke Jobn Chriſtian, but at the ſame 
time the Oblau weichbild, which at preſent belongs to the principality of 
Brieg, was annexed to that of Molau. The ſame Duke Chriſtian alſo in- 
herited Lignitz and Brieg, which in 1675, on the deceaſe of his ſon Duke 
George William, was ſequeſtrated by the Emperor. 

$. 4. The principality is both under the Oberamtſregierung, and the war 
and domain chambers at Giagau; and conſiſts of ſix circles or werchb1/ds, of 
which, however, only the four firſt are under the ſame Landrath, the two 
laſt being under another. 

I. The Welau circle contains under it 

1. Welau, the circle town, and the capital of the whole principality. 
This town is on all fides environed with marſhes and meres, which in 
wet weather are in ſome meaſure a natural defence to it. Belonging to it 
are two ſuburbs, namely thoſe of Breflau and Steinau: and even Kru 
Molau and Polniſchdorf are alſo reckoned as ſuch. In it likewiſe is a palace 
with a popiſh church and a Carmelite convent, but the town church and 
ichool are held by the Lutherans. In 1640 it was taken by the Swrodes, 
in 1642 ſurpriſed by the Imperialiſts, but ſoon retaken by the Swedes, and 
in 1644 recovered by the Inperialiſis. To the town treaſury belong the 
citates of Garben, Polntſchdorf, Ganſubr and Raudichen. 

2. The royal Kammeramt of Molau, to which belongs T:mnitz, in the 
circle of Winzig, with other villages. 

3. Leubus, in Latin Lubens ot Luba, a Ciſtercian abbey, founded about 
the year 1050 as a Benedictine monaſtery by Caſimir the Great, King of 
Poland, but in 1150 by Duke Boleſlaus eſtabliſhed as a ſociety of Ciftercian 


monks. 
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monks. This abbey which ſtands on the Oder is a ſpacious ſtrufture, and 


before it is a large village forming one long ſtreet. About a quarter of an 
hour alſo below it, on the Oger, ſtands Leubus, which though commonly called 
a City corporate, yet is properly only a market-town. In the neighbourhood of 
this place in 1741, the Pruſſian huffars were roughly handled by the Auſtrians. 

4. Old- Molau, Montſchutz, Pulgſen or Polſen, all containing Lutheran 
oratories. 

5. Kreydel or Kreyl, a priory belonging to the convent of St. Maria 
auf dem Sande at Breſlau, as to this alſo belong the villages of Great and 
Little- Kreydel. | 

II. The circle of Vinzig, containing 

1. Winzig, in Latin Wincium, the circle town. This place is but 
ſmall, and ſtands high. The town church and ſchool belong to the 
Lutherans, but the papiſts likewiſe have their church here. In 1514 
Winzig was totally deſtroyed by fire. 

2. The villages and eſtates of Froſchen and Gimmel, having a Lutheran 
oratory, Herren-Mot/chelnitz, containing the ſame, Seyfrau or. Seyfrodau, 
Great-Wangern, &c. | f 

III. The Herrenſtadt circle containing a greater number of large 
villages than any other, but which in 1759 ſuffered greatly from the 
Riiſſian light troops. This circle contains under it | 

1. Herrenſladt, in Latin Kyriopolis the circle town, ſeated in a very 
fertile plain between two branches of the Bartſch, and having a popiſh 
church, with the town church, which is in the hands of the Lutherans. 
This place, once belonged to the Counts of Dabna. Its caſtle in the 
ſeventeenth century formed a good fortreſs and paſs. In 1759 the town 
being ſet on fire by the Auſtrians was totally laid in aſhes: 

2. The royal Kammeramt of Herrenſtadt, to which the village of Zechen, 
and many others belong, it being the moſt conſiderable amt in all this 
principality, 

3. Hoch-Beltſch, Daaſe, Hunern, having a Lutheran oratory, Leubel, 
Kotſcheborwitz, Soberwitz, Tribuſch, containing a Lutheran oratory, Great- 
Wirſewitz, &c. 

IV. The circle of Rutzen, comprehending 

1. Rutzen, an open little town, fituated on the Bar?/ch, and belonging 
to Baron Roth, whole ſeat ſtands on a hill here. In this town is a Lathe- 
ran oratory, with two mineral ſprings. 

2. The villages and manor of Glebitſchen, Herren-Lauerſitæ, having a 
Lutheran oratory, Lubichen, Tjcheſchkowitz, Wengftadt, Little-Wirſewi!z, 
and Oder-Peltſch. | 

V. The circle of Steinau. | 

1. Steinau, the circle town, lies in a very fine corn country on the Kalten or 
Alublen ſtream, not far from the Oder, to which the ſuburb of St. Georgengaſ/e 

or 
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or Georgendorf quite extends. In this town is an ancient ſtructure belonging 
to the Prince, and by ſome called a palace, but hy others a Burgleln. Here 
is alſo a Lutheran pariſh- church, with a popiſh chapel, and good cloth 
manufactures. In 1345 Steinau was ſet on fire by the Polacks, In 1455 
above one half of it was burnt down, and in 1616 a conſiderable part ſut- 
fered by the ſame calamity. In 1633 the Imperralifts having ſurpriſed the 
Swedes and Saxons who were incamped near the town, and taken the 


greateſt part of them priſoners, ſacked and burnt the place, fince which 


the like misfortune has twice befallen it in ſucceeding wars. 
2. The Preichauer Haid, or diſtrict belonging to the Biſhop of Breſſau, 
and fo named from the village of Preichau, beſides which it contains five 


other villages. 


3. Bielwieſe, Dieben or Dieban, Groſzendwrf, Lamperfdorf, Kunzondor f 


and Zedlitz, all containing Lutheran oratories, with Damitſch and Litile- 
Radiitz, eſtates and villages. 

VI. Raudten circle. 

1. Raudten, in Latin Rautena and Ruda, the circle town, is open and 
mall. The Lutherans are poſſeſſed of the town-church here, and the pa- 
piſts of a chapel. The town itſelf was burnt down in 1642 and 1644. 

2. The eſtates and villages of Altraudten, Little-Gafron, Mlitſch, Refterſ- 
dr, Urſchka, Brodelwitz, Teſchwitz, Thilau, and Wandritſch. 


g. The Principality of GL O G AU. 


F. 1, 1 principality of Glagau is ſurrounded by Poland, and the prin- 

cipalities of Molau, Lignitz, Jauer, Sagan and Creſſen. The circle 
of Schwibus which forms a part of it, is ſeparated from the other circles by 
the dutchy of Crefſen, at preſent incorporated with the Mark of Branden- 
burg. Of all the principalities in Lower-Szlefia this is the largeſt. 

F. 2. It is not only a good corn country but alſo produces a great deal of 
wine, particularly in the circle of Grunberg, which yields moſt of the wine 
made in Silgha. Of wood too it has a ſutficiency, and its wool is wrought 
into different manufactures. The circle of Sprottau likewiſe abounds in 
iron, The Oder waters the greateſt part of the circles of this principality, 
and within it receives the Bart/ch, with ſeveral leſſer ſtreams. The Beber 
takes its courſe through a part of the Sprottau circle. 

F. 3. In the whole principality are ſixteen boroughs; and four market 
towns. Duke Henry II. otherwiſe ſurnamed the Piaus, who poſſeſſed all 
Linver-Silefia, to which Midale-Sileia was already annexed, and who died 
in 1241, left behind him four ſons, the third of whom, namely, Conrad II. 
obtained the principality of G/2gav, with which were at that time incorporated 
Crofſen, Sagan, Steinau, Frauſladt and Koſten, In 1280, that is to ſay, 
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: Crook-batked, Steinau, Raudten and Gurau; and to Praem ſluus, Sagan and 
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eigbteen years before is deceaſe,, he made a peartitinn of his Jands among 
his ſons ; to Heury the Faithful, aſügning Glegau: ang Oe to Gonrad the 


Sprottau. The laſt of theſe dying, Sprottau devolved to Duke Henry, and 
Sagan to Duke Conrad. Their father Conrad II. alſo reduced no ſmall part 
of the principality. of Lignitz, and after his death and that of his eldeſt ſon 
Canrad the Crock-backed, his ſeveral territories eſcheated to Duke Henry the 
Faithful, who was alſo Great Duke of Poland, His ſons at firſt govetned 
jointly, but in 1312 coming to a partition, Henny IV obtained Sagan and 
Sprottau; Jabn, Steinau and Gurau; Przemiſlaus, Glogau, Groffen and Frau- 
/tadt, (but of this laſt he was diſpoſſeſſed in 1344, by Cafmir King of Po- 
land) and Conrad, Oel and Molau. Przemiſſaus Duke of Glogau, &c. abſo- 
lutely refuſed to acknowledge the feudal ſovereignty of Nabemia, and dying 
in 1331 a free Prince, was ſucceeded in his lands by his brothers Henry IV, 
and Jolu, of whom the latter made over Steinau to Conrad of Oels, and his 
ſhare of Glagau to Jobn King of Bobemia, who conferred it on Caſimir III. 
Duke of Teſchen, and making himſelf maſter of Henry the IVth's ſhare of 
Glegou, appointed a governor over it. In 1337 the ſaid King conferred. a part 
of Glagau on Duke Henry of Jauer. Henry V. ſurnamed Jronfide, fon to 
Duke Henry IV. in 1360 obtained from the Emperor Charles IV. the great- 
eſt part of what had been wreſted from his father in the principality of 
GH g. At a partition made by his ſons in 1380, Henry VI. obtained 
Sagan, Craſſen and Schwibus, Henry VII. Glogau, Steinau and one half of 
Gurau, and Henry VIII.

- His 
ſon Henry X. was Duke of Glgau and Creſſen, in which dignity he was 
tucceeded by his ſon Henry XI. who having no iſſue, appointed his young 
conſort Barbara his ſole heireſs. His brother John II. however, ſurname 
of Sagan, in 1481 obtained a grant from Matthias King of Hungary of 
the whole principality of Glogau, for himſelf and his male heirs; but 
havirg no ſons and only one daughter, this Princeſs being married to the 
Duke of Munſterberg, he was for ſettling his lands on that Duke, but King 
Matthias compelled him to transfer all his right into the principality of 
Glegau to him, on which Matthias cauſed the States to take the oath of 
tealty to a natural fon of his, called John Corvin, who, however, "after the 
death of Matthias, was deprived of the principality of Glogau by Wiadiflaus 
King cf Bobemia, by whom allo in 1498 it was ſettled on his youngeſt 
brother Sigiſmund. On the accetlion of this Prince to the crown of Poland, 
King HWiadiſlaus reaſſumed the principality. In 1536 King Ferdinand I. 
mortgaged it to one of the name of Biber/tein, and in 1540 to Frederick Il. 
Duke of Lignitz and Brieg; but in 1544 redeemed it again, and in a for- 
mal inſtrument promiſed that it ſhould never more be alienated or mort- 
gaged by the Kings of Bobemia, but always remain dependent on and an- 
nexed to that crown, C. 4.

and criminal court, the faſcal court, the war and domain office inftituted in 
1741, the exciſe office, the military treaſury, the ſubſidy office, the domaine 
office, &c. as alſo of a Biſhop's court.

It lies on the river Nee 
which paſſes by it, but the Billau even takes its courſe through it. On the 
other ſide of the Ney/ze, on a bill where King Fredersc# II. at the ſiege of 
this city in 1741 raiſed: his firſt battery, is a Pruſſian fort erected in 1743; 
by order of the faid Prince, who himſelf laid the firſt ſtone of it. The King 
appoints a governor and commandant here; but the Prince and Biſhop is 
poſſeſſed of the palace, with a treaſury, a court of. juſtice, a demeſne and 
conſiſtorial office. Here is alſo a collegiate church, which is likewiſe the 
parochial-church, dedicated to St. James, with St. Nicolas, the abbey of St. 
Perer and St. Paul, dedicated to the Holy Croſs, a Jeſuits college, two Fran- 
ciſcan convents, a Dominican. monaſtery in the new ſuburb called Fried- 
richsfiadt, a Capuchin convent, and a nunnery of the order of St. Maria 
Magdalena de panitentia. This town was pillaged and deſtroyed in 1284 
by Duke Henry IV. In 1525 one half of it was demoliſhed by fire. In 
1642 it was taken by the Swedes, and in 1741 by the Pruſſians. In 1755 
the Auſtrians having laid ſiege to it, it was fortunately relieved by the King 
of Pruſſia. In 1741 the Auſtrian commandant cauſed: the. ſuburbs to be 
ſet on fire, but after the peace of Dreſden they were rebuilt, and a new 
ſuburb added by the name of the Friedrichs/tadt, lying between Pruſis 
fort and the Neyſze, in which is held a court in his Majeſty's name.

e. The Principality of TRACHENBERG. 


HE principality of Trachenberg or Dracbenberg is beſt delineated in 


the map of the principality of Oels. To the weſt it borders on the 
principality of Volau, ſouthward on the Trebnitz circle in the principality 
of Oels, eaſtward joins the free Standeſherrſchaft of Milit/ch, with the Min- 
derberrſchaft of Sulau, and. northward terminates on Poland. Its foil, 
though ſomewhat ſandy, yet produces in plenty all kinds of grain, beſides 
which it breeds good cattle and abounds in timber. Of the meres here 
ime are of ſoch vaſt extent as to reſemble lakes. Through the middle 
of the principality runs the Bartſch, which before it enters the principality 
of Molau is divided into two branches. This country originally formed 
a part of the principality of Oe/s, but afterwards as a. free Standeſberrſcbhaft 
was held by the Barons Kurzbach, the firſt of whom was Jahn lord of 
Trachenberg and Militſch, who lived about the year 1480. This family 


failing in the perſon of Henry III. the 'Stundeſberrſchaft of Trachenberg; * 


whether by inheritance or purchaſe we are not able to ſay, came tothe Barons 
ot Schafgotſcb, who were poſſeſſed of it in 1600: Jon Ulrreb Baron Schaf-

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thip, which in 1641 was by King Ferdinand III. conferred on Melebior 
Count of Hatzfeld and Gleichen, and in 1648 confirmed to him. The widow 
of Henry Count of Hatzfeld in 1698 purchaſed of Baron Bertram of Neſſelrode 
the ſhare of this lordſhip, which came to him in 168 1 by right of his con- 


tort Counteſs of Hatzfeld, and conſiſted of the town of Prauſnitz with 


thirteen villages. In 1741 King Frederick II. created Francis Philip Adrian 
Count of Hatafeld and Gleichen a Prince, erecting his lordſhip of Trachen- 


berg into a principality ; and in 1748 the Emperor Francis raiſed him 


to the dignity of a Prince of the Empire. The proprietor of this prin- 
cipality is ſtiled Prince of Trachenberg. and Prauſnitz in Silefia, and bears 
in his arms the black eagle of Sia, with the creſcent argent on its breaſt. 
He has alſo his particular regency, - In other reſpects the principality is 
under the royal Oberamtſregierung and the war and domain chamber at 
Glagou. In 1759 it ſuffered extreamly from the Ryan light troops, The 
moſt remarkable places here are 

1. Trachenberg, in Latin Dracomontium, the capital of the principality, 
and ſituated on the Bartſch. In this town is a reſidentiary palace of the 
Princes ſurrounded by a branch of that river, with a popiſh church and a La- 
theran oratory. In the year 1702 about one half of it was deſtroyed by fire. 

2. Prauſnitæ, a town having a palace with a popiſh church and a 
Lutheran oratory. In 1432 this town was laid in aſhes by the Hufites; and 


in 1452, 1510 and 1529 by far the greater part conſumed by fire. 


3. Twenty-nine villages belonging to the Prince, of which the moſt 


_ worthy of notice is Powitzko, In Great-Bargen a demeſne of the Prince's,

THE principality of Carelath is on every fide environed by the circles of 
Glogau, Freftade and Grunberg, all belonging to the principality of 
Glogau. It was at firſt a lordſhip under the title of Carolath and Beutben ot 
Lower-Beuthen, and in the ſixteenth century appertained to the Glaubitz 
family, of whom it was purchaſed by Fabian the firſt Baron of Schoneich. 
In 1697 the Emperor Leepold raiſed this lordſhip to a free Standeſterrſchaft 
or free ſtatelordſbip, and at the fame time enacted that the rietor of it for 


the time being (who then was Hans George Baron of Schoneich) ſhould take

ſame Emperor in 1700 alſo created the afore- mentioned Hans George of 
Schoneich a Count of the Empire, and in 1741 his ſon Hans Charles Count 
of Schonerch was by King Frederick II. raiſed to the dignity of Prince of 
Carolath, and his lordſhip erected into a principality ; and himſelf in 1742 
nominated perpetual chief juſtitiary in the dutchy of S:le/a. 

The arms of the Prince of Carulatb, who likewiſe ſtiles himſelf Prince 
of the holy Roman Empire, Count of Scheneich (or according tr, the uſual 
manner of writing it Schonaich) Baron of Beuthen, &c. ar quarterly an 
eſcutcheon, the firſt and fourth quarters of which are tapaz, a crowned 
eagle in a flying poſture diamond; the ſecond and thir ruby a fierce 
lion courant, with a double tail erect, and in th- right holding a drawn 
{word topaz, ready for fighting. The eſcutcbton is a crown or chaplet of 
four oak leaves ornamented with eight tibbons wavey, ruby and topaz, 
and the whole ſurmounted with a Pringe's cap of State. At Carolath is the 
Prince's court of regency, and at Beuthen an aulic chamber and town 
court, The principality, however, is under the royal Oberamtſregierung 
and war and domain chamber at Glagau. Within it is 

1. Carolatb, otherwiſe called Carlath, a reſidentiary palace of the Prince's 
ſituated on an emib=nce near the Oder. In the little town below it is a 
Lutheran orator”; , 

2. Beulen, or Lower-Benthen, in Latin Bytbonia and Bethania, a town 
alſo ſitated on the Oder, with a popiſh church and a Lutheran oratory. 
lo inis place was once a caſtle, which is at preſent fallen to ruins. In 
the year 1609 Baron George of Schoneich founded a Gymnaſium here, but 
it is no longer in being. 

3. The following farms, villages and places belonging to the Prince, vig. 
Amalienlof, Aufhait, Old and New-Bilave, Eich, Old and New-Groch- 
witz having a Lutheran oratory. Hohenborau, Hammervorwerk, Karlberg, 
Landskrone, Lippen, Reinberg, Roſenthal, Schoneich, Polniſch Tarnau, near 
which ſtands the farm of Tarne, and Verſail. 

3. Three free Standeſherr/chaften : namely 


a. The free Standeſherrſchaft of WARTENBERG. 


F. 1. THE beſt view of this lordſhip is to be had in the map of the 
principality of Oels. It is furrounded by the Bernſadt and Oels 
circles in the principality of Oels, by the Namſlau circle in the principa- 
lity of Breflau, by the free Stande/herrſcbaft of Goſchutæ, and by Poland; 
being in its greateſt length five geographical miles, and in its greateft 
breadth upwards of three, It is alſo the largeſt in Lower-Silgſia, and in 
rank the firſt Standeſberrſcbaft in the whole dutchy thereof. 
$. 2. The river Meyda, which bas its ſource in this diſtrict in the village of 
Vor. VI. | 4 F DrotWits, 
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. Wartenberg 
Drotwitz, is the only river in the whole country. It contains however 
two towns, with fifty- three eſtates and villages. Lutheramſm was intro- 
duced here in 1552, and excluſive of thoſe in the two towns, the number 
of Lutheran churches in the country amounted to no leſs than thirteen, 
which were under the inſpection of the ſuperintendent of Wartenberg. 
By much the greater part alſo of the nobility were Lutherans, but in 1654, 
that ſe& was deprived of all its churches here. 
$. 3. Wartenverg, anciently belonged to the principality of Glogau, after. 
wards to that of Oel, (ſee above in the hiftory of the principality.) Duke 
Conrad VII. or the w/e, in records of 1485 and 1488 is ſtiled Duke of 
Oels, Nolau, Martenberg, &c. in Sileſia. In 1490 the laſt of theſe coun- 
tries was ſeparated from this. principality, and firſt held as a lordſhip by 
the Haugwitz family, and nem by thoſe of Roſenthal and Platen. In 
1530 Joachim II. Baron of Malzan acquiring it by purchaſs, left it to his 
elder ton Bernhard, during whoſe minority, his mother and guardian, with 
the Emperor's conſent, fold it at two ſeveral times to George of Braun and 
Ottendorf, the ſale of the latter half of which was in 1571. His fon George 
William of Braun diſpoſed of it in 1589 to Arabam burggrave of Dobna, 
the firſt popiſh Baron and a violent perſecutor of the Lutherans. In the 
year 1600 this Prince erected it into a jus primogeniture and fidei commiſſum 
perpetuum familiæ, which eſtabliſhment in 1606 he ſet forth more explicitly, 
and in 1613 added a will to it as a further explanation. On the extinc- 
tion of the line of Dohna, as burggraves of Szlefia, in 1711, this free 
Standeſierrſchaft was in 1713 by a decree of the high court of juſtice ad- 
judged to the Pruſſian line, and in 1719 was ratified by a like decree of 
the Emperors. In 1734 the burggrave Chriſtepher Albert ſold it for eight 
tons of gold, according to ſome accounts, but according to others for 
450000 rixdollars, to 7h Erneſt Count of Biron, and afterwards Duke 
of Courland, who in 1735 did the uſual homage at Vienna by proxy. 
This Prince, however, dying in 1740, Anne Empreſs of Ruſſia granted 
the lordſhip to Burchard Chriſtopher, Count of Munnich and field marſhal. 
By him the adminiſtration of it was conferred on his ſon-in-law Frederick 
Lewis Count of Solms and Wildenfels, who arrived at Wartenberg on the 
twentieth of January 1741; but being the ſame year, ſent to Dreſden 
in quality of envoy from Ruffia, his father Count Henry Milliam was 
appointed temporary adminiſtrator in his ſtead, and died here, Count 
Munnich alſo towards the end of the year 1741 being ſent into exile, in 
1742 by order of the King of Prufjia the war and domain chambers at 
Breſlau ſequeſtrated the lordſhip, which in 1743 they farmed to an Oberam:- 
mann or prefect. It is probable however that on proper application the 
heirs of L Count will obtain the reſtitution of it. | 
$. 4. The proprictor of this country ſtyles himſelf free Standeſherrn or 
State Lord in Silefia, and hereditary lord of the free Standeſterrſchaft of 
Wartenberg and Bralin. §. F. With 
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F. 5. With reſpect to its produce Abrabam burggrave of Dobna, in the 
explanation of this his Fideicammiſſum drawn up in 1606, ſays, that the 
yearly ſurplus of Wartenberg, Bralin and Geſchutz, after all neceflary outgo- 
ings ought to amount to between 22 or 24000 rixdollars; and in his will of 
1613, aſſerts that after the purchaſe of Go/chutz, by means of his improve- 
ments therein, the revenues of the lordſhip received an increaſe of 10,0c0 
rixdollars per annum. But, ſince that time Goſchutz has been again dil- 
membred from it. 

$. 6. It is under the King's Oberamtſregierung, and war and domain 
chamber at Bre/lau ; and its principal places are 

1. Wartenberg, or Pola Wartenberg, anciently called Szychow, the 
capital, lying in a pleaſant valley, and containing little more than two hun- 
dred and fifty houſes. Formerly, however, it was much larger, but a fire 
happening here in 1444, by it five hundred and eighty were deſtroyed. 
Afterwards this circuit was contracted, and the town environed with a 
rampart, wall and moat. The manſion-houſe of its lord, which was finiſhed 
in 1736, lies within theſe walls and at preſent is the reſidence of the King's 
Oberamtmann or prefect. Erneſt Jobn Count of Biron, having in 1734 ob- 
tained licence from the Emperor Charles VI. to build a Lutheran domeſtic 
chapel here, he erected it in his own palace. In 1736 this chapel was 
conſecrated, and in 1740 by Frederick II. King of Pruffia conferred on the 
reſidence church. Divine ſervice is performed in the Polniſch and German. 
The town church is in the hands of the papiſts. In 1743 the Calvinifts 
obtained leave to erect a meeting-houſe here. Beſides the aboye- mentioned 
fire, this town was nearly burnt down in 1554, 1616 and 1637, and in 
1742 it loſt eighty-four dwelling houſes. To it belong the eſtates of J/79ſe 
or Pawelke, and Grunbof, with the village of L7tle- Kel. 

2. Bralin, an open little town, having a manfion- houſe and church be- 
longing to the papiſts. | 

3. Friderichſtabor, ſituated not far from Wartenberg and Ziſta, two vil- 
lages, founded by communities of Bohemian Calviniſis, whoſe deſcendants 
{till occupy them. 

4. Mechau, Merzdirf, Diſteltitæ, Mang ſchutz, Schernin, Trembatſchau, 
Neudorf, Turkwitz, Caſel, Schlaupe and Schleuſe ; all demeines and villages. 

5. Droltwitz, Schonwald, Stein, Girnſdorf, Dalberſdorf, Langenderf, Schol- 
lendorf, Upper and Lower-Stradum, SC. 


b. The free Standeſherrſchaft of MILITSC HH. 


. "Fi HIS lordſhip is beſt ſeen in the map of the principality of Oe!;, 
between which, Poland, and the principality of 'Trachenberg it lies. 

It was formerly of much greater extent then at preſent, having by partitions 
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and fales been divided into four ſeparate lordſhips. Its large and fine foreſts 
furniſh employment for a great number of pitch houſes. 

$. 2. Anciently this lordſhip belonged to the Dukes of Brau and Lig- 
nitz, till the year 1293 when Henry V. or Fat, being taken priſoner by 
Conrad Duke of Glagau, ſurnamed the Severe, agreeably to which he treated 
him, was induced thereby to purchaſe his enlargement by the ceſſion of the 
territory of Mzilizfch and other lands. In 1312 the fons of Henry III. grand- 
ſon to Duke Conrad, making a partition of their territories, Mz/it{ch fell to 
Conrad I. Duke of Oæls, who accordingly retained the fame ; but together 
with his other lands, in 1329 made a ceſſion of it to the crown of Bohemia 
as a fief. Soon after it came to the biſhopric of Bre//au, from which it was 
taken in 1337 by J King of Bohemia, but reſtored in 1342, and in 1358 
the See fold Mi to Conrad I. Duke of Oels, in whoſe deſcendants it 
continued till their extinction in 1492, when it eſcheated to the crown of 
Bohemia. In 1494 it was conferred on Sigmund Baron of Kurabacb as a fief, 
and in 1514 made hereditary to him. From the Kurzbach family in 1 500, 
it paſſed to Joachim III. Baron of Malaan on the Wartenberg, whoſe mother 
Anna was by virtue of his ſpouſe Eva of Libkowitz, daughter to Henry 
Baron of Kurzbach. But in 1595 the lordſhip of Sulau was ſeparated from 
Militſch and fold to the burggrave Ortho Dobna. He dying in 1625 his 
eldeſt ſon Joachim IV. agreeably to the right of primogenitureſhip which 
had been eltabliſhed in the family, and received the Emperor's ſanction, 
ſucceeded to the free Standeſberrſcbaft of Militſch as taken in its preſent 
extent. The ſecond fon Jahn Bernhard obtained the lordſhip of Newſcblo/z 
which had been ſeparated from it, and to William the third devolved the 
lordſhip of Freyban, which had alſo been detached from Mzlitſch. The 
Barons Joachim William, and Niklas Andreas, were by the Emperor Leopold 
created Counts of the empire. The firſt of theſe aſſumed the regency of 
the free Standeſberrſchaft of Militſch, but dying in 1722 without iſſue, left 
it by will to Joachim Andreas Count of Malzan, his brother's youngeſt ſon, 
whom the Emperor as King of Behemria, accordingly confirmed in the poſ- 
ſeſſion of it. 

8. 3. The title of the proprietor of the free Standeſberrſcbhaſt is Count of 
the holy Reman empire, and of Ma/zan, Baron of Wartenberg and Penzlin, 
free Standeſherr in Sileſia, hereditary lord of the free Standeſberrſchaft of Mi- 
litſch, lord of Militſch, Freyban, Great-Peterwitz, Pinxen and Praſtowa, &c. 
He has alſo his court of regency, and college of judicature here; but the 
country in other reſpects is under the King's Oberamtſregierung, and the 
war and domain chambers of Bre/lau. 

$. 4. The moſt remarkable places here, are 

1. Militſch, in Latin Milicium, a town ſeated on the Bartſch, and con- 
taining a reſidentiary palace, with a popith parochial-church, and another 
of Lutherans, as alſo a Lutheran ſchool, the eſtabliſhment of which om

obtained in 1709 by a free gift of 1 5000 florins. In 1616 the town was 
greatly damaged by fire. Belonging to it is a Peliſh and German ſuburb, 
in the latter of which is alſo a demeſne of the Count's. ; 

2. Birnbaumel, Caſowa, Grabownice, Podaſche, Schlabeſchwitz, Schwentreſ- 
chin, Steffits and Weblige, all demeſnes of the Count's. 

3. Great- Nezunkowa, and Rackelſdorf, with Camelawe, Strebitzko, Upper- 
_ VWadnickowa, &c. all eſtates and villages. 


c. The free Standeſherrſchaft of GOSCHUTZ. 
HIS lordſhip is beſt ſeen in the map of the principality of Oels, by 
which it is on all ſides ſurrounded. We have already noticed that 

formerly it belonged to the lordſhip of Wartenherg, and on the devolution 

of that lordſhip to the preſent Counts of Reichenbach, ſtill continued a free 

Minderherrſchaft, or inferior lordſhip, but in 1741 was by King Frederick IT. 

raiſed to a free Standeſherrſchaft. Its proprietor is ſtyled Count of Reicben- 

bach, free Standefherr in Silefia, and hereditary lord of the free Standeſherr- 
ſchaft of Goſchutz, Feftenberg, the 3 of Badianctoitæ, &c. He has his 
particular regency ; but the lordſhip is likewiſe under the royal Oberam!ſre- 
gierung, and war and domain chambers at Bręſſau. The places moſt worthy 

notice in it are, . 

1. Goſchutz, an open little town having a ſeat, in which is a chapel, and 
containing beſides a popifh church, and a Lutheran oratory. 

2, Feftenberg, another open little town having a ſeat, with a Lutheran 
church and ſchool. Formerly this town belonged to the principality of Oels, 
Duke Sylvius purchaſing it in 1676 of the Kokritz family. 

3. The village of Old-Feftenberg, with many others. 

4. Three free Minderherrſchaften. 


a. The free Minderherr/chaft of NEUSCHLOSZ. 


HE greateſt part of this diſtrict is environed by the free Standeſherr- 
[chaff of Militſch, to which it once belonged, till eſcheating to Jehr: 


Bernhard Baron of Malzan, as a particular lordſhip, his grandſon Augustus

But he 
dying in 1691 without iſſue, it continued veſted in his widow Reanazg 
Beata, Baroneſs of Novagh, with whom it came to her ſecond huſband 
Eraſmus Ulrich Count of Geift and Hagen, who on her deceaſe ſucceeded 
to it, and at his death left it to his ſecond wife Hedwiga Chriſtiana of 
the Ameſloe family and Baroneſs of Tappe. This lady marrying a ſecond 
time to Gerard William Count Strattmann brought him the lordſhip. At 
preſent it is again in the poſſeſſion of the Counts of Malgan, who are like- 
wiſe free Standeſherrn of Militſch. In 1759 it ſuffered extremely by the 
ravages of the Rw/ian light troops. Within it is 

1. Freyban, an open little place having a ſeat, and lying not far from 
the borders of Poland. 

2. Kojchwitz, Ujaſt, Kallende, Bartnig, and ſome other villages.

c. The free Minderherrſchaft of SU LAU. 


THE lordſhip likewiſe once formed a part of the Standerberrſchaft of 
Militſch, but in 1595 was purchaſed by the burggrave Ortho Dobra, 

from whoſe family it came to the Barons Malzan, and from them again 
paſſed to the Barons Burghau/z, who have ſince been raiſed to the dignity 
of Counts. In 1759 it underwent the general calamity of being laid waſte 
by the Ruſſian light troops. Within it is 

1. Sulau or Zulauf, an open little town, having a ſeat and a Lutheren 
oratory. In the year 1751 this place was almoſt totally deſtroyed by fire. 

2. Miſlawitz, Neudorf, Schlanz, Wangrinova and other villages.

B. Of the greater part of Uyper-Sileſia, containing 
a. The Principality of O PPELMN. 
F. 1, THE principality of Oppeln, to the welt borders on the principalities 


of Ney/ze and Brieg; northward on certain parts of the principa- 
lities of Bre/lau, Oels and Brieg, and likewiſe on Poland, eaſtward alto joins 
Poland and the free Standerberrſebaſft of Beuthen, and ſouthward the principa- 
lities of Ratibor, Fagerndorf and Troppau, with a diſtrict in Moravia. It 


is the largeſt of all the principalities in Szlefia. 6. 2, It 
2. Its 


$. 2. Its ſoil is in many places ſandy, beſides which here are ſeveral 
large heaths and foreſts, but yet it is not ſo bad a country, as many ima- 
gine and repreſent it to be. For good managers find their account here 
in tillage, the breeding of ſheep and the culture of woad; and in the ſale 
and purchaſe of lands they are always ſuppoſed to gain ſix per cent, 
though, in ſome years ſkilful landholders make even ten or twelve. 
Great quantities of the laſt of theſe commodities are carried up the Oder to 
Breſſau. Fiſh and game are very ſcarce in the cities, the realon of which 
may be, that the popiſh days of abſtinence conſume a great deal of the 
former, and for the latter it is engroſſed by the ſeveral lords of the country. 
The Oder, which comes from the principality of Ratibor, traverſes no ſmall 
part of this country, and in it receives many leſſer ſtreams, ſuch as the 
Khlodnitz, the Prudnitz, and the Malpana, after which, on the confines 
of the principality of Brieg, it is joined by the Neyſze. There are all 
ſeveral lakes and meres here, the largeſt of which is that in the Oppeln 
circle, about three quarters of a geographical mile from the town ot the 
ſame name. N 

$. 3. In the whole circle are twenty-ſix boroughs and one market- town. 
Its villages however are mean, and the greateſt part of the inhabitants are 
Piles, excepting in the circles of Falkenberg and Neuſladt, where in many 
places the people are German, or the deſcendents of Germans. In ſome 
diſtricts alſo, and thoſe of no ſmall extent, not a ſingle village is to be ſeen. 

$. 4. On the partition of Upper-S:lefia between the ſons of Duke La- 
diſlaus, the principality of Oppeln fell to Boleflaus I. whoſe ſons Boleſlaus II. 
Bileflaus III. and Albert in 1313 divided it, and in 1327 ſubmitted to be- 
come feoffes of the crown of Bohemia. The grandſons of Boleflaus III. 
by his fon Balgſſaus IV. arrived to the poſſeſſion of the whole country: 
but the only one among them, who left iſſue, was the eldeſt named 
Beleſlaus V. whoſe grandſon Duke Jabn was however the laſt of the 
Piaſter Dukes of Oppeln. This TJcbn in 1516 had ſucceeded to the 
principality of Ratibor, and united it with that of Oppeln, but in 1532 
dying without heirs, King Ferdinand I. immediately took poſſeſſion of 
both principalities, which ſoon after, namely in 1550 and 1598 were 
mortgaged to George Marquiſs of Brandenburg, and in 1621 exchanged 
for Tranſylvania. In 1645 they were alienated by Madiſſaus IV. King of 
Poland, but in 1664 finally and abſolutely reannexed to the crown of Bohemia. 

$. 5. The whole principality is under the King's Oberamtſregierung at 
Brieg, and the war and domain chamber at Bre/lau. 

$. 6. It conſiſts of twelve circles or Micbbilds, which are 

1, The circle of Oppeln, containing 

1. Oppeln, in Poliſh Oppolie, and in Latin Oppolia or Oppolium, the circle 
town and the capital of the principality, lying on the Oder, over which it 
has a bridge. The old palace here, which is ſeparated from the town

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by a branch of the Oder, was deſtroyed by fire in 1737. In this town is 
a biſhop's court, with a pariſh-church, a collegiate abbey dedicated to the 
Holy-Crefs, a Jeſuits college, and a Dominican and Franciſcan convent, In 
1744 the King created here an Oberamtſregierung for Upper-Sil:fia, to 
which is annexed a conſiſtory, but in 1756 this was removed to Brieg. In 
1260 the town itſelf was deſtroyed by the Tartars. In 1501 it was totally 
conſumed by fire, in 1605 a great part of it, in 1682 about one half, 
and in 1684 almoſt the whole. In 1689 ſome other conſiderable da- 
mages were done here by the like calamity, and in 1739 it ſuffered till 
more. In 1741 it was taken by the Prufſians. 

2. The royal Kammeramt at Oppeln. | 

3. Schurgaſt, an open little town, ſituated on the Ney/ze, and belong- 
ing to Count Bees. | 

4 Proskau or Pruſzka, another open little town containing a popiſh 
parochial-church. This place gives title to Count Prosau or Progkowſey, 
to whom it alſo belongs. | 

5. Krappitz, in the Poliſh Krzapkonortz, a little walled town, ſeated on the 
That river is here joined by the Prudn!z. 
The place itſelf is a lordſhip of Count Reder and in it is a popiſh church. 

6. Nackel or Naklo, by all the geographers of Sileſa called a walled 
town, though in the maps marked only as a village. 

7. Czarnowans a præmonſtratenſian nunnery ſituated on the Malpana, 
which below it diſcharges itlelf into the Oder. The abbot of this place is 
mitred. It was originally founded at Ribnitz, and from thence removed 
hither in 1236. 

8. Skodny, in the maps called Scbodni a, alſo on the ana, and 
having a royal foundery for caſting bombs, ſuch of which as have any defects 
in them, are converted into plough ſhares and other inſtruments. 

9. Schonwitz, Domezko, Polmſch- Neudorf, &c. all eſtates belonging to 
noblemen. 

II. The Raſ⸗ circle, containing 

1. Reſenberg, in the Poliſh called Oleſuo, though ſmall yet the circle 
town. This place is walled, and has a ſeat, and at its pariſh-church, 
which is dedicated to St. Michael, is a convent of regular Auguſtines, the 
head of which is a mitred abbot. In 1578 the town was conſumed by fire. 

To it belong the eſtates of Wachowitz and Hyſſoka. 

2. Landsberg, in the Poliſh Gorzow, an open little town ſituated on the 
borders of Poland, and containing a popith parochial-church. : 

3. Old- Roſenberg, Biſdorf, Bodland, Bodzanowitz, having a frontier 
cuſtom-houſe, Kobyino, Krzizanzowitz, Great and Little-Loſowitz, Lan 
mtz, Radau, Seichzwitz and Uſchitz, all eſtates and villages belonging to nobles.

1. Great-Strelitz, in the Poliſh called Weilko Strzelcze, and in Latin 

Strelicia major, the circle town, ſmall and walled, and containing a ſeat 

with a popiſh church. This place belongs to Count Colonna von Feli. In 

1759 the greateſt part of it was deſtroyed by fire, but the ſeat and church 

eſcaped untouched. Near it alſo in 1745 the Hungarian inſurgents fe- 

ceived a check from the Prufſians.

F. 4. In 1163 at the partition made between the ſons of Madiſlaus Il. 
Mieciſlaus obtained Teſchen, Ofpeln and Ratibor and at a ſubſequent partition 
made in 1288 among his great grandſons Ratiber was given to Przemiſlaus 
the younger brother. To him ſucceeded his fon Le/co, who became a 
teoffee of the crown of Bohemia. On his deceaſe, the principality of 
Ratibor devolved to Nicolas Il. Duke of Troppau, who had married his 
daughter Anne, and after him their eldeſt fon Joby.

F. 6. It is ſo ſmall however as to form only one circle, the places in 
which moiſt worthy of notice are, 

1. Ratibor or Rattibor, the capital of the principality, lying on the Oder, 
which here becomes navigable and has a bridge over it. The palace, 
with the church of St. Jahn ſtand on the oppoſite fide of the river. Here 
is alſo a pariſh-church with a collegiate foundation, and a canonry of the boy 
croſs, a nunnery called the er's of the Hay Ghoſt, a Dominican and Franciſ- 
can convent, and a biſhops commiſſorial court.

F. 1, T principality of Fagerndorf lies amidſt that of Troppan, and 


as the one divides the other, the limits of each in particular cannot 
be preciſely determined. Both however are environed by the principalities 
ot Neyſze, Oppeln, Ratibor and Teſchen, with the free Minderherrſchafts of 
Freudenthal, Loſzlau and Oderberg, and by Moravia. Among them alſo 
lies the diſtrict of Katſcher, which formerly belonged to Moravia. 

F. 2. The principality of Troppau, in Latin Principatus Oppavienſis, is 
both a good corn and paſture country, abounds in fruit, and contains ten 
cities, with one town. The principality of Jagerndorf, in Latin principa- 
tus Carnovienſis boaſts alſo a fertile ſoil, with many mineral ſprings. 
The larch trees which are very common in this country yield a great 
deal of turpentine, beſides which the very gutters on the roofs of the 
houſes are made of them. To it belong five towns. The ſaid principalities 
are watered by the Oppa, which is further increaſed by the Mora. The 
latter of theſe rivers riſes in the free Mzinderberr/chaft of the Freudentbul, 
and diſcharges itſelf in the Oder. 

\. 3. The principality of Froppen, once formed a part of Mcravia, and 
with that marquiſate came to Bebemia. King Przemy/l Ottecar II. erected it 
into a principality, and in 1254 ſettled it on his own natural ſon named 
Nicolas, whoſe ſon Nicolas II. ſucceeded him, and with his wife Anne a Prin- 
ceſs of Ratibor obtained the principality of that name. Troppau was offered 
by him to the crown of Babemia as a fief. By the partition made between his 
fons, Jabn the eldeſt b:came poſſeſſed of the whole principality of Ratibor, 
while that of Troppau was divided among the three other brothers Nicolas, 
Winceflaus and Przemiſlaus, till the two former dying without iſſue, the whole 
became united in Przemiſſaus, who left behind him five ſons named in- 
ceſlaus, Nicolas, William, Erneſt and Przemiflaus, of whom only Winceſſaus and 
William had children, and ſo early as the year 1480 the whole family became 
extinct. George Podiebrad King of Bohemia having purchaſed the principa- 
lity of Troppau from Duke Erne/t, gave it to his eldeſt ſon Fiftorinus, who in 
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1475 exchanged it with King Matthias for ſome lands in Slavenia, This 
Prince again conferred it on his illezitimate fon named n Corvin, who was 
diſpoſſeſſed of it by King Wiadifiaus, and by the latter it was ſucceſſively 
conferred on his brothers 7:bn Albert and Sigiſmund, after whom it paſſed 
for life to Caſimir Duke of Te/chen, and on his deceaſe in 1528 reverted to 


the crewn of Bohemia. In 1614 the Emperor Matthias made a grant of 
it to Charles Prince of Lichtenſtein, who, at firſt held it only as a mortgage, 
but the elder Lichtenſtein line failing in 1712 in his grandſon Prince Adam 
Andrew, on that the principality of Troppau devolved to Prince Artery 
Florian of the younger line. 

$. 4. The principality of Jagerndorf was originally a part of the country 
of Troppau, and was firſt erected into a diſtin principality in favour of 
Duke Nicslas V. grandſon to Jan I. Duke of Troppau and Ratibor, who 
took up his refidence at Jagerndorf. His daughter Barbara, after the 
deceaſe of her brothers John and Minceſſaus, inherited the principality of 
Fagerndirf, but her firſt huſband John Duke of Te/chen dying, the 
married George Baron Schellenberg, to wham ſhe brought the principality 
of Jagerndorf, and in 1506 he was by King Wliad//laus inveſted with it 
as a fief, In 1524 the Baron and his ſons made an abſolute ſale of it for 
the ſum of 58,900 Hungarian guilders, to George Marggrave of Branden- 
Burg, who in 1523 had obtained King Lewis's licence for the purchaſe, 
To this Marggrave the principality owes the firſt introduction of Lutheraniſm, 
His ſon and ſucceſſor George Frederick was inveſted with the principality 
both by Ferdinand I. and Maximilian II. but having no children, bequeathed 
it, in 1595, to the Marggrave Joachim Frederick, afterwards EleQor of 
Brandenburg, who left it as an appenage to his ſon Jobn George, from 
whom the lordſhips of Oderberg and Beuthen, which ever ſince the Marg- 
grave George's time had been annexed to Jagerndorf, were taken by a jud:- 
cial ſentence. This Marggrave alſo afterwards approving himſelf a firm 
adherent to Frederick V. whom the Babemians had elected for their King, 
the Emperor Ferdinand II. put him under the ban, and in 1623 diſpoſſeſſed 
him of the principality of Fagerndorf, which was given to Prince Charles of 
Lichtenſtein, and thus became connected with Troppau. Frederick William 
Elector of Brandenburg in 1686 received ſome equivalent or ſatisfaction for 
his pretenſions to Fagerndorf, but notwithſtanding this in 1740 Frederic Il. 
King of Priſſia thought proper to revive his claim. 

§. 5. At the peace of Berlin in 1742 Maria Thereſa Queen of Hungary 
and Babemia made a perpetual ceſſion to King Frederick II. of the part of 
the principalities of Trepau and Jagerndorf lying on this fide the Offa, 


together with the diſtrict of Katſcher formerly belonging to Moravia. 


Ever ſince that time the- limits between the Praſſian and Auſtrian portions 
of theſe principalities extend along the river Oppa, as far as is influx into

Topaz an eaglet, crowned 
pearl for Scbellenberg. 5. Sapphire a ſteed topaz, with bandlets of the ſame

$. 7. The Prince both in the Pruſian and Bohemian parts of theſe 
principalities appoints a Lande/hauptmannſchaft or government, which con- 


tilts of a governor, two aſſeſſors and a ſecretary. All the advantages he 
receives from both principalities is the obedience and homage of the ſub- 
jects. with the produce of his demeſnes. The part under Pruſſia is ſubject 
to the Oberamtſregierung at Brieg, and the war and domain chambers 
at Bre/lau ; and as has been already ſhewn above, in conjunction with the 
diſtrict of Katſcher forms the Leobſchutz circle.

2. Beneſchau or Beniſchau, an open little place having a manſion houſe 
and a popiſh church. The proprietor of it is Baron Zuana. Formerly it 
had a ſilver-mine in its neighbourhood, as appears from a patent granted 
in 1275 to the town of Troppau by Przemy/i Ottocar King of Bobemia. 

3. Kranowitz, an open little town having a popith church. 

* 9 Deutſch-Neukirch, another open little town with a popiſls 
church, 

5. Tropplowitz, alſo ſmall and open, and containing a popiſh church. 
This place belongs to Count Sedlinzty, who is likewiſe proprietor of the 
neighbouring village of Gepperſdorf. 

. The following ſeats, eſtates and villages belonging to noblemen:

1. Baſſeks, 
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1. Baſſeke and Keplau, two villages on the Oder, the property of the 
Jeſuits of Troppau. : 

2. Heftialkowitz, a church village having a ſeat, and lying not far from 
the influx of the Oppa into the Oder. This village, together with Pererſto- 
witz and Ellgeth, belong to Count Graninr. 

3. Ludgerzowitz, Hatſch, Piſſez, Buſlawitz, Stiepankowitz, Koberwitz, 
and Schreiberſdorf, all church-villages. 

4. Schillerſdorf, Boratin, Bolatitz and Oderſch, church-villages and ſeats. 

5. Dirſchl, Noſzidel and Poſznitz, villages having churches and ſeats. 

6. Branitz, a ſeat and manor on the Oder, comprehending the village 
of Upper and Lower-Branitz, and belonging to Baron Morawitzfty. 

7. The church-villages of Wanowitz and Bladen, both containing ſeats, 
with Sauerwitz, Bratſch, Mccker, Kreyſewitz, and Creutzendorf. 

8. Hondorf, Babitz, Dittmerau, Schonborn, and Leyſnitz. 

9. Grobmg or Greibnick, a church-village having a ſeat. One quarter of 
a German mile alſo from Leobſchutz is a commandery of the order of St. 
Jon, the ſeat belonging to which, till towards the middle of the ſixteenth 
century was at Leobſchutz.

In 1603 a great part of it was 
deſtroyed by fire; and in 1626, 1627, 1634, 1642, it ſuffered extremely by 
war.

c. The Diftri® of K ATS CHE R. 


HIS diſtrict which was formerly a part of Silca, belonged to the 
Duke of Teſcben, till toward the year 1554, when the Biſhop of O/- 
nutz poſſeſſing himſelf of it and ſome other lands in Siigſia, it was diſmem- 
bred from that province and confidered as a part of the marquiſate of Mo- 
ravia. Yet notwithſtanding this, the Princes and States of Sz/:f2, have 
ever looked upon it as a part of this country, and ſhown themſelves ex- 
tremely defirous of reuniting it to the above dukedom. At the peace of 
Berlin indeed, it fell under the ſovereignty of the King of Prufia, and fo 
became reannexed to it ; but ſtill belongs to the Biſhop of Olmutz. In it is 
r. Katſcher, by the Bohemians called Kettre, an open little town, contain- 
ing 2 popiſh church. 
2. The villages of Krotfeld, Langenau, Ehrenberg, Stolzmuth, Keſzilch, 
Neuſorge, Paczedluk, Great-Petrowitz and Kniſpel ; the two laſt of which 
have each a parochial-church.

a. The free Standeſherrſchaft of P LE SZ. 


9. 1. O F this lordſhip a proper view is to be had in the map of the prin- 
cipality of Ratibor. To the eaſt jt borders on Poland, ſouthward 

on the principalities of Bz/itz and Teſchen ; weſtward on the Minderberr/- 
chaft of Loſzlau and the principality of Ratibor; and northward Ree 
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with Bleiſebwitz, Comeiſe and Schomueiſe, all three lying 
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free Standeſherrſchaft of Beutben, being the largeſt of all the free Stande. 
berrſchafts in Silefia. ; 

$ 2. A great part of it conſiſts of heaths and foreſts or lakes, with meres 
and fens; whence fiſh is of courſe here very plenty. The YVifula waters 
the ſouthern frontier of it and ſome parts alſo of the eaſtern, in which laſt 
it is joined by the Brzemſa, which to the eaſtward likewiſe ſeparates the 
lordſhip from Poland, and receives the Biala and the Prenice. 

$. 3. In the whole lordſhip are four towns. The Poliſh language is more 
general here than the German; and their nobility are pretty numerous. 

F. 4. Anciently it belonged to the Barons Turzo, who appear to have 
been of Poliſh extraction. Of them it was purchaſed in 1542 by Balibaſar 
Edler, lord of Promnitz, and Biſhop of Bre/lau, after whoſe death it de- 
volved ſucceſſively to Staniſlaus and Charles, ſons to his brother Caſpar of 
Promnitz. The latter of theſe lords left it to his fon Abrabam of Promnitz, 
in whom the Leſſendorf line of the Promnitz family becoming extin& in 
1613, the lordſhip paſſed to Siegfried Baron of Promnitz of the Weichau 
line, but he dying unmarried was ſucceeded firſt by Siegfried, grandſon to 
Ieickard his younger brother, and his ſon Yeickard, and on the deceaſe of 
the latter in 1650, by Sigiſnund Seyfried ſoñ to Henry Anſhelms his elder 
brother, who, together with his deſcendants, was in 1652 raiſed by the 
Emperor, to the dignity of Counts of the empire. This Count dyed in 
1654, and was ſucceeded both in the free Standeſherrſchaft of Pleſz, and 
the lordſhips of Sorau, Triebel and Naumburg, by his eldeſt ſon Count Erd- 
mann, an anceſtor of the preſent proprietor. 

$. 5. His title is: N. N. Count of the holy Roman empire and of Prom- 
nitz, free Standeſherrſchaft, lord of Pleſz in Sileſia, lord of the lordſhips of 
Sorau, Triebel and Naumburg, Peterfwaldau, Veiſcbau, Kreppelbof and Jano- 
itz, &c. 

$. 6. Count Premnitz's regency of this Standeſberrſcbaft is compoſed of a 
preſident, two counſellors and a ſecretary. He has alfo a chamber of de- 
meſnes here. The Standeſherrſchaft in other reſpeRts is under the Ober- 
amtſregierung of Brieg, aſſiſted by the war and domain chamber at Breſau, 
and in conjunction with the Mznderher: ſchafts of Lofzlau and Oderberg, 
both which lie within the Pruſſian part, forms one circle. 

$. 7. In this circle is 

I. The following towns: namely 

1. Pleſz, in the Poliſh Pſzczyna, the capital; walled, and containing a 
ſtately palace, with a parochial-church, which is the property of the papilts, 
and a Lutheran oratory. In 1679 this town was entirely deftroyed by fire, 
the palace and church excepted, and in 1748 underwent the like calamity, 
the palace and the greateſt part of its two ſuburbs only eſcaping. In 1745 
a body of Hungarian inſurgents who had cantoned themſelves here, were

2. Berun, in the Poliſh called Bieron, an open little town, ſituated on a 
lake of ſome extent, and containing a popiſh parochial-church, | 

3. Miflowitz, another open little town, lying on the river Bræemſa, near 
the borders of Poland. In this town is a popiſh pariſh-church. 

4. Nikolai, in the Poliſh ſtyled Mikolow, an open little town, the church 
in which is the property of the papiſts. 

II. The following villages : v:z. 

1. The church villages of Boy/chow, Creutda, Czwiklitzz, Dzieczhowitz 
having a ſeat, Goldmannſdorf, Goloſſowitz, Gettſchalkewitz, each containing a 
ſeat, Grdzawa, Gura, Lendzin, having a ſeat, Lonkau, Medzna, Mokra, alſo 
containing ſeats z Ornuntowitæ, having a ſeat, Paulowitæ, containing three 
ſeats, Pilgramſdorf, Staude, Suſetæ, having a ſeat, Tichau, in which alſo is a 
ſeat, Timmendorf, Warſchowitz, Deutſch and Polniſch-Weichſel, the latter of 
which has no church. To theſe is to be added Woſchezitz. 

2. Of the other villages here we ſhall mention only, 

1. Orzeſche, having two ſeats and a good quarry of ſtone. 

2. Rudoltowitz, a village lying on the Viſtula, which here receives the 
Biala. In this village likewiſe meet the ſeveral boundaries of the lordſhip 
of Pleſſe, the principality of Blitz, and the kingdom of Poland. 

Note, Between the free Standeſherrſchaft of Pleſz, and the river Brzemſa, 
lie ſeveral market towns and villages, as namely, Che/m, Jemielin. Koptzio- 
witz, and many other, belonging to the Biſhop of Krakau, Duke of Severia, 
by virtue of a donation of a Duke of Teſchen. The Biſhop aſſerts, that theſe 
places are exempt from the ſovereignty of the chief Duke of Sz/e/ia, but 
this Pruſſia will not allow, the Duke of Teſcben himſelf having been ſubject 
to the chief Duke of Sileſa, and conſequently, not unable to confer any 
ſovereignty over the eſtates which he thought proper to give away. 


b. The free Standeſberrſchaft of BEUT HE MN. 


F. 1. A Sufficient repreſentation of this country is to be found in the map 

of the principality of Oppeln. To the ſouth it borders on the 
preceding lordſhip, to the weſt and north on the principality of Oppeln, 
and eaſtward on Poland, from which laſt it is ſeparated by the river Bre- 
nice, which diſcharges itſelf into the Brzemſa. 

9. 2. It was formerly a particular lordſhip under a line of the Princes of 
Teſcben, but its extent at that time was more conſiderable than at preſent, 
Cafimir Duke of Teſchen, making a ſale in 1443 to the See of Cracow in 
Peland, of a conſiderable part of the lordſhip, which part is now called the 
Dutchy of Severia. In 1477 Martin Corvin, King of Bobemia and Hun- 
gary, mortgaged the country of Beuthen, as a free lordſhip, to Jobn Zieretin, 
who made a like transfer of it to Jebn Duke of Oppeln, from whom, _ 
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the conſent of Lewis King of Hungary and Bohemia, it paſſed to George 
Marggrave of Brandenburg. This Prince was fucceeded by his ſon the 
Marggrave George Frederick, who dying without iſſue, Joachim Frederick 
Elector of Brandenburg, in 1603 took poſſeſſion of the transferred lordſhips 
of Beuthen and Oderberg, with the principality of Jagernderf, and left them 
to his ſecond ſon, named Jobn George. The Emperor, however, rather 


than allow it, was for redeeming the lordſhip. This occafioned a long 


proceſs relating to the improvements and produce; but in 1618 it was de- 
termined in favour of the Emperor. This Prince then at firſt mort 
but in 1629 fold it to Lazarus Henkel I. Baron of Donnerſmark, who made 
it an unalienable Fidei commiſſum in his family. His fon Lazarus in 1651, 
was for himſelf and deſcendants created a Count of the empire. At the 
partition of the patrimonial lordſhips between his ſons, Elras the eldeſt 
obtained the lordſhip of Oderberg, Gabriel the ſecond fon, the lordſhip of 
Beuthen, and the lordſhip of Tarnowitz was made the portion of the 
youngeſt, named George Frederick. Gabriel dying without iſſue, his two 
brothers ſhared the lordſhip of Beuthen, and Count Elias founded the Oder- 
berg line of this houſe, which is ſtill in being. By the partition made be- 
tween the ſons of George Frederick, Count Led Ferdinand the elder obtained 
one half of the lordſhip of Beutben, and the younger named Charles Maximi- 
lian, the lordſhip of Tarnowitz. The former of theſe brothers purchaſed of 
Count Elias Andrew Henkel of Oderberg, his portion of the lordſhip of Beu- 
then, and thus became ſole proprietor of the whole country, which, in 1697, 
was by the Emperor Leapold erected into a free Standeſherrſchaft, and its pro- 
prietor declared a free Standeſherr of Silefia. Upon this in lieu of the Senio- 
rat, his family introduced the Maforat, by virtue of which, agreeably to the 
right of primogenitureſhip, the dignity of SSandeſberr, with the regency of 
the Stande/ſkerr/chaft, was firſt to deſcend to the Beuthen line, next to that of 
Tarnewitz, and on failure of both to the houſe of Oderberg. In 1699 be 
was ſucceeded as free Standeſherr of Beuthen, by his fon Count Charles Jo- 
ſepb Erdmann, who, in 1745, on account of his having aſſiſted the Hunga- 
rian and Bohemian troops, was deprived of the lordſhip by King Frederic 
II. and declared to have forfeited all his honours and dignities. His Ma- 
jeſty, however, was pleaſed to confer the lordſhip on Count Leo Maximilian 
Henkel of the Tarnewitz line, and ſon to the above-mentioned Count 
Charles Maximilian. 

$. 3. The title of the proprietor of this free S:2ndeſherr/chaf?, is, N. N. 
Count Henkel of the holy Raman empire; Baron Donner ſinart, lord of Gfai 
and Weſendorf, free Standeſterr in Siliſa, and hereditary and regent lord of 
the countries, and free Standeſherrſchaft of Beuthen, Tarnowitz and Oder- 
berg. The lordſhips of Gfall and Weſendsrf, lie in Upper- Auſtria, and 
came to J;hn Henkel II. by marriage. This proprietor left them to his ſen 
Lazarus Henkel I. from whom they devolved to his ſon George, but he dy- 


ing 
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ing without iſſue, the Fidei commiſſum, eſtabliſhed by his father, precluded 
his brother, or iſſue from the inheritance. They bear however, the names 
of their lordſhips in their title. 

F. 4. The regency of the Szandeſherr conſiſts of a governor aſſiſted by 
two counſellors and a ſecretary. In other reſpects the Standeſherrſchaft is 
under the King's Oberamt ſregierung at Brieg, and the war and domain 
chambers at Breſlau, and forms a diſtinct circle. 

$. 5. The principal places belonging to it are, 

1. The following towns: namely 

1. Beuthen, in the Poliſh called Bithorn, and otherwiſe Upper-Beuthen, 
the capital of the lordſhip, being walled and having a feat, with a popiſh 

rochial-church, and a convent of Mznorites. Near it anciently was a 
filver mine, which in 1366 yielded uncommon produce. 

2. an open little rown, containing a popiſh parochial- church. 
3. Tarnowitz, a ſmall and open town, having a popith church with a 
Lutheran oratory. The filver mine here was formerly very rich, and 
yielded gold, and even till is far from being inconſiderable. A little way 
without this town, Augu/ius II. on his election to the crown of Poland in 
1697, gave a ſolemn audience to the public embaſly ſent to invite him into 
that country; and in 1734 a like interview was held here between Augu/tus 
III. and the ſplendid deputation from the States of Poland, which likewiſe 
invited him to come and take poſicfiion of the kingdom. In 1746 a great 
fire happened here. 

2. Neudeck, a ſeat belonging to the Count. 

3. The following church-villages; namely, Bilczowitz, Charzow, Ka- 
mien, Kechlowitz, Michalkowitz, Great-Pamow having a ſeat, Piaſeczna, 
Deutſch-Piekary containing a ſeat, Repten, Rokitnitz, and Great-Zyglin. 

Note, - The burghers of Czelacz a ſmall Paliſb town in the dutchy of 
Scveria are poſſeſſed of ſome meadow grounds, corn lands, and woods on 
this fide the Brenice near Siemianowit2, which though in Poland are under 
the ſovereignty of Pruſſia. The Biſhop of Cracow as Duke of Severia, 
lays claim alſo to a conſiderable part of a foreft near Sandect, and would 
have the boundaries to be from Lubos along an old road there, as far as the 
filver Kopttz, and from thence to Cz:nkoro (lee the map of the principality 
of Oppeln ;) but Pruffia ſtill aſſerts its ſovereignty over this tract. 

4. Two free Minderherrſchafts : viz. 


a. The free Minderherrſchaft of LOSZ LAU. 


HE beſt view of this country is to be had in the map of the principa- 
lity of Ratibor, with which it is for the moſt part environed, but on 
the other quarters it joins to the lordſhip of Oderberg, and the principality 
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of Teſchen. Its proprietor is the Count of Dietrichſtein, who ſtiles himſelf 
N. N. Count of the holy Roman empire, and of Dietrichſtein, and here. 
ditary lord of the free Minderberrſcbaft of Loſzlau in Upper-Sileſia. In the 
town of Loſzlau this Count has a regency, conſiſting of a governor, two 
aſſeſſors and a ſecretary. This lordſhip is alſo under the Oberam!ſregierung 
of Brieg, aad the war and domain chamber at Bręſlau, and forms another 
part of the circle of Pleſz. The moſt remarkable places in it are, 

1. Loſzlau, in the Poliſh ſtyled Wediflaw, an open little town, having a 
popiſh parochial-church, with a convent of Minoritet. 

2. The church-villages of Upper-Go/gowttz containing a ſeat, Godau alſo 
having a ſeat, Jaeftreab containing two ſeats, Jedlownik, Laziſta, Meſchtze- 
nitz, Mſchanna, Poblem, Radlin, and Ruptawa having allo two ſeats, with 
Skriſchau. 


b. A Part of the free Minderherrſchaft of ODERBE RG. 


HIS lordſhip likwiſe is beſt ſeen in the map of the principality of Ra- 
+» tiber, by which it is ſurrounded, as alſo by thoſe of Teppan and 7, 
chen, and the lordſhip of Loſzlau. Formerly it conſtituted a part of the 
principalities of Oppeln and Ratibor. Its revolutions have been taken notice 
of above under the free Standeſherrſchaft of Beuthen, as well as that it be- 
longs to a branch of the Counts of Henke/. The title of its proprietor is 
N. N. Count of Henkel, Baron of Dennerſmark, lord of Gfal and Weſenderf, 
hereditary lord of the country, and free Standeſherrſchaft of Beuthen, and 
likewiſe of Tarnowitz, Oderberg and Polzig. That part of it which is ſub- 
jet to Pruſſia and ſeparated from the other by the Oder and E/ſa, is under 
the Oberam!ſregierung of Brieg, and the war and domain chambers at 
Breſlau, and reckoned within the circle of Plz. It contains the villages of 
Great-Gorſitz having a church, Belſchnitz, Odrou, Olſa, Roſchkau, Ruderſch- 
wald having a church, and .

5. Kaltnſlein, another open little town. 

6. Freywalde, a ſmall and open town fituated on the Billau, and like- 
wiſe appertaining to the Biſhop. 

II. The following villages : viz. 

1. NiMlaſdorf, having a church, Great-Kunzendorf containing a church 
and ſeat, Rothwaſſer alſo having a church and ſeat, Yorgtiſcroſs and Weiſz- 
bach with one church, all villages belonging to the Biſhop of Breſſau, and 
lying on the borders of the Pruſſian part of the principality of Ney/ze. 

2. Weiſzwaſſer, a village containing a ſeat and church, alſo ſituated 
on the borders of the Pruſſian part of the principality of Nee. This 
village likewiſe belongs to the Biſhop of Olmutz. 

3. Barzdorf, Einſidel, Enderſdorf having a ſeat, Gurſchdorf, Ober- 
grund, Standbubel, Sanbsderf, and Wilſchutz with a ſeat, all church-villages.

a. Part of the Principality of TROP PAV, 


O which belong, 
I. The following towns : namely 

1. Troppau, in the Bohemian diale& called Oppawa, and in Latin Op- 
via, the capital of all Uyper-Sileſia, as well as of the principality of the 
like name. It ſtands in a fruitful country on the river Oppa, being walled, 
and containing an ancient palace of the Princes, with three parochial- 
churches, a Jeſuits college, three convents of monks, a nunnery and a 
commandery of the order of St. John, beſides which it is alſo the ſeat of 
the regency for the Bohemian part of Sig]. In 1758 the greateſt part of 
this town was deſtroyed by fire. 

2. Konigsberg, commonly Runsberg, an open little town containing a 
manſion-houſe. 

3. Magſtadt or Mog ſtadt, by the Bohemians called Bilgwes, a walled 
little town having a manſion-houſe, and belonging to Count Prat/chmann. 
In the year 1628 a conſiderable part of this piace was deſtroyed by fire. 

4. Oder or Odrau, a ſmall but walled town, ſituated on the Oder and 
having a manfion-bouſe. This place allo belongs to Count Pro!fclmann. 
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5. Wighadtel, by the Bobemians called Malo, an open little town near 
which ſtands the ancient and ſtately caftle of Wigftern. 

II. The following market towns and. villages: wiz... 

1. Gratz, in the Bobemian dialect called Hradetz, a market-town having 
a ſeat, and lying on the Mora. Near this town in 1741 an Auſtrian 
party was routed by ſome Pruſſians. 

2. Radun, a church-village, one ſhort - German mile's diſtance from 
Troppau, and where in 1745 a ſkirmiſh happened between Baron Trenk's 
corps and a party of Pruſſians to the advantage of the latter. 

3. The church villages of Bielau, Boydenſdorf, Brojdorf, Ditterſdorf, 
Dobiſchwalde, Eckerſdorf, Erberſdorf, Great-Gleckerſdorf, Glommiz, Gotſch- 
dorf containing a ſeat, Great and Little- Herlitz, the former of which has 
a ſeat, Hrabin alſo containing a ſeat, Kreutzburg, New-Lublitz having a 
ſeat, Lukau, Mankendorf, Morawitz, Mokrolaſez, Little-Peterſdorf, Peter- 
witz, Pleſna with a ſeat, Pobruba likewiſe containing a ſeat, Great and 
Muſt-Poblomb, the former of which has a ſeat, Prieſe, Rattkau, Schwanſ- 
dorf, Skrzipau, Stauding with a ſeat, Prieſe, Stieberwitz, Strebnig, Taſ- 
cbendorf, Tharnau, Trzebawitz, Tfchirmb, Walmerſdorf, Zattig, Old and 
New-Zechſdorf.

F. 1, 1 ** rincipality of Teſchen, to the north borders on the Sri 

berrichafe of Ple/z and ſome ſmall Aird rberrſchaſts, weſtward 
cn the principality of Troppau, Moravia and the Minderherr/chaſt of 
Friedek, ſouthward on Hungary, though on this fide its limits are not ab- 
ſolutely ſettled, as is obſerved before in our introduction to S:, and 
eaſtward on Hungary, Poland, and the principality of Bilitz. 

F. 2. It is for the moſt part hilly, the Moravian chain terminating near 
Jabluntau in the ſouthern part, where alſo begins the Carpattian mountains, 
On the other hand the north part is very ſwampy, and overrun with lakes 
and meres; notwithſtanding which there are more fertile ſpots here than 
would be imagined. Beſides theſe it abounds likewiſe in wood. It has 
been already obſerved in our general introduction to Sie, that the Vu 
has its ſource in this country. The Olſa or E//aalfo riſes in the Carparhian 
chain near the confines of Hungary, and after traverſing the greater part 
of the principality, in the lordſhip of Oderberg joins the Oder. The 
river Oftrawice forms the boundary between this country and Moravian. 

$. 3- In the whole principality are five towns, part of the inhabitants 
of which ſpeak German, and the other Poliſh. The mountains are inha- 
bited by Walachians, who make good Heyducks or foot tcliiers. The 
excellent fire arms here, called Teſchinken receive their name from this 
country, and more particularly from its capital, where they are made in 
oreat quantities. | 

$. 4. Mieciflaus, the firſt Duke of Upper-Silefia reſided at Teſchen. Ca- 
{mir II. grandſon to his fon Caſimir I. in 1288, ſubjected himſelf to the 
King of Bohemia, and was ſucceeded in the principality of Teſchen by his 
ſon Caſimir III. on whom King John conferred a part of the principality 
of Glogau. This Prince's ſon named Przemiſiaus purchaſed of Bolco Duke 
of Schweidnitz the dutchy of Severia, and in 1363 was further inveſted 
with the principality of Beuthen. His ſon Boleflaus, who reſided at Teſcben, 
left behind him four ſons, "who in 1442 made a partition of their father's 
territories. Minceſſaus the eldeſt, who obtained Teſchen, Beuthen and Tar- 
»:witz, in 1443 fold the dutchy of Severid to the fee of Cracow. After 
the deceaſe of this Prince and his ſon Prgemiſlaus, in 1477, the whole 
deſcended to Caffmir IV. fon to his younger brother Boleflaus, who, in 
1179 made an exchange with King Matthias, of Tarnoteitz and his right 
in Great-Glogan for Cojel. Bolejiaus was fucceeded by his grandſon WW:r- 
c:/laus Adam, who mortgaged the lordfhip of Friede to hs father- 
in-law Fehn of Bern/iein, To him ſucceeded his fon Adan Wenceſlaus, 
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who, a little before his death embraced popery. He was followed 
by his ſon Frederick William, who having been brought up in that religion, 
after his acceſſion to the government became a zealot for it, but in 162 
died, and in him ended the male line of the Dukes of Teſchen. The 
principality by his death eſcheated to the crown of Bohemia, in the hands 
of which it remained till 1722, when Charles VI. transferred it to Leopold 
Joſeph Charles Duke of Loraine, who in 1729 was ſucceeded therein by 
his ſon Francis Stephen, ſince made Emperor.

A Sufficient repreſentation of this country is to be ſeen in the map of the 
principality of Troppau.

Formerly it conſtituted 
a part of the principality of Troppau, but afterwards belonged to Barons, 
to whom it gave title, and from them paſſed to the Barons fince the 
Counts of Vurben. But the Emperor Ferdinand II. ſequeſtrating it, it was 
ſucceſſively held by his ſon Leopold William, and his grandſon Charles 
Jaſeph, both archdukes of Auftria and grend maſters of the Teutonick 
order. In 1682 the Emperor Leopold appointed the then grandmaſter of 
the Teutenick order, John Caſpar of Ampringen to be chief governor of 
Upper and Lower-Sileſia, and it being requiſite alſo that the perſon inveſted 
with this poſt ſhould be a Prince of Sz/z/ia, he at the fame time conferred on 
him the lordſhip of Freudenthal as a principality, whereupon he took the 
title of Prince of Freudenthal, and Lord of Eulenberg. Freudenthal from 
this time continued annexed to the Teutonick- order, but the title of princi- 
pality has ſince been ſuperſeded, fo that at preſent it is only a Minderlerr- 
ſchaft, though one of the moſt conſiderable in all Sila, as containing 

1. Freudenthal, in the Poliſh and Bohemian called Brunthal, the capital 
of the lordſhip, fituated in a pleaſant vale. This place is walled and has 
a manſion-houſe, in which reſides a commander of the order. 

2. Engelberg, an open little town, near which formerly was a mine, 
and on an adjacent hill is a chapel. 

3. Wirbenthal or Wurbenthal, another open little town formerly alſo 
having a mine work. 

4. The church-villages of Alſtadt, Lichtewerden, Little-Mabrau, Seiffen, 
Throm, Old-Veogelſeiffen, Lower-Wildgrub and Wackendorf.

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The Sovereign County of GLATZ. 


$.1."T'H E map of this county deſigned by Scultetus and publiſhed by Fanſ- 

| fon is greatly inferior to that put forth by Hzmann's printing houſe at 
Nurnberg in 1747 from a draught of Mr. Mayer's. Muller's Atlas how- 
ever of Bohemia, with Mr. Julien's Atlas topographique & militaire, con- 
tain a repreſentation of this county no leſs accurate and complete than 
that of Homann's. 

F. 2. The county of Glatz lies between Bohemia, Silefia and Moravia, 
being on all fides environed by ridges of mountains, which belong to the 
duet chain, whence it is every here of very difficult acceſs, the entrance 
to it being a long, rugged, rocky and troubleſome way. In length it is 
eight geographical miles, and in breadth five. Count Chriſtopher of Har- 
deck, while governor here appointed a ſtandard for the menſuration of 
their miles, by which a Glatz mile is to conſiſt of three and five hundred 
cords, and each card of fifty two ells, making in a whole mile 1 5860 ells. 

$. 3. It is every where mountainous and moſt delightfully variegated with 
hills and dales, meadows and woods, fields and ſtreams, which are further 
interſperſed with towns and villages. In a good year it produces more 
wheat than is ſufficient for home conſumption ; and in bad ſeaſons is ſup- 
plied at a moderate rate from the adjacent countries. What fruits or culi- 
nary herbs it wants are imported from Silefia, Bohemia and Moravia. It 
yields alſo rich paſtures, and graſery turns out here to good account. 
Wood too it has in great plenty, as well as game of all kinds; and its 
ſh, particularly its trout, are very large and exquiſite. Further, here are 
quarries of ſtone for mill ſtones, grave (ſtones, and building, which are ex- 
ported to other countries, and it affords beſides a good marble with jaſper, 
topazes and cornelians. In the neighbourhood of Schlegel is dug pit-coal ; 
and Hauſdorf has a copper-mine. The filver-mine works of Fon. 
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thal or Neuſtadtel and Merzberg are at preſent diſcontinued. Among the 
many mineral ſprings here the moſt celebrated are thoſe at Kodows, Reiner: 
and Altwilmſderf. The warm bath of Landeck is alſo in great repute, In 
the diſtrict of Habelſchwerdt about half a mile from Mittelwalde below the 
Schneeberge riſes the Neyſze, which after watering Habelſchwerdt and Glatz 
paſſes out of this country into the principality of Munſterberg in Silefia. 
This river receives into it almoſt every little torrent in the- country ; and 
at the diſtance of ſcarce half a mile from its ſource, on the borders of 
Meravia riſes the Morel or Morawa, the chief river in that dutchy. Not 
far likewiſe from Rernerz iſſues the Erlitz, which, for ſome miles divides 
this county from Bebemia, after which it continues its courſe into that 
Kingdom, whence accordingly in 1586 it was declared a boundary 
between the county of Glatz and Bohemia. 

$. 4. In the whole county are nine towns with upwards of one hundred 
. villages, the latter of which are generally large and populous. The cur- 
rent language here is the German. The inhabitants live moſtly by tillage, 
graſery, ſpinning thread, and the linen trade. Here are five families of 
Counts, fveral of Barons, beſides other noble houſes, the moſt antient of 
which is that of Pannewitz, and next to it thoſe of Glaubitz, Meoſchen, 
Tz;/chwitz and Haugwitz. Whilſt the county of Glatz was under Bobemiæ, 
the States uſed to hold their Landtage or Diets, in the Landtage houſe of 
Glatz. Theſe meetings were anciently termed Fur/tentage, but fince the 
Pruſſian ſovereignty has taken place they have been laid aſide as unneceſſary, 

$. 5. In the ſixteenth century under the regency of Count Chri/tepher of 
Hardeck the doctrine of Jeb Huſz diffuſed itſelf here conſiderably. From 
1560 to 1623 Lutherani/m maintained its ground againſt the moſt v'o!ent 
oppoſition ; but after that year all the Latberan paſtors and ſchoolmaſters to 
the number of above one hundred and twenty were driven out of the country, 
and the reſt of the Lutheran inhabitants by blandiſhments and compulſion 
induced to embrace popery, though great numbers preferred exile to 
apoſtaſy. Thus in proceſs of time popery became the public religion of the 
whole country, though fince the ceſſion of it to PA the Lutherans ae 
741m permitted the free exerciſe of their religion. 

$. 6. In ancient times this cuuntry had ſeveral maſters, particular'y the 
Kings of Bobemia. In 1453 Ladiſlaus King of Hungary and Bebemia con- 
ſented that George Podiebrath then Stadtholder, afterwards King of Bchemig, 
might redeem the lordſhip of Glatz from Milliam of Leuchentberg, and 
in 1462 the Emperor Freverick III. raifed this lordfhip to a county in tavour 
of the ſons of the ſaid King George Podiebratb. On a partition between 
theſe ſons, it came to the eldeſt, named Henry Duke of Mun/terberg and Fan- 
ken/fein, who in 1472 was by Madiſſaus King of Behemia, further iuveſled 
with it as a fief. In the year 1509 his ſons fold it to their father-in- 
law Albert Count Hardeck for the ſum of Go, ooo crowns, and in 


1534 
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1534 Cbriſlapler Count Hardeck mortgaged the county to Ferdinand Ki 

of Bobemia, who ſoon alienated it in the ſame manner to John of Bern. 
ſtein. In 1549 it paſſed as a mortgage to Erneſt Duke of Bavaria, who 
afterwards acquired the property of it. In 1561 King Ferdinand got it 
again into his poſſeſſion and from that time it continued annexed to the 
crown of Bohemia till 1742, when Frederick II. King of Prufſia mad: 
himſelf maſter of it. At the peace of Berlin concluded in the ſame 
year, it was ceded to him, his heirs, and his deſcendants for ever, with 
entire 1overeignty and abſolute independency of the crown of  Bchemza, 

F. 7. In the titles of the King of Pruſſia, this county as a ſovereign 
State, is placed after Siigſia, Orange, Nee and Vallangin, but before 
Gelderland, Magdeburg, Cleve, &c. Its arms are pearl three lines 
crowned ruby, or ruby three lines crowned pearl. 

F. 8. Whilſt under Babemia all affairs of government and law were con- 
ducted by an Amtſregierung held at the capital, and in which the gover. 
nor preſided as preſident, but from its ſentences appeals lay firſt to Prague, 
and then might be moved to Vienna. But under Prufja a change has 
been made in its conſtitution. The royal regency in the capital is veſted 
not only with the inſpectorſhip of the garriſon-there, but attends likewiſe to 
the order, tranquillity and ſafety of the whole county, and takes cogni- 
ſance of the royal buildings and matters of police. With reſpe& to 
judicial affairs in ſecular cauſes the county is ſubjet to the Oberamtſre- 
gierung of Breſlau, and in eccleſiaſtical matters to the upper conſiſtory ef 
the ſame place, though with right of appeal from both to the tribunal of 
Berlin, after which a petition for a reviſal of the caſe may be laid before 
his Majeſty himſelf. Cauſes of ſmaller importance are finally decided by 
the Landrath of the county, who is ſtiled the Tudex delegatus of it, afliſted 
by an aſſeſſor of the Oberam!ſregierung and upper conſiſtory at Breſſau. 
The ſubſidy, exciſe, demeſne, poſt and cuſtom offices are immediately ſub- 
ordinate to the war and domain chambers in the ſame city. 

_ F. 9. This county makes but one circle. In the above-mentioned ma 
(F. 1.) it is divided into fix diſtrifts, agreeably to which, as being bo 
proper and convenient, we ſhall form our account. | 

I. The diſtrict of Glatz contains under it | 

1. Glatz, by the Bohemians called Kladzko, by the Poles Kladzho, and 
in Latin Glacium or Glocium, the capital of the county, ſituated on the 
river Ney e. It is a very ſtrong place, and ſtands on the declivity of a 
hill, whereon alſo is built the old caſtle, ſo that moſt of its houſes command 
an extenſive and fine ptroſpect of the country. The old caſtle was formerly 
divided into three parts, called the lower, middle and upper palace. The 
buildings of the firſt. of theſe lie ſomewhat lower towards the city than the 
upper, and antiently formed a Burglebn, which was conferred on ſeveral 
noble families of the county, who by virtue of the ſaid poſt ſtiled * 
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{ves burgraves of Glatz, and reſided in it as governors. In this lower 
palace too is a ſpacious area ſurrounded with buildings, and in theſe buiid- 
ings again vaults ſecured from fire, wherein things of conſequence and 
value may be ſafely lodged. Water is conveyed through pipes from the 
water tower near the lower mills, quite up into this lower palace. In it 
alſo is a popiſh church, but at preſent no ſervice performed there excepting 
on Sundays, and this only for the benefit of ſuch priſoners as are papiſts. 
From this lower palace we aſcend to the upper, which ſtands much higher 
than the top of the rock, and beſides three courts has a very deep well 
hewn quite through the rock, and yielding plenty of excellent water. 
This part was once the reſidence of the lords proprietors of the county, 
and even now the commandant lives there. Since Gla/z has belonged to 
Pruſſia the old citadel has been greatly improved and ſtrengthened, parti- 
cularly by the addition of very commodious barracks capable of quartering a 
2umerous garrifon. As it ſtands likewiſe within fgit of the whole county, at 
the firing of a gun or the lighting up of a beacon, the approach of an enemy 
may in a quarter of an hour's time be notified to every part thereof. The 
new citadel, which is a Pruffian work, ſtands on the Schaferberge, directl 

fronting the old one, with the river Nee running between them, wy 
by means of a ſpeaking trumpet advices may be mutually communicated 
to them. This new citadel is very advantageouſly ſituated, ſtrong and 
regular, and further provided with a well, which has been cut at a 
vaſt expence through the rock into the hill. Between theſe two citadels 
alſo is a Nluice by which the jiatermediate country may be laid under 


water. The ton itſelf too is at preſent ſtrongly fortified, and in beauty, 


cleanlineſs and order has been greatly improved under the Pruſjan 
governments. It conſiſts of four hundred houſes, with the ſuburbs of 
Frankenftein, the Angel (or book) the Roſzmarkt (or horſe market) and the 
Neulangdel, Its pariſh-church belongs to the Jeſuits, and in this church is 
celebrated miraculous image. Near it alſo is the college and ſeminary 
of the ſaid fathers. In 1742 a church was built here near the gate in 
the Frankenſtein ſtreet, for the uſe of the garriſon and other Lutherans. 
Without the town "likewiſe before the Bruck gate, on the Roſzmarkt 
is a Minorite convent with a church called our lad) auf dem Sande, 
and at a ſmall diſtance from the Frankenſtein gate is a Franciſcan church and 
convent, and cloſe by it an almshouſe having a church, Of the farms in 
the ſuburbs, ſome belong to noblemen, others to burghers, and ſome 
again to the Jeſuits and Minorites. Here are beſides two large mills of 
the Kings, and not far from the Franciſcan convent two corn and meal ma- 
gazines, with a bakehouſe. Glatz enjoys a good trade, and its burghers, 
and inhabitants are under the magiſtracy. Antiently there ſtood a place here 


known by the name of Lucca, till the year 936, when by order of King 


222 I. the town itſelf was built, though the inſtrument cited page 105 in 
Kabloiſch's curioſities of the county of Glatz, bears ſome ſtrong marks of 
Vol. VI. 4 K {puriouſ- 
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ſpuriouſneſs. It has been ee pillaged and burnt, as being the ſub. 


ject of inceſſant diſcords between the Poles and Bohemians, not to mention 
the two deſtructive fires of 1015 and 1033. In 1056 it was alſo taken and 
laid in aſhes by the Emperor Conrad. In 1463, 1469 and 1524, it again 
ſuffered by fire. Its ſevereſt ſiege, however, was that which it held out in 
1622, againſt the united forces of the Emperor Ferdinand II. and his allies, 
In 1742 the Prufians took it by capitulation. To the town belongs the 
village of Steinwitæ, with fome farms. |

II. The Landeck diſtrict, comprehending 

1. Landeck an open little town fituated on the Biela, and belonging to 
the ſovereign, The inhabitants of this place ſubfiſt chiefly by tillage and 
graſery, aſſiſted by the ſale of their beer and brandy. The generality cf 
them are papiſts. Landeck has ſuffered greatly by war, having been fre- 
quently ſacked and burnt, particularly in the year 1528, when ſcarce forty 
houſes were left in the town, and but three in the ſuburb. It is moſt re- 
markable for the warm baths near, and lying beyond it. 

2. Upper-Thalheim, a village, the lower end of which joins the town. 
From this village we crofs over a long wooden bridge leading through the 
Herrenbef, in which is a ſmall elegant ſeat, to an eminence on the left, 
planted with a row of lime-trees and on which is a church, and from 
thence again to the New or our Lady's bath. Two or three hundred paces 
farther, leaving the Bzele on the right, we arrive at the Old or St, ay 
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bath, which ſtands ſomewhat higher than the former, and iſſves from a 
hard rocky foil on an eminence caſt of the Bieie, and about a hundred and 
odd from the wood called Oberfreyhert ; where the ſaid water guſhes 
through the fiſſutes of the rock, which formerly were no leſs than feventy 
in number. In not a few of theſe fiſſures its volume is equal in thickneſs to 
a man's arm. Nothing can be more pellucid than this water, though im- 
pregnated with a ftrong ſulphuteous ſmell, and its degree of warmth is ra- 
ther beyond that of milk as it comes from the cow. The largeſt ſpring in 
the middle, is nearly of a boiling beat, but others are only tepid, and others 
again quite cold, ſo that the water collected from all theſe ſeveral ſprings 
mult naturally be no more than lukewarm. On a hill alſo about 2000 
common paces from theſe baths is the White-Well, the water in which be- 
ſides its perſect tranſparentneſs is of a maſt gratciul taſte, but extremely 
cold, and never known to freeze. Farther up the hill ſtand the remains 
of Karpfenſlein caftle, which was demoliſhed in 1443, and together, with 
the farm of the ſame name, lying at the foot of this mountain, belongs to 
Landeck town. The New, or as it is otherwiſe called, eur Lady's Bath, 
which has been already. mentioned, is tepid, clear, and in fmell, taſte and 
mixture, perfectly like the capital ſpring. Not far, likewiſe from it, at the 
foot of a hill having a ſmall church on its ſummit, is another cold ſul- 
phureous ſpring. The old bath was purchaſed by the town of Landecł in 
1572; and the New bath which ſtands near Uyper-Tbalbeim in 173 5. 
3. Vilbelmiibal or el, an little town fituated on the Biel, 
and near which formerly was a filver mine. Its ficſt name is derived from 
its founder Wzlliam of Opper/dorf, but the ſecond was given it in 1561 on 
account of its being made a mine town.

This town is noted for good cloth, but more ſo 
ſtill for its pluſh; and, in the ſuburb is a large paper mill, which ſupplies 
the King's offices and courts in Sila with a paper by no means inferior to 
that of Holland. Reinerz has been frequently pillaged and burnt. The 
mineral ſpring here is one of the beſt in the whole county, and the town 
is alſo proprietor of the village of Robms. .

* "Wanſchelburg diſtrict, in which is the Heuſcheune, a very high moun- 
tain, with a wide chaſm in the middle of it as if it had burſt in twain. 
This mountain ſerves inſtead of a weather-glaſs to the whole neighbouring 
country, who, from its appearance, form their conjectures on the change of 
the weather.
